The  situation  as  to  wines  gives  more  hope.  There  is 
scarcely  any  doubt  but  that  the  objectionable  ad  valorejn  feat- 
ure will  be  struck  out  in  the  Senate.  The  amendments  made  to 
the  Sweet  Wine  law  will  injure  nobody  here  and  open  a  large 
market  for  high  proof  grape  spirit  in  the  East.  With  such 
workers  as  Charles  A.  Wetmore  and  Col.  Leoser  in  Washington 
there  is  scarcely  any  doubt  of  the  abandonment  of  the  ad  valorem 
system  in  the  Senate.

The  House  passed  the  Wilson  bill,  with  all  its  imperfections, . 
on  the  1st  inst.     Amid  the  general  disappointment  there  are  two 
points  of  satisfaction:  ,     :j    ;, 

1st.     The  hope  that  the  bill  will  be  amended  in  the  Senate. 

2d.  That  Hon.  T.  J.  Geary,  Democratic  member  from  the 
First  District  of  California  was  true  to  his  constituents  and  voted 
against  the  bill. 

As  regards  distilled  spirits,  the  bill  is  decidedly  unsatisfac- 
tory. The  tax  is  increased  to  $1  per  gallon  and  there  is  no  com- 
pensating increase  in  the  bonded  period.  That  this  will  work 
untold  hardship  to  the  distillers  of  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  Maryland,  California  and  other  States  goes  without  .saying. 
We  want  to  see  Senators  Lindsey  and  Blackburn  of  Kentucky, 
Brice  of  Ohio,  Gorman  and  Gibson  of  Maryland,  and  White  of 
California,  all  Democrats,  have  the  nerve  to  see  that  justice  is 
done  in  regard  to  their  constituents. 

It  is  stated  that  even  had  the  extension  been  granted  by  the 
House  it  could  not  have  applied  to  '91  goods  in  bond,  as  the 
law  would  have  go'ie  into  eliec^t  August  1st.  Nevertheless  it 
would  have  been  a  benefit,  as  assuring  the  holders  of  '928  and 
93s  that  thej^  would  not  be  pushed.  Full  particulars  of  how  the 
House  did  its  work  will  be  found  following. 


HOW     IT    WAS    DO/SE. 


The  die  is  cast. 

After  months  of  weary  waiting  and  uncertainity  the  House 
has  acted  on  the  question  of  an  increase  in  the  tax  and  the  ex- 
tension of  the  bonded  period.  By  a  decissive  vote  the  tax  was 
increased  $1  and  the  extension  was  knocked  out.  The  internal 
revenue  bill  will  go"  in  the  House  as  a  rider  to  the  tariflfbill. 

The  battle  over  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period  was  a 
bitter  one  and  Kentucky  members  were  greatly  chagrined  over 
their  defeat.  They  say,  and  rightly,  that  to  increase  the  tax  and 
still  allow  no  extension  of  the  bonded  period  will  work  a  tre- 
mendous hardship  to  their  state. 

How  it  was  done  was  as  follows  : 

According  to  the  special  order,  the  day  was  devoted  to  de- 
bate under  the  five-minute  rule,  the  whole  internal  revenue 
amendment  being  open  to  amendment. 

Tate  of  Georgia  offered  an  amendment  striking  out  the  sec- 
tions relating  to  the  tax  on  whisky,  an  increase  of  the  bonded 
period  and  the  manner  of  collecting  the  tax.  Tate  explained  if 
the  amendment  wore  adopted  the  law  would  remain  as  it  is. 

Outhwaite  offered  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  to  in- 
crease the  tax  on  whisky  from  90  cents  to  SI  when  in  bond  one 
year,  $1.10  when  in  bond  two  years  and  $1.30  three  years,  the 
bonded  period  to  cease  at  the  end  of  that  time.  He  said  he  did 
not  intend  to  press  the  amendment.  The  provisions  of  the  bill 
were  wrong.  In  the  interest  of  reform  a  few  days  ago  the  bounty 
on  sugar  was  abolished.  Now  it  was  proposed  to  give  a  bounty 
to  the  whisky  industry,  to  increase  the  bonded  period  from  three 
years  to  eight  at  a  cost  of  10  cents  per  gallon. 

"Do  I  understand  that  the  bill  increases  the  bonded  period 
to  eight  years?"  asked  Dockery. 

"It  does." 

"Then  it  should  be  voted  down." 

Montgomery  of  Kentucky,  a  member  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  strongly  defended  the  whisky  provision  of 
the  bill. 

Caruth  of  Kentucky  made  an  eloquent  plea  for  the  extension 
of  the  bonded  period  in  the  interest  of  the  Blue  Grass  distillers. 

Dingley  off'ered  an  amendment  to  strike  out  all  words  pro- 
viding for  an  extension  of  the  bonded  period  beyond  three  years 
was  lost. 

Dingley's  amendment  to  strike  out  the  extension  of  the 
bonded  period  was  carried  by  104  to  79. 

Montgomery  offered  an  amendment  extending  the  bonded 
period,  but  if  the  goods  should  be  in  bond  more  than  three  years 
then  the  owner  must  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  exportation  and 
importation. 
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A  heated  discussion  arose  between  Outhwaite,  Montgomery 
and  Caruth,  the  former  claiming  that  the  people  are  not  inter- 
ested in  the  overproduction  of  whisky  so  that  it  can  be  specu- 
lated in,  and  favoring  the  entire  prevention  of  the  exportation 
of  whisky,  while  the  two  Kentucky  members  asserted  that  the 
action  of  the  House  meant  ruin  to  a  great  producing  industry. 

An  amendment  was  agreed  to  without  objection  perfecting 
the  text  of  the  bill  so  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  all 
whisky  in  bond  is  to  be  subjected  to  the  increased  tax. 

Au  amendment  by  Walker  (R.)  of  Massachusetts  increasing 
the  tax  to  81.50  was  lost. 

An  amendment  by  Gear  (R.)  of  Iowa  increasing  the  license 
of  retail  dealers  to  $50  and  of  wholesale  dealers  to "  $200  was 
also  lost. 

Dingley's  amendment  increasing  the  tax  to  $1  and  leaving 
the  bonded  period  at  three  years  was  adopted. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  a  tremendous  movement  of  9l8 
to  warehouses  abroad  in  consequence  of  this  legislation. 


MIDWI/NTE-R     FAIH    MEETIMG. 

The  Building  Committee  of  the  viticultural  exhibitors  at  the 
Midwinter  International  exposition  held  a  most  important  meet- 
ing on  the  19th  ult.,  at  the  office  of  the  Viticultural  Commis- 
sioners. 

Those  present  were  Chas.  Bundschu,  William  Wehner,  F. 
Korbel,  C.  J .  Wetmore  and  Henry  Epstein.  Mr.  E.  C.  Briber 
was  also  present,  representing  the  Wine  Dealers'  Association. 

After  some  discussion  Mr.  Bundschu  was  made  permanent 
chairman.  Allotment  of  space  in  the  Viticultural  Balace  at  the 
Fair  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  Wehner.  He  favored  giving  the 
merchants  the  central  space  under  the  dome  of  the  building  al- 
lowing counties  and  individuals  to  be  on  the  sides.  This  met 
with  vigorous  opposition  on  the  part  of  Messrs.  Briber,  Epstein 
and  Bundschu.  These  gentlemen  stated  that  the  merchants 
would  much  prefer  the  west  wall  for  the  reason  that  they  did 
not  want  to  be  unusually  prominent  in  the  exhibit.  They  one 
and  all  stated  that  they  did  not  want  it  said  that  the  merchants 
were  trying  to  get  the  best  position,  which  might  bring  up  hard 
feelings.  Rather  than  this  they  wanted  to  stay  on  the  side  and 
leave  the  center  piece  for  a  collective  display  of  growers,  or  for 
a  wine  fountain  or  any  other  similar  purpose. 

Mr.  Epstein  made  an  amendment  that  the  merchants  be 
given  the  west  wall  or  so  much  of  it  as  was  deemed  best  by  the 
committee. 

This  was  lost  and  the  original  motion  wos  carried  by  the 
votes  of  Messrs.  Wetmore,  Korbel  and  Wehner.  Messrs.  Bund- 
schu and  Epstein  voting  no. 

The  reservation  was  made  that  the  merchants  must  put  up 
their  exhibit  at  their  own  expense  and  that  it  must  conform  to 
the  general  plan. 

After  some  discussion  the  plans  and  specifications  of  Mr. 
Otto  for  the  interior  decoration  of  the  building  were  accepted.

The  Prohibitionist  hop  growers  of  Lake  county  will  pro- 
bably be  surprised  at  the  following  resolutions,  adopted  by  the 
leading  hop  merchants  of  San  Francisco  after  due  consideration: 
Whereas,  the  Supervisors  of  Lake  county  have  passed  an 
ordinance  prohibiting  the  sale  or  gift  of  malt,  vinous  or  spiritu- 
ous liquors  in  Lake  county,  and 

Whereas,  the  action  of  said  Supervisors  is  expressive  of  the 
majority  wishes  of  the  electors  of  Lake  county. 

Now,  Therefore,  it  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  under- 
signed hop  dealers,  that  we  will  not  encourage  the  production 
or  growing  of  hops  in  said  Lake  county,  by  dealing  in,  purchas- 
ing or  in  any  way  using  any  hops  grown,  produced  or  offered 
for  sale  in  Lake  county.

The  hop  growers  are  getting  just  what  they  deserve. 


New  York,  January  25,  1893. 

With  the  knowledge  that  Congress  has  at  last  got  down  to 
business,  and  the  settlement  of  the  vexed  tarifi"  question  in  sight  ^ 
together  with  the  announcement  of  the  proposed  issue  of  bonds 
by  the  Treasury  Department,  has  come  a  much  brighter  outlook 
in  trade  circles  here. 

Business  in  the  past  fortnight  has  shown  evidence  of  a  de- 
cided reaction  for  the  better,and  merchants  all  predict  a  good  trade 
in  the  spring  months.  The  importers  express  themselves  satis- 
fied with  the  tariff  as  proposed,  and  the  whisky  men  are  well 
pleased  to  come  off"  so  lightly  in  the  proposed  t-ax  increase  on 
whisky.  The  additional  tax  to  be  levied,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  internal  revenue  portions  of  the  bill,  are  more  than 
offset  by  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period.  The  Eastern  wino 
men  in  business  manifest  no  concern  in  the  question  of  duty 
on  foreign  wines,  as  their  trade  is  in  no  way  affected,  the  taste 
for  Eastern  wines  being  an  acquired  one.  None  others  fill  their 
place,  the  production  not  being  large  enough  to  overburden  the 
market,  and  they  enter  in  no  wise  in  competition  with  imported 
wines.  Several  with  whom  I  have  spoken,  do,  however,  con- 
demn the  proposed  free  fortification  of  sweet  wines  by  corn  spir- 
its, in  the  interest  of  pure  wines,  but  they  are  those  who  look  to 
the  future  of  their  wines  rather  than  to  immediate  profit. 

The  trade  in  California  wines  while  rather  quiet,  still  shows 
a  disposition  to  rally  from  the  state  of  coma  in  which  it  has  been 
enwrapped  for  months  past,  and  merchants  report  all  the  signs 
favorable  for  a  revival  in  their  line  in  the  immediate  future. 

California  brandies  are  comparalively  stronger  and  the  de- 
mand fairly  good,  one  house  here  reporting  orders  aggregating 
seven  carloads  for  delivery  this  month. 

In  Kentucky  whiskies  there  seems  to  be  somewhat  of  a  de- 
mand, especially  in  lots  of  from  50  to  100  barrels,  quite  a  numbei- 
of  such  sales  having  been  made  the  past  fortnight.  Only  one 
large  sale  has,  however,  been  reported,  it  amounting  to  over  1000 
barrels,  the  figures  probably  being  low  enough  to  convince  the 
buyers  that  they  made  a  good  investment  for  even  the^e  hard 
times. 

The  Legislature  at  'Albany  is  having  its  usual  quota  of 
"cinch"  bills  directed  againt  the  trade,  but  these  are  being  met 
with  steady  opposition  by  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association,  and 
will  probably  go  the  way  of  such  measures. 

Quite  a  flurry  has  been  caused  among  the  importers  of  this 
port  by  the  action  of  the  Treasury  Department  in  discontinuing 
the  payment  of  duties  by  check.  Under  the  determined  protest 
of  all  branches  of  trade  interested,  anew  arrangement  has  been 
agreed  upon.  The  proposition  is  that  the  bank  with  which  the 
importer  has  his  money  is  to  deposit  in  the  morning  with  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Collector,  the  amount  of 
money  deemed  requisite  to  meet  all  his  customs  dues,  the  same 
to  be  put  to  the  credit  of  the  special  customs'  funds.  When  the 
duties  are  to  be  paid,  the  bank  will  issue  a  check  on  the  fund 
deposited  to  the  order  of  the  Collector. 

This  meets  the  demands  of  the  importers,  and  though  some- 
what cumbersome,  still  it  is  better  than  the  cash- payment  sys- 
tem. 

The  Board  of  Health  of  this  city  is  engaged  in  a  crusade,  in 
a  quiet  way,  against  dealers  in  adulterated  wines,  and  consider- 
able so-called  wine  has  been  confiscated.  Still  when  one  sees  in 
the  windows  of  many  small  shops,  "Burgundy,'  "Tokay," 
"Port,"  etc.,  exposed  for  sale  at  fifteen  and  eighteen  cents  a  quai-t 
the  impression  is  apt  to  be  that  the  Board  of  Health  is  not 
infusing  much  vigor  into  its  campaign.  Much  good  could  be  done 
here  in  the  cause  of  legitimate  wines  by  vigorous  treatment  of 
all  dealers  handling  bogus  wines,  the  law  of  this  State  affording 
ample  warrant  for  such  a  course. 

H.  T.  Dewey  &  Co.  are  doing  good  work  in  the  interest  of 
domestic  wines.  In  their  store  they  have  a  restaurant  where 
wines,  both  Eastern  and  California,  are  served  in  small  pack- 
ages at  very  reasonable  rates  with  the  meal,  and  the  place  is  very 
largely  patronized  by  the  business  men  of  that  section.  This 
affords  the  means  of  constantly  creating  new  demands  for  the 
wines  with  which  they  there  first  become  acquainted.

C.  G.  Frash,  head  of  the  house  of  P>asli  &  Co.,  New  York, 
is  one  of  the  oldest  viticultnrists  of  this  countrj'.  He  was  born 
in  Germany  and  came  to  America  in  1847. 

Being  familiar  with  grape  growing  from  his  early  youth,  he 
planted  a  vineyard  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  river  and  made 
a  success  of  the  venture.  Some  years  before  the  Civil  War  began 
he  went  to  Aiken,  S.  C,  and  took  charge  of  some  vineyards  there. 
He  had  all  his  preparations  completed  for  building  a  large 
winery,  when  the  war  came  and  with  it  the  end  of  his  plans. 
Being  a  union  sympathizer  he  had  to  leave  everything  behind 
and  it  was  with  much  difficulty  that  he  left  the  Confederacy, 
succeeding  when  Norfolk  was  evacuated. 

Returning  to  Aiken  at  the  close  of  the  war,  he  found  the 
vineyards  and  buildings  destroyed.  He  then  settled  in  Virginia 
where  large  viticultural  interests  were  developing  near  Char- 
lottesville, but  the  alluring  reports  of  enormous  grape  and  fruit 
crops  on  the  Pacific  Coast  induced  him  to  visit  California.  Here 
he  found  his  keenest  expectations  realized. 

During  the  'tiOs  the  Sonoma  valley  and  later,  the  Napa  valle 
attracted  many  viticulturists  and  fruit  growers  and  Mr,  Frasi 
was  among  the  first.  He  cleared  and  planted  to  vines  nearly 
100  acres  of  land,  near  Yountville,  for  Mr.  G.  Groezinger,  and 
after  a  few  years  he  concluded  to  look  for  a  place  of  his  own. 

In  company  with  Mr.  F.  T.  Eisen,  of  the  present  Eisen 
Vineyard  Company,  he  made  trips  hunting  for  a  suitable  loca- 
tion, principally  in  the  San  Joaquin  valley.  He  also  crossed 
the  Tejon  Pass  into  Southern  California  and  visited  Los  Angeles, 
San  Bernardino,  Anaheim  and  the  present  site  of  Riverside. 

The  plains  about  Fresno,  however,  attracted  his  particular 
attention.  At  that  time  cattle  and  sheep  raising  was  the  prin- 
cipal industry.  Only  one  to  two  inches  of  rain  would  fall  annu- 
ally and  often  the  live  stock  would  die  by  the  thousands. 

Irrigation  was  the  only  .salvation  for  the  country  and  to 
supply  this  a  water  company  was  started.]  j^From  the  Chapman 
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tract  of  80,000  acres  Mr.  Frash  selected  640  acres  and  in  com- 
pany with  Mr.  Eisen,  planted  tlie  first  vineyard  in  the  valley 
at  Fresno — now  the  Eisen  Vineyard.  The  vines  were  obtained 
from  the  Napa  valley  and  from  Yolo  county.  This  was  the  be- 
ginning of  that  tremendous  development  of  grape  and  fruit  grow- 
ing at  Fresno  and  the  viciuitj'. 

After  a  few  years — in  1871 — Mr.  Frash  went  to  New  Yorli 
and  opened  a  California  wine  depot,  under  the  name  of  Eisen 
Frash.     He  met  with  much  success,  though  it  was  no  easy  mat- 
ter to  introduce  California  wines  in  the  East  at  that  time.     Thej 
Mission  grape  with  all  its  defects  was  almost  universally  grown, , 
but  when  the  better  foreign  varieties    were   planted   and    came 
into  bearing,  the  task  was  far  easier. 

In  1874  Mr.  Eisen  became  sole  proprietor  of  the  Fresno 
vineyard  and  the  firm  of  Frash  &  Co.,  was  organized  to  deal  in 
California  wines  and  to  manufacture  California  champagnes. 
To  this  business  Mr.  Frash  devoted  his  entire  time  and  the  es- 
tablishment is  now  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States.  The  business  is  now  located  at  87,  89  and  91  Hudson 
street,  corner  of  Harrison  street.  New  York.  American  cham- 
pagnes are  the  specialty  of  the  house  but  wines  of  every  descrip- , 
tion  are  handled.

Chicago,  January  25,  1894. 

Upon  my  return  to  Chicago  after  an  absence  of  three  weeks 
I  found  everybody  full  of  hope  for  the  future  and  the  best  of 
spirits  abounding.  I  at  once  paid  my  respects  to  the  entire 
trade,  and  without  exception  there  were  only  bright  words  for 
the  outlook  ahead,  and  but  few  complaints  for  the  present  busi- 
ness, •■  Dull  as  it  seems  to  be,"  said  one  dealer  to  me  yesterday, 
"the  fact  still  stands  that  we  have  sold  more  wine  this  month 
than  we  did  up  to  the  corresponding  date  last  Jannary.  And 
what  is  best  of  all  is  that  the  orders  are  all  coming  in  by  mail." 

J.  Fusick,  Manager  for  Korbel  Bros.,  said  :  "  It  is  a  little 
early  yet  for  us  to  expect  much  business,  and  yet  our  salesmen 
on  the  road  are  doing  fairly  well.  I  just  got  an  order  from  St. 
Louis  this  morning  for  a  carload.  And  we  are  keeping  up  prices 
too.  Our  orders  are  if  we  can't  get  the  prices  asked  to  simply 
refuse  the  business.  This  wine  sold  at  St.  Louis  was  placed  at 
50  cents  for  the  Traminer  and  4.5  cents  for  the  Burgundy,  f.  o.  b. 
San  Francisco.  If  we  could  go  into  6he  market  at  any  kind  of 
prices  just  so  the  wino  was  sold,  we  could  do  all  the  business 
that  we  cared  to,  but  we  are  not  doing  business  that  way.  Our 
goods  are  all  right  and  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not 
have  good  prices  for  them." 

It  is  a  pity  that  more  people  who  have  California  wines  for 
.sale  over  here  were  not  actuated  by  the  same  purpose  to  sell  only 
good  wines  and  to  take  only  respectable  prices  for  them.  I  am 
told  that  while  I  was  away  some  one  was  here  offering  Port  at 
30  cents  in  Chicago.  It  may  seem  strange,  but  nobody  bought 
it.  The  fact  was  that  it  was  offeree!  too  cheap,  the  trade  got 
afraid  of  it.  Evidently  some  grower  came  over  here  with  a 
lot  and  got  stuck  with  it  despite  the  many  times  I  have 
warned  them  about  that  very  thing.  The  regular  trade  has  a 
hard  enough  time  to  get  along  here  without  any  one  from  the 
outside  dropping  in  on  them  and  breaking  prices  like  that.  Said 
one  buyer  to  a  jobber  a  few  days  ago: 

"  Wine,  and  Port  at  that,  has  been  offered  to  me  for  thirty 
cents  laid  down  here.     Can  you  meet  the  cut  ?  " 

"  No  sir,  nor  do  I  intend  to  try.  If  you  could  get  wine  at 
that  figure  you  ought  to  have  bought  it." 

"  Yes,  but  I  did  not  like  his  wine.  WHat  I  want  is  your  wine 
at  his  prices." 

"  Well,  you  will  never  get  them  from  me,"  replied  the 
jobber. 

Philip  S.  Shufeldt  has  begun  an  asssutnptive  suit  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  for  $50,000  against  Henry  H.  Shufeldt.  The  defend- 
ant is  the  surviving  partner  of  the  distilling  firm  of  Henry  H. 
Shufeldt  &  Co.  The  complainant  was  not  a  member  of  the  firm, 
but  says  he  acted  as  its  agent.  He  alleges  that  he  was  engaged 
by  the  firm  to  negotiate  a  sale  of  the  plant  to  the  spirit  trust. 
His  commission,  he  claims,  was  to  be  $50,000.  He  succeeded  in 
making  the  deal  and  in  May,  1891,  the  plant  was  sold  to  the 
trust  for  $1,600,000.  Just  before  the  sale  a  new  agreement  was 
made,  it  is  claimed,  whereby  the  trust  was  to  pay  the  $50,000 
commission  to  the  firm  and  it  was  to  turn  over  to  the  complain- 
ant its  bills  of  account.  Mr.  Shufeldt  claims  that  the  trust  paid 
to  the  firm  the  $1,650,000,  and  besides  a.ssumed  $100,000  of  obli- 
gations and  to  offset  this  were  given  the  bills  of  account,  leaving 
him,  he  claims,  entirely  out. 

Messrs.  Glasner  &  Barzen,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  have  insti- 
tuted suit  against  the  D.  &  C.  F.  Co.  in  which  the  validity  of  the 
rebate  system  is  involved.  Several  months  ago  the  firm  held 
$270  worth  of  rebate  vouchers,  but  having  purchased  goods  from 
some  Kentucky  distiller,  the  D.  &  C.  F.  Co.  learned  of  the  trans- 
action and  announced  that  inasmuch  as  Glasner  &  Barzen  had 
violated  the  conditions  of  the  vouchers,  they  would  not  honor 
the  n.  On  the  advice  of  their  attorney  the  Kansas  Citv  firm 
bought  $200  worth  of  spirits  from  the  trusty  and  when  payment 


was  demanded  they  refused  to  pay  for  the  goods  unless  the 
vouchers  already  held  were  honored.  The  trust  threatened  to 
bring  suit,  but  Glasner  &  Barzen  held  their  ground,  and  when 
the  suit  against  them  was  brought  before  a  Justice  of' the  Peace, 
they  filed  answer  alleging  that  the  plaintiff  was  a  trust  under 
the  laws  of  Missouri  and  Illinois  and  could  not  recover.  They 
also  made  counter  claim  for  $270,  the  amount  of  the  disputed  re- 
bate. The  verdict  of  the  jury  was  for  $64  in  favor  of  Glasner  & 
Barzen  on  its  debt  of  $206.  The  D.  &  C.  F.  Co.  appealed  the 
case  and  it  will  soon  be  tried  in  the  Circuit  Court. — Mida^a  Crite- 
rion. 

M.  Rosenthal  has  returned  from  his  trip  to  California.  He 
reports  that  Messrs.  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons  produced  an  excellent 
crop  of  wine  the  past  year,  and  that  the  prospect  is  good  for  an- 
other good  output  next  year  so  far  as  may  be  judged  at  this  time 
of  the  year. 

Alfred  Stern,  Manager  of  the  Los  Angeles  end  of  the  busi- 
ness of  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons,  came  East  with  Mr.  Rosenthal  and 
will  spend  some  months  in  New  York  and  Chicago. 

Capt.  Shillaber  and  wife  have  returned  from  the  Coast.  Both 
report  having  had  a  pleasant  trip.  But  the  Captain  says  the  cli- 
mate seems  to  have  chang(!d  a  bit  since  the  old  days.  If  news- 
paper reports  are  to  be  believed,  the  winter  king  seems  to  have 
lost  his  reckoning  a  little  and  established  his  throne  about  two 
thousand  miles  too  far  to  the  westward.  For  the  past  mouth 
the  weather  has  been  ideal  Californian  here,  and  there  seems  to 
be  no  prospect  of  any  change  in  the  near  future.  The  weather 
clerk  is  giving  you  a  "Midwinter"  Fair  with  a  vengeance. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  be  said  of  the  whisky  situation.  It 
is  o:ily  a  matter  of  waiting  till  Congress  acts,  and  then  it  is  ques- 
tionable whether  or  not  there  will  be  much  life  in  the  trade. 
That  there  will  be  some  change  in  the  revenue  laws  there  can  be 
no  doubt,  but  whatever  it  is  it  will  require  some  time  for  matters 
to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new  conditions,  and  while  that  is  go- 
ing on  there  will  be  only  stagnation  in  the  trade.  There  does 
not  seem  to  be  much  unanimity  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  any  of 
the  propositions  made  by  Congress  either  as  to  time  of  bond  ex- 
tension nor  increase  of  revenue  tax.  It  all  depends  from  what 
standpoint  the  propositions  are  viewed.  L.  L.  Palmer. 


Paul  Masson,  the  San  Jose  champagne  producer,  continues 
to  turn  out  cuvees  of  unvarying  quality  and  excellence.  Mr. 
Masson  seems  to  have  solved  the  question  of  having  his  goods 
run  uniformly.  His  trade  is  doing  well  in  spite  of  the  business 
depression.

As  was  stated  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Keview,  Charles  A. 
AVetmore  went  to  Washington  during  the  past  fortnight  to  en- 
deavor to  secure  changes  in  the  Wilson  bill.  What  he  has  done 
is  shown  in  the  following  dispatches  : 

Washington,  January  23. — The  interests  of  the  Eastern 
wine  importers  and  Western  and  other  growers  have  been  suc- 
cessfully reconciled.  In  the  efforts  which  are  being  made  to 
influence  legislation,  Charles  A.  Wetmore,  of  San  Francisco,  who 
came  East  to  represent  the  Yiticultural  Commission,  has  been 
working  since  his  arrival  to  bring  all  parties  into  harmony.  Ho 
has  succeeded  in  doing  this.  He  has  telegraphed  to  California 
to  get  the  consent  of  those  whom  he  represents  to  the  proposi- 
tions to  which  the  various  wine  men  here  have  agre;:d.  If  the 
Californians  are  willing  to  go  ahead  on  these  recommendations 
there  is  a  good  prospect  of  a  favorable  change  in  the  Wilson  bill. 
The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  will  support  amendments  such 
as  are  proposed.  These  amendments  are  to  do  away  with  ad 
valoreni  duties  and  impose  a  specific  duty  on  still  wines.  Thia  duty 
is  to  be  30  cents  on  wines  with  14  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  or  less, 
and  50  cents  on  wines  with  from  14  to  25  per  cent,  of  alcohol. 
Wines  containing  more  than  one-quarter  alcohol  wjll  be  taxed 
the  same  as  spirits.  The  provision  of  the  Wilson  bill  that  no 
still  wines  shall  pay  more  than  100  per  cent,  ad  valorem  may  be 
stricken  out. 

At  a  meeting  of  Congressmen  and  wine,  growers  to-day,  one 
or  two  members  were  found  who  would  stand  out  for  still  higher 
duties  on  wines.  But  the  amounts  as  above  stated  are  consid- 
ered the  limit  that  will  receive  the  support  of  the  committee. 
Representative  Geary  will  vote  for  any  amendment  that  is  in- 
dorsed by  theCalifornia  wine  men, and  Representative  Caminetti 
will  also  vote  for  the  proposed  amendment. 

While  there  is  no  doubt  about  the  sinceritj'  of  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee,  it  is  improbable  that  among  all  the 
amendments  that  are  scheduled  this  one  could  be  brought  to  a 
vote.  Both  the  California  Senators  will  use  their  efforts  to  have 
the  amendment  attached  to  the  bill  in  the  Senate,  and  this  they 
can  easily  do,  having  the  influence  of  the  House  committee  be- 
hind them.  It  is  not  thought  that  the  change  will  be  opposed 
with  much  force  in  either  house.  The  fact  that  the  wine  men 
are  united  on  this  subject  speaks  well  for  the  sagacity  of  Mr. 
Wetmore.  When  he  came  liero  there  was  a  prospect  that  the 
bogus  wine  men  of  New  York  would  unite  with  the  importers 
and  try  to  bring  legislation  their  way.  Mr.  Wetmore  played 
over  the  heads  of  these  men  and  has  now  shut  them  out,  much 
to  the  advantage  of  California  interests. 

A  clause  in  the  revenue  bill,  which  is  expected  to  be 
brought  in  will  read  so  that  crystalized  sugar  from  the  cane 
or  beet  may  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  sweet  wines  as 
well  as  boiled  or  concentrated  must.  This  is  intended  to  do 
away  with  the  seven-story  vineyards  where  wines  are  made  with 
cherry  juice,  sugar  and  alcohol. 

The  New  York  wine  men  who  are  present  are  Colonel  C.  K. 
Leoser  and  Messrs.  A.  J.  Schweitzer,  and  De  Witt  Clinton  Ban- 
der. Colonel  Leoser  is  the  editor  of  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Circular 
of  New  York,  and  has  carte  blanche  from  the  New  York  wine 
trade.  F.  Jacobi,  on  whose  statements  much  of  Wilson's  conclu- 
sions were  based  in  the  original  preparation  of  the  bill,  has  sig- 
nified his  approval  of  the  proposed  changes.  This  unites  all  the 
elements.  Colonel  Leoser  has  secured  from  the  Secretary  a  fav- 
orable statement  concerning  the  proposition  to  allow  foreign 
spirits  the  same  bonding  privileges  as  are  granted  by  the  new 
bill  to  domestic  spirits. 

Mr.  Wetmore  in  his  dispatch  to  the  Yiticultural  Commiss- 
ioners gives  an  account  of  the  way  in  which  the  agreement  was 
carried  through,  and  requesting  that  telegrams  be  sent  to  Wash- 
ington approving  his  course. 

Telegrams  have  already  been  sent  on  by  Messrs.  I.  DeTurk, 
E.  C.  Bichowsky,  John  T.  Doyle,  M.  M.  P^stee,  George  West  and 
others  approving  what  Mr.  Wetmore  has  done. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  23rd  the  Wine  Dealers  Association 
had  an  informal  meeting  and  after  some  discussion  sent  the  fol- 
lowing to  Mr.  Geary : 

Thirty  cents  on  dry  wines  would  be  preferable  to  an  ad  val- 
orem tax,  but  it  is  not  enough  to  protect  the  industry.  Try  for 
40  cents  on  dry  wines.  The  course  you  pursue  is  approved  by 
all. 


To  Mr.  Wetmore  this  message  was  sent: 
Geary's  idea  of  30  cents  on  dry  wines  and  60  cents  on  sweet 
wines  is  acceptable,  but  would  prefer  50  cents  on  both.  At  any 
rate  would  not  object  to  30  cents  on  dry  wines  and  50  cents  on 
sweet  wines,  if  by  that  means  ad  valorem  is  defeated.  We  can 
then  try  for  better  terms  in  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Wetmore  entertained  Col.  Leoser  and  a  number  of  im- 
porters informally  at  Welckers  on  the  evening  of  the  26th  ult. 

The  following  petition  has  been  circulated  among  the  wine 
growers  of  Napa  county,  and  largely  signed  by  those  identified 
in  the  viticultural  industry.  It  will  be  forwarded  to  Hon.  T.  J. 
Geary  and  if  too  late  for  action  in  the  Hovise  will  be  handed  to 
Senator  White  with  a  view  to  killing  the  ad  valorem  clause  of 
the  Wilson  bill : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repregentativen  of  the  United  States — 
Gentlemen  :  Being  engaged  in  the  production  of  grapes  and 
wine  in  California,  and  realizing  the  great  injustice  to  ourselves 
and  the  blow  to  the  viticultural  industry  of  the  United  States 
should  the  ad  valorem  clause  of  the  Wilson  bill  become  a  law,  we 
the  undersigned  grape  growers  and  wine  makers,  irrespective  of 
party  affiliations,  do  most  respectfully  urge  Congress  to  strike  out 
the  ad  valorem  clause  relating  to  the  importation  of  dry  wines 
and  substitute  the  specific  tariff"  of  50  cents  per  gallon  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  present  law.  The  wine  industry  of  California  is 
but  yet  in  its  infancy  and  has  had  great  prejudices  in  the  Middle 
and  Eastern  States  to  overcome.  Our  wine  makers  if  not  inter- 
ferrcd  with,  see  prospects  of  the  Eastern  market  now  being  es- 
tablished after  great  difficulties,  growing  to  large  proportions. 
We  realize  the  benefits  to  accrue  to  our  young  and  struggling  in- 
dustry from  a  specific  tariff  protecting  us  from  European  wines 
and  clu'ap  labor  and  humbly  petition  the  representatives  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  to  give  us  the  protection  necessary  to  save  the 
viticultural  industry  and  those  engaged  therein  from  bankruptcy. 
The  schedule  struck  a  snag  on  the  27  ult.,  in  the  person  of 
Bourke  Coekran,  of  New  York,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  anything 
is  done  with  it  in  the  House.  A  dispatch  from  Washington 
dated  the  29  th  says  : 

''Opinion  is  divided  as  to  whether  the  amendments  agreed 
upon  to  the  still  wine  schedule  would  have  gone  into  the  Wilson 
bill  on  Saturday  if  they  had  not  struck  a  snag  in  the  person  of 
Bourke  Coekran.  Mr.  Wetmore  says  that  there  was  but  little 
prospect  that  they  would  have  gone  in,  even  if  Coekran  had  un- 
derstood about  them.  He  says  that  if  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  will  stand  favorably  to  them  it  will  be  a  safer  way  to 
have  the  amendments  put  on  in  the  Senate.  Then  they  will 
come  back  to  the  House  committee  on  a  conference  and  will 
thus  escape  the  danger  of  being  voted  on  separately  in  the  House. 
Mr.  Caminetti  thinks  that  if  Coekran  had  given  his  assent  the 
amendments  would  have  been  among  the  batch  which  were  ac- 
cepted on  Saturday. 

"There  has  been  some  doubt  as  to  whether  Colonel 
Leoser  was  very  desirous  that  the  amendments  sliould  go  in, 
notwithstanding  that  he  had  agreed  upon  them.  This  suspicion 
was  based  on  the  fact  that  he  had  not  seen  Coekran,  the  New 
York  member  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  But  this 
ouiission  appears  to  have  been  made  by  Leoser  because  he 
thought  that  Coekran  had  already  seen  the  proposed  new  schedule 
as  it  was  sent  to  the  committee  on  Tuesday  last,  the  morning  on 
which  the  agreement  was  formally  made  by  the  different  repre- 
sentatives. Leoser  thought  that  all  the  members  would  see  it, 
but  Coekran  knew  nothing  about  it  until  his  attention  was 
called  to  it  late  on  Saturday.  He  is  now  said  to  be  favorable  to 
anything  which  is  endorsed  by  the  New  York  wine  men.  The 
slight  hope  that  some  opportuitj'  may  be  found  to  insert  a 
change  in  the  bill  before  the  final  vote  in  the  House  is  not  a 
matter  of  concern. 

"It  is  at  present  presumptuous  to  infer  that  Colonel  Leoser 
does  not  have  the  best  intentions  toward  California  interests,  at 
least  as  far  as  carrying  out  his  promise  goes.  He  is  a  man  of 
high  character  and  a  prominent  position.  Both  he  and  Mr. 
Wetmore  are  at  the  Capitol  every  day  doing  what  they  can  to 
strengthen  their  position.  They  believe  to-day  that  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  substituting  a  speciffc  for  ad  valorem  duties 
on  the  still  and  other  wines. 

"Replying  to  the  intimation  that  the  New  York  wine  men 
were  indifferent  on  this  point.  Colonel  Leoser  showed  a  circular, 
signed  by  himself  at  the  head  of  all  the  most  prominent  wine 
dealers  of  New  York  city.  This  is  an  answer  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury's  inquiry  as  to  their  ideas  on  the  whole  subject 
of  the  taxation  of  spirits.     Leoser  now  advances  the  same  argu- 
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ments  against  ad  valorem  duties.  If  these  are  not  accepted  by 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  they  will  have  added  another 
to  their  long  list  of  egregious  blunders. 

The  circular  reads  in  part  as  follows  : 

"In  the  first  place,  the  ad  valorem  system  applied  to  wines, 
spirits  and  beer  will  give  rise  to  endless  disputes  between  the 
importer  and  the  Government,  because  there  is,  and  can  be,  no 
such  a  thing  as  a  'market  value'  for  these  articles.  Their  value 
cannot  be  determined  except  by  smell  and  taste,  and  the  judge- 
ment of  the  most  competent  persons  in  the  producing  countries 
rarely  agrees  upon  this  point.  It  would  be  simply  impossible  to 
find  in  this  country  persons  with  the  experience  and  skill  nec- 
essary to  determine  a  correct  shipping  price.  The  door  would 
thus  be  open  to  frauds  by  unscrupulous  persons  to  the  detriment 
of  the  revenue  and  the  consumer. 

The  most  cursory  reference  to  the  statistics  of  importation 
under  the  ad  valorem  system  will  demonstrate  the  accuracy  of 
this  statement.  When  the  ad  valorem  system  was  in  force  in 
this  country  wines  were  invoiced  to  this  market  at  5  cents  a  gal- 
lon. In  Great  Britain  the  Government  attempted  in  1890  to  in- 
troduce that  system  for  wines.  The  attempt  was  a  sincere  effort 
to  improve  the  incidence  of  the  tax,  but  after  a  careful  trial  it 
was  found  necessary  to  abandon  it  on  account  of  the  impossibility 
of  getting  trustworthy  figures  on  which  to  base  the  calculations 
of  the  customs  establishment. 

"Second. — Owing  to  the  numberless  kinds  and  qualities  of 
wines,  spirits  and  beer  imported — a  single  invoice  often  compris- 
ing many  varieties— and  owing  to  the  variable  values  of  the  same, 
entries  under  the  ad  vialorem  system  would  be  inextricably  and 
uselessly  complicated. 

"Third. — Ad  valorem  rates  encourage  the  importation  of 
very  cheap  grades,  which  fact  would  reduce  the  revenue  to  a 
minimum  and  cause  the  consumer  to  be  supplied  with  the  lowest 
possible  quality. 

"An  addition  to  the  Wilson  bill  agi-eed  on  by  the  wine  men 
is  that  no  separate  or  additional  duty  shall  be  levied  on  the  bot- 
tles or  jugs  which  contain  the  wine  or  spirits  imported." 

A  dispatch  from  Washington  dated  the  30th  says  : 

"The  representatives  of  the  wine  men  are  now   ranged  side 


by  side  in  working  against  ad  valorem  duties  on  wine.  The  rea- 
sons against  ad  valorem  duties  have  been  explained  from  a  busi- 
ness standpoint  by  Colonel  Leoser  and  Mr.  Wetmore  to  the 
fanatics  of  the  ad  valorem  method.  The  principal  objection  is 
the  impracticability  of  correctly  valuing  invoices  of  wine.  But 
these  arguments,  forcible  as  they  are  to  persons  who  understand 
the  wine  business,  do  not  appeal  in  the  least  to  the  fanatics. 

"For  that  reason  the  fight  is  being  made  on  another  flank. 
It  will  be  shown  that  the  internal  revenue  provisions  will  be 
conflicting,  creating  inconsistency  in  the  two  bills  which  are 
supported  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  understands  this,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  is  in  a  fair  way  of  being  made  to  understand  it. 
Given  the  approval  of  these  two  officials,  it  is  thought  that  Con- 
gress will  finally  be  willing  to  make  the  change,  in  the  instance 
of  wines,  to  specific  duties. 

Wetmore  and  Leoser  went  before  Secretary  Carlisle  today 
and  he  promised  immediate  attention  to  any  statement  they 
might  prepare  explaining  the  whole  case.  He  was  given  a 
statement,  of  which  the  following  are  the  essential  points: 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Treamiry — Sir:  We  respectfully  sub- 
mit for  your  consideration  the  following  brief  statements: 
Under  an  ad  valorem  tariff"  all  compounds  of  spirits  in  imitation 
of  wine  and  all  wines  heavily  fortified  with  alcohol  would  be  ad- 
mitted at  a  rate  not  exceeding  the  cost  of  their  production  in 
countries  where  alcohol  from  all  sources  is  cheap  and  freed  from 
taxes  when  exported  to  this  country.  A  compound  containing 
25  per  cent,  of  absolute  alcohol,  whether  called  sherrj'  or  other- 
wise, such  as  is  made  in  Hamburg  and  other  places  without  the 
aid  of  vineyards,  would  be  equal  in  strength  to  one-half  the 
strength  of  the  spirits  at  proof.  Foreign  spirits  at  proof  would 
pay,  under  the  proposed  tariff",  $1.80  per  gallon  for  tJie  quantity 
contained  in  such  a  compound,  masquerading  as  wine,  90  cents 
per  gallon;  but  under  an  ad  valorem  tariff  of  100  per  cent,  it 
would  pay  a  tax  not  exceeding  the  cost,  or  not  more  than  10  to 
15  cents.  Under  an  internal  revenue  tax  of  $1  per  gallon  com- 
pounds of  spirits  in  this  country  would  cost,  in  addition  to  the 
cost  of  manufacture,  2  cents  for  each  degree  of  alcoholic  strengtli, 
being  the  rate  of  tax  on  distilled  spirits.     Proof  spirits  contain

about  50  per  cent,  of  absolute  alcohol.  A  compouuil  25  per  cent 
strong,  such  as  the  tariif  would  permit  to  be  imported,  would, 
if  made  in  this  country,  pay  a  revenue  of  fifty  cents,  while  the 
foreign  competitors  under  an  ad  valorem  tariff  would  pay  not 
more  than  10  to  15  cents. 

'•We  claim,  therefore,  that  an  ad  valorem  tariff  of  100  per 
cent,  on  still  wines  would  encourage  the  importation  of  cheap 
imitations  and  conflict  with  the  internal  revenue,  besides  favor- 
ing foreign  bogus  wines.  To  prevent  such  discrimination  and 
illegitimate  traffic  the  tariff  should  be  specific  on  products  con- 
taining alcohol,  so  long  as  specific  taxes  are  levied  on  spirits  for 
internal  revenue  and  tarift  purposes,  and  rates  should  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  alcoholic  strength  and  not  less  than  the  inter- 
nal revenue  taxes  for  similar  strength.  Still  wines  and  all  imi- 
tations thereof  are  divided  into  two  general  classes,  viz:  natural 
wines  and  fortified,  to  which  latter  there  has  been  in  the  whole 
or  in  part  an  addition  of  distilled  spirits.  The  Fi-ench  Govern- 
ment fixes  the  limit  of  alcoholic  strength  of  natural  wines  for 
revenue  purposes  at  fourteen  degrees.  The  British  place  the 
same  at  somewhat  less.  Representatives  authorized  by  various 
interests  in  this  country,  both  native  producers  and  importers, 
have  agreed  to  recommend  the  French  limitation  for  natural 
wines  and  to  accept  the  limitation  of  '25  per  cent,  fixed  in  the 
Wilson  Bill  for  fortified  wines.  In  their  behalf  we  respectfully 
submit  that  such  a  tariff,  in  place  of  the  proposed  ad  valorem  of 
100  per  cent,  would  be  substantially  in  harmony  with  the  pro- 
posed internal  revenue  tax  on  spirits  and  equally  fair  to  all  con- 
cerned. It  would  protect  the  internal  revenue  from  evasions, 
avoid  abuses  in  trade  and  yield  the  largest  amount  of  revenue. 
Native  producers  in  this  I'espect  yield  a  large  measure  of  relief 
to  importers  of  natural  wines,  such  as  clarets.  Burgundies,  Sau- 
ternes,  Hocks,  etc.,  and  importers  concede  the  necessity  of  a  tax 
of  50  cents  on  fortified  wines  as  a  measure  to  prevent  illegitimate 
traffic  and  unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  foreign  bogus  wines.

"Should  a  reply  be  received  by  tomorrow  afternoon,  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  have  an  amendment  offered  in  the  House 
and  adopted  by  unanimous  consent.  The  refusal  of  unanimous 
consent  would  not  injure  the  cause.  The  Secretary  will  hardly 
be  ready  with  his  reply  at  such  an  earlj'  date." 

On  Monday  evening,  January  15,  a  meeting  of  wine  growers 
and  dealers  was  held  at  the  officers  of  Messrs.  Engels  &  Krudwig 
Sandusky,  Ohio.  It  was  attended  by  nearly  all  the  wine  men 
of  the  city  and  vicinity,  and  by  President  Lenk,  of  the  Lenk 
Wine  Company.  Toledo.  The  clause  in  the  Wilson  bill  provid- 
ing for  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  100  per  cent  was  thoroughly  con- 
sidered, and  it  was  immediately  decided  to  circulate  petitions 
among  the  grape  growers  and  wine  producers  calling  upon  the 
Ohio  delegation  in  Congress  to  oppose  the  Wilson  clause.  Copies 
of  the  petition  will  be  sent  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Lake  Erie  Fruit  and  Wine  Growers'  Association  on  the  penin- 
sula and  the  islands,  and  all  growers  are  urged  to  sign  the  peti- 
tion. The  wine  producers  will  send  a  delegation  or  representa- 
tive to  Washington  at  the  proper  time  to  represent  the  interests 
of  Ohio  growers. 

A  dispatch  from  Washington  dated  the  31st  inst.,  says  : 

The  House  to-day  passed  an  amendment  which  permits  the 
use  of  California  brandy  in  fortifying  sweet  wines.  This  is 
equivalent  to  extending  the  use  of  California  brandy  to  the 
amount  of  from  250,000  to  800,000  gallons  per  year.  The 
amendment  was  offered  by  Whiting  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  It  was  the  same  as  that  agreed  upon  by  the  confer- 
ence of  the  wine  men.  It  consists  of  a  simple  proviso  added  to 
the  definition  of  sweet  wines  in  the  present  sweet  wine  law  and 
is  as  follows : 

Provided,  that  the  addition  of  pure  boiled  or  condensed 
must,  grape  must  or  pure  crystalized  cane  or  beet  sugar  to  pure 
grape  juice  aforesaid,  or  the  fermented  product  of  such  grape 
juice  prior  to  the  fortification  provided  for  in  this  act  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  protecting  sweet  wines,  according  to  commercial 
standai'ds,  shall  not  be  excluded  by  the  definition  of  pure  sweet 
wine  aforesaid;  provided,  further,  however,  that  the  cane  or  beet 
sugar  so  used  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  10  per  centum  of  the 
weight  of  the  wines  to  be  fortified  under  this  act. 

Breckinridge,  of  Kentucky,  opposed  the  amendment,   but 


was  evidently  little  prepared  to  attack  it.  The  amendment  was 
agreed  to,  with  a  very  small  vote  against  it.  Later  in  the  day 
unanimous  consent  was  asked  for  the  agreement  to  the  Wilson 
tariff"  bill  where  it  touches  the  duty  on  still  wines.  Dingley,  of 
Maine,  objected  to  it  and  the  matter  was  dropped,  but  will  be 
brought  up  again  in  the  Senate. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  tariff  bill  will  go  the  Sen- 
ate with  the  obnoxious  ad  valorem  clause  unsettled.  Here  is 
where  Wetmore  and  Leoser  will  use  their  best  efforts.  The 
clause,  if  stricken  out,  will  go  to  the  conference  committee  of  the 
two  houses  as  suggested  by  Wetmore  and  will  probably  stay 
out,

Tor  business.  The  cellar  is  45  by  100  feet  in  size  and  is  three 
stories  high.  The  cellar  has  a  total  cooperage  amounting  to 
100,000  gallons. 


At  the  sale  of  Messrs.  Southard  &  Co.,  2  St.  Dunstan's  Hill, 
London,  E.  C,  on  the  30th  of  November,  5  barrels  of  California 
red  wine  imported  September,  1892,  per  Steamer  Greece,  sold  at 
1  s.  1  d.  per  gallon  (26  cents).  The  wine  was  described  as  "me- 
dium color,  rich." 

Hellmann  Bros  &  Co.,  are  doing  fairly  well  in  the  "Boone's 
Knoll"  and  "Blue  Grass,"  and  with  E.  Remy  Martin  &  Co.,  Cog- 
nac, as  well  as  the  other  foreign  goods  they  handle.  Times  have 
been  quiet  with  them  as  with  others,  but  a  better  'movement  is 
anticipated  in  the  spring. 

During  the  year  1893  Messrs.  Jones,  Mundy  &  Co.,  placed 
over  400  barrels  of  Overholt  rye  in  this  market,  which  is  a  most 
excellent  record  for  the  brand.  Overholt  is  rapidly  growing  in 
favor  on  the  Coast  even  though  this  has  always  been  consider- 
ed only  a  fair  market  for  rye  whiskies. 


Frank  L.  Fowler,  proprietor  of  the  Dos  Mesas  vineyard. 
Livermore,  will  be  married  soon  to  Miss  Gracie  Plaisted,  the 
well-known  soubrette  at  the  Tivoli.  The  two  were  engaged 
eighteen  years  ago  but  it  was  broken  off",  only  to  be  revived  re- 
cently. Miss  Plaisted  will  retire  from  the  stage.  We  wish 
both  every  happiness  in  their  married  life. 


Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
shipments  of  port  for  December  amount  to  (5,084  pipes  (Great 
Britain,  2,818  pipes),  making  93  323  pip35  for  twelve  months  as 
compared  with  114,653  pipes  in  1892,  and  89,569  pipes  in  1891.

It  is  believed  that  peat  spirit  will 
successfully  compete  with  beet  and  potato  spirit. 


Representative  John  T.  Heard  (Dem.,  of  Missouri),  intro- 
duced a  bill,  making  the  action  of  two  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  sufficient  power  for  granting  applica- 
tions for  license  to  sell  alcoholic  liquor,  whereas  it  now  requires 
the  consent  of  the  full  body  (three  commissioners),  which  was 
placed  with  the  committee  on  the  district.

Henry  Vizetelly,  the  noted  wine  expert,  newspaper  proprie- 
tor, foreign  correspondent,  and  publisher,   died  on  January   1st 


The  widow  of  Dr.  Henlc}',  who  invented  a  formula  of  celery, 
beef  and  iron  for  a  tonic,  claims  to  be  entitled  to  $675  royalty 
on  the  patent  recipe.  Her  claim  is  disputed  by  the  company 
manufacturing  the  compound,  and  an  entercsting  contest  in 
court  is  likely  to  ensue.  As  a  starter,  Mrs.  Henley  attached  the 
business  on  Second  street  recently.  She  will  press  the  claim  and 
the  company  will  be  as  persistant  in  fighting  against  it.  "  This 
matter  does  not  afiFect  the  firm's  standing,"  said  the  Sacretary, 
"  though  it  has  given  us  considerable  trouble  and  annoyance. 
Mrs.  Henley  says  she  is  entitled  to  a  royalty  which  is  due  her, 
but  we  maintain  the  company  does  not  owe  her  anything.  That 
is  all  there  is  to  it — simply  a  dispute.  We  gave 'bonds  this  morn- 
ing and  continue  the  business  as  usual."  The  company  is  rated 
in  mercantile  agencies  as  entitled  to  good  credit,  as  it  makes  a 
clear  revenue  of  $5000  a  year  and  its  stockholders  are  wealthy 
men. 

The  firm  of  Jesse  Moore  &  Co.,  of  Louisville,  was  established 
in  1853,  and  during  all  these  many  years  held  a  position  in  our 
trade  in  every  way  enviable  and  successful.  Their  brands  "AA," 
"B"  and  "C"  are  celebrated  as  being  among  the  highest  grades 
of  blended  whiskies  sold  in  the  United  States.  On  the  Pacific 
Coast,  where  they  are  represented  by  Messrs.  Moore,  Hunt  &  Co., 
these  brands  are  standard;  and  are  synonyms  for  fine  whiskj. 
Mr.  Jesse  Moore  retired  from  business  some  time  ago,  his  inter- 
est having  been  bought  by  his  partner,  Mr.  George  H.  Moore, 
for  a  large  amount  of  money.  In  regard  to  the  present  h(iad  of 
the  house,  the  Circular  does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  he  stands 
conspicuous  among  the  business  men  of  this  city  for  integrity, 
philanthropy,  and  for  a  readiness  at  all  times  to  help  another  man 
along.  Even  though  we  had  never  set-n  the  Jesse  Moore  &  Co.'s 
whiskies,  and  knew  nothing  of  their  exquisite  flavor,  richness 
and  purity,  we  would  not  hesitate  to  say  that  any  goods  shipped 
from  a  house  that  George  H.  Moore  stood  at  the  head  of,  would 
be  exactly  what  he  represented  them  to  be.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  i^int  Revieiv — I  herewith  make  a 
final  report  of  the  California  Viticultural  Exhibit  at  the  Colum- 
bian Exposition  held  at  Chicago.  1893.  I  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Superintendent  on  April  19,  1892,  by  the  California 
World's  Fair  Commission. 

I  at  once  began  work  by  sending  circulars  to  the  vineyard- 
ists  of  the  Stato,  urging  every  one  to  join  in  making  a  large  and 
creditable  exhibit. 

At  this  time  it  is  not  necessary  to  mention  any  of  the  de- 
tailed work  of  individuals  or  the  actions  of  the  several  meetings 
that  were  held,  for  all  of  this  was  published  in  the  newspapers  at 
the  time.     It  is  sufficient  to  now  report  onlj^  the  result. 

I  believe  a  fairly  good  work  was  accomplished  by  the  exhibit, 
as  it  demonstrated  to  the  public  that  good  wines  could  be  had 
from  California,  and  several  good  judges  told  me  that  they  were 
very  much  astonished  at  the  number  of  excellent  wines  they  had 
tasted. 

I  have  since  heard  that  not  a  few  of  the  exhibitors  have  al- 
ready received  substantial  results  from  their  exertions. 

The  California  World's  Fair  Commi.ssion  expended  on  the 
Titicnltural  exhibit  in  the  Horticultural  and  California  Building, 
(pictures  of  both  having  appeared  in  this  publication)  the  sum 
of  $5430.87,  as  follows :

Taking  all  the  wine  received,  2645  cases  and  amount  of 
money  paid  exhibitors,  $6133.12,  would  net  $2.41  per  ca.sc,  but 
counting  only  that  sold  and  used  for  samples,  or  1530  cases, 
27,739  bottles,  has  netted  the  exhibitors  $4  per  case,  demonstrat- 
ing that  it  is  a  paying  proposition  to  have  a  cafe  attached  to  a 
viticultural  exhibit. 

I  must,  before  I  close,  say  a  few  words  regarding  the  cafe  on 
the  roof  of  our  building.  My  idea  had  been  to  have  had  as  good 
a  restaurant  or  cafe  as  there  was  on  the  grounds,  the  Roof  Gar- 
den being  a  most  delightful  place  for  one.  It  was  elevated  and  the 
view  from  it  was  fine  and  it^was  above  the  noise.  Two  elevators 
made  it  convenient  of  access,  but  owing  to  fault  of  the  construct- 
ion of  the  tower  and  dome,  ray  idea  had  to  be  abandoned.  The 
result  was  a  lunch  room  with  cheap  girl  waiten,  which  to  wine  men 


could  not  be  satisfactorj-.  Notwithstanding  this  and  other  draw- 
backs, there  was  sold  in  the  cafe  about  lOOo  bottles  per  week. 
Of  the  net  receipts,  $7320.21.  the  cafe  paid  me  $4090.00. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
exhibitors  for  their  kindness  and  forbearance  to  me.  Many  not 
knowing  me  at  all  placed  their  wines  in  ray  charge  without  bond 
or  security.  That  I  have  given  satisfaction  by  ray  stewardship 
is  shown,  as  since  my  return  I  have  not  heard  any  words  of  com- 
plaint.

The  wines  of  California  continue  to  make  steady  progress  in 
this  country.  At  present  the  imports  are  not  published  separ- 
ately, but,  although  they  of  cour.se  are  still  only  a  very  small 
proportion  of  the  total  importations  of  wine,  there  is  every  evi- 
dence that  they  are  growing  from  year  to  year.  Some  of  the 
wines  are  of  excellent  character,  and  as  the  growers  are  pursu- 
ing their  business  with  intelligence  and  enterprise,  and  the  capa- 
bilities of  California  in  the  waj'  of  production  are  practically  un- 
limited, there  is  no  reason  whatever  why  the  trade  should  not  go 
on  developing.  Mr.  Oldham,  of  the  firm  of  Grierson,  Oldham  & 
Co..  who  have  done  so  much  to  popularize  the  wines  in  England, 
paid  a  second  visit  to  the  State  last  autumn,  and  was  able  to 
give  some  useful  and  acceptable  hints  to  the  growers  as  to  the 
types  of  wine  specially  needed  for  export. —  Wine  Trade  Review, 
London.  

The  plan  for  oi^nization  of  the  Retail  Liquor  Dealers^ 
Association  has  been  completed  and  officei*s  and  a  board  o| 
trustees  elected.  The  meeting  was  held  at  Harmony  Hall.  The 
object  was  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  those  engaged  in  tb 
liquor  calling  and  kindred  occupations,  for  the  purpose  of  pro 
tecting  their  rights  and  propertj'.  All  olfensive  and  discriminat 
legislation  will  be  opposed  bj-  the  association.  It  was  proposed  ' 
that  the  members  of  the' organization  should  actively  co-operate 
in  the  selection  of  candidates  for  office  at  the  next  election,  and 
support  those  only  that  are  not  antagonistic  to  the  equities  and 
rights  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Several  speeches  were  made  at  the 
conclusion  of  which  the  following  officers  were  elected  :  Presi- 
dent, J.  S.  Mcintosh;  Vice-President,  J.  Rivers;  Secretary,  C.  G. 
Keller;  Treasurer,  H.  L.  Schmidt:  Board  of  Trustees,  J.  Peter- 
son, D.  H.  Hampshire,  J.  Wiesmann:  Finance  Committee,  P. 
Baunwarth,  H.  Corbett,  C.  Kramer.  Fred  Frey  was  elected 
Director-General.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  after- 
noon of  February  7th,  in  Harmony  Hall  at  2:30  o'clock.

dent.  To  this  was  the  indorsement  of  ten  banking  houses, 
twenty  large  lumber  firms  and  many  prominent  business  houseB 
throughout  Northern  California.  He  was  fortunate  in  having 
through  his  own  personal  acquaintance  and  the  solicitations  of 
influential  friends,  secured  the  co-operation  of  sixteen  United 
States  Senators  and  fifteen  Congressmen  from  his  own  and  other 
States.  His  main  reliance  was,  however,  upon  the  Senatoi-s  and 
Congressmen  from  his  own  State,  who  accorded  him  their  unani- 
mous indorsement  for  the  position.  His  loyalty  to  his  own 
county  is  fully  appreciated,  having  often  beenjchosen  to  repre- 
sent it  locally  and  abroad  where  its  interests  were  at  stake. 
Briefly,  Mr.  Stairley  is  well  qualified  to  fill  the  place  to  which  he 
has  been  appointed,  and  will  serve  the  (jroverument  efficiently  in 
that  capacity  as  he  would  in  any  position  of  trust  and  responsi- 
bility. 

In  his  private  life  he  is  much  respected  and  honored  and  has 
held  many  positions  of  trust. 


Sketch  of  the  Septlenjan  Appointed  Internal   Revenue  Gollector  of 
the  Fourth  District. 


President  Cleveland  has  appointed  Waverley  Stairley  as  In- 
ternal Revenue  Collector  of  the  Fourth  District  of  California  and 
the  appointment  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Stairley  was  born  in  South  Carolina  in  1845,  and  at  the 
age  of  twelve  years  he  came  to  this  State,  accompanying  his 
fcther  and  traveling  by  way  of  the  Isthmus.  He  remained  here 
but  seven  months,  however,  and  returning,  went  to  school  in 
Tew  York.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  he  went  to  South 
[Carolina,  and  then  again  to  New  York,  where  he  completed  his 
Itudies. 

In  August  18()6  he  had  an  offer  of  a  position  in  commercial 
life  in  California,  which  he  accepted,  and  ever  since  he  has  been 
t  resident  of  this  State.  For  the  past  ten  years  he  has  been 
superintendent  of  the  Sierra  Lumber  Company  with  headquar- 
ters at  Red  Bluff,  where  he  has  made  a  most  enviable  record  in 
commercial  life  and  socially. 

Politically  Mr.  Stairley  has  always  been  a  Democrat,  his  first 
Presidential  ballot  being  cast  for  Hon.  Horatio  Seymour  in  1868. 
As  a  public  man.  while  for  many  years  an  earnest  worker  for  the 
advancement  of  his  party,  he  has  never  until  now  held  or  asked 
for  any  ottice  in  its  gift.  At  the  Gubernatorial  conventions  of 
188(5  and  1890,  and  the  Presidential  convention  of  1888  and  1892, 
he  was  a  delagate  trom  Tehama  county.  He  hasalso  represented 
his  county  in  several  Senatorial  and  Assembly  conventions 
wherein  it  was  interested.  During  the  years  1890  and  1891,  Mr. 
Stairley  was  a  member  of  the  Tehama  County  Democratic  Com- 
mittee, and  is  at  present  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

In  1890.  the  nomination  of  joint  State  Senator  for  the  coun- 
ties of  Tehama  and  Colusa,  was  tendered  Mr.  Stairley,  but  owing 
to  his  position  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sierra  Lumber  Company, 
in  which  capacity  the  company  desired  his  sole  attention  to  their 
business,  he  was  compelled  to  decline  this  honor,  and  the  nomi- 
nation was  given  to  H.  C.  Wilson.  Had  Mr.  Stairley  permitted 
his  nomination,  he  would  undoubtedly  have  been  elected,  as  in 
addition  to  his  popularity,  the  district  as  then  formed  was  over- 
whelmingly Democratic. 

In  aspiring  to  the  Collectorship  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the 
Fourth  District  of  California  to  which  he  has  recently  been  ap- 
pointed, he  was  heartily  indorsed  by  the  County  Central  Com. 
mittees  of  sixteen  cauuties  out  of  the  twenty-seven  contained  in 
his  district.  Also,  in  those  counties,  he  had  the  indorsement  of 
city  and  county  officers  without  regard  to  party  affiliations.  He 
had  strong  letters  to  the  President  from  several  ex-Members  of 
Congress  and  ex-State  Senators,  personally  known  to  the  Presi-

ANNUAL  REPORT-WINE  AND  SPIRIT  TRADE. 

Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  24  Crutched  Friars,  E. 
C,  London,  send  us  the  following :     A  resume  of  the  wine  and 
spirit  trade  for  1893  can  scarcely  be  perused  with  satisfaction  by 
shippers,  dealers  or  merchants.     The  all-pervading  commercial 
»nd  industrial  stagnation,  the  great  depression  existing  in  agri- 
cultural interests,  the  financial  crisis  in  the   United    States   and 
in  our  Antipodean  Colonies,  and  the  deplorable   dispute  in    the 
coal  trade,  have  all  naturally  tended  to  check  consumption  and 
restrict  demand.     The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  eleven  months 
of  the  year  exhibit  a  lamentable  falling   off  in  "clearances  from 
bond,"  and  there  was  no  prospect  of  the    figures   for   December 
making  reparation  for  the  deficiency,  especially  as  the  Christmas 
trade  has  been  somewhat  disappointing.     On  wines  of  all  descrip- 
tions the  deficit  amounts  to  no  less  than  357,245  gallons  as  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  j>eriod  of  1892,  but  this  is  in  some 
measure  attributable  to  the  very  heavy  clearances   of  Port  fol- 
lowing the  famous  'Burnay"  sale,  which  took  place  toward  the 
latter  end  of  1892;  therefore  it  is  well  to   contrast   these   figures 
with  1891,  a  normal  year,  we  then  discover  that  1893  exhibits  a 
falling  off  of  106,841  gallons.     Foreign  and  Colonial  spirits  show 
a  decrease  of  278,770  gallons,  and  this  in  spite  of  a  good  Novem- 
ber trade;  the  diminution  in  the  consumption  of  rum   is  indeed 
most  remarkable,  showing  a  decline  of  512,873  gallons  compared 
with  1892.     Foreign  plain  spirit  would  appear  to  be  quite  thrust- 
ing home  distillations  out  of  the  market,  as  heie  we  find  an  in- 
crease of  301 ,074  gallons.     Brandy  also  takes  a  position    on  the 
downward  grade,  showing  a  deficiency  of  66,971  gallons;  which 
is  to  a  great  extent  compensated  by  the  hopeful  prospect  in  the 
Cognac  district,  where  the  increased  production   has  given   re- 
newed hope  to  growers  and  shippers,  who  now  anticipate  recov- 
ering the  position  they  formerly  held  before  the  dreaded  phyllox- 
era devastated  their  vineyards.     The  vines  have  been  replauted 
and   bid   fair   to   repay   previous  losses  and   disappointments. 
Whisky,  both  Irish  and  Scotch,  has   proved    in   great   demand, 
and  distillers  and  dealers  alike  have  good  cause  for  congratula- 
tion.    Throughout  the  year,  a  steady  trade   at   fair   prices   has 
been  the  order  of  the  day.     The  shipments   of  Port,   for  eleven 
months,  were  87,245  pipes,  against  107,541    pipes   in    1892,  and 
82,664  pipes  in  1891:  the  quantity  on  which  duty  has  been  paid 
shows  a  decline  of  288,651  gallons.     The  enormous   decrease  in 
both  duty  payments  and  importations   is   more   apparent    than 
real,  being  principally,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  the  "Burnay"  sale 
already  alluded  to.     It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the  compara- 
tive, if  not  complete,  failure  of  this  singular  "financial  operation" 
will  effectually  deter  others  from  venturing  on  a  similar  project, 
alike  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  producer  and  consumer. 
Unfortunately  the  torrid  heat  experienced  in  the  Douro  districts 
during  July  and  August,  had   a   most   injurious   effect   on    the 
grapes,    and    the    vintage   was  far  below   early  expectations. 
Sherry  shipments  show  45,630  butts  for  eleven  months,  against 
44,703  butts  for  1892,  and  60,652  in  1891;    the   clearances   from 
bond  chronicle  a  decrease  of  128,574  gallons.     It  was  hoped  that 
the  British  public  were  about  to  restore  their  quondam  favorites 
once  more  to  power,  but  we  fear  that  neither  almacenistas  nor 
shippers  can  gather  much  consolation   from   the  record   of  the 
past  year. 

In  the  Jerez  districts  the  vintage  was  but  poor,  indeed,  the 
Peninsula  was  the  only  region  in   Europe  that  had  no  cause    to 
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rejoice  over  the  yield  of  1893.     The  official  returns  of  the  vintage 
throughout  France  are  now  complete,  and  it  appears  that  1,793,- 
299  hectares  of  vines  are  under  cultivation,  which  have  produced 
the  extraordinary  quantity  of  50,069,770  hectolitres,  the  equiva- 
lent of  1,101,534,940  gallons;  by  far  the  most  prolific  yield  since 
1875.     The  red  wines  of  France  show  a  decline  in  the  duty  pay- 
ments of  92,557  gallons,  a  small  peicentage  indeed,  on  the  total 
amount  cleared,  yet  here  we  might  have  looked  for  an  improve- 
ment, considering  the  exceptionally  fine  and  hot  summer.     The 
vintage   in  the   Bordeaux   districts   was  enormous,  but  experts 
differ  somewhat  as  to  quality,  though  it  is  premature  to  express 
any  decided  opinion.     In  spite  of  the  large  stocks  of  Claret,  both 
here  and  abroad,  the   Bordeaux  market  of  late  has  been   most 
animated,   and  tremendous  excitement  has  been  caused  by  the 
heavy  sales  aflected,  very   considerable  parcels  of  claret  chang- 
ing hands  with  marvellous   rapidity.     This  contrasts  strangely 
with  the  lethargy  and  indifference  manifested  on  this  side,    and 
evidences  great  confidence  in  the  future  on  the  part  of  the  claret 
shippers.     Clearances  of   Fi-ench    white    wines    show    an    in- 
crease   of  60,073  gallons  compared  with  last  year ;  this  is  some- 
what unexpected  in  view  of  the  present  high  prices  of  Champagne 
and  the  depressed  state  of  business  in   all  commercial   centres, 
and  points  emphatically  to  the  strong  hold  this  wine  has   taken 
on  connoisseurs.     Happily   for  all  concerned,   the  crop  has  been 
most  prolific,   if  it  be  not  indeed  the  most  abundant  on  record  ; 
the  official  returns  being  952,687  hectolitres,    as  compared   with 
but  199,558  hectolitres  in  1892.     It  is  difficult  to  exaggerate  the 
importance    of  this   remarkable  and  most   welcome   increase. 
Report  speaks   favorably  of  the  quality  of  the  young  wine,  and 
the  public   may  rest   assured  that   there  now   exists  a   plentiful 
supply  of  good  champagne  suitable  alike  to   all  purses  a'nd    pal- 
ates.    The  gathering  on  the  Rhine   and  Moselle   took  place   a 
month  earlier  than  usual  ;  the  wines  show  good  body  with   bou- 
quet and   flavor.     The  yield,   in  those   districts  producing  the 
cheaper  descriptions,  is  much  larger  than  last  year,  and.  on    the 
whole,  the  vintage  can   be  considered  very   stisfactory.     It  is  a 
matter  of  considerable  congratulation   to  find  the  financial   con- 
dition of  our  trade  remains  sound.     Many   small  failures   have 
been  recorded,  but  these  are  the  inevitable  adjunct  of  all  branches 
of  Commerce,   and  do  not  materially  affect   the  stability  of  the 
wine  and  spirit  trade  generally. 


•DEATH     OF    G.    CROCHAT. 

Germain  Crochat,  an  old  and  respected  resident  of  Napa 
county,  died  in  his  home  iirConn  vnttey-on' the  19th  ult.  of  dia- 
betes, after  being  confined  to  his  bed  for  two  weeks. 

Deceased  was  a  native  of  Crozet,  Ain,  France,  and  was  73 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  death.  He  came  to  Napa  county 
twenty-five  years  age  and  for  a  time  was  in  the  cmplov  of  the 
late  Charles  Krug.  He  afterward  located  on  the  place  in  Conn 
valley  and  in  partnership  with  F.  Metzner,  under  the  name  of 
G.  Crochat  &  Co.,  planted  a  vineyard,  erected  large  cellars  and 
instituted  improvements  which  have  been  added  to  ever  since. 
A  widow  and  two  sons,  Jules  and  Leon,  also  a  nephew,  Germain 
Millet  and  a  niece,  Mary  Millet,  as  well  as  a  host  of  friends  are 
left  to  mourn  his  loss.  A  very  large  number  of  people  followed 
the  remains  to  their  last  resting  place,  an  evidence  of  the  high 
esteem  in  which  deceased  was  held.

American  bottles  exported  filled  with  beer  free  when  returned  empty. 
Treasury  Department,  Nov.  14,  1893. 
Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  further  in 
relation  to  proposed  re-importation  into  the  United  States  of 
empty  bottles  which  had  been  exported  filled  with  beer,  the  De- 
partment has  to  inform  you  that  such  bottles,  if  of  American 
manufacture,  will  be  entitled  to  free  entrj'  provided  the  fact  of 
their  exportation  is  established  by  record  evidence  of  exportation 
and  return  shipment,  and  their  domestic  origin  is  confirmed  up- 
on examination  by  the  appraiser. 

The  fact  that  such  bottles  were  exported  with  beer  on  which 
a  drawback  was  allowed,  will  not  deprive  them  of  the  privilege 
of  free  entry.  Bottles  of  foreign  manufacture  are  dutiable  on 
each  re-importation  whether  exported  with  or  without  benefit  of 
drawback.

Vewel  laden  with  whisky  for  export  from  one  port  to  another  to  take  on 
additional  cargo,  under  sealed  hatches. 

Treasury  Department,  November  22,  1893. 
Sir  :  The  Department  has  received  an  application  for  relief 
in  regard  to  the  exportation  of  whisky  via  your  port,  the  com- 
plaint being  made  that  you  hold  that  any  vessel  loaded  with 
such  cargo  must  sail  directly  for  a  foreign  port,  whereas  the  par- 
ties desire  to  complete  taking  in  cargo  at  Norfolk. 

You  are  instructed  hereafter  to  permit  the  sailing  of  a  vessel 
loaded  with  spirits  from  your  port  for  that  of  Norfolk  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  in  additional  cargo,  provided  her  hatchway 
shall  be  sealed  on  leaving  your  port  with  customs  seal,  which 
must  be  broken  only  by  the  customs  officers  at  the  port  of  Nor- 
folk. The  collector  at  the  latter  port  has  been  instructed  to  keep 
every  vessel  so  laden  under  constant  customs  supervision  and  to 
certify  to  you  the  fact  of  her  sailing  for  a  foreign  port  without 
landing  any  of  her  cargo.  This  certificate  will  be  attached  to 
and  form  part  of  the  clearance  certificate  from  your  port. 

Should  any  objections  occur  to  you  to  this  method,  you  will 
please  apprise  the  Department  at  once.

OHIGl/N     OF    THE    JAG. 

Jag  is  a  brief  but  expressive  and  unusally  popular  word, 
which  has  obtained  general  vogue  in  modern  slang.  The  Cen- 
tury Dictionary  defines  it :  "As  much  liquor  as  one  can  carry ; 
as,  to  have  a  jag  on  ;  hence,  a  drunken  condition."  This  defin- 
ition is  not  adequate  or  satisfactory.  A  jag  is  different  from  a 
load.  When  a  man  has  as  much  liquor  as  he  can  carry  easily 
it  is  a  jag ;  when  he  has  more  than  he  can  carry  it  is  a  load.  A 
jag  is  a  term  of  intoxication  ;  a  load  is  pure  drunkenness. 

A  jag  can  be  any  degree  from  the  happy  condition  of  a  few 
drinks  to  the  danger  point,  when  the  possessor  of  the  jag  knows 
that  he  must  either  walk  in  a  straight  line  or  stagger.  When 
he  staggers  his  jag  becomes  a  load.  The  words  are  not  attract- 
ive, but  their  universal  use  gives  them  importance.  This  was 
recognized  by  Dr.  Edward  Eggleston,  the  eminent  historian, 
who  is  lecturing  at  Peabody  Institute,  says  the  Baltimore 
American,  and  in  his  very  interesting  address  recently  he  gave 
some  new  information  on  the  word.  In  the  last  century  most  of 
the  inland  transportation  was  done  by  pack-horses.  When  he 
was  visiting  England  last  year  he  was  iu  a  section  of  the  coun- 
try where  the  pack-horse  is  still  used. 

The  local  name  for  the  transportation  by  this  method  is 
jagging.  A  jag  is  a  pack  horse  load.  So  he  found  the  same  use 
of  the  word  in  the  early  history  of  this  country.  It  is  still  heard 
in  some  sections  of  the  country  and  has  come  to  mean  a  part  of  a 
load.  For  instance,  if  a  man  brings  to  market  a  quarter  or  a  half 
of  a  wagon-load  it  is  called  a  jag.  The  jagger  wagon  is  a  wagon 
that  carries  only  a  pack-horse's  load.  Thus  it  went  on  until 
some  inspired  genius  applied  it  to  a  certain  alcoholic  condition, 
and  finally  we  have  the  result  that  a  jag  is  a  small  load,  but  that 
a  real_load  is  equal  to  several  small  loads.

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STUDIES  ON  THE  CALIFORNIA  WINE  TRADE. 

[fVoM  Bonforts] 

While  »ceeptin}j;  with  pleasure  an  invitation  to  contribute  to  this  issue  of  "Bon- 
fort's"  an  article  on  the  California  vintage,  I  shall  make  no  apology  for  avoidance  of 
ordinary  statistical  information,  such  matter  being  within  the  province  of  your  reg- 
ular correspondent. 

It  is  impossible  to  comment  on  California  wines,  however,  without  more  or  less 
consideration  of  future  prospects,  because  tlie  methods  of  maliing  known  to  trade 
tven  i)resent  advantages  are  far  from  perfect. 

What  California  wines  seem  to  be,  and  what  they  might  be,  if  the  growers  and 
dealers  were  as  closely  united  and  as  intelligently  guided  as  in  Bordeaux  and  tribu- 
tary regions,  are  subjects  upon  which  very  different  opinions  are  entertained. 

During  the  last  two  mouths  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  study  closely  in  New 
York  the  relations  which  our  produeerc  and  dealers  in  California  bear  to  the  trade 
here;  also  their  attitude  with  respect   to  what  apjiears  to  be  the  taste  of  consumers. 

I  do  not  find  any  standards  in  New  York  according  to  which  wines  are  valued, 
bought  and  sold,  irrespective  of  their  places  of  production.  I  do  not  find  any  catho- 
lic spirit  of  mercantile  effort  pervading  the  wine  trade.  Either  foreign  or  native  pro- 
viucialism  has  been  the  general  rule;  the  one  disdaining  American  ambition,  the 
other  appealing  to  native  prejudice.  The  exceptions  have  been  mainly  among  some 
prominent  dealers  in  American  wines,  who  recognize  varying  popular  demands,  and 
give  the  foreign  goods  a  fair  chance  in  their  cellars.  A  disposition  to  abandon  for- 
eign provincialism  is  now  noticeable  among  some  of  the  importers,  but  it  is  far  from 
that  cosmopolitanism  without  which  an  Unprejudiced  American  wine  trade  cannot 
be  developed. 

This  condition  seriously  affects  the  qualities  of  vintages  as  they  are  shipped 
from  California.  Our  producers  are  compelled  to  accept  the  standards  fixed  for  them 
by  their  ow  n  representatives  and  suffer  for  want  of  friendly  guidance  by  more  expe- 
rienced leaders. 

Wine  is  largely  what  the  dealer  who  handles  it  demands  ratlier  than  what  the 
producer  is  capable  of  making,  or  what  the  consumer  would  prefer. 

Among  New  York  first-class  retailers  and  the  most  gentle  classes  of  consumers, 
there  is  a  general  complaint  that  California  wines  are  too  strong  and  lack  lefreshing 
(|ualities;  that  our  brandies  are  coarse  and  lack  refined  flavor,  such  as  is  looked  for 
in  higher  priced  imported  goods.  In  California,  however,  the  i)roducer  is  told  that 
the  market  demands  heavy  body,  high  color  and  strength,  and  that  fine  qualities  are 
not  appreciated  sulliciently  to  pay  for  the  comparatively  small  increase  of  cost  nec- 
essary to  insure  delicacy.  The  truth  is  that  the  provincial  foreign  agent  practically 
monopolizes  one  class  of  trade,  and  the  provincial  American  agent  caters  to  the  un- 
educated, or  to  those  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  quality  for  cheapness. 

The  actual  resources  of  the  California  vineyards  and  wine  cellai.s,  are  therefore, 
little  understood. 

If  really  fine,  delicate  brandies  are  actually  wanted  in  New  York,  nothing  is 
easier  than  for  California  growers  to  change  their  methods  of  fermentation.     If  light 


good  "second  wines,"  such  as  are  common  in  Fiance  and  largely  blended  for  expor- 
tation, to  be  consumed  by  men  who  think  that  the  quality  and  value  of  a  wine  is  de- 
termined by  the  quantity  they  can  drink  "without  feelihg  it"— if  such  wines  are 
wanted  to  take  the  place  of  most  of  the  French  clarets,  the  secret  of  production  is 
not  ditlicult  to  impart. 

If  thin,  acid,  green  light  wines,  raw  in  taste,  colicky  in  suggestion,  such  a» 
European  peasants  drink,  are  demanded  for  any  refined  taste,  as  appears  to  be  claimed, 
nothing  is  cheaper — not  even  hay — than  unripe  grapes  in  California. 

If  importers  would  annualiy  expend  a  small  part  of  the  money  they  now  pay  in 
duties  in  the  pleasurable  and  health-giving  enjoyment  of  a  tour  among  the  Califor- 
nia vineyards,  showing  by  samjiles  what  their  trade  demands  and  offering  remunera- 
tive prices  if  their  wants  arc  supplied,  they  would  make  more  money  and  shout 
more  like  Americans  on  the  Fourth  of  July. 

I  am  well  acquainted  with  European  vintages,  and  appreciate  the  grand  wines  of 
the  world  with  an  enthusiasm  not  yet  extinguished  by  long,  thankless  work  in  the 
American  field,  trying  to  render  what  is  scarce  less  scarce.  I  know  from  practical 
experience  and  intimate  acijuaintance  with  the  many  different  vineyard  districts  of 
California,  that,  if  provi'icialism  were  banished  from  the  New  York  wine  trade  and 
her  wine  merchants  were  well  informed  as  to  our  State  and  on  friendly  terms  of  com- 
munication with  our  producers,  the  qualilies  of  our  products  would  rapidly  change 
and  most  of  the  legitimate  wants,  now  supplied  from  foreign  sources,  would  be  filled 
by  UB. 

I  am  passionately  fond  of  fine  wints  wherever  produced,  and  hold  in  great  re- 
spect the  connoisseur  who  permits  his  taste  to  be  governed  by  no  provincial  palate, 
but  I  am  not  ashamed  to  hold  that  the  commercial  principle  in  this  country  •honld 
be  that  the  sale  of  foreign  products  in  our  markets  is  only  excusable  on  one  of  two 
grounds,  viz.;  the  foreign  products  should  be  cither  cheaper  or  better  than  the  native. 
In  accordance  with  this  rulj  I  claim  that  as  between  two  lots  of  wines,  not  afffeted 
by  trade  marks,  of  equal  intrinsic  value,  prices  offered  should  favor  the  native  prod- 
uct, and  that  the  merchant  who  encoui  ages  favoi  for  the  foreign  because  it  is  foreign, 
ie  to  say  the  least  unjiatriotic.  It  sudi  meicliant  be  a  foreigner  by  birth,  he  is  un- 
qualified for  naturalization  and  should  be  wholly  ignored  by  our  law  makers. 

We  know,  however,  that  this  rule  does  not  pievail  in  tlie  wine  trade. 

If  there  are  any  California  wines  which  are  ei|ual  intrinsically  to  others  of  the 
same  class  imported;  and  which  are  not  distinguished  by  any  private  brands  of  popu- 
lar fame,  such  wines  should  command  readily  and  without  reluctant  acceptance  at 
least  the  same  prices  as  their  competitors  in  trade.  We  know  that  very  few  good 
mature  wines  of  any  class  can  now  be  imported  and  offered,  duty  paid,  in  casks,  at 
wholesale,  for  less  than  one  dollar  per  gallon.  Who  is  to  blame  for  the  fact  that 
such  grades  of  California  wines  in  New  York  will  not  bring  the  price  paid  in  duty 
on  the  foreign? 

Probably  no  one  is  to  blame  for  a  custom.  It  is  the  custom  of  New  York  of 
which  I  started  to  write  as  an  necessary  prelude  to  any  general  discussion 
of  California  wines.  The  custom,  I  believe,  is  changing.  Knowing,  as  I  do, 
both  the  California  vineyards  and  the  foreign,  I  am  not  afraid  to  predict  that  when 
this  custom  has  changed,  so  that  we  may  speak  of  American  wine  merchants  and  not 
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of  iinpoiii'is  ami  imtive  dealers,  lueseiit  ilefieieiicies  of  our  own  products  will  natur- 
ally disappear.  I  believe  also  that  I  may  live  to  see  tlie  day  when  here  it  will  be  as 
dilllcult  to  sell  an  ordinary  foreign  wine  without  an  American  label  as  it  is  now  to 
sell  an  American  wine  without  a  foreign  label;  ruch  is  the  spirit  of  France,  and  it  ia 
a  stronger  bulwark  of  national  wealth  and  industry  than  a  protective  taritf.  So  long 
as  the  trade  favors  the  prejudice  for  foreign  goods,  so  long  will  American  producers 
demand  protection  tlirougli  a  high  tariff.  Merchants,  as  fellow  citizens,  are  worthy 
of  our  comradeship  under  the  flag;  as  foreigners,  of  toleration  only. 

But  enough  of  causes  which  retarda  proper  understanding  of  California  vineyards. 
A.  few  words  as  to  the  preseut  situation.  The  vintage  of  IK'Jii  is  about  twenty  mil- 
lion gallons.  The  average  quality  is  said  to  be  good;  if  so,  the  opportunities  to  malie 
selections  are  grand,  and  there  is  no  need  to  waste  time  in  Washington  trying  to  get 
a  reduction  of  the  tariff.  New  York  importers  will  never  comprehend  these  oppor- 
tunities until  they  have  studied  the  new  wines  of  California  before  they  have  been 
moved  from  their  original  cellars  and  before  the  spring  following  fermentations. 

The  chief  defects  in  the  wines  as  shown  to  the  markets  here  are  due  not  lo  origi- 
nal fermentation  but  to  bad  management  of  the  cellars  during  the  spring  and  sum. 
mer,  and  to  blendiugs  operated  to  suit  the  demands  created  by  the  large  dealers  in 
San  Francisco.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  trade  in  New  York  to  select  the  wines  when 
young  and  so  save  the  best  from  being  blended  and  lost  in  tlie  embrace  of  the  com- 
mon lots.  It  is  also  in  their  power  to  transport  them  before  the  spring  to  places  of 
safety,  and  for  this,  large  depots  should  be  created  in  or  near  New  York,  with  rail 
side  track  facilities. 

For  ordinary  clarets  of  good  color  and  some  roughness,  containing  undeposited 
albumen  and  excess  of  tartar,  the  long  rail  transportation  across  the  cold  Sierras  and 
Rocky  mountains  affords  the  clieapest  of  all  methods  for  subjecting  the  new  wines 
in  January  to  the  Burgundy  treatment  of  freezing.  Let  the  cars  be  side-tracked  on 
the  cold  mountains  if  necessary.  The  effect  will  be  to  paralyze  ferments,  coagulate 
and  precipitate  the  soluble  albumen  with  more  or  less  of  color,  tartar  and  tannin. 
Then  if  the  wine  on  arrival  is  racked  wlien  still  cold  into  vats  in  cold  warehouse.^, 
permitted  to  settle,  racked  while  cold  and  filtered,  the  chief  dilHculties  of  clarets  for 
the  ordinary  trade  will  have  been  overcome.  Wines  so  treated  would  be  ready  for 
use  during  the  year,  would  keep  well  and  could  be  handled  with  little  cost.  They 
would  be  much  more  palatable  than  the  same  wines  kept  in  warm  cellars  and  igno- 
rantly  managed  during  the  spring  and  summer. 

In  most  of  the  California  cellars  the  clarets  are  spoiled  in  aging.  The  gentle 
mellowness,  noticeable  ina  large  portion  of  the  new  winesduring  the  tirstsi.'c  months, 
disappears  with  age,  and,  through  various  forms  of  second  fermentation,  is  converted 
into  harsh,  disagreeable  acidb.  The  spring  fermentation  is  generally  looked  upon  in 
California  as  something  necessary  and  proper  like  the  measles;  sometimes  this  fer- 
mentation is  necessary  to  reduce  sugar  that  has  not  fermented  dry,  but  even  then 
the  wine  is  seldom  choice  afterwards.  Generally,  however,  this  spring  movement  is 
a  positive  disease,  and  should  be  immediately  checked    by  proper  cellar  work.     The 


losR  of  mellowness,  the  increase  of  acid,  and  the  destruction  of  bomiuet  eesences,  are 
the  almost  Invariable  results  of  ordinary  cellar  experience  with  clarets.  Many  grow- 
ers do  not  comprehend  why  dealers  will  not  give  them  more  for  their  old  clarets 
than  for  their  new  crop.  The  suggestion  given  above  should  be  followed  by  experi- 
mental shipments  this  month.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to  let  the  frozen  wines  be- 
come warm  before  racking  and  clarifymg.  Practice  would  soon  tell  what  vintages 
would  best  stand  this  simple  treatment.  The  loss  of  color  will  be  an  advantage  to 
those  who  wish  to  bottle  or  to  sell  in  packages  for  direct  use. 

White  wines  slnpped  in  the  same  manner  will  not  be  so  much  benefitted  in  age 
but  may  be  saved  from  their  original  mellowness  and  fresh  bouquet,  as  well  as  par- 
tially defecated;  they  should  be  racked  and  filtered  after  freezing  while  still  cold. 

The  merchant  who  will  select  his  wines  before  spring,  will  have  the  chance  to 
save  many  choice  lots  that  otherwise  become  drowned  in  common  wine. 

Much  misconception  of  our  vintages  and  their  possibilities  springs  from  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  circumstances  under  which  growers  work.  As  a  rule,  the  wine 
maker  is  not  rich;  generally  he  is  in  debt.  He  is  not  in  a  position  to  develop  a  wine 
market.  He  expects  capital  to  keep  pace  with  him  and  supply  the  missing  links  be 
tween  the  vineyard  and  the  consumer.  The  vine  growers  have  done  more  than  their 
share  already,  but  they  are  grieviously  disappointed.  Those  who  have  attempted  to 
follow  the  rules  on  which  excellence  depends,  have  suffered  most.  Quality  and  quan- 
tity are  inversely  related  to  the  vineyard;  yet  so  far  quantity  has  paid  the  best.  No 
special  line  of  trade  has  sprung  up  to  join  hands  with  the  best  producers.  With  few 
exceptions  the  cellars  are  not  culled  when  purchased,  and  with  rare  exceptions  the 
wholesale  trade  does  not  make  a  difference  of  more  than  five  cents  a  gallon  between 
the  best  and  the  common.  The  man  who  gets  ten  tons  of  grapes  to  the  acre  gets  ten 
cents  for  wine;  the  man,  who,  on  a  steep  hillside,  gets  two  tons  and  a  half,  gets 
twelve  cents;  and  the  twelve  cent  wine  is  mixed  with  the  ten  cent. 

The  trade  generally  acknowledge  greater  merits  in  the  white  dry  wines  of  Cali- 
fornia than  in  the  clarets.  The  cause  of  this  distinction  is  easily  explained  and  easily 
avoided.  The  low  prices  offered  by  wholesale  dealers  to  the  growers,  and  the  very 
small  disci iminationg  granted  in  favor  of  superior  goods,  have  forced  the  majority 
of  wine  makers  to  adopt  labor-saving  machinery  and  to  favor  the  grapes  that  yield 
the  largest  quantity  of  juice  and  sugar  to  the  ton  of  fruit.  There  are  many  large 
wineries,  where,  with  the  labor  of  four  men,  from  twenty  to  one  hundred  tons  per 
day  can  be  received,  crushed,  and  passed  into  the  fermenting  tanks.  In  the  case  of 
white  wines  the  ciushed  mass  is  pressed  before  fermentation,  and  the  Hesliy  masses 
of  unripe  grapes  do  not  yield  to  the  press  ali  their  unripe  juices.  In  case  of  clarets, 
the  crushed  mass  remains  together  during  from  five  to  eight  days,  until  fermentation 
is  completed.  Then  the  press  forces  the  whole  of  the  juices,  ripe  and  unripe  into  the 
wine  receivers. 

In  France,  no  machinery  for  crushing  is  permitted  in  good  wine  districts.  The 
green  berries  are  not  broken.  So  it  is  with  a  few  advanced  wine  makers  in  Califor- 
nia; but  the  crusher  yields  the  largest  quantity  of  juice,  and  the  German  tarte  which

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contiolB  the  majority  of  our  cellars  and  dealers  can  find  no  fault  with  the  result. 
The  man  who  gets  the  most  wine  of  a  given  alcoholic  strength  makes  the  most 
money. 

If  prices  were  in  accordance  with  quality,  and  cellars  were  purchased  after  rat- 
ing each  tank  at  its  value,  bad  practices  would  disappear.  If  it  pays  better  to  make 
poor  wine,  the  consumer  may  have  a  right  to  complain,  but  not  the  trade 

In  making  sweet  wine  there  appears  to  bs  little  standard  of  quality  set  up- 
Most  of  this  work  is  now  done  under  contract,  at  a  fixed  price  per  gallon,  the  condi» 
tions  being  a  minimum  of  alcoholic  strength,  and  also  of  unfermented  sugar. 

The  cheapest  grapes  are  generally  used  by  large  wineries,  where  grapes  are  pur- 
chased, for  sweet  wines,  and  the  price  depends  not  upon  the  quality  of  the  fruit,  but 
upon  the  degree  of  sugar.  The  brandy  for  fortification  is  distilled  from  anything 
cheap  enough — generally  from  the  press  wines,  or  the  wash  from  pomace.  Sweet 
wines  are  quoted  in  value  before  the  vintage  as  so  much  raw  material,  having  no  dis- 
tinctions, except  degrees  of  sugar  and  alcohol.  This  is  not  the  fault  of  the  producer. 
Brandy  contracts  have  been  given  during  the  past  vintage  as  low  as  thirty  and 
even  as  twenty-seven  cents  per  proof  gallon  on  delivery  in  bond,  with  no  distinctions 
for  high  quality.  The  producer  cannot  be  blamed  because  the  market  will  not  pei- 
mit  him  to  distill  his  true  cognac  varieties,  which  are  more  valuable  for  wine. 

I  have  not  heard  of  greater  distinctions  in  trade  lots  in  bond  for  new  brandies 
than  five  cents  per  gallon,  and  then  only  to  a  few  distillers  whose  brands  command 
reputation  for  uniformity,  rather  than  differences  in  excellence. 

A  limited  number  of  producers  during  the  last  ten  years  have  patiently  procured 
and  planted  the  famous  varieties  of  vines  necessary  to  produce  grander  qualities  of 
wine  and  biandy,  and  in  all  such  cases  have  deliberately  sacrificed  quantity  for  qual" 
ity.  In  the  Livermore  Valley  this  sacrifice  may  be  generally  set  down  as  a  loss  in 
clarets  of  three  fourths  in  volume  in  order  to  produce  the  Medoc  types;  but  the  mar- 
ket does  not  respond  with  compensating  prices  for  the  wines  in  wood.  With  respect 
to  the  true  Sauterne  types  and  the  highest  Ehenish,  the  sacrifice  represeuts  at  least 
one-half.  The  lighter  yielding  varieties  require  more  expensive  methods  of  cultiva- 
tion, pruning  and  training;  must  be  grown  on  hill  lands,  yielding  less  to  the  acre 
and  more  difficult  to  cultivate;  cost  generally  more  than  double  to  gather,  on  ac- 
count of  the  light  weight  of  bunches;  yield  less  juice  per  ton;  and  require  more  care 
in  cellar  work.  1  have  not  seen  yet  the  trade  that  will  purchase  these  wines  new  at 
a  price  that  will  pay  Ihe  cost  of  production.  The  few  exceptional  sales  at  fair  prices 
do  not  cover  the  yield,  which  even  now. is  comparatively  very  small. 

The  consequence  of  this  unexpected  result  is,  that  growers  ambitious  of  high 
grades  are  either  forced  to  abandon  their  occupation,  or  to  enter  the  market  as  bot- 
tlers and  dealers.  If  the  grower  is  not  rich,  he  finds  that  he  cannot  place  a  vineyard 
brand,  and  cannot  realize  the  profit  he  had  reason  to  anticipate.  Another  result  is, 
that  growers  are  not  now  extending  the  areas  of  the  finer  grades,  but  are,  in  some 
cases,  grafting  back  to  more  prolific  varieties.  The  New  York  market  knows  little 
of  our  best  wines.    There  is  a  better  market  for  them  in  the  west  and  at  home. 

The  simple  truth  that  I  see  now  is,  that  New  York  is  less  critical  than  she  used 
to  be,  and  is  in  danger  of  losing  her  reputation  as  an  arbiter  of  taste.  Imported 
wines  are  brought  to  this  market  and  passed  overithe  duty,  which  would  not  be  tol' 
erated  in  London;  and  for  native  goods  it  is  more  a  question  of  price  than  quality. 

The  vineyard  area  of  California  is  now  rapidly  decreasing.  No  efforts  are  made 
to  check  the  ravages  of  diseases.  The  reduction  in  the  last  six  years  has  been  almost 
thirty  thousand  acres.  This  reduction  will  be  augmented  under  present  uncertain- 
ties, and  will  continue  until  the  ordinary  new  wines  in  cellar  lots,  naked,  bring 
twenty  cents  per  gallon  at  the  vineyard,  and  superior  Medoc  and  Sauterne  types  for- 
ty to  sixty  cents.  All  calculations  for  the  future  based  on  present  bankrupt  prices 
must  fail.  Meanwhile  a  large  number  of  gentlemeu  who  have  devoted  their  fortunes 
to  the  cause  of  good  wines,  will  go  to  the  wall  an  1  become  either  indifferent  or  op 
posed  to  a  trade  which  has  been  Indifferent  to  them. 

Among  the  vine  giowers  I  find  a  feeling  which  recognizes  the  objectionable 
phases  of  the  liquor  traffic  more  pronounced  than  among  other  classes.  I  am  one  of 
those  who  feel  that  if  there  are  no  prices  for  excellence,  there  should  be  none  for  In- 
feriority. Audi  feel,  further,  tliatif  it  shall  be  proved  that  importers  have  the  power 
to  crush  us  in  our  own  country,  it  may  be,  after  all,  a  fight  of  Kilkenny  cats. 

The  proijosed  new  tariff  cannot  long  be  misunderstood.  It  is  reported  that  the 
tariff  shall  remain  on  still  wines  as  heietofore,  provided  that  it  shall  not  exceed  100 
per  cent,  ad  valorem.  In  other  words  we  are  to  have  an  ad  valorem  tariff  of  100  per 
cent.,  provided  that  it  does  not  exceed  fifty  cents  per  gallon.  This,  to  those  who  do 
not  understand  the  vast  lluctuations  of  the  wine  trade,  may  seem  just;  but  to  those 
who  are  in  it  practically,  the  proposition  seems  absurd.  Under  such  a  tariff,  at  the 
present  time,  importers  might  avail  themselves  of  the  bankiupt  prices  for  the  un- 
usual surplus  in  France,  and  fill  their  cellars  at  twenty-five  cents  per  gallon,  duty 
and  transportation  included.  As  soon  as  the  French  surplus,  for  which  cooperage  is 
lacking,  is  disposed  of,  prices  would  advance  and  agrand  speculation  would  be  made 
over  the  ruins  of  the  American  vineyards.  The  English  dutj'  of  one  shilling  on  still 
wines  below  15  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and  two  shillings  and  six  pence  on  fortified 
•wines,  would  be  vastly  more  sensible;  but  why  change  at  all,  so  long  as  the  market 
demands  but  little  of  superior  goods  and  the  home  supply  is  adequate?  Would  the 
importersl  be  pleased  to  have  a  fair  investigation  of  the  actual  qualities  im- 
ported, as  shown  by  the  Consular  certificates?  In  187S,  when  the  duty  was  forty 
cents  per  gallon  on  still  wines,  and  there  was  no  inducement  to  undervalue  in  the  in- 
voices, I  obtained  from  the  United  States  Consulates  of  Bordeaux,  Havre,  Marseilles 
and  Coite  a  complete  abstract  of  all  the  wines  shipped  to  the  United  States  for  an 
entire  year,  and  am  quite  confident  tliat  the  relative  qualities  have  not  improved 
•ince  then.  On  the  coutrary,  I  find  that  the  public  taste  has  been  vitiated  through 
the  absence  aud  scarcity  of  choice  wines,  to  such  an  extent  that  the  connoisseurs  of 
wines  are  fast  disappearing.  I  believe  that  a  change  for  the  better  can  be  wrought 
through  a  thorough  abandonment  of  provincialism,  and  a  careful  encouragement  of 
critical  taste,  based  ou  recognition  of  merit,  independent  of  all  rivalry  as  to  places 
of  production.  The  manipulation  of  the  tariff  in  the  interest  of  cheap  goods  will 
only  tend  to  demoralize  the  whole  business  still  further. 

Our  hope  lies  in  the  present  slightly  changed  attitude  of  the  really  competent 
and  intelligent  importers,  whose  superiority  of  experience  and  judgment  is  needed 
by  the  American  producers  as  much  as  by  our  friends  across  the  Atlantic.  In  the 
meanwhile  I  pledge  myself,  Ad  majorem  glorium  boni  vini,

•California    wines— Tliere  is  nttle  of  interest  in  the 
^     wine  trade  at   the  present  writing,  except  the  attitude  of 
ongress  witli  reference  to  the  ad  nalorem  clause  in  the  tariff  bill, 
liich  is  now  before  the  Senate  Committee.     There  is  naturally 
great  deal  of  anxiety  as  to  what  the  final  result  will  be,  partic- 
larly  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  Committee  of  the  Senate 
:>s  flatly  refused  to  hear  any  statement  of  producers  or  manu- 
eturers  as  to  changes  which  they  think  sliould  be  made  in  the 
ouse  bill.     In   other    words,  unless   outside  pressure   can  be 
•ought   to   bear  upon  the  members  of  the   Committee  through 
Ki  Pacific  Coast  Senators,  there  is  little  prospect  that  any  change 
ill  be  made  in  the  present  measure,  while  the  outlook  for  the 
loption  of  any  amendment  which  may  be  proposed  in  the  Sen- 
's notwithstanding  all    interested  parties  are  anxious  for    the 
I'ogation  of  the  aJ  valorem  clause,  is  very  poor.     Senator   White 
ys  he  feels  confident  that  he  can   secure  the   desired  amend- 
3iit  either  in  the  Committee  or  Senate.     Speaking  for  the  Cali- 
uia  wine  men  we  can  say  that  we  see  no  reason  why  Senators 
liite  and  Perkins  could   not  make  a  combination   with  their 
egon  and  Washington  colleagues  on  the  question  of  the  wool, 
nber,  hops  and  coal  propositions,  and  force  the  Senate  to  grant 
'  '  changes  demanded   by  their  constituents.     At  any  rate  they 
=ii  expected  to  do  this,  and  if  they  care  to  let  these  matters  go  by 
•I  ault,  they  must  take  the  consequences.     We  are  of  the  opin- 
1 1  that  the  wine  men  will  not  be  kept  in  suspense  very  long. 


As  to  trade,  the  exports  hold  up  remarkably  well,  considering 
the  times.  January  is  usually  a  poor  month  for  exports,  but 
during  that  month  they  aggregated  3772  cases  and  826,895  gallons, 
wliich  is  certainly  a  good  showing.  The  local  trade  has  im- 
proved steadily,  and  collections  are  better.  The  detailed  state- 
ments of  exports  follow :

^^/  both  in  the  volume  of  trade  and  collections.  Jobbers 
report  a  decided  change  in  the  status  of  business,  and  houses 
that  have  complained  for  several  mouths  that  business  was  the 
worst  ever  known,  now  state  that  they  are  decidedly  pleased 
with  the  change  in  trade  conditions.  Importations  of  whiskies 
and  spirits  in  January  were  of  good  volume,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  figures  that  follow:

The  imports  of  foreign  whiskies  were  152  cases  and  2 
quarter  casks. 

The  exports  of  American  whiskies  by  sea  to  foreign  ports 
were  345  cases  and  1,426  gallons,  valued  at  85,256. 

7MP0RTATI0NS— The  importers  are  feeling  in  much  better 
temper  these  days,  and  they  have  good  reason  to.  Some  of 
the  leading  houses  report  business  better  since  January  1st  than 
it  was  for  the  same  period  of  1893.  This  is  certainly  a  very 
promising  situation,  and  must  be  taken  as  a  proof  that  the  trade 
reaction  has  set  in.  The  figures  of  importations,  which  make  a 
fair  showing,  follow :

SHIPME/NTS    TO     EUROPE. 

It  might  be  supposed  from  an  examination  of  the  exports  by 
sea  for  the  year  1893,  as  given  in  the  Review  of  January  20th, 
that  there  had  been  a  heavy  falling  off  in  the  actual  shipments 
of  wine  to  Great  Britain,  Germany  and  other  European  coun- 
tries. Such,  however,  has  not  been  the  case.  While  it  is  true 
that  the  sea  shipments  have  fallen  off,  there  has  been  an  enor- 
mous quantity  of  wine  sent  overland  on  through  bills  of  lading, 
to  the  European  ports,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  hag  been  an 
absolute  and  gratifying  increase  in  the  exports  of  California  wine 
abroad. 

The  development  of  rail  shipments  is  fully  understood. 
Under  favorable  rail  rates  of  three  cents  per  gallon  to  the  Atlan- 
tic seaboard,  it  is  far  cheaper  to  ship  wine  overland  and  trans- 
ship to  Europe  by  steamer,  than  it  is  to  pay  five  or  six  cents  per 
gallon  on  the  four  mouths'  trip  around  Cape  Horn  per  sailing 
vessel. 

The  actual  shipments  of  wine  to  European  countries  by  sea 
and  rail  (for  trans-shipment)  from  California  points  in  1893,  as 
shown  by  the  Custom  House  and  railroad  shipments,  were  as 
follows :

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  passed  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Brewers'  Protective  Association  by  the 
undersigned  brewers : 

Whereas,  The  supervisors  in  the  county  of  Lake,  in  the 
State  of  California,  did,  upon  the  14th  day  of  July,  1893,  pass 
an  ordinance  by  the  provisions  of  which  all  places  for  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  maized  liquors  within  said  county 
were  absolutely  prohibited  under  heavy  penalties;  and  whereas, 
one  of  the  principal  industries  of  the  State  of  California  is  that 
of  hop-growing,  the  product  of  which  is  largely  if  not  entirely 
consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  malt  liquor,  thereby  furnishing 
a  market  for  the  product  of  the  ranches  and  farms  of  Lake 
county,  as  well  as  other  counties  of  the  State ;  and  whereas,  we 
consider  it  against  the  best  interests  of  the  State  that  such  ordi- 
nances as  the  one  referred  to  should  be  enforced,  especially  in 
the  counties  that  are  engaged  in  producing  and  selling  hops  as 
one  of  the  main  farming  industries,  and  that  trade  should  be 
reciprocal,  and  that  people  should  consider  the  rights  of  others 
before  attempting  to  destroy  the  business  of  any;  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Brewers'  Protective 
Association,  believing  that  said  ordinance  is  a  direct  menace  to 
our  business,  and  calculated  in  its  operation  to  work  serious 
injury  to  us,  do  hereby  declare  that  in  the  future,  and  while  said 
ordinance  is  in  force,  we  will  not  deal  in,  purchase  or  otherwise 
consume  any  hops  grown,  produced  or  offered  for  sale  by  any 
person  or  persons  owning,  producing  or  offering  such  hops  with- 
in the  county  of  Lake,  and  that  we  shall  invite  all  persons  in 
this  city  dealing  and  interested  in  the  hop  business,  purchaser.s 
or  otherwise,  to  join  with  us  in  carrying  out  and  enforcing  this 
resolution.     (Signed :)

Chicago,  February  10,  1891. 
The  first  month  of  the  new  j'ear  has  ruu  its  course,  and 
business  men  are  comparing  the  volume  of  trade  this  season 
with  the  same  month  of  last.  While  that  is  not  at  all  a  safe  cri- 
terion, it  is  one  that  is  used  largely  as  a  basis  for  calculating  and 
averaging  up.  In  visiting  the  wine  and  whisky  men,  I  find  that 
there  are  diversified  reports  based  upon  this  test.  Several  peo- 
ple told  me  that  their  business  had  dropped  off  from  January  of 
last  year,  and  yet  there  were  such  elements  involved  that  they 
were  sure  that  the  outlook  was  better  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 
Others  told  me  that,  though  their  January  business  was  away 
ahead  of  last  year's,  still  they  could  not  pin  their  faith  very 
strongly  to  that  fact.  But  on  the  whole  I  find  that  there  has 
been  a  greater  volume  of  trade  this  year  than  there  was  last. 

A  number  of  firms  informed  me  that  their  collections  in 
Illinois,  outside  the  city  of  Chicago,  had  been  better  than  they 
had  been  for  a  long  time.  In  some  of  the  other  States  they  are 
far  slower  than  usual.  One  firm  told  me  that  they  were  going 
to  haql  all  their  men  out  of  a  certain  State  till  the  people  over 
there  got  a  little  money  with  which  to  meet  their  accounts.  In 
this  city  collections  are  very  slow,  and  wholesalers  are  not  hunt- 
ing up  trade  very  actively.  One  gentleman  told  me  that  he 
went  out  on  the  south  side  with 'bills  to  the  amount  of  $18,000 
in  his  pocket,  and  came  back  with  only  $24  collected,  and  it  cost 
him  $3  to  make  the  day's  round.  From  this,  one  can  readily 
see  why  it  is  a  bit  discouraging  trying  to  do  business  in  the  city 
just  at  this  time.  It  is  stated  that  close  to  a  thousand  saloons 
have  gone  out  of  business  since  the  first  of  December,  and,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  nearly  all  of  them  were  owing  more  or  less  money 
to  the  wholesale  people  who  had  been  carrying  them  during  the 
past  year. 

I  am  told  by  those  who  say  they  are  in  a  position  to  know, 
that  wine  prices  are  going  to  go  away  down  lower  than  they  are 
now.  This  is  is  not  encouraging  news,  but  I  am  here  to  tell  the 
truth  as  nearly  as  I  can  find  it  out.  If  prices  are  to  sufifer  any 
cuts  this  year,  it  will  be  well  to  be  informed.  The  party  argued 
like  this  :  There  is  an  abundance  of  wine  in  California,  and  also 
a  big  foreign  yield  to  compete  with.  There  is  lots  more  wine  in 
California  than  there  is  money,  and  money  they  must  have. 
This  they  cannot  get  in  satisfactory  sums  from  the  San  Francisco 
merchants  who  carry  them  by  the  year.  The  i-esult  will  be 
that  a  great  deal  of  wine  will  be  sent  into  eastern  markets  con- 
signed at  owners'  order,  which  will  necessarily  be  disposed  of  to 
great  disadvantage  and  at  very  low  prices.  There  will  be 
enough  of  this  kind  of  business  to  set  the  pace  for  about  all  the 
wine  that  will  be  marketed  here  this  year.     Already  this  ava- 


lanche of  low  prices  seems  i-eady  to  break  upon  us.  Its  mut- 
terings  may  be  heard  in  the  reports  of  cheap  offerings  that  one 
hears  of  during  the  run  of  a  week. 

In  a  general  way  it  may  be  said  that  the  wine  business  has 
been  holding  its  own  during  the  past  month.  Mr.  Eosenthal, 
manager  for  Chas.  Stern  &  Sons,  said :  "  We  are  doing  as  well 
as  could  be  expected.  Times  are  hard  and  trade  dull,  and  yet 
at  the  end  of  the  month  we  are  highly  gratified  that  we  have 
done  as  well  as  our  books  show  we  have."  Mr.  Fusick,  mana- 
ger for  Korbel  Bros.,  said  :  "  Our  salesman  in  the  south  is  send- 
ing in  a  fine  line  of  orders.  We  are  extending  our  business  in 
several  directions  very  satisfactorily."  The  To-Kalon  and  Vina 
people  were  smiling  as  usual.  They  have  received  five  carloads 
of  brandy  and  eight  of  wine  during  January.  The  sales  of  Vina 
brandy  through  the  Chicago  office  during  the  past  year  have  been 
very  heavy,  and  notwithstanding  the  enormous  reserve  stock  at 
Vina,  some  ages  are  practically  exhausted.  Vina  Distillery  will 
have  to  "  do  business"  this  year  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  its 
Chicago  management.  On  January  1st,  following  their  usual 
custom,  they  advanced  prices  one  year  on  the  schedule.  Wilken 
Bros,  report  their  bar  trade  good,  but  other  lines  a  little  quiet. 
Louis  Zierngibl  is  lying  awake  nights  concocting  plans  for  selling 
big  lots  of  Minnaberg,  and  he  will  sell  it,  too.  Mr.  Finden, 
President  of  the  Contra  Costa  Wine  Co.,  says  that  he  has  had  a 
decided  increase  in  the  volume  of  trade  during  the  past  fortnight. 
If  it  will  only  continue  in  the  way  it  has  run  so  far  this  year  he 
will  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  himself.  And  so  it  goes 
all  along  the  line. 

H.  L.  Holden.  formerly  manager  of  the  old  California  Wine 
Co.,  is  selling  out  the  remnant  of  the  old  stock  at  figures  that 
should  draw  him  ready  customers.  The  wine  is  in  good  order 
and  neatly  bottled  and  ought  to  be  worth  as  much  now  as  it  ever 
was,  and  yet  prices  have  been  greatly  reduced  for  this  sale. 

I  had  the  pleasure  during  the  past  week  of  makinga  tour  of 
the  well-stocked  wine  cellars  of  C.  Jevne,  the  Chicago  purveyor 
of  fine  wines  and  groceries.  I  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Erickson , 
the  capable  manager  of  the  wine  department,  and  it  was  a  most 
pleasant  half  hour  that  I  spent  there.  I  had  the  opportunity 
to  sample  some  rare  old  port  made  in  1834,  and  some  made  in 
1850.  Mr.  Erickson  secured  for  his  house  the  entire  stock  of 
port  wines  which  were  on  exhibition  at  the  World's  Fair,  from 
Portugal,  comprising  53  casks,  quarters  and  octaves,  and  some 
3,000  bottles.  This  wine  ranged  in  age  trom  1834  to  1872,  and 
each  cask  contained  a  separate  and  distinct  type  of  port  wine. 
He  also  purchased  a  dozen  cases  of  Portuguese  champagne. 
After  visiting  this  admirably  appointed  and  managed  wine  cel- 
l.ir,  the  large  family  trade  in  wines  which  Mr.  Jevne  is  reputed 
to  enjoy  is  no  longer  a  mystery,  for  it  is  seen  readily  that  it  is 
but  the  natural  outgrowth  of  the  manner  in  which  his  wine  busi- 
ness is  managed.  This  great  success  is  largely  due  to  the  care 
and  attention  given  to  this  department  hy  Mr.  Erickson. 

A.  M.  Bergevin  has  just  returned  from  an  extended  tripto 
California.  He  will  continue  to  represent  those  well  and  favor- 
ably known  wine  makers,  Carpy  and  Eisen.     Their  wines  are 
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justly  popular,  and  in  Mr.  Bergevin's  hands  they  are  receiving  a 
wide  distribution. 

August  Wilken,  of  the  firm  of  Wilken  Bros,  is  spending  the 
winter  in  Florida.  Theodore  Wilken,  of  the  same  firm,  is  enjoy- 
ing the  Mardi  Gras  at  New  Orleans. 

The  whisky  men  are  still  in  a  quandary  as  to  what  will  be 
the  ultimate  outcome  of  the  Wilson  bill.  Many  of  the  more 
conservative  say  that  they  do  not  believe  that  the  Senate  will 
pass  the  bill  as  it  now  stands,  as  it  is  a  most  fearful  botch.  That 
Uie  bonded  period  was  not  extended  was  a  surprise  to  all,  for  it 
was  believed  that  the  distilling  interest  was  strong  enough  to 
secure  that  point,  but  it  wonld  seem  that  this  interest  was  not 
consulted.  As  to  the  advance  of  ten  cents,  it  is  asserted  by  the 
wholesalers  that  they  will  be  the  losers.  The  distillers  will  cer- 
tainly add  it  to  their  price,  but  the  wholesaler  will  not  be  able 
to  add  it  to  their  bills. 

So  far  as  I  was  able  to  see  the  whisky  trade  since  the  pass- 
age of  the  Wilson  bill,  I  have  not  found  any  one  who  would  say 
it  was  a  good  measure.  Scjuire  T.  Harvey  &  Sons  said  they 
would  have  to  shoulder  the  extra  ten  cents,  and  as  they  were 
selling  just  about  as  near  the  margin  as  possible  at  present  it 
would  amount  to  almost  pocketing  a  loss.  Louis  Stern  said  that 
it  would  work  some  hardships  possibly  at  first,  but  thought  that 
the  whole  matter  would  adjust  itself  in  time,  and  that  event- 
ually the  consumer  would  pay  the  tax  just  as  in  all  other  cases. 
Straus  Bros.,  Rosenfield  Bros.,  F.  Madalener,  Delany  &  Murphy, 
Hannah  &  Hogg,  and  a  uumber  of  other  wholesale  dealers  and 
jobbers  expressed  themselves  in  like  words. 

One  of  the  first  effects  of  the  House  vote  on  the  Wilson  bill 
noticeable  is  an  increase  in  the  output  of  the  Trust.  President 
J.  B.  Greenhut  said  the  output  of  the  distilleries  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Trust,  both  at  Peoria  and  Chicago,  will  be  considerably 
increased  within  a  few  days.  The  big  Shufeldt  plant  has  been 
working  at  half  its  capacity  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to 
nearly  double  its  present  output. 

Quite  a  number  of  whisky  men  assured  me  that  the  outlook 
was  brightening  despite  the  Wilson  bill,  hard  times  and  what 
not.  There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  way  of  in- 
(|uiries  and  orders,  but  prices  are  a  bit  weak.  I  was  told  of  a 
certain  brand  that  was  held  at  65  cents,  in  bond,  a  year  a^o  that 
(■ould  now  be  had  for  27^c,  cash.  Of  course  there  is  no  such 
a  breaking  of  prices  as  that  in  a  general  way,  else  the  business 
would  be  hopelessly  demoralized.  Still  it  is  felt  that  prices  are 
weak  and  will  probably  remain  so  for  some  time  to  come. 

Twenty-six  Englewood  druggists  have  been  arraigned  on 
one  or  more  charges  of  selling  liquors  without  licenses.  Before 
tlie  judge  were  spread  innumerable  sample  bottles  of  ryes  and 
bourbons,  peach  brandies  and  apple-jack  as  evidence.  P.  A. 
Stonehouse,  agent  for  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Associotion 
and  officer  W.  H.  Leach,  as  complainants,  with  Capt.  Larson 
waged  the  prosecution.  Six  cases  stood  trial,  resulting  in  fines 
of  820  and  costs  in  each  charge.  Nineteen  other  cases  were  con- 
tinued to  February  9. 

The  Illinois  Staati-Zeitung  contains  a  long  account  of  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  of  the  Chicago 
Shuetzen  Club  at  Palos  Springs,  nineteen  miles  out,  recently. 
After  addresses  and  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  according  to 
the  ritual  of  the  society,  the  President  took  a  bottle  filled  with 
California  wine,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Louis  Zierngibl,  and  poured  the 
(iontents  over  the  stone  as  he  spoke.

The  choir  sang,  cannons  pealed,  and  all 
persons  drank  California  wine.  All  then  repaired  to  the  hotel 
where  a  grand  banquet  was  enjoyed.  Among  the  toasts  re- 
sponded to  was  one  to  Mr.  Louis  Zierngibl,  the  donator  of  the 
sparkling  wines.

The  following  resolution   and   endorsement  from  the  vine- 
yardists  of  Napa  valley  have  been  sent  to  Congressman  Geary : 
Whereas,  The  Viticultural  industry  of  the   State  has,    on 
account  of  over  production,  become  unremunerative;  and. 

Whereas,  The  passage  of  the  ad  valorem  duty  on  wine  and 
the  proposed  reduction  on  raisins  would  utterly  ruin  our  indus- 
try and  bankrupt  everyone  engaged  therein  ; 

Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  endorse  the  action  and 
strenuous  efforts  of  our  Representative,  Thomas  J.  Geary,  and 
representatives  of  other  districts,  working  in  behalf  of  our  in- 
terests, by  their  strenuous  opposition  to  the  measure. 

Resolved,  That  this  ad  valorem  duty  not  only  opens  the  door 
to  fraud,  but  permits  the  foreigner  to  lay  down  his  alcoholic 
mixtures  here  at  a  tax  of  15  or  20  cents  per  gallon,  while  the 
Government  discriminates  against  its  own  citizens  by  charging 
them  a  specific  tax  of  90  cents,  thereby  actually  reducing  the 
revenue,  crippling  the  Government  and  ruining  the  producer,  for 
the  sole  benefit  of  the  importer. 

Reiolved,  That  our  entire   delegation   be   instructed  to  use 
their  united  efforts  to  defeat  the   proposed   legislation,  fraught 
with  so  much    injury  to  ourindustry  and  to  the  interest  of  viti- 
culture in  every  State  of  the  Union  where  it  exists.

on  wines  in  the  Wilson  Bill,  and  for  his  pi-eferring  the  interests 
of  his  constituents  to  party  fealty  ;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resol- 
ution be  mailed  to  him."

A  dispatch  from  Washington,  dated  the  11th  inst.,  details 
how  Mr.  Wetmore  is  working.     It  is  as  follows: 

"  California  wine  men  have  been  anxiously  writing  to 
Washington  as  t«  the  progress  of  their  affairs  before  Congress. 
Wetmore,  who  was  sent  here  by  them,  is  one  of  the  busiest  m.n 
at  the  Capitol,  and  is  making  substantial  progress,  from  day  to 
day,  in  swinging  Senators  and  Representatives  around  in  the 
direction  of  what  the  wine  men  want.  The  case  stands  at  pres- 
ent as  follows  :  An  amendment  which  designates  what  materials 
shall  be  used  in  still -wine  manufacture,  and  which  opens  a  large 
field  for  the  use  of  California  brandy  therein,  passed  the  House 
and  went  to  the  Senate  as  part  of  the  Wilson  bill.  It  will  prob- 
ably stand  untouched  by  the  Senate.  The  rest  of  what  is  de- 
sired is  in  reference  to  the  ad  valorem  clause  of  the  Wilson  bill, 
which  it  is  hoped  \o  amend  so  as  to  place  all  wines  under 
a  specific  duty.  If  that  be  done  the  amounts  of  duty  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  different  wine  interests  will  undoubtedly  be  made 
the  figures  in  the  revised  bill.  It  was  as  at  first  thought  that 
the  strongest  point  upon  which  to  attack  the  ad  valorem  duties 
on  wine  was  the  fact  that  a  fair  and  honest  admiListration  of 
the  law  would  be  impossible,  and   that  frauds  would  b«  perpe- 


trated by  dishonest  importers  to  the  disadvantage  of  all   legiti- 
mate merchants.     This  seemed  to  have   but   little  effect  on  the 
Democratic   solons.     It   is   now  the  plan  to  fight  the  ad   valorem 
scheme  on  another  tack,   and  to  show  that  it  will  defeat  the  col- 
lection of  the    Government   revenues   on  distilled  spirits  under 
the  internal  revenue  laws.     Wetmore  has  been  quick  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  admission   made  by   Senator   Mills,  in  the  last 
number  of  the  North  American  Review,  wherein  the  Senator  states, 
in  defending  the  ad  valorem  duties,  that  he  approves  of  them  in 
all  cases  except  those  where  an  internal  revenue  is  levied  on  the 
same  class   of  merchandise.     The   California  representative  of 
the  wine   interests   inclosed  to  Mr.  Mills  a  circular  in  which  he 
and  Colonel  Leoser,   of  the  New  York  wine  importers,  have  un- 
dertaken to   show  to   the   Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  an  ad 
valorem  duty  on    wines  will   lead   to  the   importation    of  foreignj 
compounds  and  foreign  wines  in  imitation  of  wine,  and  will  cre-^ 
ate  a  conflict  with  the  collection  of  revenue  from  native  spirits,! 
besides  badly  demoralizing  the  legitimate  wine  trade.     The  po-j 
sition  which  they  take  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  tariff  on 
still  wines  should   be  based    on   their   alcoholic   strength,  andj 
should  not  be  less  than  the  internal  revenue  rate  on  spirits.     It 
this  both  the  importing  and  native  interests  are  agreed.   In  con- 
clusion, the  letter  Mr.  Mills   says:     '  Mr.  Whiting  of  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  committee,  attempted  to  secure  an  amendment 
to  correct  the  inconsistency  of  the  Wilson  bill,  but  failed  to  obtaii 
unanimous  consent.     Our  people  in  California  are  very  nervoue 
in  this   matter,  and  I  am  sure  would  appreciate  any  expressior 
from  you  favoring  the  proposed  change,  which  I  take  the  libertj 
to  ask  of  you,  feeling  that  your  expressions  in  the  essay  referred! 
to  are  sufficient  to  excuse  me  for  addressing  you  on  the  subject.'! 
"  The   case   is  such  that  no  reasonable  legislator  can  fail  to| 
yield  to  the  request  of  the  wine  men.     As  the   law  framed  bj 
Wilson  now  stands,  no  wine  of  a  sweet  or  still  order  can  be  m&ii 
to  pay  a  duty  of  more   than    100    per   cent,    ad   valorem.     This 
opens  the  way  for  the  importation  of  a  cheap,  low  grade  of  bo- 
gus wines  simply   for  the  alcohol  that  is  in  them.     These  winesl 
can  be  used,  just  as  they  are,  for  stretching  whiskies  and  bran-j 
dies,  a  great  saving  being  made  on  the  alcohol  thus  used.    Wet- 
more is  now  engaged  in-preparing  object  lessons  for  the  Senators] 
in  the  sliape  of  samples  of  these  goods.     He  takes  some  neutral 
spirits,  which  is  alcohol   deprived  of  its  flavor,  and  adds  to  this] 
some  prune  juice  sugar,  and    water.     The  compound  thus  made 
contains  25  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and   can  now  be  made  in  Ham- 
burg for  fifteen  cents  per    gallon,    spirits  made  from  potatoes! 
being  used  for  the  purpose.    This  he  shows  as  a  sample  of  the  bo- 
gus wine  that  can  be  imported  into  this  country  for  the  purpose 
above  described.     To  carry  the  thing  to  its  possible  and  practi-l 
cable  limit  he  has  prepared  another  concoction,  such  as  can  b^ 
imported  under  the  provisions  of  the  Wilson  bill.     This  is  the 
cheapest  of  all,  and  is  made  of  neutral  spirits,  sugar  and  cheap 
chemical  flavoring  matters.     This,  under  the  guise  Of  wine,  car 
be  made  in  Hamburg  for  8^  cents.     The  duty  on  it  would  be  the 
same  figure,  and  the  transportation  would  cost  three  cents  ad 
most,  making  the  cost  of  the  stuff"  in   New  York  twenty  cents 
per  gallon.     Two  gallons  of  it  would  contain  what  would  be 
equivalent  of  one  gallon  of  proof  alcohol  and  would   thus  cost 
forty  cents.     Now,  one  gallon  of  neutral  proof  spirits  would  cost 
IS  cents  in  this  country  and  would  pay  $1  tax,  thus  costing 
tolal  of  $1.1S,  as  against  40  cents  for  the  cost  of  the  imported 
stuff",  all  duties  paid.     For  this  reason  all  that  large  amount  o| 
spirits  legitimately  used  in  connection  with  water,  sugar  anc 
flavoring  matters  for  reducing  distilled  whiskies  and  brandied 
t'>  a  merchantable  strength,  would  be   imported    from  abroadj 
Tl:e  Government  would  be  deprived  of  its  internal  revenue  ot 
this  class  of  goods  and  home  distillers  would  be  deprived  of  theit 
trade.     In  order  that  specimens  of  the  wines  to  be  used  for  tl.i 
purpose  of  evading  the  internal  revenue  tax  may  have  official 
backing,  Mr.  Wetmore  has  interested  Professor  Wylie,  of  the 
Agricultural  Department,  who  is  chief  of  its  chemical  division' 
Professor  Wylie,  who  is  not  unknown  to  Californians,  will  pre- 
pare samples   of  wines,   such  as  are  made   in  large   quantities 
abroad  with  the  use  of  caramel,  cognac  flavoring,  oil  of  almonds, 
tartaric  acid,  tannin  and  so  forth,  and  these  will  be  exhibited  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Senate  committee,  together  with  data  showing 
their  composition ,  cost  and  uses.     An  effort  will  be  made  to  have 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  Miller  asked  for   his  opinion 
in  the  matter.     This  he  cannot  give  unless  he  is  officially  asked 
for  it,  such  being  the  precedents  of  his  department.     He  is  much 
interested  ih  the  law  relating  to  wines  and  is  certain  to  indorse 
the  conclusions  that  are  so  forcefully  laid  forth  by  the  wine  men. 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Hamlin  is  also  prepared  to 
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indorse  their  position,  and  his  findings  will  control  Secretary 
Carlisle.  They  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  the  "Wilson  bill 
militates  against  the  internal  revenue. 

"While  hearings  are  not  being  granted  by  the  Senate  com- 
mittee to  causes  which  have  already  been  heard  in  the  House, 
Senator  White  will  be  able  to  have  the  wine  men  appear  before 
the  committee  and  bring  up  this  new  phase  of  the  bill.  Wetmore 
will  probably  be  heard  to-morrow  or  the  next  day.  He  is  also 
having  a  good  deal  to  say  about  raisins,  but  the  argument  in 
their  favor  is  purely  a  protection  one,  and  therefore  is  more 
diflRcult,  as  far  as  results  go." 
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We  wish  to  direct  especial  attention  of  wine  makers  and 
shippers  to  the  communication  of  Mr.  James  D.  Phelan,  which 
is  printed  in  another  column,  and  which  would  appear  to  afford 
a  most  excellent  opportunity  for  opening  up  large  markets  for 
California  Wine  in  Great  Britain  and  the  countries  of  northern 
Europe. 

Mr.  Phelan  suggests,  in  a  personal  letter  to  us,  that  all  wine 
men  who  desire  to  act  in  the  premises  should  write  to  Col.  C.  J. 
urphy,  agent  of  the  United  States  Department  of  AgricuHure. 
!olonel  Murphy's  mission  to  Europe  is  to  promote  the  cousump- 
iion  of  American  products,  particularly  maize  (Indian  corn), 
but  being  a  pioneer  of  California  and  later  a  wine  dealer  in  New 
York,  is  anxious  to  serve  California  in  this  regard.  Mr.  Phelan, 
who  knows  him  personally,  is  confident  that  he  can  do  valuable 
missionary  service  in  Europe.  It  would  appear  from  the  com- 
munication of  Mr.  Phelan,  and  the  facts  cited  above,  that  it 
would  be  well  worth  the  time  and  (rouble  of  California  wine 
makers  to  give  this  subject  prompt  consideration,  and  to  act 
accordingly.  We  believe  that  much  good  can  be  done,  and 
earnestly  second  Mr.  Phelan's  recommendations  and  suggestions.

The  Newly  Appointed  Viticultural  Gommissoner  for  the  Napa  District. 

Governor  Markham  has  appointed  H.  W.  Crabb,  of  Oak- 
ville,  as  Viticultural  Commissioner,  vice  E.  C.  Priber,  resigned. 
Mr.  Priber  intends  to  go  East  and  possibly  to  Europe,  shortly, 
and  he  resigned  because  his  business  would  not  permit  him  to 
devote  any  time  to  the  commission. 

No  man  is  better  known  in  Napa  valley  viticulture  than  H. 
W.  Crabb,  and  the  Governor  has  done  well  in  appointing  him. 
Since  1868  Mr.  Crabb  has  been  identified  with  the  interests  of 
Napa  valley,  and  has  done  the  producers  an  inestimable  service 
in  the  way  of  testing  varieties.  Beginning  in  1874  he  made  it 
his  rule  to  secure  and  test  every  grape  variety  he  could  possibly 
procure,  and  at  one  time  he  had  over  four  hundred  varieties  on 
his  place  under  trial  to  ascertain  their  value  as  to  quality  and 
quantity  of  production.  He  distributed  the  most  desirable  var- 
ieties to  all  who  wished  them,  free  from  expense,  and  cheerfully 
gave  all  his  information  to  whosoever  asked.  It  is  stated  that 
after  the  famous  Gorden's,  of  Luxembourg,  in  France,  he  had  the 
most  complete  collection  of  vines  in  the  world. 

For  some  time  he  has  not  kept  up  this  collection,  having 
been  engaged  in  a  battle  with  the  phylloxera. 

Mr.  Crabb  will  make  an  energetic  and  capable  commissioner 
and  will  worthily  represent  the  Napa  District.

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THE    A/NAHEIM    DISEASE. 


[Translated  specially  for  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review.] 
During  the-  past  twenty  years,  the  cultivation  of  the  vine 
has  made  a  rapid  extension  in  the  Southern  part  of  California. 
The  viticulturists  of  this  section  attempted  at  first  to  make 
vin  ordinaire;  but  while  the  consumption  of  such  wines  was  not 
sufficient  to  use  up  the  production,  the  climate  was  shown  to  be 
unfavorable  for  a  good  viuificatiou.  On  the  contrary  the  high 
temperature  and  the  nearly  complete  absence  of  rain  during  the 
summer  permits  the  drying  of  fruits  in  the  open  air,  and  the 
raisins  made  in  the  Los  Angeles  country  are  not  behind  in 
quality  with  those  which  are  made  in  the  South  of  Spain.  There- 
fore, the  production  of  raisins  and  the  making  of  vins  doux,  re- 
sembling those  of  Spain,  form  in  this  country  industries  atTording 
good  and  certain  revenue.  We  will  have  occasion  in  the  future 
to  describe  the  process  employed  by  the  Americans  in  the  cul- 
ture and  packing  of  raisins.  This,  for  the  viticulturists  of 
Provence  and  Algeria,  is  a  matter  of  first  importance;  to  study 
the  question  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  whether  it  is  not  pos- 
sible for  them  to  produce  the  large  quantity  of  raisins  which  we 
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FIGUliE  1. 

consume  under  the  name  of  Malaga  raisins  and  which  we  buy 
from  foreign  countries.  I  wish  before  all,  however,  to  divert  the 
attention  of  the  viticultural  public  to  the  .California  or  Anaheim 
disease,  which  has  ravaged  the  vineyards  of  the  southern  part  of 
the  State,  and  the  nature  of  which  is  not  completely  known. 

Many  authors  have  already  observed  and  described  this  mal- 
ady. Mr.  F.  W.  Morse,  who  was  charged  with  its  study  in  1886, 
attributed  it  to  local  peculiarities,  more  or  less  accidental,  as  of 
climate,  soil,  andof  humidity,  which,  not  producing  it  constantlj', 
gave  hope  that  it  was  but  a  passing  disease  and  would  not  be- 
come general.  (See  "Report  of  an  Examination  into  the  phen- 
omena and  causes  of  a  supposed  wine  disease  in  Los  Angeles 
county.  Report  of  the  Viticultural  work,  University  of  Califor- 
nia, 1886,  pages  176-184.)  The  facts  and  subsequent  investiga- 
tions have  not  confirmed  the  opiuion  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Morse. 

In  1887  Messrs.  Viala  and  Scribner  (See,  P.  Viala  line  Mis- 
sion Viticok  en  Amerique,  1889,  page  292,  Paris,  Masson)  studied 
the  disease  with  great  care  for  eight  days,  in  the  vicinity  of  Los 
Angeles.  While  letting  it  be  supposed  that  the  disease  was  in 
its  nature  parasitic,  M.  Viala  did  not  affirm  the  existance  of  a 
parasite ;  he  gave  a  very  careful  description  of  the  appearance  of 
the  diseased  vines  and  of  the  progress  of  the  scourage. 

In  1892  Messrs.  Viala  and  Sauvageau  who  were  following 
the  study  of  the  parasite  of  the  hnmissure,  were  brought  to  believe 
that  the  California  disease  might  be  due- to  an  allied  parasite  and 
they  embodied  their  researches  in  a  communication  to  the  Acad- 
amy  of  Sciences  (July  4,  1892)  and  in  a  detailed  memoir  (see 
Vaila  et  Sauvageau,  La  Brunissure  et  la  maladie  de  California. 
Maladies  de  la  Vigne  causees  par  les  Pixwnodiophora  vitia  et  Plas- 
modiophora  Calijornia.  Annales  d  l'P]cole  d'Agriculture  de  Mont- 
pellier,  1892.) 

About  the  same  time  Mr.  Pierce,  special  agent  of  the  Amer- 
ican Government  for  studying  the  disease,  published  an  excellent 
memoir  on  the  results  of  the  study  which  he  pursued  in  Southern 
California  during  several  years.  (See  N.  B.  Pierce.  The  Cali- 
fornia Vine  Disease.  A  volume  of  215  pages  with  27  illustrations. 
1892.)  Without  determing  the  cause  of  the  malady,  he  has,  in 
the  meantime,  given  accurate  and  complete  information  of  its 
progress  and  characteristics. 

However,  the  most  contradictory  reports  are  given  out 
about  this  disease.  Some  even  doubt  its  existence.  However, 
in  consequence  of  the  natural  inquietudes  felt  by  the  P>ench  viti- 


culturists, a  ministerial  prohibition  has  been  placed  on  the  in- 
troduction into  France  of  vines,  roots  and  cuttings  coming  from 
California. 

It  was  very  useful,  after  six  years,  to  visit  the  localities  in- 
fested and  to  verify  the  progress  of  the  disease  in  that  time. 
That  is  what  I  did  last  October  in  company  with  Mr.  Hayne,  as- 
sistant to  Mr.  Hilgard  at  the  University  at  Berkeley,  and  it  is 
the  results  of  our  investigations  that  I  write  here. 

The  disease  first  appeared  in  Anaheim  in  1882.  From 
thence  it  spread  to  Orange,  Santa  Ana  and  Madeira.  Today 
these  districts  have  nothing  but  dead  or  dying  vines,  and  all  en- 
deavors for  the  reconstruction  of  the  vineyards  have  miscarried. 
The  disease,  to  follow  its  spread,  has  completely  invaded  the 
San  Gabriel  valley;  it  is  all  over  the  South;  15,000  hectares  are 
destroyed  and  10,000  are  invaded.  That  is  to  say,  only  a  few 
years  have  sufficed  for  California  to  lose  a  tenth  of  her  vineyard 
area,  while  a  sixth  is  compromised.  At  another  time  we  will 
give  a  more  striking  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  disease  and 
the  rapidity  with  which  it  works;  I  wish  first  to  describe  the  as- 
pect of  the  infected  vineyards. 

In  1883  M.  Grosjean,  inspector  general  of  agricultural  in- 
struction, made  a  visit  of  studj'  to  Southern  California.  His  at- 
tention was  long  arrested  by  the  splendor  of  that  beautitul  coun- 
try, and  if  he  has  retained  the  remembrance  of  the  hospitality 
received  from  some  American  families  in  San  Gabriel,  I  can 
give  him  the  assurance  that  he  has  not  been  forgotten,  for 
it  was  only  necessary  for  me  to  present  his  name  to  receive  a 
cordial  and  impressing  welcome.  Among  the  domains  visted  by 
IMr.  Grosjean,  that  of  Mr.  J.  De  Barth  Shorb  was  distinguished 
by  its  importance.     It  consisted  of  not  less  than  350  hectares  of 

vines,  partially    irri- 
«       ^Ig^  gated,  and  its   culti- 

"^    '  vation  was  one  of  the 

best  and  most  pro- 
ductive that  one 
could  wish  to  see. 
At  this  place  at  that 
time,  raisins  were 
dried  and  sold  on  the 
spot,  as  well  as  wine, 
which  was  made 
with  great  care. 

In  1890  some  mani- 
festations of  disease 
were  present  in  the 
vineyard,  and  Mr. 
Shorb  applied  to  the 
French  authorities 
for  advice.  At  the 
moment  of  my  trip 
(October  17,  1893) 
there  was  scarcely  a 
trace  of  the  vineyard; 
the  disease  had  de- 
stroyed it.  But — it 
is  here  that  are  re- 
vealed the  solid 
qualities  of  American 
planters — the  domain 
has  regained  its 
splendor.  Orange 
trees,  lemon  trees, 
fig  trees,  pomegran- 
ates, all  of  the  most 
beautiful  growth, 
spread  their  abun- 
dant foliage  over  the 
plain,  making  one 
forget  the  defunct 
vinej'ard.  A  few 
years  have  sufficed 
for  a  complete  trans- 
formation. After  this 
example    it    is     not

striking    the   impor- 
tance of  the  vine  disease. 

On  the  same  trip  we  visited  "Sunny  Slope,"  the  beautiful 
vineyard  managed  with  great  competence  by  Mr.  Bichow.sky, 
member  of  the  Viticultural  Commission  of  California.  No  de- 
scription would  do  justice  to  the  impressions  received  of  such  a 
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domain.  Imagine  a  vineyard  of  500  hectares,  cultivated  with 
remarkable  care,  intersected  by  large  roads  and  surrounded  by 
orange  trees,  olives,  figs  and  palms,  attaining  a  height  of  eight 
or  ten  meters;  a  grove  of  orange  trees  ot  fifty  hectares,  all  under 
irrigation,  and  the  branches  bending  under  the  weight  of  fruit ; 
ten  hectares  devoted  to  a  nursery  of  various  trees  and  of  vines 
destined  to  replace  those  attacked  by  disease;  place  on  the  hori- 
zon the  Pacific,  back  of  the  vineyard  the  beautiful  Sierra  Nevada 
mountains  and  over  all  a  light  at  the  same  time  bright  and  soft, 
and  you  will  have  an  imperfect  idea  of  this  seductive  country, 
but  you  will  not  be  astonished  that  the  country  has  become  to- 
day the  rendezvous  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  East  and  Norih 
who  have  made  their  fortunes  in  business  and  who  realize  here 
the  dream  of  all  Americans — that  of  having  his  ranch. 

It  was  on  this  place,  with  the  ready  and  valuable  assistance 
of  Messrs.  Hayne  and  Bichowsky,  that  I  saw  all  phases  of  the 
disease.  The  vineyard  was  attacked  two  years  ago,  and  numer- 
ous points  of  attack  have  been  shown  since.  No  part  of  the 
vineyard  is  spared;  you  can  see  the  disease  on  vines  of  all  ages 
and  varieties;  the  native  wild  vines  are  not  exempt.  The  nature 
of  the  soil  does  not  appear  to  have  any  particular  influence,  and 
it  is  in  the  light  soils,  nearly  sandy,  of  the  plain,  in  which  the 
disease  has  the  startling  characteristics  attributed  to  it.  The 
first  year,  it  was  observed  that  vines  in  isolated  spots  took  on  a 
sickly  appearance.  In  examining  their  canes,  which  were 
shorter  than  healthy  ones,  one  could  clearly  see  traces  of  altera- 
tion at  their  extremities;  the  grapes  arrived  at  maturity  with 
difficulty;  the  production  was  not  of  normal  volume.  The  fol- 
lowing year  in  spring  the  vine  sent  out  more  numerous  canes, 
but  the  stuntedness  was  accentuated  ;  the  alteration  reached  the 
base  of  the  canes:  the  leaves  were  veined  (following  the  ribs) 
with  characteristic  red  tints;  the  grape  remained  very  small. 
By  the  autumn  the  vine  had  completely  lost  its  leaves,  and  the 
grapes,  exposed  to  the  sun,  entirely  dried  up.  The  following 
year  the  vine  rarely  sent  out  any  canes;  the  alterations  had 
reached  the  main  stump  and  the  roots  were  attacked.  Death  en- 
sued during  the  course  of  the  third  year. 

Figure  1  shows  an  attacked  vineyard  at  the  fourth  year. 
One  can  only  see  dead  and  dying  vines,  and  here  and  there  some 
more  vigorous  vines  which  still  struggle  against  the  fate  which 
has  overtaken  their  neighbors.  I  have  pulled  up  by  the  roots 
many  vines  at  different  stages  of  the  disease;  the  grapes,  altered 
in  the  second  year,  do  not  appear  in  the  third  year.  Figure  2 
shows  the  appearance  of  a  vine  that  has  arrived  at  the  last  stage 
of  the  disease. 

The  remedies  most  generally  in  use  with  us  in  France  have 
not  succeeded  in  ameliorating  the  scourge.  The  experiments  of 
Mr.  Pierce  on  this  point  are  most  convincing.  In  short,  all  ef- 
forts to  re-constitute  the  vineyards  have  proved  all  but  futile; 
the  new  vines  are  usually  dead  in  two  or  three  years.  Some 
stocks,  such  as  the  Tokay,  the  Black  Malvoisie  and  the  Jacquez, 
appear  to  resi.st  longer  than  others,  but  in  the  end  succumb 
soouer  or  later.  I  had  collected,  from  various  places,  samples  of 
affected  vines,  and  had  thought  of  disinfecting  the  samples  and, 
all  precautions  observed,  taking  them  to  France;  but  the  nature 
of  the  disease  is  so  strange  that  I  thought  that  this  debris  of  dy- 
ing vines  would  not  advance  one  step  the  study  of  the  question, 
and  not  wishing  to  take  the  responsibility,  I  left  them  in  Cali- 
foi  nia. 

The  true  cause  of  the  malady  can  only  be  ascertained  by  a 
five  or  six  months'  study  on  the  place,  a  study  that  can  only  be 
confided  to  men  well  versed  on  the  question  of  parasitic  mala- 
dies. The  trip  to  California  is  today  little  else  than  an  agreea- 
ble promenade;  the  country  is  not  only  interesting,  but  it  is  full 
of  charms,  and  as  to  the  question  of  expense,  that  should  not 
stop  for  an  instant  the  devoted  men  whose  mission  is  to  guard 
the  viticultural  interests  of  France.  F.  Gos. 

[Mr.  Gos  indeed  writes  au  interesting  letter,  but  he  has 
evidently  forgotten  that  earnest  men— Pierce,  Dowlen  and  oth- 
ers— have  devoted  years  to  this  disease,  and  that  if  the  French 
experts  can  tell  what  the  malady  is  and  how  to  combat  it  in  five 
months,  they  will  be  entitled  to  a  lasting  vote  of  gratitude.  The 
theory  of  Viala  is  at  best  a  theory,  but  we  should  like  to  see 
Viala  hero  in  person. — Ed.  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Eevtew.]

F.  A.  Bensberg  &  Co.,  of  St  Louis,  are  making  an  active 
campaign  for  the  Senate  to  provide  for  an  extension  of  the  bonded 
period,  stricken  out  by  the  House.     The  letters  going  to  the  Sen- 
ators are  as  follows : 
'^500,000  paid  annually  to  corporations  for  exporting  and  reimporting 

wlmkiei<  for  which  we  get  nothing  in  return. 

Dear  Sir  : — The  present  bonded  period  on  whiskies  has 
worked  great  hardship  among  the  dealers  in  distilled  spirits  in 
the  past  and  will  doubtless  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.  The 
House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  reccgaizing  this  fact,  incor- 
porated in  the  revenue  portion  of  the  Wilson  Tariff  Bill  a  means 
by  which  such  difficulties  could  be  overcome,  viz.,  the  extension 
of  the  bonded  period.  This,  however,  was  defeated  by  the  Ding- 
ley  amendment. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  to  your  consideration,  believ- 
ing it  to  be  to  the  interest  of  all  concerned  that  an  extension  of 
the  bonded  period  should  again  be  added   to  the  bill  in  question. 

1.  It  would  save  to  the  country  at  large  the  exportation 
of  gold  which  is  now  caused  by  the  payment  of  freightage  to 
foreign  bottoms,  insurance  to  foreign  insurance  companies  and 
storage  charges  to  foreign  warehousemen.  In  all  manufacturing 
industries  there  are  seasons  of  over-production,  and,  owing  to 
this,  operators  in  whiskies  at  times  are  compelled  to  export  their 
surplus  holdings,  thus  proving  plainly  that  an  extension  of  the 
bonded  period  is  needed  for  their  relief,  and  this  can  be  granted 
without  expense  or  loss  to  the  government. 

2.  Ours  is  the  only  Government  which  insists  on  the  tax 
on  distilled  spirits  being  paid  before  the  goods  are  needed  for 
consumption,  and  the  present  period  does  not  admit  of  whiskies 
becoming  sufficiently  ripened  for  use  before  holders  are  called 
upon  for  payment  of  the  tax,  which  they  must  pay  or  export  to 
foreign  couutries. 

3.  When  the  tax  is  collected  on  the  consumption  of  an  ar- 
ticle which  can  and  will  be  produced  in  sufficient  quantities  to 
meet  the  demand,-  -the  volume  of  the  revenue  received  is  not 
affected  ;  therefore,  an  indefinite  bonded  period,  requiring  pay- 
ment of  the  internal  rtvenue  only  when  the  spirits  are  with- 
drawn from  bond  for  sale  or  consumption  (amounting  yearly  to 
105,000,000  gallons),  would  not  decrease  the  revenue  to  the 
value  of  one  iota. 

4.  An  indefinite  bonded  period  would  place  this  product, 
which  pays  one-fifth  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  government,  oq 
a  parity  with  manufactured  tobacco,  cigars  and  beer.  | 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  I  would  ask  that  the  matter.of  est 
tending  the  bonded  period  be  again  given  consideration  by  you^ 
honorable  committee.  •;

George  W.  Sweariugen,  of  the  Mellwood  Distillery  Co. — "To 
say  that  the  distillers  were  disappointed  in  the  vote  taken  in  the 
House  in  regard  to  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period  is  putting 
it  in  its  mildest  form.  They  expected  some  show  of  justice  an? 
did  not  receive  it.  I  fear  that  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  furth^ 
depress  trade  and  there  is  no  telling  as  to  the  final  outcome."   t 

M.  A.  Wathen  of  J.  B.  Wathen  Bro.  Co. — "We  were  sadw 
disappointed,  and  this  is  the  expression  of  every  member  of  tn 
trade  who  has  spoken  to  me  about  the  defeat  of  the  bond«| 
period  in  the  House.  It  seems  from  some  reason  that  the  prop# 
auguments  were  not  brought  to  bear  in  its  favor.  The  tra# 
cared  but  little  about  the  increase  in  tax  provided  it  had  beeo 
accompanied  by  an  extension  of  the  bonded  period,  but  withoat 
this,  and  to  place  an  additional  tax  on  whisky  in  bond  with  tl^ 
present  enormous  rate  of  taxation,  is  an  outrage  that  should  be 
denounced  by  every  person  who  favors  justice.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Senate  will  take  a  more  favorable  view  of  the  matter." 

George  Brown,  of  Brown,  Forman  &  Co. — "I  doubt  the 
legality  of  taxing  whisky  in  bond  without  a  violation  of  the  con- 
tract made  by  the  Government  with  the  distiller." 


There  are  rumors  that  an  anti-trust  distillery  is  to  be 
erected  at  Terre  haute,  Ind.,  and  that  the  Vandalia  railroad 
will  extend  unusual  shipping  facilities.  Geo.  L.  Woolsey,  of 
New  York,  is  said  to  be  the  leading  spirit  in  the  scheme.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:  While  in  Chicago  re- 
cently, I  learned  from  Col.  Charles  J.  Murphy,  the  agent  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States,  that  at  one  of 
the  banquets  which  he  gave  in  Copenhagen,  as  a  means  of  intro- 
ducing American  products,  he  had  California  wines  on  the  table 
and  it  was  of  an  inferior  quality  and  was  not,  therefore,  of  much 
service  to  our  wine  interests.  I  asked  him  from  what  source  he 
procured  the  wine  in  question,  and  he  was  kind  enough  to  hand 
me  the  correspondence  on  the  subject.  Col.  Murphy  wrote  to 
the  firm  of  J.  Travers  &  Son,  Limited,  London,  for  the  best 
quality  of  California  wines,  red  and  white,  and  received  the  con- 
signment which  was  not  satisfactory.  In  reply  to  his  letter 
complaining  about  the  quality  of  the  wine,  he  received  the  fol- 
lowing reply,  which  would  indicate  that  if  there  is  good  Califor- 
nia wine  in  London  it  is  not  advertised  and  not  easily  obtain- 
able.

tliere  was  on  the  London  market,  and  that  we  could  not  send  you 
what  we  thought  would  be  thoroughly  satisfactory  to  you,  but 
under  the  circumstances  and  in  order  not  to  disappoint  you,  we 
sent  you  the  best  obtainable.  We  may  add  that,  so  far  ad 
our  knowledge  of  the  Californian  wine  sent  to  the  London 
market  is  concerned,  there  is  none  of  it  at  all  likely  to  meet  the 
popular  taste  of  English  customers.  This  may  be  due  to  either 
of  two  reasons:  that  as  a  whole  the  wine  of  your  country  does 
not  meet  the  requirements  of  English  customers,  or  else,  what  is 
perhaps  more  likely,  that  the  channels  through  which  it  reaches 
us  are  restricted  aud  unsatisfactory,  and  that  only  an  indifferent 
quality  finds  its  way  hero.  This  matter  may  bo  one  that  would 
be  of  sufficient  interest  to  you  to  follow  up  when  you  come  to 
England,  and  if  at  that  time  we  can  give  you  any  assistance  in 
the  matter,  we  shall  be  very  pleased  to  do  so.

It  is  a  mistake  to  say  that  the  California  wine  does  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  English  customers,  for  the  wine  is  enjoyed 
at  the  best  clubs  of  London,  and  I  was  informed  in  Chicago  by 
the  caterers  at  the  World's  Fair  that  the  principal  demand 
among  foreigners  for  the  California  product  is  from  Englishmen 
who  say  that  the  California  wine  is  just  as  palatable  as  the 
French,  and  is  less  expensive,  and  in  several  instances  there  I 
found  that  while  the  caterers  had  no  California  wines  on  thoir 
lists,  they  carried  them  in  their  stock  for  special  patrons,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  excellent  cafe  on  the  roof  of  the  Transportation 
Building.  I  have  heard  the  comment  that  the  listed  California 
wines  are  marked  too  high,  which  is  a  great  mistake  and  a  re- 
striction upon  their  introduction.  The  wine  grower  should  be 
content  as  a  matter  of  policy  with  small  profits  until  he  has 
made  his  market.  In  England  there  should  be  a  great  field,  as 
also  in  the  northern  countries  of  Europe,  for  the  reason  that  these 
countries  produce  no  wine,  and  hence  have  not,  as  in  the  case  of 
Germany,  France  and  Italy,  a  natural  prej  udice  in  favor  of  their 
own  vintage.  Colonel  Murphy  investigated  our  wines  in  Chi- 
cago, and  said  that  with  a  little  co-operation  from  California,  he 
could  officially  be  of  great  service  to  the  wine  interests. 

The  California  World's  Fair  Commission  sent  him  some 
sample  bottles  of  wino,  and  the  following  is  his  letter  of  acknowl- 
edgement : 

Chicago,  June  17,  1893. 
Dear  Sir  : — I  opened  one  bottle  each  of  the  claret  and  the 
white  wine,  which  were  well  tasted.  To  tell  the  truth,  I  was 
more  than  astonished  to  know  that  California  could  produce 
such  magnificient  wines,  and  you  are  aware  that  I  know,  or 
ought  to  know,  all  about  wines,  from  an  experience  of  over  40 
years,  and  was,  I  bslieve,  one  of  the  first  to  introduce  your  wines 
in  the  East,  being  supplied  at  that  time  by  Kohler  &  Frohling.  I 
only  wish  I  had  had  such  wines  at  my  corn  banquet  in  Copenhagen. 
What  a  sensation  they  would  have  made;  but  I  will  no  doubt 
have  other  opportunities  to  show  what  your  wines  are,  probably 
at  the  great  Baker's  Convention,  when  the  great  organizations 
of  bakers  from  all  parts  of  Germany,  Holland,  Belgium  and 
Austria  will  meet,  and  this  would  be  a  grand  opportunity  to  open 
the  eyes  of  these  people  as  to  what  California  can  do  in  the  mat- 
ter of  producing  such  wines  as  you  sent  me,  which  would  indeed 
be  a  revelation.  I  propose  to  give  an  exhibition  of  maize  food  and 
a  banquet  similar  to  the  one  I  gave  at  Copenhagen,  and  hope 
your  wine  raisers  will  be  generous  in  furnishing  sufficient  to 
show  at  this  most  important  gathering  where  so  many  commu- 
nities will  be  represented,  not  only  your  wines  but  your  fruit.

Facts,  states  that  there  are  84,496,775  gallons  in  bond  now  in 
Kentucky,  which  will  be  subject  to  the  increased  tax  with  the 
three  year  bonded  period.

H.  A.  Boy- 
sen,  of  Saratoga,  has  six  acres  of  wine  grapes  and  table  grapcn 
about  equally  divided,  which  gave  him  eight  tons  per  acre  thi- 
year,  which  he  sold  at  the  very  low  price  of  $9  per  ton,  or  $7J 
per  acre,  making  $4.32  as  the  gross  receipts  of  the  six  acres 
This  is  a  pretty  good  interest  on  a  valuation  of  say  $500  an  acr( 
for  land,  though  we  are  not  sure  the  land  could  be  bought  foi| 
that  figure.  It  would  pay  still  better  in  prunes  or  apricots  at 
present  prices,  but  w'th  grapes  at  $20  per  ton,  which  will  in  al 
probability  be  the  price  not  far  in  the  future,  grapes  would  be 
good  crop  to  raise. — Pacific  Tree  and  Vine.

All  this   propaganda  against  the   great  ode 
should  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  few  enterprising  aud  pushir 
firms  who  had  the  whole  burden  of  distribution  upon  their  s^hoi 
ders,  than  whom  none  has  done  more  effective  work  than  th 
of  S.  Lachman  Co.,  San    Francisco  and  New  York,  aud  who  ai 
therefore  entitled  to  special  recognition.     It  must  be  especial 
gratifying  for  this   house   to  find  that  the  wholesale  trade  she 
that  they  appreciate  honorable  dealing  by  their  steady  patro 
age.

There  is  enough 
drunkenness  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  as  it  is,  without 
our  sending  a  lot  of  young  men  home  with  not  one  but  half  a 
dozen  pints  of  whisky  in  their  pockets.  A  man  goes  around 
from  one  house  to  another  where  he  is  known  and  before  begets 
through  he  has  accumulated  more  bottled  liquor  than  he  ought 
to  drink  in  a  week's  time.  He  wakes  up  on  the  New  Year's 
morning  and  feel  that  he  ought  to  dispose  of  it  all  in  one  day 
and  the  consequence  is  that  he  gets  two  or  three  other  young 
fellows  as  foolish  as  himself  and  they  start  on  a  debauch,  which 
often  lasts  a  week.  This  is  the  way  it  has  worked  in  the  Fourth 
ward.  I  have  seen  dozens  of  instances  myself.  We  have  done 
away  with  the  temptation  and  I  believe  the  result  will  be  less 
drunkenness  and  fewer  men  losing  a  week's  time  at  the  shop 
or  store." — New  York  World.

VITieULTURAL    BUILDI/NG. 


The  Bar,  the  organ  of  the  liquor  interest  at  St.  Louis,  re- 
cently published  a  description  of  the  new  quarters  of  John  Bar- 
denheier  at  210-212  and  214  Market  street  in  that  city.  The 
basement  contains  the  wine  cellars,  complete  in  every  descrip- 
tion. Continuing,  the  Bar  says  :  "  The  first  floor,  or  the  floor 
above  the  basement  is  devoted  to  spirits.  Whiskies  of  nearly 
every  brand  are  to  be  found  in  the  hundreds  of  barrels  piled 
throughout  the  spacious  rooms  and  in  cases,  some  of  which  have 
been  mellowing  for  more  than  a  decade.  Among  these  are  such 
brands  as  'O.  F.  C.,'  'Blue  Grass,'  'Boone's  Knoll,'  and  'Old 
Crow,"  some  of  them  dated  back  in  the  seventies.  Mr.  Barden- 
heier  has  here  in  stock  also  the  finest  imported  gins,  Scotch  and 
Irish  whiskies  and  rum.  In  the  back  part  of  the  building  is  the 
bottling  department,  fully  equipped  with  modern  appliances,  and 
where  a  force  of  men  is  constantly  employed,  at  work  on  such 
wines,  cordials,,  mineral  waters,  etc.,  as  are  demanded  by  the 
trade  in  this  shape.  The  shipping  and  business  offices  occupy 
another  part  of  the  building,  and  a  good  idea  of  the  business  that 
18  done  by  the  house  may  be  gained  from  the  number  of  meu  em- 
ployed here.  A  look  through  the  building  certainly  impresses 
the  visitor  with  the  fact  that  this  is  one  of  the  model  establish- 
ments of  the  kind  in  the  Southwest,  and  that  its  stock  is  of  a 
Ee  that  gives  its  patrons  great  advantages  over  those  who 
ise  goods  from  firms  not  so  well  provided." 
r 


The  finishing  touches  are  now  being  made  to  the  interior 
of  the  Viticultural  annex  to  the  Horticulture  and  Agriculture 
building.  This  annex,  in  which  will  be  installed  the  display  rep- 
resenting one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  California,  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  structures  on  the  Exposition  grounds.  It  is  made 
of  staff,  and  is  elaborately  adorned  with  allegorical  figures  repre- 
senting viticulture. 

On  either  side  and  above  the  main  entrance  arch  are  artis- 
tically carved  groups  of  statuary.  It  is  when  one  enters,  how- 
ever, that  the  full  beauties  of  the  building  are  seen.  The  walls 
and  ceilings  are  frescoed  far  more  artistically  than  are  those  of 
any  other  building  at  the  Fair.  The  vine  is,  of  course,  the  cen- 
tral feature  in  the  frescoes.  The  painters  have  done  excellent 
work.  The  frescoing  will  be  finished  soon  and  the  work  of  in- 
stallation will  begin  in  earnest. 

This  building  has  two  entrances.  One  may  enter  through 
an  arched  way  from  the  Horticulture  and  Agriculture  building 
of  from  the  road  which  has  been  made  behind  Horticultural  Hall. 
The  Santa  Barbara  pyramid,  the  quaintest  edifice  on  the  grounds 
faces  upon  this  avenue.  ' 

The  viticultural  annex  will  be  filled  with  the  best  products 
of  California  vineyards.  The  wine-makers  and  producers  of 
the  State  have  united  to  erect  a  building  which  will  represent 
the  industry  in  which  they  are  interested  far  more  completely 
and  to  better  advantage  than  has  ever  been  done  before.  The 
vineyardists  of  this  State  will  show  the  world  that  viticulture  in 
California  is  one  of  its  greatest  industries.  In  the  Horticulture 
building  there  are  formidable  riva-ls  in  this  field.  The  chief  one 
perhaps,  is  Portugal,  and  not  a  little  interest  is  attached  to  this 
display  which  is  so  soon  to  be  made  in  the  viticultural  annex.

The  attitude  of  Congress  with  referenca  to  the  industries 
which  produce  spirits,  not  only  from  grain  but  from  fruits,  is 
one  of  the  things  that  the  ordinary  comprehension  cannot  un- 
derstand. "We  have  from  the  House  of  Representatives  a  bill 
which  calls  for  an  increase  in  the  tax  upon  whiskies  and  brandies 
of  10  cents  per  gallon.  In  the  case  of  whiskies,  this  tax  of  $1 
is  placed  upon  goods  which  can  be  produced  for  from  25  to  35 
cents  per  gallon — in  the  case  of  brandies,  at  40  to  50  cents  per 
tax  gallon.  The  Wilson  Bill,  as  it  came  from  the  committee, 
provided  that  the  tax  upon  goods  the  production  of  which  cost 
30  cents  should  be  $1,  and  that  the  bonded  period  should  be  in- 
creased from  three  years  to  eight  years.  The  distillers  of  the 
United  States  were  satisfied  with  this  clause  of  the  Wilson  Bill, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  increase  of  tax  was  an  outrage 
upon  a  recognized  and  licensed  industry  of  the  country.  But 
when  the  bill  came  before  the  House  and  the  increase  of  tax 
was  adopted  and  the  bonded  period  thrown  out,  the  distilling 
interests  of  the  country  without  respect  to  politics,  were  enti- 
tled to  make  serious  complaint  against  the  attitude  of  the  Gov- 
ernment toward  their  interests.  This  was  particularly  the  case 
when  it  was  considei  cd  that  the  great  brewing  industry  of  the 
country  was  taxed  to  an  extent  which  represents  only  about  one 
half  of  the  tax  levied  upon  whisky  and  spirits  !  There  is  but 
one  explanation  of  this  attitude  of  the  lower  House  with  respect 
to  the  favoritism  shown  to  the  beer  people,  arid  that  is  that  the 
beer  people  represent  more  good  Democratic  votes  than  the 
whisky  men,  and  furthermore,  that  the  whisky  men  are  sup- 
posed to  submit  to  all  kinds  of  oppression  and  make  no  com- 
plaints. But  there  is  such  a  thing  as  justice,  and  it  occasion- 
ally transpires  that  justice  is  obtained  even  from  a  Congress 
which  makes  laws  without  respect  to  the  rights  of  the  industries 
affected.  In  the  case  of  the  distilling  interests,  in  which  many, 
many  millions  of  dollars  are  invested,  and  many,  many  thou- 
sands of  wage-earners  are  interested  to  .the  extent  of  their  live- 
lihood, the  Government,  so  far  as  the  House  is  concerned,  has 
endorsed  a  measure  which  promises  to  bring  ruin. 

We  see  no  reason  for  this  attitude  except  on  the  basis  of 
political  necessity.  The  Review  has  no  politics,  but  it  represents 
interests  which  are  seriously  aftected  by  the  attitude  of  the  pres- 
ent Congress.  The  fact  that  by  reason  of  the  Chicago  platform 
the  party  in  power  is  compelled  to  make  provision  for  revenue 
drawn  from  the  taxpayers  of  this  country  in  order  to  offset  the 
loss  of  revenue  on  imported  products  by  reason  of  the  loss  on 
the  tariff,  should  not  warrant  the  Government  in  taking  a  course 
which  promises  to  destroy  an  industry  which  has  existed  for 
more  than  a  century. 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  the  wine  and  liquor  interests  are 
supposed  to  be  common  game  for  politicians  who  desire  to  make 
records,  but  we  think  there  is  a  limit  to  what  may  be  expected 
by  a  legitimate  industry.  In  other  words,  we  consider  that  Mr. 
Cleveland's  henchmen  who  are  now  struggling  with  the 
tariff  proposition,  and  who  are  reducing  tariff  upon  foreign  pro- 
ductions and   increasing   the  tax   upon  products  of  American

labor,  are  assuming  a  position  which  places  them  in  the  attitude 
of  enemies  to  their  own  people. 

Some  day,  possibly,  after  Mr.  Cleveland  and  his  cuckoos  have 
retired  from  circulation,  this  fact  will  be  discovered,  and  home 
industry,  with  reference  to  the  wine  and  spirit  trade,  will  bo 
recoguized  as  legitimate,  and  not  made  the  jack-ass  of  burden  to 
carry  the  political  mistakes  of  the  party  in  power.  There  will 
be  several  elections  to  follow,  and  we  feel  warranted  in  saying 
that  the  people  who  are  responsible  for  the  present  attitude  of 
Congress,  with  respect  not  only  to  the  distilling  interests  but  the 
wine  and  brandy  producing  interests  of  the  United  States,  will 
take  such  steps  as  will  convince  the  politicians  that  they  believe 
in  protecting  their  own  people,  and  in  not  slaughtering  their  in- 
interests  for  the  benefit  of  people  in  other  countries. 

The  counting  of  votes  in  the  next  Presidential  election,  we 
think,  will  justify  this  assertion.  If  the  Government  of  this 
country  were  not  managing  and  promoting  the  interests  of  poli- 
ticians, but  were  conducted  on  a  business  basis,  as  it  should  be, 
there  would  be  no  such  injustice  as  Congress  proposes  to  inflict 
upon  two  of  the  great  industries  of  the  country.  If  the  men 
who  have  been  sent  to  Congress  considered  the  welfare  of  the 
consumers  of  whisky  and  brandy,  without  regard  to  political 
needs,  there  would  be  no  hesitation  whatever  in  the  extension  of 
the  bonded  period.  In  the  countries  of  the  old  world,  such  as 
England  and  France,  as  'well  as  Canada,  the  producers  are 
favored  with  an  unlimited  bonded  period.  Even  the  ordinary 
Congressman  ought  to  be  able  to  discover  the  fact  that  under 
such  legislation  the  consumer  is  certain  to  receive  not  only  pure 
but  well  matured  goods.  That  the  bonded  pariod  should  ba  ex- 
tended— politics  aside — there  is  no  question  in  the  mind  of  any 
reasonable  man.

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  sections  referring  to  distilled 
spirits  in  the  proposed  Internal  Revenue  bill  as  laid  .before  the 
full  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  on  January  22d,  and  sub- 
sequently amended  by  that  Committee  in  its  session  on  that  date: 

Sec.  '29.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  the  second  cal- 
ender month  after  the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  all  distilled  spirits  produced  in  the  United 
States  on  which  tlie  tax  is  not  paid  before  that  day,  a  tax  of  $1 
on  each  proof  of  gallon,  or  wine  gallon  when  below  proof,  to  bo 
paid  by  the  distiller,  owner  or  person  having  possession  thereof, 
on  or  before  removal  from  the  warehouse,  and  within  eight 
years  from  the  date  of  the  original  entry  for  deposit  in  any  dis- 
tillery or  special  bonded  warehouse,  except  in  cases  of  with- 
drawals therefrom  without  the  payment  of  tax,  as  now  author- 
ized by  law.  Warehousing  bonds,  covering  the  taxes  on  all  dis- 
tilled spirits  entered  for  deposit  into  distillery  or  special  bonded 
warehouse  on  and  after  the  date  named  in  this  section  and 
remaining  therein  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  following  month,  shall 
1)6  given  by  the  distiller  or  owner  of  such  spirits,  as  required  by 
existing  laws,  conditioned,  however,  for  payment  of  taxes  at  the 
rate  imposed  by  this  act  and  before  removal  from  warehouse 
and  within  eight  years,  as  to  fruit  brandy  from  the  date  of  the 
original  gauge,  and  as  to  all  other  spirits  from  the  date  of  the 
original  entry  for  deposit. 

Sec.  30. — That  warehousing  bonds  or  transportation  and 
warehousing  bonds  covering  the  taxes  on  distilled  spirits  entered 
for  deposit  into  distillery  or  special  bonded  warehouses  prior  to 
the  date  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  on  which 
taxes  have  not  been  paid  prior  to  that  date,  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  for  the  time  named  in  said  bonds.  When- 
ever the  tax  is  paid  on  or  after  the  aforesaid  date,  pursuant  to 
tlie  provisions  of  the  warehousing  or  transportation  and  ware- 
housing bonds  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  added  to  the  90  cents 
per  taxable  gallon  an  additional  tax  sufficient  to  make  the  tax 
paid  equal  to  that  imposed  by  the  twenty-ninth  section  of  this 
act.  Tlie  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  may  require  the 
distillers  or  owners  of  spirits  to  give  bonds  for  the  additional  tax 
and  before  the  expiration  of  the  original  bonds  shall  prescribe 
lules  and  regulations  for  re-entry  for  deposit  for  new  bonds  as, 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  and  conditioned  for  pay- 
ment of  tax  on  the  rate  imposed  by  this  act  and  before  removal 
(if  spiritsfrom  warehouse  and  within  eight  years,  and  as  to  fruit 
brandy,  from  the  date  of  the  original  gauge,  and  as  to  all  other 
spirits  from  the  date  of  the  original  entry  for  deposit.  The  dis- 
tiller or  owner  of  the  spirits  may  request  regange  of  same  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  six  years  from  the  date  of  the  original  entry 
or  original  gauge.  If  the  distiller  or  owner  of  the  spirits  fails  or 
refuses  to  give  the  bonds  for  the  additional  tax  or  to  re-enter 
and  re-bond  the  same,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
may  proceed  as  now  provided  by  law  for  failure  or  refusal  to  give 
warehousing  bonds  on  original  entry  into  distillery  or  special 
1  loaded  warehouse. 

Sec.  31. — That  whenever  the  owner  of  any  distilled  spirits 
shall  desire  to  withdraw  the  same  from  the  distillery  warehouse 
(ir  from  a  special  bonded  warehouse,  he  may  file  with  the  Col- 
lector a  notice  giving  a  desc^piption  of  the  packages  to  be  with- 
drawn and  request  that  the  distilled    spirits    be    regauged,  and 


thereupon  the  Collector  shall  direct  the  ganger^  to  regauge  the 
.same,  and  mark  upon  the  package  so  regauged  the  number  of 
gauge  or  wine  gallons  and  proof  gallons  therein  contained.  If 
upon  such  regauging  it  shall  appear  that  there  has  been  a  loss 
of  distilled  spirits  from  any  cask  or  package  without  the  fault 
or  negligence  of  the  distiller  or  owner  thereof,  taxes  shall  be  col- 
lected only  on  the  quantity  of  the  distilled  spirits  contained  in 
such  cask  or  package  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal  thereof  from 
the  distillery  warehouse  or  special  bonded  warehouse. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  allowance  which  shall  be  made 
for  such  loss  of  spirits  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  one  proof 
gallon  for  two  months  or  part  thereof,  one  and  one-half  gallons 
for  three  and  four  months,  two  gallons  for  five  and  six  months, 
two  and  one-half  gallpns  for  seven  and  eight  months,  three  gal- 
lons for  nine  and  ten  months,  three  and  one-half  gallons  for 
eleven  and  twelve  months,  four  gallons  for  thirteen,  fourteen 
and  fifteen  months,  four  and  one-half  gallons  for  sixteen,  seven- 
teen and  eighteen  months,  five  gallons  for  nineteen,  twenty  and 
tweuty-one  months,  five  and  one-half  gallons  for  twenty-two, 
twenty-three  and  twenty-four  months,  six  gallons  for  twenty- 
five,  twenty-six  and  twenty -seven  months,  six  and  one-half  gal- 
lons, for  twenty-eight,  twenty-nine  and  thirty  months,  seven 
gallons  for  thirty-one,  thirty-two  and  thirty-three  months,  seven 
and  one-half  gallons  for  thirty-four,  thirty-five  and  thirty-six 
months,  eight  gallons  for  thirty-seven,  thirty-eight,  thirty-nine 
and  forty  months,  eight  and  one-half  gallonsVorfortj -one,  forty- 
two,  forty-three  and  forty -four  months,  nine  gallons  for  forty- 
five,  forty-six,  forty-seven  and  forty-eight  months,  nine  and  one- 
half  gallons  for  forty-nine,  fifty,  fifty-one  and  fifty-two  months, 
ten  gallons  for  fifcy-three,  fifty-four,  fifty-five  and  fifty-six 
months,  ten  and  one-half  gallons  for  fifty-seven,  fifty  eight,  fifty- 
nine  and  sixty  months,  eleven  gallons  for  sixty-one,  sixty-two 
sixty-three,  sixty-four,  sixty-five  and  sixty-six  months,  and  eleven 
and  one-half  gallons  for  sixty-seven,  sixty-eight,  sixty-nine, 
seventy,  seventy-one  and  seventy-two  months,  and  no  further 
allowance  shall  be  made. 

And  provided,  further,  that  taxes  may  be  collected  on  the 
quantity  contained  in  such  cask  or  package  as  shown  by  the 
original  entry  of  deposit  into  the  warehouse,  or  as  to  fruit  brandy 
as  per  original  gauge,  for  which  the  owner  or  distiller  does  not 
request  a  regauge  before  the  expiration  of  six  years  from  the  date 
of  original  entry  or  gauge. 

Provided,  also,  that  the  foregoing  allowances  of  loss  shall 
apply  only  to  casks  or  packages  of  a  capacity  of  forty  or  more 
wine  gallons,  and  that  the  allowance  for  loss  on  casks  or  pack- 
ages of  less  capacity  than  forty  gallons  shall  not  exceed  one-half 
the  amount  allowed  on  said  forty  gallon  cask  or  package.  But 
no  allowance  shall  be  made  on  casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity 
than  twenty  gallons. 

And  provided,  further,  that  the  proof  of  such  distilled  spirits 
shall  not  in  any  case  be  computed  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  at 
less  than  100  per  cent. 

Sec.  32. — That  all  acts,  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

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BEER.  HOPS  AND  PROHIBITION. 


As  a  general  rule,  auy  agreement  which  interferes  with 
freedom  of  domestic  trade  is  scarcely  to  be  counseled,  but  cer- 
tainly an  exception  can  be  made  in  the  case  of  the  brewers  and 
hop-buyers  who  have  put  an  embargo  on  Lake  county  hops. 
We  hope  that  they  will  strictly  adhere  to  their  determination 
neither  to  use  nor  handle  the  Lake  county  product,  and  give  the 
Lake  county  grangers  a  taste  of  their  own  medicine.  If  Lake 
county  boycotts  beer  and  wine — which  it  has  done  by  passing  a 
prohibition  ordinance — the  beer  and  hop  men  cannot  be  blamed 
for  letting  Lake  county  hops  alone. 

We  trust  that  this  thing  will  be  carried  further,  and  that  the 
San  Francisco  Wine  Dealers'  Association  will  decide  not  to  buy 
Lake  county  wines.  True,  there  is  not  much  wine,  compara- 
tively speaking,  made  in  Lake  county,  but  if  this  is  done  the 
Lake  people  may  have  an  additional  cause  for  repentance. 
Then  let  the  wineries  outside  of  Lake  agree  not  to  buy  Lake 
grapes  next  season,  and  there  will  be  some  more  pressure  on  the 
faithful. 

There  is  a  curious  moral  study  in  some  of  this  "  I-am-holier- 
than-thou  "  anti-liquor  legislation.  The  farmers  of  Iowa  and 
Kansas  have  no  compunctions  in  selling  corn  to  the  distilleries, 
or  barley  to  the  malting  houses,  but  fhey  are  not  accessories  to 
the  business  ;  oh  no,  of  course  not.  We  venture  the  statement 
that  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  raisin-grape  growers  of  the  San 
Joaquin  valley  are  at  heart  prohibitionists, — but  they  are  not 
begging  to  sell  their  second-crop  Muscats  to  the  wineries  and 
distilleries;  oh  no,  certainly  not!  They  are  not  imploring  some 
one  to  set  up  a  big  brandy  distillery  at  Fresno,  to  work  over 
their  surplus  grapes  —  oh,  no! 

And  again,  here  are  large  hop  growers  who  simply  know 
that  their  hops  go  to  make  beer,  and  that  they  have  prohibition 
principles.  Is  there  any  consistency  in  this?  If  it  is  a  crime 
to  make  beer,  are  not  these  people  as  guilty  as  the  brewers  ? 

We  suppose  there  will  be  a  hue  and  cry  in  Prohibition 
quarters  about  the  recent  action  of  the  brewers  and  the  hop 
merchants,  but  we  would  like  to  know  where  in  justice  there 
can  be  any  complaint. 

THE    -RBVIVAL     OF    BKA/NDg. 

The  brandy  trade  is  in  a  stronger  position  than  it  has 
occupied  for  some  years,  and  there  is  reason  for  believing  that 
the  long  period  of  depression  through  which  it  has  passed  is  now 
coming  to  an  end.  From  official  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
production  of  wine  in  the  Charente  and  the  Charente  Inferieure 
this  year  has  been  far  larger  than  the  yield  in  either  1891  or 
1892;  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  the  heaviest  since  1884,  and  is  more 
than  double  that  of  1889,  1890  or  1892.  The  following  table 
shows  at  a  glance  the  j'ield  in  each  of  the  last  ten  years :

It  is  almost  impossible  to  overrate  the  effect  wiiich  the  abun- 
dant vintage  will  have  upon  the  brandy  trade.  Not  only  will  it 
enable  a  pure  spirit  to  be  offered  at  a  lower  price  than  in  recent 
years,  but  it  will  encourage  the  peasants  to  persevere  in  the  work 
of  replanting  their  vineyards,  and,  in  the  course  of  time,  will  re- 
store that  confidence  in  the  trade  which  is  necessary  to  con- 
tinued success.  We  are  quite  sure  that  the  future  rests  very 
largely  with  the  shippers  themselves.  If  at  this  juncture  they 
come  forward  in  a  public-spirited  manner — as  some,  indeed,  have 
already  done — and  ungrudgingly  assist  the  peasants  to  reconsti- 
tute the  vineyards,  we  may  look  forward  to  a  complete  return  of 
prosperity  to  the  Charentes  and  to  an  unmistakable  revival  of 
the  trade  in  brandy. —  Wine  Trade  Review.

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SOUTH    CAHOLIMA    LIQUOK    LAW. 

Gkeenville,  S.  C,  January  15. 

Six  months  of  experience  with  the  liquor  dispensary  law  iu 
South  Carolina  has  been  sufficient  to  prove  it  an  irritating  meas- 
ure in  the  eyes  of  a  larj^e  majority  of  the  voting  population. 
But  for  the  fact  that  it  was  framed  and  passed  by  Gov.  Ben.  Till- 
man's orders,  it  would  probably  have  been  repealed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  in  December.  That  some  of  the  results 
of  its  operations  have  been  good,  no  fair-minded  person  denies, 
but  the  contempt  for  other  State  statutes  that  has  been  engend- 
red  by  attempts  to  enforce  the  radical  provisions  of  this  one,  is 
considered  to  have  far  more  effect  for  evil.  Many  persons  who 
concede  that  there  would  be  general  satisfaction  over  the  proper 
regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  declare  that  the  present  law  trans- 
cends the  authority  vested  in  the  Legislature  by  the  Constitution. 
Others  say  that  if  the  sale  of  liquor  is  a  legal  business,  the  State 
has  no  right  to  a  monopoly  of  it,  but  if  illegitimate,  it  should  be 
suppressed. 

When  the  law  was  passed,  it  was  expected  that  it  would  be 
the  source  of  considerable  revenue  to  the  state  and  the  county 
and  city  governments.  It  provides  that  each  of  the  three  shall 
receive  a  certain  percentage  of  the  profits.  But  the  receipts 
from  the  dispensaries  have  not  been  nearly  enough  to  make  up 
for  the  loss  of  liquor  licenses,  and  as  a  result,  most  of  the  muni- 
cipalities are  up  to  their  ears  in  debt.  As  for  the  State  and 
counties,  they  are  the  gainers,  as  a  matter  of  course,  for  it  is  a 
new  revenue  for  them.  In  this  town,  for  instance,  the  receipts 
were,  July,  $32.42;  August,  $163.37;  September,  $194.58;  October, 
$323.04.  The  law  went  into  effect  on  July  1st,  and  no  money 
has  been  paid  since  October.  This  time  last  year  the  town  drew 
an  income  of  $16,00{»  from  the  saloons.  The  profits  of  the  dis- 
pensary may  be  easily  computed  by  using  the  figures  given  above 
and  bearing  in  mind  the  method  of  buying  and  selling  liquor. 
Briefly  it  is  this:  Tlie  State  buys  from  the  distiller  and  brewer  and 
sells  to  the  the  county  dispensary  for  about  50  per  cent,  profit. 
The  county  sells  to  the  consumer  for  about  the  same  advance, 
and  divides  the  premium  equally  with  the  county-seat,  so  that 
the  State  carries  the  little  end  of  the  log,  getting  as  much  as  the 


other  two  together.  Something  may  be  argued  from  the  increase 
noticed  each  succeeding  month  in  the  amount  of  mouey  taken 
in,  but  it  is  not  thought  that  the  dispensaries  will  ever  become 
popular  institutions.  In  the  first  place  it  is  "mean"  liquor  that 
is  sold,  and  in  the  second,  it  is  hard  to  get.  Tiien  there  is  a 
sentiment  against  patronizing  them  on  account  of  the  anti-ad- 
ministration feeling.  Countrymen — who  are  for  the  most  part 
Tillman  men — and  negroes  are  the  best  customers.  There  is 
only  one  dispensary  in  this  county,  and  that  has  a  neglected  ap- 
pearance both  inside  and  out.  A  visit  to  it  almost  forces  the 
ejaculation  ,  "What  a  chance  the  'reform  party'  had  to  give  the 
dispensary  law  the  advantages  of  common-sense  application  and 
healthy,  dignified  surroundings,  and  how  they  have  missed  the 
opportunity." 

As  a  matter  of  fact  a  State  constable  has  the  right  to  enter 
the  house  of  a  citizen  suspected  of  having  liquor  on  the  premises. 
If  any  be  found,  whether  for  medicinal  or  table  use,  all  in  that 
house  may  be  confiscated  by  the  State  unless  the  spirits  are  in  a 
dispensary  bottle.  It  may  be  easily  imagined  that  this  provis- 
ion is  very  odious  and  I  have  frequently  heard  men  say  that  if  a 
"Tillman  spy"  came  into  their  house  it  would  be  over  their  dead 
bodies.  A  negro  attempted  to  prevent  the  searching  of  his  houses 
some  months  ago  in  a  neighboring  town  and  was  killed,  after 
shooting  at  the  constables,  and  wounding  one  seriously.  The  men 
who  take  the  appointmeni  of  "spies"  are  not  generally  the  most 
popular  in  their  communities. 

As  for  the  good  that  has  been  accomplislifd,  many  men  who 
heretofore  drank  to  excess  now  ai'o  sober,  having  no  open  saloon 
door  to  attract  them.  For  the  same  reason  they  spend  more 
evenings  at  home.  There  is  little  illegal  selling  of  liquor  in  the 
cities,  but  wagons  from  the  mountains  are  .said  to  dispose  of 
great  quantities  of  corn  whisky.  Many  citizens  procure  their 
wine  and  spirits  by  express  from  out  the  State.  W.  S.

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ALTERATION  OF  COLOR  IN  WHITE  WINES. 

Most  people  know  that  a  good  many  white  wines  have  a 
tendency  to  clond  wlien  brought  into  contact  with  the  air,  ac- 
(|iiiring  a  dark  greenish,  or,  iu  some  cases,  a  pink  tinge,  which 
not  unseldoni  renders  tlie  wine  unsaleable.  The  cause  generally 
lies  inorganic  matter  in  the  grape,  which  in  its  natural  state  is 
colorless,  inert  and  harmless,  but  becomes  mischievous  when 
circumstances  favor  its  oxidation.  Tender  the  inliueuce  of  at- 
mospheric oxygen  it  oxidizes,  combining  with  certain  principles 
in  the  wine  and  forcing  new  products  therein.  This  oxygenation 
all'ects  the  color,  and,  very  generally,  the  taste  of  the  wine  as 
well.  The  principles  thus  equally  sensitive  to  atmospheric 
oxidation  fortunately  occur  in  small  quantity  in  the  grapes,  and 
with  a  little  care  can  be  casilj'  separated  from  the  wine.  They 
combine  readily  with  gelatine  or  albumen,  forming  insoluble 
compounds,  more  or  less  dark  in  hue  accordiug  as  they  are 
more  or  less  abundant.  The  gravity  of  these  compounds  being 
greater  than  that  of  wine,  they  quickly  precipitate.  To  avoid 
this  alteration  of  color  in  wines  predisposed  thereto,  it  is  chiefly 
necessary  to  avoid  direct  contact  with  the  air  and  with  alkaline 
substances  and  to  prevent  an  excessive  reduction  of  the  acidity. 
The  most  efhcacious  remedy  is,  undoubtedly,  the  elimination  of 
the  oxidizable  substance  by  fining  <}uickly  aft.M-  the  first  racking. 
This  same  treatment,  applied  to  wine  already  altered,  precipi- 
tates the  dark-colored  substance  and  the  principles  from  which 
the  latter  forms,  and  restores  the  wine  to  its  original  color  and 
to  permanent  limpidity.  If  the  acid  in  the  wine  h;is  been  too 
much  reduced,  it  is  well  to  increase  it  by  adding  tartaric  acid  in 
the  proportion  of  40  to  50  grams  to  the  hectolitre.  The  phe- 
nomenon is  sometimes  met  with  in  white  wines  that  have  not 
been  exposed  to  the  air.  There  are  very  often  a  few  traces  of 
grapes  picked  in  bad  condition,  adherent  particles  of  earthy 
matter,  decayed  grape-stones  which  have  not  been  separated, 
and  up  to  a  certain  point  it  is,  no  doubt,  well  that  such  grapes 
should  yield  wine  subject  to  alteration.  But  this  explanation, 
however  admissible  in  particular  cases,  is  not  applicable  to  wine 


made  from  good  sound  grapes,  gathered  in  prime  condition  and 
treated  with  all  the  care  of  perfect  vinification,  but  which,  none 
the  less,  are  liable  to  contract  the  same  malady.  Fortifying 
with  a  certain  quanty  of  alcohol  of  good  quality,  and  light  sul- 
phuring, will  prevent  this  darkening  of  the  wine,  and  heating 
the  wine  may  also  be  suggested  as  an  efficient  remedy.  But  the 
best  remedy  of  all,  without  doubt,  is  energetic  fining  with  gela- 
tine or  albumen,  as  this  combines  the  tannin  and  all  other 
organic  matters  which  are  the  principal  cause  of  the  evil,  and 
precipitates  them  to  the  bottom.  If  the  wine  contains  but  little 
tannin  it  is  useful  to  add  the  latter  in  the  proportion  of  8  to  10 
grains  to  the  hectolitre. 

Whenever  white  wines  which  have  been  perfectly  fermented 
show  this  tendency  to  alter  their  color  without  exposure  to  the 
air,  it  is  an  indication  that  the  wine  not  only  contains  the  germs 
of  disease,  but  is  of  feeble  constitution  as  well.  Repeated  anal- 
yses have  shown  that  wines  poor  in  alcohol,  tartaric  acid  and 
normal  extractive  principles,  but  containing  a  relatively  large 
proportion  of  malic  acid,  are  those  most  liable  to  this  affection. 
And  not  only  matured  white  wines,  but  new  wines,  before  re- 
moval from  the  vats,  are  liable  to  the  same  a;ffection  if  the 
necessary  precautions  are  not  taken  against  atmospheric  oxida- 
tion. The  addition  of  tannin,  in  doses  of  ten  grains  per  hecto- 
litre, followed  by  fining,  will  have  the  best  effect  in  arresting  the 
oxidation  of  organic  substances  contained  in  the  wine,  and  thus 
checking  the  development  of  the  ferments  which  are  the  cause 
of  the  evil.  Fining,  which  is  recommended  to  follow  tannifica- 
tion,  will  have  the  effect  of  precipitating  all  noxious  principles 
to  the  bottom.  Great  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  contact 
with  the  air  in  racking,  an  indispensable  condition,  which  is 
especially  to  Be  recommended  to  all  growers  of  white  wines  lia- 
ble to  the  alteration  above  spoken  of. — Moniteur  Vinicoh.

There 
is.  but  little  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  present  capacity  for  manu- 
facturing whiskj'  in  this  State  is  far  beyond  the  actual  require- 
ments of  the  trade,  which,  under  all  circumstances  and  condi- 
tions is  a  great  danger  always  and  ever  present  with  which  we 
have  to  contend.  There  is  but  one  remedy  in  my  mind  for  a 
profitable  relief  to  all  concerned  in  the  business,  both  distillers 
and  jobbers,  and  that  is  co-operation.  I  know  of  no  other  branch 
of  business,  or  commodity  dealt  in,  which  has  not  finally,  after 
years  of  continual  suspense,  eventually  been  compelled  to  join  in 
a  co-operative  movement  to  better  the  conditions  under  which 
they  have  struggled  to  avoid  the  result  of  over-production. 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion  existing 
in  the  minds  of  many  engaged  in  our  business  who  believe  in  the 
old  sayings,  "The  survival  of  the  fittest,"  "  The  longest  pole 
knocks  downthe  persimmon,"  "Every  tub  stands  on  its  own  bot- 
tom," etc.,  etc.  But  if  these  people  would  take  the  trouble  to 
consider  the  present  condition  of  things  they  would  no  doubt  find 
up(m  investigatioii  that  the  good  and  conservative  suffer  alike 
with  the  bad  and  indifferent.  Of  course,  some  will  say :  "It 
seems  strange,  indeed,  that  the  jobbers  of  the  country  will  pat- 
ronize distillers  of  new  goods  whilst  their  aged  and  matured 
whisky  can  be  bought  for  less  than  the  cost  of  manufacture;" 
Withers  will  say  "We  will  not  push  other  people's  brands,  we  will 
talk  up  our  own;"  some  will  say:  "  If  the  distillers  did  not  get 
orders  in  advance  they  could  not  make  any  whisky;"  others: 
'■  As  long  as  we  have  plants  we  propose  to  run  them,"  and  so  on 
and  so  on,  infinito. 

It  is  far  from  my  purpose  in  this  article  to  either  contradict 
or  difcpute  the  many  "wise-acres"  of  our  business,  but  that  we 
liave  many  ills  attached  to  the  business  no  reasonable  person  en- 
,i;aged  in  it  will  deny.  It  is  certainly  open  to  a  great  many  cor- 
rections, chief  among  which  are  :  first,  the  curtailment  of  produc- 
tion; second,  a  uniform  method  by  which  business  should  be  done 
''y  the  distiller  as  well  as  the  jobber.  The  idea  of  getting  rich  by 
speculation,  or  by  the  misfortunes  of  others  engaged  in  the  traffic, 
may  be  a  pretty  picture  for  some  ungenerous  people  to  look  at, 
but  I  think  all  will  find  upon  close  investigation  of  their  own  af- 
fairs that  it  bears  more  fruit  in  theory  than  it  does  in  actual  fact. 
To  sum  up,  on  the  whole,  there  is  but  one  thing  to  remedy  the 
present  deplorable  situation,  and  to  bring  about  a  profitable  fu- 
ture for  our  business,  and  that  is  co-operation.  The  jobbers 
should  unite  and  settle  upon  one  policy  of  business,  a  chief  feat- 
ure of  which  should  be  the  regulation  of  credits  given  the  retailer, 
whereby  they  would  save  many  losses.  The  distillers  should 
i-egulate  production,  notwithstanding  the  temptation  of  contracts 
offered  them,  and  both  should  avoid  either  buying  or  manufac- 
turing for  speculative  purposes  and  confine  themselves  to  the 
actual  requirements  of  their  trade. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  add  that  I  am  at  a  loss  to  sug- 
gest how  this  spirit  of  co-operation  is  to  be  brought  about  until 
more  of  those  at  present  engaged  in  the  business  are  brought  by 
circumstances  to  a  more  general  personal  realization  of  the  con- 
dition of  things  existing.  Max  Selliger,

With  reference  to  the  situation  in  Congress  affecting  the 
ilifornia  wine  industry,  we  have  telegraphed  advice  from  Chas. 
.  Wetmore,  dated  March  3d,  in  which  he  states  that  the  cou- 
tion  of  the  bill  now  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Sen- 
e  is  all  that  the  California  wine  men  would  expect  under  ex- 


isting circumstances;  namely :  First,  that  in  place  of  the  old  Mc- 
Kinley  tariff"  of  fifty  cents  on  dry  wines,  the  Wilson,  Bill  as 
amended  by  the  Senate  Committee,  provides  that  the  custom 
duty  shall  be  thirty'  cents  on  dry  wines  and  fifty  cents  on  sweet 
wines.  In  connection  with  these  facts  it  naturally  follows  that 
the  (id  valorem  duty  has  been  dispensed  with,  and  that  the  ques- 
tien  as  to  whether  tlie  ad  valorem  shall  prevail  or  the  specific  tax 
of  thirty  cents,  must  be  settled  between  the  Senate  and  the 
House. 

Regarding  the  sweet  wine  law,  the  express  provision  of 
the  House  Bill,  which  gives  to  the  Eastern  producers  of  sweet 
wines  the  riglit  to  use  cane-sugar  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
saccharine  strength  of  their  wine  to  the  desired  standard,  re- 
mains unchanged,  and  will,  undoubtedly,  pass.  To  this  the 
California  wine  men  make  no  complaint  as  it  avoids  the  neces- 
sity otherwise  for  using  corn  spirits  for  the  fortification  of  sweet 
wines,  all  of  which  could  not  have  been  endured  by  those  engaged 
in  the  industry  in  this  State. 

Considering  the  policy  of  the  present  administration,  we 
think  that  if  the  advices  we  herewith  place  before  our  readers 
are  reliable,  that  the  California  wine  men  may  congratulate  them- 
selves that  the  free  trade  theories  of  Congress  have  not  been  more 
fully  carried  out.  Under  this  thirty  C3ut  duty  we  believe  the 
California  wine?  will  have  a  reasonable  chance  in  the  competition 
with  foreign  products,  and  if  it  should  transpire  that  France 
should  include  the  United  States  among  most  favored  nations 
with  respect  to  the  tariff",  it  may  be  found  that  wliile  French 
wines  will  come  into  this  country  under  the  reduced  tariff",  the 
supplies  of  the  heavy-bodied,  rich  colored  wines  of  our  State  will 
find  a  ready  market  in  France,  where  wines  of  this  class  are  al- 
ways needed  for  the  purpose  of  blending. 

/California  brandy. — Business  is  unchanged,  and  there 
^^  is  little  movement  except  to  foreign  countries.  The  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  amount  of  internal  revenue  tax  to  be  levied  has 
put  a  stop  to  all  buying,  except  for  absolute  needs.  This  branch 
of  the  industry  must  also  suifer  from  too  much  politics,  and  the 
prospects  are  that  for  the  next  three  years,  at  least,  it  will  be 
badly  handicapped.  The  figures  of  exports  during  February 
follow.

^^/  nothing  serious  to  complain  of  except  the  existence  of 
Congress  and  the  manner  in  which  the  tax  question  is  being 
juggled  with.  With  the  exception  of  free  goods,  there  is  no  de- 
sire to  invest,  and  there  will  be  none  until  the  all-important 
tax  problem  is  solved.

The  duty  as  proposed  in  the  Wilson  bill  for  spirits  is  $1.80, 
but  it  appears  that  the  Senate  Committee  considers  that  this 
figure  is  too  high.  Upon  what  they  found  this  theory  we  are 
unable  to  even  guess,  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  the  basis  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  tax  upon  native  spirits  it  is  far  too  low. 
Further  than  this,  the  Senate  Committee  desires  to  reduce  the 
duty  to  $1.30  or  $1.40.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  know  what  they  want,  but  if  in  their  reduction  of 
the  duty  they  would  specify  what  particular  class  of  goods  the 
duty  would  apply  to,  the  difficulty  would  be  avoided,  but  as  we 
understand  the  bill,  as  amended,  it  simply  relates  to  spirits, 
which  may  be  the  finest  cognac  produced  in  France,  at  a  cost  in 
this  country  of  $10.00  per  gallon,  or  potato  spirits  produced  in 
Germany  at  a  cost  of  15  cents  per  gallon.  Considering  these 
facts,  and  that  these  same  potato  spirits  can  be  imported  into 
this  country  and  brought  into  dangerous  competition  with  native 
products,  we  must  say  from  our  stand-point  the  bill  is  not  wisely 
drawn.  There  would  be  no  difficulty  iu  makiug  distinction  be- 
tween fine  alcoholic  productions  and  the  coarser  spirits,  and,  if 
this  were  done,  there  would  be  less  reason  for  domestic  pro- 
ducers to  complain  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  treated 
in  the  measure. 

The  Committee  seems  to  be  having  as  much  trouble  with 
the  Internal  Revenue  tax  on  spirits  as  with  the  disposition  of  the 
sugar  question,  and  strange  as  it  may  appear  this  tax  and  tlie 
sugar  proposition  are  strangely  mixed.  For  instance,  our  ad- 
vices up  to  March  3rd  are  that  if  a  duty  is  placed  on  sugar,  in 
order  to  raise  \  a  needed  revenue,  the  tax  on  whiskies  would  be 
$1.00,  with  a  five  year  bonded  period,  and  that  if  sugar  is 
placed  on  the  free  list  the  tax  on  spirits  would  be  made  $1.20, 
with  an  extension  of  the  bonded  period  to  eight  years. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  Committee  will  do  with  refers 
ence  to  these  two  matters,  and  we  consider  the  outcome  very 
uncertain  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  while  whisky  is  one  of  the 
great  sources  of  revenue  to  the  Government  and  is  otherwise  ex- 
pected to  make  up  deficiencies,  sugar  is  also  capable  of  being 
made  a  great  producer  of  revenue.  Whether  or  not  the  Senate 
will  decide  to  place  the  entire  burden  on  the  whisky  men  or  di- 
vide it  with  the  sugar  men,  is  something  that  will  be  settled  when 
the  bill  has  passed  from  the  Senate  to  the  President. 

/MPORTATIONS— Trade  is  holding  up  fairly  well  and  some 
houses  report  the  volume  of  business  for  February  quite 
satisfactory.  Still  it  would  be  much  better  if  buyers  were  not 
afraid  to  invest  before  the  tariff  is  settled.  The  importations 
during  the  past  four  weeks  were  :

ORGANIZING   THE   WHOLESALERS. 


At  the  request  of  many  members  of  the  trade,  our  Mr.  Wood 
has  agreed  to  visit  all  of  the  wholesale  houses  in  the  city  of  San 
Francisco,  and  take  the  preliminary  steps  to  organize  an  Asso- 
ciation of  the  wholesalers,  not  only  of  this  city,  but  of  the  entire 
coast. 

The  need  for  such  an  organization  was  never  more  apparent 
than  now.  On  every  hand  the  Prohibitionists  and  their  allies, 
such  as  the  Good  Templars  and  the  Women's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union,  have  displayed  an  activity  which  cannot  be  viewed 
with  any  great  amount  of  equanimity  by  those  whose  business 
they  are  thus  jeopardizing.  The  greatest  successes  of  those  peo- 
ple have  been  attained  during  the  past  two  years,  and  in  that 
short  space  of  time  they  have  succeeded  in  advancing  their 
cause  to  a  degree  that  ten  years  ago  would  have  been  deemed 
absolutely  impossible.  For  instance,  they  have  secured  absolute 
prohibition  in  the  following  counties: — 

Modoc, 

Sutter, 

Lassen, 

Riverside, 

Lake — 

And  to  all  intents  and  purposes  have  attained  similiar  results 
in  Merced,  and  to  a  less  degree  in  Santa  Clara.  They  have  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  the  prohibition  license  struggle  in  Alameda, 
Santa  Clara  and  Los  Angeles,  and  it  is  stated  that  in  Mendocino 
a  license  fight  will  be  precipitated  this  fall  and  that  Humboldt 
county  will  vote  on  prohibition. 

This  is  a  condition  that  may  be  said  to  be  truly  alarmiug. 
Here  is  California,  the  principal  wine  producing  State  of  the  coun- 
try and  by  all  odds  the  largest  wine  consuming  State;  a  State  that 
drinks  in  the  neighborhood  of  60,000  barrels  of  spirits  per  year ; 
a  State  that  consumes  possibly  half  a  million  barrels  of  beer  an- ; 
nually;  a  State  that  is  a  large  producer  of  hops  as  well  as  a  con- 
sumer of  that  commodity;  a  State  that  has  200,000  acres  of  vine- 
yards, and  not  less  than  $80,000,000  invested  in  viticulture;  yet 
all  this  property  and  all  of  these  varied  interests,  which  give  em- 
ployment to  thousands,  are  threatened  by  an  agitation  which 
originated  with  the  Eastern  influx  to  the  Southern  portion  of 
the  State,  and  spread  thence  to  every  portion  of  the  common- 
wealth, r    t    •  ' 

Wherever  a  license  battle  is  threatened  in  suny  county, 
there  should  be  an  organization  ready  to  give  the  agitat6t8.«( 
strong  fight  on  their  own  ground,  and  to  represent  the  inter^Sta 
of  the  trade  properly  before  those  with  whom  the  licensing  rests. 

Not  only  this,  but  it  is  understood  that  a  license  struggle 
is  contemplated  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  by  thosi 
who  are  raising  trouble  for  the  liquor  interests  at  present,  and  a 
uniform  high  license  is  said  to  be  proposed  in  all  places  whert 
prohibition  does  not  now  prevail.  It  is  time  for  all  wliosr 
business  and  property  is  threatened,  to  organize  and  to  exert 
every  effort  to  compass  the  defeat  of  those  who  are  now  waging 
such  an  active,  persistent  warfare  upon  us.

A  new  source  of  clanger  has  cropped  up  in  Washington,  as 
the  following  telegrams  will  show  : 

Washivuto.v,  Feb.  1  7. — Ex-Consul  Knowles,  who  formerly 
represented  this  country  at  Bordeaux,  has  returned  to  America 
as  agent  of  the  Bordeaux  wine  exporters.  He  comes  back  with  a 
fund  of  50,000  francs  with  which  to  pay  his  expenses  for  influ- 
eucirg  legislation  against  American  winegrowers  and  in  favor  of 
the  foreign  article.  He  will  be  able  to  stay  some  time  on  that 
amount,  but  it  is  said  that  he  will  only  remain  about  a  month. 
He  does  not  say  who  will  get  the  surplus.  He  wants  the  duty 
on  still  wines  rduced  to  10  cents  a  gallon,  and  is  prepared  with 
an  ingenious  circular  which  he  will  circulate  among  members  of 
Congress.  In  this  he  speaks  of  what  the  Bordeaux  men  want,  as 
if  it  were  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  Democraiic  Congress- 
men. Mr.  Wetmore  has  written  another  letter  to  the  Secretarj' 
of  the  Treasury,  iu  which  he  shows  that  $100,000  would  be  saved 
to  the  customs  revenue  account  if  the  tariff  were  amended  so  as 
to  permit  the  manufacture  of  brandied  fruit  in  this  country. 

Washincjton,  Feb.  18. — Powerful  efforts  are  being  made  by 
a  combination  of  many  French  wine  exporters  to  influence  legis- 
lation in  tills  country  in  their  interest.  A  strong  lobby  is  pres- 
ent at  the  Capitol,  backed  by  liberal  funds.  Consul-general 
Bruwert,  the  French  representative  at  Chicago,  is  here  to  work 
with  the  French  legation.  He  is  brought  here  as  an  expert  on 
the  subject.  Another  lobbyist  is  a  Frenchman  named  Leon 
Chotteau,  who  professes  to  represent  a  number  of  Parisian  wine- 
makers.  A.  Lalande,  president  of  the  Bordeaux  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  a  prominent  expert  and  politician,  is  represented 
here  by  W.  G.  Knowles.  Lalande  is  the  head  of  a  syndicate  in 
Bordeaux,  among  whom  are  all  the  exporters  except  Barton  & 
Gustier  and  some  others  who  Knowles  acknowleges  refused  to 
stand  in  with  the  combination.  Knowles  was  formerly  United 
States  consul  at  Bordeaux,  and  has  50,000  francs  with  which  to 
act.  Knowles  expects  to  meet  the  Senate  finance  commiltee, 
having  invited  them  to  lunch  on  Tuesday.  He  has  brought 
special  samples  of  Bordeaux  wines  for  their  delectation. 

Washington,  March  1st. — Senator  White  today  argued  be- 
fore the  Finance  Committee  in  favor  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
present  tax  on  grape  brandy.  He  said  it  was  true  that  fair  quali- 
ties of  new  grape  brandies  do  not  bring  in  the  market  a  higher 
price  than  about  fiftj'  to  fifty-five  cents  per  gallon  iu  bond  in  or- 
dinary seasons,  and  during  the  recent  commercial  depression, 
they  have  been  considerably  lower.  "  Those  prices,  however," 
he  continued,  "  do  not  indicate  that  the  producers  reap  any 
profit  at  such  prices.  On  the  contrary,  the  low  price  of  brandy, 
which  is  caused  by  circumstances  to  be  explained  later  on,  pre- 
vent the  extension  of  this  branch  of  the  viticultural  industry  and 
prevent  also  the  prf^ducers  from  seeking  a  brandy  production  as 
the  primary  object  when  planting  grapes.  During  the  recent 
years  vine  growers  of  California  have  been  suffering  from  very 
low  prices  and  have  been  operating  their  plants  at  a  continual 
loss.  These  losses  they  have  been  compelled  to  bear  rather  than 
to  sacrifice  the  immense  capital  invested  in  their  vineyards  and 
wineries,  which  would  be  closed  if  they  should  abandon  their  en- 
terprises. In  the  hope  of  improved  prices  they  have  struggled 
along  under  constantly  increasing  loads  of  debts,  and  are  now, 
owing  to  then  nusual  depression  of  business,  almost  in  despair. 
Their  industry  represents  in  California  an  investment  aggrega- 
ting about  $60,000,000,  and  upon  their  success  depends  also  the 
success  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  population.  Certain  wine 
makers  and  distillers  who  are  not  incumbered  with  the  owner- 
ship and  cultivation  of  vineyards  have  been  enabled  in  recent 
years  to  purchase  thousands  of  tons  of  grapes  at  prices  much  less 
than  the  actual  cost  of  production,  and  thereby  have  been  en- 
abled to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  production  of  brandy  at 
very  low  prices,  making  some  profit  iu  doing  so.  This  condition, 
however,  cannot  long  continue.  The  market  must  either  im- 
prove or  growei's  must  dig  up  their  vines.  During  the  last  vin- 
tage many  thousands  of  tons  of  grapes  were  sold  at  prices  rang- 
ing from  85  to  87  a  ton,  delivered  at  the  wineries.  To  have 
yielded  fair  profits  they  should  have  brought  820  a  ton.  We 
understand  that  it  is  asked  to  lower  the  tariff  on  spirits  even 
lower  than  the  tax  imposed  in  France  on  similar  goods,  for  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  internal  revenue  tax  of  France  is 
added  to  the  rate  of  duty  declared  in  her  tariff.  With  respect 
to  the  other  countries  in  which  the  producers  of  France  come  in 
competition  with  those  of  this  country  it  will  be  found  that  their 
tariffs  on  spirits  are  iu  nearly  all  cases  higher  than  the  present 


tariff  of  the  United  States.  There  should  be  in  the  new  law 
some  provision  requiring  a  proof  of  absolute  purity  and  genuine- 
ness of  imported  brandies  before  they  are  admitted  to  this  coun- 
try, and  at  least  are  our  own.  Distillers  should  be  permitted  in 
bond  to  break,  change  and  repack  their  packages,  including  bot- 
tling in  such  manner  that  they  give  assurance  through  internal 
revenue  stamps  of  the  purity  of  their  goods,  and  so  overcome  the 
vicious  practices  of  the  trade  which  now  prevent  them  from  ob- 
taining remunerative  prices  for  their  goods.  Any  reduction  in 
the  tariff"  on  brandies  will  certainly  be  disastrous  and  practically 
destroy  the  brandy  industry." 

Senator  White  is  endeavoring  to  get  a  tariff  of  Ih  cents  on 
prunes  and  raisins. 

The  following  letter  has  been  sent  to  various  members  of 
the  trade,  to  be  signed  and  forwarded  to  members  of  the  United 
States  Senate : 

Gentlemen:  The  lower  house  of  Congress  has  passed  a  bill 
increasing  the  tax  on  whisky  ten  cents  per  gallon,  to  apply  to  all 
goods  in  bond  the  first  day  of  the  second  month  after  the  bill 
shall  become  a  law.  This  levies  an  additional  tax  on  whisky  put 
in  bond  under  a  90  cents  per  gallon  rate,  and  is  certainly  of 
questionable  legality  and  justice.  There  has  been  an  under- 
standing between  buyers  and  sellers  of  whisky  in  bond  that  the 
tax,  when  due,  should  not  exceed  90  cents  per  gallon,  and  this 
understanding  was  justified  by  precedents  heretofore  established 
by  the  government  when  making  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  ap- 
ply only  to  future  production. 

Any  increase  iu  the  tax  on  whisky  appears  to  us  an  injust- 
ice, particularly  since  the  alcohol  contained  in  beer  and  other 
alcoholic  stimulants,  where  taxed  at  all,  is  at   a  much  less  rate. 

Alcohol  in  the  form  of  beer  is  now  taxed  little  more  than 
one  third  the  rate  on  whisky,  there  being  from  2^  to  3  gallons 
of  proof  spirits  in  a  barrel  of  beer,  which,  under  the  present  law 
is  taxed  but  81  per  barrel,  with  a  rebate  of  8  cents,  and  beer  is 
certainly  not  more  an  article  of  necessity  than  whisky,  which  is 
recognized  as  probably  the  most  valuable  medicine  and  stimu- 
lant the  world  has  ever  known. 

The  consumption  of  whisky  in  the  United  States  now 
amounts  to  105,000,000  gallons  per  annum,  and  yields  a  revenue 
to  the  government  incomparably  greater  than  any  other  article, 
and  yet  those  who  pay  this  tax  of  90  cents  per  gallon  have  not 
complained  at  the  heavy  burden  they  are  now  bearing,  but  do 
most  solemnly  protest  against  a  further  increase  imtil  the  alco- 
hol contained  in  competing  stimulants  is  taxed  to  the  same  ex- 
tent it  now  is  in  whisky.  When  this  is  done,  we  will  cheerfully 
bear  any  increase  in  taxation  the  necessities  of  the  government 
require  when  the  irame  increase  is  added  to  other  similar  products. 

If  you  agree  with  the  sentiments  herein  expresssed,  we  would 
suggest  that  you  write  immediately  to  both  your  United  States 
Senators  and  Congressmen,  protesting  aginst  the  increase  of  the 
tax,  and  giving  your  reasons  for  such  protest.

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  wine  situation  in 

icago  during  the  past  fortnight.     Wherever  I  go  I  hear  the 

e  sad  and   doleful   story  of  low   prices.     If  there   were  any 

,1  good  reason   for  knocking  the  bottom  out  of  sweet  wines  it 

fould  be  a   different  proposition,   but  it  is  claimed  on  all  sides 

at  there  was_^none.     Of  course   the   Southern   California  peo- 

le  had  a  small    percentage   of  advantage  of  the  San  Francisco 

,lers  in  the  matter  of  lower    freight,    but   that  certainly  did 

t  justify   the  merchants  in  pursuing  a  policy  of  slaughtering 

COS. 

Hitherto  I  have  had  occasion  to  score  growers  for  coming 
er  with  small  lots  and  offering  them  for  anything  they  could 
get,  but  this  time  it  is  not  the  growers,  but  the  men  to  whom 
the  growers  sell  who  are  the  guilty  parties.  They  ought  to 
know  better.  They  must  know  that  prices,  once  battered  down, 
are  going  to  stay  in  the  slump,  and  there  can  be  but  one  result 
— the  grower  will  be  compelled  to  accept  a  correspondingly  low 
figure  for  his  product  at  the  cellar.  For  many  years  the  grow- 
ers have  claimed  that  the  San  Francisco  merchants  were  at  the 
l)ottom  of  all  this  trouble.  The  low  prices  which  have  ruled  so 
long  have  been  charged  to  their  account,  but  I  have  never  been 
iTought  to  realize  the  actual  situation  so  potently  as  at  the 
present  time. 

There  certainly  was  neither  rhyme  nor  reason  for  this  last 
l)reak  iu  the  market.  Prices  were  low  enough  before,  in  all  con- 
science ;  there  was  nothing  to  be  gained  by  any  such  a 
cour.'Se,  and  there  was  a  whole  lot  to  be  lost.  Ports  had  been 
running  along  from  40  cents  up,  and,  while  the  margin  was  close, 
there  was  a  little  in  them.  But  when  it  came  to  be  from  40 
cents  down,  that  was  truly  reversing  the  thing  with  a  vengeance. 
The  fact  is  that  port  and  other  sweet  wines  have  been  offered — 
and  offered  freely,  too — at  prices  during  the  past  month  which 
(^ould  do  nothing  but  net  a  loss  to  somebody.  In  fact  they 
could  scarcely  be  produced  at  the  figures  named.  They  ought 
to  bring  more  at  the  home  cellar  than  the  prices  named  for 
them  hei'c. 

The  parties  making  the  break  claim  that  they  had  to  do  it 
in  self-protection,  but  where,  in  the  name  of  common  sense,  is 
there  any  self-protection  in  scuttling  the  ship?  It  was  not  nec- 
essary to  begin  a  cut-throat  game  just  to  meet  the  margin  on 
the  freight  rates  which  gave  the  Southern  California  man  the 
edge  over  his  competitor. 

But  the  fight  is  on,  and  where  it  will  end  no  one  knows. 
Some  dealers  are  talking  of  getting  out  of  the  business  alto- 
gether. Others  say  they  are  here  to  stay,  and  propose  to  do 
business  while  they  do  stay.  Tliey  assert  that  they  will  take 
no  direct  hand  in  lowering  prices,  but  will  be  prepared  to  meet 
all  cuts  that  may  be  made.  It  is  not  a  very  satisfactory  way 
to  business,  all  the  same,  when  one  has  to  say  to  his  customers: 
■'  Let  the  other  fellow  name  the  price,  and  we  will  fill  the  order 
at  his  figures." 

In  a  general  way,  the  dry  wine  trade  is  improving.  The 
low-price  craze  has  not  struck  that  yet;  there  was  not  anj  place 
for  it  to  strike.  I  am  told  by  brokers  and  dealers  that  spring 
orders  are  being  placed  quite  freely,  and  one  broker  assured  me 
that  he  never  had  as  bright  prospects  for  a  season's  business  in 
dry  wines  as  he  has  at  present.  There  has  been  but  little  effort 
made  yet  to  sell  in  out-of-town  places,  but  the  few  men  who  are 
on  the  road  are  sending  in  quite  satisfactory  orders. 

Brandy  is  not  dead,  by  a  whole  lot,  and  while  it  is  a  little 
early  yet  for  the  spring  trade  to  open,  still  orders  are  coming  in 
fairly  freely  by  mail.  Prices  are  fully  up  to  last  season,  aud  the 
indications  are  that  they  will  be  advanced  to  meet  the  Wilson 
sill's  increase,  should  that  ever  become  a  law. 

The   whisky  situation  has  not  improved  any  since  my  last. 


nor  does  there  seem  to  be  a  rift  in  the  clouds  anywhere.  The 
provisions  of  the  whisky  bill  are  being  discussed  (and.  I  might 
add,  "  cussed  "),  more  and  more  every  day.  It  was  at  first 
hoped  that  the  Senate  would  so  amend  the  bill,  as  far  as  whisky 
was  concerned,  that  matters  would  revive  a  little.  But  there 
seems  to  be  but  small  hope  for  that  now.  There  are  so  many 
conflicting  interests  at  stake,  and  ^each  one,  it  seejns,  must  be 
built  up  at  the  expense  or  sacrifice  of  some  other.  In  this  case 
whisky  seems  to  be  the  one  article  which  is  made  to  stand  in 
the  breach. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  to  do  in  the  matter  but  to  let 
things  take  their  course,  and  whiskj'  men  will  endeavor  to  save 
what  little  they  can  out  of  the  wreck.  That  there  is  soon  to  be 
a  wreck  there  seems  to  be  but  little  doubt,  for  the  burdens  of 
the  trade  were  just  about  all  it  could  stagger  under  before  the 
calamity  of  the  Wilson  bill  overtook  it. 

Liquor  mei;  are  watching  the  progress  of  the  local-option 
fight  in  Iowa.  If  the  present  bill  should  pass  it  simply  means 
the  admission  of  saloons  to  the  State.  A  bitter  fight  may  be  ex- 
pected on  both  sides. 

In  Waukegan,  111.,  a  city  of  10,000,  the  license  is  fixed  at 
SIOOO  a  year.  There  are  a  number  of  cases  on  trial  for  running 
without  license,  and  the  saloon  men  are  being  fined  pretty  heav- 
ily. The  fellows  who  are  running  "blinds"  or  "shacks"  at 
Fort  Sheridan,  which  is  in  the  same  county,  are  also  getting  it 
in  the  neck. 

Alton  Barnes,  brother  of  William  and  Thomas  Barnes,  so 
well  known  to  the  trade,  has  gone  on  the  road  as  representative 
of  the  Geo.  T.  Stagg  Company.  L.  L.  Palmer. 


The  Louisville  Times  states  that  Judge  Edwards  has  decided 
the  suit  of  George  H.  Moore,  doing  business  as  Jesse  Moore  & 
Co.,  against  E.  D.  Carter.  The  judgment  is  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  case  is  one  that  has  attracted  a  great  of  attention 
in  business  circles.  It  seems  that  Carter  was  for  years  the  book- 
keeper and  confidential  man  of  George  H.  Moore.  The  latter 
did  not  know  that  Carter  was  in  possession  of  any  of  his  papers 
until  last  spring,  when  he  received  a  letter  from  Carter  notifying 
him  of  the  fact,  and  stating  his  purpose  of  making  use  of  them 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  trade,  which  is  Mr.  Moore's  special  territory', 
unless  it  were  made  to  his  interest  to  part  with  them.  Mr. 
Moore  considered  the  matter  as  a  blackmailing  scheme,  pure  and 
simple,  and  demanded  the  return  of  the  papers.  Carter  refused 
and  suit  was  brought.  In  his  answer  Carter  made  statements 
denying  the  averments  of  the  petition,  and  claiming  the  proposi- 
tion was  a  legitimate  one.  He  also  alleged  that  Moore  had 
worked  off  doctored  whisky  on  the  Coast  trade  at  a  great  profit, 
and  he  desired  to  enter  the  same  field  of  operations.

He  wants  Bonforts,  Mida's  Criterion, 
the  Wine  and  Spirit  Review,  the  Bulletin,  the  Western  Broker, 
and  the  many  brokers  who  issue  private  lists,  to  combine  and 
discontinue  these  price  lists.  If  friend  Gilmore  will  note  the  fact, 
the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  does  not  publish  such 
lists,  and  does  not  propose  to  do  so.  We  tried,  it  and  after  a  trial 
found  that  the  list  kept  us  from  placing  the  paper  in  the  hands 
of  first-class  retailers,  whom  our  advertisers  certainly  desired  to 
rertch.      .   . 

^^  We  have  a  suggestion  for  Mr.  Gilmore:  Suppose  he  drops 
the  list  from  Bonforts.

While  the  main  interest  of  the  liquor  trade  is  directed  to- 
wards the  actions  of  Congress  on  questions  of  legislation,  our 
own  law  makers  at  Albany  are  affording  them  considerable  di- 
version by  the  various  bills,  inimical  and  otherwise,  having 
bearing  on  their  interest,  which  are  almost  daily  being  intro- 
duced. The  latest  was  fathered  by  an  up-country  Senator,  and 
is  as  {follows : 

j  "  Whereas,  licenses  are  granted  by  the  State  to  sell  intoxi- 
catiii^  liquors  and  in  consequence  of  such  public  sale  some  men 
are  led  to  become  inebriates,  we,  the  citizens  of  Cayuga  county, 
petition  your  honorable  body  to  provide  a  place  for  such  inebri- 
ates as  are  willing  to  take  the  so-called  Keeley  cure,  who  may 
do  so  at  the  expense  of  the  State." 

A  few  representatives  of  the  Kentucky  distillers  have  been 
in  the  city  lately,  looking  for  business.  Among  them  was  R. 
W.'.Lewis,  representing  the  Monarch ;  B.  A.  Ostrom,  president 
of  the  Belle  of  Bourbon  County,  and  D.  Mischendorf,  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  The  Old  Times  Distillery  Company,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  making  a  connection  here  for  the  sale  of  their  bottled 
goods. 

These  hard  times  must  be  driving  people  to  ginger  ale,  soda 
water  and  the  like  beverages,  as  the  Schultze-Berg,  Koechl  Co. 
report  a  decided  increase  in  the  sale  of  their  "  Saccharine  " 
among  that  branch  of  trade  during  the  past  few  months. 


As  a  fair  example  of  what  the  trade  of  New  York  is  doing, 
I  submit  the  record  of  importations  of  wines  and  champagnes 
at  this  port  during  the  month  of  January  the  past  three  years: 
January  1894,  .59,727  gallons,  15,203  cases;  January  1893, 
138,067  gallons,  22,543  cases;  January  1892,  126,500  gallons, 
18,353  cases — a  statement  which  requires  no  comment. 

Samuel  S.  Field,  an  old  California  pioneer,  has  opened  a 
brokerage  office  in  wines,  etc.,  at  35  South  William  street. 

An  "International  Wine,  Spirit,  Beer  and  Tobacco  Expo- 
sition," similar  to  those  held  in  England,  was  held  at  the 
Madison  Square  Garden,  during  the  week  ending  Feb.  26.  It 
was  an  exhibit  of  wines,  liquors  and  tobacco  and  ijaachinery  used 
in  their  manufacture,  and  excited  considerable  interest. 

Rosenham  Bros.,  a  house  dealing  largely  in  California 
wines,  confessed  judgment  recently  to  the  amount  of  $4803, 
and  the  sheriff  took  possession  of  their  stock  and  assets.

Certain  journals  on  the  Coast,  such  as  the  San  Jose  Herald 
^d  the  Petaluma  Coxirier,  are  indulging  in  various  kinds  of  an- 
tics over  the  fact  that  the  Brewers'  Protective  Association,  the 
Hop  Dealers  and  the  hotel  men  of  Lake  county  have  rcHorted  to 
retaliatory  tactics  on  account  of  the  adoption  of  the  Lake  county 
'prohibition  ordinance. 

They  think  that  it  is  "alien  insolence"  for  those  whose  law- 
ful business  is  interfered  with  by  this  ordinance,  to  strike  back. 
As  a  sample  of  their  indignation  we  extract  the  following  from 
the  San  Jose  Herald: 

"Of  course  the  Herald  has  no  desire  to  interfere  with  the 
business  of  these  foreigners,  and  should  not  have  mentioned  the 
matter  unless  we  had  been  especially  requested  to  do  so  by  their 
secretary,  but  we  now  desire  to  remind  *hem  that  the  boycott  is 
a  dangerous  weapon,  especially  when  used  by  aliens  against 
American  citizens.  The  syndicates  of  foreign  capitalists  who 
own  most  of  the  breweries  in  the  United  States  are  permitted  to 
•-  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  our  own  citizens,  and  should  be  a 
liltle  careful  as  to  the  use  of  unlawful  weapons.  The  Fredericks- 
burg Brewery,  for  illustration,  has  been  permitted  by  the  city 
authorities  of  San  Jose  to  have  the  full  use  of  a  sewer  system 
which  cost  the  tax-payers  of  the  city,  first  and  last,  half  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars,  virtually  without  any  payment  for  the  privilege. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  the  property  known  as  the  Fredericksburg 
Brewery  were  to  pay  the  same  sewer  tax  on  the  assessed  value 
as  the  ordinary  citizen  of  San  Jose  pays  on  his  property,  this 
syndicate  of  foreigners  would  have  to  pay  nearly  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  into  the  city  treasury  forthwith.  The  Herald  men- 
tions this  point  now  in  order  to  show  these  foreigners  that  they 
are  enjoying  many  privileges  and  immunities  to  which  they  are 
not  entitled,  and  which  are  denied  to  American  citizens,  and  to 
warn  them  not  to  be  too  insolent  in  their  treatment  of  the  people 
of  Lake  county,  or  of  any  other  part  of  the  United  States.  We 
are  a  very  patient  people  under  provocation,  but  they  may  find 
that  the  indiscriminate  use  of  such  weapons  as  the  boycott  will 
lead  to  measures  of  retaliation  for  which  they  are  wholly  un- 
prepared. Their  business  is  now  uuder  the  ban  of  the  law,  and 
may  be  restricted  or  wholly  suppressed  at  any  time  by  the  local 
authorities,  and  they  should  learn  to  moderate  their  insolence 
before  it  is  too  late." 

Just  in  the  spirit  of  fairness  we  would  be  pleased  to  have 
the  Herald  answer  a  few  questions  : 

Who  started  this  boycotting  ?  The  brewers  and  hop  dealers 
or  the  people  of  Lake  county  ? 

Does  the  Herald  believe  it  is  fair  for  the  people  of  Lake 
county  to  raise  hops,  and,  further,  to  raise  grapes  and  make 
wiue  and  brandy,  and  then  pass  Prohibition  ordinances  ? 

Is  not  the  hop  grower  and  the  grape  grower  a  party  to  the 
crimes  of  liquor  making  and  liquor  selling,  if  crimes  these  are? 

Does  the  Herald  want  prohibition  in  Santa  Clara  county, 
,  which  has  from  12,000  to  15,000  acres  of  vines  and  millions  in- 
vested in  the  viticultural  interest?  On  this  question  we  want 
an  explicit  answer  and  no  straddling  or  hedging;  just  choose 
j  sharply  between  Henry  French,  "Brer"  Tupper  of  the  Prohibition- 
id  and  their  advocates,  and  the  wine  industry,  please.

P^"  An  interesting  paper,  prepared  hy  Mr.  Charles  F.  Oldham, 
was  read  last  Wednesday  evening  betore  the  Society  of  Arts  re- 
specting California  wines.  Mr.  Oldham  stated  that  in  1888 
there  were  some  150,000  acres  bearing  vines,  and  90  per  cent,  of 
these  consisted  of  the  finest  European  varieties;  and  the  num- 
ber of  vine-growers  had  by  that  time  increased  to  some  6,000, 
with  a  capital  of  £13,000,000  sterling.  The  total  amount  of 
wine  made  in  California  was  now  20,000,000  gallons  a  year.  The 
best  of  wines  made  in  California  up  to  the  present  time  were 
the  natural  dry  red  and  white  varieties,  such  as  those  of  claret. 
Burgundy,  Sauterne,  hock  and  Chablis  types.  The  white  wines, 
made  from  the  riesling  or  hock  grapes,  although  resembling  in 
many  respects  the  German  hocks,  had  very  much  less  acidity, 
aid,  as  a  rule,  more  body.  That  was  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the 
fact  that  those  grapes  thoroughly  ripen  in  California,  whereas 
in  Germany  they  scarcelj-  ever  do  so.  Among  the  claret  types 
ttere  were  a  great  many  different  kinds  produced  iu  California, 
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nearly  all  the  famous  Bordeax  wines  being  grown  extensively. 
The  Zindfadel  grape  made  a  claret  type  of  wine,  and  as  it  bore 
very  heavily  the  wine  made  from  it  was  generally  obtainable  at  a 
moderate  price.  As  regarded  the  sparkling  wines  of  California, 
there  was  at  present  only  one  firm  that  had  been  successful  in 
dealing  with  them.  They  had  peculiarities  of  their  own,  but 
were  exceedingly  clean,  and  free  from  acidity,  and  developed 
well  with  age.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  people  in  California 
had  not  given  as  much  care  and  study  to  the  production  of  port 
and  sherry  types  as  they  had  to  the  natural  dry  red  and. white 
wines.  There  were  several  other  varieties  of  sweet  wines  in 
California,  some  of  them  being  peculiar  to  the  country,  for  which 
there  was  a  large  demand  in  America — such  as  angelica,  Muscat 
and  tokay;  the  latter,  although  a  good  wine  of  its  sort,  did  not 
closely  resemble  its  Hungarian  namesake.  Undoubtedly  one  of 
the  most  successful  of  California's  productions  was  its  brandy. 
Almost  invariably  wine-producing  countries  were  large  wine- 
consuming  countries,  and  California  was  no  exception  to  that 
rule.  Some  8,000,000  gallons  of  its  own  wine  was  consumed  an? 
nualh'  in  California,  and  the  remaining  12,000,000  gallons  was. 
sold  chiefly  to  those  parts  of  America  where  there  was  &  large, 
foreign  population.—  Wine  &  Spirit  Gazette,  (London),  Feb.  3.     ■     '

A    -ROgAL    BEQUEST. 


J.  Clute  Wilmerding,  head  of  the  house  of  Wilmerding  & 
Co.,  and  one  of  the  best  known  merchants  of  the  Coast,  died  on 
the  20th  ult.  at  his  home,  1506  Pine  street,  after  a  very  short 
illness.  Apoplexy  was  the  cause  of  death.  Mr.  Wilmerding 
was  a  type  of  the  bold  and  enterprising  men  who  aided  mate- 
rially in  building  up  the  Commonwealth.  He  was  born  in  New 
York  State  sixty-one  years  ago  and  was  descended  from  the  old 
Knickerbocker  families. 

He  came  to  California  in  1848  when  a  mere  youth,  and  at 
once  went  to  the  mines,  engaging  first  in  mining  operations  near 
Tuttletown,  Tuolumne  county.  After  a  few  years'  experience  in 
mining  he  returned  to  San  Francisco  and  met  Calvin  S.  Fargo, 
whom  he  had  known  in  lifew  York,  and  who  in  fact  was  his  life- 
long friend.  Mr.  Fargo  was  then  in  the  liquor  business,  and 
Mr.  Wilmerding  began  as  clerk.  Subsequently  ho  became  a 
partner  in  the  firm  under  the  name  of  Fargo  &  Co.  Later  he 
succeeded  to  the  business  and  became  associated  with  Mr.  C. 
W.  Kellogg.  At  one  time  Mr.  John  T.  Haviland  was  also  in- 
terested, but  he  has  not  been  for  about  two  years. 

Mr.  Wilmerding,  though  always  prominent  in  local  and 
State  affairs,  always  instinctively  shrank  from  any  undue  notice. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  famous  Vigilantes  and  of  the  Territorial 
and  California  Pioneer  Societies.  He  declined  on  many  occa- 
sions to  run  for  political  office,  notably  when  he  was  asked  to 
oppose  Thomas  Selby  for  Mayor,  and  again  when  he  was  re- 
quested to  stand  for  Governor.  However,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Republican  National  Convention  that  nominated  Garfield  for 
President,  and  during  the  war  he  was  on  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mission. 

Mr.  Wilmerding  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Bank  of 
California,  and  for  many  years  a  director.  He  was  also  inter- 
ested in  the  Omnibus  Cable  Company,  Giant  Powder  Company 
and  many  other  local  corporations.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  firm  of  Wilmerding,  Hogue  &  Co.,  auctioneers,  of  New  York.

George  Buchanan,  in  his  Facts,  points  out  in  the  best  possi- 
ble manner  the  reduction  in  the  production  of  whisky  this  sea- 
son, as  compared  with  last  year  and  1892.  He  makes  his  com- 
parison in  the  following  table  of  the  number  of  bushels  of  grain 
being  mashed  daily  at  Kentucky  distilleries  :

Note. — Of  the  above  stated  mashing  in  Second  district,  on 
February  1,  1894,  distilleries  mashing  3,008  bushels  grain  daily 
are  operated  to  produce  spirits. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  give  a  more  telling  comparison  than 
Mr.  Buchanan  has  made.  The  actual  mashing  for  whisky  is 
only  22,381  bushels  daily — deducting  the  grain  mashed  for  spir- 
its— as  againt  66,422  bushels  last  year,  or,  in  other  words,  one 
third,  while,  as  compared  with  the  mashing  of  1892,  the  reduc- 
tion is  nearly  one  half. 

This  is  the  kind  of  work  that  is  bound  to  tell.  It  shows 
that  threatened  adverse  legislation  and  overflowing  warehouses 
have  done  their  legitimate  work  in  reducing  tht  production. 
Now  let  us  have  an  extension  of  the  bonded  period,  and  a  little 
freedom  from  speculation,  and  the  whisky  now  in  warehouse 
will  go  freely  and  steadily  into  consumption  as  required,  insur- 
ing a  season  of  prosperity  to  distillers  and  dealers. 


J.  G.  Wilmerding's  Endowment  for  a  School  Wherein  Boys  Gan  Learn 

Trades. 

The  will  of  the  late  J.  C.  Wilmerding,  of  Wilmerding  & 
Co.,  has  been  filed  for  probate.  Mr.  Wilmerding  has  made  pro- 
vision for  one  of  the  most  sensible  and  worthy  schools  yet  found- 
ed on  the  Pacific  Coast.  His  munificence  is  on  a  scale  and  for 
a  purpose  that  could  well  be  followed  by  others.  He  has  pro- 
vided for  the  establishment  of  a  school  in  which  boys  can  learn 
trades  and  thus  become  more  useful  citizens.  The  sum  set  aside 
for  this  is  $400,000.  The  endowment  is  to  be  entrusted  to  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  and  the  school  itself  is 
to  be  known  as  "  The  Wilmerding  School  of  Industrial  Arts." 
The  clauses  in  which  the  particulars  of  the  bequest  are  embod- 
ied are  as  follows: 

"  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  the  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  the  sum  of  $400,000  upon  the  following  terms 
and  conditions,  to  wit:  To  establish  and  maintain  a  school  to  be 
called  'The  Wilmerding  School  of  Industrial  Arts,'  to  teach 
boys  trades,  fitting  them  to  make  a  living  with  their  hands  with 
little  study  and  plenty  of  work. 

"Said  Regents  are  empowered  to  purchase  lands  and  erect 
thereon  suitable  workshops  and  places  of  instruction,  and  to 
equip  the  same  with  machinery,  tools  and  implements  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary  and  proper;  but  I  suggest  to  them 
that  the  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  said  lands  and  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  said  workshop  and  places  of  in- 
struction be  kept  within  such  bounds  as  that  the  portion  of 
said  $400,000  thereafter  remaining  shall  be  sufficient  to  produce 
an  income  sufficient  to  forever  maintain  and  support  said  school. 

''  Said  Regents  are  authorized  to  invest  the  portion  of  said 
fund  which  shall  remain  after  the  purchase  of  said  land  and  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  said  workshops  and  places  of  instruc- 
tion, in  bonds  and  mortgages  and  other  interest-bearing  securi- 
ties; but  no  portion  of  said  fund,  or  of  the  interest  which  may 
be  derived  therefrom,  shall  be  used  for  or  diverted  to  any  pur- 
pose other  than  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said  school.'' 

These  are  the  only  conditions  on  which  the  gift  is  made, 
and  they  carry  out  to  a  nicety  the  ideas  entertained  by  Mr.  Wil- 
merding on  the  subject. 

Nor  is  this  the  extent  of  Mr.  Wilmerdiug's  bequests  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public.  The  following  charities  were  remembered: 
Protestant  Orphan  Asylum  of  San  Francisco,  $10,000;  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  of  San  Francisco,  $10,000;  Hospital  for  Children  and 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  San  Francisco,  $10,000;  Golden  Gate 
Kindergarten  Association,  $10,000;  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals^  $10,000. 

Mr.  Wilmerding  did  not  forget  his  own  brothers,  sisters  and 
other  relatives,  as  the  following  will  show:  Louis  K.  Wilmer- 
ding, brother,  $200,000;  John  C.  Wilmerding,  brother,  $100,000; 
Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Biddle,  sister,  $100,000;  Mary  N.  Wilmerding, 
sister,  $75,000;  Louisa  C.  Wilmerding,  sister,  $75,000;  Helen  A. 
Bell,  sister,  $125,000;  Henry  Payne,  nephew,  $200,000;  Augusta 
Traccy,  widow  of  Theodore  F.  Tracey,  of  this  city,  $5,000;  Mrs. 
Mary  W.  Peters,  widow  of  Charles  R.  Peters,  of  this  city,  $75,- 
000;  Thomas  J.  Lamb,  of  this  city,  $15,000;  to  "my  old  school- 
mate," Gideon  Thompson  of  this  city,  $10,000;  Mrs.  Fancy 
Miller  of  Portland,  Oregon,  $20,000;  Thomas  A.  Wilmerding, 
cousin,  $5,000;  Mrs.  Richard  Kercheval,  cousin.  Rapid  City,  N. 
D.,  $10,000;  Mrs.  Fannie  Field,  cousin,  New  York,  $10,000;  Mrs.

Another  clause  sets  aside  $10,000  for  maintaining  the  burial 
plot  and  cemetery  at  Moscow,  N.  Y.,  where  his  brother's  re- 
mains are  interred.

Francisco,  are  named  as  executors  of  the  will.  The  estate  is 
generally  believed  to  be  worth  about  $2,000,000.

The  Napa  Journal  recently  made  a  lame  attempt  to  defend 
the  ad  valorem  clause  of  the  Wilson  bill.  It  passes  belief  to  what 
extent  a  blind  adherence  to  party  dictum  will  effect.  Has  the 
Napa  Journal  man  lost  his  reason,  or  does  he  forget  that  there  are 
16,000  acres  in  vines  in  Napa  county,  demanding  a  home  market 
for  the  wine  produced? 

P.  &  G.  Simi  have  commenced  the  work  of  excavating  in  the 
hill  back  of  their  winery,  north  of  Healdsburg,  and,  in  a  few 
■weeks  will  commence  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  their  cellar 
were  suggested,  which,  if  carried  out,  would  have  proved  very 
detrimental  to  the  German  wine  trade.

He  first  visited  Los  Angeles 
and  the  Southern  country  and  then  came  to  San  Francisco  to 
take  in  the  Midwinter  Fair.  Mr.  Cousens  says  tliat  business 
East  is  very  quiet,  but  he  hopes  for  a  revival  in  the  spring. 

Dallemand  &  Co.,  the  California-^reet  wholesale  liquor 
dealers,  have  called  attention  to  duplicate  warehouse  receipts  in 
a  most  forcible  style,  and  have  it  published  in  English,  German, 
French,  Swedish  and  Bohemian.

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An  iuterostiiig  lecture  ou  wine  and  its  use  was  delivered  re- 
cently before  the  pure  food  exposition  in  Washington,  D.  C,  by 
Professor  Pohndorff.  He  said  that  ago  was  one  of  the  most  in- 
dispensable requisites  for  good  wine,  and  not  merely  age,  but  age 
passed  in  a  good  cellar,  at  a  proper  temperature  and  in  pure  air. 
Such  wine,  bettier  than  any  other  product  of  nature  or  art,  as- 
sists the  gastric  juices  of  the  digestive  apparatus  to  digest  food. 
Claret,  he  said,  if  it  be  not  too  young  or  of  too  low  a  grade,  is 
the  best  table  wine. 

John  L.  Beard,  the  well-known  viticulturist  of  Warm 
Springs,  will  be  a  candidate  for  Senator  in  the  district  in  Alameda 
county  now  represented  by  Dr.  Simpson  of  Alameda.  Mr. 
Beard  is  a  representative  man  and  is  a  strong  candidate.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  the  State  University,  and  was  appointed  a  regent 
of  that  institution.  He  is  a  practical  farmer,  a  man  of  means, 
and  has  the  leisure,  as  he  would  have  the  ambition,  to  devote 
himself  faithfully  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  he  may  be  nominated,  and  if  nominated  he  certainly  would 
be  elected. 


Gold  has  been  discovered  in  a  well  that  the  American  Con- 
centrated Must  Co.  is  sinking  at  Healdsburg.  Baron  Von 
Schilling,  manager  of  the  Company  says  :  "The  specimen  shown 
certainly  came  ffom  the  well.  I  am  not  seeking  for  gold,  but  for 
pure  water  for  the  must  condensing  process.  I  know  that  gold 
has  been  found  all  the  way  down."  A  dynamite  blaster  ex- 
ploded a  large  charge  of  dynamite  in  the  well,  but  without  results. 
The  cement  is  so  hard  that  it  cannot  be  moved  by  that  process. 
A  steam  drill  will  be  substituted. 


There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  sale  of  blood  horses  by 
H.  W.  Crabb  on  the  21st.  The  b'dding  continued  fairly  spirited 
to  the  last.  In 'all  fifty  head  were  sold,  and  brought  in  the  ag- 
gregate $8700.

Eyraud,  a  three-year- 
old  colt,  was  sold  to  H.  Floyd  for  $1050,  and  Cora  C,  record 
2:27^,  sold  to  H.  W.  Ward  for  $435.  Taken  altogether,  the  sale 
is  considered  satisfactory,  though  some  of  the  horses,  not  well 
known,  brought  very  low  figures. 


The  announcement  is  made  that  ex-United  States  Senator 
A.  P.  Williams,  of  Livingston  &  Co.,  may  stand  for  the  Repub- 
lican nomination  for  Governor  before  the  coming  convention. 
Up  to  the  present  time  there  have  been  three  active  candidates 
— W.  S.  Barnes,  of  San  Francisco;  F.  L.  Goombs,  of  Napa,  and 
J.  H.  Netf,  of  Placer.  Senator  Williams  says  that  he  will  not 
make  a  fight  for  the  nomination,  but  if  his  friends  in  the  party 
wish  it  he  will  ran.  General  John  McComb  puts  Senator  Wil- 
liams's position  as  follows:  "Well:  He  is  not  seeking,  nor  does 
he  want  the   nomination   for  Governor;  but  if  he  is  nominated 


he  will  not  decline  the  honor,  and  will  do  his  best  to  win  the 
fight."  There  is  no  question  that  Senator  Williams  would  make 
a  splendid  record  in  the  Gubernatorial  chair.

This  is  a  satisfactory  statement,  but  we  cannot  believe  that 
Lindsey  will  have  the  back  bone  to  stand  up  and  vote  against 
the  Wilson  Bill  in  case  the  changes  his  constituents  want  are 
not  incorporated.  At  least  Senator  Lindsey's  record  so  far  does 
not  justify  the  belief  that  he  will  do  so.  The  Kentucky  distill- 
ers whose  welfare  and  interests  are  so  sorely  threatened  must 
bring  him  and  Senator  Blackburn  into  line.

The  Wilson  bill,  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
discriminates  against  the  production  of  American  distillers  in  favor 
of  Canadian  distillers  to  the  extent  of  38  cents  per  proof  ga  Ion. 

Canadian  spirits  can  be  kept  in  bond  until  they  are  ten  years 
old  and  then  be  shipped  into  the  United  States  upon  payment 
(under  the  Wilson  bill)  of  a  tax  of  180  cents  per  proof  gallon 
upon  the  actual  quantity  imported. 

The  American  distiller  is  forced  to  pay  a  tax  of  one  dollar 
per  gallon  when  the  goods  are  three  years  old.  Tlierefore,  th.^ 
tax  on  a  barrel  of  whisky  (averaging  38  gallons)  wlien  thre.; 
years  old  is  $38.00;  the  interest  and  insurance  on  this  $38. 00  for 
seven  years  at  7  per  cent,  paid  annuallj-  would  be  $23.02. 

The  loss  by  evaporation,  etc.,  during  the  seven  years  would 
average  at  least  ten  gallons,  leaving  28  gallons  in  the  barrel  up- 
on which  the  tax  and  interest  has  been  $38.00  plus  $23.02  or 
$61.02,  which  is  equal  to  $2.18  per  gallon. 

It  follows  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Wilson  bill  the 
tax  upon  ten  year  old  whisky,  of  Canadian  manufacture,  is  180* 
cents  per  proof  gallon  ;  of  American  manufacture  is  218  cents 
per  proof  gallon,  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  Canadian  goods  of 
38  cents  per  proof  gallon.  Of  course,  any  increase  over  $1.00  in 
the  tax  on  American  whisky  will  be  discriminating  still  more  in 
favor  of  the  foreign  distiller. 

This  discrimination  against  the  American'^distiller  can  ba 
removed  by  giving  him  an  unlimited  bonded  period,  collecting 
tax  on  the  actual  quantity  of  spirits  contained  in  the  barrel 
when  withdrawn  from  bond,  and  making  the  revenue  tax  on 
distilled  spirits  as  follows  . 

120  cents  if  withdrawn  from  bond  within  6  months  from 
date  of  entry  into  bond. 

110  cents  if  withdrawn  after  6  month  and  within  12  mouths. 

100  cents  if  withdrawn  after  12  months  but  within  24 
months. 

90  cents  if  withdrawn  pfter  24  months. 

By  the  passage  of  these  measures,  which  would  be  but 
simple  justice,  and  this  alone  should  bj  a  consideration,  several 
most  desirable  ends  will  be  attained. 

The  Government  will  derive  a  largely  increased  revenue. 

The  American  distillers  of  all  grades  of  whisky  will  be  able 
to  compete  in  the  American  market  with  the  Canadian  distiller. 

The  distiller  of  fine  grades  of  whisky  will  be  able  to  compete 
with  the  Trust,  and  the  community  at  large  will  be  greatly  ben- 
efited by  getting  a  fine  old  pure  whisky  at  the  same  price,  which 
it  is  now  compel  led.  to  pay  for  flavored  spirits,  masquerading  un- 
der the  name  of  whisky,  while  the  Trust  could  compensate  it- 
self for  the  loss  of  those  advantages,  which  it  has  hitherto  en- 
,JQyed  by  paying  tax,  before  the  new  law  goes  into  effect,  upon 
the  twentj'  million  gallons  or  more,  of  spirit  which  it  has  accu- 
mulated, making  thereby  a -clear  profit  of  several  million  dollars 
right  away.

SOUTH     CAHOLI/NA     LAW. 


Here  is  what  Governor  Tillman  claims  as  the  benefits  of  the 
South  Carolina  liquor  law,  in  a  receI^t  article  in  the  North  Amer- 
ican  Review  : 

First—  The  element  of  personal  profit  is  destroyed,  therehy 
removing  the  incentive  to  increase  the  sales. 

Second— A  pure  article  is  guaranteed,  as  it  is  subject  to 
chemical  analysis. 

Third — The  customer  obtains  honest  measure  of  standard 
.strength.  ^-. 

Fourth— Treating  is  stopped,  as  the  bottles  are  not  opened 
on  the  premises. 

Fifth— Liquor  is  sold  only  in  the  day-time ;  not  as  a  matter 
of  legal  prescription,  but  under  a  regulation  of  the  State  Board. 

Sixth^The  concomitants  of  ice,  sugar,  lemons,  etc.,  bein^ 
removed,  there  is  not  the  same  inclination  to  drink  remaining, 
and  the  closing  of  the  saloon,  especially  at  night,  and  the  pro; 
hibition  of  its  sale  by  the  drink,  destroy  the  enticements  and 
seductions  which  have  caused  so  many  men  and  boys  to  beliid' 
astray  and  enter  the  downward  course. 

Seventh^It  is  sold  for  cash,  and  there  is  no  longer  ''chalk- 
ing up"  for  daily  drinks  against  pay  day.  The  workingman 
buys  his  bottle  of  whisky  Saturday  night  and  carries  the  rest  of 
his  wages  home. 

Eighth — Gambling  dens,  poolrooms  and  lewd  houses,  whicli 
have  hitherto  been  run  almost  invariably  in  connection  with 
i?aloons,  which  were  thus  a  stimulus  to  vice,  separated  from  tlir 
sale  of  liquor,  have  had  their  patronage  reduced  to  a  inininuuii, 
and  there  must  necessarily  follow  a  decrease  of  crime. 

Ninth — The  local  whisky  rings,  which  have  been  the  cur-sc 
of  every  municipality  in  the  State,  and  have  always  controlled 
municipal  elections,  have  been  torn  up  root  and  branch,  and  tin 
influence  of  the  saloon-keeper  as  a  political  manipulator  is  abso 
lutely  destroyed.  The  police,  removed  from  these  debauchiiiL 
elements,  will  enforce  the  law  against  evil-doing  with  murl 
more  vigor,  and  a  higher  tone  and  a  greater  piirity  in  all  gov 
ermental  affairs  must  result. 


The  Board  of  City  Trustees  of  Sau  Bernardino  has  passed 
a  sweeping  ordinance,    on    the    first   reading,  closing  nearly  all 
classes  of  business  on  Sunday.     The  exceptions  to  the  operation 
of  the  law  are  as  follows  :  Hotels,  lodging  or  eating-houses,  res- 
taurants, baths,  retail  drugstores,  livery  or  feed  stables,  railruiul. 
telegraph  and  telephcnie  offices.     Undertakers  and  physicians  in 
the  practice   of  their   profession    are   not   liable,    and    printipg  i 
newspapers,  selling  bread  and  milk  for  immediate  use,  and  oper-'j 
ating  street-car  and  railway  and  passenger  trains  are  permitted,  i 
Any  person  violating   the  ordinance  will   be  subject  to  a  fine  of  i 
not  to  exceed  $50  for  the    first  offense,  and  for  every  subsequent  i 
offense   not   to    exceed  $100,    or  imprisonment    not   exceeding 
twenty  days,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  •

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OLDHAM'S   LECTURE   IN    ENGLAND. 


We  are  indebted  to  Ridley's  Wine  &  Spirit  Trade  Cireidar 
(London),  of  February  12,  for  the  following  account  of  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Oldliam's  recent  lecture  in  London  : 

CALIFORNIAN    WINES. 

As  we  have  mentioned  in  another  part  of  our  present  issue, 
an  interesting  paper  on  Californian  wines  was  read  before  the 
Society  of  Arts  on  the  81st  ult.  by  Mr.  Charles  F.  Oldliam,  of 
Messrs.  Grierson,  Oldham  &  Co.,  Regent  street,  W.  Want  of 
space  unfortunately  prevents  our  publishing  the  paper  in  its  en- 
tirety, and  we  must  therefore  content  oui  selves  with  quoting 
the  principal  points  in  connection  with  tlieir  production  and 
trade.  About  the  year  1860  we  learn  the  Wine  industry  in 
California  first  began  to  receive  attention,  but,  until  1880,  it 
seems  to  have  met  with  but  qualified  success. 

There  was  woful  lack  of  knowledge,  and  but  a  few  acknowledged  authorities 
from  whom  information  could  be  obtained.  The  State  Legislature,  recognizing  the 
condition  of  affairs,  created  in  March,  1880,  a  State  Board  of  Viticulture,  and  pro- 
vided the  necessary  funds.  The  State  was  then  divided  into  seven  viticultural  dis- 
tricts, each  having  a  representative  on  the  board— the  representatives  being  chosen 
from  men  who  were  practically  conversant  with  viticulturein  all  its  many  blanches. 
Two  extra  Commissioners  were  added  to  represent  the  State  as  a  whole.  These  nine 
Commissioners  immediately  set  to  work  to  gather  and  distribute  all  information 
which  was  likely  to  be  serviceable  to  the  industry,  and,  in  1881,  they  issued  a 
report  which  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest  value.  They  arranged  for  a  large  number 
ot  cuttings  of  the  finest  European  varieties  of  grapes  being  imported  into  and 
planted  in  California.  Experimental  stations  were  also  formed,  with  the  object  of 
determining  the  sorts  which  were  most  likely  to  succeed  in  the  different  districts. 

It  is  unquestionable  that  the  soil  and  climate  of  California  are  exceptionally 
well  suited  for  the  production  of  Wine,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that,  with  th^.-  im- 
proved methods  of  cultivation  and  of  wine  making,  the  quality  of  Wines  rapidly 
improved,  and  that  men  of  wealth  and  experience  embarked  in  the  business. 

In  1880  not  more  than  35,0U0  acres  were  under  vine  cultivation,  and  of  the 
grapes  grown  only  2U  per  cent,  were  of  imported  varieties,  the  rest  being  mission; 
whereas  in  1888  there  were  some  15U.000  acres  bearing  vines,  and  90  per  cent,  of 
these  consisted  of  the  fintst  European  varieties.  The  number  of  vine  growers  had 
by  this  time  increased  to  some  «,000,  with  a  capital  of  £13,(100,000.  In  the  year 
18T7  the  total  amount  of  wine  made  in  California  was  4,000,000  gallons,  whereas  in 
1«86  it  had  increased  to  18.000,000,  and  is  now  about  20,000,000  gallons  per  annum. 

Large  though  this  quantity  is  for  a  new  country,  it  is  comparatively  small  to 
what  can,  and  no  doubt  will,  be  produced  as  the  demand  increases.  If  the  prices 
for  wine  show  a  tendency  to  advance  to  any  appreciable  extent,  fresh  planting  of 
vineyards  will  immediately  take  place,  and  this  will  bring  up  the  supply  to  the  level 
of  the  demand.  For  this  reason  good  California  wines  should  be  obtainable,  at  a 
moderate  cost,  for  many  years  to  come. 

One  peculiarity  of  the  viticultural  industry  in  California  is  that,  owing  to  the 
diversity  of  climate,  it  is  possible  to  make  wine  of  almost  every  kind.  The  Coast 
Range,  for  a  considerable  distance  north  and  south  of  San  Francisco,  is  regarded  as 
perhaps  the  best  part  of  the  State,  according  to  present  experience,  for  the  produc- 
tion of  natural  dry  red  and  white  wines,  such  as  those  of  the  claret.  Burgundy, 
Hock  and  Sauterne  types.  This  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Santa'  Cruz, 
Santa  Clara,  Napa,  Sonoma  San  Mateo,  Livermore,  etc.  Farther  south  around 
Los  Angelos,  and  in  some  of  the  hotter  parts,  such  as  Fresno,  excellent  wines  of 
Port,  Sherry,  and  sweet  wine  types  could  be  produced.  Brandy  can  also  be  made 
in  almost  any  part  of  the  State,  as  the  Folle  Blanche  grape— formerly  so  celebrated 
in  the  Cognac  distuct  of  France,  grows  in  California  to  perfectiou.  The  climate  in 
the  jest  dry  wine  districts  of  California  being  very  uniform,  is  exceptionally  well 
adapted  for  wine  cull ivation. 

As  to  climate.  That  of  California  is  acknowledged  to  be  almost  perfect  for 
vine  culture,  owing  to  its  regularity,  and  to  the  bright,  sunny  weather  which  can  be 
depended  on  from  the  beginning  of  June,  when  the  fruit  sets,  to  the  close  of  the 
vintage  in  October.  With  these  facts,  and  the  knowledge  that  the  same  varieties  of 
grapes  are  grown  in  each  country,  it  is  only  natural  to  expect  that  good  wine  and 
good  brandy  can  also  be  made  in  California,  especially  as  no  expense  or  labor  has 
been  spared  to  obtain  the  most  improved  appliances  and  machinery  for  the  pur- 
poses of  wine  making  and  distillatiou. 

A  large  number  of  French,  G«rman,  Italian  and  Swiss  wine  makers  have  settled 
in  California,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  the  experience  and  training  of 
these  men— combined  with  the  wealth,  energy  and  enterprise  of  the  Americans 
and  English  who  have  made  California  their  home— is  having  a  very  marked  effect 
on  the  wine  industry. 

California  is  far  from  being  the  only  part  of  America  where  wine  is  produced 
some  considerable  quantity  being  made  in  the  Eastern  States— notably  in  New 
York.  These  wines  are,  however,  of  a  totally  different  character  being  made 
entirely  from  native  grapes,  no  European  varieties  growing  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Undoubtedly  the  best  style  of  wines  made  in  California  up  to  the 
present  time  are  the  natural  dry  red  and  white  varieties,  such  as  those  of  the  claret 
Burgundy,  Sauterne,  Hock  and  Chablis  types

Sauterne  types,  in  California,  are  chiefly  made  from  the  Semillon  and  Sauvig- 
non-Blanc  varieties,  the  wines  produced  being  generally  very  clean  and  soft  and

The  Chablis,  or  White  Burgundy  types,  also  succeed  very  well  in  California,  the 
wliies  being  delicate  and  free  from  acidity.  Upon  the  whole,  these  three  types  of 
white  wine  are  probably  the  best  which  are  produced  in  California 

Of  natural  dry  red  wines,  the  Burgundy  types  are  perhaps  the  best,  havinc 
generally  a  nice  ruby  color,  a  good  deal  of  body,  and  a  fine  fruity  flavor  The  Petit 
Pinot,  or  Burgundy  grape,  growi  there  to  perfection. 

Amongst  the  Claret  types   there  are  a  great  many  different   kinds  produced  in

made  from  the  Cabernet  Franc  grape  alone,  produces,  in  certain  parts  of  tiie  State 
witra*'""        *  ''  *"^  "*^*"''  ^'"^  ^'"''*'  ''''™"e»8.  developing  splendidly 

The  Cabernet  Sauvignon  grape  is  now  grown  to  a  considerable  extent  in  Cali- 


fornia, and  groduces  a  very  big,  rich  wine:  but  it  takes  a  long  time  to  mature,  and 
is  chietly  valuable  for  blending  with  lighter  sorts,  to  which  it  gives  great  character. 

As  regards  the  sparkling  wines  of  California,  there  is  at  present  only  one  firm 
which  has  been  very  successful  in  dealing  with  them.  Many  years  and  large  sums 
of  money  have  beeu  devoted  to  making  experiments  and  to  bring  this  wine  to  its 
present  state  of  maturity.  It  has  peculiarities  of  its  own,  but  it  is  exceedingly 
clean  and  free  from  acidity,  and  develops  well  with  age. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  people  in  California  have  not  given  as  much  care 
and  study  to  the  production  of  Port  and  Sherry  typee  as  they  have  to  the  natural 
dry  red  and  white  wines.  There  is  no  reason,  however,  why — in  some  parts  ot  the 
country — they  should  not  succeed  equally  well  with  them;  and  even  now  it  is  possi- 
ble, with  care  and  attention,  to  obtain  some  very  fair  wines  of  the  port  and  sherrv 
types. 

There  are  several  other  varieties  of  sweet  wines  made  in  California,  some  of 
them  being  peculiar  to  the  country,  for  which  there  is  a  large  demand  in  America, 
such  as  Angelica.  Muscat  and  Tokay,  the  latter— though  a  good  wine  of  its  sort- 
does  not  closely  resemble  its  Hungarian  namesake. 

Undoubtedly,  one  of  the  most  successful  of  California's  productions  is  its 
brandy,  which  is  dibtillcd  from  wine  made  from  the  Folle  Blanche  grape,  with  a 
small  proportion  of  Colombar.  which  thrive  in  California  to  perfection,  and  as  they 
bear  abundantly,  fine  brandy  cau  be  made  from  them  in  the  latter  State  at  a  very 
reasonable  price. 

Tlie  freight  on  wine  from  San  Francisco  to  London  is  about  the  same  as  from 
Spain  or  Portugal  to  London.  There  are  many  routes  available,  the  cheapest  and 
most  generally  used  being  that  of  a  sailing  ship  around  the  Horn,  a  voyage  of  about 
four  months.  The  keeping  qualities  of  these  wines  are  such  that  they  improve  by  a 
long  voyage.  Another  route  by  which  large  quantities  of  these  wines  and  brandies 
are  shipped  is  from  San  Francisco  to  Panama  by  steamer,  thence  by  rail  across  the 
Isthmus,  and  then  by  steamer  again  to  New  York  or  Europe.  This  route  usually 
takes  from  two  to  three  months,  and  is  also  very  inexpensive.  In  cases  when  speed 
in  transit  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  the  wines  are  sent  by  regular  freight  trains 
from  San  Francisco  to  New  York,  a  distance  of  about  4000  miles,  which  takes  a 
maximum  of  ten  days.  The  cost  of  freight  by  rail  is  subject  to  a  good  deal  of 
lluctuatlon,  and  is  dependant  upon  the  competition  existing  at  the  time.  For  a 
considerable  while,  however,  the  rate  of  freight  on  wine  from  San  Francisco  to 
New  York,  by  rail,  has  only  been  Ihid.  per  gallon. 

Almost  invariably  the  wine-producing  countries  are  large  wine-consuming 
countries,  and  California  is  no  exception  to  this  rule.  Some  8,t00,000  gallons  of  its 
own  wine  are  annually  consumed  in  California,  whilst  the  remaining  12  000,000 
gallons  are  sold  chiefiy  to  those  parts  of  America  where  there  is  a  large  foreign 
population— such  as  New  Orleans,  New  York,  etc  ,  Americans,  as  a  nation  being, 
very  small  wine  drinkers.  There  is  also  a  continuously  growing  export  trade  in 
California  wines  all  over  the  world,  and  ever-increasing  quantities  are  finding  their 
way  to  England,  where  they  are  taking  a  recognized  position,  being  appreciated  bv 
the  public  for  their  purity  and  wholesomeness. 

That  California,  with  its  manifold  advantages  in  all  these  respects,  is  rapidlv 
taking  its  place  as  one  of  Ihe  principal  wine-producing  countries  of  the  world  U 
undoubted,  and  it  is  not  surprising  to  those  who  know  the  facts  of  the  case.  The 
sooner  these  facts  become  more  widely  known  the  more  quickly  will  California 
wines  attain,  more  especially  in  this  country,  the  high  place  in  public  estimation  to 
to  which  their  excellent  qualities  assuredly  entitle  tiiem.

hia  the  whisky  interest  has  always  been  friendly  to  the  Dem- 

jcratic  party,  while  the  high-wine  interest  has  been   the  friend 

ind  ally  of  the  Republican  party,  and  has  contributed  immense 

bms  of  money  to  retain  the  Republicans  in  power.     For  the 


Democrats  now  to  turn  around  and  strike  a  blow  at  their  friends 
in  the  interest  of  the  whisky  trust,  a  monopoly  and  a  bitter  foe 
of  Democracy,  would  ba  such  an  act  ofingratitude,  as  well  as  out- 
rage, that  it  ought  not  to  bo  suffered  without  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  those  who  would  be  so  injured  to  have  the  Senate  right 
the  wrong  done  our  trade  by  the  Lower  House.

THE     F-RE/NCH     VI/NEgA-RBS. 

The  Moniteur  Vinicole  recently  published  an  interesting  ar- 
ticle on  the  present  condition  of  the  vineyards  in  France.  Ac- 
cording to  our  contemporary,  it  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose 
that  the  phylloxera  has  been  totally  driven  from  the  vineyards  ; 
on  the  contrary,  it  is  still  very  active,  but  measures  have  been 
devised  for  keeping  it  in  check,  and  the  ravages  caused  by  it  in 
the  past  are  rapidly  being  made  good  by  replantation.  After 
glancing  at  the  position  of  affairs  in  the  various  wine-growing 
departments,  our  contemporary  declares  that,  speaking  generally, 
the  situation  is  becoming  more  and  more  satisfactory,  because, 
although  the  phylloxera  may  make  a  little  progress  in  different 
places,  the  work  of  replantation  is  advancing  much  more  rapidly. 
Ou  this  subject,  M.  Henri  Lehrig,  editor  of  the  Fetdlle  Vinicole  de 
la  Gironde,  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  French  Consuls  abroad 
in  which  he  points  out  that  the  vineyards  of  the  Gironde  have 
quite  recovered  from  the  attacks  of  animal  and  vegetable  parasites 
that  for  some  years  past  have  affected  and  weakened  them,  and 
that  the  vines  are  now  quite  healthy  and  are  exceedingly  pro- 
ductive. M.  Lehrig  goes  on  to  say  that  the  wine  growers  of  the 
Gironde  are  well  able  to  compete  with  any  other  as  far  as  the 
quality  of  their  wine  is  concerned ;  but  he  urges  that  the  inter- 
national law  on  the  subject  of  trade  marks  should  be  altered  and 
made  more  stringent,  so  aw  to  protect  them  further  than  they 
are  protected  at  present  from  unfair  and  fraudulent  competition. 
In  conclusion,  he  gives  a  table  showing  the  results  of  tlie  vine 
harvests  in  the  department  of  the  Gironde  in  each  year  since 
1884.  In  that  year  178,500,000  bottles  were  filled,  while  this 
year  the  number  had  risen  to  666,000,000.

/California  wines— There  is  no  notable  feature  of  the 
^^  wine  market  except  the  continuation  of  the  heavy  vol- 
ume of  exports,  particularly  by  rail,  to  all  the  distributing 
points  of  the  country.  In  the  face  of  the  general  depression 
existing  it  is  doubtful  if  the  large  rail  exports  for  February  rep- 
resent actual  orders.  It  is  more  probable  that  shippers  fear  the 
collapse  of  tlie  North  American  Navigation  Company  and  a  re- 
turn to  higher  rates  of  transportation,  overland  and  via  Pana- 
ma, and  are  therefore  taking  advantage  of  the  present  low 
tariff"  to  get  their  goods  in  Eastern  warehouses  and  cellars. 
Trade  remains  about  the  same,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
passage  of  the  tariff"  bill  is  being  delayed  leaves  the  wine  busi- 
ness, in  all  its  branches,  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition. 
There  is  naturally  little  or  no  movement  from  first  hands,  but 
should  the  proposed  specific  duty  of  30  cents  per  gallon  become 
a  law,  we  look  for  some  life  in  the  transactions  between  mer- 
chant and  producer.  At  the  present  time  the  trade  can  only 
wait  for  the  Congressional  clouds  to  roll  by.  Exports  by  sea  for 
the  first  half  of  March  were  of  fair  volume,  including  some  fine 
shipments  to  Germany,  where  a  growing  demand  is  being  created 
for  certain  classes  of  our  wines.

/©ALIFORNIA  BRANDY— Trade  is  naturally  in  an  unset- 
^^  tied  condition,  owing  to  the  strong  probability  that  the  im- 
port duty  on  foreign  spirits  will  be  reduced  from  $2.50  per  gallon  to 
$1 .80,  representing  a  difference  nearly  equal  to  the  present  internal 
revenue  tax.  At  the  same  time  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  latter 
tax  will  be  increased  to  $1.10,  all  of  which  is  not  calculatedto  cre- 
ate a  spirit  of  speculation  or  investment  among  brandy  buyers. 
However,  shipments  continue  of  good  volume,  and  during  the 
past  fortnight  exports  to  Europe  have  been  exceedingly  heavy, 
particular  reference  to  which  is  made  elsewhere.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  Congress  will  see  the  necessity  of  passing  some  kind 
of  tariff"  law  and  thus  relieve  all  lines  of  trade  and  industry  of 
the  incubus  of  uncertainty  which  now  afflicts  them.  L'nwise  leg- 
islation would  not  be  as  harmful  as  the  •'  masterly  ina  ;tivity  " 
which  Mr.  Cleveland  told  about  some  years  ago,  and  of  which  he 
has  been  giving  the  country  an  overdose  during  the   past  year. 

The  production  of  brandy  holds  up  quite  well,  the  output 
during  February  having  been  52,057  gallons.  There  remained 
in  bond  in  the  State  on  February  28th,  1,692,691  gallons,  which 
is  certainly  a.  large  enough  %tock  for  all  re(iuirements.

^^^  to  be  gradually  increasing,  but  the  progress  is  .slow,  and 
with  the  exception  of  purchases  to  supply  absolute  needs,  there 
is  no  trading  and  there  will  be  none  until  the  tax  and  the  bonded 
period  questions  are  finally  settled.  It  is  a  very  trying  situation 
for  the  distillers  and  holders  of  large  stocks,  and  the  prospect 
that  the  tariff"  bill  will  nut  ba  passed  for  many  weeks  is  not  cal- 
culated to  improve  matters.  Receipts  of  whisky  overland  were 
of  good  volume  during  the  fortnight,  beijg  in  excess  of  spirits. 
Exports  were  unusually  light. 

/MPORTATIONS— AVhile  the  importers  are  doing  a  fair  busi- 
ness considering  the  conditions,  they  are  suffering  severely 
from  the  same  old  tariff"  complaint.  In  fact,  the}'  are  carrying  a 
heavier  handicap  than  the  whisky  trade,  as  they  are  unable  to 
sell  goods  for  direct  shipment  or  future  delivery  and  quote  a  fig- 
ure that  buyers  will  touch.  It  is  the  uncertainty  that  takes  the 
life  out  of  the  business,  and  the  trade  can  only  wait  till  the  jaw- 
shakers  and  law-makers  at  Washington  get  ready  to  act. 

The  importations  during  the  fortnight  were  of  good  volume.

REGULAR   CORRESPONDENCE. 

New  York,  March  14,  1894. 

There  has  been  but  little  improvement  in  trade  circles  here, 
since  my  last  letter,  although  the  fine  weather  of  the  past  fort- 
night has  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  local  trade  somewhat 
and  has  made  dealers  feel  more  hopeful.  The  lack  of  knowledge 
concerniug  the  eventual  result  of  the  tariff  negotiations  in  Con- 
gress has  been  a  most  prolific  source  of  uneasiness  and  conse- 
quent tightening  of  purse  strings  among  the  trade.  Distillers 
and  dealers  alike  have  been  engaged  in  waiting  to  see  "which 
way  the  cat  is  going  to  jump"  before  entering  into  their  usual 
arrangements,  while  the  Trust  has  advanced  the  price  of  their 
spirits.  I  have  heard,  despite  that  fact,  that  large  lots  of  whis- 
kies have  been  offered  here  at  prices  that  do  not  justify  their 
distillation,  although  I  am  disposed  to  think  these  lots  are  a  por- 
tion of  the  aftermath  resulting  from  the  cheap  goods  speculation 
craze  of  last  year.  Standard  brands  have  held  their  own  as  to 
prices  very  well  during  the  entire  depression,  although,  like  all 
other  branches  of  trade,  they  have  suffered  by  reason  of  the  light 
demand  of  the  past  few  months.  In  California  wines  the  stock  on 
hand  in  cellars  here  far  exceeds  the  demand,  and  prices  rule  ac- 
cordingly low,  and  judging  from  the  reports  of  several  sales 
made  lately,  some  party  in  the  trade  must  need  cellar  room,  but 
it  is  probable  that  these  were  isolated  cases,  as  the  large  dealers 
are  rather  conservative,  preferring  to  hold  their  goods,  except 
those  of  the  very  cheapest  grades,  rather  than  add  to  the  diffi- 
culties of  an  already  dull  and  heavy  market  by  cutting  the  gen- 
eral market  quotations. 

California  brandy,  while  the  demand  has  been  rather  mod- 
erate, has  stood  quite  firmly  in  the  general  sealing  of  liquor 
values.  The  leading  handlers  in  brandy  here  report  a  very 
satisfactorj'  outlook  for  the  future  of  good  California  brandies  in 
the  Eastern  markets. 

The  wine,  spirit,  beer  and  tobacco  exhibit  held  here  the 
first  of  this  month  was,  from  the  exhibition  standpoint,  a  fail- 
ure. But  few  worthy  exhibits  in  either  line  were  made,  the 
Kentucky  interests  being  represented  by  only  two  exhibits,  both 
of  which,  however,  were  quite  conspicuous.  These  were  the 
displays  of  Eastern  agents  of  the  O.  F.  C.  Co's.,  Frankfort,  Ky., 
bottled  goods,  aud  the  bottled  goods  of  the  Paul  Jones  Co.,  Lou- 
isville. The  wine  exhibits  were  confined  to  those  of  two  cham- 
pagne houses.  Being  the  first  of  the  kind  held  here,  its  project- 
ors lacked  the  experience  necessary  to  bring  it  to  a  successful 
issue,  but,  as  everything  has  to  have  its  beginning,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  next  one  held  will  receive  the  attention  of 
the  producers  of  the  articles  to  be  displayed,  so  that  it  will 
meet  with  the  success  that  such  praiseworthy  attempts  to  bring 
together  consumer  and  producer  merits. 

Much  satisfaction  is  expressed  among  the  wine  men  here, 
especially  California  wine  dealers,  at  the  action  of  the  Senate 
committee  in  relation  to  the  change  made  in  the  still  wine  duties 
to  a  specific  duty  of  30  cents  per  gallon  on  all  wines  under  14 
per  cent,  alcohol,  and  50  cents  per  gallon  on  all  above,  from  the 
ad  valorem  duties  orginally  intended.  The  whisky  men  are  also 
well  pleased  to  get  off  so  lightly  in  additional  tax,  and  feel  that 
they  are  fully  compensated  by  the  extension  of  the  bonded  peri- 
od, and  80  far  the  prevailing  opinion  existing  among  dealers  is 
that  these  portions  of  the  bill  will  pass  without  further  amend- 
ment. As  to  what  foundation  their  faith  is  planted  upon,  only 
time— the  great  solver  of  riddles — will  show,  for  the  dark  horse 
in  the  race  is  a  sure  thing  when  compared  with  Congressional 
probabilities. 

J.  D.  W.  Sherman  has  been  adding  to  the  improvements  in 
his  warehouse  until  he  now  is  in  a  position  to  guarantee  pei'- 
fect  satisfaction  in  the  storage  of  liquors,  his  warehouse  being 
equipped  with  elevators,  aud  is  dry  and  well  ventilated. 

Samuel  Wandelt,   the  old,   established  cooper  at  65  North 


Third  street,  Brooklyn,  has  made  such  additions  to  his  former 
immense  plant  that  he  is  now  making  the  manufacture  of  wine 
tanks,  puncheons  barrels  and  vats  a  specialty. 

The  Geyser  Peak  Vineyards  product— Walden  brandy — is 
meeting  with  a  most  flattering  success  throughout  the  Eastern 
States,  and  the  shipments  show  that  the  hard  times  this  winter 
have  not  affected  the  sales.  It  is  a  good  exemplification  of  the 
old  saying,  ''  Good  wine  needs  no  bush." 

James  P.  Smith  started  West  the  latter  part  of  February  on 
a  biisiness  trip,  and  has  kept  his  cellar  men  on  the  jump  ever 
since,  filling  the  orders  he  has  gathered  in  from  the  way  side.

WHOSE  OX    IS   BEI/NG    GOKED? 


The  Lower  Lake  Bulletin  of  the  3d  contains  an  ably  writ- 
ten article  directed  against  the  prohibitory  ordinance  en- 
forced in  the  county.  The  action  of  the  hotel  men,  who  refuse 
to  buy  provisions  in  Lake  county,  of  the  brewers  and  hop  deal- 
ers, and  the  threatened  action  of  the  wine  buyers,  is  having  its 
effect.     Here  are  some  extracts  from  the  article  : 

"We  think  the  objects  of  our  temperance  people  could  be 
more  nearly  compassed  by  different  means,  aud  by  which  retali- 
ation would  not  be  invited."     *     *     * 

"  That  not  one  in  one  dozen  of  the  affirmative  voters  upon 
that  subject  at  the  last  election  were  in  favor  of  the  present  or- 
dinance we  believe  to  be  a  fact."     *     *     * 

"  They  did  not  intend  the  sweeping  law  that  would  deprive 
many  of  our  best  and  enterprisng  citizens  of  the  means  of  earn- 
ing an  honest  living.  We  have  them  right  here  at  Lower  Lake, 
as  they  may  be  found  elsewhere  throughout  the  county,  men 
whose  sole  dependance  for  the  necessaries  of  life  for  themselves 
and  families  is  on  the  fruits  of  their  vintage,  and  when  we  vote 
them  into  poverty,  misery  and  abject  destitution  we  are  perpe- 
trating a  very  great  wrong  against  our  neighbors,  and  we  do  not 
believe  it  was  ever  intended  by  one  in  a  dozen  of  those  who 
favored  temperance  legislation  at  the  last  election."     *     *     * 

"  They  [the  summer  resorts]  are  communities  of  their  own, 
disconnected  with  public  matters  afltecting  the  ordinary  business 
affairs  of  the  county,  and  made  up  almost  entirely  of  non-resi- 
dents, people  from  other  States  and  countries  who  come  here 
for  a  temporary  halt  only,  soliciting  the  pleasures  of  our  incom- 
parable climate  or  the  restoration  of  health.  They  have  the 
habits  of  life  established  by  the  customs  of  society  whence  they 
came,  and,  of  course,  will  object  to  being  coerced  into  adopting 
the  new  and  puritanical  rules  laid  down  by  our  prohibition  ordi- 
nance. They  will  certainly  say  to  the  landlords  of  those  sum- 
mer resorts  :  '  If  j'ou  can't  supply  my  demands  I  will  leave  and 
go  where  I  can  be  accommodated,'  and  the  landlord  loses  his 
custom.  This  is  the  inevitable  result  which  has  the  final  de- 
nouement of  closing  up  all  such  resorts  in  the  countj'.  That 
would  be  wrong.  We  have  no  right  to  dictate  to  the  invalid  or 
tourist  what  they  shall  eat  or  drink,  but  simply  to  put  restric- 
tions upon  the  means  of  obtaining  such  desires.  Our  springs 
resorts  are  of  great  value  to  this  county.  They  are  finely  im- 
proved at  great  expense,  and  pay  heavy  taxes  for  the  support  of 
the  government.  They  invite  many  people  hither,  who  come 
and  leave  their  money  in  exchange  for  health  and  pleasure.  Our 
trade  with  that  class  of  people  is  all  profit,  aud  we  cannot  well 
afford  to  lose  it."     *     *     * 

"The  supervisors  should  meet  at  once  and  repeal  the  obnox- 
ious ordinance,  and  enact  a  high  license  one ;  not  because  of 
threits  and  intimidation,  but  because  it  is  right  and  in  the  pub- 
lic interest.  We  cannot  afford  to  lo,se  the  patronage  of  our 
springs  and  summer  resorts,  and  allow  them  to  be  closed.  We 
ought  not  to  expect  anything  of  the  kind.  We  must,  in  self-de- 
fense, preserve  a  means  of  living  ourselves.  While  we  have 
some  splendid  land,-we  cannot  raise  cotton,  and  sugar,  and  cof- 
fee. Those  and  many  other  articles  we  have  to  buy,  and  we 
must  have  some  means  of  obtaining  the  mon(!y  wherewith  to 
make  such  purchases.  If  we  could  live  and  prcsper  on  climate 
and  water  alone,  we  would  be  independent  of  the  world  in  our 
sylvan  elysium,  but,  unfortunately,  we  are  not  adapted  to  such 
limited  conditions,  and  we  must  do  as  other  communities  simi- 
larly situated."     *     *     * 

Ah,  ha ! !     Whose  ox  is  being  gored  now  ?

Another  fortnight  has  gone  by,  and  yet  the  wine  situation 
has  witnessed  no  change.  When  I  ask  the  dealers  for  news 
they  only  laugli  at  me  and  want  to  know  where  I  am  living 
these  days  that  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  no  such  thing  in 
existence  as  news. 

But  nevertheless  they  are  hustling  for  all  there  is  in  them 
and  most  of  them  are  placing  a  few  orders  right  along.  One 
broker  said  recently:  "Times  are  pretty  quiet,  and  yet  I  have 
placed  90  barrels  of  wine  this  week."  Another  one  said  :  "We 
have  no  cheap  wines  for  sale,  hence  are  not  in  it  with  some  of 
the  dealers,  but  we  have  a  nice  run  of  small  orders  all  the  time." 

Speaking  of  cheap  wines  reminds  me  of  the  sad  fact  that 
those  are  the  only  ones  that  ai'e  having  any  sort  of  a  run  in 
Chicago  at  this  time.  It  would  seem  that  for  the  present  it  is 
more  a  matter  of  price  than  quality.  Good  wine  will  be  driven 
from  the  field  entirely  unless  there  is  a  change  for  the  better  in 
the  near  future.  It  seems  useless  for  good  wine  to  attempt  to 
compete  with  the  cheap  stuff,  and  as  the  tiade  just  now  seems 
satisfied  with  poor  goods  at  low  prices,  there  is  only  discourage- 
ment ahead  for  the  legitimate  dealers. 

I  use  that  word  "legitimate"  advisedly.  As  everybody 
knows  who  knows  anything  about  wine  matters  at  all,  wine  can 
not  be  produced  for  the  price  at  which  it  is  selling  here  at  this 
time.  Therefore  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  people  who  are  offer- 
ing it  are  not  doing  a  sound  business.  Thej'  are  not  treating 
the  producers  right  or  they  are  losing  money  themselves. 

But  it  is  believed  that  these  people  will  have  their  day,  and 
a  short  one  at  that,  and  then  good  prices  will  rule  again  for 
good  wine.  There  are  dealers  here  who  will  not  part  with 
their  goods  at  less  than  their  established  price.  One  of  these 
gentlemen  related  an  incident  which  occurred  in  his  place  last 
week.  A  man  came  in  and  wanted  a  gallon  of  Port.  He  was 
told  that  the  price  was  $1.50.  The  man  said  he  could  get  it  a 
whole  lot  cheaper  than  that,  and  was  told  emphatically  to  go 
elsewhere  and  get  it.  The  man  was  gone  quite  a  while,  and 
finally  drifted  back  and  said  he  would  take  the  wine  at  the  price 
asked.  He  said  he  could  find  plenty  of  cheaper  wine,  but  that 
it  was  not  good.  That  is  the  source  of  the  hope  of  our  salvation. 
People  will  gradually  come  to  know  that  the  cheap  stuff  is  noth- 
ing but  slops,  and  that  if  they  want  good  wine  they  must  pay  a 
decent  price  for  it. 

The  brandy  trade  still  remains  pretty  fair  both  as  to  price 
and  to  demand.  Mr.  Veatch,  representing  Vina,  is  just  in  from 
an  extended  trip,  and  he  reports  a  good  line  of  business.  It  be- 
g^ins  to  look  as  though  brandy  was  a  much  more  reliable  product 
than  wine,  and  that  in  time  much  of  the  wine  grown  in  Califor- 
nia will  have  to  be  made  into  brandy  if  the  grower  cares  to  con- 
tinue in  the  business. 

Whisky  is  still  in  the  dumps,  and  until  the  Wilson  bill  is 
signed  by  the  President  it  will  continue  to  be.  The  prospect  of 
the  Senate  increasing  the  fax  to  $1.10  is  looked  upon  with  favor 
by  the  wholesaler  and  is  mightily  pleasing  to  the  Trust.  The 
wholesalers  did  not  feel  that  they  could  force  their  customers  to 
meet  the  advance  of  ten  cents  a  gallon,  but  with  an.  advance  of 
twenty  cents  it  will  be  all  right  to  bill  it  out  at  those  figures. 
Afl  the  bill  now  stands,  the  wholesale  people  are  well  pleased  with 
it.  They  will  do  just  as  much  business  with  a  tax  of  $1.10  as 
they  did  at  ninety  cents.  They  are  not  in  favor  of  an  extended 
bonded  period.  As  for  the  Trust,  a  man  with  half  an  eye  can 
see  where  it  is  to  their  advantage  to  have  the  tax  put  up  to  the 
proposed  limit.  They  have  all  their  distilleries  working  up  to 
their  full  capacity,  and  have  advanced  their  prices  three  cents 
lately. 

As  for  the  trade,  it  is  still  in  the  dark  and  nothing  will  or 


can  be  done  till  the  bill  is  passed.  There  is  some  buying,  but  it 
is  only  in  small  lots  for  present  needs. 

The  Jarvis  Wine  and  Brandy  Company  which  recently  con- 
fessed judgment  for  nearly  $15,000  in  favor  of  the  Home  National 
Bank,  has  resumed  business  at  the  old  quarters. 

Mr.  DiUman,  a  former  wine  broker  in  Milwaukee,  is  now 
traveling  for  the  Schlitz  Brewing  Co. 

August  Wilken  and  family  have  returned  from  their  visit  to 
New  Orleans.  He  says  he  was  not  as  well  pleased  with  the  cli- 
mate of  the  Cresent  city  as  he  was  with  San  Francisco. 

As  the  first  of  May  approaches  there  are  a  number  of 
changes  of  location,  but  all  of  them  are  under  the  rose  as  yet. 
Rents  on  the  south  side  iu  the  main  business  center  are  greatly* 
reduced  from  last  year,  and  that  is  much  to  the  advantage  of 
those  wine  men  who  run  bars  in  connection  with  their  business. 

In  the  injunction  suit  of  the  Apollinaris  Company,  Ltd.,  of 
London,  P^ug.,  against  Charles  T.  Davis  and  other  defendants, 
before  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  northern  district 
of  Illinois,  Judge  Grosscup  has  entered  a  final  decree  perpetually 
enjoining  the  defendants  from  imitating  the  yellow  Apollinaris 
labels  and  from  in  any  manner  pursuing  a  course  of  unlawful  or 
unfair  competition  in  trade  calculated  to  injure  the  Apollinaris 
Company's  business  or  reputation.  In  the  Cook  county  criminal 
court  Davis  has  also  pleaded  guilty  to  an  indictinent  under  the 
State  law  found  by  the  grand  jury  for  imitating  and  using  im- 
itations of  the  Apollinaris  labels.  The  penalty  for  violation  of 
this  law  is  a  fine  of  from  $100  to  $200,  or  from  three  months  to 
one  year  imprisonment,  or  both.     Sentence  was  suspended. 

The  Vienna  Company  has  incorporated  ;  capital  stock,  $20,- 
000.  The  purpose  is  buying,  selling  and  dealing  in  wines,  liquors 
tobacco  and  cigars  and  carrying  on  the  hotel  and  restaurant 
business,  etc.  Incorporators ;  .  Max  Goldberg,  John  Damke, 
Fank  Wendt.  L.  L.  Palmer. 


The  Anderson  and  Nelson  Distilleries  Company  is  sending 
out  two  circulars  to  the  members  of  Congress  and  other  inter- 
ested persons.  The  first  relates  to  an  extension  of  the  bonding 
period,  and  advocates  an  extension  of  from  five  to  ten  years. 
The  second  relates  to  an  increase  in  the  tax,  objecting  to  an  in- 
crease, or,  if  an  increase  must  be  made,  proposing  to  make  a  dif- 
ferential tax  according  to  the  age  of  the  whisky  :  whisky  ud  to  six 
months  old  to  pay  $1.20:  from  six  to  twelve  months,  $1.10;  from 
twelve  to  twenty-four  months,  $1;  older  than  twenty-four  months, 
90  cents.  The  circulars  are  well  and  abl3'  written,  and  deserve  to 
bear  good  fruit.

ALAMEDA    COUNTY. 

The  portion  of  the  Alameda  County  building  which  is  de- 
voted to  the  display  of  wines  and  brandies  is  the  entire  south 
wall.  The  building  itself  is  located  close  to  the  Administration 
building,  and  is  in  one  of  the  most  desirable  locations  on  the 
grounds.  Much  of  the  space  is  devoted  to  an  enclosure  in  which 
wines  and  brandies  can  be  sampled,  and  which  is  in  charge  of 
F.  S.  Fowler,  of  Livermore.  The  mouldings  and  decorative 
wood-work  used  in  the  Alameda  exhibit  in  the  main  Horticult- 
ural building  at  Chicago  are  used  in  making  the  enclosure. 

Among  those  whose  wines  are  shown  in  the  Livermore  Val- 
ley section  are  Aguillon  &  Bustelli,  J.  Concannon,  Lomitas  Vine- 
yard of  E.  R.  Lilienthal,  Ruby  Hill  Vineyard  of  John  Crellin  & 
Sons,  Cresta  Blanca  Vineyard  of  C.  A.  Wetmore,  Mont  Rouge 
Vineyard  of  Chauche  &  Bon,  and  the  Olivina  Vineyard  of 
Julius  P.  Smith.  The  bottles  are  displayed  to  excellent  advant- 
age, and  the  exhibit  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  on  the  entire 
grounds. 

Immediately  adjoining  the  Livermore  Valley  section  are 
the  exhibits  of  John  L.  Beard  and  C.  C.  Mclver.  Mr.  Beard, 
whose  vineyard  is  located  at  Warm  Springs,  makes  a  handsome 
display  of  his  red  wines  and  other  varieties.  Mr.  Mclver's 
vineyard,  as  is  well  known,  is  located  at  Mission  San  Jose.  In 
the  center  of  his  exhibit  are  two  casks,  arouad  which  are  grouped 
neat  cases  in  which  his  bottled  wines  are  shown. 

NORTHERN    CALIFORNIA  BUILDING. 

The  Northern  California  building,  as  regards  wine  exhibits, 
is  in  more  ways  than  one  a  disappointment.  The  principal  wine 
exhibits  are  those  from  Napa  County,  and  to  an  impartial  ob- 
server it  would  appear  that  from  the  amount  of  money  expended 
by  the  people  of  Napa  valley  on  their  exhibit,  a  better  showing 
could  have  been  made.  The  Napa  valley  wines  are  so  well  and 
favorably  known  that,  in  a  building  of  this  size,  they  should  have 
received  more  space.  They  are  cramped  back  in  a  corner  out 
of  the  main  line  of  travel  through  the  building.  Within  the  ex- 
hibit there  is  a  very  nicely  arranged  perspective  view  of  the  cel- 
lar, something  on  the  plan  of  the  splendid  Vina  exhibit  at 
Chicago.  What  there  is  of  the  exhibit  of  Napa  County,  however, 
is  very  tasty  and  neat. 

Among  those  who  exhibit  are :  Tiburcio  Parrott,  St.  Hel- 
ena; J.  Mathews,  Napa;  Kortum  &  Fuelscher,  Calistoga;  C. 
Carpy  &  Co.,  Napa;  John  Thomann,  St.  Helena;  Jacob  Schram, 
St.  Helena;  H.  W.  Crabb,  Oakville;  A.  Brun  &  Co.,  Oakville; 
Ewer  &  Atkinson,  Rutherford;  Otto  Normann,  Howell  Mountain; 
A.  Grimm  &  Co.,  Calistoga;  Beringer  Bros,  St.  Helena;  A.  H. 
Grossman,  Napa;  W.  W.  Lyman,  St.  Helena;  Napa  Valley  Wine 
Co. ;  and  George  Husmann  &  Sons,  Chiles  Valley. 

Mr.  Husmann  has  an  exhibit  of  casks  made  up  of  vari- 
ous colored  woods,  which  is  very  attractive. 

Close  to  the  Napa  Valley  wine  exhibit  is  that  of  Napa  Soda, 
which  has  little  to  commend  it  except  its  size.  A  display  of 
Samuel  Soda  is  also  made  in  the  vicinity. 

Among  the  other  exhibits  in  the  Northern  California  Build- 
ing are  those  of  George  Sieber  of  Marysville,  who  has  a  column 
of  bottles  in  the  Yuba  county  exhibit;  of  the  Cordelia  Wine  Co., 
of  Cordelia,  which  has  a  similar  column  of  bottles  in  the  Solano 
county  exhibit,  close  to  the  display  of  the  Tolenas  Soda;  of  J. 
Kaiser,  of  Loomis,  who  has  a  small  exhibit  in  the  Placer  county 
show;  of  the  Buffalo  Brewing  Co.,  of  Sacramento,  in  that  county's 
section;  of  John  Beemer,  in  the  Colusa  county  exhibit,  and  of  the 
Shasta  Mineral  Water  Co.,  in  the  Shasta  display. 

It  was  expected  that  the  Vina  Vineyard  of  the  Stanford 
estate  would  make  a  handsome  showing  in  the  section  allotted  to 
Tehama  county.  Up  to  the  present  date,  however,  these  expec- 
tations have  not  been  realized.  There  are  a  few  bottles  of 
brandy  and  some  dozen  and  a  half  bottles  of  unfermented  grape 
juice,  together  with  the  wine  fountains  shown  in  Chicago,  in  the 


entire  display.  These  fountains  are  not  kept  running,  and  are 
off  in  a  corner  where  few  could  see  them  if  they  were.  It  is  a 
pity  that  the  Stanford  people  did  not  insist  on  having  a  better 
representation,  as  the  vineyard  is  the  largest  in  the  world,  and 
their  brandies  among  the  best  known  in  the  country. 

SANTA  CLARA  COUNTY. 

In  the  Santa  Clara  County  building  ample  space  and  due 
attention  is  given  to  the  importance  of  the  viticultural  interests 
in  that  portion  of  the  State.  Immediately  on  the  right  of  the 
main  entrance  is  a  tall  twelve-sided  pyramidal  structure  whieli 
rears  its  height  fully  twenty  feet  into  the  air.  Surrounding  its 
base  are  the  ends  of  oval  casks  bearing  the  names  of  Brasiy  & 
Co.,  San  Jose;  Bernard  Distillery,  Mountain  View;  E.  W.  Scott, 
Santa  Clara;  the  Miraflores  Vineyard,  of  Cupertino;  the  Los 
Gatos  &  Saratoga  Wine  Co.,  of  Los  Gatos,  Paul  Masson  of  San 
Jose;  El  Quito  vineyard  of  E.  E.  Goodrich,  Santa  Clara;  J.  C. 
Merithew,  West  Side;  R.  T.  Pierce,  Santa  Clara,  and  Wm.  Weh- 
ner,  Evergreen.  The  bottles  are  tastefully  arranged  on  botli 
sides  of  the  great  pyramid  reacliing  into  the  air. 

Mr.  Masson  also  makes  a  large  and  attractive  exhibit  ol' 
his  champagnes,  adjacent  to  the  display  of  still  wines,  and  the 
visitor  cannot  but  be  impressed  on  entering  the  building  witli 
the  magnitude  of  the  industry  of  Santa  Clara  County. 

Close  to  these  exhibits  is  one  made  by  the  California  Grape 
Food  Co.,  of  Los  Gatos,  and  Mr.  Goodrich,  the  owner  of  the  El 
Quito  vineyard,  has  a  splendid  showing  of  Olive  oils  in  addition 
to  his  wine  exhibit. 

It  is  natural  that  in  the  main  Horticultural  building  the  ex- 
hibit of  foreign  wines  and  liquors  would  be  expected.  While 
the  general  effect  of  all  exhibits  viewed  from  the  gallery  of  the 
portion  of  the  building  in  which  the  display  is  made  is  not  as 
pleasing  as  it  might  be,  and  there  have  been  no  general,  compre- 
hensive plans  of  arrangement,  still  there  are  individual  exhibits 
which  compare  very  favorably  with  similar  displays  made  in 
Chicago. 

One  of  the  most  striking  and  pleasing  displays  is  that  of  the 
Crown  Distilleries'  Co.,  of  this  city,  which  is  located  close  to  the 
principal  entrance  on  the  north  wing  of  the  building.  The  ex- 
hibit is  enclosed  by  a  plain  but  solid  railing  and  consists  of  three 
large  cases  which  inclose  quadrangular  pyramids  in  which  the 
goods  handled  by  this  company  are  shown.  One  pyramid  is  en- 
tirely devoted  to  the  Cyrus  Noble  Bourbon  whiskies,  the  brand 
which  is  made  a  specialty  by  the  company. 

Another  case  is  devoted  to  the  malt  liquors  of  Sir  Robert 
Porter  &  Co.,  for  which  the  company  are  agents,  and  three  are 
devoted  to  the  wines  of  W.  &  A.  Gilbey,  of  London.  The 
Crown  Distilleries'  Co.  has  made  one  of  the  most  creditable  in- 
dividual exhibits  in  the  entire  building,  and  their  display  is 
justly  considered  one  of  the  chief  attractions.  j 

Another  very  attractive  display  is  that  of  Hiram  Walker  &| 
Co.,  of  Walkerville,  Canada,  the  manufacturers  of  the  well- 
known  Canadian  Club  whiskies.  This  exhibit  is  large,  made  of 
wicker  work,  and  within  is  a  reception  room  in  charge  of  W.  H. 
McNeil,  where  all  the  friends  of  the  brand  and  distilling  interests 
generally  will  be  made  welcome. 

The  Abramson-Heunisch  Co.  has  a  large  and  excellently 
arranged  di.splay  of  corks,  and  bottlers  and  wine  makers'  supplier 
which  challenges  the  attention  of  all  visitors.  There  is  in  thit 
exhibit  a  pagoda  made  entirely  of  corks,  and  the  wainscoting 
and  all  the  decorations  are  of  the  same  material.  It  is  surpris- 
ing at  first  glance  to  see  to  what  very  decorative  uses  corks  can, 
be  applied.  The  display  also  shows  bottles  of  every  kind  and| 
shape,  whether  for  the  wine  or  drug  trade,  and  the  style  of  corkf 
shown  appears  to  be  limitless. 

Sir  John  Power  &  Son,  the  well-known  distillers  of  Irisl 
whiskies,  for  which  C.  W.  Craig  &  Co.,  of  this  city,  are  agents 
have  reproduced  their  shaft,  covered  with  bottles,  which  was 
shown  in  Chicago,  and  in  the  rear  of  this  they  have  a  small  office 
This  column  of  bottles  reaches  almost  to  the  roof  of  the  building 
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and  is  certain  to  catch  the  eye  and  attention  of  even  the  most 
casual  observer. 

Sherwood  &  Sherwood,  of  this  city,  who  are  agents  for 
Sclilitz  beer,  E.  &  J.  Burks,  malt  liquors  and  whiskies,  and 
Raskaram  &  Gerstley  &  Co.,  Rye  whiskies,  have  a  handsomely 
decorated  booth  in  which  their  goods  are  shown  to  excellent  ad- 
vantage. 

Close  to  the  exhibit  of  the  Crown  Distilleries  Co.  and  that 
of  Sir  John  Power  &  Son,  is  a  display  of  Jones,  Mundy  &  Co., 
representing  the  well-known  G.  H.  Munn  champagnes.  The  ex- 
hibit is  surmounted  by  a  large  bottle  fully  eight  feet  in  height. 

The  E.  G.  Lyons  Co.,  of  this  city,  have  a  tastefully  decorated 
booth  in  which  their  syrup  cordials  and  various  specialties  are 
nicely  displayed. 

The  Spanish  wine  exhibit  consists  of  various  pyramidal 
casks  tastefully  arranged,  and,  being  in  one  of  the  main  aisles, 
is  sure  to  attract  attention. 

S.  B.  Rothenberg  &  Co.,  of  Oakland,  agents  for  the  Berliner 
Bitters,  have  a  large  booth  devoted  to  showing  their  goods. 
The  exhibit  is  square  in  shape,  and  at  each  corner  are  four  im- 
mense battles,  showing  the  brand  to  good  advantage. 

The  Portuguese  exhibit  is  in  rather  an  out-of-the-way  place, 
but  is  complete  and  comprehensive.  Ports  of  all  ages  are  shown, 
and  when  the  new  Viticultural  Palace,  erected  by  the  California 
wine  men,  is  opened,  the  Portuguese  show  will  be  in  the  main 
line  traversed  by  visitors. 

McCondray  Bros.  &  Lockard,  agents  for  Louis  Roederer's 
champagnes,  have  a  tastefully  decorated  booth  devoted  to  spread- 
ing the  public  demand  for  this  well  known  and  popular  brand. 

Ewer  &  Atkinson,  of  Rutherford,  Napa  county,  who  have 
lately  branched  out  in  the  business  of  making  unfermented  wine, 
have  a  large  booth  in  which  their  Eureka  grape  juice  is  dis- 
played to  the  best  advantage. 

Dallemand  &  Co.,  of  this  city  and  Chicago,  are  represented 
in  a  neat  booth  in  which  their  Cream  Pure  Rye  is  prominently 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 

The  mineral  water  bottlers  are  extensively  represented. 

Geyser  water  has  a  separate  booth,  and  the  same  is  true  of 
Bethesda  water,  for  which  L.  Cahen  &  Son  are    agents,  while  in 
the   Mendocino  Co.  exhibit  Lytton's   soda,  Bartlett    water  and 
Highland  water  all  have  a  prominent  place  under  the  direction 
of  A.  B.  La  Motte,  of  Sonoma,  wine  maker,  who  is  in  charge. 

The  Humbolt  Water  Company  is  also  represented  in  a 
small  exhibit. 

The  Beer  men  have  certainly  no  reason  to  complain  of  the'r 
representation.  John  "Wieland  &  Sons,  of  San  Francisco,  have 
an  attractive  display,  and,  supplementing  this,  is  the  Fredericks- 
burg display,  of  San  Jose. 

One  exhibit  which  was  scarcely  to  be  expected  is  found  in 
the  section  occupied  by  Northwestern  Canada,  where  the  Red 
Cross  Brewery,  of  British  Columbia,  has  a  fine  show  of  their 
export  beer. 

The  county  exhibits  in  the  building  are  quite  extensive, 
and  in  the  principal  displays  the  wine  men  have  a  good  repre- 
sentation. 

The  Sonoma  exhibit,  which  is  located  close  to  the  central 
dome  of  the  building,  has  a  series  of  booths  in  which  the  wines 
of  the  Fountaingrove  Vineyard  Co.  and  I.  De  Turk,  of  Santa 
Rosa;  F.  Korbel  &  Bro.,  Korbel's  Mills;  the  Italian-Swiss  Colo- 
ny, of  Asti,  and  J.  Gundlach  &  Co.,  of  Sonoma,  are  shown  to 
good  advantage. 

In  the  Merced  County  exhibit  the  Buhach  Producing  and 
Manufacturing  Co  has  a  fine  display  of  wines  and  brandies, 
while  in  the  Santa  Rosa  section  the  Glenwood  Wine  Company,  of 
'>lenwood,  and  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountain  Wine  Company,  of 
'inta  Cruz,  are  brought  into  prominence. 

The  only  exhibit  in  the  San  Benito  section  is  that  of  Wm. 
Palmtag,  of  Hollister,  whose  wines  are  shown  upon  a  large  con- 
il  frame. 

The    Wagner  Stills,   made   by  Ludwig  Wagner,  have  an 
ppropriate  place  in   the  building,   and   are  attracting  much 

ention.

In  the  San  Joaquin  County  building  Geo.  West  &  Son,  of 
Stockton,  make  an  attractive  and  extensive  display. 

E.  F.  Preston,  of  the  Portala  Vineyard,  Searsville,  is  repre- 
sented in  the  San  Mateo  County  show.

The  California  Wine  Growei-s'  Union  have  recently  made 
an  extensive  change  in  the  arrangement  of  their  cellar  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Sutter  and  Grant  avenue,  and  the  casks  and  barrels  are 
now  so  arranged  that  one  can  get  a  very  comprehensive  view  of 
the  plant  from  either  end  of  the  cellar.  Among  the  large  coop- 
erage are  one  hundred  and  fifty  two-thousand-gallon  casks, 
which  give  good  capacity  for  the  handling  of  the  growing  busi- 
ness of  the  Union  The  cellar  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  city, 
and,  what  is  more,  is  well  stocked  with  some  of  the  choicest  of 
the  old  and  young  wines  in  California. 


Moore,  Hunt  &  Co.  have  just  received  per  the  ship  Alame- 
da, from  New  York,  128  barrels  of  Jesse  Moore  whisky.  The 
lot  has  quite  a  history.  About  Aug.  30,  last,  the  Alameda  put 
into  Rio  Janeiro,  leaking,  but  for  forty  days  she  could  not  be 
repaired.  The  Brazilian  revolution  was  then  in  active  progress, 
and  until  the  arrival  of  an  American  man-of-war  in  the  harbor 
of  Rio  the  Alameda  was  frequently  treated  to  a  shower  of  bul- 
lets from  small  arms.  When  the  man-of-war  Charleston  rrachcd 
Rio  the  Alameda  repaired,  and  she  sailed  again  on  the  20th  of 
January.  The  whisky  is  an  unusually  fine  lot,  and  is  now  being 
distributed.

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HEAVY   SHIPMENTS   TO   GERMANY. 


The  wine  and  brandy  shippers  have  had  a  fruitful  theme  for 
discussion  during  the  past  week  in  the  unusually  large  exports 
of  brandy  to  Germany  by  the  German  bark  J.  C.  Pfluger,  which 
cleared  for  Bremen  on  the  12th  inst.,  and  sailed  the  following  day. 

The  exports  in  the  aggregate  were  the  largest  ever  made  by 
one  ship  from  this  port — or  from  any  other  port  in  the  United 
States.  An  examination  of  our  tables  of  exports  will  show  the 
details  of  these  exports.  The  aggregate  was  163,455  gallons, 
valued  at  $91,996. 

To  all  intents  and  purposes  the  brandy  was  exported  by  four 
shippers,  and  the  quantity  exported  by  H.  H.  Veuve  was  so 
comparatively  small  it  may  be  said  that  but  three  distillers  had 
a  part  in  the  movement.  These  are  the  Natoma  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, which  shipped  1250  barrels  and  1250  half  barrels,  by  long 
odds  the  largest  single  shipment  ever  made  by  a  California  con- 
cern to  a  foreign  port ;  the  Vina  Distillery  (Stanford),  shipping 
500  barrels  in  the  name  of  the  manager,  C.  G.  Lathrop,  to 
which  may  bo  added  the  297  barrels  exported  by  N.  T.  Smith 
and  the  100  barrels  by  W.  E.  Brown;  and  400  barrels  shipped 
by  E.  Walden,  Jr.,  for  Walden  &  Co.,  of  Geyserville. 

It  is  understood  that  much  of  the  Vina  brandy  is  sold. 
That  of  the  Natoma  Company  was  distilled  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  demand  of  German  consumers.  The  market  for  the 
Walden  brandy  is  well  developed  abroad,  both  in  Germany  and 
Great  Britain. 

If  the  detailed  shipments  of  wine  by  the  same  vessel,  found 
ou  another  page,  arc  examined,  it  will  be  found  that  the  two 
largest  shippers  are  the  Natoma  Vineyard  Company  and  C. 
Carpy.  The  N^atoma  Company  shipped  Port,  while  of  the  Carpy 
exports  200  barrels  were  Zinfandel,  to  meet  the  demand  already 
existing  abroad  for  Mr.  Carpy's  wines,  and  25  barrels  contained 
finest  selected  Eiesling.  This  matter  of  exporting  large  quanti- 
ties of  white  wines  to  Germany  may  seem  like  "  sending  coals 
to  Newcastle,"  yet  the  order  was  given  after  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  samples  sent  some  months  ago  by  Mr.  Carpy  to  his  Ger- 
man connections.

WHITE'S    GOOD    WOHK. 


As  au  assurance  to  the  California  wine  men  of  the  vigilance 
with  which  Senator  Stephen  M.  "White  is  looking  after  their  in- 
terests in  Washington,  we  reprint  the  following  from  the  Wash- 
ington Fod  of  March  3: 

"  Senator  White,  of  California,  was  hefore  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee again  yesterdaj',  presenting  his  views  concerning  certain 
items  in  the  tariff  bill  affecting  Pacific  Coast  interests.  He  is 
ready  to  support  the  specific  rates  for  wines  recommended  by 
the  joint  representatives  of  the  American  wine  producers  and 
the  importers,  which  are,  in  effect,  a  compromise  of  existing  in- 
terests. It  seems,  however  that  the  French  lobby  has  continued 
some  sort  of  independent  action  and  has  created  some  new 
causes  of  friction.  Consul  General  Bruewart,  of  Chicago,  is  here 
under  orders  from  the  French  government  to  look  after  the  new 
schedules,  and  there  are  also  two  special  representatives  of 
French  commercial  syndicates,  viz.:  Mr.  Leon  Chotteau,  delegate 
of  a  Paris  committee,  and  W.  G.  Knowles,  ex-United  States 
consul  from  Bordeaux,representing  a  syndicate  of  wine  merchants 

"  The  combined  importing  interests  ol  New  York  are  rep- 
resented by  Col.  Charles  McK.  Leoser,  president  of  the  Wine 
and  Spirit  Traders'  Society;  the  California  wine  producers  by 
Charles  A.  Wetmore,  of  the  California  State  Viticultural  Com- 
mission. 

"  The  two  latter  have  agreed  to  certain  terms  as  to  wines, 
but  now  from  some  source  comes  an  attack  on  brandies  and  oth- 
er spirituous  beverages  which  calls  out  the  full  force  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  opposition  and  endangers  the  harmony  that  was  sup- 
posed to  prevail.  The  present  tariff  on  brandies  and  other 
spirits  is  $2.50  per  proof  gallon.  The  Wilson  bill  reduces  this 
to  81.80,  a  figure  not  pleasing  to  genuine  brandy  distillers,  but 
suffered  to  pass  without  serious  protest  for  the  sake  of  harmony 
in  other  matters.  Now  there  seems  to  be  a  demand  for  a  tariff 
still  lower. 

"  Senator  White  has  shown  to  the  committee  that  the  Amer- 


ican tariff  on  spirits  is  lower  than  that  of  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  many  other  countries,  and  that  the  proposed  re- 
duction would  benefit  no  one  except  those  engaged  in  manufact- 
uring spurious  compounds. 

"  Incidentally  he  has  called  the  attention  of  the  committee 
to  the  peculiarity  of  the  French  tariff,  which  is  what  might  be 
called  a  double  tariff  system,  viz.:  a  general  high  tariff  against 
all  the  world,  and  a  special  or  minimum  tariff  granted  to  favored 
countries.  The  United  States  is  excluded  from  French  markets 
in  all  items  except  raw  material  and  a  few  unimportant  excep- 
tions. The  French,  however,  are  treated  in  this  country  on  the 
footing  of  the  most  favored  nation. 

"American  wines,  alcohols,  raisins,  nuts,  etc.,  as  well  as  cot- 
ton, machinery,  wagons,  watches  and  other  manufactured  articles 
are  taxed  from  20  to  50  per  cent,  higher  than  similar  products  of 
England,  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  certain  other  countries. 

'•  It  is  understood  that  Senator  White  is  in  favor  of  a  pro- 
vision to  be  inserted  in  the  Wilson  bill  limiting  the  advantages 
of  our  new  tariff  to  those  countries  which  place  us  on  the  foot- 
ing of  the  most  favored  nation.  France  could  then  show  by  a 
practical  law,  rather  than  by  doubtful  promises  from  irresponsi- 
ble agents,  whether  she  really  values  commerce  with  this  coun- 
try, or  whether  she  is,  to  use  a  recent  Western  expression,  only 
'  playing  us  for  greenhorns.' 

"  Among  the  statements  submitted  relating  to  these  sub- 
jects, the  following  are  of  general  interest : 

"  From  the  report  of  Consul  Trail,  for  the  United  States,  at 
Marseilles,  published  in  the  volume  of  Commercial  Relations  for 
the  years  1890-91  by  the  Department  of  State,  the  following  ex- 
tract is  taken  : 

"  '  Raisins  and  currants  for  Wine — These  two  ai  tides  form 
a  very  important  branch  of  the  commerce  of  this  city  (Mar- 
seilles), as  they  are  largely  used  in  the  manufacture  of  wine. 
Imports  during  1889  reached  the  high  figure  of  49,780  tons,  be- 
ing an  increase  of  6,300  tons  over  1888.  This  increase  was  due 
to  the  bad  crop  of  grapes  in  the  French  vineyards,  the  deficit 
in  the  wine  out-turn   being  made  up  with  wine  expressed  and

made  from  raisins  and  currants.  *  *  *  A  certain  quantity 
of  inferior  raisins  and  currants  is  used  for  distilling  in  the  same 
way  as  inferior  Persian  grapes  that  are  imported  in  bags  (mats) 
for  that  purpose  only,  and  "  as  distilling  dates."  ' 

''  The  above  is  quoted  in  order  to  show  that  there  is  a  large 
market  in  France  for  dried  grapes.  A  few  years  ago  the  vine- 
growers  in  California  attempted  to  dispose  of  their  surplus  wine 
grapes  by  drying,  and  seriously  considered  the  French  markets, 
but  found  that  they  were  excluded  by  reason  of  the  discrimina- 
tion of  the  French  tariff  against  American  goods  and  in  favor  of 
those  of  the  Orient. 

"  From  the  same  report  referred  to  above  we  find  that  the 
entire  importation  of  wine  in  casks  into  the  port  of  Marseilles 
for  the  year  1889  was  132,906,845  litres.  The  exports  during  the 
same  year  were  19,902,417  litres.  This  shows  that  in  Marseilles 
there  is  a  demand  for  more  wine  imported  than  exported. 

"  From  the  volume  of  Commercial  Relations  for  '91  and  '92 
we  learn  from  the  reports  of  the  same  consul  at  Marseilles  as 
follows : 

"  '  According  to  the  chamber  of  commerce  report  there 
were  imported  114,828,608  litres  of  wine  in  1891,  of  which 
87,388  litres  came  from  the  United  States,  an  increase  of  85,000 
litres  over  1890.' 

"  Daring  that  year  a  trade  began  iu  California  wines  on  ac- 
count of  the  great  deficiency  in  the  French  cropand  the  ruinously 
low  prices  at  which"  California  wines  were  being  sold.  It  ceased, 
however,  as  soon  as  the  tariff'  law  of  France  was  passed  in  Janu- 
ary, 1892,  which  was  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  American  com- 
petition, and  incidentally,  the  development  and  progress  of 
American  viticulture. 

"  During  the  vintage  of  1893  a  condition  aifecting  both  the 
products  of  tne  vineyards  of  P'rance  and  the  United  States,  caused 
by  unusually  large  crops  in  both  places,  effectually  closes  for  the 
present  the  French  markets.  In  1892  the  French  vintage 
amounted  to  about  650,000,000  gallons,  which  was  about  the 
average  of  a  number  of  preceding  years.  Iu  1893  the  crop 
amounted  to  about  1,300,000,000  gallons,  or  to  about  the  average 
for  the  crops  of  the  ten  years  preceding  1878.  This  sudden  in- 
crease, however,  caught  the  growers  without  sufficient  cooperage 
and  cellar  facilities,  and  there  has  been,  therefore,  a  temporary 
falling  of  prices  and  an  unusual  effort  on  the  part  of  the  French 
to  dispose  of  the  surplus  for  which  they  have  not  at  present  the 
usual  facilities  for  storage.  This  enormous  increase,  is,  however, 
not  to  be  considered  permanent,  but  temporary  only.  Its  effect, 
however,  has  been  to  greatly  disturb  prices  and  to  cause  alarm 
on  the  part  of  domestic  producers  in  this  country,  who  are  suffer- 
ing at  present  from  a  similar  sudden  increase  of  their  own  prod- 
ucts. 

"  The  vintage  of  California  in  1892  was  about  20,000,000 
gallons;  in  1 893  the  crop  amounted  to  about  22,000,000  gallons. 
The  financial  depression  throughout  the  country  affects  vine 
growers  more  than  others,  because  their  products  are  not  only 
treated  as  articles  of  luxury,  subject  to  diminution  of  demand 
during  dull  times,  but  also  entail  excessive  expenses  of  storage 
whenever  a  surplus  is  obtained  when  money  is  scarce  and  diffi- 
cult to  procure  to  sustain  credit. 

It  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  in  articles  such  as  wines,  com- 
merce is  subject  to  extraordinary  fluctuations  of  prices,  and  that 
under  an  ad  valorem,  system  importations  would  take  place  prin- 
cipally in  years  of  large  production  and  be  held  in  bond  for 
years,  if  necessary,  to  be  sold  when  prices  rise  ;  and  those  who 
have  speculated  on  the  former  low  prices  can  hold  the  markets 
against  all  future  importations,  because  under  the  law,  the  ad 
valorem  rate  is  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  value  at  the  tin>e  of 
importation,  and  not  at  the  timeot  withdrawal  from  bond.  Un- 
der such  circumstances,  the  wine  trade  would  be  at  the  mercy  of 
speculators,  and  the  revenue  collected  would  not  be  in  accord- 
ance with  value  at  all.  After  holding  such  wines  without  tax 
for  three  years  in  bond,  the  speculator  would  pay  in  accordance 
with  the  bankrupt  values  of  surplus  stocks  of  three  years  pre- 
Ci-'ding,  whereas  the  importer,  who  would  desire  to  bring  in  fresh 
lots  of  the  same  class  of  goods,  which  had  been  kept  in  the  mean- 
time in  foreign  countries  would  pay  many  times  as  much  tax. 

"  It  appears,  therefore,  that  wherever  ad  valorem  taxes  are 
levied,  the  goods  imported  into  this  country  and  held  in  bond 
should  be  valued  the  same  as  the  same  class  of  goods  which  have 
been  held  in  foreign  countries,  and  the  tax  should  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  value  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  from  bond.  How- 
ever, in  the  matter  of  wines  which  have  no  fixed  or  standard 
values  and  which  vary  with  respect  to   almost  every  individual 


shipment,  an  ad  valorem  tax  is  wholly  impracticable,  even  though 
there  were  no  other  reasons  to  be  given. 

"  These  foregoing  statements  are  made  more  especially  to 
show  that  France  imports  more  wine  than  she  exports,  and  otters 
markets  for  the  surplus  of  other  countries,  from  which,  however, 
by  reason  of  her  discriminating  tariff",  she  excludes  the  United 
States.  The  extent  of  the  French  foreign  commerce  in  wines  is 
very  much  exaggerated  in  the  public  mind. 

"  When  the  average  production  in  France  was  1,300,000,000 
gallons  of  wine,  her  average  exports  amounted  to  only  60,000,000 
gallons.  At  the  present  time  the  exports  are  much  less  than 
formerly,  and  many  times  less  than  the  imports.  France  has, 
therefore,  no  reason  to  extend  her  foreign  commerce  in  the  ex- 
portation of  wine,  because  it  is  shown  she  has  not  sufficient  for 
her  home  consumption.  There  is,  however,  a  well-known  indus- 
try in  certain  French  ports  in  preparing  artificial  and  adultera- 
ted compounds,  both  of  wines  and  spirits,  for  such  foreign  mar- 
kets as  admit  the  same  without  proper  care  for  the  interests  of 
their  own  citizens.  Such  products  are  forbidden  to  be  sold  in 
the  French  home  market,  but  special  facilities  are  afforded  for 
selling  the  same  in  foreign  markets.  With  respect  to  the  com- 
paratively small  portion  of  high-grade,  genuine  wines  and  bran- 
dies which  France  can  spare  for  the  American  market,  there  is 
no  demand  on.  the  part  of  trade  or  consumers  for  lower  tariffs. 

"  In  this  connection  it  may  be  noticed  that  the  pamphlet  cir- 
culated among  members  of  Congress,  entitled,  '  A  petition  of  the 
importers  and  consumers  of  still  wines  to  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee,'  signed  anonymously,  by  the  simple  word,  'Petition- 
ers,' was  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Knowles,  the  agent  of  the  Bor- 
deaux wine  syndicate,  and  is  entirely  misleading,  so  far  as  it 
pretends  to  be  the  petition  of  the  '  importers  and  consumers  of 
French  still  wines  in  the  United  States,'  as  it  has  not  been  au- 
thorized by  such  and  is  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  Bordeaux 
syndicate.  Several  of  the  best  known  and  most  highly  reputed 
Bordeaux  wine  merchants — Messrs.  Barton  and  Guestier  among 
the  number — have  refused  to  join  this  syndicate  and  are  known 
to  be  opposed  to  the  arguments  set  forth . 

"  With  respect  to  the  well  known  production  of  artificial 
brandies  in  France,  reference  can  be  made  to  many  of  the  reports 
of  American  consuls,  published  by  the  State  Department,  and 
to  the  statements  attributed  to  Mr.  Knowles,  which  have  been 
published  in  the  press." 


INCREASE   OF   SWEET  WINE  OUTPUT. 


An  examination  of  the  statistics  of  sweet  wine  production, 
corrected  for  this  season  up  to  the  1st  of  March,  and  which  will 
be  found  in  another  portion  of  this  issue  of  the  Review,  is  calcu- 
lated to  set  some  of  the  wise  heads  of  the  trade  to  thinking. 
Last  year  the  production  for  the  season  up  to  the  1st  of  March 
was  2,596,935  gallons,  while  this  season,  up  to  the  same  date, 
the  total  has  reached  4,091,443  gallons.  In  round  numbers,  this 
is  an  increase  of  60  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  season  of 
1892-'93. 

As  might  naturally  be  supposed,  the  time  for  adding  to  any 
great  extent  to  the  production  of  the  vintage  of  1893  has  passed. 
It  is  true  that  under  the  internal  revenue  law  fortifying  can  be 
done  for  some  time  yet,  but  the  material  to  be  fortified  is  about 
used  up. 

Where  this  year's  production  is  to  be  placed  is  yet  to  be 
solved.  Information  from  Chicago  and  from  other  Kastern 
points  is  to  the  effect  that  certain  parties  in  the  shipping  trade, 
principally  from  Southern  California,  have  inaugurated  a  season 
of  price  cutting.  Whether  this  arises  from  the  presumption 
that  these  holders  might  realize  on  their  wines,  or  whether  it  is 
one  of  those  old-fashioned  throat-cutting  affairs  in  which  several 
shippers  are  prone  to  indulge,  remains  to  be  seen.  The  plain 
fact  of  the  case,  bluntly  stated,  is  that  prices  have  been  slaugh- 
tered without  any  apparent  reason,  without  any  good  end  in 
view,  and  with  a  certainty  that  in  the  future  it  will  be  doubly 
difficult  to  raise  the  prices  on  all  sweet  wines  to  a  reasonable 
paying  basis.  The  increase  in  the  production  this  season  has 
been  principally  Ports  and  Sherries.  The  output  of  Sherry  has 
been  almost  exactly  doubled,  while  the  increase  in  Port  is  con- 
siderably over  a  million  gallons. 

It  would  seem  that  it  were  high  time  for  the  sweet  wine 
shippers  to  examine  these  statistics  closely,  and  to  take  a  hint 
on  the  uselessness  of  cutting  prices  on  the  development  of  the 
New  Orleans  market  for  cheap  red  wines.

Every  person  selling  liquor  of  any  kind  mu,st  procure  each 
year  a  stamp  or  license  from  the  internal  revenue  department  of 
the  United  States.  These  stamps  are  not  taken  out  unless  they 
are  intended  to  be  used.  The  number  of  stamps,  therefore,  shows 
the  number  of  liquor  sellers  in  a  State  during  the  year  for  which 
they  are  issued.  The  number  of  licenses  issued  in  Kansas  in- 
creased from  1804  in  1881  to  2997  in  1887  under  prohibition. 
It  is  much  larger  now,  but  we  have  not  the  figures.  The  num- 
ber in  Iowa  increased  under  prohibition  from  3834  to  4033. 
Maine  has  one  liquor  dealer  to  024  ;  Kansas,  one  to  every  448, 
and  Iowa,  one  to  every  334  of  the  population.  The  untruthful- 
ness of  the  claim  that  prohibition  is  a  success  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  Alabama  under  license  has  only  one  liquor  dealer  to 
every  1105  of  population;  Arkansas,  one  to  every  1118;  South 
Carolina,  one  to  1001;  Florida,  one  to  every  904;  Tennessee,  one 
to  every  706,  and  so  on  through  the  list  of  States.  (See  United 
States  revenue  reports.)  The  prohibition  States  actually  have 
more  liquor  dealers  than  most  of  the  non-prohibition  States. 
The  number  of  liquor  dealers  in  Iowa  per  thousand  of  population 
is  greater  than  in  Kentucky  or  Texas.  The  prohibition  States 
simply  lose  the  revenue  from  the  license,  etc. — Fair  Plai/.

Hellmann  Bros.  &  Co.,  with  the  aid  of  the  police,  have  suc- 
ceeded in  trapping  John  Matheson,  a  bold  swindler,  who  at- 
tempted to  do  them  out  of  $1.5,000.  Matheson,  who  is  about 
thirty-five  years  of  age,  came  to  the  city  about  six  weeks  ago 
saying  he  was  from  London.  After  a  few  days  lie  called  on 
Hellmann  Bros.  &  Co.  with  a  forged  letter  of  credit  pur- 
porting to  have  been  issued  by  the  London  office  of  the  Bank 
of  British  North  America.  He  explained  that  the  letter  of  ad- 
vice would  follow.  This,  Matheson  turned  up  in  about  a  fort- 
night. The  firm  investigated  through  the  local  office  of  the 
Bank  and  found  that  no  such  letter  had  been  issued  by  the  head 
office  in  London.  In  fhe  meantime,  M'atheson  had  become  sus- 
picious and  wanted  the  firm  to  forward  their  draft  to  Davisville. 
The  police  were  put  on  the  case  and  located  Matheson  further 
up  in  the  Sacramento  valley.  When  arrested,  he  claimed  that 
it  was  a  case  of  mistaken  identity.

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COL.  TAYLOR  ON  THE  SITUATION. 


No  one  ever  kaew  Col.  E.  H.Taylor  Jr.  to  write  an  uninterest- 
ing article  on  the  situation  as  regards  spirits  in  bond,  and  while 
we  do  not  agree  with  his  premises  as  affecting  the  wine  industry', 
we  publish  his  strong  letter,  recently  issued,  for  what  it  is  wortli: 

Vitally  fn<!;i()ssiiig,  oviTwlieliningly  iiiteiestiiig  to  the  people  of  the  Uniteil 
States  are.  the  two  measuies  pending  before  Congress,  involving,  first,  an  increase 
of  tax  on  whisky  made  and  in  bon  i,  with  extension  of  the  bonded  period,  and,  sec- 
ond, the  re-establishment  of  wlial  was  formerly  known  as  Class  B  bonded  ware- 
bouses. 

The  Lower  House  of  Congress,  by  its  increase  of  tax  to  $1  per  proof  gallon  of 
spirits  on  goods  in  bond,  inaugurated  a  new  departure  in  revenue  legislation— made 
nscessary,  it  is  stated,  l)y  the  dei)leted<'ouditi.)n  of  the  Treasury.  A  solemn  contract 
was  made  and  executed  Willi  the  Government — evidenced  by  statutory  law  on  the 
one  side,  and  bond  with  surety,  filed  and  accepted  on  the  other— providing  in  terms 
that  all  distilled  spirits  produced  after  a  certain  date  should  pay  90  cents  a  proof 
gallon,  either  at  the  still  or  optionally  on  withdrawal  from  bonded  warehouse  with- 
in the  ul'ra  limit  of  three  ycM-s,  This  contract  was  clear,  unmislakible  and  sutti- 
eient.  For  more  than  twenty  years— in  the  mutations  of  tax  from  .59  cents.  70 
cents,  90  cents  and  $i  pergallon— there  has  been  no  deviation  from  rigid  compliance 
with  its  policy  and  single  tax  provision  by  tlie  Government. 

Goods  were  sold  in  harmony  with  its  historical  precedent.  They  were  produced 
undercolor  of  its  accepted  interpretation.  The  conditions  of  ti-nde  were  estab- 
lished on  the  faith  of  the  contract.  Banks  loaned  money  because  they  believed  it 
stable  and  specific.  Warehouses  were  erected  to  hold  a  product  Hearing  an  undis- 
puted tax  rate.  Bonds,  Hitli  approved  security,  were  executed,  covering  an  exact 
amount  of  liability  to  be  paid,  and  specifying  when  it  should  be  paid. 

This  new  deoarture,  like  all  inr.ovations  upon  settled  conditions  of  trade,  cre- 
ates havoc  and  "lets  loose  the  dogs  of  war."  Where  all  was  certainty  before,  is  now 
uncertainty  and  confusion.  Distille  ?  and  dealers,  unable  to  know  or  believe  where 
they  are  to  land,  are  pulling  at  odd  purposes,  involved  in  the  cyclone  of  terror  and 
dismay. 

The  existing  warehousing  bonds  provide  for  90  cenbs  per  gallon  tax.  Is  it  ex- 
pected distillers  shall  file  an  ad.litiouai  bond,  covering  the  additional  tax?  The 
Senate  is  said  to  contemplate  an  increase  to  Jl.lO  or  $1.20  this  year.  May  this  not 
be  increased  next  year  to  tl.'M  or  ^L.^iO.  or  even  higher,  if  the  Treasury  is  still  de- 
pl'ted?  Upon  what  basis  can  the  spirit  producer  make  any  safe  calculations  for  the 
future  of  his  producty  The  whole  policy  is  desperate,  dangerous  and  highly  flavored 
with  repudiation  of  Government  faith  and  fair  dealing.  It  unfairly  imposes  an 
added  burden  iiiion  that  interest  that  now  pays  nearly  one-fourth  tlij  c.itire  reve- 
nues of  the  Government. 

The  revenue  collected  for  the  year  1893  from  distilled  spirits  was,  in  round  num- 
bers, about  ?9,l. 0,10,000— a  sum  that  should  of  itself  explode  the  ignorant  or  false 
plea  that  its  is  a  favored  or  protected  interest.  Taxed  to  four  times  its  production 
cost;  its  propeity  surrounded  with  a  cordon  of  government  officers;  its  entire  estate, 
houses  and  lands  burdened  with  a  first  lien  to  the  government,  in  addition  to  double 
bonds,  warehousing  and  distillers',  and  the  article  itself,  for  the  payment  of  the  90 
cent  tax;  no  extension  or  credit  allowed,  but  prompt  payment  under  5  per  cent, 
penalty  and  1  per  ceut.  per  mouth  interest,  and  forced  sale  under  the  marshal's  ham- 
mer-where does  the  plea,  ignorantly  advanced  by  some  Congieosmen,  of  a  favored 
interest,  have  a  solid  footing? 

Compare  this  with  other  interests — beer,  wine,  cigars,  snuff  and  tobacco — that 
pay  only  as  they  go  into  con-.umptiou.  Beer,  for  instance,  has  an  unlimited  period, 
without  bond  or  surely.  The  brewer  produces  and  stores  his  article  in  immense 
cellars  till  it  ripens,  and  only  pays  tax  as  he  barrels  and  ships  to  the  consumer.  The 
alcohol  in  Western  and  Eastern  sweet  wines,  amounting  to  24  per  cent.;  the  alcohol 
in  vinegar,  redistilled,  at  27  per  cent,;  Ihe  alcohol  in  making  sorghum,  are  all  freed 
from  tax— a  discrimination  against  the  distiller,  who  must  pay  on  each  and  every 
gallon  and  fractional  gallon  of  spirits  produced,  and  pay,  too,  before  his  goods  are 
lairly  ripened  and  fit  for  market. 

.  Indications,  it  is  said,  ])oint  to  an  increase  by  the  Senate  of  the  tax  totl.lO  or 
tl.20.  The  s))iril  interests  arc  unable  to  bear  such  heavy  exactions.  It  will  crush  abso- 
lutely the  manufacturers  of  all  high  grade,  pure  and  wholesome  goods.  With  cred- 
its heavily  strained  and  a  proposed  breacii  of  contract  and  sacrifice  of  good  faith 
by  the  Government,  the  banks  will  not  furnish  the  money  on  warehouse  receipts  as 
collateral.  They  have  already  taken  the  alarm,  and  are  shutting  the  gates.  Where 
will  the  money  then  come  from?  Auction  sales,  or  export,  alone  portend.  There 
U  no  political  economist  from  Adam  Smith  to  John  Stuart  Mill  but  might  enlighten 
Congress  in  the  view  that  no  one  interest  in  this  country  can  pay  so  vast  a  sum  and 
live.     All  economic  law  s  demonstrate  this. 

The  whole  project  is  an  ill-considered,  maladroit  assault  on  wise  methods, 
proved  such  by  years  of  successful  administration. 

The  proposition  to  purchase  an  extension  of  the  bonded  period  by  the  conces- 
sion of  an  additional  tax  is  unwise  and  abhorrent  to  any  fair  mind  If  it  is  conceded 
lawful  to  tax  whisky  in  bond,  wliat  will  hinder  tlie  next  step,  of  taxing  whisky 
free?  The  Government,  by  its  records,  keeps  trace  of  free  whisky  in  the  hands  of- 
all  dealers. 

Commissioner  Miller's  letter  to  Mr.  Caruth,  dated  Dec.  14,  1893,  estimates  the 
tax  collected  this  year,  on  a  Ijasis  of  10  cents  increase  and  an  eight-year  bonded   pe- 


riod, at  «1.')0,000,000,  on  20  cents  increase  at  f;l59,000,000,  on  30  cents  increase  at 
$168,000,000,  Reduce  the  period  to  five  years,  or  restore  the  three-year  basis,  and 
what  a  dead  weight  to  hang  about  the  necks  of  the  spirit  producers,  and  over  an 
interest  already  embarrassed  and  distressed  beyond  any  other  in  the  entire  countiy! 

Admitting  a  certain  time  is  given  for  tax  payment  on  whiskies  before  the  law 
goes  into  effect,  and  that  large  f|uantities  are  tax  paid  under  the  old  rate,  a  contin- 
ued avalanche  of  enforced  payments  will  prefson  the  market,  which,  with  existing 
conditions  of  depression  and  clieck  to  consumption  attending  the  advanced  rate  of 
taxation,  added  to  competition  from  stocks  taken  out  of  boiid  underthe  old  rate  of 
tax,  will  leave  no  hope  for  withdrawals  under  the  new  tax  rate  to  sell  for  much 
more  than  the  simple  rate  of  tax  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

The  increased  rate  of  tax  must  be  paid,  mainly,  out  of  the  piofits  of  the  retail 
dealer  (the  foundation  of  the  whole  trade  in  spirits),  whose  tiade  is  thereby  ren- 
dered unremunerative,  resulting  in  the  substitution  to  the  consumer  of  an  inferior 
article. 

A  Louisville  paper  has  recently  referred  to  the  increase,  in  its  revenue  district, 
of  $")Bt,4J7in  collections  for  the  first  ten  days  in  February,  as  evidence  of  a  revival 
of  trade.  Tliis  increase,  resulting  from  the  enforced  payment  of  taxes,  is  about  a» 
good  indication  of  trade  revival  as  the  sheriff's  strongbox  after  he  has  sold  out  some 
poor  devil  and  scattered  his  goods  among  those  able  to  pay  for  them  less  than  their 
value.  On  tlie  same  basis  we  may  look  for  some  enormous  trade  revivals  in  March, 
April,  May  and  June,  under  further  compulsory  payments,  unless  the  goods  are 
forced  out  of  the  country  by  the  new  tax  burdens. 

The  distilling  interest,  soliciting  no  favor,  seeking  to  avoid  no  just  taxation, 
are  solely  and  simply  protesting  to  the  National  Congress  against  a  violated  plighted 
faith  to  them,  and  the  imposition,  beside,  of  further  burdens,  the  effect  and  weight 
of  which  itdoes  seem  has  not  had  a  statesmanlike  consideration  at  their  hands, 
and  assuring  them  that  the  "stand-and-deliver"  policy  will  prove  the  permanent 
destruction  of  the  substantial  foundation  on  which  is  built  the  present  conservative 
system — a  system  that  can  alone  be  saved  at  this  time  by  the  creditor  extending  a 
marciful  hand  to  the  debtor — just  as  a  wise  banker  would  to  his  creditor  whose 
securities  were  unassailable  and  perfect.  The  debtor  has  not  only  mortgaged  (and  a 
a  first  mortgage)  by  formal  papers  his  lands,  tenements,  things  corporeal  and  incor- 
poreal, real,  personal  and  mixed,  even  to  the  dower  of  his  wife,  but  has  handed  over 
the  keys  and  control.     What  more  can  he,  or  ought  he,  be  asked  to  do? 

The  second  important  matter  being  urgently  pressed  upon  Congressional  atten- 
tion 'oy  what  would  appear  to  be  a  special  and  local  interest  is  the  eflfort  of  Mr. 
Ooldewey  and  others  to  resurrect  the  long  burled  and  exploded  system  of  Class  B 
warehouses.  But  for  the  fact  that,  after  a  fair  trial,  this  system  proved  utterly  in- 
adequate and  damaging  to  the  distilling  interest,  and  wa&  finally  abolished  in  dis- 
grace, some  patient  hearing  might  be  given  the  plan  for  its  restoration. 

There  seems  somewhat  of  speculation  in  the  project — more  than  a  tender  regard 
for  the  interest?  of  distillers.  If  ears  ago  parties  "interested  erected  a  large  and  com- 
modious warehouse  in  Louisville,  and  invited  storage  from  the  owners  and  custodi- 
ans of  spirits.  If  the  resulting  profits  and  the  popularity  of  the  warehouse  have 
not  seemed  to  fill  the  anticipations  of  the  projectors,  we  do  not  see  that  it  is  the 
fair  thing,  or  the  wise  and  appropriate  thing,  for  Congress  to  step  in  and  help  them 
out  by  reviving  a  system,  once  rejected,  and  palpably  injurious  to  nine-tenths  of  the 
distillers.  The  scheme  is  certainly  not  philanthropic  in  its  bearings  nor  economical 
in  its  trade  workings. 

The  arguments  advanced  in  support  of  this  revival  of  an  extinct  and  repudiated 
system  are  that  it  will  reduce  government  expenses,  facilitate  insurance,  protect 
against  fire,  assist  transportation,  give  greater  borrowing  facilities,  help  the  small 
distillers,  and  generally  bring  about  a  sort  of  millennium  in  warehouse  operations. 

The  goverument  never  found  that  the  Class  B  warehouses  lesseued  expenses— 
the  fact  was  just  the  contrary.  Each  was  just  one  more  place  for  the  hungry  em- 
ployes at  government  cost. 

How  the  gathering  of  all  Kentucky  whisky — or  a  large  portion  of  it — into 
Coldewey's  great  barn — as  life  to  be  saved  was  gathered  into  Noah's  capacious  ark — 
will  give  greater  protection  against  fire  and  lessen  insurance,  is  one  of  those  things 
"no  Tellow  can  find  out."  Scattered,  as  such  whisky  now  is,  into  hundreds  of  local- 
iti  «,  the  loss  is  at  a  minimum;  but  mass  it  into  one  solid  bulk,  and  a  fire,  as  likely  in 
Coldewey's  warehouse  as  anywhere  else,  destroys  the  whole  lot,  and  everybody  is  a 
mourner.     The  lines  of  insurance  will  be  equally  timid  in  covering  the  greater  bulk. 

Possibly  a  few  local  banks  may  be  benefited,  if  they  can  have  the  nerve  to  stand 
the  increase  of  tax  proposed,  but  they  cannot  carry  everything,  and  when  the  limit 
is  reached  the  borrower  will,  no  doubt,  be  face  to  face  with  heavier  discounts  or  a 
stranded  market.  The  distiller  has  credit  at  home,  wliere  lieTs  known,  but  force 
him  to  foreign  storage  and  foreign  banks  and  he  is  handicapped. 

One  of  the  most  serious   objections   rests  in  the  inevitable  imposition  of  tranS-. 
portation  charges   upon   the  distiller.    These  he  will   have  to  pay.     And  the  far- 
ther he  is  away  from  the  big  barn— located   not  for  his  convenience  or  by  the  selec- 
tion of  the  Government,  but  for  the  convenience  of  the  owners— the  heavier  will  be 
these  charges. 

If  the  small  distiller,  acting  upon  the  theory  of  this  projected  plan,  builds  no 
warehouse  of  his  own,  his  goods  may  have  to  be  transported  in  an  entirely  different 
direction  from  their  final  destination.  And  the  hundreds  of  small  distillers  in  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee,  Georgia  and  North  Carolina — over  mud  roads,  in  snow,  and  rain 
and  ice— will  no  doubt  sing  hallelujah  songs  as  they  laboriously  haul  their  product 
to  the  new  warehouses,  because,  as  the  logic  goes,  It  is  cheaper  not  .to  build  ware- 
houses of  their  own.  r- 

The  project  i«  laden  with  death  and  destruction  to  the  great  bulk  of  the  distil- 
ling interests,  and  should  not  meet  the  approval  of  Congress.

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The  lecture  on  the  wines  of  California,  which  was  delivered 
■toy  Mr.  C.  F.  Oldham  before  the  Society  of  Arts,  affords  further 
evidence  of  a  change  which  is  slowly  taking  place  iu  the  wine 
trade  of  this  country.  Not  many  years  ago  France,  Spain,  Por- 
tugal and  Germany  were  almost  the  sole  sources  of  supply.  Italy, 
Hungary  and  Madeira  contributed  in  some  degree,  but  the  wine 
they  sent  was  only  a  trifling  proportion  of  the  aggregate.  Dur- 
ing the  last  fifteen  years,  however,  the  vineyards  of  France  and 
other  European  countries  have  been  devastated  by  phylloxera, 
and  the  falling  off  in  production  has  given  a  stimulus  to  the 
growth  of  the  industry  of  viticulture  in  countries  where  it  was 
formerly  little  more  than  a  pastime.  In  some  cases — mainly 
through  the  enterprise  of  individual  firms — the  wines  from  those 
countiies  have  met  with  considerable  success  in  the  United  King- 
dom, and  it  is  noticeable  that  last  year,  which  was  a  bad  one 
for  the  wine  trade  generally,  the  imports  from  the  new  centei-s 
showed  a  material  increase.  The  imports  from  Australia,  for 
instance,  were  over  ninety  thousand  gallons  in  excess  of  those  iu 
1892,  having  increased  from  fifty-six  thousand  gallons  in  1884  to 
five  hundred  and  fifty -five  thousand  gallons  in  1893.  California 
wines  have  also  been  coming  to  the  front,  and  they  are  now  to 
be  found  on  the  lists  of  many  of  the  big  hotels  and  restaurants. 
Progress  has  undoubtedly  been  made,  but  the  great  bulk  of  the 
wine  consumed  in  this  kingdom  still  comes  from  France,  Spain 
and  Portugal ;  indeed,  those  three  countries  send  85  per  cent,  of 
the  total,  and  the  remainder  is  made  up  by  Germany,  Italy,  Ma- 
deira, Australia,  California  and  other  countries.  The  proportion 
of  imports  from  the  new  countries  has  been  steadily  growing, 
but  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  effect  the  recent  abundant  vint- 
age in  France  will  have  upon  the  import  tables.  For  years  our 
neighbors  have  been  struggling  against  agricultural  calamities  of 
a  magnitude  never,  happily,  experienced  in  England,  bad  enough 


as  these  things  have  been  here.  One  result  of  these  misfortunes 
was  that  France  became  the  largest  purchaser  of  wines  from 
other  countries.  But  the  growers  persevered  by  applying  reme- 
dies for  the  phylloxera  and  by  replanting  with  American  stocks 
on  which  the  French  vines  were  grafted,  and  last  year  they  were 
rewarded  with  the  most  abundant  vintage  they  have  had  for  six- 
teen years.  It  is  probable  that  good,  sound  Bordeaux  wine  will 
be  obtainable  for  about  a  hundred  and  twenty  shillings  per  hogs- 
head, free  on  board,  so  that  the  wines  of  Australia  and  Califor- 
nia will  be  subjected  to  more  severe  competition  than  they  have 
yet  experienced.  The  great  thing  ip  their  favor  is  that  they 
have  been  handled  iu  this  country  with  much  intelligence,  and 
the  foundations  have  been  laid  for  a  good  and  increasing  busi- 
ness. Perhaps  naturally,  the  growers  appear  to  entertain  an 
exaggerated  notion  of  the  value  of  their  produce,  and  to  think 
it  should  carry  everything  before  it,  but  France  remains  supreme 
in  the  art  of  wine-making,  and  her  hold  on  this  market  is  not  to 
be  easily'  shaken,  especially  now  that  she  can  again  send  pure 
wine  at  a  very  moderate  price. 

It  is  impossible  to  predict  the  future  of  the  wine  industry 
in  the  new  countries.  We  find  the  vineyards  of  Australia  being 
constantly  extended,  while  California  is  producing  about  twenty 
million  gallons  a  year,  and  Algeria  and  Tunisia  are  making 
heavy  exports  to  France.  Sound  and  drinkable  wines  have  been 
sent  to  England  from  the  new  centers  of  production,  but  hither- 
to they  have  not  been  allowed  a  fair  chance  of  developing  their 
qualities,  as  they  have  gone  quicky  into  consumption.  As  the 
industry  becomes  better  established  this  will  doubtless  be  recti- 
fied, and  we  may  then  discover  in  the  wines  of  California  and 
Australia  characteristics  which  have  not  been  suspected  in  the 
past.  A  valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  supply  of  palat- 
able wine  of  full  body,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  ex- 
perience should  not  enable  the  standard  of  delicacy  in  European 
wines  to  be  reached,  or,  at  all  events,  approached.  There  may 
be  accidents  of  soil  in  California  and  Australia  similar  to  those 
which  gave  us  the  Chateau  Margaux  or  the  Chateau  Lafite  from 
small  areas  surrounded  by  land  producing  only  a  comparatively 
inferior  wine.  Peculiarities  of  that  kind  can  only  be  discovered 
as  the  result  of  long  experience.     Growers  in  a  new  country  are 
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apt  to  think  that  if  they  cultivate  the  Cabernet  Saavignon  grape, 
for  instance,  they  can  produce  a  wine  equal  to  Chateau  Lafite. 
Notliing  of  the  kind.  In  order  to  do  that  they  must  find  a  soil 
e.xactly  re-sembling  that  of  the  .-hateau,  and  under  precisely 
similar  climatic  conditions.  It  is  possible,  as  we  have  said,  that 
such  soil  may  be  found  elsewhere,  but  the  grower.-?  cannot  make 
■A  greater  mistake  than  to  suppose  that  it  is  the  variety  of  grape;  ■ 
and  tliat  alone,  which  gives  character  to  the  wine.  We  believe 
that  in  California  the  influence  of  soil  and  climate  is  now  fully 
recognizud,  and  tlie  attempt  to  produce  all  classes  of  wine  from 
one  vineyard,  oi  even  one  district,  is  being  relinquished,  with 
the  result  that  the  produce  is  showing  distinct  and  steady  im- 
provement. Only  in  this  way  can  any  country  hope  to  take  a 
leading  place  amongst  the  wine-producing  parts  of  the  world. 

Tliere  is  no  doubt  a  good  future  for  California  wines,  as 
Mr.  Oldham  confidentlj'  anticipates,  even  if  they  should  in  the 
end  fall  short  of  the  highest  standard.  Some  of  the  dry  red 
wines  of  the  Burgundy  and  Bordeaux  type  show  excellent  char- 
acter, and,  as  they  are  unusually  stout,  they  are  well  adapted  for 
the  English  taste.  Certain  of  the  white  wines  resemble  those 
of  France  and  Germany,  and,  if  they  lack  the  extreme  delicacy 
of  the  finest  growths,  they  often  develop  a  greater  degree  of 
strength.  Hitherto  the  attempts  to  make  sweet  wine  have  not 
been  particularly  successful,  but  we  understand  that  progress  is 
taking  place  in  the  matter  as  the  peculiarities  of  soil  and  climate 
become  better  knowu.  The  English  trade  in  California  wines  at 
present  bears  only  a  very  small  proportion  to  the  whole,  but  it 
has  made  considerable  headway  in  the  face  of  the  well  known 
conservative  feeling  in  regard  to  wine,  and,  so  far  as  the  produc- 
tion is  concerned,  it  is  capable  of  indefinite  extension.  In  ten 
years  the  area  under  vines  has  been  increased  four-fold,  and  it 
should  be  added  that  the  vines  now  in  bearing  age  are,  with  few 
exceptions,  of  the  best  European  varieties.  Large  sums  of 
money  have  been  sunk  in  the  industry,  and,  if  enterprise  and 
intelligence  can  do  it,  California  will  sooner  or  later  be  brought 
to  the  front  as  a  wine-producing  State.  Nor  is  wine  the  only 
product  of  the  vine  which  the  new  countries  are  sending  us. 
Perhaps  no  part  of  France  suffered  more  severely  from  the  phyl- 
loxera than  the  Charente  and  the  Charente  Inferieure,  the  two 
departments  associated  with  the  manufacture  of  brandy.  Whole 
vineyards  were  destroyed,  and  the  yield  of  wine  fell  to  little 
more  than  a  fraction  of  what  it  had  been.  This  was  the  oppor- 
tunity for  other  countries,  and  Spain,  Italy,  Algeria,  Australia 
and  California  began  to  utilize  some  of  their  surplus  wines  for 
the  purpose  of  distillation.  It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  a 
spirit  equal  to  genuine  Cognac  would  at  once  be  turned  out,  but 
all  the  brandies  new  to  the  market  possessed  certain  excellent 
qualities,  and  they  have  undoubtedly  been  useful  in  partially 
making  good  the  deficiency  in  the  supply  from  France.  The 
work  of  reconstituting  the  vineyards  in  the  Charentes,  however, 
has  been  steadily  proceeded  with,  and  the  yield  of  wine  last  year 
was  greatly  in  excess  of  tiie  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 
If  France  can  again  send  us  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  magnifi- 
cent spirit  to  which  we  were  accustomed  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
ago,  the  other  countries  will  have  to  fight  hard  to  retain  the 
ground  they  have  won. —  Wine  Trade  Review.

From  blended  whiskies  the  distillers  of  fine  whiskies  in  Ken- 
tucky and  other  States  have  little  to  fear.  A  fine  blend  means 
a  combination  of  the  whiskies  from  different  sections  of  a  State 
in  such  a  way  as  to  develop  a  flavor  superior  to  that  of  either  in- 
gredient, and  where  this  is  done  with  Kentucky  whiskies,  there 
is  no  ground  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  distillers  of  Ken- 
tucky whiskies. 

It  is  the  compound  that  plays  havoc  with  tlie  distillers  of 
this  State  and  with  those  of  the  East,  and  with  it  they  are  justi- 
fiable in  declaring  a  war  to  the  death. 

A  compound  is  not  a  blend  of  whiskies,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
it  is  a  lot  of  spirits  from  Indiana,  Illinois  or  other  States,  with 
just  enough  fine  whisky  in  it  to  deceive  the  ordinary  drinker. 
Some  of  the  compounds  we  have  seen  could  not  have  had  much 
more  than  a  pint  of  whisky  to  the  barrel,  but  all  the  same  the 
dealer  who  put  them  up  branded  them  Fine  Kentucky  Whisky. 

In  some  things  the  Government  is  extremely  careful  to  pro- 
tect the  consumer  from  imposition.  It  provides  that  a  sweet 
mash  shall  be  branded  sweet  mash  ;  a  sour  mash,  sour  mash  ;  a 
rye,  rye;  but  a  lot  of  foreign  spirits  can  be  brought  into  Ken- 
tucky, colored  and  flavored,  and  the  Government  smiles  when 
the  enterprising  dealer  stamps  in  bold  characters  on  the  head  of 
the  barrel  some  such  lie  as  this :  "Pure  Old  Nelson  County 
Bourbon,"  or,  ''Distilled  in  Anderson  County,  Ky." 

Blending,  we  say,  is  perfectly  legitimate.  It  is  not  false, 
nor  is  it  unjust  to  Kentucky  for  a  dealer  to  blend  fine  Kentucky 
whiskies  together  and  sell  them  on  their  merits. 

Take  such  a  house  as  Jesse  Moore  &  Co.,  of  Louisville,  for 
instance.  Here  is  a  concern  that  spares  no  expense  or  trouble 
to  develop  by  blending  an  ideal  whisky.  This  house  holds  that 
whiskies,  like  brandies  and  wines,  never  take  on  their  best  char- 
acteristics until  blended  together  in  a  skillful  manner. 

With  such  a  concern  as  this  there  is  an  ambition  and  a 
beauty  in  bntiness  superior  to  mere  money  getting.  Mr.  Moore 
has  no  inclination  to  make  forty  or  fifty  dollars  on  a  barrel  of 
goods  by  imposiug  on  some  one,  as  many  dealers  seem  to  have, 
but  his  ambition  is  rather  to  put  out  a  fine  whisky,  fully  ripened 
and  always  uniform — ^in  a  word,  to  put  a  whisky  on  the  market 
that  will  give  new  lustre  to  Kentucky's  enviable  reputation. 

That  such  a  policy  pays  is  shown  by  the  history  of  the 
house,  and  for  that  matter  by  that  of  other  houses  that  we  could 
name. 

The  house  of  Jesse  Moore  &  Co.  was  established  in  1853, 
with  a  small  capital  but  with  a  clearly  defined  line  of  policy. 
This  line  of  policy  has  been  adhered  to  rigidly.  It  is  a  policy 
that  contemplates  giving  the  best  goods  possible  for  the  price 
asked. 

Today  they  are  rich  and  powerful,  and  the  demand  for  their 
brands  is  not  confined  to  this  cjowintry  but  extends  to  all  parts  of 
the  civilized  world.  In  a  word,  this  house  has  prospered,  while 
most  of  its  early  competitors  have  gone  to  the  wall. 

In  California  Jesse  Moore  &  Co.  are  represented  by  Moore, 
Hunt  &  Co.,  a  concern  that  does  business  according  to  the  ideas 
that  govern  the  house  here,  and  in  consequence  it,  too,  grows 
stronger  and  gets  closer  to  the  trade  each  year. 

Honesty,  experience  and  quality  all  tell  in  the  long  run,  and 
if  only  the  concerns  that  are  putting  up  cheap  compounds  and 
calling  them  fine  Kentucky  whisky  could  be  brought  to  see  that 
this  is  true,  there  would  be  a  demand  for  at  least  30,000,000  gal- 
lons of  Kentucky  whisky  each  year.  T.  M.  Gilmoke. 


AUSTRALIA/M    WI/NE. 

Australia  has  taken  up  the  matter  of  wine-making  in  a  waj' 
which  may  make  California  look  to  her  laurels.  The  Govern- 
ment of  Australia,  says  the  Melbourne  Leader,  has  decided  to 
comply  with  a  request  made  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  that 
aid  to  wineries  be  increased  from  10  shillings  to  the  pound  of 
private  subscriptions  to  pound  for  pound,  the  maximum  amount 
to  any  establishment  to  be  from  £1000  to  £2000.  The  Leader 
says:  "The  wisdom  of  the  course  adopted  by  the  Government 
will  be  recognized  when  it  is  considered  that  the  future  exten- 
sion of  the  wine  export  trade  dejjends  very  largely  upon  the 
provision  of  the  wineries.  To  give  anything  like  a  national 
character  to  the  industry  the  small  vineyards  must  be  fully  util- 
ized and  encouragement  given  to  farmers  and  village  settlers  to 
engage  in  the  cultivation  of  the  vine." 

This  means  that  in  Australia  where  a  man  puts  from  $5000 


to  $10,000  into  a  wine-making  vineyard  and  plant  the  Govern- 
ment will  pay  him  a  bounty  equal  to  his  investment  and  give 
him  the  advantage  of  100  per  cent,  increase  on  his  original  cap- 
ital. This  is  a  subsidy  that  means  something,  and  the  immedi- 
ate result  must  be  a  wonderful  growth  of  the  wine  industry  in 
Australia. 

In  this  country  our  wine-makers  are  straining  every  nerve 
to  prevent  Congress  from  putting  the  import  duty  on  foreign 
wines  on  such  a  basis  as  would  make  the  manufacture  of  pure 
domestic  wine  an  impossibility.  Our  winemakers  have  not  asked 
for  a  bounty  or  a  subsidy.  All  they  have  asked  of  Congress  is 
a  fair  measure  of  protection  against  simulated  and  and  fabri- 
cated wines  from  abroad,  and  even  that  reasonable  request 
is  in  a  fair  way  to  be  refused. 

The  Leader  says:  "  There  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  Australian  colonies  will  be  able  to  rival  France  and  excel 
Spain  and  Portugal  as  a  wine-producing  country,  if  the  intelli- 
gence and  enterprise  of  the  race  be  seriously  applied  to  this  new 
source  of  national  wealth."  To  this  declaration  the  American 
Congress  now  in  session  should  pay  heed,  and  if  it  cannot  agree 
to  protect  California  wine  directly,  it  should  at  least  keep  hands 
off,  and  not  burden  it  with  regulations  which  would  prevent  its 
competing  not  only  with  the  wines  of  Europe,  but  with  this  new 
product  of  Australian  energy  and  industry. —  Chronicle. 


•DEATH     OF    J.    A.    BRU/N. 

J.  A.  Brun,  the  well  known  wine  maker  and  shipper  of  Oak- 
ville,  died  recently,  after  a  protracted  illness. 

Jean  Adolph  Brun  was  born  in  Fiance,  July  '25,  1845,  and 
was  therefore  in  his  49th  year  when  he  died.  His  home  was 
made  in  his  native  country  until  1872,  during  which  time  he 
had  a  varied  experience,  devoting  considerable  time  to  wine, 
cider  and  oil-making.  In  1872  he  left  France,  locating  in  Mont- 
real, Canada,  where  he  remained  fourteen  months,  being  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  photographic  materials.  He  then  went 
to  England,  and  after  a  month's  sojourn  sailed  for  Australia. 
There  he  engaged  in  the  same  business,  continuing  in  it  for  eight 
months.  In  September,  1874,  he  came  to  California,  and  shortly 
after  reaching  the  State  located  in  Napa  county,  finding  employ- 
ment as  a  laborer  and  afterwards  as  a  wine  maker  in  several 
cellars.  In  1879  he  formed  a  partnership  whitli  John  Chaix, 
locating  at  Oakville,  where  they  started  on  a  small  scale  their 
present  large  business.  In  1880  he  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Emma  Mermond,  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Brun  gave  close 
attention  to  business,  making  several  trips  to  Eastern  cities, 
where  the  firm  has  built  up  a  large  wine  trade.  He  was  a  liberal 
and  honest  business  man,  and  had  many  friends  among  the  people 
of  Napa  county.  About  a  year  ago  Mr.  Brun  was  stricken  down 
with  illness,  his  liver  becoming  seriously  diseased.  He  had  the 
best  of  medical  attention  but  to  no  avail.  He  gradually  but 
steadily  failed,  and  when  dropsy  was  added  to  chronic  disease 
of  the  liver,  nothing  could  be  done  to  save  his  life.  Deceased 
leaves  a  widow  and  six  children — Elise,  Delphine,  Jeannette, 
Louis,  Julia  and  Jean  Adolph — to  mourn  his  loss.  He  was  a 
member  of  St.  Helena  Lodge,  No.  167, 1.  O.  O.  F.,  and  his  funeral 
took  place  under  the  auspices  of  that  society.  Services  at  the 
house  were  conducted  by  Rev.  James  Mitchell  and  at  the  grave 
by  the  Odd  Fellows.  The  pall  bearers  were  J.  J.  Mclntyre,  C. 
P.  Adamson,  B.  Del  Foch,  L.  Debanne,  F.  Sciaroni  and  J.  Magetta. 
A  large  number  of  friends  followed  the  remains  to  their  last  rest- 
ing place.

R.  Monui'li,  the  well-known  distiller  of  Owensboro,  Ky., 
has  contribnted  the  following  to  Mr.  Mida's  valued  journal : 

Owensboro.,  Ky.,  Feb.  24,  1894. 

Editor  Criterion — During  the  present  session  of  Congress, 
pending  the  Wilson  bill  and  particularly  the  legislation  looking 
to  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period,  etforts  have  evidently 
been  made  to  make  it  appear  that  such  extension  would  be  in 
some  way  detrimental  to  the  interest  of  the  wholesale  dealer  and 
jobber,  as  tending  to  encourage  and  promote  the  purchase  of 
liquors  by  the  retail  dealer  from  the  distiller  direct,  thus  doing 
away  in  a  great  measure  with  middle  men. 

That  such  a  supposition  is  unfounded,  and  that  no  such  re- 
sults could  possibly  follow,  is  susceptible  of  demonstration.  In 
every  branch  of  commerce  every  such  effort  has  proved  abortive. 
The  country  cannot  fail  to  remember  that  several  years  ago  the 
grangers,  or  patrons  of  husbandry,  attempted  this  very  thing,  and 
it  remembers,  even  more  vividly,  what  a  failure  it  was.  It  was 
as  absurd  as  for  a  country  en teiing  upon  a  war  to  muster  out 
at  once  all  of  its  engineers,  and  regulars,  and  trained  men,  and 
substitute  raw  troops. 

The  business  of  everj'  manufacturer  and  producer  is  well  de- 
fined, and,  when  successful  consists  in  the  manufacture  and  pro- 
duction of  articles,  and  the  placing  of  them  in  the  hands  of  deal- 
ers and  jobbers  who,  from  long  experience  and  knowledge  of  the 
tangled  skeins  of  business,  are  enabled  to  place  them  in  the  hands 
of  the  retail  dealers  and  consumers.  When  the  distiller  attempts 
to  do  this  he  simply  attempts  to  merge  two  separate  occupations 
in  one,  he  essays  to  do  that  for  which  he  is  not  qualified,  and 
this  must  result  in  the  burning  of  one  of  the  irons  he  has  in  the 
lire.  In  such  a  case  he  would  simply  be  "bitiug  off  more  than  he 
could  chew."  Even  the  Distilling  and  Cattle  Feeding  Trust, 
with  all  its  concentrated  power  and  machinery,  did  not  venture 
to  do  more  than  limit  its  distributors  through  whom  it  passed 
its  rebate  vouchers. 


Distillers  of  fine  whiskies  could  not  be  so  dead  to  their  own 
interests  as  to  throw  away  wholesale  dealers,  who  are  instru- 
ments so  necessary  to  their  success.  It  would  be  like  a  workman 
throwing  away  his  tools  and  doing  with  his  hands  what  machin- 
ery of  the  highest  order  has  been  invented  to  accomplish. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  present  limited  period  of  three  years' 
bonding  has,  as  a  result,  forced  withdrawals,  frequently  thrown 
whisky  into  other  hands  than  those  of  experienced  and  regular 
dealers,  and  this  goods  has  found  its  way  into  the  hands  of  re- 
tail dealers,  to  the  detriment  of  jobbers,  thus  making  the  seller 
who  bought  it  because  it  was  cheap  a  competitor  of  the  whole- 
sale dealer,  and  causing  a  depression  of  price. 

The  unlimited  period,  or  the  extension  of  the  bonding  peri- 
od from  ten  to  fifteen  years,  would  render  the  business  regular, 
abolishing,  in  fact,  sucli  forced  withdrawals  and  such  irregular 
sales.  Like  water,  it  would  seek  its  level.  So  far  as  blending 
is  concerned,  it  is  impossible  to  see  how  it  is  to  be  affected  in 
any  way,  unless  by  reducing  the  price  of  carrying  fine  whisky  it 
should  result  in  the  blending  of  older  whiskies,  and  the  conse- 
quent reduction  of  the  quantity  of  so-called  whisky  made  by 
the  addition  of  chemical  essences  to  neutral  spirits. 

R.  Monarch. 


On  the  6th  inst.  Judge  Otis,  of  San  Bernardino,  rendered  a 
decision  in  the  mandamus  case  brought  to  compel  the  Board  of 
City  Trustees  to  grant  a  retail  liquor  license  to  C.  W.  Henry. 
The  question  involved  was  whether  the  Board  had  discretion- 
ary power  in  the  premises,  the  applicant  being  a  suitable  person 
and  having  complied  with  all  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the 
license  ordinance.  The  Court  sustained  the  proponent  and  or- 
dered a  writ  be  issued  directing  the  Board  to  grant  the  license 
in  this  particular  case.  The  Judge  stated,  however,  that 
the  Board  had  the  power,  from  decisions  cited,  to  still  further 
restrict  the  issuance  of  liquor  licenses,  even  to  making  them  prac- 
tically prohibitory,  and  also  by  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  discretionary  power  which  they  undertook  to 
exercise  in  this  case.

Sir — On  the  exportation  of  "Kamsay's  Trinidad  Aromatic 
Bitters,"  manufactured  by  Tyi-er  &  Mullarky,  of  New  Yorlc 
City,  in  part  from  imported  rum,  and  in  the  manufacture  of 
which  no  other  alcoholic  liquid  or  alcohol  was  used,  a  drawback 
will  be  allowed  equal  in  amount  to  the  duty  paid  on  the  import- 
ed rum  so  used,  less  the  legal  deduction  of  1  per  cent. 

Such  bitters  must  be  exported  in  bottles  of  uniform  size, 
and  the  drawback  entry  must  show,  in  addition  to  the  number 
of  shipping  packages  and  total  quantity  of  bitters  to  be  export- 
ed, the  number  of  bottles  in  each  package,  the  average  quantity 
per  bottle,  the  spirit  proof  of  the  bitters,  and  the  quantity,  and, 
spirit  proof  of  the  rum  used  iu  its  manufacture. 

Samples  of  each  shipment  thall    be  taken  by  the  lading  offi- 
cer, to  be  submitted  to  the  appraiser  for  ascertainment  of  quan- 
tity of  bitters  per  bottle  and  the  spirit  proof  of  such  bitters,  for 
use  in  verifying  the  declarations  of  manufacturer  and  exporter.

Before  the  U.  S.  General  Appraisers  at  New  York,  Dec.  20, 1893. 

Ill  the  matter  of  the  protests,  46794  a-280 10  and  46795-28C11,  of  Acker,  Merrall  & 
Condit,  against  the  decision  of  the  collector  of  customs  at  New  York  as  to  the 
rate  and  amount  of  duties  chargeable  on  certain  dei  enters  containing,  cordials 
imported  per  Servia,  November  22,  1892,  and  Umbria,  November  28,  1892. 

Opinion  l)y  Shabretts,  General  Appiai.ser. 

The  board  has  samples  of  the  articles  covered  by  these  pro- 
tests, and  finds  as  facts  that  the  same  are  colored,  molded  or 
pressed  flint  or  lime  glass  decanters  filled  with  cordial  or  other 
spirituous  beverages.  These  decanters  are  in  sets  of  from  two 
to  four,  nicely  arranged  iu  fancy  baskets,  and  are  packed  in  pack- 
ages containing  one  dozen  decanters  in  each  package.  The  col- 
lector assessed  duty  on  these  decanters  at  60  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
under  paragraph  106.  The  appellants  claim  the  same  are  duti- 
able at  3  cents  each  under  paragraph  336.  We  do  not  think 
the  contention  of  the  appellants  is  well  founded.  The  articles 
in  question  are  not  bottles  of  commerce,  such  as  cordials  or  other 
spirituous  beverages  are  ordinarily  imported  in,  but  they  are 
decanters  having  glass  stoppers.  Paragraph  111  distinguishes 
between  glass  bottles  and  decanters,  and  we  are  bound  to  hold 
that  the  decanters  now  under  consideration  are  not  dutiable  at 
3  cents  each  under  paragraph  336. 

The  protests  are  overruled,  and  the  collector's  decision  in 
each  stands.

/California  wines.— The  past  fortnight  has  developed 
^^  no  particularly  encouraging  feature.  Business  is  in  an 
extremely  depressed  condition,  and  we  do  not  look  for  any  ma- 
terial development  until  such  time  as  the  politicians  at  Wash- 
ington shall  see  fit  to  do  their  best  or  worst,  and  permit  the 
business  of  the  country  to  proceed  without  their  interference. 
The  demand,  is  anything  but  active,  and  there  is  much  com- 
plaint about  collections.  So  far  as  transfers  from  first  hands  are 
concerned,  they  are  very  few  and  far  between.  We  hear  of  but 
one  house — J.  Gundlach  &  Co. — that  considers  this  the  proper 
time  to  buy  wi«e.  They  have  recently  purchased  several  cellars 
of  wine,  among  them  that  of  Eugene  Paris,  of  Livermore,  at  a 
price  which  is  said  to  be  better  than  could  be  expected  at  this 
time.  For  the  good  of  the  struggling  producer,  we  regret  that 
there  are  not  more  transactions  of  this  kind  these  days.  Exports 
by  sea  were  not  of  large  volume  during  March,  the  aggregate 
having  been  1094  cases  and  177,005  gallons.  We  understand 
that  the  shipments  still  continue  large,  particularly  on  account 
of  the  prospect  of  an  increase  of  the  freight  rates.  Receipts  of 
wine  in  March  from  the  interior  cellars  were  of  greater  volume 
than  could  have  reasonably  been  looked  for,  being  972,900  gallons. 


The  warm  weather  which  has  been  prevalent  over  the  State 
during  the  past  fortnight  has  had  the  effect  of  considerably  ad- 
vancing the  growth  of  the  vines.  The  season  is  thus  far  some- 
what advanced.  If  there  should  come  a  sharp  frost  about  the 
middle  of  the  month — a  not  unlikely  occurrence — wine  prices 
may  be  expected  to  advance  with  a  jump,  in  view  of  the  dimi- 
nution of  this  year's  vintage  that  would  result 

Advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows :  "As  the  demand 
for  dry  wines  continues  to  be  small,  and  the  anxiety  on  the  part 
of  some  holders  to  realize  becomes  greater,  the  value  of  wines 
is  far  from  improving.  The  situation  is  absolutely  beyond  the 
control  of  the  trade.  It  has  its  roots  in  the  general  condition 
of  business,  and  will  not  be  changed  until  the  working  classes 
are  again  enabled  to  pay  for  their  ordinary  beverages.  Under 
the  circumstances  no  lowering  of  prices,  if  that  were  possible, 
would  bring  about  a  better  demand."

^^  feature  worthy  of  mention  during  the  fortnight  and  trado 
has  been  very  dull.  Exports  were  of  light  volume.  March  ship- 
ments, however,  were  of  such  unusual  volume  as  to  bring  the 
total  up  to  the  average.  The  following  figures  show  the 
movement  during  March :

*^  ^f^HISKIES. — The  market  is  slowly  improving,  and  while  it 
^^^  is  not  so  difficult  to  sell  goods  as  formerly,  there  seems  to 
be  a  tightening  up  of  money,  and  collections,  as  a  consequence, 
are  difficult.  The  stringency  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  San 
Joaquin  valley,  where  there  is  a  possibility  of  poor  crops  this 
season.  Receipts  of  whisky  have  steadily  increased,  and  are 
getting  back  toward  the  old  volume.  This  is  evidenced  by  the 
imports  of  March,  which  aggregated  171  cases  and  2327  barrels. 
Spirit  receipts  were  2306  barrels.  Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will 
be  found  the  provisions  of  the  bonding  bill  and  the  general 
warehouse  bill,  as  reported  to  the  Senate  Finance  committee  on 
March  20th.     It  will  be  readily  seen  that  it  is  entirely  unlike

the  House  measure.  From  the  remarks  of  Senator  Voorhees, 
when  he  opened  the  debate  in  the  Senate  on  April  2,  he  is  dis- 
satisiied  with  the  amount  of  the  tax,  and  would  make  it  higher. 
He  said : 

'•  In  turning  to  another  subject,  on  which  much  ignorance 
and  much  malevolent  criticism  has  been  heard,  the  task  is  easy. 
In  securing  a  sufficient  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment, with  as  light  a  tax  as  possible  on  these  necessaries  of  life, 
I  have  at  all  times  earnestly  favored  an  increased  tax  on  whisk}'. 
I  would  be  glad  today  if  the  pending  bill  provided  for  a  tax  of 
81.20  cents  per  gallon,  instead  of  $1.10,  as  it  does.  Revenue 
raised  from  distilled  spirits,  the  purchase  and  consumption  of 
which  are  never  a  necessity  of  life,  but  the  fact  that  $20,000,000  of 
surplus  accruing  under  the  bill  was  furnished  by  the  tax  on 
whisky,  is  a  genuine  joy  to  my  mind.  My  sincere  regret  is  that 
more  money  for  the  Government  was  not  obtained  from  that 
source,  and  consequentlj'  from  other  sources  of  a  different  char- 
acter. I  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring,  upheld  as  I  am  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Reve- 
nue, who  have  both  recommended  every  step  taken  on  this  subject, 
that  one  of  the  wisest,  safest,  most  useful  and  necessary  provis- 
ions in  the  pending  bill  is  that  increasing  the  tax  on  distilled 
spirits  and  granting  an  extension  of  the  time,  they  may  remain 
in  bond  without  being  driven  out  of  the  country." 

From  the  foregoing,  it  is  plainly  to  be  seen  that  Senator 
Voorhees  is  a  staunch  friend  of  the  increased  bonded  period,  and 
as  he  is  the  leader  of  his  party  in  the  Senate,  this  feature  of  the 
bill  will  undoubtedly  be  adopted.

/MPORTATIONS.— The  importers  are  doing  a  moderate 
trade,  and  do  not  look  for  much  improvement  till  the  feat- 
ures of  the  tariff"  bill  affecting  their  business  become  law.  How 
long  this  will  be  even  the  mighty  Democrats  at  Washington  do 
not  know. 

In  another  column  we  have  presented  the  sections  of  the 
tariff  bill  covering  the  duties  on  wines  and  spirits,  as  reported 
to  the  Senate  Finance  committee  on  March  20th,  and  it  is  highly 
probable  that  there  will  be  no  further  changes  in  this  schedule.

Cape  Horn,  10  barrels. 

Bulk  Beer  (from  overland) — 113  barrels,  384  half  barrels, 
400  quarter  barrels  and  60  kegs.

THE  FREIGHT  TARIFF  QUESTION. 

As  intimated  in  the  "  Market  Review  "  in  our  last  issue, 
there  is  an  anxiety  in  the  trade  as  to  the  possible  advance  in 
freight  rates  between  San  Francisco  aud  Eastern  points  by  rail. 
The  advent  of  the  North  American  Navigation  Co.  brought  low 
freight  rates  to  New  York  via  Panama,  and  the  moderate  freight 
tariff"  from  New  York  to  Northwestern,  Western  and  Southern 
points  resulted  in  a  gratifying  extension  of  the  demand  for  Cali- 
fornia wines  and  brandies.  This  was  due  solely  to  competition. 
The  Navigation  Company  made  a  rate  which  enabled  wine  and 
brandy  men  of  California  to  push  their  goods  into  new  markets 
from  the  fact  of  the  establishment  of  these  rates  compelled  the 
Transcontinental  Railroads  to  make  a  competing  tariff".  It  is 
generally  believed  that  this  steamship  company  will  become  a 
thing  of  the  past  in  a  short  time,  and  whenever  it  goes  out  of  ex- 
istence, the  wine  and  brandy  shippers  of  this  State  will  necessarily 
come  back  to  the  old  basis  of  dealing  with  the  railroads,  and  will 
have  to  pay  whatever  tariff"  these  corporations  may  see  fit  to 
exact,  unless  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  continues  the  ser- 
vice. 

By  reason  of  our  intimate  connection  with  the  viticultural 
industry  of  California  we  feel  that  we  are  competent  to  judge  its 
ability  to  stand  any  increase  in  the  freight  tariff"  which  exists  at 
the  present  time,  and  we  are  free  to  say  that  we  believe  that  any 
considerable  addition  to  the  existing  rates  of  transportation  will 
be  a  handicap  which  will  aff"ect  the  railroad  company  as  seriously 
as  it  will  the  shipper.     Undoubtedly  the  answer  of  the  railroad 
company  will  be  that  they  are  transporting  wines  and  brandies 
at  a  rate  which  is  not  satisfactory  t»  them,  but  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  freight  tariff",  which 
took  place  at  the  lime  that  the  Navigation  Company  began  busi- 
ness, there  has  been  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  prices  of 
wines  and  brandies  delivered  to  Eastern  buyers.     It   is  hardly 
necessary  to  state  that  it  is  easy  to  reduce  prices,  but  difficult  to 
increase  them.     Should  the  railroad  company  take  advantage  of  i 
the  situation,  granting  that  its  competitor  was  out  of  the  race, 
and  restore  rates  to  the  old  figures,  it  would  simply  place  winej 
and  brandy  shippers  in  a  position  where  they  would  be  compelledl 
to  either  ship  their  goods  via  the  Horn,  or  in  a  case  of  necessity,! 
preferably  via  Panama.     We  think  that  the  exercise  of  good 
business  judgment  would  cause  the  managers  of  the  overland 
roads  to  consider  the  hardships  under  which  the  viticultural  in-< 
dustry  is  now  struggling,  and  to  deal  with  it  in  a  manner  which| 
would   at  least  assist  to  some  extent  in   saving  this  promising 
branch  of  California's  industries  from  utter  ruin. 

It  goes  without  saj'ing  that  with  the  general  depression  o^ 
business,  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  tariff",  the  sophistication   o^ 
wines,  and  the  possibility  that  foreign  productions  will  be  admit-f 
ted   under  the  ad  valorem  duty,  enabling  shippers  from   Italy.l 
France  or  Spain  to  invoice  goods  at  five  cents  which  are  wortl 
fifteen  cents,  will  place  the  California  producer  at  a  disadvan- 
tage which  he  cannot  withstand  unless  the  railroads  assist  him| 
on  a  fair  basis  in  the  distribution  of  his  productions.     In  otherl 
words,  we  assert  that  if  the  overland  transportation   companies! 
take  advantage  of  the  promised  discontinuation  of  the  ocean  ser- 
vice and  insist  upon  the  exaction  of  the  old  rates,  they  will  make] 
a  serious  mistake.     First,  because  the  wine  industry  of  Califor- 
nia is  in  a  desperate  condition;  second,  because  it  must  have  somej 
encouragement  both  in  the  matter  of  demand  and  low  freightj 
tariff"  to  enable  it  to  exist;  third,  because  it  is  one  of  the  three 
gr^at  and  promising  industries  of  the  State,  and  business  intelli- 
gence requires  that  it  be  encouraged  to  the  utmost  limit.     Wei 
trust  that  these  facts  will  be  seriously  considered  by  those  who! 
dictate  the  policies  of  the  railroad  corporations,  and  that  theyl 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  discovering  that  it  is  to  their  interest] 
to  foster  the  viticultural  industry  of  California.     If  they  do  this,  i 
time  will  prove  that  it  will  become  one  of  the  greatest  revenue] 
producers  within  the  limits  of  their  territory.

It  is  said  that  every  cloud  has  its  silver  lining,  but  the  man 
who  can  find  any  such  appendage  attached  to  the  present  cloud 
of  midnight  gloom,  which  so  efiectually  overshadows  the  wine 
business,  is  a  "Jimdandy."  I  have  been  requested  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  trade  not  to  say  anything  about  the  fearful  depression 
that  is  jmst  now  so  thoroughly  demoralizing  everything  in  that 
line  of  business,  and  I  have  always  endeavored  to  put  as  good  a 
face  as  possible  upon  the  condition  of  affairs  here,  but  I  am  free 
to  admit  that  I  am  at  the  end  of  my  tether.  If  I  am  to  write  at 
all  I  must,  of  necessity,  keep  within  a  mile  of  the  truth  at  least, 
and  if  I  do  that  now,  I  will  have  simply  to  say  that  at  no  time 
in  the  history  of  the  business  in  Chicago  has  the  outlook  been  so 
iinpropitious  as  at  the  present. 

But  it  is  not  so  bad  but  that  it  might  be  a  whole  lot  worse, 
and  it  all  remains  with  the  wine  men  here  and  in  California  to 
say  whether  or  not  this  state  of  affairs  shall  continue  until  utter 
demoralization  and  ruin  overtakes  them  altogether.  To  a  very 
lai"ge  extent  they  are  responsible  for  this  condition  of  things,  and 
they  can  remedy  the  evil  and  in  a  great  measure  undo  the  harm 
already  done  if  they  will  set  themselves  properly  and  earnestly 
about  it. 

First,  then,  that  worst  bane  of  all,  business  jealousy,  must 
be  eternally  banished.  "Why  should  men  whose  interests  are  in 
common  sit  up  of  nights  to  discover  methods  for  the  overthrow 
of  their  competitors  when  their  downfall  must  necessarily  compass 
the  ruin  of  the  plotter?  When  Samson,  blind  and  undone,  with 
one  dying  impulse  of  energy,  pulled  down  his  enemy's  temple 
about  his  own  head  and  perished  miserably  with  the  multitude 
around  him,  there  was  some  excuse  for  the  self  immolation.  But 
this  is  a  far  different  case.  Here  everything  was  to  lose  and 
nothing  to  gain.  The  future  was  bright  and  there  was  ever  feat- 
ure of  hope  in  the  face  of  the  business  outlook. 

But  the  evil  has  been  done,  and  it  is  of  no  avail  to  weep 
over  the  lacteal  fluid  that  is  now  rushing  pell  mell  down  the  gut- 
ter. The  great  question  is:  How  can  the  wrong  be  righted? 
There  is  only  one  way  to  do  it,  and  that  ie  to  unite  as  one  man 
and  bend  all  the  combined  energies  of  the  entire  business,  pro- 
ducers, dealers  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  have  an  influence 
upon  the  wine  market.  Instead  of  seeking  to  force  the  producer 
to  sell  at  the  lowest  possible  figure,  let  the  merchants 
combine  and  protect  the  growers.  Instead  of  offering  six 
and  eight  cents  in  the  cellar,  as  I  am  credibly  informed  they  are 
now  doing  in  the  Napa  valley,  let  them  contract  for  a  stated 
amount  each  year  for  say  five  years  at  a  good  living  price.  Let 
the  growers  bind  themselves  to  produce  only  so  much  wine  and 
brandy  each  year  for  the  stipulated  time,  and  further  pledge 
themselves  to  keep  entirely  out  of  all  markets  during  that  time. 
Then  the  merchants  will  be  masters  of  the  situation  as  far  as  the 
Eastern  market  is  concerned,  and  they  can  so  regulate  the  sup- 
ply of  California  wine  that  they  can  command  decent  prices. 
This  plan  need  not  interfere  in  the  least  with  those  producers 
who  have  stores  already  opened  here.  They  are  virtually 
merchants  as  well  as  producers,  and  their  interests  are  in  com- 
mon with  both.  Let  them  agree  to  an  equitable  adjustment  of 
production,  and  let  them  also  pledge  that  they  will  in  no  way 
break  prices. 

I  have  given  this  subject  a  great  deal  of  earnest  thought,  and 
I  believe  that  I  am  not  a  dreamer  only.  Certainly  matters 
could  not  be  made  any  worse  than  they  are,  and  something  radi- 
cal must  be  done,  and  that  very  shortly,  if  anything  at  all  is  to 
be  saved  out  of  the  wreck  of  the  wine  business.  There  is  a  great 
big  and  a  fast  growing  market  here  in  the  East  for  California 
wines,  but  the  goose  must  not  be  killed  before  she  has  laid  any 
golden  eggs  at  all,  by  the  greed  and  avarice  of  a  few  individuals. 

Let  me,  therefore,  commend  to  the  wine  men  of  the  State 


the  adoption  of  some  plan  that  will  effectually  protect  and  foster 
your  business.     Call  a  halt  today  and  throttle,  by  combined  ac 
tion,  the  sharks  and  vampires  that  live  only  upon  your  very  life- 
blood. 

Sales  of  wines  are  few  and  far  between,  for  people  who  can 
afford  to  do  so  say  they  would  rather  have  their  wines  in  their 
cellars  than  to  have  them  slaughtered  at  present  prices.  Mr. 
Patrick,  representing  L.  J.  Eose  &  Co.,  said  the  other  day:  "I  am 
not  in  it  at  all,  these  days.  Our  wine  is  too  good  to  be  sold  for  any 
such  figures  as  I  can  get  for  them  now  ;  besides,  there  is  the 
cost  of  production,  which  would  not  even  be  covered  by  present 
prices." 

"  Our  bar  trade  is  still  pretty  fair,"  said  Aug.  Wilken,  "  but 
I  have  seen  it  lots  better.  People  have  not  got  the  money  to 
spend  for  drinks  of  any  kind  these  days." 

"  We  are  selling  our  share  of  wine  all  the  time,  but  prices 
are  very  discouraging,"  said  Mr.  Rosenthal,  manager  for  Chas. 
Stei-n  &  Sons. 

Mr.  V^eatch,  who  is  travelling  for  the  Vina  Distillery  Com- 
pany, returned  last  week  from  a  trip  in  a  very  jubilant  frame  of 
mind.  He  had  just  placed  several  carloads  of  goods  at  top- 
notch  prices. 

Mr.  Fusick,  with  Korbel  Bros.,  says  that  his  traveling  men 
are  doing  very  well  both  as  to  orders  and  prices.  Mr.  F.  Korbel 
arrived  in  Chicago  yesterday,  and  while  here  will  make  some 
radical  changes  in  their  business. 

A.  M.  Bergevin  has  just  put  a  new  man  or  two  on  the  road, 
and  he  says  he  will  sell  wine  if  it  is  possible  for  any  one  to  do  it. 

J.  F.  Nolan  &  Co.  have  been  placing  a  number  of  nice 
orders  for  dry  wines  of  late.  Sweets  have  been  selling  too  cheap 
for  them  to  enter  into  the  competition  with  the  excellent  wines 
they  carry. 

Mr.  Finden,  of  the  Contra  Costa  Company,  says  that  his  bar 
trade  is  his  only  salvation  these  tough  times.  That  is  a  fact 
with  a  lot  of  others.  It  seems  a  shame  that  matters  have  come 
to  that  pass  that  wholesale  dealers  in  California  wines  must  run 
bars  in  connection  with  their  business  to  keep  the  landlord 
from  shutting  up  their  places  for  the  rent  bill. 

What  shall  I  say  about  whisky  ?  If  I  ask  a  whisky  man 
for  news,  he  only  laughs  at  me,  and  asks  me  what  I  am  thinking 
about,  any  way.  If  wine  is  in  a  bad  way,  it  has  a  near  and 
very  dear  companion  in  the  personage  of  John  Barleycorn. 
Nothing  can  be  used  as  a  basis  of  business  estimate  until  they 
quit  monkeying  with  the  tariff  band-wagon  down  at  Washing- 
ton, and  as  that  time  and  the  Adventists'  final  Day  of  Reckon- 
ing seem  to  be  contemporaneous,  there  is  but  little  prospect  for 
any  change  in  affairs  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

I  made  a  thorough  round  of  the  trade  last  week  and  liad 
many  very  interesting  conversations  with  the  dealers,  and,  did 
space  permit,  could  give  some  very  bright  and  pertinent  points 
made  by  the  gentlemen.  The  Wilson  bill,  as  it  now  stands,  is 
not  very  much  in  favor  with  them.  Some  of  them  go  so  far  as 
to  say  that  if  the  eight-year  bonded  period  goes  into  effect  it 
will  drive  the  broker  and  wholesaler  out  of  business,  and  that 
whisky,  like  beer,  will  go  from  the  manufacturer  to  the  retailer 
direct.  It  is  claimed  by  some  that  such  would  be  the  case 
surely  if  the  pending  special  bonded-warehouse  bill  should  also 
become  a  law.  All  of  which  is  a  distorted  idea  of  the  proposi- 
tion. 

A  recent  dispatch  from  Washington  states  that  the  Trust  is 
trying  to  wipe  off  as  many  as  possible  of  the  articles  on  the 
dutiable  list  of  the  tariff  in  order  that  an  increase  on  whisky 
may  be  urged  as  necessary  for  completing  the  revenues. 
It  is  said  that  a  jump  to  $1.50  on  whisky  is  contemplated, 
and  that  this  is  at  the  instigation  of  what  is  known  as  the  Dis- 
tilling and  Cattle  Feeding  Company.  They  were  said  to  hav  e 
about  5,000,000  gallons  of  whisky  now  in  bond.  The  new  law 
as  it  now  stands  provides  that  spirits  may  be  taken  out  of 
bond  within  two  months  after  the  passage  of  the  bill  wathout 
paying  the  increased  duty.  Assuming  that  the  amount  held  in 
bond  by  the  Trust  could  be  increased  10,000,00u  gallons  in  a 
short  time,  the  whole  of  it  could  be  removed  and  stored  outside 
before  the  law  came  into  effect.  The  price  of  whisky  would 
then  have  risen  in  proportion  to  the  increased  tax. 

As  the  proposed  law  now  stands  this  addition  to  the  price 
would  be  20  cents.  The  House  increased  the  tax  by  10  cents  and 
the  Senate  added  10  cents  more.  It  is  accordingly  figured  that 
the  Trust  will  make  $2,000,000  out  of  the  increase  of  the  tax. 
They  would  also  benefit  by  the  increase  in  the  price  of  whisky 
certificates  on  the  stock  market.  L.  L.  Palmer. 
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TIME    FOR    A    eoyNFEHEyNCE. 


We  do  not  know  that  it  is  necessary  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  wine  and  brandy  trade  of  California  to  the  fact  that  the 
industry  is  in  a  deplorable  condition.  The  idiotic  inaction  of 
the  present  Congress  witli  reference  to  the  tariff  on  wines  and 
brandies,  the  serious  and  general  depression  of  all  lines  of  busi- 
ness througliout  this  great  country,  the  fact  that  California 
wines  are  begging  buyers  at  the  buyer's  figures,  and  that  sales 
are  novelties ;  that  there  is  small  prospect  that  the  con- 
dition of  trade  will  impi-ove  within  the  next  six  months,  should 
lead  the  merchants  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  other  prominent 
shippers  of  the  State,  to  come  together  and  arrive  at  some  un- 
derstanding with  respect  to  prices  and  other  matters,  which  will 
not  only  make  themselves  whole,  but  give  the  producer  an  op- 
portunity to  escape  the  lock  of  the  sheriff.  These  are  times 
when  it  is  folly  to  mince  matters.  The  situation  is  such  that,  if 
it  is  continued,  the  business  of  the  merchant  will  become  a  thing 
of  the  past  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  man  who  produces  wines 
from  which  he  makes  no  profit  will  be  forced  to  the  wall  and  be- 
come bankrupt.  The  proposition  comes  to  this  :  Under  present 
conditions  the  tendencies  of  values  of  wines  in  first  hands  is  to 
go  below  any  figure  ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  industry, 
and  the  question  arises  whether  or  not  it  is  to  the  interest  of  all 
concerned  that  this  condition  should  continue.  There  is  no  buyer 
in  this  market  that  does  not  know  that  he  is  the  dictator  of  prices 
and  it  devolves  upon  his  judgment  whether  or  not  he  is  to  pay 
a  price  that  will  enable  the  producer  to  deliver  to  him  the  wines 
he  requires  for  his  trade  in  the  year  or  years  to  come  and  to  sell 
such  wines  at  a  figure  which  will  net  him  a  profit. 

We  take  it  that  the  California  wine  business  is  not  a  question 
of  the  present  alone,  but  that  the  houses  that  have  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  invested  in  their  plants  should  find  it  to 
their  benefit  to  say  that  the  industry  upon  which  they  have 
builded  their  business  should  be  fostered,  to  the  end  that  what- 
ever prosperity  they  may  enjoy  may  be  continued.  It  has  been 
our  experience  to  converse  with  various  of  the  leading  buyers  in 
this  market,  and  with  one  or  more  exceptions  we  have  found  that 
they  are  thoroughly  dissatisfied  with  the  situation  which  now 
prevails  with  reference  to  the  question  of  prices.  In  other 
words,  the  knife  has  been  too  frequently  used  for  the  welfare  of 
all  who  are  engaged  in  the  business,  and  we  make  this  prediction, 
that  if  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  so  do  not  find  means 
to  arrive  at  an  amicable  arrangement  by  which  each  house  will 
stand  on  its  own  merits  with  respect  to  its  goods  and  its  enter- 
prise, and  under  all  circumstances  maintain  prices  which  will 
not  only  enable  them  to  make  a  profit,  but  give  to  the  producer 
a  figure  which  will  help  him  to  avoid  bankruptcy,  the  industry 
and  the  trade  are  doomed  to  still  greater  and  more  disastrous 
depression. 

This  is  plain  language,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  called  for  under 
the  present  circumstances,  and  we  are  confident  that  there  is  not 
a  house  in  San  Francisco   that  will   not  acknowledge  but  that 
the  situation,  as  outlined  above,   is  correct.     The  question   is 
can  the  trade  and  shippers  afford  to  proceed   on   the   old   lines, 
which  have  brought  the  business  to  its  present  status?     We  be- 
lieve they  cannot.     Up  to  date  it  has  been  a  continual  fight   be- 
t^ween  the  houses  which  sell  the  ordinary  wines  and   the  houses 
l^iich  endeavor  to  put  out  the  best  products  of  the   State   and 
"maintain  living  prices.     This  conflict  has  resulted  in  no  benefit 
to  either  side,  and  under  the  influence  of  probable  adverse  legisla- 
tion in  Congress  the  situation  has  steadily  grown  worse.     No 
I  merchant  who  has  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the  situation  will  say 

Miat  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  a  radical  readjustment  of  the  relations 
^the  houses  that  control  the  market.  The  tendency  of  prices  is 
^  owuward,  and  no  sane  man,  whose  business  depends  upon 
the  successful  future  of  that  industry,  can  view  the  situation 
with  -unconcern. 


eral  line  of  policy  and  maintain  it,  even  at  a  temporary  loss  of 
business,  than  it  is  to  proceed  on  the  old  lines  and  meet  with  cer- 
tain disaster. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  foregoing  cold  statements  of  fact 
will  be  objected  to  by  some  of  our  readers,  but  we  have  the  in- 
terests of  the  industry  at  heart,  and  we  think  it.  is  time  to  point 
out  the  ruin  which  awaits  it  if  there  is  no  change  in  the  policy 
which  governs  it  at  the  present  time. 


IM     A    STATE    OF    COMA. 


Isn't  it  about  time  the  United  States  Senate  realizes  that  some 
action,  one  way  or  another,  regarding  the  tariff  and  internal 
revenue  laws,  is  demanded  by  the  business  interests  of  the 
country  ? 

Are  the  honorable  members  of  that  grave  and  dignified 
body  unable  to  see  that  suspen.se,  uncertainty  and  all  the  con- 
comitant ills  are  strangling  the  business  of  the  country — the 
business  of  the  importer,  becau.se  he  cannot  import  except  in  a 
hand-to-mouth  fashion,  for  quick  sales — the  business  of  the  do- 
mestic trader,  because  he  dare  take  no  risks  and  lay  in  no  large 
stocks  of  goods — the  business  of  the  manufacturer,  because  he 
knows  not  on  what  basis  he  can  start  the  wheels  of  his  factory? 

After  the  shameful  political  record  of  the  past  few  months, 
it  would  seem  that  it  were  time  for  a  halt.  No  wonder  that  the 
"  Commonwealers  "  want  to  march  on  Washington  ;  no  wonder 
that  the  country  is  going  through  a  worse  and  far  more  pro- 
longed financial  stress  than  that  oi"  1873. 

The  business  men  of  this  country  want  action — definite 
action.  The  wine  and  spirit  trade  has  suffered  more,  perhaps, 
than  others.  The  question  of  the  internal  revenue  tax  on 
spirits  has  been  made  a  political  football,  and  candidly,  we  are 
speculating  if  there  is  a  voter  among  the  Kentucky  distillers  who 
would  not  like  to  have  a  chance  to  vote  again.  The  wine  tariff 
was  juggled  with  in  the  House,  in  the  interest  of  fraudulent 
importations,  and  nearly  scared  every  honest  wine  producer  and 
merchant  out  of  his  wits.  The  tariff'  on  spirits  has  also  been 
manipulated.  Domestic  producers  and  importers  of  legitimate 
brandy  agreed  that  a  tariff  of  $1.80  per  gallon  was  fair,  but 
some  schemer,  who  wanted  to  handle  beet-root  or  potato-spirit 
"  brandy,"  all  but  induced  the  Senate  finance  committee  to 
place  the  figure  at  $1.40. 

The  wine  and  spirit  trade  is  getting  distinctly  tired.  Better 
expressed,  it  is  in  a  state  of  coma. 

Like  Wilkins  Micawber,  it  is  waiting  for  something  to 
turn  up. 

Let  the  Senate  pass  the  bill  as  amended  affecting  the  spirit 
interests,  and  business  will  again  have  some  life.

Some  day  it  will  dawn  upon  the  intelligence  of  those  who 
govern  the  destiny  of  the  wine  and  brandy  interests  of  Califor- 
nia that  the  ratio  of  supply  and  demand  will  eventually  become 
badly  adjusted  so  far  as  supply  is  concerned.  The  exports  of 
wines  by  sea  and  rail  in  1893  averaged  one  million  gallons  a 
month  of  bulk  wines,  and  over  four  thousand  cases.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  local  consumption  of  wine, 
including  the  Pacific  Coast  States  and  territories,  averages  over 
six  million  gallons  a  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  output 
for  actual  demand  amounts  to  about  eighteen  million  gallons  a 
year,  irrespective  of  the  goods  which  go  to  the  consumer  in 
glass.  These  statistics  of  the  trade  show  that  the  legitimate 
consumption  of  the  wines  of  this  State  has  grown  steadily  for 
a  number  of  years  past,  and  the  records  also  show  that,  while 
the  demand  has  increased,  the  prices  have  decreased.  It  may 
be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of  supply  and 
demand  will,  in  the  not  distant  future,  arrive  at  a  figure  which 
will  make  it  difficult  to  find  genuine  native  wines  to  meet  the 
demand.  If  the  producer  can  keep  himself  in  a  condition  to 
furnish  the  wines  required,  all  will  be  well,  and  prices,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  necessity,  will  advance ;  but  if  the  reaction  comes  too 
late,  the  dealer  will  find  himself  in  a  position  where  he  must 
either  own  or  lease  his  own  vineyards  and  make  his  own  wines 
or  have  no  wines  to  sell.  These  are  unpleasant  facts,  but  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  stating  them,  for  the  reason  that  we  think 
the  time  has  come  when  the  situation  with  reference  to  the  trade 
and  the  industry  should  be  discussed  in  plain  terms  for  the  ben- 
efit of  all.  It  is  known  to  all  who  are  conversant  in  the  pro- 
duction of  wines  in  California,  that,  aside  from  the  ravages 
that  have  occurred  in  the  vineyards  of  the  southern  portion  of 
the  State,  the  deadly  phylloxera  is  steadily  devastating  the  mag- 
nificent vineyards  of  central  California.  The  Napa  valley,  the 
vineyards  of  Sonoma,  those  of  Alameda,  and  recently  those  of 
Santa  Clara,  are  being  steadily  destroyed  by  this  unconquerable 
insect.  Against  this  condition  is  the  fact  that  there  are  practi- 
cally no  replantings  or  no  new  plantings  of  vineyards,  and,  in- 
stead of  an  increase  in  production  there  is  a  steady  deer  ease,  as 
against  a  marked  growth  of  the  demand  for  the  wines  of  this 
State.  The  easiest  and  most  sensible  solution  of  the  present 
discouraging  problem  is  an  iron-clad  agreement  between  the  con- 
trolling houses  as  to  selling  prices,  but  we  have  our  doubts  as  to 
whether  this  can  be  accomplished.  However,  if  the  problem  is 
not  solved  in  this  sensible  manner,  the  stern  law  of  supply  and 
demand  will  compel  an  adjustment  which  may  be  found  very 
difficult  medicine  to  take.

The  Bella  Vista  has  a  distinguished  guest  in  the  person  of 
Vicente  Vera. 

During  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago  Dr.  Vera  held 
the  important  office  of  Commissioner  of  Viticulture  to  Spain. 
In  this  capacity  Dr.  Vera  made  extensive  examinations  of 
American  wines  for  the  Spanish  Government,  and  has  prepared 
reports  of  the  results  of  such  examinations. 

The  object  of  his  being  sent  to  this  country  by  the  Spanish 
Government  was  to  find  out  whether  or  not  American  wines 
will  blend  with  the  Spanish  product. 

"I  am  trying,"  said  Dr.  Vera,  "to  find  out  if  the  Spanish 
wines  will  blend  with  your  American  wines.  If  so,  we  can  put 
on  the  market  a  wine  much  superior  to  the  imported  French 
article,  and  at  a  much  less  price.  The  French  wine  producers 
buy  the  Spanish  wines  to  blend  with  theirs.  That  is  what 
makes  it  so  excellent  and  so  widely  known.  Either  wine  alone 
would  not  be  nearly  so  good,  but  when  you  blend  two  wines  the 
excellencies  of  one  tend  in  a  measure  to  ameliorate  the  defects  of 
the  other  and  give  a  splendid  result.  All  the  best  wines  are 
Hended.  Now,  if  this  blending  is  successful,  America  will  im- 
port large  quantities  of  Spanish  wine  and  they  will  be  blended, 
probably  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  result  will  be  splendid. 


"I  have  travelled  over  much  of  the  country,  and  from  every 
wine  section  I  take  samples  with  me,  and  will  make  a  collection, 
and  when  I  get  back  to  New  York,  which  will  probably  be  in 
September,  I  will  make  extensive  examinations  and  analyses  to 
find  the  results  of  my  investigations.  I  have  tested  and  ex- 
amined Spanish  wines  for  a  long  time  in  Spain  and  Chicago.  I 
tasted  from  150  to  200  wines  a  day,  in  all  over  2000  different 
wines.  I  have  not  made  any  analysis  yet  of  the  American 
wines." 

"What  do  you  think  of  the  conditions  of  viniculture  in  this 
country?"  was  asked. 

"Well,  I  think,  first,  that  possibly  the  vines  are  yet  too  young 
to  do  much — that  is,  the  condition  of  the  fruit  is  yet  not  perfect,  but 
in  fifteen  or  twenty  years  will  be  very  goojl  indeed.  The  elabora- 
tion here  is  splendid — perfect.  They  do  not  take  the  pains  and 
trouble  with  wine  making  here  that  they  should.  They  do  in 
Spain.  We  have  just  come  to  California  and  have  not  seen  much 
of  the  country,  but  Mr.  C.  Carpy  is  going  to  take  us  ou  a  trip 
through  the  Napa  valley,  and  we  will  visit  all  the  principal  wine 
cellars  while  there.  I  anticipate  much  pleasure  and  profit  from 
the  trip.  Mr.  Carpy  said  that  practically  all  of  the  wine  industry 
of  the  State  could  be  seen  right  in  the  Napa  valley,  and  that  it  is 
truly  representative  of  the  State.  This  will  be  my  most  impor- 
tant trip,  because  California  is  really  the  wine  center.  After 
that  Mr.  C.  J.  Wetmore  will  take  me  through  Santa  Clara  county 
and  to  his  place,  so  I  think  I  shall  see  it  all." 

"Have  you  yet  found  out  if  the  American  wines  will  blend 
with  the  Spanish  wines?" 

"No,  not  positively ;  but  I  am  almost  sure  they  will.  If 
so  I  shall  establish  agencies  in  New  York,  Chicago  and  San 
Francisco,  but  the  blending  will  be  done  here.  My  aim  is  to 
produce  good  wines." 

Deputy  de  Lome,  General  Commissioner  to  Spain  at  the. 
Columbian  Exposition,  will  assist  Dr.  Vera  in  his  examinations,, 
and  is  now  going  about  Southern  California.  He  will  be  here 
in  a  few  days  to  join  the  Doctor  in  his  work. 

Dr.  Vicente  is  a  physician  and  a  chemist  of  some  renown, 
and  is  also  a  professor  in  the  Royal  Institute  of  Madrid.

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THE   SENATE  CUSTOMS  TARIFF  BILL. 


As  a  matter  of  record  for  future  reference  we  herewith  pro- 
duce that  portion  of  the  Wilson  bill  affecting  wines  and  liquors, 
as  reported  to  the  Senate  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  March 
20,  1894. 

In  the  issue  of  March  5th  we  published  the  original  schedule, 
as  reported  to  the  Senate  by  the  House,  and  a  comparison  of  the 
two  will  show  in  what  features  the  Senate  has  made  alterations. 

Brandy  and  other  spirits  manufactured  or  distilled  from 
grain  or  other  materials,  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this 
act,  S1.80  per  proof  galfon.  But  when  imported  in  bottles  or 
jugs  no  separate  or  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bot- 
tles or  jugs. 

Each  and  every  gauge  or  wine  gallon  of  measurement  shall 
b3  counted  as  at  least  one  proof  gallon;  and  the  standard  for  de- 
termining the  proof  of  brandy  and  other  spirits  or  liquors  of  any 
kind  imported  shall  be  the  same  as  that  which  is  defined  in  the 
laws  relating  to  internal  revenue;  but  any  brandy  or  other  spirit- 
ous  liquors  imported  in  casks  of  less  capacity  than  fourteen  gal- 
lons, shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States.  Provided,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  discre- 
tion, to  authorize  the  ascertainment  of  the  proof  of  wines,  cor- 
dials or  other  liquors  by  distillation  or  otherwise  in  cases  where 
it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  such  proof  by  the  means  prescribed 
by  existing  law  or  regulations. 

Upon  all  compounds  or  preparations  containing  alcohol 
there  shall  be  levied  a  proof  gallon  upon  the  distilled  spirits  con- 
tained therein  in  addition  to  the  duty  provided  by  law  upon  the 
other  ingredients  contained  in  such  compounds  and  preparations. 

Cordials,  liquors,  arrack,  absinthe,  kirschwasser,  ratafia  and 
other  spirituous  beverages  or  bitters  of  all  kinds,  containing 
spirits  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  SI. 80  per  proof 
gallon;  but  when  imported  in  bottles  or  jugs,  no  separate  or  ad- 
ditional duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles  or  jugs. 

No  lower  rate  or  amount  of  duty  shall  be  levied,  collected 
and  paid  on  brandy,  spirits  and  other  spirituous  beverages  than 
that  fixed  by  law  for  the  description  of  first  proof;  but  it  shall  be 
increased  in  proportion  for  any  greater  strength  than  the  strength 
of  first  proof,  and  all  imitations  of  brandy  or  spirits  or  wines 
imported  by  any  names  whatever  shall  be  subject  to  the  highest 
rate  of  duty  provided  for  the  genuine  articles  respectively  in- 
tended to  be  represented,  and  in  no  case  less  than  $1  per  gallon. 

Champagne  and  other  sparkling  wines,  in  bottles  containing 
each  not  more  than  one  quart  and  more  than  one  pint,  $8  per 
dozen;  containing  not  more  than  one  pint  each  and  more  than 
one-half  pint,  $4  per  dozen;  containing  one-half  pint  each  or  less, 
$2  per  dozen;  in  bottles  or  other  vessels  containiug  more  than 
one  quart  each,  iu  addition  to  S8  per  dozen  bottles,  on  the  quan- 
tity in  excess  of  one  quart  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  gallon;  but  no 
separate  or  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles. 

Still  wines,  including  ginger  wine  or  ginger  cordial  and  ver- 
mouth, in  casks  or  packages  other  than  bottles  or  jugs,  if  con- 
taining fourteen  per  centum  or  less  of  absolute  alcohol,  thirty 
cents  per  gallon;  if  containing  more  than  fourteen  per  centum  of 
absolute  alcohol,  fifty  cents  per  gallon.  In  bottles  or  jugs  con- 
taining each  not  more  than  one  quart  sind  more  than  one  pint, 
or  twenty-four  bottles  or  jugs,  containing  each  not  more  than 
one  pint,  one  dollar  and  sixtj'  cents  per  case;  and  any  excess  be- 
yond these  quantities  found  in  such  bottles  or  jugs  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  duty  of  five  cents  per  pint  or  fractional  part  thereof,  but 
no  separate  or  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles  or 
jugs:  Provided,  That  any  wines,  cordials  or  vermouth  imported 
containing  more  than  twenty-five  per  centum  of  alcohol,  shall  be 
classed  as  spirits  and  pay  duty  accordingly:  And  provided,  fur- 
ther, That  there  shall  be  no  constructive  or  other  allowance  for 
breakage,  leakage  or  damage  on  wines,  liquors,  cordials  or  dis- 
tilled spirits.  Wines,  cordials,  brandies  and  other  spiritous  liq- 
uors imported  in  bottles  or  jugs,  shall  be  packed  in  packages 
containing  not  less  than  one  dozen  bottles  or  jugs  in  each  pack- 
age, or  duty  shall  be  paid  as  if  such  package  contained  at  least 
one  dozen  bottles  or  jugs. 

Ale,  porter  and  beer,  in  bottles  or  jugs,  thirty  cents  per  gal- 
lon, but  no  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles  or 
jugs;  otherwise  than  in  bottles  or  jugs,  ten  cents  per  gallon. 

Malt  extract,  includii\g  all  preparations  bearing  the  name, 
and  commercially  known  as  such  fluid,  in  casks,  fifteen  cents  per 
gallon;  in  bottles  or  jugs,  thirty  cents  per  gallon;  solid  or  con- 
densed, thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 


Cherry  juice  and  prune  juice  or  prune  wine,  and  other  fruit 
juices  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  containing  eighteen 
per  centum  or  less  of  alcohol,  fifty  cents  per  gallon;  if  containing 
more  than  eighteen  per  centum  of  alcohol,  $1.80  per  proof  gal- 
lon. 

Ginger  ale  or  ginger  beer,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem,  but 
no  separate  or  additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles. 

All  imitations  of  natural  mineral  waters,  and  all  artificial 
mineral  waters,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sec.  82.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  the  second  cal- 
endar month  after  the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  all  distilled  spirits  in  bond  at  that  time,  or  that 
have  been  or  may  then  or  thereafter  be  produced  in  the  United 
States,  on  which  the  tax  is  not  paid  before  that  day,  a  tax  of  one 
dollar  and  ten  cents  on  each  proof  gallon,  or  wine  gallon  when 
below  proof,  and  a  proportionate  tax  at  a  like  rate  on  all  frac- 
tional parts  of  such  proof  or  wine  gallon:  Provided,  That  in 
computing  the  tax  on  any  package  of  spirits,  all  fractional  parts 
of  a  gallon  less  than  one  tenth  shall  be  excluded. 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  prescribe  and  furnish 
suitable  stamps  denoting  the  payment  of  the  internal  revenue 
tax  imposed  by  this  section  ;  and,  until  such  stamps  are  pre- 
pared and  furnished  the  stamps  now  used  to  denote  the  pay- 
ment of  the  internal  revenue  tax  on  distilled  spirits  shall  be 
affixed  to  all  packages  containing  distilled  spirits  on  which  the 
tax  imposed  by  this  section  is  paid  ;  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  shall,  by  assessment  or  otherwise,  cause  to  be 
collected  the  tax  on  any  fractional  gallon  contained  in  each  of 
such  packages  as  ascertained  by  the  original  gauge  or  regauge 
when  made,  before  or  at  the  time  of  removal  of  such  packages 
from  the  warehouse  or  other  place  of  storage ;  and  all  provis- 
ions of  existing  laws  relating  to  stamps  denoting  the  payment 
of  internal  revenue  tax  on  distilled  spirits,  so  far  as  applicable, 
are  hereby  extended  to  the  stamps  provided  in  this  section. 

That  the  tax  herein  imposed  shall  paid  by  the  distillers  of 
the  spirits,  on  or  before  their  removal  from  the  distillery  or 
place  of  storage,  except  in  case  the  removal  therefrom  without 
payment  of  tax  is  authorized  by  law ;  and  (upon  spirits  law- 
fully deposited  iu  any  distillery  warehouse,  or  other  bonded 
warehouse,  established  under  internal  revenue  laws)  within  eight 
years  from  the  date  of  the  original  entry  for  deposit  in  any  dis- 
tillery warehouse,  or  from  the  date  of  original  gauge  of  fruit 
brandy  deposited  in  special  bonded  warehouse,  except  in  case  of 
withdrawal  therefrom  without  payment  of  tax  as  authorized 
by  law. 

Sec.  83.  That  warehousing  bonds  and  transportation  and 
warehousing  bonds,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  taxes 
on  all  distilled  spirits  entered  for  deposit  into  distillery  or  spe- 
cial bonded  warehouses  on  or  after  the  date  named  in  the  last 
preceding  section,  shall  be  given  by  the  distiller  of  said  spirits 
as  required  by  existing  laws,  conditioned,  however,  for  payment 
of  taxes  at  the  rate  imposed  by  this  act,  and  before  removal 
from  warehouse  a.id  within  eight  years;  as  to  fruit  brandy,  from 
the  date  of  the  original  gauge,  and  as  to  all  other  spirits,  from 
the  date  of  the  original  entry  for  deposit,  and  all  warehousing 
bonds  or  transportation  and  warehousing  bonds  conditioned  for 
the  payment  of  the  taxes  on  distilled  spirits  entered  for  deposit 
into  distillery  or  special  bonded  warehouses  prior  to  that  date 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  time  named  in  said 
bonds,  except  where  new  or  additional  bonds  are  required  under 
existing  law. 

Whenever  the  tax  is  paid  on  or  after  the  aforesaid  date, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  warehousing  or  transportation 
and  warehousing  bonds  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  added  to  the 
ninety  cents  per  taxable  gallon  an  additional  tax  sufficient  to 
mali^p  the  tax  paid  on  said  spirits  equal  to  that  imposed  by  this 
act.  The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  may  require  the 
distillers  of  spirits  to  give  bonds  for  the  additional  tax,  and  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  original  bonds  shall  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  for  re-entry  for  deposit  and  for  new  bonds  as 
provided  for  spirits  originally  entered  for  deposit  under  this 
act,  and  conditioned  for  payment  of  tax  at  the  rate  imposed  by 
this  act  and  before  the  removal  of  the  spirits  from  warehouse, 
and  within  eight  years  ;  as  to  fruit  brandy,  from  the  date  of 
the  original  gauge,  and  as  to  all  other  spirit  from  the  date  of 
original  entry  from  deposit.  If  the  distiller  of  the  spirits  fails 
or  refuses  to  give  the  bond  for  the  additional  tax,  or  to  re-enter 
and  rebond  the  spirits,  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
may  proceed  to  collect  the  tax  as  now  provided  by  law  for  fail- 
ure or  refusal  to  give  warehousing  bonds  on   original  entry  in- 
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to  distillery  warehouse  or  special-bonded  warehouse,  and  the 
provisions  of  section  four  of  the  act  of  May  twenty-eighth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  (twenty-first  statutes,  one  hundred 
and  forty-five)  so  far  as  applicable  are  hereby  extended  to  bonds 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  :  Provided,  That  the 
distiller  may,  at  his  option,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  prescribe,  execute  an  annual 
bond  for  the  spirits  so  deposited  in  lieu  of  the  bonds  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  84.  That  the  distiller  of  any  distilled  spirits  deposited 
in  any  distillery  warehouse,  or  special  bonded  warehouse,  or  in 
any  general  bonded  warehouse  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  may,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  four  years  from  the 
date  of  original  gauge  as  to  fruit  brandy,  or  original  entry  as  to 
all  other  spirits,  file  with  the  collector  a  notice  giving  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  packages  containing  the  spirits,  and  request  a  re- 
gauge  of  the  same,  and  thereupon  the  collector  shall  direct  a 
ganger  to  regauge  the  spirits  and  to  mark  upon  each  such  pack- 
age the  number  of  gauge  or  wine  gallons  and  proof  gallons  there- 
in contained.  If  upon  such  regauging  it  would  appear  that 
there  had  been  a  loss  of  distilled  spirits  from  any  cask  or  pack- 
age without  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  distiller  thereof,  taxes 
shall  be  collected  only  on  the  quantity  of  distilled  spirits  con- 
tained in  such  cask  or  package  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  thereof 
from  the  distillery  warehouse  or  other  bonded  warehouse:  Pro- 
vided, however.  That  the  allowance  which  shall  be  made  for 
such  loss  of  spirits  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  one  proof  gallon 
for  two  months  or  part  thereof;  one  and  one-half  gallons  for 
three  and  four  months;  two  gallons  for  five  and  six  months;  two 
and  one-half  gallons  for  seven  and  eight  months;  three  gallons 
for  nine  and  ten  months ;  three  and  one-half  gallons  for  eleven 
and  twelve  months;  four  gallons  for  thirteen,  fourteen  and  fifteen 
months;  four  and  one-half  gallons  for  sixteen,  seventeen  and 
eighteen  months;  five  gallons  for  nineteen,  twenty  and  twenty- 
one  months;  five  and  one-half  gallons  for  twenty-two,  twenty- 
three  and  twenty-four  months;  six  gallons  for  twenty-five,  twenty- 
six  and  twenty-seven  months;  six  and  one-half  gallons  for 
twenty-eight,  twenty-nine  and  thirty  months;  seven  gallons  for 
thirty-one,  thirty-two  and  thirty-three  months;  seven  and  one- 
half  gallons  for  thirty-four,  thirty-five  and  thirty-six  months; 
eight  gallons  for  thirty-seven,  thirty-eight,  thirty-nine  and  forty 
months;  eight  and  one-half  gallons  for  forty-one,  forty-two,  for- 
ty-three and  forty-four  months;  nine  gallons  for  forty-five,  forty- 
six,  forty-seven  and  forty-eight  months;  and  no  further  allow- 
ance shall  be  made :  And  provided  further,  That  in  case  such 
spirits  shall  remain  in  warehouse  after  the  same  have  been  re- 
gauged,  the  packages  containing  the  spirits  shall,  at  the  time  of 
withdrawal  from  warehouse,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  may  direct,  be  again  regauged  or 
inspected;  and  if  found  to  contain  a  larger  quantity  than  shown 
by  the  first  regauge,  the  tax  shall  be  collected  and  paid  on  the 
quantity  contained  in  each  such  package  as  shown  by  the  origi- 
nal gauge:  And  provided  further.  That  taxes  shall  be  collected 
on  the  quantity  contained  in  each  cask  or  package  as  shown  by 
the  original  gauge,  where  the  distiller  does  not  request  a  re- 
gauge before  the  expiration  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  origi- 
nal entry  or  regauge:  Provided  also.  That  the  foregoing  allow- 
ance of  loss  shall  apply  only  to  casks  or  packages  of  a  capacity 
of  forty  or  more  wine  gallons,  and  that  the  allowance  for  loss  on 
casks  or  packages  of  less  capacity  than  forty  gallons  shall  not 
exceed  one-half  the  amount  allowed  on  said  forty-gallon  cask  or 
packages;  but  no  allowance  shall  be  made  on  casks  or  packages 
of  less  capacity  than  twenty  gallons:  And  provided  further. 
That  the  proof  of  such  distilled  spirits,  shall  not  in  any  case  be 
computed  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  at  less  than  one  hundred 
per  centum. 

Sec.  85.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion  and  upon  the  ex- 
ecution of  such  bond  as  he  may  prescribe,  to  establish  one  or 
more  warehouses,  not  exceeding  ten  in  number  in  any  one  col- 
lection district,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  general  bonded 
warehouses,  and  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  storage  of  spirits 
distilled  from  materials  other  than  fruit.  *  *  *  Every 
such  warehouse  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  collector  of 
internal  revenue  of  the  district  in  which  such  warehouse  is 
located,  and  shall  be  under  the  joint  custody  of  the  storekeeper 
and  proprietor  thereof.     *     *     * 

Sec.  86.  That  any  distilled  spirits  made  from  material  other 
than  fruit,  and  lawfully  deposited  in  a  distillery  warehouse,  may, 
upon  application  of  the  distiller  thereof,  be  removed  from  such 


distillery  warehouse  to  any  general  bonded  warehouse  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section.  *  *  * 
The  succeeding  sections  apply  only  to  the  technical  regula- 
tions and  the  services  to  be  performed  by  the  officers  employed 
by  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  to  see  that  the  interests 
of  the  government  are  protected.  The  foregoing  copy  of  the 
Senate  tariff  bill  will  enable  those  interested  in  the  regulations 
to  compare  it  with  the  House  bill,  which  is  entirely  diff"erent 
from  the  Senate  bill  and  from  the  original  Wilson  bill.  When 
the  tarifi"  measure  has  been  finally  adopted  the  Review  will  pre- 
sent to  its  readers  the  perfected  measure.

The  organized  liquor  dealers  of  Indiana  will  fight  the  case 
of  Haggard  vs.  Stahlin,  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State 
has  declined  to  consider  and  allowed  the  former  decision  to 
stand,  which  awards  damages  to  Mrs.  Haggard  because  Stahlin 
established  a  saloon  near  her  property.  The  Court  held  in  effect 
that  a  suit  for  damages  is  pi'oper  when  near-by  property  is  de- 
preciated by  the  establishment  of  a  saloon.

The  Western  Wine  Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  has  opened  offices  and 
cellars  at  14  North  Fourth  street.  The  officers  of  the  Company 
are :  President,  W.  Herzog ;  vice  president,  A.  Becker,  secre- 
tary, A.  Thiele. 

Martin  Hencken,  of  Hencken  &  Schroeder,  expects  to  go  to 
Byron  Springs  very  shortly  to  take  the  baths.  Mr.  Hencken's 
persistent  old  enemy,  rheumatism,  has  been  giving  him  some 
trouble  lately. 

The  American  Concentrated  Must  Co.,  of  Healdsburg,  pro- 
poses this  year  to  manufacture,  besides  grape  must,  all  kinds  of 
jams  and  jellies.  The  works  would  then  be  in  operation  at  least 
six  months  in  the  year. 

A  meeting  of  the  trade  has  been  called  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol of  the  American  Distillers  and  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers 
Association.  The  meeting  will  be  held  on  the  latter  part  of 
this  month,  at  Cincinnati.

Stephens  was  postmaster  at  Sacramento,  and  he  is  now  seeking 
reappointment  to  that  position. 

The  Kilbourne  Cooperage  Company  has  incorporated.  Di- 
rectors :  Anson  D.  Fessenden,  Herbert  Brown,  Edw.  E.  Brown, 
Alfred  N.  Fessenden  and  Thomas  A.  McGowan  ;  capital  stock, 
$50,000,  of  which  $20,000  has  been  subscribed. 

Hermann  Pyhrr,  of  Freiburg,  Baden,  son  of  one  of  the  oldest 
German  wine  merchants,  has  been  a  visitor  on  the  Coast  for  about 
a  mouth.  Mr.  Pyhrr  was  eight  months  in  Chicago,  and  then 
came  to  this  State  to  visit  the  principal  vineyards. 

The  San  Francisco  Breweries  have  secured  a  perpetual  injunc- 
tion against  W.  Werdner,  John  Kruger  and  others,  restraining 
them  from  using  "Fredericksruhe"  labels  for  beer.  The  labels 
were  made  to  imitate  the  well-known  "Fredericksburg." 

A.  P.  Hotaling,  E.  R.  Lilienthal  and  ex-Senator  Williams, 
all  well-known  in  the  trade,  are  interested  in  the  incorporation 
of  the  Western  Meat  Co.,  Phil  Armour's  latest  scheme  on  the 
Coast.    Several  well-known  bankers  are  also  represented. 

Joseph  Melczer  &  Co.  are  doing  well  with  their  ICastern 
trade.  The  steady  and  rapid  advance  made  by  this  house  in  the 
past  three  years  is  remarkable,  and  stands  as  a  monument  to 
the  energy  and  persistence  of  the  members  of  the  firm. 

The  hop  raisers  of  Lake  county  have  prepared  and  are  cir- 
culating a  petition  to  the  Supervisors  of  the  county,  asking  that 
'ye  prohibition  ordinance  be  repealed  and   a  high  license  meas- 
ire  substituted.     The  mill  is  evidently  beginning  to  grind. 

H.  W.  Crabb,  the  Oakville  wine  maker  and  horseman,  suc- 
eded  in  disposing  of  his  less  desirable  horses  for  track  work, 
It  his  recent  sale  in   Napa.     Mr.  Crabb  goes  on  the  circuit  this 
^ear  with  a  good  string  of  top  notchers  and  a  careful  driver. 

C.  W.  Craig  &  Co.  received  a  fine  lot  of  H.  H.  Shufeldt  & 

's  gins   during   the  last  fortnight.     The  lot  consisted  of  10 

irrels,  15  half-barrels  and  135  kegs,  and  those  needing  a  fine 

rticle  of  domestic  gin,  produced  by  the  Holland  process,  will  do 

rell  to  examine  this  lot. 


Geo.  Forman,  of  Brown,  Forman  &  Co.,  Louisville,  was  in 
the  city  during  the  fortnight,  talking  trade,  taking  in  the  Mid- 
winter Fair,  and  incidentally  enjoying  California's  magnificent 
weather.  He  left  for  the  South  and  Los  Angeles  and  will  return 
home  by  the  Southern  route. 

Clarence  M.  Mann,  the  general  manager  for  I.  De  Turk, 
says  that  in  the  past  fortnight  his  business  has  improved  sur- 
prisingly. The  spring  season  for  orders  has  been  later  than 
usual  this  year,  but  he  thinks  that  from  this  time  on  the  recent 
improvement  will  hold  good.

Mr.  Chapman  has  just 
received  two  shipments  of  one  hundred  cases  each. 

Charles  Meinecke  &  Co.,  are  meeting  with  flattering  success 
in  the  sale  of  "R.  B.  Hayden."  All  of  the  '91's  and  earlier  crops 
of  this  brand  are  exhausted,  something  that  can  be  said  of  few 
brands.  The  firm  is  now  taking  orders  for  '92  goods  for  future 
delivery,  and  are  getting  some  very  substantial  ones.

Kolb  &  Denhard,  the  Montgomery  street  wine  merchants, 
are  running  their  bottling  department  to  its  fullest  capacity,  and 
even  with  this  are  having  hard  work  to  keep  up  with  their 
orders.  This  is  speaking  well  for  the  condition  and  volume  of 
their  business,  and  they  certainly   have  no  complaints  to  make. 

A  bold  attempt  was  recently  made  to  sell  2140  cases  of  bogus 
J.  &  F.  MarteU's  "Three  Star"  cognac  to  W.  &  T.  Restell  &  Co., 
of  Loudon.  The  fraud  was  discovered  and  the  "brandies"  will  be 
seized  in  England  under  the  Merchandise  Marks'  Act,  while  the 
vendors — parties  in  Germany — are  to  ba  prosecuted  criminally. 
How  would  that  go  in  the  United  States? 

At  the  horse  sale  of  Colonel  J.  B.  Wathen,  of  J.  B.  Wathen  & 
Bros.  Co.,  Louisville,  held^at  Lsbanon,  Ky.,  on  the  31st  ult.,  forty- 
five  head  of  trotting  stock  were  sold  at  good  pric3s.  The  best  prices 
obtained  were  for  Gazette,  by  Onward,  first  dam,  Rian,  by  Dic- 
tator, second  dam  by  Mambrino  Chief,  $4,025  ;  Narvadine,  (3) 
by  Norval,  $1,225  ;  Alien,  b.  m.  (.3)  2:19},  $1,300. 

Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
shipments  of  port  for  February  amount  to  7,831  pipes  (Great 
Britain,  2,708  pipes),  making  13,793  pipes  for  two  months, 
against  15,562  pipes  in  1893.  The  sherry  shipments  were  4,003 
butts  making  7,125  butts  for  two  months,  as  compared  with 
9,315  butts  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

The  Senate  committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia  has  decid- 
ed to  report  favorably  House  bill  3740,  amending  the  act  to  reg- 
ulate the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  District.  It  pro- 
vides that  the  400-foot  rule  shall  not  apply  tosalocns  established 
prior  to  the  establishment  of  a  church  or  school-hou.se  near 
which  they  are  located,  and  that  no  house  shall  be  considered  a 
hotel  under  the  act  which  has  less  than  twenty  rooms. 

Bozo  Radovich,  formerly  a  prosperous  retail  liquor  dealer 
of  San  Francisco,  but  of  recent  years  a  wine-grower  in  Santa 
Clara  county,  has  filed  a  petition  in  insolvency.  His  schedule 
of  assets  shows  that  a  $2,400  homestead  of  eight  acres  near  Sar- 
atoga, now  subject  to  a  foreclosure  judgment  of  $1,600,  together 
with  $1 ,000  personaljproperty,  constitute  his  possessions.  His  lia- 
bilities amount  to  $20,250,  debts  due  mostly  to  San  Francisco 
firms,  some  of  them  having  been  converted  into  judgments. 
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"  Jesse  Moore  "  wliisky  is  certainly  taking  good  care  of 
itself  in  this  market,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  volume  of  imports 
and  exports.  Moore,  Huut  &  Co.  report  business  in  a  fairly 
good  condition,  and  there  is  nothing  the  matter  with  their  im- 
portations. During  the  fortnight  they  have  received  a  lot  of 
goods  on  the  ship  Iroquois  and  the  Arabia,  and  a  carload  over- 
land. The  demand  for  case  goods  is  increasing  at  a  very  sat- 
isfactory rate. 

The  George  T.  Stagg  Company,  distillers  of  the  famous  "  O. 
F.,C."  whisky,  have  recently  sold  to  J.  Shields  &  Co.,  of  Cincin- 
nati, 5000  cases  of  their  old  whisky  bottled  at  the  distiller}',  and 
have  appointed  them  sole  controllers  for  the  States  of  Ohio,  In- 
diana, Michigan  and  West  Virginia.  This  is  a  large  sale,  and 
with  the  characteristic  energy  and  enterprise  of  J.  Shields  &  Co., 
coupled  with  the  fine  braud  of  whisky  which  they  propose  to  han- 
dle, there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  they  will  meet  with  deserved 
success. — Bulletin. 

C.  Schilling  &  Co.  have,  at  considerable  expense,  produced 
a  relief  map  of  California  and  a  portion  of  Nevada,  the  object  of 
which  is  to  show  the  proportion  of  territory  devoted  to  the  viti-

We  understand  that  one  of  these 
relief  maps  will  be  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Viticulture  for  ex- 
hibition in  their  rooms,  and  we  are  confident  that  it  will  prove  a 
valuable  object  lesson  to  all  who  will  examine  it. 

Hey,  Grauerholz  &  Co.  have  met  with  unusual  success  in 
the  handling  of  that  well-known  Daviess  County  whisky  under 


the  brand  of  "P.  E.  Payne."  They  took  these  goods  when  they 
were  practically  unknown  in  this  market,  and  have  pushed  them 
to  the  front  in  a  manner  which  not  only  reflected  credit  upon  this 
whisky,  but  upon  the  men  who  have  introduced  it  to  the  trade 
in  this  territory.

We  would  humbly  call  the  attention  of  the  fanatics  who 
struggle  night  and  day  for  the  promotion  either  of  prohibition, 
unduly  high  license,  or  some  other  measure  for  the  settlement  of 
the  drink  question,  to  the  telegraphic  columns  of  the  daily  papers 
during  the  past  week. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  these  anti-alcoholic  cranks  suc- 
ceeded about  a  year  ago  in  electing  a  Legislature  in  South  Car- 
olina from  which  was  evolved  the  astounding  and  impractable 
dispensary  law.  This  measure  placed  the  liquor  traffic  in  the 
hands  of  the  State,  and  deprived  every  citizen  of  the  right  to 
have  in  his  possession,  either  on  his  person  or  within  the  walls 
of  his  home,  any  liquor  which  had  not  been  purchased  from  or 
(lid  not  bear  the  label  of  the  State. 

The  people  were  not  given  an  opportunity  to  express  at  the 
polls  their  opinion  of  this  measure,  but  they  accepted  it  in  good 
faith  and  it  has  since  been  given  a  fair  trial.  The  results,  as  us- 
ual, show  the  folly  of  one  class  of  citizens,  who  are  in  the  minor- 
ity, endeavoring  to  control  by  law  the  natural  appetites  of  the 
citizens  who  are  in  the  majority. 

Referring  to  the  dispatches  from  South  Carolina,  where  the 
cranks  are  experimenting  on  the  public,  we  find  that  the  oppres- 
sion of  the  spies  of  the  State  Government,  to  whom  the  privacy 
of  no  man's  house  was  sacred,  has  led,  not  only  to  a  defiance 
of  the  minions  of  the  law,  but  a  resort  to  the  desperate  resource 
of  arms.  Citizens  who  believed  in  their  right  to  choose  those 
beverages  which  they  considered  best  calculated  to  contribute 
to  their  welfare  and  pleasure,  have  been  persecuted  not  only  by 
the  law  officers,  and  driven  from  their  homes,  but  have  been 
Irjatid  to  a  dose  of  the  old-time  slavery  methods  and  dogged  by 
bloodhounds. 

Let  us  take  a  casual  glance  at  the  record  showing  the  result 
of  the  efiorts  of  the  Governor  of  South  California  to  compel  the 
citizens  of  that  State  to  conform  to  a  law  which  is  odious  to 
them.  The  first  serious  trouble  occurred  at  the  city  of  Darling- 
ton, and  the  dispatches  state  that  while  several  citizens  were 
seated  around  the  depot  the  Governor's  spies  gathered  near 
them,  and  while  one  of  the  citizens  protested  against  the  lan- 
guage used  by  one  of  the  spies,  he  was,  without  other  provoca- 
tion, shot  dead.  As  a  natural  consequence,  the  citizens  endeav- 
ored to  protect  themselves.  The  Governor's  mercenaries  em- 
ployed Winchester  rifles  to  teach  the  gospel  of  the  fanatics, 
while  the  citizens  protected  themselves  as  best  they  could  with 
revolvers.  The  telegram  tells  the  rest :  "  Pepper  was  shot 
through  the  heart,  and  Redmond  fell  with  three  wounds.  Mc- 
Lendon  was  shot  through  the  abdomen,  and  Chief  of  Police 
Darlgan  was  dangerously  wounded  in  the  body.  Louis  Norment 
was  shot  in  the  breast  and  arm.  D.  K.  Lucas  was  wounded  in 
five  places.  Then  the  spies  fled  in  all  directions.  Four  of  them 
are  known  to  be  wounded.  The  citizens  at  once  armed  and 
started  in  pursuit." 

To  the  average  onlooker  it  would  seem  that  Gov.  Tillman, 
in  endeavoring  to  force  the  militia  of  the  State  to  slaughter 
their  fellow  citizens  because  they  do  not  endorse  a  law  promul- 
gated by  a  few  misguided  enthusiasts,  has  overstepped  the 
bounds,  not  only  of  reason,  but  of  civilization.  It  is  to  the 
credit  of  some  of  the  companies  of  militia  than  they  preferred 
to  be  dismissed  from  the  service  in  disgrace  rather  than  do  the 
bidding  of  the  chief  executive 

The  indications  are  that  the  hirelings  of  the  Governor  who 
slaughtered  the  citizens  of  Darlington  without  provocation  will 
be  successfully  shot  or  hanged,  and,  considering  the  attitude  of 
Gov.  Tillman  in  wading  through  the  blood  of  innocent  citizens 
to  enforce  an  obnoxious  law,  the  application  of  some  of  South 
Carolina's  good  strong  hemp  to  his  neck  might  bring  about  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  matter  at  issue. 

So  long  as  these  cranks,  who  are  responsible  for  such  deeds, 
are  in  the  infinitesimal  minority,  they  should  not  endeavor  to 
force  their  doctrine  down  the  throats  of  the  majority,  nor  resort  to 
murder  when  their  idiotic  measures  are  so  plainly  rejected  by 
the  masses. 

The  moral  teaching,  the  promulgation  of  which  depends 
upon  the  marksmanship  of  a  hired  assassin  and  a  Winchester 
rifle,  certainly  cannot  be  a  icepted  by  men  of  ordinary  intelli- 
gence.    The  guns  should  properly  be  "turned  the  other  way.

The  cause  of  the  California  wine  and  brandy  makers  as 
regards  the  tariff  question,  now  pending  in  Washington,  was  ably 
and  powerfully  presented  in  the  American  Economist  of  the  16th 
of  March,  and,  supplementing  the  principal  augument,  which 
occupied  four  pages  of  the  publication,  was  a  well  written  editor- 
ial embracing  many  salient  points. 

The  Economist  is  the  official  organ  of  the  American  Protect- 
ive Tariff"  Association,  an  organization  of  national  scope  and  in- 
fluence. As  an  authority  on  national  economical  questions  it  is 
second  to  none  in  the  United  States. 

The  argument  employed  in  this  defense  of  California's 
wine  and  brandy  interest  would  make  familiar  reading  to  the 
California  wine  producers  and  brandy  distillers,  and  for  this 
reason  we  will  not  reproduce  it  in  full.  It  is  a  sturdy,  capable 
presentation  of  facts,  bearing  an  impress  of  a  well-known  brain 
and  hand  that  have  long  served  California's  viticultural  inter- 
ests. 

One  word  must  be  said  of  the  personality  of  the  Economics  edi- 
tor. He  is  a  gentleman  also  well  known  to  California  wine  makers, 
Mr.  Charles  R.  Buckland,  who  was  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  old 
San  Francises  Merchant  late  in  the  '80s  when  viticulture  was  in 
the  heyday  of  its  prosperity  in  California.  Mr.  Buckland  sold 
the  Merchant  to  become  private  Secretary  of  Clans  Spreckels,  but 
it  will  be  seen  that  he  has  not,  even  after  the  lapse  of  years,  re- 
linquished his  interest  in  the  industry  nor  missed  an  opportun- 
ity to  render  it  an  assistance  in  its  time  of  need.

MERCED'S   HIGH    LICENSE    DEFEATED. 


On  March  29th  the  California  Supreme  Court  gave  the  high 
license  people  a  shock  from  which  it  may  take  them  a  long  time 
to  recover.  It  was  in  the  form  of  a  victory  for  the  retailers 
of  Merced  county,  who  refused  to  pay  $1000  per  month,  were 
arrested  and  carried  the  case  to  the  court  of  last  resort. 

The  hearing  was  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  after  long 
arguments  on  both  sides  the  court  discharged  the  prisoner,  E. 
C.  Mason,  on  the  ground  that  the  State  law  provides  no  punish- 
ment for  those  who  sell  liquor  without  a  county  license.  This 
leaves  the  high  license  people  without  a  leg  to  stand  on  until  such 
time  as  they  can  induce  the  Legislature  to  make  a  change  in  the 
existing  statutes.  They  will  undoubtedly  be  on  hand  at  Sacra- 
mento next  winter  in  fofce,  and  they  may,  incidentally,  bear 
watching.

The  Bureau  of  Ethnology,  at  Washington,  has  sent  to  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University  for  analysis,  a  quantity  of  the  hearts 
of  a  certain  kind  of  cactus  native  to  the  Indian  Territory.  There 
is  apparently  nothing  startling  in  this  statement,  but  when  it  is 
known  that  these  innocent  little  things  are  capable  of  pro- 
ducing a  new  and  improved  kind  of  a  jag,  the  importance  of  this 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Government  will  be  better  understood. 
If  they  possess  the  qualities  attributed  to  them,  it  is  high  time 
for  the  distillers  and  distributors  of  John  Barleycorn  to  cast 
about  for  new  avenue«  of  enterprise.  The  eating  of  these  cactus 
hearts,  or  the  swallowing  of  the  extract  from  them,  induces  a 
condition  of  high  exaltation.  While  under  the  influence,  man  is 
lifted  out  of  himself,  as  it  were.  He  is  wide  awake,  yet  dream- 
ing, while  the  intellect  is  not  clouded  but  stimulated  to  a  great 
degree.  The  most  remarkable  thing  about  the  plant,  however, 
is  the  fact  that  its  peculiar  affect  is  not  followed  by  reaction,  and 
he  who  indulges  in  this  novel  dissipation  has  no  desire  to  sing, 
"  Oh  what  a  difference  in  the  morning."  On  the  contrary,  he 
finds  that  while  enjoying  his  little  "  razzle  dazzle,"  he  has  been 
benefiting  his  health.  It  seems  that  after  these  facts  are  known 
by  male  humanity  in  particular,  there  should  be  no  more  com- 
plaints about  the  workings  of  our  system  of  Government.     We

that  the  deadly  prohibitionist  would  go  back  into  history  al<)ng 
with  the  spiritus  frumenti  and  become  only  a  painful  memory. 

Under  the  millennium  the  drys  will  uo  longer  crj'  down  King 
Alcohol  and  carry  a  bottle  of  the  same  for  medicinal  purposes. 
They  will  simply  have  their  private  bottle  packet  filled  with  cac- 
tus hearts  and  their  souls  full  of  a  harmless  exaltation.  What  a 
pleasant  sight  this  will  be  for  brethren  to  look  upon.  Then  ev- 
ery man  can  be  his  own  physician,  and  be  happy  all  the  time 
for  the  good  of  his  health.  Verily  these  are  times  when  a  man 
should  be  glad  he  is  here. 

Then  farewell  to  the  Prohib.  and  his  e'er  selfish  chatter; 
Farewell  to  the  brewery  and  the  beer-wagon's  clatter; 
Farewell  to  good  Medford  and  King  Alcohol;

Farewell— he'll  be  full,  chocli-fuU  of  cheer.

D.  V.  B.  Henarie,  of  E.  Martin  &  Co.  has  been  given  a 
judgment  for  $43,593  against  Enoch  Bidleman  by  Judge  Mur- 
phy. This  is  the  wind-up  to  the  prosecution  of  Bidleman  for 
embezzling  from  Henarie.  Bidleman  was  the  confidential  clerk 
of  the  latter,  and  took  advantage  of  his  position  to  get  hold  of 
various  sums  of  money.  He  claimed  that  the  cash  was  all  ex- 
pended to  improve  his  employer's  business.  The  suit  just  de- 
cided was  a  civil  action  to  recover  the  shortage  found  in  Bidle- 
man's  books.  What  little  property  Bidleman  had  before  his 
flight  he  transferred  to  his  wife.  Just  before  the  discovery  of 
his  peculations  he  sold  his  saloon,  at  16  Third  street,  to  Kelly 
&  Crimmins,  for  $10,000,  No  satisfactory  trace  of  this  money 
was  ever  discovered.  Henarie,  in  searching  for  his  lost  prop- 
erty, never  pursued  that  which  Bidleman  had  tranferred  to  Mrs. 
Bidleman,  as  he  had  left  her  with  comparatively  little.

We  have  received  from  the  publishers  a  book  entitled  "A 
Treatise  on  Wines,  their  Origin,  Nature  and  Varieties,  with  Prac- 
tical Directions  for  Viticulture  and  Vinification,"  by  J.  L.  W. 
Thudichum  M.  D.,  F.  R.  C.  P.  of  London,  and  published  by 
George  Bell  &  Sons,  York  St.,  Covent  Garden,  London. 

The  work  is  presumably  up  to  date,  or  it  would  not  have 
been  published  with  the  date  1894 ;  and  much  as  we  respect  Dr. 
Thudichum's  name  as  a  viticultural  authority,  we  are  compelled 
to  say  that  if  his  information  is  no  better  as  regards  the  wines  of 
Europe  and  other  countries  than  it  is  concerning  those  of  Califor- 
nia and  the  Eastern  States  of  this  country,  the  paper,  press- work 
and  ink  used  in  getting  out  the  book  are  worse  than  wasted. 

As  far  as  America  goes,  the  author  has  succeeded  in  pro" 
ducing  a  literary  curiosity  that  we  cannot  refrain  from  present- 
ing to  the  wine  producers  and  wine  trade. 

On  Page  350  begins  Chapter  XXVIII,  devoted  to 

WINES  OF  AMERICA. 

Here  are  the  heads : 

§  243.       GENERAL  OBSEEVATIONS. 

With  regard  to  viticulture  in  America  we  have  to  record 
this  remarkable  fact,  that  vines  from  Europe  do  not  succeed  in 
that  country,  and  that  long  continued  and  often  repeated  experi- 
ence shows,  that  to  produce  grapes  and  wine  in  America  of  any 
quality,  recourse  must  be  had  to  indigenous  vines.  In  Califor- 
nia, European  vines  seem  to  grow  and  bear  fruit,  but  it  lacks 
the  essential  quality  of  specificity  ;  the  wines  made  on  the  west 
coast  have  no  flavor. 

Viticulture  of  late  years  has  not  progressed  much  in  America, 
even  in  Ohio,  which  was  termed  the  Rhine  of  North  America, 
and  where  there  were  some  1,550  acres  of  vineyards  under  cul- 
tivation. At  St  Louis  some  very  good  effervescent  wine  was 
made  and  even  brouglit  to  London.  But  the  supply  was  soon 
exhausted,  and  none  of  it  has  been  seen  since  the  American  Ex- 
hibition. 

The  next  section,  No.  244,  pertains  to  Indigenous  Vines  of 
North  America.  We  omit  it  as  it  contains  nothing  at  all  new 
on  this  subject  and  everything  that  is  moss  covered.  It  reads 
like  a  book  issued  in  1860  might. 

Then  comes 

§  245.       VINES  CULTIVATED  IN  NORTH  AMERICA. 

Viticulture  in  America  is  probably  not  yet  typical,  though 
adapted  to  local  conditions;  it  has  certainly  hitherto  not  been 
very  extensive.  The  vines  cultivated  are  hybrids  of  native  with 
foreign  vines,  and  several  are  of  excellent  quality.  We  quote 
the  Catawba,  found  wild  along  the  Arkansas,  cultivated  since 
1802,  first  by  a  Major  Adlum  ;  nineteen-twentieths  of  all  the 
vines  of  Ohio  are  Catawbas.  The  wine  made  from  it  is  good,  it 
can  be  produced  effervescent.  Such  as  we  have  obtained  in  Eng- 
land, directly  from  St  Louis,  was  strongly  flavored  with,  appar- 
ently, elder  flower.  Longfellow  wrote  an  enthusiastic  poem  in 
praise  of  Catawba  wine.  (2)  The  Cape  Grape,  also  termed  Alex- 
ander or  Schuykill  Muscadel,  is  indigenous  to  the  environs  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania ;  it  must  always  require  an  addition 
of  sugar.     (3)     The  Isabella  is  indigenous  to  South  Carolina. 


Ohio  it  is  frequently  injured  by  frost,  while  on  the  shore  of 
Lake  Erie  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  New  York  it  bears  amply 
and  ripens  well ;  it  is  cultivated  for  table  only,  as  it  requires 
sugar  to  acquire  a  sufficient  alcoholicity  in  its  wine.  The  wine 
resembles  light  Madeira.  (4)  Bland's  Madeira  gives  a  good 
grape  for  eating,  but  the" vine  is  too  delicate  for  cultivation  even 
in  Ohio.  (5)  The  Ohio  or  Cigar-box  vine  yields  a  handsome, 
black,  soft  melting  grape,  with  small  berries ;  its  wine  is  dark 
red,  and  has  little  perfume  when  young,  but  acquires  some  by 
age.  (6)  Lenoir  yields  a  sweet  and  well-flavored  melting  black 
grape.  (7)  Missouri  the  same,  but  is  little  more  suitable  for 
wine  production  than  the  former.  (8)  Norton's  Seedling  has  a 
small  soft  berry,  but  its  wine  is  of  inferior  quality.  (9)  Her- 
bemont's  Madeira  has  small  black  berries,  to  which  as  to  No  9,  the 
name  is  by  no  means  appropriate ;  the  wine,  though  of  a  rosy 
color,  resembles  Manzanilla  in  taste.  (10)  Minor's  Seedling  is  a 
muscat,  useless  for  wine.  (11)  White  Catawba  is  much  inferior 
to  red  ;  it  has  not  been  tried  for  wine.  (12)  The  Mammoth  Ca- 
tawba is  a  large  variety  of  No.  1.  (13)  The  Scuppernong  does  not 
succeed  north  of  the  35°  lat. 

§  246.       RISE  OF  VITICULTURE  IN  AMERICA. 

The  name  of  Longworth  is  associated  with  the  history  of  the 
development  of  viticulture  iu  America ;  he  it  was  who  made  ex- 
tensive experiments  with  European  vines,  and  found  them  un- 
suitable; even  the  indigenous  vines  were  found  to  degenerate 
quickly,  and  not  to  obtain  any  very  high  age.  The  vineyards 
were  mostly  cultivated  by  Germans  from  the  Rhine  country ; 
many  were  farmed  by  the  viticulturists  at  the  rent  of  half  the 
vintage.  At  Cincinnati  an  acre  of  good  land  could  be  made  to 
yield  a  profit  of  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  viticulture  in  America  has  to  con- 
tend with  many  difficulties.  We  studied  the  subject  in  detail 
some  years  ago,  but  have  not  to  report  any  progress  since.  The 
Chicago  exhibition  will  have  afforded  a  good  opportunity  for 
summarizing  the  present  condition  of  viticultural  affairs. 

If  this  isn't  a  mess  of  antiquated  bric-a-brac,  very  nice  as 
history,  but  decidedly  off  color  for  a  work  of  the  times,  as  this 
one  pretends  to  be,  we  will  give  up  in  despair. 

And  this  is  the  rubbish  that  is  supposed  to  give  the  English 
reader  an  idea  of  viticulture  in  the  United  States! 

We  wonder  if  Dr.  Thudichum  would  expect  to  see  wild  In- 
dians in  New  York  and  buffalo  on  the  uninhabited  prairies 
around  Chicago,  if  he  came  to  this  country.

Mr.  Henry  Gauler,  a  capitalist  of  Chicago,  who  is  here  on  a 
visit  to  Mr.  Luders,  recently  visited  Crellin  &  Son's  cellar  and 
was  greatly  surprised  at  the  fine  quality  of  their  wines  and  gave 
Lou.  the  address  of  several  parties  in  Chicago  who  migrht  give 
him  orders.  Mr.  Gauler  said  he  had  heard  so  much  about  Cali- 
fornia wine  being  adulterated,  etc.,  that  he  had  formed  a  poor 
opinion  of  it,  but  now  this  has  been  removed  and  hereafter  he  will 
sound  the  praises  of  the  California  product,  especially  that  of 
Ruby  Hill.  Mr.  Wertheimer,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  who  was  out 
here  to  visit  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Frank,  some  months  ago,  was 
greatly  pleased  with  the  Ruby  Hill  wine,  and  has  sent  in  several 
orders  since  his  return,  a  large  one  being  received  recently. — 
Livermore  Herald.

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THE  TRADE  AND  THE  LAW-MAKERS. 


We  think  it  is  a  fact  that  the  entire  wine  and  spirit  trade 
regards  the  infinite  and  ceaseless  interference  of  legislation  as  to 
its  conditions  with  downright  disgnst.  Why  must  our  law-mak- 
ers go  on  forever  and  forever  tinkering  a  sound  tub  that  asks 
nothing  but  to  be  let  alone  in  order  to  stand  upon  its  own  bot- 
tom ?  Specific  duties  today,  ad  valorem  duties  tomorrow;  ninety 
cents  a  gallon  tax  this  week,  $1.20  next  week;  $8.36  duty  on  a 
case  of  champagne  now,  $7.00  at  a  future  date;  what  stability  can 
there  be  in  the  operations  of  a  trade  that  is  so  racked  and  torn 
by  the  whims  and  the  political  bargains  of  a  lot  of  people  whom 
we  choose,  and  pay,  to  represent  our  interests,  and  who  come 
lamentably  short  of  doing  their  duty  ? 

If  it  is  true  that  misery  loves  company,  and  that  the  suffer- 
ings of  other  people  mitigate  our  own,  we  may  obtain  some  com- 
fort by  looking  at  the  fact  that  the  French  and  English  growers, 
distillers  and  dealers  are  as  absolutely  law-ridden  as  ourselves. 
At  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Wine  and  Spirit  As- 
sociation in  London,  the  chairman  was  quite  emphatic  on  this 
topic.     He  said  among  other  things  : 

"  Our  trade  was  one  over  which  there  was  always  hanging 
something  or  other.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  thought 
the  trade  generally  fair  game,  the  teetotalers  thought  the  same, 
and  any  enterprising  journalist  who  wanted  a  sensational  or 
witty  paragraph,  generally  also  had  a  turn  at  it.  Of  the  things 
hanging  over  them,  the  Local  Veto  bill  has  been  the  one  that  had 
most  moved  the  pulses  of  the  trade.  This  temperance  business 
in  bills^seems  to  be  a  very  happy  one  in  the  habit  of  getting 
much  credit  for  bringing  bills  forward  which  were  not  accepted." 

There  never  was  a  greater  organized  hypocrisy  than  the  tee- 
total organization  of  the  United  Kingdom.  These  organizations 
did  not  want  sobriety,  for  experience  had  proved  that  wherever 
there  had  been  prohibition  and  undue  restriction,  drunkenness 
had  increased ;  what  they  wanted  was  to  suppress  the  lawful 
carrying  on  of  the  liquor  trafiic.  Experience  over  the  whole 
world  proved  that  this  policy  resulted  in  drunkenness.  It  was 
found  that  this  agitation  had  been  carried  on  by  a  class  of  men 
who  had  lately  distinguished  themselves  for  other  things  than 


teetotalism.  He  hoped  there  would  be  shortly  on  the  way  back 
here,  to  meet  with  his  deserts,  a  certain  gentleman  prominent  in 
the  teetotal  world,  born  of  a  teetotal  mother,  nourished  on  the 
finest  wheat  and  milk  of  the  United  Kingdom  Alliance,  who  with 
a  whole  gang  of  teetotalers,  had  robbed  the  British  public  of 
some  $9,000,000  of  money  through  various  swindling  companies. 
This  was  an  instance  that  teetotalism  did  not  always  bring 
righteousness,  and  was  not  always  accompanied  by  honesty. 
The  extreme  sections  of  the  teetotalers  simply  wanted  to  divide 
the  population  of  the  country  into  the  good  people,  who  did  not 
drink,  and  the  bad  people,  who  did.  And,  unfortunately,  they 
had  succeeded  in  some  parts  of  the  world  in  doing  so.  For  in- 
stance, in  America  they  found  a»n  organized  hypocrisy,  in  the 
course  of  which  no  liquor  was  drunk  at  meals,  but  a  very  con- 
siderable quantity  was  drunk  in  bars,  in  bed-rooms  and  on  the 
sly.  He  believed  the  Government  itself  at  the  present  moment 
formed  a  considerable  portion  of  the  organized  hypocrisy  of  which 
he  had  spoken.  They  had  no  real  love  for  this  teetotal  propa- 
ganda, but  they  were  obliged  for  the  sakeof  "votes,  votes,  votes," 
to  pose  as  temperance  reformers.  The  spectacle  of  Sir  Wm. 
Harcourt  posing  as  such,  after  his  declared  opinions  on  former 
occasions,  was  rather  too  much  for  the  trade  to  accept  as  genu- 
ine or  sincere.  With  regard  to  the  champagne  tax,  he  thought 
they  might  let  the  sleeping  dog,  ad  valorem  duties,  lie.  They  had 
killed  it  here  and  in  America.  The  failure  to  enforce  the  ad  va- 
lorem duties  without  the  utmost  difficulty  and  friction  was  a  nail 
in  its  coffin. — Louisville  Bulletin.

THE    TAX   A/ND   BO/NDED   PE'RIOt). 


Representative  Montgomery,  of  the  National  House,  makes 
the  following  sensible  argument  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  the 
bonded  period  : 

"  The  extension  of  the  bonded  period  makes  possible  the 
continuation  of  the  bourbon  and  rye  whisky  business  to  meet  the 
demands  of  trade,  and  does  not  interfere  with  the  spirit  business. 
The  former  is  compelled  to  carry  the  cost  of  production  for  a 
long  period  of  time,  and  if,  on  top  of  this,  the  Government  piles 
a  tax  of  500  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  production  before  the  whis- 
ky is  ready  for  and  can  find  a  market,  the  inevitable  result  must 
be  the  slow  but  certain  destruction  of  this  great  branch  of  the 
distilled  spirits  industry.  Slowly  but  surely  the  making  and 
aging  of  whisky  must  diminish,  and  the  use  of  spirits  and  the 
c'-ieapest  grades  of  impui-e  whisky  must  increase.  This  means 
a  lowering  in  the  general  average  quality  of  whisky  consumed, 
as  the  spirits  find  a  market  only  by  the  improvement  obtained 
through  blending  and  compounding  with  old  whisky.  As  old 
whisky  is  made  more  expensive,  and  as  manufacture  gives  way 
to  cheaper  and  less  desirable  grades  through  the  effects  of  dis- 
criminating legislation,  the  blends  and  compounds  will  deterio- 
rate in  quality  and  consumption  will  fall  off,  unless  those  who 
use  old  whisky  will  be  content  with  a  newer,  less  palatable  and 
less  desirable  quality. 

"  The  extension  of  the  bonded  period  with  ten  cents  increase 
of  tax  will  not  reduce  the  revenue  of  the  Government.  The  de- 
ferring of  the  payment  of  tax  on  such  whisky  as  is  not  ready  for 
market,  or  which  cannot  find  a  market,  will  be  made  good  by 
withdrawal  from  bond  of  spirits  and  whisky  upon  which  tax  is 
soon  to  mature.  The  revenue  of  this  fical  year  will  be  increased 
several  millions,  the  next  fiscal  year  from  six  to  seven  millions, 
and  the  following  year  ten  millions.  In  subsequent  years  the 
revenue  from  this  source  will  increase  with  increasing  popula- 
tion, and  be  uniform  and  regular,  year  after  year,  resting  as  it 
will,  if  the  bonded  period  is  extended,  on  consumption,  and 
not — as  to  bourbon  and  rye  whisky,  grape,  apple  and  peach 
brandy — on  production.  Judge  Kelly,  in  an  able  argument 
made  when  he  was  chairman  of  the  ways  and  means  committee, 
showed  the  folly  of  attempting  to  force  payment  of  the  tax  on 
whisky  before  it  was  ready  for  market.  In  this  case,  too,  expe- 
rience was  a  good  teacher.     Under  the  extension  of  1878  from 


one  to  three  years  the  revenue   steadily  increased,  as  it  will  un- 
der any  additional  extension." 

Mr.  George  W.  Swearingen — "  The  bill  in  regard  to  the  tax 
and  extension  is  as  favorable  as  could  have  been  expected.  Per- 
haps it  would  have  been  better  in  the  long  run  had  the  tax 
been  fixed  at  $1  instead  of  $1.10,  but  for  the  present  $1.10  will 
suit  the  wishes  of  a  great  many  better  than  a  less  rate.  It  would 
seem  from  the  report  that  ample  opportunity  will  be  given  to 
all  to  pay  the  tax  at  the  rate  of  90  cents  before  the  increase  ap- 
plies. I  suppose  this  has  been  done  with  the  view  of  getting 
all  the  money  in  the  Treasury  by  the  quickest  route.  The 
bonded  period  of  eight  years  is  to  my  mind  a  happy  settlement 
of  that  question.  Doubtless  the  true  principle  would  have  been 
an  unlimited  bonded  period,  but  personally  I  would  prefer  the 
eight  years,  because  it  is  sufiicient  and  brings  about  a  perfect 
cleaning  out  every  eight  years.  It  would  have  been  a  great 
misfortune  and  hardship  to  have  increased  this  tax  and  not  to 
have  extended  the  bonded  period,  because  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  distillers  had  at  least  a  moral  contract  with  the  Gov- 
ernment on  the  basis  of  90  cents.  Their  bonds  have  been  given 
for  this  amount  and  all  their  business  calculations  based  upon 
it.  The  committee  certainly  has  acted  wisely  in  this  whole 
matter." 

J.  M.  Atherton — "  Of  course  I  could  not  have  said  before 
whether  I  thought  the  period  would  be  extended  or  not.  As  it 
is  I  am  very  much  pleased.  I  spent  three  and  one  half  weeks 
in  Washington  toward  that  end,  but  was  unable  to  accomplish 
much.  •  When  I  saw  any  member  of  Congress  I  could  get  no 
satisfaction  other  than  that  nothing  could  be  said  until  the  bill 
was  seen.  After  the  first  few  days  I  was  merely  waiting  till  a 
report  was  made,  but  finally  gave  up  in  despair,  as  I  could  spare 
no  more  time. 

"  The  extension  from  three  to  eight  years  is  practically  the 
same  as  an  unlimited  time.  It  is  undoubtedly  what  was  wanted, 
and  the  whisky  men  should  be  very  much  elated  over  the  result." 

When  questioned  regarding  the  probability  of  the  establish- 
ment of  special  bonded  warehouses,  Mr.  Atherton  replied  that 
it  was  a  trade  question  that  would  require  consideratiom  from 
many  sides.

That  a  change  has  come  over  the  spirit  of  the  champagne 
trade  during  the  past  two  years  it  would  be  impossible  to  deny, 
and  the  upward  tendency  of  shipper's  prices  has  received  a 
check,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  elFectually  prevent  any  in- 
crease taking  place  in  future  years.  If  this  be  so,  good  may  come 
out  of  the  evil  of  general  depression,  and  the  folly  of  ultimately 
destroying  the  demand  for  champagne,  by  exorbitant  charges, 
averted.  The  check,  moreover,  lias  come  at  a  moment  when  af- 
fairs in  the  Marne  District  look  more  hopeful  than  they  did  some 
short  time  back,  as  a  plentiful  yield  in  1893  will  do  much  to  en- 
able the  shipper  to  meet  the  consumer  in  a  matter  which  was 
becoming  one  of  serious  importance  to  both  sides. 

We  have  for  many  years  past  expressed  a  very  decided  opin- 
ion that  if  prices  continued  to  increase  the  inevitable  falling  off 
in  demand  must  come  at  no  distant  date,  and  we  have  the  mel- 
ancholy satisfaction  of  knowing  that  our  predictions  have  come 
true.  The  exuberance  which  our  former  prosperity  caused 
amongst  the  shippers  of  Keims  and  Epernay  led  to  the  untoward 
rush  to  purchase  which  characterized  the  vintage  of  1883,  and, 
although  buyers  received  a  certain  damper  over  that  year,  the 
manner  in  which  the  1884's  were  absorbed  gave  them  fresh 
heart  of  grace,  and  prices  were  asked  for  the  1885's,  1886*8  and 
1887's — none  of  which  could  pretend  to  be  really  fine  quality — 
which  were  to  our  minds  far  in  excess  of  their  value.  With 
1888'8  proving  more  or  less  a  failure,  it  remained  for  the  1889'8 
to  witness  the  culmination  of  the  upward  tendency.  Certain 
houses,  it  is  true,  declined  to  ask  for  a  further  advance,  but  with 
many  the  cry  was  still  "Excelsior,"  and  the  result  was  the  com- 
mencement of  a  downward  course  which,  all  things  considered, 
looks  like  being  maintained,  and  we  hope  to  the  decided  advan- 
tage of  dealers  on  this  side. 

In  writing  thus,  we  have  no  wish  to  appear  in  the  slightest 
degree  inimical  to  our  friends  of  the  Marne,  as  indeed  we  are 
confident  that  the  majority  will  welcome,  equally  with  ourselves, 
prices  which  will  bring  their  goods  within  more  easy  reach  of  the 
consumer,  and  lead  in  the  end  to  increased  business.  The  colos- 
sal fortunes  of  the  champagne  houses  were  made  not  in  1884's 
and  1889's,  but  in  the  years  when  wines  were  plentiful  and  could 
be  sold  cheap,  and  yet  leave  a  good  margin  of  profit.  In  any 
case  our  first  duty  is  to  our  friends  the  merchants  on  this  side, 
and  whilst  we  disclaim  any  intention  of  giving  offense  to  the 
shippers,  we  cannot  but  welcome  a  change  of  events,  which  will 
bring  champagne  to  the  public  at  a  lower  figure  and  at  the  same 
time  allow  our  dealers  to  make  terms  which  will  provide  them 
with  something  more  than  the  bare  "living  wage"  which  now,  in 
many  instances,  is  unfortunately  the  only  result  of  importing 
champagnes. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  branded  goods  are  per  se 
the  natural  subjects  for  fine  cutting,  and  hence  that  with  cham- 
pagnes being   diligently  pushed   by  the  representatives  on  this 


side  and  with  credits  being  short,  merchants  have  found  them- 
selves with  stocks  to  which  there  is  little  margin  attached,  and 
which  bad  times  makes  diifieult  of  sale.  How,  therefore,  can  it 
be  wondered  that  interest  in  the  champagne  trade  should  begin 
to  wane,  and  that  we  find  ourselves  in  the  presence  of  a  falling 
market  ? 

It  may  be  argued  by  those  who  do  not  agree  with  us  that, 
inasmuch  as  the  clearances  for  1893  exceeded  those  of  1892,  we 
are  talking  without  our  book,  and  that  no  depression  exists. 
This,  however,  is  not  the  case,  as  far  as  the  leading  brands  of 
champagne  are  concerned.  What  has  really  happened  is  that, 
owing  to  high  prices  and  commercial  depression  the  demand  has 
been  driven  to  lower  qualities,  and  that,  although  the  actual 
amount  conaumed  maj*  have  been  more  than  maintained,  the 
business  of  the  houses  dealing  in  high- class  wines  has  ber»n 
greatly  curtailed.  In  proof  of  this  let  us  look  at  the  market 
quotations  of  1889s  and  what  remain!  of  1884's.  How  many 
can  command  the  figures  of  a  year  ago,  let  alone  the  rent  and 
interest  on  money  meantime?  With  regard  to  many  of  the 
brands  of  both  vintages,  several  shillings  per  dozen  less  are  now 
taken  by  the  holders  than  were  asked  in  1892.  More  than  one 
house  has  been  willing  to  unload  1884's  at  little  or  no  profit, 
whilst  the  action  of  a  west-end  restaurateur,  who  is  admittedly 
over-stocked,  in  lowering  the  prices  of  the  best  brands,  is  sig- 
nificant of  the  times.  Although  most  of  the  1889's  are  said  to 
have  been  placed,  shipping  orders  have  been  notoriously  difficult 
to  obtain,  a  state  of  affairs  which  augurs  badly  for  the  success 
of  the  1893's  unless  they  are  offered  at  prices  showing  a  greater 
inducement  to  the  merchant  on  this  side  than  exists  at  the  pres- 
ent moment. 

Two  things,  as  we  have  said  before,  have  combined  to  bring 
matters  to  their  present  state;  namely,  high  prices  and  commer- 
cial depression.  That  the  latter  will  right  itself  in  time  we  have 
no  doubt,  and  if  the  former  can  be  remedied,  as  we  are  confident 
they  will  be,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  champagne  trade  should 
not  recover  its  former  prosperity.  We  number  amongst  our 
best  friends  many  houses  in  the  district,  and  if  only  for  their 
sakes,  we  should  be  glad  to  see  the  present  cloud  pass  away.  To 
disperse  it  effectually,  however,  something  must  be  done  by  the 
shippers  themselves,  and  this  will  best  be  done  by  meeting  and 
helping  the  distributor.  Few  houses  in  the  Department  of  Marne 
would  wish  to  go  to  the  consumer  direct,  and  on  the  other  hand 
merchants  here  have  no  desire  to  lose  touch  of  the  champagne 
trade.  At  the  same  time,  business  has  recently  been  one-sided, 
and  there  is  no  disguising  the  fact  that  to  the  British  merchant 
it  has  been  unprofitable.  That  an  arrangement  could  be  made 
which  would  meet  the  requirements  of  both  parties  we  fully  be- 
lieve, and  the  principle  of  this  would  doubtless  be  holding  of 
stocks  by  the  shippers,  instead  of  the  distributors  being  compelled 
to  do  so.  We  do  not  advise  houses  on  this  side  to  cease  import- 
ing, tut,  for  merchants  who  do  not  import,  stocks  should  be  held 
by  the  shippers  and  sold  at  prices  which  should  not  prejudice  im-

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porters,  who  are  fairly  entitled  to  the  turn  of  the  market.  That 
many  of  our  French  friends  will  admit  the  equity  of  our  remarks 
we  fully  believe,  and  we  still  further  think  that  those  who  will 
act  up  to  the  principle  by  charging  as  little  as  possible  and  help- 
ing the  distributor  as  far  as  in  them  lies,  will  meet  with  a  sub- 
stantial reward.  That  some  change  is  necessary  for  the  well- 
being  of  the  champagne  trade  in  this  country  is  beyond  doubt, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  most  wine  merchants  in  the  United  King- 
dom it  lies  in  the  direction  which  we  have  indicated. — Ridley^s 
Circular,  London. 

BILL    MLJE     EXPLAI/SS. 

Bill  Nye,  in  one  of  his  recent  letters  from  Maine,  explains 
the  working  of  the  Maine  law  as  follows: 

"The  Maine  liquor  law  is  always  a  very  interesting  cadaver 
to  me.  In  fact,  I  have  roamed  around  the  charnel  house  of 
dead  prohibitory  measures  for  several  years  in  the  various  States. 
They  simply  make  drinking  inconvenient  and  breed  a  more 
ruinous  breed  of  rum. 

"In  Lewiston  the  gin  palaces  are  under  the  streets,  and  a 
labyrinth  of  passages  known  only  to  'members  in  good  stand- 
ing '  leads  to  the  interior,  with  ever  and  anon  a  door  marked 
'pull'  when  it  means  'push,'  and  'push'  when  it  means  to  the  in- 
itiated 'pull.'  This  confuses  the  officer,  so  that  by  the  time  he 
gets  in  fairly  the  decanters  have  been  emptied  down  the  sink, 
followed  by  an  acid  that  removes  all  traces,  even  of  the  odor. 
A  guard  is  above  both  day  and  night,  whose  duty  is  to  press  the 
button  when  the  sheriff  enters,  and  when  he  gets  at  last  through 
this  devious  way  he  finds  the  bartender  engaged  in  lathering  and 
shaving  a  customer  or  shampooing  him  with  a  bottle  of  Angos- 
tura bitters. 

"Liquoris  shipped  all  over  Maine  inside  of  molasses  and  sugar 
barrels,  in  tobacco  boxes  and  inside  of  big  boxes  ostensibly  contain- 
ing mill  supplies  and  machinery.  Bangor  openly  sells  all  sorts  of 
liquor,  and  is  considered  the  smartest  city  in  Maine.   In  Portland 


the  office  of  Sheriff  i3  said  to  be  worth  650,000.  The  Sheriff 
manufactures  a  cigar  which  he  sells  to  those  who  also  sell  rum. 
But  he  raids  these  places  regularly.  It  is  an  exciting  spectacle 
to  see  the  Sheriff  with  his  foam  flecked  steed  flying  toward  a  liq- 
uor joint  of  which  he  has  just  heard.  He  has  a  loud,  vociferous 
chime  of  bells  on  his  foam  flecked  steed,  and  when  he  gets  to 
the  door  of  the  rum  palace  he  climbs  out,  carefully  blankets  his 
horse,  '  trigs  '  the  sleigh  runner  so  that  he  cannot  back  up,  ties 
the  steed  in  several  intricate  knots  and  enters  the  place.  By 
that  time  the  place  is  swept  and  garnished,  for  the  Sheriff  has  to 
get  the  frost  out  of  his  whiskers,  and  that  takes  time  also. 

"  So  all  is  nice  and  legal  there.  He  sells  the  proprietor  a 
thousand  of  his  Stenchers  cigars,  eats  twenty  cents  worth  of 
cloves,  empties  the  silver  dish  of  calamus  root  into  his  pocket, 
and  then  goes  away  to  raid  another  sinkhole  of  iniquity  and  sell 
it  some  Cold  Slaw  cigars. 

"  To  be  Sheriff  of  Portland  is  regarded  as  the  goal  toward 
which  all  the  boys  in  Maine  should  aspire.  It  is  as  good  as  be- 
ing President  of  the  United  States  and  is  less  exposed  to  assas- 
sination. Those  who  cannot  be  Sheriff  hope  some  day  to  marry 
into  his  family  and  inherit  his  cigar  trade."

Warrant  required  for  seizure  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Power  to  search  for  and  seize  liquors  deposited  in  the  ware- 
house of  a  carrier  without  first  procuring  a  warrant  is  not  given 
by  section  25  of  the  South  Carolina  dispensary  act,  and  does 
not  exist  in  common  law.  A  federal  court  has  jurisdiction  to 
entertain  proceedings  for  contempt  against  a  constable  who, 
without  a  warrant,  searches  railroad  premises  in  possession  of 
the  court's  receiver,  and  seizes  liquors  deposited  therein,  and  to 
determine,  in  such  proceedings,  whether  the  receiver  was  vio- 
lating the  State  statutes,  and  whether  the  seizure  was  author- 
ized thereby. 

In  re  Swan,  U.  S.  Supreme  Reports,  No.  14,225. 

What  constitutes  keeping  for  sale  intoxicating  liquors. 
A  person  who  has  in  his  pocket,  on  his  person,  intoxicating 
liquor,  which  he  intends  to  sell  in  violation  of  the  law,  is  guilty 
of  "  keeping  "  intoxicating  liquors  with  the  intent  to  sell  the 
same  unlawfully.  It  is  immaterial,  in  such  cases,  that  he  in- 
tends to  make  the  sale  in  the  presence  of  his  employer,  as  it  is 
no  defense  for  one  who  commits  a  crime  to  show  that  he  was 
acting  as  a  servant,  in  the  presence  of  and  under  the  direction 
of  his  master. — Commonwealth  v.  Ryan;  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  of  Massachusetts;  35  N.  E.  R.,  673. 

Contract  against  public  policy. 
A  retail  dealer  who  has  failed  to  pay  his  State  license  tax, 
and  is  actuallj'  engaged  in  an  illegal  traffic,  cannot  recover  from 
a  brewing  company  for  its  breach  of  contract  to  sell  its  beer  ex- 
clusively to  him  in  a  designated  town. — Niagara  Falls  Bridge 
Co.  v.  Wall;  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan;  57  N.  W.  Rep.,  99. 

Order  declaring  result  of  local  option  and  prohibiting  sale. 

Revised  statute,  article  3233,  provides  that,  in  an  election 
under  the  local  option  law  the  county  commissioners'  court  shall 
hold  a  session  on  a  certain  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practi- 
cable, and,  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  were  for  prohibition,  the 
court  shall  immediately  make  an  order  declaring  the  result  and 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquors.  A  delay  on  the  part  of  the 
court  in  making  the  order  would  not  invalidate  the  election. — 
Ex  parte  Burge,  Court  of  Crim.  Appeals,  Tex.;  24  S.  W.  R.,  289. 

Trade  Mark  Case — Marie  Brizard  &  Roger  vs.  Set-mann  &  Lanata 

The  complainants  sought  to  enjoin  the  defendants  from  sell- 
ing a  certain  brand  of  anisette,  claiming  it  to  be  an  imitation  of 
theirs. 

The  complainapts  live  and  do  business  in  France.  They 
have  been  for  many  years  the  manufacturers  of  a  certain  kind 
of  anisette  and  have  been  protected  in  their  trade  mark.  It  is 
charged  that  the  defendants  have  been  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  a  liquid  and  that  they  have  been  closely  imitating  the 
bottles  of  complainants.  The  Brizard  bottles  and  the  Hermann 
&  Lanata  bottles  were  submitted  in  evidence.  Judge  Parlange,  ■ 
in  passing  on  the  case,  said  that  there  could  be  no  doubt  but 
that  a  jury,  called  in  the  case,  would,  hold,  after  an  inspection  of 
the  bottles  and  their  labels,  that  the  defendants  were  endeavor- 
ing to  imitate' as  closely  as  possible  the  bottles  of  the  complain- 
ants. In  shape  they  are  identical  and  the  printing  on  the  labels 
almost  the  same,  both  as  to  colors  of  the  ink  and  the  character 
of  the  type  used.  In  the  opinion  of  the  court  the  defendants 
were  evidently  striving  to  trade  on  the  reputation  of  another. 

Judge  Parlange  said  he  would  be  compelled  to  grant  the 
application  for  a  preliminary  injunction,  restraining  the  defend- 
ants from  the  use  of  bottles  imitative  of  those  of  complainants. 
The  matter  of  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  and  of  an  account- 
ing will  be  determined  on  the  hearing  of  the  merits  of  the  case.

"How  many  drinks  do  you  think  there  are  in  a  gallon  of 
whisky?"  asked  C.  W.  Craig,  the  Battery  street  importer,  of  a 
social  coterie  the  other  day. 

Half  a  dozen  answers  were  volunteered,  one  man  with  a 
pink  eye  suggesting  ten,  another  with  a  pale,  calculating  face 
putting  the  number  at  250. 

"Well,"  said  Craig,  "It's  purely  a  matter  of  locality.  In 
an  ordinary  first-class  bar,  say  on  upper  Montgomei-y  or  Kearny 
street,  the  average  will  run  to  about  eighty-four.  Take  again  a 
pla<!e  that  does  a  big  private-entrance  trade,  where  the  drinks 


are  poured  out  by  the  bartender  and  served  by  the  glass  to  pa- 
trons in  the  private  parlors,  a  gallon  may  be  stretched  out  to  100 
or  even  115  drinks.  Go  down  the  other  way,  where  the  patrons 
are  men  who  can  afford  but  a  few  drinks  and  want  those  to 
work  eifectively,  and  you  can  scarcely  squeeze  sixty-five  tipples 
out  of  the  full  gallon,  and  if  you  are  catering  to  a  substantial 
water-front  trade — a  solid,  steady  stream  of  longshoremen  and 
sailors  —you  are  in  big  luck  if  a  gallon  pans  out  forty-five  or 
fiftj'  drinks;  that  is,  unless  you  use  the  pump  freely. 

"The  general  average,  however,  is  about  eighty-two  drinks 
to  the  gallon  in  bar  trade,  and  much  less  when  the  whisky  is 
poured  from  the  bottle  in  the  family  circle.  At  home  when  a 
man  drinks  he  knows  that  the  goods  are  to  his  liking  and  he 
pours  out  a  liberal  horn,  but  in  a  saloon  the  size  of  the  glass  he 
has  to  imbibe  from,  as  well  as  the  common  etiquette  of  drinking, 
prevents  his  being  too  abundantly  generous  to  himself. 


A    WA-R/NIMG    TO    -RE-FI  LLE^RS. 

Thomas  E.  Eger,  a  Randolph  street  saloon-keeper,  has  been 
indicted  by  the  grand  jury  and  placed  under  $700  bonds  on 
charge  of  re-filJing  "  Canadian  Club  "  whisky  bottles  with  cheap 
liquor  and  selling  them  as  the  original.  Messrs.  Grommes  & 
Ullrich  have  the  "  Canadian  Club  "  agencj'  in  this  city,  and  have 
been  most  successful  in  handling  this  celebrated  whisky.  The 
popularity  attained  by  "  Canadian  Club  "  whisky  in  this  city 
has  led  to  a  lage  demand  for  the  bottles  used  by  Hiram  Walker 
&  Sons,  and  not  alone  are  they  being  constantly  re-filled  by  re- 
tailers, but  there  is  more  than  one  wholesale  dealer  who  is 
always  in  the  market  for  them  for  the  purpose  of  refilling  them 
with  other  whiskies  and  palming  them  off  as  the  original.  It 
is  supposed  that  at  least  fifty  cases  weekly  of  the  spurious  stuff 
in  bona  fide  bottles  are  sold  in  Chicago,  and  it  is  to  be  sincerely 
hoped  that  the  prosecution  of  the  case  against  Eger  will  be  vig- 
orously fought  to  a  successful  finish,  in  order  that  those  engaged 
in  the  nefarious  business  may  take  heed  of  the  danger  they  run. 
That  wholesale  dealers  should  stoop  so  low  is  deplorable,  and  it 
is  not  unlikely  that  the  next  prosecution  will  be  brought  to  bear 
in  their  direction. 

Thomas  E.  Eger  keeps  a  saloon  at  Randolph  street.  Ac- 
cording to  his  story,  some  weeks  ago  some  gentlemen  called  and 
asked  for  some  good  whisky.  He  had  handled  some  "  Canadian 
Club,"  and  finding  the  bottles  attractive  in  appearance,  kept 
some  on  his  bar,  which  he  filled  with  other  whisky.  He  main- 
tains his  visitors  asked  for  ".  good  whisky,"  and  that  no  brand 
was  rnentioned.  He  insists  that,  having  paid  for  the  bottles,  he 
had  a  right  to  use  them.  His  visitors  played  a  game  of  billiards 
and  asked  for  more  of  "  that  good  whisky."  This  occurred  sev- 
eral successive  days.  Finally  one  of  his  visitors,  who  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  "bank  cashier  from  Salt  Lake  City,"  called  and 
said  he  had  to  go  back  to  Utah  and  would  like  to  take  some 
of  "  that  good  whisky  "  with  him.  Eger  says  he  advised  him 
to  take  a  gallon  jug,  but  the  ma,n  preferred  it  in  bottles,  so  Mr. 
Eger  went  to  his  basement  and  filled  six  "Canadian  Club  "  bot- 
tles with  "  that  good,  whisky,"  packed  them,  collected  six  dol- 
lars, and  was  arrested  a  few  days  after,  much  to  his  surprise. 
Before  a  justice  of  the  peace  he  waived  examination,  and  was 
held  for  grand  jury. 

Mr.  Eger  failed  to  say  why  he  put  "  that  good  whiskj^  "  spe- 
cially in  "  Canadian  Club  "  bottles,  which  bottles  he  merely  used 
for  bar  purposes  because  they  were  attractive. — Chicago  Corre- 
spondence "Bonfort's." 

Owing  to  the  arrival  of  Mr.  George  Payne,  who  has  come  to 
the  colony  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  levure  method  of 
treating  the  must,  the  vintage  of  this  year  should  become  famotis 
hereafter,"  as  it  is  an  ascertained  fact  that  young  wines  treated 
with  levures  turn  out  vastly  superior  to  those  undergoing  the 
natural  process  fermentation.  Mr.  Payne  is  an  enthusiast  in 
his  work,  and  will  do  his  level  best  towards  convincing  our  farm- 
ers that  without  cleanliness,  scrupulous  cleanliness,  no  good 
wine  can  be  made.  Mr.  Payne  has  brought  levures  sufficient  to 
treat  60,000  gallons  of  wine,  and  the  Agricultural  Department 
has  made  arrangement  with  the  progressive  farmers  in  the  Con- 
stantia,  Stellenbosch  and  other  districts  to  furnish  must  for  the 
initial  treatment.  Mr.  Payne  will  deliver  lectures  in  each  dis- 
trict explanatory  of  the  levure  method,  accompanying  his  expla- 
nations by  practical  demonstrations.  All  intelligent  farmers 
should  make  it  a  point  to  attend  these  demonstrations. —  Wynberg 
(South  Africa)  Times.

/©ALIFOENIA  WINES.— There  is  little  to  be  said,  except 
^^  that  the  market  still  retains  its  sluggish  inaction  through- 
out the  Eastern  and  Western  States,  while  in  the  South  there  is 
a  better  movement,  and  collections  in  that  section,  particularly 
among  houses  handling  first-class  goods,  have  improved  greatly 
during  the  past  few  weeks.  Throughout  other  portions  of  the 
country,  money  is  hard  to  collect.  Wines  in  glass  and  bulk 
goods  of  high  grade  are  receiving  the  most  attention  at  present, 
which  is  an  indication  that  the  laboring  classes  are  unable  to  in- 
dulge vin  ordiimire  as  freely  as  heretofore,  and  iheie  is  no  pros- 
pect of  a  revival  of  business  in  that  direction  until  general  trade 
conditions  have  materially  improved. 

As  yet  there  is  no  apparent  change  in  the  situation  between 
the  buyer  and  seller,  and  such  transactfons  as  have  been  made  wore 
forced  sales  to  realize  immediately.  It  is  asserted  that  some  of 
these  stocks  that  have  been  bought  bj  outside  speculators  have 
appeared  in  the  Eastern  markets,  and  been  sold  or  offered  at 
figures  which  have  tended  to  still  more  thoroughly  unsettle  the 
market.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  wines  could  not  have 
been  kept  out  the  market  till  the  fate  of  the  approaching  vint- 
age was  settled.     Owing  the  recent  and  prolonged  dry  weather, 


the  outlook  is  for  a  considerable  shortage  in  the  production. 
The  drouth  has  prevented  the  proper  cultivation  of  vineyards, 
and  in  Sonoma  county  not  one-half  the  acreage  has  been 
plowed.  Napa  is  in  better  condition,  as  is  also  Santa  Clara,  but 
in  Alameda  many  of  the  heavy  bearing  vineyards  are  suffering. 
A  continuation  of  this  weather  will  do  much  toward  settling 
the  values  of  wines. 

Owing  to  the  expected  advance  in  freight  rates,  the  ship- 
ment of  wines  and  brandies  is  still  kept  up,  the  total  for  March 
reaching  over  a  million  gallons,  and  breaking  the  record.  The 
grand  total  was  3,843  cases  and  1,207,795  gallons,  a  considerable 
portion  of  which  goes  forward  for  Eastern  storage. 

Thus  far  we  have  been  unable  to  secure  the  proposed  new 
East-bound  schedule  on  wines  and  brandies,  or  the  west-bound 
rate  to  be  made  on  whisky  and  beer.  These  rates  are  expected 
to  go  into  force  on  May  1st.

/^ALIFORNIA  BRANDIES— The  situation  offers  nothing 
^^  new  for  discussion.  In  sympathj'  with  not  alone  wine, 
but  all  lines  of  trade,  particularly  those  affected  by  proposed  tar- 
iff changes,  the  market  continues  uncomfortably  quiet.  Exports 
during  the  fortnight  were  of  very  small  volume,  while  the  pre- 
vious month  were  extremely  heavy.

^  ^f^HISKIES — Trade  during  the  past  half-month  lias  been 
^^^  dull  and  featureless.  The  reason  for  this  is  hard  to  ex- 
plain unless  it  is  on  the  theory  that  the  public  is  generally 
affected  with  the  "spring  fever,"  and  too  lazy  to  imbibe.  How- 
ever, business  will  undoubtedly  pick  up  after  the  first  of  the 
month.  Collections  are  still  slow,  and  the  continued  dry  weather  is 
not  calculated  to  improve  them  much.  Imports  during  the  fort- 
night have  been  of  unusual  good  volume,  aggregating  1069  cases, 
1166  barrels  and  97  half-barrels;  spirits,  703  barrels  and  10  halves. 
The  solicitor  of  the  Treasury  has  promulgated  an  opinion 
that  merchandise  withdrawn  from  bond  after  having  remained  in 
bond  nearly  three  years,  and  exported  and  then  re-imported  with- 
in a  brief  period,  is  not  entitled  to  a  renewal  of  the  bonded  ware- 
house privilege  under  Section  2971  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  He 
quoted  from  two  opinions  of  former  Attorney-Generals  to  the 
effect  that  the  statutes,  in  allowing  goods  to  remain  three  years 
in  bond,  contemplate  only  "  original  "  importations,  and  do  not 
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apply  to  reimportations.  Until  the  question  is  finally  settled, 
the  present  practice  will  be  continued. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Gilmore,  of  Louisville,  writes  us,  as  a  matter  of 
correction,  that  the  total  output  of  whisky,  spirits,  etc.,  in  Ken- 
tucky this  season  will  be  between  1.5,000,000  and  20,000,000 
gallons.  He  thinks  about  17,000,000  gallons  is  the  right  figure, 
including  spirits. 

The  American  Distillers'  and  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers" 
Association  has  called  a  meeting  of  the  trade,  to  be  held  on  May 
8th,  at  Cincinnati.  The  subjects  discussed  will  be  the  increase 
of  the  bonded  period,  the  increase  of  tax,  transportation  of  goods 
in  bond,  and  other  matters  of  vital  interest. 

/JyiPORTATIONS. — Business  is  jogging  along  in  a  moderate 
way,  and  the  importers  are  holding  their  own  with  other 
lines  of  trade.  Sales,  however,  appear  to  be  confined  to  stand- 
ard specialties,  and  purchases  are  for  immediate  requirements. 
Orders  for  direct  shipment  are  not  as  numerous  as  they  might 
be,  and  there  can  be  no  change  for  the  better  till  the  tariff"  tink- 
ering is  settled  one  way  or  another.  The  trade,  therefore,  must 
8uS"er — and  wait.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Dear  Sir  :  Referring 
to  your  remarks  on  the  Midwinter  Fair  exhibits  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  Review,  you  state  as  follows : 

"  It  was  expected  that  the  Vina  Vineyard  of  the  Stanford  es- 
tate would  make  a  handsome  showing  in  the  section  allotted  to 
Tehama  county.  Up  to  the  present  date,  however,  these  expec- 
tations have  not  been  realized.  There  ace  a  few  bottles  of 
brandy  and  some  dozen  and  a  half  bottles  of  unfermented  grape 
juice,  together  with  the  wine  fountains  shown  in  Chicago,  in  the 
entire  display.  These  fountains  are  not  kept  running,  and  are 
off  in  a  corner  where  few  could  see  them  if  they  were.  It  is  a 
pity  that  the  Stanford  people  did  not  insist  on  having  a  better 
representation,  as  the  vineyard  is  the  largest  in  the  world,  and 
their  brandies  among  the  best  known  in  the  country." 

I  take  the  liberty  of  submitting  the  following  correspond- 
ence, which,  in  connection  with  the  above  remarks,  is  self  ex- 
planatory :

Mr.  Wetmore  feels  confident  that  the  tariff"  schedule  on 
wines  and  brandies,  as  reported  by  the  Senate  Finance  Commit- 
tee, will  be  adopted  in  the  new  tariff"  law,  if  such  a  measure  is 
passed.  Regarding  the  internal  revenue  features  of  the  bill,  he 
is  less  certain.  The  Senate  Finance  Committee,  as  is  well 
known,  has  provided  for  a  tax  of  $1.10  per  proof  gallon,  and  an 
eight-year  bonding  period.  This  is,  of  course,  satisfactory  to  the 
distillers  of  this  State,  but  whether  it  will  be  adopted  by  Con- 
gress is  a  matter  which  depends  on  other  revenue  measures,  such 
the  income  tax  and  the  sugar  tariff".

Chicago,  April  10,  1894. 

The  fortnights  pass  by  so  rapidly  that  it  keeps  me  hustling 
all  the  time  to  find  something  new  to  write  about  each  two 
weeks.  The  fact  is,  there  is  so  little  doing  now  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  chase  down  enough  news  for  a  decent  letter. 
That  there  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  wine  market  goes 
without  saying,  for  these  are  not  times  when  things  change  very 
rapidly,  no  matter  what  they  are.  There  are  a  few  sales  being 
made  all  the  time,  and  a  few  houses  seem  to  be  keeping  well  up 
to  the  old  standard.  I  was  shown  the  monthly  statement  of 
business  for  March  by  one  firm  the  other  day  and  the  sales  foot- 
ed up  over  $12,000.  This  is  not  a  big  business  for  that  house, 
but  for  the  times  it  is  pretty  good,  and  they  have  reason  to 
congratulate  themselves  on  the  month's  work. 

In  visiting  the  trade  I  find  that  most  everybody  have  made 
up  their  minds  to  just  calmly  await  the  turn  of  the  tide  that  must 
come  sooner  or  later  in  the  wine  business.  Without  a  doubt 
business  in  all  lines  will  revive  in  a  reasonably  short  time  now, 
and  the  wine  industry  will  surely  come  into  line  with  the  rest. 
There  is  too  much  money  in  the  country  lying  idle  for  these  de- 
pressed times  to  last  very  long.  Just  as  soon  as  there  is  an  op- 
portunity for  confidence  to  be  restored,  money  will  come  to  the 
front  seeking  investment  wherever  it  can  see  any  show  whatever 
for  profits. 

Mr.  F.  Korbel  is  in  the  city  supervising  the  letting  of  con- 
tracts for  the  erection  of  a  very  fine  wine  cellar  on  Twelfth 
street  boulevard,  near  Ashland.  This  will  be  a  very  desirable 
location  for  the  new  building,  as  it  is  centrally  situated  so  far  as 
the  West  Side  is  concerned.  The  retail  branch  of  Korbel  Bro's. 
business  will  be  suspended  about  May  1st.  This  is  a  very  im- 
portant move  on  the  part  of  Messrs.  Korbel,  and  makes  them  the 
pioneers  in  erecting  their  own  building.  Henceforth  they  will 
be  just  as  much  a  fixture  in  the  Chicago  market  as  they  are  as 
growers  in  California. 

The  United  States  Warehouse  Company  has  entered  the 
lists  as  a  competitor  for  the  California  wine  trade.  The  building 
is  located  at  the  foot  of  Monroe  street,  on  the  South  Side,  and  is 
very  convenient  for  most  of  the  shippers.  Their  rates  are  very 
reasonable,  and  without  a  doubt  they  will  do  well. 

The  situation  in  the  whisky  trade  is  unchanged.  It  is 
stated  by  some  of  the  dealers  that  some  of  the  best  brands  have 
stifiened  up  in  price  during  the  past  fortnight,  but  this  certainly 
not  true  of  whiskies  as  a  whole.  Everybody  is  waiting  for  the 
final  action  of  Congress  on  tariff  and  revenue  matters.  A  sort  of 
apathy  has  seemingly  come  upon  the  trade  as  a  whole,  for  it  is 
useless  to  try  and  force  things.  Congress  seems  to  be  in  no 
hurry  about  passing  the  Wilson  bill,  and  what  its  provisions 
will  finally  be  in  any  respect,  especially  in  regard  to  whisky,  is 
something  that  no  fellow  can  find  out.  A  hand-to-mouth  policy 
will  be  followed  till  the  end  of  this  Congressional  tilt. 

Some  are  under  the  impression  that  if  a  long  bonded  period 
is  established  the  wholesaler  will  become  a  thing  of  the  past, 
and  that  the  retailer  will  be  enabled  to  deal  directly  with  the 
distiller.  In  order  to  aid  such  a  state  of  affairs  an  organiza- 
tion has  been  affected  here  of  100  retailers,  whose  purpose  is  to 
deal  directly  with  the  distiller  and  thus  save  the  middleman's 
profit.  Henry  J.  Bejger  is  President  and  Herman  J.  Rudolph 
Secretary.  The  capital  stock  is  $20,000,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  organization  will  do  a  business  of  $500,000  annually.  There 
are  those  among  the  jobbers  and  wholesalers  who  look  wise  and 
express  some  doubts  as  to  the  feasibility  of  such  a  scheme.  They 
claim  that  the  whisky  business  cannot  be  conducted  except 
through  the  intervention  of  middlemen  who  will  both  help  the 
distiller  to   carry  his  stock  and  the  retailer  to  carry  his  account. 

"  The  Distilling  and  Cattle  Feeding  Company  was  granted  a 
new  trial  by  Judge  Dobson  in  its  suit  against  Glasner  St  Barzen, 


wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  The  suit  involves 
the  validity  of  the  rebate  system,  which  is  being  contested  by 
the  Kansas  City  firm.  A  recent  trial  before  Judge  Dobson  re- 
sulted in  a  partial  victory  for  Glasner  &  Barzen,  but,  on  account 
of  an  error  in  the  instructions,  a  new  trial  was  granted." — Cri- 
terion. 

Burglars  effected  an  entrance  into  Squire  T.  Harvey  &  Son's 
place  of  business  the  other  night,  and  it  is  stated  made  a  good 
haul.  They  bored  around  the  lock  of  the  safe  and  broke  into  it 
without  the  use  of  powder. 

The  property  of  the  Garden  City  Yeast  Company  has  been 
seized  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  according  to  an  in- 
formation for  condemnation  filed  in  the  United  States  Court  by 
District  Attorney  Milchrist.  The  company  manufactures  com- 
pressed yeast  from  grain,  and  in  the  process  uses  a  mashtub  it 
had  used  in  the  process  of  distilling  whisky.  The  seizure  was 
made  under  the  law  which  forbids  the  use  of  a  mashtub  except 
in  registered  distilleries.  No  seizure  like  his  ever  was  made  in 
this  internal  revenue  district.  "  The  law,"  said  Mr.  Milchrist, 
"  permits  the  use  of  a  mashtub  and  also  of  a  still  for  purposes 
other  than  making  spirits,  but  the  work  must  be  done  under 
certain  restrictions.  For  instance,  vinegar  factories  require  to 
be  registered,  and  the  proprietors  must  give  bond  as  distillers. 
In  the  case  of  this  yeast  concern  only  a  mashtub  was  used.  If 
they  had  gone  further,  and  had  provided  their  factory  with  a 
still,  and  had  registered  the  still  and  given  bonds,  they  would 
have  been  within  the  law."  The  company  will  contest  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney's  suit  for  condemnation. 

On  the  5th  instant  Judge  Gibbons  sustained  the  demurrers 
filed  by  Attorney-General  Maloney  to  the  Whisky  Trust  in  quo 
warranto  proceedings.  The  pleas  set  up  generally  that  there 
was  no  unlawful  combination,  as  charged  in  the  information, 
and  asked  that  the  quo  warranto  be  dismissed.  To  this  the  At- 
torney-General demurred,  raising  the  issue  that  the  pleas  were 
not  sufficient,  and  that  the  defendant,  an  alleged  trust,  should 
be  compelled  to  answer  more  fully,  judge  Gibbons  sustained 
the  demurrer  holding  the  plea  insufficient,  and  will  give  the  de- 
fendant further  time  to  plead.  In  the  course  of  his  opinion 
Judge  Gibbons  said  :  "  It  appears  without  contradiction  that 
this  defendant  corporation  has  absorbed  eighty-one  other  corpo- 
rations, and  that  it  controls  the  price  and  output  of  the  product 
manufactured.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  what  difference  it 
makes,  so  far  as  the  public  policy  of  the  State  is  concerned, 
whether  this  corporation  bought  the  stock  of  the  other  corpora- 
tions or  made  a  combination  in  the  manner  claimed  by  the  de- 
fendant's counsel.  If  the  recipients  of  those  favors,  rights  and 
franchises  be  a  corporation  created  solely  for  an  unlawful  object 
its  existence  is  illegal,  and  may  be  terminated.  It  should  hardlj^ 
require  the  aid  of  a  precedent  for  a  court  to  decide,  as  a  matter 
of  law,  that  any  syndicate  which  owns  and  controls  eighty-one 
distilleries  and  the  production  of  the  same  is  a  dangerous  com- 
bination, and  that  it  should  fall  under  the  ban  of  outlawry,  as 
contrary  to  sound  public  policy." 

Contracts  for  the  copper  work  for  Samuel  Woolner's  auti- 
Trust  distillery  at  Peoria  have  been  awarded.  The  contract 
price  is  $45,000.  The  distillery  will  mash  8,000  bushels  per  day.

According  to  a  well-known  authority,  there  is  more  of 
"Canadian  Club"  whisky  sold  in  the  United  States  than  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  case  goods  of  any  five  of  the  largest  home  bot- 
tlers. The  total  sales  of  "Canadian  Club"  are  placed  at  125,000 
cases  annually,  and  by  far  the  greatest  portion  of  this  is  sold  in 
the  United  States. 

There  is  but  one  reason  for  this.  It  is  that  in  Canada  the  dis- 
tillers of  this  well-known  whisky  have  the  right  to  bottle  their 
whisky  in  bond,  guaranteeing  to  the  consumers  that  they  get  an 
absolutely  pure  article  under  government  stamp. 

If  our  Congressmen  at  Washington  were  actuated  by  any 
desire  to  stimulate,  or  even  protect  the  American  distillers  of 
brandy,,  whisky  and  other  spirits,  they  would  at  once  pass  the 
bill  now  before  the  House  extending  the  distillers  the  right  to 
bottle  in  bond.  This  law  can  ba  passed  without  in  any  manner 
jeopardizing  the  revenue.  It  is  drawn  on  the  same  line  as  the  Ca- 
nadian law,  under  which  Messrs.  Hiram  Walker  &  Co.,  of  Walk- 
erville,  operate,  and  which  gives  this  Canadian  firm  such  an  ad- 
vantage over  American  distillers,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
must  pay  a  duty  of  $2.50  per  proof  gallon  to  send  their  bottled 
goods  into  the  United  States.  If  the  United  States  tariflf  on  spir- 
its is  reduced  to  $1.80  per  proof  gallon,  as  at  present  contempla- 
ted, the  Canadian  distillers  will  have  an  additional  advantage 
over  those  of  this  country. 

It  seems  a  most  peculiar  circumstance  that  the  Canadians 
are  so  favored  while  the  Americans  are  unduly  hampered.  The 
Dominion  of  Canada  has  laws  so  framed  that  it  is  practically  im- 
possible to  ship  American  whiskies  there,  and  yet  our  laws  are 
80  deficient  that  Canadian  distillers  chiefly  profit  by  them.  The 
Dominion  law  forbids  the  importation  of  American  spirits  in 
packages  of  less  than  100  gallons.  As  is  well-known,  the  Amer- 
ican whisky  barrel  contains  40  to  42  gallons;  the  California 
brandy  barrel  about  60  gallons.  These  goods  cannot  be  shipped 
to  Canada  in  the  original  packages,  and  a  100  gallon  package  is 
80  bulky  as  to  be  the  despair  of  transportation  companies  and 
shippers.  Moreover,  if  such  a  sized  package  is  wanted,  the  own- 
ers of  the  goods  must  first  pay  the  tax  on  the  original  packages, 
then  work  under  a  rectifier's  license  with  all  the  disadvantages 
which  this  involves,  must  lose  all  guarantee  by  the  United  States 
government  in  the  shape  of  the  ''double  stamp,"  that  the  goods 
are  straight  and  "  uncut  "  with  spirits,  and  then  pay  the  Cana- 
dian import  duty.  Even  under  these  fearful  odds  against  Ameri- 
can trade,  some  little  brandy  is  sent  to  British  Columbia;  as  for 
shipments  of  American  whisky  in  bulk  to  Canada,  they  are  sim- 
ply out  of  the  question. 

This  is  all  wrong.  It  is  not  a  mattei  of  morals  or  prohibi- 
tion policy,  but  a  question  of  trade  right  and  wrong.  Canada 
discriminates  against  us,  and  our  laws  are  such  as  to  favor  Cana- 
dian distilleis. 

In  late  years  when  consumers  have  become  so  particular  in 
demanding  absolutely  pure  and  straight  goods — in  every  line  of 
trade  and  commerce  well  as  in  the  wine  and  liquor  trade — many 
distillers  of  brandy  and  whisky  have  begun  to  bottle  their  prod- 
ucts at  the  distillery.     Such  bottlings  have  become  the  favorite  as 
affording  the  best  guarantee  that  the  goods  are  straight.   But  here 
step  in  the  Canadian  distillers  with  their  government  stamp  on  ev- 
ery bottle,  an  argument  that  is  impossible  to  meet.     The  Ameri- 
can distillers  are  handicapped  from  the  start  in  a  manner  that  can- 
not be  overcome.     But  buyers  of  goods  by  bnlk,  that  is  to  say,  by 
!    the  barrel,  know  perfectly  well  what  they  are  getting.     They 
can  tell  by  the  stamps  on  the  barrel  whether  the  whisky  or 
brandy  is  straight  or  not.     Yet  how  many  consumers  buy  by 
I   the  barrel  ?    The  public,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  in  buying 
L^|ttlcd  goods,  goes  solely  on  the  reputation  of  the  bottlers. 
^H'    There  is  another  side  to  this  question,  and  that  is  the  mat- 
^wr  of  exports.     France  has   a  large  export   trade   in   bottled 
i    brandy  to   Mexico,   Canada,   and   the  countries  of  Central  and 
South  America.     All  French   brandies  are  bottled  in  bond,  and 

J  exporting  the  French  tax  is  remitted. 
How  is  it  with  the  bottlers  of  California  brandy?  In  order 
xport  their  goods  they  must  first  pay  the  internal  revenue 
in  this  country,  which  amounts  to  about  $2.25  per  dozen 
rts  ("  fives  ").  This  is  a  wrong  to  them  when  they  export 
r  brandies,  as  it  gi  v^es  the  French  exporters  j  ust  so  much  ad- 
tage  in  the  open  markets.  The  result  is  that  California 
{s  not  export  brandies  in  glass,  and  that  the  French  monopo- 
the  foreign  trade. 


markets  for  whisky  would  be  largely  extended  if  this  privilege 
were  extended.  As  it  is,  we  have  a  considerable  trade  in  bot- 
tled whisky  in  Central  America,  Mexico,  Hawaii  and  other 
countries.  Still,  the  disadvantage  exists  of  having  to  pay  the 
internal  revenue  tax  on  the  bottled  goods,  while,  if  we  export 
bulk  goods,  they  go  scot-free  of  such  tax. 

It  would  seem  th^t  it  were  time  that  justice  be  done  the 
American  bottlers  in  this  regard.  Favors  are  not  asked — merely 
justice  and  an  even  chance  with  foreign  bottlers,  both  in  our 
own  country  and  in  foreign  countries.

Opening   of  the  Fine  Building   at  the    Midwinter   Fair. 


Amid  great  applause  and  the  clinking  of  glasses,  the  Viti- 
cultural  Palace  at  the  Midwinter  Fair  was  formally  opened  on 
the  7th  inst.,  and  while  the  crowd  present  was  not  large,  it  was 
thoroughly  representative. 

Among  those  who  were  present  at  the  Reception  wore  Di- 
rector-General De  Young,  M.  M.  Estee,  I.  De  Turk,  F.  A.  Haber, 
Charles  Bundschu,  C.  Carpy,  Charles  E.  Bowen,  E.  C.  Hughes,

Rossi,  A.  Repsold,  Henry  Sanders,  W.  B.  Chapman,  C.  J.  Wet- 
more,  R.  M.  Wood,  John  Crellin,  George  Husmann,  J.  R.  Baker, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Scott,  Benj.  P.  Barker,  Henry  Epstein,  Jules 
Dessouslavy,  A.  Korbel,  Leo  Metzger,  Frank  L.  Fowler,  E.  M.

The  guests  of  the  occasion  were  seated  at  tables  with 
glasses  of  sparkling  wine  before  them,  and  with  other  refresh- 
ments close  at  hand. 

Mr.  Chas.  Bundschu,  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee, was  the  first  speaker.     He  said : 

"  Ladies  and  Gentlemen — The  duty  devolves  upon  me  and  I 
accept  the  same  with  a  feeling  of  joyful  gratification,  to  present 
to  the  Executive  Committee  of  Viticultural  Exhibitors,  this 
new  addition  to  our  glorious  Midwinter  Fair — this  Palace  of 
Viticulture.  After  extended  labors  it  stands  completed  in  its 
artistic  glory  and  its  wonderful  harmony  of  beauty.  In  the 
name  of  the  Building  Committee,  I  hereby  tender  it  to  you,  Mr. 
President  and  to  your  exhibitors,  and  trust  it  may  proclaim  the 
proud  position  we  so  justly  claim  for  our  industry  in  spite  of  all 
reverses.  May  it  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  era,  and  may  the 
dawn  of  prosperity  and  better  times  for  our  viueyardists  radiate 
from  its  picturesque  dome. 

"The  available  funds,  $2076  from  the  State  Viticultural  Com- 
mission, $3182.50  from  subscriptions  by  viueyardists  and  others, 
$3500  from  the  San  Francisco  Wine  Dealers'  Association,  in  all, 
$8768.50,  were  hardly  sufficient  to  undertake,  finish  successfully 
and  pay  for  a  work  of  these  dimensions.  But  the  members  of 
your  Building  Committee — Messrs.  Henry  Epstein,  E.  C.  Briber, 
Wm.  Wehner,  Clarence  Wetmore,  Tiburcio  Parrott,  F.  Korbel, 
Clans  Schilling  and  my  humble  self  as  Chairman,  worked  faith- 
fully to  bring  about  a  satisfactory  result.  Assisted  by  our  archi- 
tect, Mr.  J.  I.  Newsom,  and  by  the  liberal  contractor  of  the 
building,  Mr.  T.  M.  McLachlan,  but  above  all  ably  supported  by 
the  untiring  energy  of  our  artistic  decorator,  Mr.  Ernst  A.  Otto, 
seconded  by  the  gtr^nial  sculptor,  Mr.  Dobbertin,  we  accomplished 
our  trust.  I  may  also  mention  here  the  unremitting  assistance  ten- 
dered to  us  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Baker,  our  Manager.  To  all  these  gentle- 
men the  committee  expresses  sincerest  thanks  and  appreciation. 
Our  task  has  been  fulfilled  and  we  hereby  surrender  the  building 
to  its  noble  purposes. 

Mr.  I.  De  Turk,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Viticultural  Association,  accepted  the  structure  from  the 
BuQding  Committee.  He  said,  "It  afibrds  me  gi-eat  pleasure,  on 
the  part  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  tlie  Viticultural  exhibi- 
tors, to  take  from  the  Building  Committee  this  beautiful  struct- 
ure, which  is  such  a  credit  to  viticulturists  and  at  the  same  time 
such  a  credit  to  the  exposition.  I  trust  that  this  will  not  only 
mark  a  new  era  in  viticulture  in  California,  but  that  it  will 
mark  a  season  of  such  harmony  as  we  have  not  recently  expe- 
rienced. I  take  great  pleasure  in  now  turning  the  Building  over 
to  the  of  the  Midwinter  Exposition,  for  whom  I  believe  Direc- 
tor-General De  Young  will  speak  on  this  occasion." 

Director-General  M.  H.  De  Young  was  greeted  with  ap- 
plause when  he  arose  to  speak.  He  said:  "Mr.  President, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  —It  becomes  part  of  ray  official  duty  to 
be  present  at  and  to  say  something  generally,  at  the  opening  of 
the  different  sections  of  this  Exposition,  but  as  I  look  around  me 
here  t^day.  I  think  I  echo  your  sentiments  when  I  say  that  I 
do  not  believe  you  want  to  listen  to  a  speech.  Yet  I  cannot  es- 
,cape  a  feeling  of  pride,  which  I  am  sure  you  must  share,  in  what 
^  we  see  here  today ;  pride  in  our  viticulturists  who  have  had 
the  energy  and  the  power  to  make  such  a  beautiful  viticultural 


display  in  the  face  of  the  depression  which  has  existed  in  that 
line  of  business.  I  look  upon  viticulture  as  the  principal,  or 
one  of  the  principal,  interests  of  our  State.  In  all  my  public 
acts,  I  have  uniforraally  been  a  friend  of  viticulture  and  the 
viticulturists.  I  have  a  strong  belief  in  the  future  and  lasting 
success  of  our  State  in  the  development  of  this  great  industry. 
The  American  people,  I  am  proud  to  say.  are  fast  becoming 
educated  to  the  fact  that  good  wines  can  be  produced  in  our 
own  country.  A  few  years  ago  one  could  not  get  a  glass  of 
California  wine  at  an  American  hotel  or  restaurant,  but  now  it 
is  being  placed  on  bills  of  fare  and  is  fast  becoming  popular. 
This  is  a  small  matter,  perhaps,  but  it  shows  the  advancement 
that  California  wines  are  making. 

"The  Wilson  bill,  which  was  passed  the  other  day  in  Wash- 
ington, left  a  tariff  of  fifty  cents  a  gallon  on  wine,  and  by  some 
jugglery,  an  amendment  was  added  in  the  House  by  which  no 
duty  shall  exceed  100  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  Now  what  does 
this  mean  ?  It  means  that  cheap  wine  which  is  brought  to  this 
country  in  wood,  and  which  is  billed  at  eight  cents  a  gallon, 
shall  not  be  charged  more  than  eight  cents  duty,  so  that  it  can  be 
sold  as  low  as  sixteen  cents.  I  simply  call  your  attention  to  this 
fact  because  it  seriously  threatens  your  interests;  unless  some  of 
your  represeutatives  in  Washington  stop  it,  grave  results  may 
follow. 

"  And  now,  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  your 
time,  as  I  understand  there  are  other  speakers  to  be  heard,  but, 
in  the  name  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Exposition,  I 
thank  you  for  this  beautiful  building,  for  the  interest  you  have 
taken  in  making  this  display,  and  for  the  loyalty  you  have  al- 
ready shown  the  Exposition  and  the  support  you  have  given  it." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  De  Young's  speech,  Mr.  F.  A.  Ha- 
ber, Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Viticulture,  was  called  upon  for  a  few 
remarks.  He  spoke  as  follows  :  "  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and 
Viticulturists  : — I  agree  fully  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Building 
Committee  that  this  auspicious  opening  of  this  beautiful  palace 
ought  to  bring  a  new  era,  not  only  in  the  viticultural  industry, 
but  a  new  era  in  connection  with  all  industries  in  California. 
Following  closely,  as  it  does,  the  opeuiug  of  this  Exposition,  the 
third  largest  in  the  world,  and  second  to  none  in  its  artistic  sur- 
roundings, it  should  indeed  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  era. 
But  the  opening  of  this  palace  means  more  than  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  in  a  business  sense.  What  we  have  been  suffering 
from,  particularly  in  connection  with  viticulture  in  this  State,  is 
not  so  much  a  low  price  for  our  wines  as  it  is  from  a  lack  of  in- 
formation regarding  them.  There  has  been  a  lack  of  knowledge 
of  what  wine  is,  and  what  it  ought  to  be,  in  every  country.  If 
we  could  induce  Americans  to  drink  their  own  wines,  it  would 
answer  two  of  the  most  important  questions  before  our  country 
today.  Perhaps  the  greatest  question  at  issue,  from  a  moral 
sense,  is  temperance  or  intemperance.  Wine  is  temperance.  We 
have  but  to  look  to  the  wine  producing  countries  of  the  world : 
to  France,  to  Spain,  to  Italy,  to  Germany  and  to  the  gouth  of 
Russia,  and  we  find  there  that  drunkenness  is  the  exception,  and 
it  is  because  the  people  there  drink  wine. 

"When  the  American  people  shall  become  a  wine-drinking 
people,  they  will  be  a  temperate  people.  You  will  readily 
recognize  the  fact  that  Americans  are  not  wine  drinkers  when  I 
tell  you  that  the  one  city  of  Paris  consumes  three  times  more  wine 
than  the  whole  of  the  United  States  of  North  America.  Paris 
last  year  consumed  110,000,000  gallons  of  wine,  and  the  entire 
amount  consumed  in  this  country  last  year  was  44,000,000  gallons. 
If  we  become  wine  drinkers,  we  will  not  have  need  of  prohibition 
laws,  and  we  will  close  the  mouths  of  the  carpers  who  are  trying 
to  undermine  the  very  ground-work  of  our  national  constitution. 
When  Americans  learn  to  drink  their  own  wines,  eat  their  own 
food,  and  wear  their  own  manufactures,  they  will  have  no  need 
of  tariff  laws.     These  are  certainly  important  considerations. 

"You  wine  merchants  know  that  what  I  say  is  true,  and 
many  of  you  have  lived  to  see  great  changes  in  this  connection. 
I,  myself,  am  not  a  very  old  man;  indeed  I  consider  myself  a 
very  young  man,  but  I  remember  that  in  the  city  of  New  Or- 
leans, where  I  was  raised,  there  was  on  a  certain  block  one  lager 
beer  saloon,  and  every  man  who  went  into  that  saloon  was 
pointed  out  as  a  beer  drinker.  What  is  the  history  of  beer  in 
this  country?  We  are  the  third  largest  beer  drinking  popula- 
tion in  the  world,  and  it  has  been  simply  a  lack  of  education 
that  has  not  made  us  wine  drinkers  instead.  We  have  first  to 
thank  the  German-Americans  for  opening  the  way  to  the  people 
of  this  country  out  of  the  fanaticism  that  so  long  possessed  it, 
and  I  am  glad  to  know  and  to  feel  that  there  is  hope  for  the  fur- 
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der  development  of  tho  American   people   in   the   direction   of 
lakiug  a  greater  use  of  their  own  products  in  this  line." 

I  propose  a  name  dear  to  every  wine-grower  and  dealer  in 
le  United  States — a  woman  who  has  done  more  than  any  other 
|)r  the  cause  of  temperance  and  breaking  down  the  barriers  of 
gnorauco  in  regard  to  our  great  interest — Miss  Kate  Field,  of 
Washington — who  has  devoted  her  time  and  the  columns  of  her 
[>urnal,  Kate  Field's  Washington,  in  preachmg  the  Gospel  of  the 
Jrape.  None  deserve  more  thanks,  and  we  here  evince  our  deep 
ippreciation  of  her  great  services  in  saying  :  "  All  Honor  to 
lATE  Field." 

The  last  speaker  of  the  occasion  was  Hon.  M.  M.  Estee,  who 
►as  introduced  by  Chairman  Bundschu,  and  who  spoke  as  fol- 
»ws  :  "  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — I  was  invited  out  here  by  the 
roducers  of  California  to  talk  to  you  a  few  minutes  today,  but  I 
link,  judging  from  the  surroundings,  that  few  of  you  came  here 
listen  to  speeches.  I  think  it  would  be  a  travesty  on  the  oc- 
sion  for  mo  to  attempt  even  a  little  speech,  and  that  is  cer- 
linly  the  only  sort  of  one  I  could  make  under  the  circumstances, 
?or  I  have  not  been  here  long  enough  yet  to  feel  the  effects  of 
your  wine.  However,  if  I  were  to  say  anything  to  you  here  to- 
day, I  would  say  that  grape  growing  in  California  is  one  of  the 
most  important  industries  of  the  State.  I  would  say  that  God 
made  this  a  grape  growing  country,  and  man  cannot  change  it. 
ft  is  true  that  we  may  liave  to  change  our  tariff  laws,  but  the 
gtapes  will  gi'ow  in  California  just  the  same,  and  we  m.ust  pro- 
vide a  market  for  tiiem.  Times  may  come  when  the  merchants, 
and  the  producers  as  well,  may  find  themselves  in  debt.  Most 
of  us  are  in  debt;  at  least  all  are  in  my  section  of  the  country, 
and  yet  the  culture  of  the  grape  goes  on,  because  the  soil,  the 
(ilimate  and  everything  about  California  makes  it  the  home  of 
the  grape.  No  country  in  the  world  presents  such  advantages 
for  viticulture  and  viniculture  as  California,  and  if  we  fail  it  will 
be  through  our  own  mistakes.  It  will  be  because  we,  as  Califor- 
nians,  do  not  know  how  to  carry  on  the  business.  We  have  from 
sixty  to  seventy  millions  of  dollars  invested  in  California  in  viti- 
culture, and  we  have  80,000  acres  of  laud  in  wine  grapes  and 
100,000  acres  in  table  grapes  and  raisin  grapes.  We  have  700 
wine  cellars  in  this  State,  and,  ordinarily  we  ought  to  make 
about  25,000, UOO  gallons  of  wine.  Of  course  that  is  more  than 
we  can  drink.  We  may  be  very  bad,  or  good,  but  we  cannot 
drink  that  much  wine,  and  so  we  have  to  sell  some  of  it. 

"  Recently  we  tried  to  sell  it,  and  some  have  failed,  but  that 
should  not  discourage  us.  We  are  satisfied  that  we  are  improv- 
ing the  industry.  We  are  making  better  wine  than  we  ever 
made.  We  are  making  first-class  wines.  We  are  making  as 
good  wine  as  is  made  in  any  country  of  the  civilized  world.  We 
make  a  very  good  champagne,  though  Brother  Haraszthy  over 
there  may  not  think  so,  and  we  make  as  good  a  white  wine  as 
any  of  the  white  wines  of  the  old  world  except  the  very  finest 
grades.  There's  a  place  called  'Hedgeside'  where  I  think  we  make 
good  claret.  We  are  not  discouraged;  we  are  encouraged.  If  we 
cannot  sell  our  wines,  we  have  to  keep  them.  They  say  that 
wines  are  better  as  they  grow  old.  If  that  be  so,  then,  my 
friends,  come  around  in  a  year  or  two  from  now  and  you  will 
find  us  with  generous  hearts  and  with  even  better  wines  in  our 
cellars.  If  there  are  any  Eastern  people  here,  I  hope  they  will 
visit  us  at  our  homes  among  the  vines,  and  when  we  open  our 
doors  to  them  we  will  say  '  Look  here  and  be  satisfied.  Come 
to  this  laud  of  silver  and  honey  and  wine  and  fruit  and  be  hap- 
py. If  you  have  some  money  bring  it  with  you.  Don't  leave 
that  behind  because  we  need  it.'  I  trust  that  after  this  little 
ceremony  is  over,  none  of  those  who  are  here  present  will  be 
backward  about  trying  the  wines  that  are  here  spread  out  before 
you,  and  when  you  have  tried  them  I  am  sure  you  will  like  them, 
i'^haps  it  will  induce  you  to  come  again,  and  some  of  you  may 
see  fit  to  settle  among  us,  and  therefore  I  say,  you  are  invited, 
all  of  you,  not  all  at  once,  but,  rather,  one  at  a  time,  to  visit  us 
in  our  homes  among  the  vines,  as  I  have  already  said,  and  I 
promise  you  once  more  that  you  will  find  us  generous  of  heart, 
and  that  you  shall  have  a  greeting  full  of  all  the  hospitality  that 
Californians  can  give." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Estee's  speech.  Chairman  Bundschu 
invited  everyone  to  partake  of  the  collation  which  had  been 
spread  and  to  wash  it  down  with  whatever  kind  of  wine  they 
fancied  most. 

After  Mr.  Estee  had  concluded  and  the  tasting  of  the  wines 
was  begun,  Mr.  Bundschu  was  called  on  for  an  extemporaneous 
toast,  and  he  responded  as  follows : 

"  Responding  to  the  kindly  remarks  propounded  by  Hon,  M. 


M.  Estee,  in  recognition  of  the  efforts  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee, I  can  only  say  I  thank  you.  Whatever  services  may 
have  been  rendered  to  secure  success,  they  were  cheerfully  given 
for  the  furtherance  of  a  noble  cause;  the  promotion  and  dignified 
representation  of  California's  greatest  industry  at  this  Midwinter 
Fair. 

"  If  any  one  were  lacking  in  flow  of  eloquence  to  express  a 
sentiment  in  response  to  a  toast  (which  is  my  case),  all  he  might 
be  expected  to  do  under  such  genial  circumstances,  would  be  to 
glance  about  and  fasten  his  eyes  over  this  cellar  entrance,  where 
these  huge  and  beautiful  casks  stand  out  boldly  and  impres- 
sively like  Sentinel  domes  in  Yosemite  Valley.  Here  the  sug- 
gestion greets  us : 

'  Too  much  you  can  touch, 
'  But  never  enough — if  good  be  the  stuff".' 
Our  hospitality  to  everyone  today  is  unbounded  and  unrestricted, 
but  it  may  be  well  for  us  all  to  be  mindful  of  our  poet's  myste- 
rious advice.     Right  here  before  me  I  note  a  pleasant  sentiment 
truthfully  expressed : 

'  Here  amidst  bright  eyes  and  faces, 
'  Here  sorrow  (cannot  reach.' 

"Of  course  not;  how  should  it?  Where  'bright  eyes  and 
faces,'  where  '  graces  and  laces '  pay  homage  to  our  noble  sov- 
ereign '  Bacchus,'  joy,  merriment  and  laughter  are  the  order  of 
the  day  and  they  will  reign.  Still,  here  on  the  south  side  over 
this  lovely  panorama  of  the  Golden  Gate,  with  the  halo  of  the 
setting  sun  in  the  distance  and  the  vineyards  of  Goat  Island  in 
the  foreground,  the  legend  is  spread. 

'  Hail  California,  glory  to  thee ! 
'  Nature's  great  wonder,  noble  and  free.' 
and  I  can  add  nothing  further  to  this  glorification  of  the  land  of 
the  setting  sun  but  the  sincerest  wish  that  our  good,  great  and 
noble  country,  our  beloved  California,  may  be  happy  and  pros- 
perous forever." 

The  festivities  continued  until  about  six  o'clock  interlarded 
by  the  national  songs  of  America,  Germany,  France,  Italy  and 
other  countries,  and  music  by  the  orchestra. 

The  ViticuUural  Palace  itself  is  a  splendid  structure  of  staff' 
surmounted  by  a  circular  dome.  In  size  it  is  fifty  by  seventy- 
five  feet  and  it  is  located  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  north 
wing  of  the  Main  Horticultural  Building,  with  which  it  is  con- 
nected by  a  stairway.  The  principal  entrance  opens  to  the  north 
and  leads  to  the  pathways  to  the  Southern  California  Building 
and  the  Santa  Barbara  pyramid. 

The  main  entrance  is  through  the  end  of  a  great  wine  oval, 
and  once  within,  the  visitor  is  ushered  into  what  is  without  doubt 
the  most  harmonious  and  eff"ective  exhibit  of  wines  and  brandies 
ever  made  in  California  or  in  any  other  Exposition.  The  prin- 
cipal exhibition  room  is  about  fifty  by  fifty  feet  in  size,  and 
here  the  products  of  some  fifty-two  wine  makers  and  merchants 
are  displayed.  Mr.  H.  M.  La  Rue,  who  was  Chief  of  Viticulture 
at  Chicago,  is  loud  in  his  regrets  that  California  did  not  make 
such  a  comprehensive  show  at  the  great  World's  Fair. 

In  the  center  is  a  graat  piece  in  the  shape  of  a  ten-sided  poly- 
gon, surmounted  by  plaster  casts  of  Bacchus  and  Mercury,  seated 
on  a  globe  of  plaster.  In  the  center  of  the  polygon  is  an  office 
in  which  Mr.  J.  R.  Baker  makes  his  head -quarters,  while  sur 
rounding  the  whole  are  booths  in  which  the  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Wine  Dealers'  Association  have  their  displays.  Among 
the  features  of  these  separate  displays  are  the  casks  of  Kohler  & 
Frohling,  the  great  Rhine  wine  bottle  of  Arpad  Haraszthy  &  Co., 
the  cask  of  C.  Carpy  &  Co.  and  the  cask  and  Bacchus  trade-mark 
of  J.  Guiidlach  &  Co.,  a  splendid  artistic  effiect. 

Reference  to  the  plan  of  exhibits  will  show  the  location  of 
difiierent  county  exhibits  grouped  together.  These  are  unusually 
tasty  and  are  arranged  in  alcoves.  Among  the  most  noticeable 
features  are  the  display  of  corks,  capsules,  bottles,  etc.,  shown  by 
the  Abramson-Heunisch  Co.;  the  Sanders  Continuous  Still,  of  San- 
ders &  Co.;  the  great  cask  shown  by  Tiburcio  Parrott  in  the 
Napa  County  section;  and  a  fine  stuffed  bear  and  photographs  ex- 
hibited by  F.  Korbel  &  Bro. 

Within  the  Weinstube,  which  is  located  just  south  of  the 
Main  Exposition  room,  are  numerous  tables  and  chairs  devoted 
to  the  use  of  those  who  desire  to  taste  wines.     At  the  west  end 
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of  the  Weimtube  are  placed  two  great  oak  casks  shown  by  David 

Woerner.     One  of  these  bears  the  inscription : 

"  What  is  it  to  us  if  taxes  rise  or  fall? 
Thanks  to  our  Fortunes,  we  soon  pay  none  at  all." 

—Churchill. 

WINE   GROWERS   OF   CALIFORNIA. 

Sunbeams  condensed  from  Nature's  Holy  Shrine 
Are  gently  housed  in  every  drop  of  wine. 

Back  of  these  casks  is  a  painting  showing  in  perspective  the 
interior  of  a  wine  cellar. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  Weindube  is  a  painting  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  vicinity,  furnished  by  the  San  Francisco  Wine  Deal- 
ers' Association.  The  south  side  of  the  Weinstube  is  lighted  by 
stained  glass  windows. 

The  decorations  of  the  entire  Viticultural  Palace  are  of  staff, 
and  all  the  pillars  and  rafters  are  covered  with  vines  and  bunches 
of  grapes. 

Among  the  chief  features  of  the  decorations  are  the  verses 

and  mottoes   which  are   painted  on   the  interior,  all  being  well 

selected  and  to  the  point.     These  inscriptions  are  found  both  in 

the  main  exhibition   room   and  in  the  Weinstube.     Those  in  the 

main  room  are  as  follows  :

The  Wine  will  do  the  rest.

The  winery  at  Sebastopol  ships  on  an  average  of  from  two 
to  three  carloads  of  wine  per  week.  During  the  present  month 
something  like  30,000  gallons  have  been  shipped.  Most  of  the 
wine  goes  to  the  East^to  New  York  and  New  Orleans.  The 
shipments  consist  mainly  of  clarets  and  white  wine.  The 
winery  here  is  well  stocked  and  its  fame  is  justly  wide  and  grow- 
ing. Mr.  Juilliard,  who  is  in  charge,  is  an  expert  whose  opinion 
is  law  in  the  matter  of  qualities, — Sebastopol  Times.  '

We  beg  leave  to  wait  on  j^ou  with  our  annual  report  of  the 
last  vintage. 

During  spring  and  the  early  part  of  summer  the  vines 
looked  healthy  and  had  a  great  abundance  of  fruit,  but  after 
this  period,  owing  to  the  excessive  hot,  drj'  weather,  accom-

Hanford  has  a  Sunday-closing  ordinance,  and  William  Ab- 
bott, a  saloon-keeper,  and  fifty-tive  of  his  patrons  have  been 
arrested,  for  a  test  of  the  law. 


The  city  trustees  of  San  Bernardino  have  passed  an  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  the  granting  of  licenses  to  more  than  two  sa- 
loons in  one  block  on  the  same  side  of  the  street.

The  "  A.  A."  whisky,  which 
was  in  the  harbor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  the  revolution  and 
which  arrived  recently,  proves  to  be  of  unusual  excellence  and 
is  in  active  demand.

Dr.  Vera  was  greatly  pleased 
to  note  the  advance  that  viticulture  has  made  in  the  Eastern 
States.  

M.  Dupuy  de  Lome,   Spanish  Commissioner  at  the  World's 


J.  Gundlach  &  Co.  are  in  the  market  buying  wines,  and 
have  lately  bought  several  cellars  of  wine,  among  them  being 
the  following:  G.  Goodman,  Napa,  100,000  gallons;  Frey& 
Rued,  Healdsburg,  60,000  gallons;  Mrs.  J.  A.  Paxton,  Healds- 
burg,  100,000  gallons,  and  Eugene  Paris,  Livermore,  55,000  gal- 
lons.    The  firm  will  buy  considerably  more  wine   immediately. 

Discouraging  reports  come  lu  bue  otate  Department  at  Wash- 
ington from  the  Consular  agent  at  Castellamare,  Italy,  as  to  the 
enormous  wine  supply.  The  grape  crop  was  so  abundant  in 
many  districts  that  there  are  not  barrels  and  demijohns  sufficient 
to  hold  the  juice,  and  the  cisterns  are  filled  with  wine.  The 
great  French  wine  crop,  by  reducing  the  market  in  that  country 
for  Italian  wines,  will  compel  large  exports  to  other  countries. 

John  B.  Drake,  senior  proprietor  of  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel, 
Chicago,  who  has  been  sojourning  on  this  Coast,  is  very  enthusi- 
astic in  his  praise  of  California  wine.  His  house  purchases  from 
50  to  60  barrels  of  Zinfandel  and  15  to  20  barrels  of  Riesling 
each  year,  and  this  just  about  supplies  the  requirements  of  the 
Grand  Pacific  patrons  for  the  cheaper  wines.  Mr.  Drake  con- 
siders California  cheap  wines  superior  to  those  of  the  old  world. 


The  arrangements  for  the  Temperance  Congress,  which  will 
be  held  in  San  Francisco  from  May  21  to  May  28,  as  an  auxili- 
ary to  the  Midwinter  Fair,  are  nearly  completed.  State  Sena- 
tor J.  E.  McComas  is  president,  and  many  other  citizens  will 
act  as  vice-presidents.  Many  men  and  women  will  take  part  in 
the  proceedings,  and  all  phases  of  temperance  work  will  be  dis- 
cussed. The  headquarters  of  the  congress  are  in  the  Mills 
building. 

News  of  a  recent  "  war  "  over  the  Alaska  liquor  laws  comes 
from  Juneau,  Alaska,  via  Seattle.  Since  June  1  the  brewery 
there  has  not  been  allowed  to  run,  but  beer  and  whisky  have 
been  sold  on  prescription  by  druggists.  John  Gray,  the  brewery 
owner,  complained  to  the  Treasury  Department,  and  the  drug- 
gists retaliated  by  informing  on  Frank  Berry,  saloonist,  in 
whose  house  500  gallons  of  whisky  was  unearthed.  Berry  is 
under  $3500  bonds. 


The  trade  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  agency  of  the 
Mumm  champagne  has  been  changed,  notwithstanding  the 
success  which  the  brand  has  enjoyed  under  the  management 
of  Messrs.  Jones,  Mundy  &  Co.  The  wine  will  now  be  handled 
by  Wm.  A.  Carnes,  who  will  act  largely  as  a  distributing  agent 
for  Frederick  De  Bary  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  the  general  agents 
for  Mumm  in  the  United  States.  We  understand  that  the  only 
reason  for  the  change  was  the  desire  of  the  New  York  house  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  distributing  their  goods. 

Charles  A.  Wetmore,  of  the  Cresta  Blanca  Vineyard,  Liv- 
ermore, is  entitled  to  the  credit  of  issuing  one  of  the  neatest 
Midwinter  Fair  Souvenirs  that  has  yet  appeared.

The  Lower  Lake  Bulletin  which,  until  recently,  was  an 
avowed  champion  of  license  in  Lake  county,  has  had  a  change 
come  over  its  policy.  There  used  to  appear  stirring  articles  in 
defense  of  the  hop  and  grape  growers  and  the  hotels ;  but  now  a 
column  of  slush  entitled  "W.  C.  T.  U.  Column"  has  supplanted 
this,  together  with  the  announcement  that  "we  will  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  anything  contained  therein."  We  would  hope  not. 
No  one  aside  from  a  confirmed  temperance  crank  would  want  to 
father  such  material.  The  next  question  is  how  was  this  conver- 
gion  of  the  Bulletin  secured  ? 


Prof.  H.  J.  Wylie,  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture is  rfxpected  to  arrive  on  the  Coast  in  a  few  days.  Prof. 
Wylie  comes  particularly  in  connection  with  the  beet  sugar  in- 
dustry but  he  will  bring  with  him  the  results  of  about  three 
hundred  analyses  of  California  wines  and  brandies,  made  from 
samples  sent  to  the  World's  Fair.  Prof.  Wylie  has  not  yet 
completed  his  work  as  far  as  he  has  in  contemplation  and  there 
are  some  more  samples  that  he  wishes  to  obtiin.  At  the  sairc 
time  he  has  made  the  most  complete  series  of  analyses  yet  un- 
dertaken. The  work  was  beguu  in  consequence  of  Charles  A. 
Wetmore's  work  in  Chicago,  last  autumn. 

The  will  of  the  late  Gabriel  Taussig,  of  Louis  Taussig  & 
Co.,  has  been  filed  for  probate.  His  estate  consists  of  both  real 
and  personal  property,  the  value  of  which  has  not  been  esti- 
mated. The  testator  devised  his  estate  to  his  son  Hugo,  and 
his  daughters  Josephine  and  Rosa,  provided,  however,  that  his 
son  should  receive  615,000  less  than  his  sisters.  He  explained 
that  he  left  nothing  to  his  son  Rudolph  J.  Taussig,  because  the 
latter  had  ample  means  of  his  own,  and  would,  in  addition,  re- 
ceive $2500  of  the  insurance  on  his  father's  life.  All  the  chil- 
dren are  named  to  serve  as  executors  without  bonds. 


M.  V.  Monarch,  president  of  the  M.  V.  Monarch  Co.,  of 
Owensboro,  Ky.,  is  in  San  Francisco  on  a  business  trip  confer- 
ring with  Mr.  Sam  McCartney,  his  representative  on  this  Coast. 
Mr.  Monarch  is  head  of  one  of  the  largest  distilling  concerns  in 
the  Blue  Grass  State,  and  the  Company's  brands,  such  as  "  M. 
V.  Monarch,"  "P.  E.  Payne,"  "  E.  C.  Berry,"  "Jockev  Club," 
"John  Banning,"  "  Sovereign,"  "Kentucky  Tip,"  "  Cliff  Falls,'' 
"  Kentucky  Cyclone,"  and  "  Maryland  "  (rye)  are  well  known 
throughout  the  United  States.  Mr.  Monarch  and  his  family  are 
at  the  Palace. 


Cecilia  Maas  has  dismissed  her  petition  to  revoke  the  will 
of  her  father,  Emanuel  L.  Goldstein,  of  B.  Dreyfus  &  Co.,  who 
died  something  over  a  year  ago,  leaving  an  estate  valued  at  some- 
thing over  $1,000,000.  Her  contest  was  directed  against  the 
widow,  Virginia  Goldstein,  and  her  children,  Carrie  Froweufeld, 
Tillie  Ackerman,  Beckie  Aekerman,  Sophie  Steinberger,  William 
Goldstein  and  Sanford  Goldstein.     Mrs.  Maas  felt  aggrieved  be- 
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cause  under  her  father's  will  she  was  to  receive  but  $5000.  She 
claimed  that  her  father  was  induced  to  make  such  a  will  through 
fraud  and  undue  influence.  The  dismissal  of  her  contest  is  pre- 
sumed to  be  the  result  of  a  compromise  by  which  she  will  re- 
ceive a  more  generous  portion  of  the  estate.

William  Wolff  &  Co.,  the  importers  of  Pommery  Sec,  have 
sworn  out  warrants  for  the  arrest  of  Messrs.  Perscheid  &  Gruen- 
berg,  who  are  conducting  a  business  in  carbonated  wines  on 
Howard  street.  They  are  charged  with  willfully  and  with  in- 
tention to  defraud  filling  up  old  champagne  bottles  with  domes- 
tic wine  into  which  carbonic  acid  has  been  pumped,  and  labeling 
the  bottles  identically  as  Pommery  &  Greno's  bottles  are  la- 
beled. The  labels  are  calculated  to  deceive  the  unwary.  There 
is  a  general  complaint  among  importers  and  owners  of  wine, 
spirit  and  mineral  water  trade  marks  regarding  the  filling  up  of 
empty  bottles,  and  several  warrants  will  be  taken  out  shortly 
again::t  various  parties  for  the  purpose  of  stopping  this  nefarious 
traffic.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  success  will  crown  all  such  efforts. 
The  accused  men  have  been  admitted  to  bail  in  the  sum  of 
$1000.  

The  Mellwood  Distillery  Company  has  come  out  with  a 
show  card  illustrative  of  its  entire  plant  from  a  birds-eye.  It 
differs  from  other  show  cards  in  this  respect,  that  it  is  a  true  fac- 
simile. It  strikes  one  as  a  very  promising  group  of  buildings, 
and  forcibly  emphasizes  what  has  ever  been  the  conviction  of 
the  trade  that  Mellwood  is  a  model  and  substantial  establishment 
of  the  first  rank,  harmonizing  in  this  respect  with  its  reputation 
as  a  firm  and  its  brands.  Faithful  as  the  picture  is  as  a  repro- 
duction, it  is  at  best  a  mere  outline  of  what  the  plant  really  is, 
for  no  pen  or  pencil  is  adequate  to  give  anything  more  than  an 
idea.  The  plant  must  be  seen  and  examined  from  both  the  out- 
side and  inside,  and  when  the  visitor  is  through  he  will  have  a 
settled  conviction  that  he  has  inspected  one  of  the  finest  plants 
America  can  boast  of. — Criterion. 


District  Attorney  Church,  of  Fresno  county,  has  suggested 
to  the  county  Board  of  Supervisors  that  some  changes  be  made 
in  the  method  of  granting  liquor  licenses  to  secure  better  enforce- 
ment  of  the    liquor   law.     The   new   ordinance   provides   that 
licenses  shall  be  issued'  for  only  three  months,  and  that  they  may 
be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors   with- 
out requiring  a  new  petition.     The  district  attorney  advises  that 
i  the  board  exercise  this  discretion  by  requiring  those  desiring  to 
,  renew  their  licenses  to  make  a  sworn  statement  that   they  have 
'not  during  the  three  months  then  past  violated  the  ordinance  in 
[any  manner.     The  district  attorney  said   he   thought    this    rule 
I  would  obviate  many  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  ordinance.     Now,  doors  of  saloons  are  closed  at  the 
i  forbidden  times,  but  one   outside   could   not   say    whether   any 
person  was  inside,  and  if  they  were  inside,  whether  they  were 
;  robbing  the  proprietor,  or  there  with  his  consent,  in  violation  of 
,  the  ordinance. 

They  are  telling  a  good  story  on  the  street  on  Ed  Kolb,  of 
Kolb  &  Denhard.     As  is  well  known,  Mr.  Kolb  is  the  champion 

:  amateut  middle  weight  wrestler  of  the  Coast,  either  as  catch-as- 
caich-can  or  Grseco-Roman  wrestling.  On  one  of  his  recent 
trips  in  the  country  he  turned  up  at  Clements  Cal.,  a  small 
place  near  Lodi,  in  the  San  Joaquin  valley.     Kolb  had  not  been 

'  wrestling  for  some  time,  but  the  "boys"  of  the  town  steered  him 
up  against  the  cook-of-the-walk  of  that  part  of  the  San  Joaquin 
valley,  expecting  that  the  interior  terror  would  teach  him  a  few 
points  about  wrestling.  Nothing  loth,  Mr.  Kolb  agreed  to  try  out 
the  unknown  wrestler,  and  on  meeting  him  on  an  extemporized 

;Bawdu.st  arena  found  that  he  was  a  man  of  about  48  years  oFage 

[weighing  something   like  230   pounds.     The   two   went  at   it. 


catch-as-catoh-can,  and  Kolb  handled  him  like  a  baby.  When 
in  a  contest  Kolb  is  as  cool  as  they  make  them,  and  it  took  him 
only  a  few  minutes  to  lay  his  antagonist  carefully  on  his  back 
three  times  in  succession.  After  that  nothing  was  too  good  for 
him  at  the  hands  of  the  Clements'  wrestlers.  Kolb  himself  says 
that  he  "couldn't  throw  him  hard,"  as  the  other  man  "knew 
nothing  about  leg  work,"  and  after  it  was  over  the  defeated  man 
owned  up  that  he  had  never  seen  a  more  clever  man  at  wrestling.

When  Mr.  A.  M.  Sedgwick,  of  J.  Sedgwick  &  Co.,  of  Cape 
Town,  Cape  Colony,  was  in  San  Francisco,  recently,  he  promised 
to  leave  samples  of  Cape  wines  at  the  Viticultural  Commission, 
that  persons  engaged  in  the  industry  here  might  examine  them. 
Mr.  Sedgwick  left  three  samples  labeled  as  follows : 

"Drakenstein  1889." 

"Hermitage  1889." 

"Old  Port  188:,." 

These  wines  were  opened  at  the  Viticultural  Cafe  recently 
and  those  who  examined  them  were  I.  De  Turk,  George  West, 
Charles  A.  Wetmore,  Charles  E.  Bowen,  C.  J.  Wetmore  and 
Winfield  Scott. 

The  Drakenstein  was  first  opened.  It  was  found  a  very 
pleasant  wine,  somewhat  high  in  acid,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Wetmore 
stating  that  this  acid  was  not  of  the  harsh  "twisting"  sort  some- 
times found  in  California  of  the  Rhenish  tj'pe,  but  refreshing, 
such  as  drinkers  of  Rhine  wines  in  New  York  demand. 

The  Hermitage  was  something  of  a  disappointment.  At 
first  pleasant,  it  palled  on  the  palate,  a  detect  considered  fatal 
here.     It  lacked  life  and  tone. 

The  port,  on  the  other  hand,  was  a  pleasant  surprise.  This 
wine  was  scarcely  what  English  drinkers  would  call  a  port,  but 
approached  a  Madeira  type.  It  was  well  aged  and  well  handled 
and  the  aftertaste  was  clean  and  agreeable.  This  wine  was  con- 
sidered the  best  of  all  the  samples  and  its  merits  were  fully  ap- 
preciated.

The  Supreme  Court  of  ludiaua  held,  iu  the  recent  case  of 

lie  City  of  ludianapolis  vs.  Bieler,  that  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 

jngress  of  August  Sth,  1890,  where  beer  manufactured  by  a  non- 

sident  brewery  is  temporarily  stored  in  depots  or  agencies  in 

ie  State  until  the  same  is  disposed  of,  it  is  subject  to  the  laws  of 

|e  State  the  same  as  if  produced  in  the  State,  and  the  question  of 

Iterferouce  with  interstate  commerce  does  not  interfere  with  the 

»wer  of  the  State  to  regulate  its  sale;  that  the  Indiana  act  of 

B91  concerning  the  incorporation   and  government  of  cities  in 

^e  State  of  more  than  100,000  inhabitants,  authorized  the  tax- 

j,  licensing  and  regulating  of  distilleries,  breweries  and  depots 

agencies  of  all  breweries,  etc.,  established  in  such  a  city,  and 

kat  an  ordinance  requiring  a  license  of  $1000  of  "every  person 

persons,  firm,  corporation  or  company  carrying  on  a  distilling 

brewing  business  within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  all  de- 

)ts  or  agencies  established  in  that  city,  of  all  breweries  and  dis- 

leries  and  all  wholesale  dealers  in  malt  liquors,  was  general 

jd  valid   as   an  exercise  of  the  police  power.     The   court  said 

jiat   under  the   ordinance,  each    brewery,    distillery    depot   or 

Bncy,  and  each  wholesale  establishment  was  required  to  pay 

le  license;  that  where  one  person  or  corporation  owned  a  num-

ider  the  law  against  spirituous  liquors  and  wine.     This  decis- 

tn   was   reversed, 'it   being  found  that  the  term  "spirituous 

juor "  is  commonly    used   as   a   term    of  distinction  from  fer- 

lented  liquor.     A  law  of  Congress,  has  been  enacted  since  this 

was  pending  including  beer  in  the  prohibition  act. 

CONCERNING    TRADE  MARKS. 

In  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
tatcs  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  the  Columbia  Mill  Company 
'  Minnesota,  vs.  W.  W.  Alcorn  &  Co.,  from  the   Circuit  Court 
ir  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania,  the  mill  company  hav- 
Sg  brought  suit  to  restrain  Alcorn  &  Co.,  from  using   the  word 
TUolumbia"  upon  a  brand  of  flour  sold  by  the  latter  company 
it  the  lower  Court  having  refused  to  entertain    the  proceeding 
^d  dismissed  the  bill,    and  the  Columbia  Company   having  ap- 
iled  from  that  judgement.  Justice   Jackson   said   that   by   a 
lag  line  of  decisions  in  the  Supreme   Court   the   law    of  trade- 
irks  was  well  settletl.     Those  decisions,   he   said,   established 
ke  following  propositions : 

1.     That  to  acquire  the  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  a  name. 


device  or  symbol  as  a  trade-mark  it  must  Appear  that  it  was  ad- 
opted for  the  purpose  of  identifying  the  origin,  or  ownership  of 
the  article  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  that  such  irade-mark  must 
point  distinctively,  either  by  itself  or  by  association,  to  the  origin, 
manufacture  or  association  of  the  article  on  which  it  is  stamped. 
It  must  be  designed,  as  its  primary  object  and  purpose,  to  indi- 
cate the  owner  or  producer  of  the  commodity,  and  to  distinguish 
it  from  like  articles  manufactured  by  others. 

2.  That  if  the  device,  mark  or  symbol  was  adopted  or 
placed  upon  the  article  fcr  the  purpose  of  identifying  its  class- 
grade,  style  or  quality,  or  for  any  purpose  other  than  a  reference 
to  or  indication  of  its  ownership,  it  cannot  be  sustained  as  a 
valid  trade-mark. 

3.  That  the  conclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the  mark  or  de- 
vice claimed  as  a  trade-mark  is  founded  upon  priority  of  appro- 
priation. 

4.  Such  trade-mark  cannot  consist  of  words  in  common 
use  as  designating  locality,  section  or  region  of  the  country. 

In  view  of  these  propositions,  the  Justice  stated,  the  court 
was  of  the  opinion  that  there  was  no  valid  trade-mark  in  the 
word  "Columbia,"  and  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  was 
therefore  affirmed. 


-DEATH      OF     GAB-RIEL     TAUSSIG. 


Gabriel  Taussig,  the  head  of  the  house  of  Louis  Taussig  & 
Co.,  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city  on  the  5th  inst. 

Mr.  Taussig  was  born  in  Bohemia,  and  for  many  years  had 
been  in  business  in  this  city,  winning  the  esteem  and  confidence 
of  all  by  his  uniform  honesty  and  probity. 

He  left  four  children.  Rudolph  J.  Taussig  and  Hugo  A. 
Taussig,  who  are  members  of  the  firm,  and  Misses  Josephine  and 
Rosa  Taussig. 

The  funeral  took  place  on  the  7th  inst.,  and  was  largely  at- 
tended.    The  remains  were  interred  at  Cypress  Lawn  Cemetery. 

As  stated  above,  Mr.  Taussig  was  a  native  of  Bohemia. 
After  coming  to  this  country,  he  remained  in  New  York  several 
years  engaging  in  the  liquor  business,  and  when  he  came  to  Cali- 
fornia he  associated  himself  in  business  with  the  late  Louis 
Taussig. 

There  is  little  probability  of  a  general  prohibitory  law^  in 
Canada  this  year.  A  large  deputation  of  Prohibitionists,  repre- 
senting all  the  provinces,  waited  upon  Sir  John  Thompson  and 
other  members  of  the  Government,  recently,  at  Ottawa,  Onta- 
rio, and  presented  a  resolution  asking  for  a  law  prohibiting  the 
sale,  and  manufacture,  and  importation  of  liquor  for  beverage 
purposes.  In  reply  Sir  John  Thompson  said  the  Government 
would  not  introduce  a  prohibition  act  at  this  session,  and  he 
would  make  no  pledge  for  the  future.  The  majority  for  prohi- 
bition was  really  a  minority  of  the  registered  vote,  it  appearing 
that  the  people  generally  took  but  little  interest  in  the  plebiscite. 
This  fact  no  doubt  determines  the  Government  to  take  no  action 
in  the  matter.

Whenever  an  Episcopalian  minister — or  priest — sets  out  in 
this  country  to  tell  exactly  what  he  thinks  about  drinking  alco- 
holic beverages,  the  disesteeuied  Voice,  of  New  York,  immedi- 
ately sets  itself  up  as  religius  censor  on  the  questions  involved, 
and  treats  the  honest  spoken  clergyman  to  a  slush-bucket  of 
abuse,  or  a  scolding,  as  the  comparative  eminence  or  the  form 
of  views  of  the  "  offender  "  would  seem  to  dictate. 

We  do  not  know  by  what  Act  of  Providence  the  Voice, 
which  in  fact  voices  the  narrow  prejudices  of  a  parcel  of  back- 
country  Methodist  preachers,  has  been  constituted  special  censor 
of  clergymen  who  do  not  agree  with  its  peculiar  teachings. 
Certain  it  is  that,  viewed  from  a  worldly  aspect,  the  Episcopa- 
lian clergymen,  as  a  body,  are  a  splendidly  educated  class  of 
far  above   those   who  either  edit  the  Voice  or   read  the 


men, 


drum-beating  clangor  that  these  writers  emit. 

Here  is  an  abstract  of  some  recent  remarks  by  Kev.  Dr. 
George  R.  Van  de  Water,  rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  New 
York,  made  on  moderate  drinking  : 

"  I  preach  and,  by  the  help  of  God,  I  practice  temperance. 
By  this  I  do  not  mean  total  abstinence.  If  I  thought  I  could 
better  save  my  brother  by  becoming  totally  abstinent  from  liquor, 
I  would  become  so  in  an  instant.  But  I  do  not  think  so.  The 
truth,  and  not  a  lie,  will  make  men  free,  and  the  truth  is,  God 
made  wine  to  be  used  (vide  St.  John,  ii). 

"  Its  perverted  use  is  wicked.  Its  proper  use  is  holy.  Like 
becoming  a  eunuch,  if  any  man  choose  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven's  sake  to  be  totally  abstinent  in  the  use  of  liquor,  it  is  a 
matter  between  him  and  his  God.  It  is  neither  a  virtue  for  him 
to  parade  to  his  own  credit  or  to  his  brother's  disparagement. 

•'  Drinking  is  not  a  sin,  but  drunkenness  is.  What  shall 
be  done  to  stop  the  sin?  '  Stop  drinking,'  say  some.  They  can- 
cannot  think  deeply  who  say  thus.  You  might  as  well  tell 
people  to  stop  any  other  indulgence  which  in  sinless  moderation 
is  right,  and  a  sinful  indulgence  of  any  kind  is  wrong.  Smoking 
is  not  a  sin  because  General  Grant  killed  himself  by  the  use  of 
cigars. 

"Anybody  who  knows  human  nature  and  knows  how 
laborers  live  in  this  city  will  not  be  willing,  I  take  it,  to  assume 
the  responsibility  of  closing  every  saloon  and  depriving  thou- 
sands of  sober,  hard-working  men  of  their  right  to  procure  beer 
for  daily  meals. 

"The  sin  of  abuse  must  be  stopped.  The  abuse  must  be  abol- 
ished. *  *  *  The  situation,  then,  seems  to  be  this  :  A  gift 
of  God  has  come  by  a  large  number  of,  if  not  the  majority,  of 
people  in  this  day  to  be  grossly  abused.  *  *  *  Public  con- 
science ought  to  be  aroused  until  men  will  stop  talking  about 
Prohibition,  which  is  moonshine,  and  in  their  tirade  against  the 
saloon  as  it  is  be  ready  to  offer  men  something  better.     *     *     * 

"  I  confess  that  there  is  much  in  the  idea  [Dr.  Rainsford's] 
of  the  righteous  and  respectable  saloon,  as  I  should  call  it,  wor- 
thy the  deepest  study  of  our  most  earnest  and  godly  men. 

"  To  get  at  the  less  fortunate  brothers  we  must  go  to  them 
and  give  them  something  better  than  they  have.  Total  absti- 
nence men  will  not  influence  these  fellows,  most  of  whom  are 
foreigners  and  have  been  taught  from   their  youth    that  beer  is 


an  article  of  food  as  well  as  drink.  Kid-gloved  reformers,  who 
know  how  to  use  liquor  moderately  and  who  have  nothing  but 
censure  for  those  who  use  it  to  excess,  will  never  save  these  men 
who  despise  those  whose  pampered  bodies  hold  no  hearts. 

"  But  we  can  save  them,  and  by  God's  help  we  will  save 
them,  first  by  being  temperate  ourselves  in  all  things;  that  is  the 
example  of  Christ ;  then  by  going  among  them  and  giving  them 
respectable  saloons,  cheap  and  proper  places  of  amusement,  de- 
cent houses  to  live  in,  thus  elevating,  refining,  improving  them 
and  showing  them  how  to  live. 

"  That  liquor  has  its  use,  sensible  men  agree.  That  the 
best  Christian  men  in  this  or  any  other  age  have  used  it  every- 
body knows.  That  for  medicinal  purposes  it  is  necessary,  the 
best  medical  men  declare.  That  at  the  dinner  table  beers  and 
light  wines  may  be  profitably  employed,  most  men  whose  train- 
ing has  not  been  too  closely  associated  with  a  country  barn  and 
cider  press  will  cordially  admit.     *     *     * 

"  I  am  not  for  the  abolition  of  the  saloon,  but  for  the  sub- 
stitution in  its  place  of  something  that  is  better." 

For  sentiments  like  these  Dr.  Van  de  Water  is  treated  with 
a  scolding  dose  of  the  Voice's  disapproval.     He  can  afford  it.

And  then  it  was  stated  that  he  had  regularly 
taken  a  glass  of  rum  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  another  at 
11  o'clock,  two  glasses  at  early  dinner,  one  at  tea  and  another 
on  going  to  bed.  He  rarely  had  a  pipe  out  of  his  mouth,  and 
every  week  bought  twenty-one  inches  of  pigtail  tobacco,  which 
he  cut  up  into  seven  pieces,  consuming  a  piece  each  day.

The  question  has  often  been  propounded  to  us,  why  one 
retailer,  handling  a  low  grade  of  goods  and  competing  with  his 
next-poor  neighbor  that  carries  the  best  that  money  will  buy, 
succeeds,  while  the  latter  gains  no  friends  or  patronage,  and 
finally  passes  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff.  It  is  a  conundrum 
that  is  hard  to  explain  and  easy  to  understand.  We  think  we 
know  something  about  the  difiBculties  under  which  the  average 
retailer  labors,  and  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  they 
are  too  numerous  to  mention  in  detail.  We  will  take,  for  in- 
stance, an  illustration  as  indicated  in  the  foregoing  sentence, 
and  discuss  the  career  of  the  man  who  dispenses  cheap  goods 
and  make  a  success  of  his  business.  In  the  first  place,  he  has  a 
personality  which  draws  trade  to  his  house.  If  a  stranger 
comes  to  him  who  appears  to  be  a  gentleman  and  a  desirable 
customer,  he  gives  him  poor  whisky  and  good  treatment.  He 
makes  him  feel  that  he  is  always  welcome,  and  there  is  nothing 
in  the  establishment  that  is  too  good  for  him.  Possibly  he  sets 
out  the  cigars,  or  another  round  of  beverages  which  will  suit 
the  palate  of  the  stranger.  Result — the  stranger  comes  again. 
He  has  more  good  treatment  and  a  pleasant  conversation  with 
the  gentleman  behind  the  white  apron.  He  tells  his  friends 
that  he  has  found  a  fine  place  to  get  those  liquids  which  the 
average  citizen  desires,  and  the  friends  of  his  friend  tell  their 
friends  the  same  thing — and  so  it  goes  on  to  the  end  of  the  chap- 
ter. This  one  side  of  the  proposition.  The  other  is  that,  in 
addition  to  this,  the  proprietor  of  a  retail  house  should  always 
have  his  place  in  a  thoroughly  clean  and  inviting  condition,  and 
never  make  the  mistake  of  having  his  bar  covered  with  bottles 
for  the  daily  clean  up,  etc.,  during  business  hours.  It  may  not 
be  generally  known  to  the  retailer,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  the  man 
who  goes  to  the  bar  and  finds  it  covered  with  miscellaneous  bot- 
tles, and  has  difficulty  in  securing  a  place  to  obtain  what  he  de- 
sires, is  dissatisfied,  and  wonders  why  it  is  that  the  proprietor 
does  not  see  to  it  that  the  labor  of  polishing  up  the  equipments 
of  the,bar  is  not  done  at  a  time  which  will  not  interfere  wih 
him.     Among  the  other  necessities   of  a  successful  house  are 


towels  before  the  bar,  against  which  no  complaint  can  be  made 
as  to  absolute  cleanliness.  Another  is,  that  one  of  the  luxuries 
of  the  man  that  finds  pleasure  in  patronizing  the  retailer  is  fine 
glassware.  A  drink  of  the  finest  "  sour  mash  "  on  earth  in  a 
coarse,  thick  glass,  will  not  develop  the  fine  quality  of  the 
goods.  Whereas,  if  the  same  whisky  is  served  in  a  dainty,  fine 
cut  glass,  all  the  flavor  and  rich  boquet  will  be  appreciated.  The 
same  proposition  is  applicable  to  the  serving  of  champagne, 
beer,  ale  or  porter.  To  the  man  who  delights  in  the  draught  of 
any  one  of  these  beverages,  the  average  thick  glass  mug  which 
is  handed  him  spoils  his  appetite  for  the  .drink,  while,  if  it  were 
served  to  him  in  one  of  the  modern  thin  glasses  it  develops  a 
flavor  and  general  quality  which  cannot  be  discovered  under  any 
circumstances. 

Coming  back  to  the  difference  between  the  successful  pur- 
veyor of  poor  goods  and  the  unsuccessful  dealer  who  handles 
the  best  in  the  market,  it  needs  only  to  be  said  that  the  first 
mentioned  has  the  tact  to  so  thoroughlj'  please  customers  that 
the  bad  quality  of  the  goods  is  overlooked,  and  his  artistic 
treatment  to  his  customers  makes  up  for  all   other  deficiencies. 

This  article  is  decidedly  not  an  argument  in  favor  of  poor 
goods  and  good  treatment  for  the  public.  It  is  simply  intended 
to  show  to  the  average  retailer  that,  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances, all  he  needs  to  make  his  business  a  success  is  to  keep  an 
orderly  house,  give  his  customers  good  liquors,  uniform  courte- 
ous treatment,  and  make  an  invariable  display  of  a  desire  to 
please,  and  his  success  is  assured. 

We  will  sum  up  the  foregoing  as  follows:  Dispense  first-class 
goods  among  the  decent  community  ;  they  are  always  the  cheap- 
est. Be  exacting  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness ;  do  not  give  the 
public  the  benefit  of  your  labors  in  polishing  up  your  establish- 
ment and  your  bottles  ;  have  clean  linen  ;  treat  gentlemen  in  a 
manner  which  will  make  them  desire  to  call  on  you  again  ;  do 
not  indulge  in  familiarity  unless  it  is  invited  by  your  customer, 
and,  above  all  things,  in  a  house  commanding  a  large  trade,  do 
not  permit  the  gentleman  with  the  white  apron  either  to  gossip, 
or  drink,  or  shake  dice  with  a  customer.  The  observance  of 
these  few  rules  will  be  of  material  benefit  to  any  house  which 
deals  with  gentlemen.

About  six  years  ago  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  an 
attempt  was  being  made  by  an  ingenious  English  chemist  to 
manufacture  so-called  wine  from  the  ordinary  potato.  That  the 
project  did  not  receive  the  amount  of  success  its  designer 
anticipated  may  be  inferred  from  the  silence  that  ha?  since 
reigned  as  to  its  merits.  We  now  hear,  however,  that  the  man- 
tle of  the  aforesaid  inventor  has  fallen  upon  the  shoulders  of  a 
Frenchman  named  Moutine,  who  claims  to  have  found  out  a 
process  by  which  a  pleasant  biiverage,  of  a  wine  character,  can 
bo  made  out  of  a  combination  of  malt  and  potatoes,  the  cost  of 
whii'h  only  reaches  the  modest  price  of  l^d.  per  gallon.  We 
regret  that  we  have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  tasting  the 
seductive  fluid  in  question,  and  therefore  are  unable  to  give  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  dear  at  the  price.  Neverthe- 
less, we  have  been  favored  by  a  correspondent  with  the  receipt 
for  its  manafacture,  and  this  we  place  at  the  disposal  of  our 
readers : 

"  First,  grind  the  potato,  and  then  press  it  well  to  remove 
every  drop  of  water,  by  which  means  other  substances,  which 
might  infuse  a  bitter  taste  to  the  beverage,  are  also  got  rid  of. 
TJip  remaining  starch  in  combination  with  malt,  produces  grape 
sugar.  The  must,  secured  by  the  re-action  of  the  malt,  is 
filtered  and  transferred  by  high  pressure  to  a  special  boiling 
apparatus,  invented  by  Moutine,  and  used  by  him  for  the  fer- 
meutation  of  all  beverages.  The  temperature  is  raised  under 
pressure  to  130  to  150  degrees,  and  kills  all  fermenting  matters  ; 


the  albumen  coagulates,  and  the  grape  sugar  becomes  a  kind  of 
caramel,  which  gives  an  agreeable  taste  to  the  drink.  The  boiling 
process  at  five  to  six  atmospheres  finished,  the  temperature  is  re- 
duced to  25  degrees,  and  the  fermentation  is  produced  by  lees 
of  wine." 

Should  this  beverage  eventually  come  into  consumption 
among  the  peasantry  of  France,  it  will  aflbrd  one  more  shock  to 
the  delicate  susceptibilities  of  Sir  Wilfred  Lawson  &  Co.,  who 
will  henceforth  have  to  regard  the  potato  and  vine  with  equal 
aversion. — Ridley'' a  Circular,  London. 


Says  Jerome  K.  Jerome,  the  English  satirist  and  writer: 
For  reasons  that  I  have  never  quite  understood,  the  teetotaler  is 
generally  either  a  dissenter  or  a  low  churchman,  a  non-smoker 
and  addicted  to  the  instruction  of  others.  Somehow  or  other  the 
notion  has  sprung  up  that  total  abstinence  is  religious.  It  is 
difficult,  but  I  believe  necessary,  to  answer  this  patiently.  The 
founder  of  the  Christian  religion  is  recorded  to  have  devoted  the 
first  miracle  to  the  production  of  wine  at  a  wedding  feast.  The 
use  of  wine  received  further  approval  and  coqsecration  at  the 
Last  Supper.  Any  attempt  to  prove  that  the  wine  of  the  East 
was  a  non-intoxicant  is  perfectly  futile.  The  wine  was  an  intoxi- 
cant, and  the  Scriptural  condemnation  of  drunkenness  would 
alone  be  sufficient  evidence  of  it.  The  conclusion  is  obvious. 
The  teetotaler  is  not,  as  he  supposes,  a  particularly  religious 
man,  but — unintentionally,  of  course — irreligious  and  irreverent 
and  presumptuous.

COLDEWAY'S  WAREHOUSE  SCHEME. 


Messrs.  Jas.  Levy  &  Bro.,  of  Cincinnati,  have  written  the 
following  letter  to  Mida's  Criterion  on  the  re-establishment  of 
special  bonded  warehouses  for  whisky,  this  scheme  having  been 
revived  by  the  Louisville  Public  Warehouse  Co.: 

Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  7th,  we  beg  to  say  that  we  con- 
sider the  agitation  inaugurated  by  the  Louisville  Public  Ware- 
house Company,  for  the  revival  of  special  bonded  warehouse  bill, 
to  be  entirely  selfish  on  their  part,  and  contrary  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  trade.  We  think  that  the  evil  effects  of  such  leg- 
islation are  so  obvious  to  the  internal  revenue  department,  that 
its  influence  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  prevent  its  enaictmeut. 
It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  mere  fact  of  its  being  consid- 
ered so  ill-advised  and  contrary  to  the  interests  of  the  govern- 
ment, as  well  as  of  the  distillers  and  the  trade,  may  have  lulled 
into  a  feeling  of  security  those  interested  against  its  adoption, 
and  for  this  reason  alone  perhaps,  it  is  now  being  seriously  con- 
sidered by  the  committee. 

If  so,  we  deem  it  your  duty  to  inaugurate  a  crusade  against 
the  movement,  directing  the  attention  of  the  authorities  at  Wash- 
ington, as  well  as  the  distillers  in  Kentucky,  Maryland  and  Penn- 
sylvania, and  the  trade  generally,  to  the  dangers  lurking  behind 
this  innocent  appearing  special  bonded  warehouse  bill. 

The  government  ought  to  oppose  it,  because  no  law  can  be 
enacted  by  Congress  giving  the  Louisville  Public  Warehouse 
Company,  or  similar  institutions,  special  rights  for  establishing 
bonded  warehouses,  that  could  not  be  equally  enjoyed  by  any 
other  corporation  or  firm  in  the  country,  the  result  being,  as  Mr. 
Jno.  B.  Thompson  has  happily  put  it,  "that  every  loft  and  barn 
in  the  United  States  would  be  at  once  converted  into  a  special 
bonded  warehouse,"  necessitating  the  employment  of  special 
store  keepers  ad  infinitum,  and  opening  the  way  for  the  same 
features  that  made  the  whisky  ring  twenty  years  ago,  so  infa- 
mous. Millions  of  dollars  would  be  added  annually  to  the  ex- 
penses of  the  government  in  the  employment  of  people  to  watch 
these  special  warehouses,  that  would  spring  up  in  every  city,  vil- 
lage and  hamlet  in  the  country,  and  no  corresponding  increase  in 
revenue  would  inure  to  the  government. 

The  distillers  should  oppose  it,  because  it  would  discriminate 
against  them,  making  their  warehouses  valueless,  for  the  natural 
result  would  be,  for  every  dealer  in  the  country  to  have  his  own 
store  partitioned  oif  as  a  special  bonded  warehouse  and  to  carry 
his  stocks  of  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania  or  Maryland  bonded  whis- 
kies at  his  place  of  business.  It  would  further  tend  to  obliter- 
ate the  now  well-recognized  distinctions  and  reputations  attach- 
ing to  many  brands  distilled  in  certain  favored  localities,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  distillers,  and  to  the  advantage  of  no  one. 

The  dealers  should  oppose  it,  because  it  would  offer  a  pre- 
mium on  dishonesty,  and  be  a  continual  temptation  to  manipu- 
late the  contents  of  the  whisky  in  their  own  lofts,  bonded  as 
special  warehouses,  and  whilst  the  bulk  of  the  trade  would  not 
take  advantage,  and  would  guard  the  whisky  as  sacredly  as  would 
the  government  itself,  yet  those  who  might  commit  a  wrong,  by 
reason  of  the  facilities  and  inclination  for  so  doing,  would  cast 
discredit  on  the  whole  trade. 

It  is  senseless  to  dig  pitfalls  for  ourselves.  The  prejudice 
against  our  business  is  sufficiently  strong  in  itself,  without  our 
seeking  to  add  fuel.  We  should  be  firm  in  our  efforts  to  throw 
every  safeguard  about  the  business,  discountenance  and  combine 
against  fraud  of  any  kind,  and  aim  to  bring  our  business  to  that 
level  in  the  mercantile  community  to  which  the  general  integrity, 
character  and  broad-mindedness  of  its  merchants  entitle  it.

Frederic  W.  Adams,  of  the  Anderson  &  Nelson  Distilleries 
Company,  has  the  following  to  say  on  the  same  subject ; 

I  cannot  conceive  any  measure  which  could  possibly  be 
passed  by  Congress  which  would  be  so  inimical  to  the  interests 
of  Kentucky  distillers  as  the  bill  providing  for  the  transportation 
of  whisky  in  bond  which  has  been  introduced  into  Congress  at 
the  instigation  and  for  the  benefit  of  public  warehouse  com- 
panies. 

The  first  consequence  of  the  passage  of  this  act  would  be  the 
issuing  of  circulars  by  the  public  warehouse  companies  in  which 
they  would  represent  tliat  goods  were  safer  in  their  possession 
than  in  the  possession  of  the  distiller,  and  these  circulars  will  be 
sent  all  over  the  country  to  dealers  and  bankers  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  throw  doubt  upon  the  integrity  of  distillers  as  ware- 


housemen, the  consequence  being  that  in  a 
would  refuse  to  advance  money  upon  distill 
ceipts  as  they  do  at  present,  and  a  dealer  whc 
to  raise  money  upon  goods  which  he  had  in  t

Beoovebt  Debt  Claimed  to  be  Due  the  County  of  Merced  by  Keason  of  Sale 
OF  Iktoxicating  Liquors  without  payment  of  License  Tax  —  Poweb  to 
License  foe  Revenue  and  Regulation  —  Prohibition —Civil  Action  to 
Recover  License  Tax — Distinction  between  a  Single  Act  and  the 
Business  in  which  these  Acts  Abe  Done. 

Filed  at  San  Francisco  Marcli  39,  1894.

In  January,  1893,  the  county  of  Merced  passed  an  ordinance  fixing  the  rate  of 
county  license  tax  upon  certain  occupations  within  the  county,  and  providing  for  the 
collection  of  the  same  by  suit,  in  case  the  persone.  liable  to  pay  the  tax  should  en- 
gage in  any  business  subject  thereto,  without  having  first  procured  a  license  there- 
for. The  present  action  was  brought  against  the  respondents  to  recover  the  sum  of 
$3000,  claimed  to  be  a  debt  due  from  them  to  the  county,  by  virtue  of  their  having 
sold  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  county,  without  having  first  paid  the  license 
tax  required  by  said  ordinance  for  the  quarter  commencing  March  1,  1893. 

The  right  of  the  county  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  exercise 
of  the  police  power  conferred  upon  it  by  Article  XI,  section  11,  of  the  Constitution , 
which  has  been  so  fully  discussed  by  counsel,  is  not  involved  in  the  determination 
of  this  case,  as  the  ordinance  in  question  does  not  purport  to  have  been  enacted 
under  this  power.  By  its  very  terms  the  ordinance  is  a  revenue  measure,  and  this 
suit  is  simply  a  civil  action  to  recover  a  liability  alleged  to  have  been  incurred  by 
the  defendants  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  oidinance,  and  the  collection  of  a 
tax  does  not  come  within  the  exercise  of  police  power  as  a  prohibitory  measure. 
That  power  is  exercised  In  the  enforcement  of  a  penalty  prescribed  for  a  non-com- 
pliance with  the  law,  or  the  doing  of  some  prohibited  act.  San  Luis  Obisbo  County 
vs.  Hendricks,  71  Cal.,  345.  As  the  county  has  chosen  by  this  ordinance  to  require 
a  license  tax  for  engaging  in  certain  kinds  of  business,  and  that  this  tax  shall  be 
collected  by  a  suit,  and  has  fixed  no  penalty  for  engaging  in  the  business,  the  ordi- 
nance is  not  to  be  regarded  as  the  exercise  of  its  police  power,  but  rather  as  its 
desire  to  regulate  the  business  and  derive  a  revenue  therefrom. 

The  power  to  pass  the  ordinance  in  question  is  given  in  subdivision  27  of  section 
25  of  the  county  government  act  (Statutes  of  1891,  p.  306;,  in  the  following  terms: 
"To  license  for  the  purposes  of  regulation  and  revenue  all  and  every  kind  of  busi- 
ness not  prohibited  by  law,  and  carried  on  and  transacted  in  such  county,  and  all 
shows,  exhibitions  and  lawful  games  carried  on  therein  ;  to  fix  the  rates  of  license 
tax  upon  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same  by  suit  or  other- 
wise." Under  this  power  to  license  for  revenue  and  regulation,  prohibition  cannot 
be  effected  (Cooley  on  Taxation,  598),  and,  as  the  business  to  be  licensed  is  one 
which  is  "transacted  and  carried  on"  within  the  county,  the  very  terms  of  the 
power  preclude  its  exercise  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  the 
business.  An  attempt,  by  virtue  of  its  exercise,  to  place  such  restrictions  upon 
the  sale  of  wine  as  would  prevent  its  manufacture,  would  be  in  apparent  contradic- 
tion to  the  policy  of  the  State,  as  manifested  in  that  portion  of  its  legislation 
which  has  been  directed  to  the  encouragement  of  the  manufacture  of  wines  (see 
Statutes  of  1880,  p.  53;  Statutes  of  1885,  p.  9;  Statutes  of  1887,  p.  46),  and,  it  the 
county  of  Merced  can  place  such  restrictions,  every  other  county  can  do  the  same, 
and  the  legislative  power  of  the  State  would  be  thwarted  by  the  action  of  the  seve- 
ral counties.  This  power  to  impose  a  license  tax  upon  a  "  business  "  cannot  be  ex- 
tended to  any  subject  not  enumerated  in  the  statute  by  which  the  power  is  conferred. 
The  right  to  demand  a  licence  tax  as  the  condition  of  engaging  in  any  business 
within  the  county  must  be  expressly  confereed  upon  the  county,  and  the  right 
to  impose  a  tax  on  a  '•  business  "  will  not  authorize  imposing  a  tax  on  the  individ- 
ual acts  connected  with  such  business,  nor  can  a  license  tax  required  for  one  busi- 
ness be  demanded  for  any  act  or  business  not  specified  in  the  ordinance  providing 
for  such  taxes. 

Any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  State,  or  of  the  county  as  one  of  the  political 
subdivisions  of  the  State,  to  take  the  property  of  an  individual  for  public  purposes 
by  way  of  taxation,  must  find  an  express  statutory  warrant,  and  all  laws  having 
this  object  are  to  be  construed  strictly  in  favor  of  the  individual  as  against  the 
State.    Whether  his  property  is  to  be  taken  by  seizure  or  by  suit,  the  rule  is  the 
same.    In  the  one  case  the  officer  must  show  his  warrant  for  the  seizure,  and  in  the 
other  the  plaintiff  must  establish  every  fact  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  his  right 
of  recovery.    In  either  case  the  proceeding  is  in  invitum,  and  no  presumption  is  to 
be  indulged  in  favor  of  the  right  to  take  the  property,  or  of  any  intention  that  is 
not    distinctly  expressed  in  the  statute  under  which  it  is  sought  to  be  taken. 
(Sutherland  on  Stat.   Const.,   Sec.  363;  Monterey  Vs.  Abbott,  77  Cal.,  542;  Campen 
vs.  Allen.  26  N.  J.  L.,  398:  Sewall  vs.  Jones,  9  Pick.,  412.)    A  tax  can  never  be  ex- 
tended by  construction  to  things  not  named  or  described  in  the  statute  as  the  sub- 
ject of  taxation.    It  was  said  by  Lord  Cairns  in  Partington  vs.  Attorney-General, 
Law  Rep.,  4  H.  L.,  122:  "The  principle  of  all  fiscal  legislation  is  that  if  the  person 
Bought  to  be  taxed  comes  within  the  letter  of  the  law,  he  must  be  taxed,  however 
great  the  hardship  may  appear  to  the  judicial  mind  to  be.   On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
Crown,  seeking  to  recover  the  tax,  cannot  bring  the  subject  within  the  letter  of  the 
law,  the  subject  is  free,   however  apparently  within  the  spirit  of  the  law  the  case 
might  otherwise  appear  to  be.  In  other  words,  if  there  be  admissible  in  any  statute 
what  is  called  an  equitable  construction,  certainly  such  a  construction  is  not  admis- 
sible in  a  taxing  statute,  where  you  can  simply  adhere  to  the  words  of  the  statute." 
The  portion  of  the  ordinance  in  question  which  fixes  the  amount  of  the  license 
tax  and  the  subjects  upon  which  it  is  imposed,  is  contained  in  the  twelfth  section, 
and  in  the  other  sections  provision  is  made  that  this  license  tax  shall  be  deemed  a 
"debt"  payable  in  advance,  and  due  to  the  county  from  any  person  who '"com- 
mences, carries   on,   engages  in   or  conducts  "  in  the  county  any  "  business,  trade, 
occupation  or  employment,"  upon  which  tlie  tax  is  imposed,  without  having  first 
paid  said  license  tax  and  procured  said  license ;  and  the  district  attorney  is  directed 
to  institute  an  action  in  the  proper  court  for  the  collection  of  this  tax.  The  section 
in  which  is  enumerated  the  different  subjects  of  the  license  tax  declares  that:    "All 
persons     «     »     »     who  sell  either  spirituous,  malt,  or  fermented  liquors,  wines 
or  ciders  in  said  Merced  county     •      *     *     shall  pay  quarterly  in  advance  a  license 
tax  of  13,000  for  each  quarter  of  a  year."    It  thus  appears  that  while  this  section 
purports  to  impose  a  tax  for  the  sale  of  the  enumerated  articles,  the  right  to  collect 
the  tax  by  a  suit  is  limited  to  the  instances  in  which  tlie  persons  commence,  carry 
on,  engage  in,  or  conduct  some  "  business"  for  which  a  license  tax  is  required,  and 
His  a  well-settled  principle  that  without  some  special  authority,  either  by  the  statute 
or  by  the  ordinance  itself,  a  civil  action  cannot  be  maintained  to  recover  a  license 
tax.    (Santa  Cruz  vs.   Santa  Cruz  R.  B.  Co.,  56  Cal.,  113;  County  of  Monterey  vs. 
Abbott,  77  Cal.,  541.1    The  tax  fixed  by  this  section  is  a  charge  imposed  for  the 
sale,  and  not  for  carrying  on  or  engaging  in  the  business  of  selling.    It  applies  to 
each  sale  before  it  is  made,  and  for  a  single  sale  makes  the  person  liable  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  tax.    It  is  not  imposed  upon  the  "business  "  of  selling,  or  limited 
to  those  who  engage  in  such  "business."    The  other  portions  of  the  ordinance, 
providing  a  procedure  for  the  collection  of  this  tax,  cannot  be  invoked  to  change 
the  terms  of  the  tax,  as  the  tax  itself  is  only  that  which  is  fixed  in  the  twelfth 
section. 

The  distinction  between  a  single  act  and  the  business  in  which  the  act  is  done  is 
very  marked,  and  is  well  recognized  in  adjudged  cases.  (Weil  vs.  The  State,  53 
Ala.,  19;  Merritt  vs.  The  State,   19  Tex.  App.  435;  Williams  vs.  The  State,  26  Tex. 


App.,  499;  Jensen  vs.  The  State,  60  Wis.,  577.)  A  single  act  does  not  constitute  a 
business,  and  when  a  sale  is  but  an  incident  in,  or  the  final  act  of  another  business, 
it  cannot  be  said  to  be  the  business  which  is  carried  on  and  transacted.  Manufact- 
urers of  wine,  beer,  brandy,  cloth,  iron,  who  sell  the  product  of  theii  manufacture, 
do  not  carry  on  the  business  of  selling  such  product.  This  distinction  was  evi- 
dently in  the  mind  of  the  district  attorney  when  he  commenced  the  present  action, 
as  the  complaint  herein  alleges  that  the  defendants  "commenced,  errried  on,  en- 
gaged in  and  continued  in  the  business  of  saloon-keeping,"  and  during  the  times 
they  were  carrying  on  said  business  "did  sell  and  are  now  selling  in  Merced  county 
in  said  business  spirituous,  mall  and  fermented  liquors,  wines  and  ciders."  The 
ordinance,  however,  does  not  impose  any  license  tax  upon  the  business  of  "saloon- 
keeping,"  and  there  is  no  necessary  connection  between  saloon-keeping  and  the 
selling  of  spirituous  liquors,  since  a  saloon  may  be  kept  for  many  other  purposes 
than  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks.  (See  Kitson  vs.  The  Mayor,  26  Mich.,  325; 
Mt.  Pleasant  vs.  Vansice,  43  Mich.,  361;  State  vs.  Barr,  39  Conn.,  41;  State  vs.  Mans- 
ker,  38  Texas,  364.)  One  whose  business  is  the  keeping  of  an  eating-saloon,  where 
wine  or  beer  is  furnished  with  meals,  cannot  be  said  to  be  engagedin  the  "business" 
of  Belling  this  wine  or  beer,  and  an  ordinance  requiring  a  license  lax  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  keeping  an  eating-saloon  would  not  justify  an  additional  license  tax  for 
selling  beer  in  connection  with  the  meals  procured  at  such  saloon. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  not  limited  to  sales  as  a  beverage,  or  in  a  dram-shop 
or  by  the  keepers  of  tippling  saloons,  but  applies  to  every  person  who  sells  the  arti- 
(•le  within  the  limits  of  Merced  county.  Neither  is  there  any  limit  prescribed  as  to 
the  quantity  which  may  be  sold,  or  the  purpose  for  which  or  the  person  to  whom  a 
sale  may  be  made.  Its  terms  are  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  embrace  any  and  all 
sales  within  the  county,  whether  the  articles  are  sold  to  be  carried  out  of  the  county 
oi  for  purposes  other  than  human  consumption;  whether  the  sale  is  that  of  the  inn- 
keeper to  his  guest,  or  the  wine-grower  at  the  close  of  the  season,  or  the  brewer  at 
hia  brewery.  A  sale  by  a  wine-grower  of  the  product  of  his  vineyard,  oi-  by  a  dis- 
tiller of  the  spirits  produced  at  his  distillery,  does  not  constitute  a  business  of  sell- 
ing wine  or  spirits  any  more  than  the  sale  by  the  miller  of  the  flour  ground  at  his 
mill,  or  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  cloth  woven  at  his  factory,  constitutes  the 
businessof  selling  flour  or  cloth;  and  the  power  to  impose  a  license  on  a  business  does 
not  authorize  a  tax,  either  by  way  of  license  or  excise,  upon  the  sale  which  the 
wine-grower  oi  the  distiller  may  make. 

Under  the  power  conferred  by  the  above  section  of  the  county  government  act, 
it  would  be  competent  for  the  county  to  impose  a  license  tax  upon  the  business  of 
manufacturing  cloth,  or  of  raising  sheep,  but  it  would  not  be  competent  for  it, 
under  this  authority,  to  require  the  payment  of  a  license  tax  from  every  person  who 
should  sell  a  piece  of  cloth  he  manufactured,  or  the  wool  from  the  sheep  which  he 
had  raised.  The  business  of  distilling  spirits,  or  brewing  beer,  or  manufacturing 
wool  into  cloth,  or  grain  into  flour,  or  grapes  or  currants  into  wine,  or  apples  into 
cider,  is  »  lawful  occupation,  and,  while  the  bufiuess  as  such,  under  the  authoj  ity  thus 
given  to  the  county,  may  be  made  subject  to  a  license  tax,  the  county  cannot,  under 
this  authority,  impose  a  tax  upon  the  individual  sales  of  the  product  of  such  busi- 
ness, or  upon  all  the  sales  made  within  each  quarter  of  a  year,  or  within  any  other 
limited  period  of  time,  for  the  leason  that  such  a  tax  is  not  upon  the  business,  but 
upon  the  different  acts  in  the  transaction  of  the  business.  With  the  same  propriety 
might  a  tax  be  imposed  upon  the  pruning  of  the  vines,  the  picking  of  the  grapes, 
the  gathering  of  the  apples,  the  pres.sing  into  the  vats,  the  barreling  of  the  juice, 
or  its  sale  before  fermentation  into  wine  or  cider. 

From  these  views  it  follows,  as  the  county  had  no  authority  to  demand  a  license 
tax,  except  from  those  persons  who  were  engaged  in  carrying  on  some  business, 
and,  as  the  ordinance  in  question  does  not  impose  a  tax  upon  the  business  of  saloon- 
keeping,  and  as  the  complaint  does  not  charge  the  defendants  with  having  conduct- 
ed any  business  upon  which  the  ordinance  imposes  a  license  tax,  there  was  no 
authority  to  commence  or  maintain  this  action. 

Inasmuch  as  there  was  no  authority  for  bringing  the  action,  the  Court  was 
justified  in  dissolving  the  attachment  issued  thereon. 

The  judgments  and  orders  appealed  from  are  affirmed.  Haewson,  J.

By  the  Couiit. — The  petitioner  is  held  in  the  custody  of  the  sheriff  of  Merced 
county,  by  virtue  of  having  been  arrested  on  a  warrant  issued  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  on  the  complaint  of  one  Turner  that  the  petitioner  was  guilty  of  the  crime 
of  "  carrying  on  a  business  for  the  carrying  on  of  which  a  license  is  required  by  the 
law  of  this  State,  without  taking  out  or  procuring  the  license  prescribed  by  such  law; 
that  is  to  say,  said  crime  was  committed  as  follows,  and  not  otherwise:  The  said 
E.  C.  Mason  did,  on  the  9th  day  of  September,  1893,  at  and  in  the  county  of  Merced, 
State  of  California,  willfully  and  unlawfully  engage  in  the  business  of  selling  whis- 
ky, a  spirituous  liquor,  and  did  then  and  there  sell  whisky  in  said  business  for  pur- 
poses other  than  medicinal,  and  for  the  purposes  of  being  drunk  by  the  purchaser  as 
a  beverage,  and  at  said  time  there  was  in  full  force  and  effect  an  ordinance  of  the 
the  county  of  Merced  "—(Then  setting  forth  a  copy  of  the  entire  ordinance  ) 

In  Merced  County  vs.  Helm  and  Nolan,  this  day  decided,  the  sufficiency  of  the 
same  ordinance  was  involved,  and  we  there  held  that  the  ordinance  is  a  revenue 
measure  which  purports  to  have  been  adopted  under  the  authority  conferred  on  tlie 
county  in  Subdivision  27,  of  Section  25,  of  the  County  Government  Act  (Statutes 
of  1891,  p.  306);  that  under  the  power  thus  conferred  the  right  of  the  county  to 
require  the  procurement  of  a  license  and  the  payment  of  a  license  tax,  is  limited  to 
"  every  kind  of  business  not  prohibited  by  law,  and  transacted  and  carried  on  with- 
in the  county;"  that  it  does  not  confer  upon  the  county  the  right  to  exact  a  license 
tax  for  the  mere  act  of  "  selling  "  any  commodity,  and  that,  as  the  ordinance  does 
not  purport  to  impose  alicense  tax  for  the  "  business  "  of  selling  spirituous  liquors 
there  can  be  no  liability  to  the  county  for  the  amount  of  the  license  tax  by  reason 
of  having  engaged  in  such  business. 

The  ordinance  in  question  does  not  attempt  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spio-ituous 
liquors,  or  to  impose  any  penalty  for  such  sale,  if  made  in  violation  of  the  terms  of 
the  or.linance,  or  without  having  first  procured  a  license,  so  that  the  right  of  the 
county  to  make  such  prohibition,  or  to  inflict  a  punishment  for  making  a  gale  in 
violation  of  a  prohibition,  is  not  involved  in  this  proceeding. 

The  charge  against  the  defendant  is  that  of  "  carrying  on  a  business  for  the 
carrying  on  of  which  a  license  is  required  by  the  law  of  this  State,  without  taking 
out  or  procuring  the  license  prescribed  by  such  law."  Unless,  therefore,  there  is 
some  law  of  the  State  which  requires  such  license  there  is  no  authority  for  the 
arrest  and  detention  of  the  petitioner.  The  ordinance  in  question  does  not  purport 
to  impose  a  license  tax  upon  the  business  of  selling  whisky,  and  as  the  county  was 
not  authorized  to  require  a  license  tax  for  the  mere  act  of  selling  whisky,  its  pro- 
visions to  that  effect  do  not  authorize  his  arrest  for  the  failure  to  take  out  such 
license.  The  averment  in  the  complaint  that  he  sold  the  whisky  for  the  purpose  of 
being  drunk  by  the  purchaser  as  a  beverage  is  immaterial,  as  the  ordinance  makes 
no  distinction  between  the  purposes  for  which  a  sale  may  be  made,  if  they  are  other 
tlian  medicinal.      The  petitioner  is  discharged.

/California  wines.— The  situation  with  respect  to 
^^  prices  for  bulk  wines  has  steadily  grown  woise  during  the 
half  month.  This  Is  due  to  the  fact  that  an  unprecendented 
war  of  prices  has  developed  and  Is  now  at  a  hot  stage.  The  fierce- 
ness with  which  figures  for  ordinary  wines  are  being  cut,  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  being  quoted  below  actual  value,  indicates 
that  the  battle  will  be  short  and  decisive,  and  that  when  the 
smoke  has  cleared  away  it  will  be  found  that  some  one  has  been 
hurt.  Heretofore  the  fight  has  been  largely  confined  to  the  New 
Orleans  market,  but  It  has  been  carried  far  beyond  these  bounds, 
and  as  a  consequence,  the  buyers  of  this  class  of  wines  are  re 
celvlng  concessions  as  to  prices  and  terms  of  payment  never 
dreamed  of  It  appears  that  this  crisis  had  to  be  met,  and  this 
being  the  case,  the  sooner  It  is  passed  the  better  for  all  con- 
cerned. There  Is  a  remote  possibility  that  after  the  contestants 
become  weary  of  the  fray,  they  may  be  in  a  humor  to  attempt  an 
organization  to  restore  business  to  a  reasonable  basis.  That  they 
all  realize  tbe  necessity  for  such  action  is  unquestioned,  but  thus 
far  the  means  for  bringing  it  about  have  not  been  found.  As  an 
indication  of  the  high  temperature  of  the  fight  now  on,  we  pub- 
lish the  following  circular,  upon  which,  under  present  circum- 
stances, it  ;s  unnecessary  to  comment : 

San  Fkancisco,  April  19,  1894. 
Dear  Sib — We  are  at  the  liead  of  a  syndicate  of  the  Franco-Californian 
Vineyardists,  and  have  3,000,000  gallons  of  Claret  to  sell  at  153-^  cents  per 
gallon,  including  first-class  cooperage,   in  car-load  lots,  f.  o.  b.  San  Fran- 
cisco.   Terms  net  cash  witliin  ten  days  after  arrival. 


We  guarantee  onr  wines  to  contain  from  12  to  13  per  cent,  alcohol,  to 
be  absolutely  pure,  and  of  good  quality,  body  and  color. 

If  you  desire  to  have  the  benefit  of  this  exceptional  ofi'er,  please  send 
in  your  orders  without  delay,  as  we  are  waging  a  fierce  war  which  may 
not  last  long. 

Should  you  not  be  in  a  position  to  take  an  entire  car-load  yourselves, 
get  your  friends  to  join  in  with  you  and  order  one  in  company ;  this  is 
a  chance  in  a  lifetime. 

We  have  also  20,000  gallons  California  brandy,  two  years  old,  distilled 
by  Dowdell  &  Son,  St.  Helena  which  we  will  sell  at  50cts.  per  gallon  in  bond. 
Yours  truly,  E.  Gabnier  &  Co,  (per  C.  A.  Blank.) 

With  reference  to  old  established  brands,  and  particularly 
wines  in  glass,  it  can  be  said  that  not  only  the  demand,  but 
prices  hold  up  surprisingly  well  considering  the  deplorable 
conditions  that  prevail  generally  throughout  the  world. 
This  is  the  strongest  argument  that  can  be  made  in  favor 
of  this  branch  of  t?ie  industry,  which  we  think  is  destined 
to  become  the  backbone  of  the  business.  The  situation  in 
Congress  indicates  that  the  tariff  bill,  with  reference  to  wines 
and  brandies,  will  pass  in  its  present  shape  at  an  early  date. 

Exports  of  wines  by  sea  in  April  were  of  fair  volume,  aggre- 
gating 1071  cases  and  194,454  gallons,  of  which  an  encouraging 
quantity  went  to  foreign  markets. 

Receipts  of  wines  in  San  Francisco  from  interior  cellars  ag- 
gregated 985,050  gallons. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  a  complete  report  of 
the  condition  of  vines  and  vineyards  throughout  the  State,  as 
well  as  estimates  of  the  stocks  of  wines  remaining  unsold  in  in- 
terior cellars.  Considering  trade  conditions,  the  present  outlook 
is  for  a  larger  crop  than  will  be  needed. 

Recent  advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows  :  "  Business 
in  California  wines  has  been  dull.  Shipments  to  this  market 
have  increased  somewhat  of  late,  owing  to  a  rumored  advance 
in  freight  rates  by  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company.  This 
rumor  lacks  confirmation,  however,  at  present.  There  is  no  other 
reason  why  shipments  should  be  made,  as  the  stocks  on  hand 
here,  especially  those  of  dry  wines,  are  large.  There  is  not  an 
overplus  of  good  sherries,  nor  yet  of  ports,  but  otherwise  the 
accumulation  of  stock  is  great."

/California  brandies— There  is  nothing  new  to  re- 
^^  late  with  reference  to  this  branch  of  the  industry.  Pur- 
chases are  for  absolute  requirements  only,  buyers  taking  no 
particular  interest  in  these  goods  so  long  as  the  question  of  cus- 
toms duty  is  unsettled.  That  the  proposed  tariflf  if  passed,  will 
be  an  added  handicap  to  our  brandies,  is  conceded,  and  buyers 
will  not  speculate  till  there  has  been  a  readjustment  under  the 
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expected  new  conditions.     Exports  by  sea  during  April   were  of 
very  small  volume,  as  appears  below:

*T  ^f^HISKIES — The  market  is  dull  and  the  business  that  is 
^^^  transacted  is  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis.  Jobbers  and 
retailers  have  their  eyes  on  Washington,  and  stocks  are  being 
permitted  to  run  down  pending  the  settlement  of  the  damnable 
tariff  question.  Houses  that  formerly  bought  in  round  lots  are 
are  now  doing  the  opposite,  and  as  a  consequence  everyone  from 
the  distiller  to  the  retailer  is.  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  in- 
terference of  politicians  with  the  operations  of  trade  and  manu- 
facture. Some  day  the  people  of  the  country  will  demand  a 
constitutional  amendment  which  will  make  it  impossible  to 
change  the  tariff  oftener  than  once  in  eight  years.  When  that 
time  comes  we  will  all  be  iiappy  and  prosperous.  The  only  en- 
couraging feature  at  this  time  is  the  fact  that  a  caucus  of  Demo- 
cratic Senators  on  the  3d  inst.  developed  a  sufficient  number  of 
the  supporters  of  the  Wilson  bill  to  make  it  reasonably  certain 
that  the  measure  can  be  rushed  through  and  made  a  law  at  an 
early  date.  It  is  predicted  that  the  bill  will  have  received  the 
President's  signature  by  the  10th  of  June.  May  Providence  and 
the  politicians  speed  the  day !  The  immediate  effect  of  the 
passage  of  the  bill  will  be  to  advance  the  price  of  spirits  20 
cents  per  gallon,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cheap, 
quick-aging  whiskies  will  be  affected  in  the  same  way.  The 
effect  on  fine  whiskies  will  probably  be  more  remote.  As  to  free 
goods,  they  must  naturally   enjoy  an  advance  in  values. 

Collections  in  the  country  are  harder  than  they  were  two 
weeks  ago,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  a  prospect  for  im- 
provement until  the  people  know  "  where  they  are  at."  How- 
ever, old,  established  brands  are  doing  fairly  well  considering 
the  hard  times.

The  imports  of  spirits,  alcohol,   etc.,  by  rail  in  April  were 

1,652  barrels  and  10  half  barrels. 

The  imports  of  foreign  whiskies   by  sea  were  251  cases  and 

20  octaves. 

The  exports   of  American  whiskies  by  sea  to  foreign  ports 

were  334  cases  and  2,544  gallons,  valued  at  $9,610. 

/MPORTATIONS— The  importers  are  sitting  in  the  front  row 
with  the  whisky  men  watching  the  Democratic  circus  at  the 
National  Capitol  and  realizing  more  fully  every  day  that  they 
are  paying  too  much  for  the  show.  As  in  other  lines  of  trade 
they  are  simply  supplying  the  spot  demand. 

The  passing  of  the  tariff  bill,  however,  will  start  their  busi- 
ness moving  nicely.  Imports  during  the  past  month  were  of 
small  volume. 

The  principal  importations  in  April  were  as  follows  :

Still  Wines — 197  cases,  39  casks  and  25  octaves. 

Brandy — 150  cases. 

Vermouth — 2,830  cases.  Mineral  Water — 15  cases.  Bit- 
ters— 800  cases.

Undesignated  Liqueurs — 88  cases  and  3  packages  ;  also,  by 
overland,  16  cases,  5  pipes,  3  hogsheads,  2  quarters  and  1  butt.

Rum  (via  Cape  Horn) — 10  barrels. 

Bulk  Beei*  (from  overland) — 145  barrels,  510  half  barrels, 
360  quarter  barrels  and  360  kegs. 

Bottled  Beer  (from  overland) — 50  boxes,  590  casks  and  163 
barrels. 

Foreign  Beer  (by  sea  only) — 351  cases. 

Foreign  Ale  (from  overland) — 10  boxes  and  80  casks  bot- 
tled;  142  casks  bulk.

Chicago,  April  25,  1894. 

With  the  opening  of  spring  it  is  thoHght  that  there  will  be  a 
general  revival  of  business,  and  in  that  event  the  wine  and 
whisky  trade  will  feel  the  effect.  This  is  a  consummation 
devoutly  to  be  wished,  and  if  Congress  will  only  get  down  to 
business,  and  either  pass  or  drop  all  consideration  of  tariff  bills, 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  we  will  see  such  a  revival. 

During  the  past  fortnight  but  little  of  interest  has  trans- 
pired with  the  trade  in  Chicago.  Every  one  is  doing  a  fair  share 
of  business,  but  not  as  much  as  would  be  reported  were  the  tariff 
bill  finally  settled.  In  visiting  the  trade  I  find  most  of  them  fairly 
cheerful.  While  prices  are  not  up  to  what  would  be  desirable, 
still  the  inevitable  is  being  accepted,  and  dealers  are  pushing 
their  business  as  energetically  as  possible. 

The  drop  in  Chicago  freights  has  helped  us  out  a  whole  lot, 
and  henceforth  we  will  not  hear  any  more  about  California 
wines  being  delivered  here  cheaper  by  way  of  New  York  than 
from  the  Coast  direct.  This  discrimination  against  Chicago  has 
worked  greatly  to  our  disadvantage  in  the  past,  but  hereafter 
we  will  be  strictly  in  line. 

In  whisky  circles  there  is  a  better  feeling.  There  is  an  in- 
crease of  activity  reported  in  a  small  way.  Certain  well-known 
brands  are  being  inquired  for  quite  energetically,  and  pri.-es  are 
stiffening  up  a  little.  The  tax  paying  time  for  '91s  is  at  hand, 
bvit  present  indications  are  that  much  if  not  the  most  of  the  crop 
is  in  the  hands  of  people  who  are  in  shape  to  care  for  the  taxes 
all  right.  Many  brands  are  already  all  paid  out.  Money  is 
much  easier  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  but  little  apprehension 
is  felt  anywhere  about  meeting  the  taxes  as  they  fall  due  with- 
out any  special  inconvenience. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Whisky  Trust  was  held  on  the 
19th.  The  financial  statement  for  the  past  year  shows  that  the 
net  earnings  for  the  year  have  been  $726,000.  The  cash  and 
cash  assets  on  hand  March  1  amounted  to  $3,372.000 ;  net  sur- 
plus $1,264,000. 

The  Trust  dropped  the  price  of  spirits  2  cents  recently.  It  is 
reported  from  New  York  that  the  American  Distributing  Company 
which  has  the  sale  of  the  Trust  output,  has  been  meeting  some  big 
cuts  on  that  market  recently.  A  car-load  lot  was  sold  as  low  as 
$1.09. 

At  Dixon,  Illinois,  recently,  several  indictments  were 
returned  by  the  grand  jury  against  saloon  men  for  selling  liquor 
to  minors. 

The  contract  between  the  American  Distilling  &  Cattle  Feed- 
ing Conipany  and  the  American  Distributing  Company  has  been 
extended  for  ten  years.  The  Distributing  Company  has  the  ex- 
clusive handling  of  all  the  output  of  the  Distilling  &  Cattle 
Feeding  Company  west  of  Pittsburg  and  Buffalo. 

"  David  Samson,  of  S.  Lachman  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco  and 
New  York,  is  visiting  Chicago  and  a  few  of  the  more  prominent 
Western  points.  That  despite  the  dull  times  he  makes  sales  by 
carloads  may  be  taken  for  granted,  for  he  is  justly  recognized  as 
the  crack  salesman  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  with  all  that  this  term, 
implies,  and  such  are  but  few  and  far  between.  Mr.  Theo. 
Egersdorff,  their  resident  Chicago  agent,  with  office  at  63  Mar- 
ket St.,  is  also  doing  effective  work,  and  has  proved  to  be  the 
right  man  in  the  right  place."—  Criterion. 

The  Old  Purity  Distilling  Co.  has  incorporated.  Capital 
stock,  $100,000.  Incorporators,  Chas.  J.  Crawford,  George  W. 
Bale,  and  Clay  M.  C.  Peters :  also  J.  V.  Northam  &  Co.,  Chicago, 
$150,000  stock.

Louisville,  April  25,  1894. 

The  same  conditions  of  trade  exist  here  as  in  the  past  few 
months.  The  uncertainty  regarding  legislation  concerning  the 
bonded  period  and  the  tax  question,  with  the  large  overproduc- 
tion of  '93,  have  had  a  tendency  to  cause  even  the  most  radical 
of  the  distillers  to  "  go  easy,"  while  the  majority  have  not  run 
at  all  this  season,  and  those  who  have,  have  confined  their  out- 
put to  the  actual  yearly  consumption  of  their  respective  brands. 

In  the  Owensboro  district  there  will  probabl3'^  ^^t  be  over 
6000  or  7000  barrels  made,  if  that  much,  as  the  two  largest  dis- 
tillers, M.  V.  and  R.  Monarch,  have  not  turned  a  wheel  this 
season.  In  the  Louisville  district  the  same  conditions  exist  to  a 
certain  degree,  as  but  a  few  distilleries  are  or  have  been  in 
operation  this  year. 

At  Silver  Creek  the  W.  8.  Hume  Co.  have  made  only  what 
was  necessary  to  meet  the  actual  demand  for  consumption. 

The  trade  here  are  all  deeply  interested  in  the  discussion 
now  going  on  as  to  how  to  get  rid  of  the  "  private  brand  "  incu- 
bus, which  is  proving  a  veritable  "  Old  Man  of  the  Sea  "  on  the 
necks  of  the  distillers.  A  petition  to  the  Commissioner  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue  to  take  action  toward  the  abolishment  of  such 
privilege  to  the  distillers,  is  receiving  at  least  90  per  cent, 
of  the  Kentucky  distillers'  signatures.  Some  action  will  no  doubt 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  distillers,  at  their  meeting  at  Cincinnati 
on  the  8th  of  May.  Could  they  also,  at  that  meeting,  settle  the 
price-list  question,  two  of  the  most  detrimental  features  in  the 
trade  would  be  removed.  But  I  am  afraid  that  no  such  good 
results  can  even  be  hoped  for,  although  if  there  was  ever  a  time 
in  which  radical  action  was  necessary  it  now  exists. 

Two  heavy  failures  have  occurred  here  lately.  W.  H. 
Thomas  &  Son,  after  a  gallant  struggle  of  nearly  a  year,  were 
forced  to  the  wall  and  made  an  assignment  to  the  Louisville 
Trust  Co.  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  equal  division  of  assets 
among  their  creditors.  The  liabilities  are  given  at  $600,000— 
mostly  secured  by  whisky  as  collateral.  The  immediate  cause 
of  the  assignment  was  the  sale  of  nearly  500  shares  of  the  J.  G. 
Mattingly  Co.  Distillery,  which  was  held  by  the  Kentucky  Na- 
tional Bank  as  collateral  for  money  advanced  to  Thomas  &  Co. 
Major  Thomas  also  brought  suit  against  Paul  Jones,  as  President 
of  the  J.  G.  Mattingly  Co.,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  re- 
ceiver and  the  declaring  of  a  dividend  on  $300,000  profits.  Col. 
T.  B.  Ripy,  of  Lawrenceburg,  who  has  been  financially  embar- 
rassed for  some  time,  assigned  on  the  21st  to  the  Fidelity  Trust 
and  Safety  Vault  Co.,  of  Louisville.  His  liabilities  are  about 
$500,000,  and  it  is  thought  that  his  various  properties,  when  re- 
alized upon,  will  pay  his  creditors  in  full.  He  owns  the  two 
distilleries,  •'  Cliff  Spring  "  and  "  Clover  Bottom,"  located  at  Ty- 
rone, three  miles  east  of  Lawrenceburg.  The  Cliflf  Spring  Dis- 
tillery is  probably  the  largest  sour  mash  plant  in  the  world, 
having  a  capacity  of  1,500  bushels  daily. 

The  Kentucky  whisky  men  express  much  satisfaction  over 
the  decision  of  the  South  Carolina  Supreme  Court  on  the  dis- 
pensary law. 

One  would  naturally  suppose  that  in  Kentucky  Prohibition 
would  not  have  much  show,  but  the  town  of  Owenton,  Owen 
county  which  has  been  under  local  option  for  some  time,  will 
soon  take  a  vote  as  to  whether  it  shall  be  "  wet "  or  "  dry,"  as 
the  last  Legislature  passed  a  bill  which  gives  the  liquor  men  a 
better  show,  and  they  are  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunitj'. 

The  revenue  officers  have  been  out  raiding  illicit  distilleries 
in  mountains  of  Bell,  Leslie  and  Perry  counties  this  month,  and 
have  broken  up  several  plants,  one  being  a  finely-equipped  out- 
fit with  a  capacity  of  110  gallons  and  another  of  60  gallons.

SOME    SOU/ND    SE/NSE. 


The  Doniphan  Vineyards  Wine  Co.,  of  Atchison,  Kansas, 
in  a  recent  letter  on  the  condition  of  the  wine  trade,  gave  prom- 
inence to  some  ideas  that  the  wine  shippers  of  this  State  can 
take  home  to  themselves  and  ruminate  over.  Here  is  what  that 
company  has  to  say  :  . 

We  are  not  surprised  that  trade  in  our  line  should  be  dull  when  our 
California  merchants,  so  eager  for  business,  glut  the  market  with  good,  bad 
and  indifferent  wines  at  any  prices  the  jobbers  wish  to  pay  them — any- 
where from  10  to  25  cents  for  dry  wines,  and  as  low  as  25  to  30  cents  for 
sweet  wines.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  cut  each  other's  throats  and  scramble 
for  orders  at  any  sacrifice.  Quality  and  prices  cut  no  figure  with  them,  it 
seems.  It  is  only  a  question  of  quantity,  and  then  they  tliink  they  have 
a  right  to  complain  about  dull  times  and  no  market  for  their  goods.        * 

We  are  in  receipt  of  price  list  from  brokers  in  New  York  under  date 
of  March,  1894,  quoting  us  prices  on  dry  wines  at  20  cents  per  gallon,  and 
on  sweet  wines  at  35  cents  per  gallon.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  trade  isdull 
in  our  line  ?  We  cannot  compete  with  such  prices,  and  must  lay  on  our 
oars,  try  to  make  only  a  superior  article  at  a  fair  price,  or  quit  the  busi- 
ness— the  latter  more  probably.  It  was  a  very  easy  matter  for  our  Cali- 
fornia friends  to  cut  the  prices  on  wines,  but  they  will  find  it  a  serious 
matter  and  a  long  time  before  they  can  hope  to  undo  the  mischief  they 
they  have  wrought  to  their  trade,  and  restore  prices  to  a  decent  paying 
basis.  The  only  persons  that  profit  by  these  low  prices  are  the  saloon- 
keepers.    Their  profits  were  certainly  enough  in  the  first    lace. 

If  that  isn't  clear  cut,  sound  eeise  that  some  of  the  shippers 
of  this  State  should  think  over,  we  are  mistaken.  There  are  no 
round-about  statements  there ;  just  hard,  cold  facts. 

When  will  we  learn  the  lesson  ? 

Mida's  Criterion  recently  contained  the  following  article, 
which  may  be  considered  as  supplementary  to  the  foregoing : 

The  California  wine  interest  has  entered  upon  a  phase  which  niay  be 
termed  portentous  alike  to  grower  and  dealer.  Desperate  competition  has  , 
brought  down  the  price  to  so  low  a  point  that  profit  is  altogether  out  of  the 
question,  and  as  each  sale  is  done  at  a  loss,  the  larger  the  volume  of  sales 
the  more  loss.  The  survival  of  the  fittest  may  be  a  good  doctrine  to  the- 
orize about,  but  in  a  struggle  of  giants  even  the  victor  comes  out  covered 
with  scars,  and  sometimes  so  shattered  that  it  takes  years  to  recuperate. 
The  consumption  of  California  wines  is  pretty  well  defined,  and  forcing 
goods  upon  the  market  regardless  of  cost  does  not  expand  the  channels  of 
consumption,  but  thoroughly  demoralizes  those  already  ac(iuired,  and  as  it 
tends  to  lower  the  standard  of  the  goods,  to  that  extent  it  inflicts  injury 
upon  the  entire  interest.  In  such  a  struggle  all  firms  suffer  alike.  A 
union  of  interests  is  like  a  refuge  from  the  storm,  and  the  law  of  self-preser- 
vation would  seem  to  dictate  the  necessity  of  laying  aside  all  petty  jeal- 
ousies and  bickerings  and  adopting  some  means  for  a  mutual  understand- 
ing for  the  common  weal.  If  the  leading  firms  will  take  the  initiative, 
restoration  to  normal  conditions  will  soon  as.sert  itself.  The  remedy  lies 
in  their  own  hands. 

THE    TAKA/v\l/NE    PKOCESS. 


The  Peoria  Joiirnal  furnishes  the  following  elucidation  of 
the  Takamine  fermenting  process,  invented  by  Takamine,  the 
Japanese,  and  owned  by  the  D.  &  C.  F.  Co. 

"Wheat  bran,  which  is  much  cheaper  than  the  barley  used 
in  making  malt,  is  steamed,  and  then  spread  on  a  cement  floor. 
The  seed  of  a  microscopical  plant  is  scattered  through  it.  The 
room  is  heated  and  dampened,  so  that  the  atmosphere  resembles 
that  of  a  sultry  summer  day.  And  the  seed  multiplies  rapidly, 
and  a  fungus  grows  on  the  surface.  This  fungus  is  called  koji. 
In  forty  hours  the  growth  is  stopped,  and  the  entire  material, 
bran  and  koji,  is  placed  in  large  tubs,  mixed  with  water,  and  the 
extract  of  koji  is  obtained.  This  is  a  liquid,  which  resembles 
tea  in  color,  and  tastes  like  walnuts.  The  residue  is  pressed 
and  dried,  and  the  product  is  nutritious  feed  for  cattle,  which 
sells  for  nearly  as  much  as  the  wheat  bran,  so  that  the  material 
out  of  which  the  koji  is  obtained  has  cost  very  little.  Some  of 
the  koji  is  allowed  to  mature,  and  from  this  the  seed  is  obtained 
for  fresh  planting. 

"The  extract  of  koji  is  pumped  several  hundred  feet  up  to 
the  distillery,  where  it  is  mixed  in  the  cookers  with  corn  meal 
and  water,  the  meal  having  been  weighed  by  the  government 
officers,  and  in  fifteen  minutes  the  starch  is  converted  into  .sugar. 
The  conversion  is  accomplished  by  a  substance  chemically 
known  as  diastase,  which  is  contained  in  koji  and  also  in  malt, 
but  it  is  claimed  that  koji  costs  one-third  as  much  as  malt,  and  is 
so  much  stronger  that  it  converts  more  sugar  from  the  same 
amount  of  corn  meal.  The  cooked  mixture  is  very  sweet  and 
pleasant  to  the  taste,  and  very  nutritious.  It  is  pumped  up  in- 
to enormous  tubs  each  holding  31,000  gallons,  where  yeast  is  put 
in,  and  the  mixture  ferments,  and  becomes  .sour,  aud  alcohol  i.s 
drawn  off  into  stills,  where  it  becomes  high  wines,  and  the  mash 
is  pumped  into  sheds  and  fed  to  cattle."

On  the  25th  instant,  before  the  last  rain-fall,  we  sent  out  the 
'  following  inquiries  to  growers  all  over  the  State.     As   will   be 
noticed,  these  replies  came  in  after  the  rain.     Here  are  the  ques- 
tions propounded  : 

1.  What  is  the  condition  of  the  vineyards  of  your  vicinity 
or  section  as  to  plowing  ? 

2.  If  we  have  no  more  rain,  how  much  will  the  crop  be 
reduced  from  last  year? 

3.  What  stock  of  wine  is  there  in  your  county  or  section  ? 
The  replies  received  are : 

ALAMEDA   COUNTY. 

John  L.  Beard,  Warm  Springs — There  is  a  very  small  stock 
of  old  wine  in  the  county,  and  the  '93  wines  are  moving. 

Benj.  P.  Barker,  Livermore — Condition  of  vineyards  is  very 
good  in  Livermore  valley.  The  grapes  are  not  far  enough  along 
in  this  section  to  say  as  to  crop.  I  think  there  is  one  quarter 
more  wine  on  hand  than  last  year  at  this  time. 

A.  Duvall,  Livermore — There  has  been  first-class  plowing 
and  cultivating  done  by  the  farmers  who  began  their  work  in 
time — aground  in  perfect  condition  where  proper  work  has  been 
(lone.  The  vegetation  of  the  vines  is  fine  and  advanced  for  all 
kinds,  except  Cabernets  and  Mataros.  Everything  was  promis- 
ing well,  when  the  two  days'  frosts  of  the  month  destroyed  quite 
a  third  of  the  crop,  the  damage  being  mostly  in  the  low,  fiat 
lauds.  We  had  a  good  rain  recently,  but  very  cold,  and  all  back 
hills  were  covered  with  snow  ;  we  may  have  more  frost,  and  in 
reality  it  is  impossible  to  judge  what  will  be  the  crop  before  the 
month  of  June. 

Palmdale  Co.,  per  Juan  Gallegos,  Irvington — Vines,  with 
few  exceptions,  are  in  good  condition.  The  outlook  is  good,  but 
not  as  good  as  last  year,  which  was  an  extra  good  one.  There 
are  about  1,300,000  gallons  of  wine  in  this  section. 

C.  J.  Wetmore,  Livermore — About  two-thirds  of  the  vine- 
yards are  well  plowed.  The  rain  of  April  26  amounted  to  .58 
inch,  and  those  vineyards  not  plowed  are  being  rapidly  put  in 
good  condition.  If  we  have  hot  weather  during  summer  and  no 
more  rain,  the  crop  will  be  at  least  one-third  short.  About 
200,000  gallons  of  1893  wine  sold.  Probably  500,000  gallons  on 
hand.     Very  little  old  wine  on  hand. 

H.  B.  Wagoner,  Livermore — About  half  the  vineyards  are 
well  worked,  one  quarter  indiff'erently,  and  the  balance  none  at 
all.  The  stock  of  wine  in  Livermore  valley  is  about  800,000 
gallons,  mostly  new  wine. 

W.  W.  Dixon,  Warm  Springs — Plowing  not  as  good  as  last 
year.  With  the  rain  we  have  had,  the  crop  will  not  be  as  good 
as  last  year — probably  one-fourth  short.  Stocks  about  the  same 
as  last  year. 

SANTA  CLARA  COUNTY. 

Paul  O.  Burns  Wine  Co.,  San  Jose — Plowing  is  well  done. 
The  vineyards  are  in  good  condition,  and  most  growers  are  sul- 
phuring and  cultivating.  It  is  hard  to  say  how  the  yield  prom- 
ises as  compared  with  last  year.  We  think  there  will  be  a  good 
average  crop.  We  have  had  rain,  and  the  prospects  are  good. 
There  is  very  little  old  wine,  but  so  far  only  a  few  cellars  of  '93 
wines  have  been  sold.     Much  of  the  '93  wine  is  on  hand. 

Soils  Wine  and  Fruit  Co.,  Gilroy — Vineyards  are  all  well 
plowed  and  in  good  state  of  cultivation.  The"crop  of  1893  is  on 
iaand. 

Los  Gatos  and  Saratoga  Wine  Co.,  Los  Gatos — Quite  a  num- 
ber of  vineyards  have  not  been  plowed,  except  to  be  plowed  up. 
Impossible  to  tell  as  to  crop — probably  one  half  of  last  year  in 
this  section.  The  wines  in  this  section  are  mostly  all  sold.  We 
have  about  10,000  gallons  on  hand. 

J.  C.  Merithew,  West  Side — The  condition  of  the  grape 
crop  is  poor.  The  frost  of  the  15th  and  16th  of  April  did  much 
damage  to  grapes.  The  recent  rain  was  of  much  assistance.  I 
estimate  the  crop  at  one-fourth  less  than  last  year.  About  2,000 
acres  of  grapes  have  been  rooted  up  during  the  past  winter,  and 
truit  trees  planted.  The  phylloxera  is  now  spreading  all  over 
the  county.  Of  the  '93  vintage,  60  per  cent,  is  sold.  The  total 
stock  of  old  and  new  wine  in  Santa  Clara  county  is  estimated  at 
2,250,000  gallons.  Several  parties  are  now  shipping  to  New- 
York,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  wine  are  advanced  12  cents  per 
gallon.     With   cooperage  at  $2.20,   this   is  one  cent  per  gallon 


more  than  the  wine  can  be  sold  for  in  San  Francisco.  If  no 
more  than  12  cents  is  realized,  the  growers  make  more  than  by 
shipping  to  San  Francisco.  If  prices  are  not  raised  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, fully  1,000,000  gallons  will  go  direct  to  New  York.  I  think 
all  good  wines  shipped  to  New  York  will  net  10  to  12  cents  to  the 
shipper.  The  producer's  market,  in  a  few  years,  will  be  in  New 
York,  and  it  now  costs  us  only  2  cents  per  gallon  more  to  ship 
to  New  York  than  to  San  Francisco.  If  the  San  Francisco 
dealers  wish  to  control  the  Eastern  market  they  must  pay  us  a 
living  price  for  our  wine. 

A.  H.  Wood,  West  Side — Nearly  all  the  vineyards  are  prop- 
erly plowed.  The  crop  will  be  about  a  third  less  than  last  year, 
from  various  causes.  Unable  to  say  as  to  stocks.  Much  is 
being  shipped  East,  and  several  cellars  have  been  sold  to  San 
Francisco  parties. 

NAPA    COUNTY. 

Lolita  Krug,  St.  Helena — The  late  rains  will  put  things  in 
good  condi  tion  in  this  county,  I  think.  I  am  not  posted  as  re- 
gards stocks  on  hand. 

A.  Brun  &  Co.,  Oakville — There  is  little  plowing  done  in  the 
vineyards,  so  far,  but  the  rain  will  permit  vineyardists  to  resume 
plowing.  If  the  dry  weather  had  kept  on,  the  crop  would  have 
been  considerably  shortened.  We  venture  to  say  that  about  two- 
thirds  of  last  year's  crop  remains  unsold.  We  do  not  know 
how  much  older  wine  there  is  on  hand. 

Kortum  &  Fuelscher,  Calistoga — About  a  quarter  of  the 
vineyards  are  not  yet  plowed,  but  the  rain  we  have  had  has  soft- 
ened the  ground  enough  for  plowing  and  to  assure  a  good  crop. 
Frost  may  come  when  it  clears  up.  With  the  exception  of  about 
250,000  gallons,  which  are  sold,  all  the  '93  wine  and  a  large  stock 
of  older  wine  is  on  hand  in  this  section. 

A.  Grimm  &  Co.,  Calistoga — We  have  been  done  some  time 
with  the  first  plowing  and  hoeing.  Our  crop  promises  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  We  have  over  1 00,000  gallons  of  one,  two, 
three  four  and  five  years'  old  wine  on  hand. 

SONOMA  COUNTY. 

John  B.  Cooley,  Cloverdale — All  of  the  vineyards  can  be 
cultivated.  I  should  think  we  would  have  about  two-thirds  of 
last  year's  crop.  But  one  cellar  of  wine  has  been  sold  in  Clover- 
dale  township,  and  that  was  contracted  for  before  it  was    made. 

F.  Korbel  &  Bro.,  Korbel's  Mills — Until  the  rain  came  the 
vineyards  were  very  dry,  but  the  rain  will  help  a  great  deal. 
As  to  stocks,  we  can  answer  for  ourselves  only.  We  have  about 
550,000  gallons  on  hand,  and  do  not  sell  any  in  this  State. 

I.  De  Turk,  Santa  Eosa — ^Having  had  plentj^  of  rain,  the 
vineyards  can  all  be  plowed.  It  is  yet  too  early  to  form  any 
estimate  of  the  crop.     My  stock  is  ample  for  my  trade. 

James  A.  Shaw,  Kenwood — In  this  section  of  the  State  very 
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few  of  the  vineyards  were  plowed  once  before  the  rain ;  some 
were  plowed  one  way — mine  among  the  number.  It  began 
raining  in  showers  on  the  25th  of  April,  and  rained  nearly  all 
of  the  26th.  It  must  have  rained  nearly  an  inch.  The  wine 
crop  will  be  considerably  reduced  in  consequence  of  the  season, 
and  many  vines  have  been  pulled  up  in  and  around  thife  sec- 
tion. In  this  section  there  is  between  five  and  six  hundred  thou- 
sand gallons  of  wine.  This  includes  Chauvet's  cellars  of  wine 
I  give  the  amount  from  between  Mrs.  E.  A.  Hood's  (Los  Guili- 
cos)  to  Chauvet's,  consequently  this  section  is  in  as  Los 
Guilicos  Valley. 

Dresel  &  Co.,  Sonoma — We  cannot  state  anything  as  to  the 
cultivation  in  our  valley,  as  we  have  been  too  busy  with  our 
own.  With  the  aid  of  the  last  rain  we  have  succeeded  in  hav- 
ing our  vineyards  for  this  season  in  a  fair  state  of  cultivation. 
The  rain  that  may  yet  fall  will  not  augment  the  crops  in  our 
section.  If  mildew,  coulure,  white  flies,  sunburn,  or  later  rains 
with  accompanying  rot,  do  not  make  their  appearance  between 
now  and  the  vintage,  the  output  will  be  as  large  as  last  year. 
Could  not  state  as  to  stock,  as  we  have  no  knowledge  regarding 
the  stock  on  hand.  Our  own  cellars  contain  the  usual  amount 
of  about  300,000  gallons. 

BAN    DIEGO    COUNTY. 

G.  F.  Merriam,  Twin  Oaks — The  vineyards  have  been  well 
cultivated.  The  vines  are  very  late  in  starting.  We  had  frosc 
on  April  28,  which  caused  a  ten  per  cent.  loss.  It  was  frosted 
in  spots,  and  was  a  dry  freeze.  Estimate  this  year's  crop  at 
half  of  last  year's.  Stocks  probably  60,000  gallons.  There  are 
not  many  wine  makers  in  this  county,  and  they  are  far  apart,  so 
we  do  not  keep  any  run  of  the  quantity  made.  Most  of  the 
vines  are  Muscats,  and  the  crop  is  made  into  raisins,  but  they  are 
so  low  that  many  vineyards  are  being  abandoned,  for  at  the 
prices  of  the  last  few  years  no  one  has  made  any  money.  This 
frost  on  the  28th  cut  some  of  the  fruit  back  in  the  mountains. 

SAN    JOAQUIN    COUNTY. 

Henry  Armbrust,  Stockton — All  our  vinej^ards  are  plowed, 
with  few  exceptions,  and  look  well.  At  the  present  indication, 
the  grape  crop  will  be  as  good  as  last  year,  where  vineyards  are 
plowed,  the  rain  we  had  during  the  winter  being  plenty  to  in- 
sure a  good  crop  in  my  vicinity.  I  think  there  is  about  200,000 
gallons  of  wine  in  this  vicinity  for  sale,  and  a  few  thousand  gal- 
lons in  small  lots  for  private  use. 

George  West  &  Son,  Stockton — Vineyards  all  plowed.  Hard 
to  say  as  to  crops,  as  it  all  depends  on  weather.  Stocks  about 
the  same  as  usual. 

MERCED    COUNTY. 

Buhach  Producing  and  Manufacturing  Co.,  Atwater — Con- 
dition of  vineyards  good.  We  have  irrigation  here.  No  wine 
on  hand. 

MADERA  COUNTY. 

J.  B.  Meloche,  Madera  Vineyard  Co.,  Madera — Crop  in  good 
condition.  Yield  one-third  less  than  last  year.  No  wine  on 
hand. 

Thomas  R.  Minturn,  Minturn — Vineyards  in  good  condition, 
as  they  were  flooded  in  Februaiy.  Crop  will  not  be  materially 
changed  from  last  year,  where  the  vines  have  been  flooded. 
Stocks  estimated  at  50,000  gallons. 

FRESNO    COUNTY. 

M.  Denicke,  Malter  Moro,  P.  O. — ^Vineyards  all  plowed, 
cultivated  and  hoed.  Crop  will  be  larger  than  last  year.  Not 
sure  as  to  stock ;  there  may  be  2,000,000  or  3,000,000  gallons, 
all  sweet. 

Col.  H.  Trevelyan,  Manager  Barton  Estate  (L't'd),  Fresno — 
The  condition  of  the  larger  vineyards  is  excellent.  The  cross- 
plowing  is  finished,  and  others  have  plowed  and  cultivated.  At 
this  time  it  is  impossible  to  tell  as  to  crop.  There  is 
every  prospect  of  a  good  crop.  Last  year  was  almost  a 
"  record "  crop.  In  the  entire  San  Joaquin  Valley  I  should 
calculate  that,  aside  from  what  are  in  the  Barton  Estates' 
cellars,  there  are  no  old  wines  in  any  considerable  quantity  in 
cellar.  The  '93  vintage  has  been  sold  in  considerable  quantities. 
We  still  have  a  large  cellar  of  '89,  '90,  '91  and  '92  vintages,  and 
the  '93  wines  are  almost  untouched,  and  are  in  good  condition 
considering  their  age. 

CONTRA    COSTA    COUNTY. 

Glen  Terry  Wine  Co.,  Clayton — Vineyards   in   very  good 


condition.     We  estimate  a  10  per  cent,  reduction  from  last  year. 
Stocks  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

B.  H.  Upham,  Martinez — Nearly  all  the  vineyards  were 
plowed  once,  but  dried  hard  in  furrows  in  many  vineyards,  but 
the  late  rains  will  allow  the  use  of  cultivators  for  several  days, 
so  that  vineyards  will  be  in  fair  condition  with  less  than  the 
usual  cultivation.  We  have  had  .64  of  an  inch  since  date  of 
your  inquiry,  making  for  the  season  16.67  inches,  against  26.95 
inches  last  year,  enough  to  insure  a  fair  crop.  We  cannot  ex- 
pect as  large  a  yield  as  last  year.  The  five  small  wineries  here 
probably  have  less  than  100,000  gallons  on  hand.  I  have  10  per 
cent,  of  1890,  50  of  '91,  75  of  '92,  and  all  of  1893  vintage.  Have 
about  6,000  gallons  sweet  wine  on  hand. 

SANTA    CRUZ    COUNTY. 

Santa  Cruz  Mountain  Wine  Co.,  Santa  Cruz — Vineyards  are 
only  partly  plowed,  and  those  portions  plowed  early  now  need 
re-plowing.  On  the  whole,  the  vineyards  are  not  satisfactorily 
cultivated.  We  estimate  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent,  from  last 
year.  There  is  probably  100,000  gallons  of  '93  wine  on  hand. 
Our  Company  has  some  80,000  gallons  of  old  wine,  from  two  to 
five  years  old. 

John  A.  Stewart,  Santa  Cruz — -Vineyards  in  bad  condition. 
Reduction  of  crop  will  be  more  than  half.  Stocks  are  larger 
than  at  this  season  last  year.  Merchants  would  not  buy  if  paid 
to  buy,  and  thus  producers  of  ordinary  wines  think  they  have 
the  best  of  it. 

SACRAMENYO    COUNTY. 

J.  B.  Bradford,  Elk  Grove — Condition  of  vineyards  is  poor. 
It  is  too  early  to  say  as  to  yield  of- 1894 — likely  to  be  from  one- 
third  to  one-half  reduction.     Stocks  average. 

Heni-y  Mette,  Mormon  Island — Vineyards  in  good  condi- 
tion and  plowing  pushed.  Crop  promises  to  be  as  good  as  last 
year.     Stocks  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

YOLO    COUNTY. 

George  Silberstein,  Orleans  Vineyard,  Esparto — More  than  a 
quarter  of  the  vineyards  are  not  plowed.  Vineyards  are  look- 
ing very  well,  even  where  the  vines  are  not  plowed.  The 
vines  have  set  very  well.  Last  year  we  had  a  very  full 
crop,  and  if  we  have  this  year  one-third  less  we  will  still  have 
a  good  crop.  Stock  in  county  not  more  than  100,000  gallons, 
mostly  sweet  wines. 

Suavely  &  Baker,  Woodland—  About  a  quarter  of  the  vine- 
yards are  well  plowed.  There  will  be  about  a  half-crop  in  this 
section,  as  the  cut  worms  have  done  great  damage.  There  is 
not  much  wine  in  this  county,  as  wine  was  so  cheap  that  the 
grapes  were  not  harvested  last  season. 

SAN    BENITO   COUNTY. 

William  Palmtag,  Hollister — Plowing  is  finished,  and  there 
is  a  good  prospect  for  a  large  crop.  The  vineyards  are  looking 
better  than  for  years.   Stock  in  this  county,  about  60,000  gallons. 

SOLANO    COUNTY. 

Cordelia  Wine  Co.,  Cordelia — Vineyards  about  two-thirds 
plowed.  Crop  about  a  quarter  less  than  last  year.  Stock  in 
county,  400,0000  gallons. 

LOS    ANGELES    COUNTY. 

L.  J.  Rose  &  Co.  (L't'd),  San  Gabriel — Speak  for  our  prop- 
erty only.  The  plowing  this  season  has  been  done  in  the  usual 
thorough  manner,  by  means  of  the  vineyard  plows  patented  by 
Winston  &  Bichowsky,  of  San  Gabriel.  As  we  irrigate  our 
vineyard,  don't  think  lack  of  rain  will  have  any  appreciable 
eSect.  Where  irrigation  is  impossible,  about  a  half  crop  is  ex- 
pected. We  have  about  the  same  quantity  of  wine  on  hand  as 
last  year  at  this  time. 

John  McClure,  Ramona,  Cal. — Condition  of  vineyards  good. 
When  the  vineyards  have  been  well  plowed  and  cultivated,  the 
crop  will  be  as  good  as  last  year.     Stocks  very  small.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:  In  reply  to  your  favor 
9f  recent  date  requesting  me  to  give  you  particulars  as  to  the 
brandy  market  in  Germany,  I  might  say  that  in  previous  years 
brandies  of  good  quality  have  been  sold  there  with  a  reasonable 
proGt;  but  at  the  present  time,  the  market  is  overstocked  and  busi- 
ness is  so  dull  that  even  the  best  product  finds  very  slow  sale, 
although  our  Folle  Blanche  brandy  is  acknowledged  to  bo  equal 
to  the  finest  French  cognac.  Inferior  goods  find  no  sale  at  any 
price. 

Brandies  recently  shipped  by  the  Natoma  Vineyard  Com- 
pany are  made  of  the  Folle  Blanche  and  Colombar  grapes.  This 
jbrandy  will  be  stored  in  Bremen  in  bond  for  at  least  three  years, 
tvnd  unless  the  market  in  Europe  improves  and  goods  can  be  sold 
to  better  advantage  than  at  present,  it  will  then  be  reshipped  to 
jhe  United  Statas.  Our  1890  and  1891  Folle  Blanche  and  Col- 
jjmbar  brandies,  which  we  recently  re-imported  from  Bremen, 
find  encouraging  sale  in  this  market,  as  the  quality  of  fine  goods 
ts  just  as  much  appreciated  here  as  in  Europe,  and  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  certificate  of  Dr.  Kern

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review:  Would  you  please  in- 
sert in  your  paper  the  annexed  translation  from  the  Feuille  Vini- 
co/e  of  March  18th  last?  I  wish  again  to  show  that  when  I 
plant  2000  to  350i>  fine  vines — say  of  Cabernets,  Semillons,  Sau- 
vignons  and  Noireans — in  each  acre  of  my  vineyard,  I  am  by  no 
means  alone  in  what  I  have  heard  called  "  Stewart's  folly." 

Every  day  convinces  me  that  I  am  on  the  right  track,  and, 
moreover,  makes  clearer  to  me  that  no  vigneron  of  the  hillside 
who  is  an  amateur  of  vines  and  wines,  can  thrive  except  by 
adopting  more  or  less  of  the  close  espacement  idea.  But  let  me 
no  longer  dally  in  introducing  to  you  "/ye  Vigneron  de  Cotes  et  de 
Palus." 

"  If  there  is  one  question  more  than  another  on  which 
few  are  of  one  accord,  it  is  the  espacement  of  the  vinestock — as 
many  as  be  the  plantei  s  of  vines,  so  many  are  the  methods  of  es- 
pacement. 

"  At  the  first  setting  out  of  plantations  of  vines  to  graft  on, 
Riparias,  etc.,  people  planted  too  far  apart,  generally  eighty 
inches  in  every  case.  Since  then,  people  have  reversed  this  gross 
error,  prejudicial  not  only  to  the  production  but  to  the  quality  ; 
for  the  farther  apart  vines  are  planted  the  less  crop  they  report 
by  the  hectare  and  the  worse  wine  they  produce. 

"  Wide  spaced  planting,  at  least  in  the  vine  row,  is  almost 
everywhere  abandoned,  and  I  know  of  no  harm  accruing  to  the 
vigneron,  who,  recognizing  the  error  which  he  has  committed  by 
wide  planting,  sought  to  remedy  that  by  setting  a  new  cane  in 
between  his  old  vines,  or  laying  down  a  layer  there. 

"  Here  are  the  kinds  of  planting  which  I  have  definitely 
adopted  for  myself: 

"  On  irrigable  Palus,  because  of  the  impossibility  of  interca- 
lary cultures,  I  plant,  say  at  fifty-eight  inches  between  rows  and 
at  thirty-nine  inches  in  the  row  itself. 

"  On  very  poor  hillsides,  also  in  gravels,  the  same  planting. 

''  On  fertile  hillsides  where  it  is  possible  to  practice  inter- 
calary cultures  with  profit,  I  plant,  say  eighty  inches  between 
rows  and  thirty-nine  inches  in  the  row. 

"  The  interline  of  eighty  inches  is  not  too  large,  but  just 
enough  to  allow  of  a  furrow  thirty-nine  inches  for  cereals.  For- 
merly it  was  not  necessary  t<)  cultivate  cereals  between  the  rows 
of  the  vines,  but  now  it  is,  since  wine  has  become  so  cheap,  and 
it  is  imperative  for  a  man  to  get  out  of  his  land  all  that  can  be 
had."  John  A.  Stewart. 

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Renew  ;  Sir — In  the  matter  of 
special  bonded  warehouses,  contemplated  in  the  present  tariff 
and  revenue  bill,  I  quote  from  a  letter  received  from  a  promin- 
ent eastern  distiller;  "In  reply  to  your  question  as  to  my 
opinion  of  the  special  bonded  warehouse  proposition,  I  desire  to 
say  that  I  am  very  much  opposed  to  it,  and  there  is  very  great 
opposition  to  it  throughout  the  East.  It  will  be  disastrous  to 
jobbers,  and  equally  so  to  the  legitimate  distillers.  It  looks  as  if 
Congress  will  pass  some  sort  of  a  tariflTbill,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  this  provision,  or  the  8  years  bonded  period,  will  remain  in 
the  bill."

president's  report. 

Gentlemen  :  In  presenting  to  you  a  report  of  the  Company  for  the 
past  fiscal  year,  I  need  hardly  call  your  attention  to  the  facts  which  were 
outlined  in  ray  last  annual  report,  and  which  found  us  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  the  fiscal  year  beset  with  financial  difficulties  which  would  seem 
insurmountable  under  ordinary  circumstances;  but,  coming  at  a  time 
when  the  entire  business  of  the  country  was  shaken  to  its  very  founda- 
tion, and  when  it  was  next  to  impossible  to  borrow  money  even  on  the 
best  of  securities,  you  can  readily  appreciate  that  the  task  set  before  your 
Directors  was  of  the  most  exacting  nature.  We,  therefore,  have  a  pardon- 
able pride  in  referring  to  our  efTorts  by  which  we  were  enabled  to  weather 
the  financial  storm  and  place  the  Company  once  more  upon  a  safe  and 
solid  footing. 

Last  June  your  Directors,  after  due  deliberation,  and  after  having  ex- 
hausted every  means  of  borrowing  money  on  our  stock  of  goods  on  hand, 
and  after  advertising  in  the  leading  papers  for  bids,  did  issue  and  sell 
$1,000,000  of  bonds  at  the  very  best  price  obtainable  at  the  time,  viz :  60 
cents  on  the  dollar.  Considering  that  we  were  then  in  the  midst  of  the 
financial  panic  of  last  year  when  the  best  of  securities  were  unsalable,  and 
our  necessities  were  most  pressing,  the  price  realized  for  the  bonds,  under 
the  circumstances,  cannot  be  otherwise  considered  than  satisfactory. 

At  the  same  time,  in  order  to  properly  assure  and  satisfy  our  custom- 
ers, the  Directors  also  issued  $2,500,000  of  bonds,  which  were  placed  with 
the  Central  Trust  Co.  of  New  York  as  trustee,  to  guarantee  the  payment 
of  rebates  due  to  the  trade.  These  bonds,  however,  cannot  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose,  and  therefore  create  no  additional  liability  for  the  Com- 
pany, nor  bear  any  interest  while  so  held  in  trust. 

Under  the  trust  deed  given,  a  total  issue  of  $8,000,000  of  bonds  was 
authorized,  but  this  provided  that  such  issue  of  bonds  could  only  be  made 
upon  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  Directors.  However,  as  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Company  precludes  any  further  occasion. for 
issuing  more  bonds,  and  in  order  to  put  at  rest  any  doubts  on  the  subject, 
I  am  in  favor  of  canceling  any  further  authority  for  the  issuing  of  bonds. 

In  presenting  to  you  the  transactions  of  the  Company  for  the  past 
year,  I  can  premise  by  saying  that  it  would  hardly  be  expected  that  our 
business  should  fiourish  at  a  time  when  the  entire  business  of  the  country 
was  stagnant  and  depressed;  consequently,  I  must  state  that  the  first  six 
months  ofthe  fiscal  year  were  the  worst  that  this  Company  has  experi- 
enced in  its  history,  and  owing  to  the  large  stocks  of  goods  on  hand  at  the 
time,  it  necessitated  the  closing  of  all  our  plants  for  several  months,  and 
the  bringing  of  balances  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  ledger.  However,  the 
losses  as  shown  during  the  first  six  months  are  more  apparent  than  real, 
for  the  reason  that,  all  our  plants  being  closed,  we  had  the  first  opportun- 
ity which  presented  itself  in  years  to  give  them  a  general  overhauling, 
adding  many  improvements^  and  putting  all  the  plants  in  first-class  con- 
dition. The  expense  of  this  renovation  and  betterments  was  charged  to 
the  general  repair  account,  and  which  fact  is  mainly  accountable  for  the 
adverse  balance  as  shown  on  our  books  at  the  end  of  the  first  six  months. 
The  last  six  months'  business  of  the  fiscal  year,  however,  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  which  had  the  eff'ect  of  not  only  overbalancing  the  losses,  as 
shown,  of  the  previous  six  months,  but  of  creating  a  respectable  surplus 
besides.  This  can  be  more  clearly  exhibited  by  stating  that  the  apparent 
losses  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $290,198.65, 
while  the  net  earnings  for  the  last  six  months'  business  amounted  to 
$1,017,142.67,  plainly  indicating  that  in  the  first  six  months  we  experienced 
the  hard  times  to  the  same  extent  as  other  lines  of  trade  and  manufacture, 
but  that  we  were  more  fortunate  than  other  industries,  and  had  little 
cause  for  complaint  the  past  six  months.

The  foregoing  represents  net  figures  after  charging  $82,652.20  to  profit 
and  loss  account  belonging  to  the  previous  year. 

Referring  to  my  last  annual  report,  in  which  I  outlined  the  necessity 
of  this  Company  doing  its  own  distributing  business,  in  order  to  be  en- 
abled to  furnish  goods  to  the  trade  at  a  less  cost  for  distribution,  1  can  say 
that  after  prolonged  and  persistent  efl'orts  on  our  part  in  that  direction, 
we  have  at  last  succeeded  in  accomplishing  the  much  desired  result  of  re- 
ducing the  cost  of  distribution  in  our  Eastern  territory,  where  the  differ- 
ence in  price  between  the  producer  and  consumer  has  always  prevailed  to 
the  greatest  extent.  We  have  entered  into  a  contract,  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  with  the  American  Distributing  Company  for  the  sale  of  our  prod- 
ucts in  the  Eastern  territory  on  a  basis  which  is  considered  about  as  favor- 
able to  this  Company  as  though  we  distributed  our  goods  direct  to  the 
trade,  thereby  securing  to  our  Eastern  trade  minimum  prices  at  all  times, 
and  at  the  same  time  assuring  us  against  undue  competition  from  any 
source.  I  can  state  that  your  Directors  have  devoted  considerable  time  to 
perfecting  a  plan  by  which  the  trade  can  be  even  more  closely  allied  to  this 
Company  than  it  is  at  present,  and  which  we  anticipate  will  inure  to  the 
mutual  benefit  of  our  C'ompany  and  its  patrons.  The  Directors  anticipate 
completing  this  work  at  no  very  late  day. 

Referring  to  the  late  decision  in  the  quo  warranto  proceedings  against 
our  Company  at  Chicago,  I  can  state  that  we  are  advised  by  able  legal 
counsel  that  the  decision,  or  the  possible  outcome  of  the  same,  could  not 
in  any  way  affect  the  rights  of  the  stockholders  to  the  property,  and,  at 
farthest,  would  only  require  some  changes  in  organization,  which  can  be 
readily  accomplished,  if  necessary. 

Respecting  prospective  legislation  by  Congress  affecting  the  businesr 
of  this  Company,  1  can  only  assure  you  in  this  connection  that  your 
Directors  have  been  and  shall  continue  to  exercise  their  best  iudgment  ia 
guarding  the  interests  of  the  Company  in  every  particular.  Your  Direc- 
tors also  feel  confident  that  the  stockholders  will  be  fully  satisfied  with  the 
result  of  their  efforts,  and  in  conclusion ,  that  the  present  fiscal  year  should, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  be  brighter  and  bring  them  better  returns 
than  the  year  we  have  just  closed. 

At  the  annual  meeting  288,597  shares  were  represented  and  voted  out 
of  .350,000  shares  issued,  being  81  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock. 

By  vote  of  the  Stockholders,  the  number  of  Directors  was  reduced  from 
nine  to  seven. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  President  Greenhut,  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution  were  ofl'ered  and  passed : 

Whereas.  The  Directors  of  this  Company  heretofore  provided  for  au  issue  of 
$8,000,000  in  bonds  of  this  Company,  and  to  secure  their  payment  by  deed  of  trust 
upon  the  property  belonging  to  the  Company;  and, 

Whereas,  $1,000,000  of  said  bonds  lias  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  $2,500,- 
000  of  the  same  has  been  deposited  as  security  for  the  payment  of  rebates  by  tlie  Com- 
pany from  time  to  time  ;  and, 

Whereas,  No  more  of  said  bonds  have  been  issued,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
present  necessity  therefor;  therefore,  belt 

JResolved,  By  the  Stockholders,  that  the  Directors  be,  and  they  are  liereby  in- 
structed not  to  issue  or  dispose  of  any  of  the  remaining  bonds  above  provided  for, 
without  further  action  by  the  Stocliholders. 

The  following  named  persons  were  elected  Directors  for  three  years : 
Joseph  B.  Greenhut  and  J.  Walter  Freiberg.

During  the  past  fortnight  arrangements  have  been  made  by 
the  Stanford  Estate,  Charles  G.  Lathrop,  Manager,  to  place  the 
Vina  brandies  on  the  market  in  bottles,  so  as  to  cater  especially 
to  the  drug,  family  and  club  trade.  Under  the  active  manage- 
ment of  F.  O.  Boyd  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  the  To-Kalon  Wine  Co., 
of  Chicago,  and  Jones,  Mundy  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco,  these 
brandies  already  have  a  big  sale  in  wood.  By  bottling  at 
Vina  under  the  label  and  brand  of  the  distillerj^,  a  large  market 
can  be  developed  in  bottled  goods,  not  only  for  the  profit  that 
this  may  bring  but  for  the  assistance  that  will  be  given  to  sales 
in  wood. 

It  is  understood  that  bottling  works  on  a  scale  sufficiently 
large  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  customers  will  be  established  at 
once  at  Vina.  This  departure  on  the  part  of  the  Stanford  Estate 
is  certainly  in  accordance  with  sound  business  judgment.

The  Western  Wine  Company,  of  St.  Louis,  has  changed  its 
name  to  the  "  Great  Western  Wine  Company,"  and  filed  articles 
of  incorporation,  with  a  paid  up  capital  stock  of  $25,000 — of 
which  William  Herzog  has  189,  Albert  Thiele  40  and  August 
Becker  10  shares. 

By  an  inadvertence  the  name  of  Sherwood  &  Shewood  was 
omitted  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Review,  in  the  Plan  of  the  Viti- 
cultural  Palace.  Messrs.  Sherwood  &  Sherwood  contributed  to 
the  fund,  and  iheir  space  is  on  the  wall  with  other  houses  of 
San  Francisco  not  in  the  center  piece. 


J.  Dowdell,  the  well  known  wine-maker  of  St.  Helena,  con- 
templates branching  out  in  the  water  business.  He  intends 
putting  in  a  water  works  in  St.  Helena,  connecting  with  his 
well,  which  has  a  continuous  supply  of  15,000  gallons  per  hour. 
St.  Helena  needs  but  10,000  gallons  per  hour. 

M.  V.  Monarch,  head  of  the  M.  V.  Monarch  Co.,  of  Owens- 
boro, has  gone  East,  after  a  short  trip  to  San  Francisco.  The 
connections  of  the  company  here  were  strengthened  by  his  com- 
ing. Mr.  Monarch  devoted  a  few  days  of  his  time  to  a  side 
pleasure  trip  to  the  Hotel  del  Monte,  Monterey. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Hussey,  who  has  for  the  past  four  years  been  in 
the  passenger  department  of  the  "  Mouon  "  route,  has  resigned 
his  position  to  accept  a  better  one  with  the  passenger  depart- 
ment of  the  M.,  K.  &  T.,  with  headquarters  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
Mr.  Hussey 's  many  friends  will  be  highly  pleased  to  learn  of  his 
advancement. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  exhibits  in  the  Viticultural  Pal- 
ace at  the  Midwinter  Fair  is  that  of  the  Napa  Valley  Wine  Co. 
It  is  located  in  the  center  piece,  immediately  in  front  of  the 
main  entrance.  The  base  of  the  booth  is  decorated  with  moss 
and  artificial  rock  work,  and  the  conception  is  exceptionally 
tasteful. 

Kolb  &  Denhard  are  bottling  a  lot  of  selected  wines  under 
a  special  label  for  the  Corinthian  Yacht  Club,  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  label  is  certainly  a  novelty  in  the  trade.  The  three  cor- 
nered club  flag — in  red,  white  and  blue,  with  a  single  star — is  re- 
produced on  the  label,  together  with  the  name  of  the  wine  and 
the  name  of  the  bottlers.     The  label  is  certainly  a  striking  one. 


Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
shipments  of  Port  for  March  amount  to  7,653  pipes  (Great  Brit- 
ain, 2,593  pipes),  making  21,446  pipes  for  three  months,  against 
26,571  pipes  in  1893.  The  Sherry  shipments  were  5,618  butts, 
making  12,743  butts  for  three  months,  as  compared  with  14,558 
butts  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.

On  the  21st  of  April  T.  B.  Ripy,  of  Lawrenceburg,  Ky.,and 
proprietor  of  the  well-known  brands  of  T.  B.  Ripy,  M.  S.  Bond 
and  J.  A.  McBrayer,  made  an  assignment  to  the  Fidelity  Safety 
Vault  Company,  of  Louisville,  and  C.  E.  Bond,  of  Lawrence- 
burg. The  liabilities  are  supposed  to  be  about  $750,000,  with 
assets  greatly  in  excess  of  that  sum.  It  is  firmly  believed  that 
Mr.  Ripy  will  pay  dollar  for  dollar. 

C.  C.  Mclver,  the  millionaire  proprietor  of  the  Linda  Vista 
Vineyard,  at  Mission  San  Jose,  has  purchased  the  trotting  qual- 
ities of  Directum,  the  champion  stnllion  trotter,  for  this  season, 
from  the  owner,  John  Green,  of  Dublin,  Alameda  couty.  Mr. 
Mclver  will  have  Orrin  A.  Hickok,  whose  fame  as  a  reinsman  is 
national,  handle  the  horse  on  the  Grand  Circuit,  East.  Mr.  Mc- 
Iver's  accession  to  the  ranks  of  the  trotting  horsemen  is  wel- 
come. 
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Youngberg  &  Borland,  the  new  internal  revenue  brokerage 
firm,  are  making  a  very  creditable  showing  from  the  start.  Both 
of  the  members  understand  their  business,  Captain  Youngberg, 
from  his  long  incumbenco  as  chief  deputy  collector  of  internal 
revenue,  being  one  of  the  best  posted  men  on  the  Coast,  while 
Mr.  Borland's  time  in  the  service  as  deputy  collector  has  put 
him  in  touch  with  the  revenue  laws. 


The  Council  of  San  Jose,  at  its  meeting  on  the  23rd,  passed 
an  amendment  to  the  city  ordinances  which  will  hereafter  permit 
Sunday  opening  of  saloons  and  will  permit  retailers  to  remove 
the  clear  glass  doors  in  front  of  tlieir  places  and  substitute 
frosted  glass  or  other  that  will  shut  out  the  view  of  the  bars 
from  the  streets.  The  changes  were  made  by  a  vote  of  8  to  1, 
the  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  city  having  declared  in  favor  of 
Sunday  opening. 

As  a  consequence  of  the  succees  the  French  exhibit  ac- 
complished at  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago,  the  French  govern- 
ment has  awarded  the  Cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  to  Victor 
Vermorel  of  Villafranche  (Rhone).  Mr.  Vermorel  is  director  of 
the  Viticultural  Station  at  Villafranche,  director  of  the  Revue 
International  de  Viticulture  Oenologie,  of  Paris,  and  his  works  on 
viticultural  topics  are  standard.  The  viticulturists  of  all  coun- 
tries will  be  pleased  to  hear  of  his  recent  decoration. 


Charles  A.  Wetmore  has  taken  the  cellar  at  321  and  323 
Pine  street,  immediately  adjoining  his  present  quarters  at  319 
Pine  street,  and  having  an  entrance  on  the  Stock  Exchange 
court.  The  new  cellar  is  40  by  120  feet  in  size,  is  well  lighted, 
and  is  in  every  way  suited  to  the  requirements  of  Mr.  Wetmore's 
business.  Whether  the  present  cellar  will  be  retained,  in  con- 
junction with  the  new  one,  has  not  yet  been  decided.

The  consumer  can 
reduce  the  strength  with  water  or  sweeten  with  sugar  to  suit  his 
individual  taste." 


It  is  sometimes  asserted  that  California  champagnes  do  not 
preserve  their  qualities  after  being  in  bottles  a  year  or  eighteen 
months.  We  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  sampling  some  of  the 
A.  Finke's  Widow  wine  that  had  been  in  bottle  over  two  years. 
It  was  in  good  condition,  highly  effervescent,  and  the  bouquet 
and  flavor  were  greatly  improved  by  the  development  in  bottle. 
Manager  Fred  Muller  states  that  business  is  improving,  and  that 


the  renewed  demand  for  these  wines,  notwithstanding  business 
depression,  is  such  as  to  make  the  outlook  encouraging.

That  they  have  a  most  excellent 
article  is  best  attested  by  the  rapidity  with  which  it  has  won 
friends  and  approved  itself  in  comparison  with  other  waters, 
although  but  little  money  has  been  spent  in  pushing  it.  Those 
who  try  it  soon  use  Humboldt  exclusively  as  a  table  water.  It 
is  beyond  question  the  finest  material  in  the  market  for  making 
lemonades,  and  also  has  curative  properties. 

The  Lisbon  Winery,  corner  of  Main  and  Yount  streets, 
Napa,  is  the  only  one  in  this  county  which  has  conveniences 
for  making  sherry  wine.  Since  the  death  of  her  husband,  Mrs. 
Mathews  has  managed  the  establishment  with  that  care  and 
attention  to  detail  so  necessary  in  the  wine  business.  The  ovens 
in  which  the  wines  made  into  sherry  are  baked  now  contain  three 
layers  of  puncheons.  These  are  filled  with  wine — 31,000  gallons 
all  told.  The  two  furnace  fires  underneath  these  packages  are 
to  be  kept  burning  day  and  night  for  four  months ;  then  a  month 
is  given  to  cooling  off",  and  more  months  to  racking,  clarifying 
and  preparing  for  the  market.  About  80  cords  of  wood  are  used 
in  the  four  months'  baking.  The  31,000  gallons  of  wine  now- 
undergoing  treatment  belong  to  C.  Carpy  &  Co.  Many  wine- 
growers and  merchants,  in  Napa  valley  and  outside  of  it,  send 
the  wine  they  want  made  into  sherry  to  the  Lisbon  ovens  for 
baking. — Napa  Register.

The  first  loaded  freight  cars  moved  by  electric  power  in  the 
United  States  were  handled  several  days  ago  at  Frankfort.  The 
Capital  Electric  Railway  Company  has  a  car  under  which  are 
four  motors  of  100  horse-power,  and  weighing  fifteen  tons,  and 
this  was  built  expressly  for  handling  freight  cars  to  and  from 
the  railroad,  and  the  various  industries  located  on  the  line  of 
tihe  railway  in  Frankfort.  This  first  occasion  of  handling  freight 
by  electricity  was  a  shipment  of  201  barrels  of  whisky  brought 
from  the  Geo.  T.  Stagg  distillery,  about  two  miles  from  the  city 
to  Frankfort.  The  power  of  this  motor  was  well  tested.  It 
moved  three  loaded  cars,  containing  each  sixty-seven  barrels  of 
whisky,  from  the  loading  switch  on  an  up  grade  to  a  point  of 
connection  with  the  main  track,  then,  coupling  on  two  empty 
cars,  it  carried  the  entire  train  to  the  depot.  Everything  in 
connection  with  the  trip  was  smooth,  including  backing,  switch- 
ing and  the  like. — Courier- Journal. 

T.  M.  Gilmore,  of  Louisville,  writing  of  the  "  side  issues  " 
of  various  distillers,  says  the  following  : 

"  B.  H.  Hurt  of  the  Early  Times  Distillery  Company,  has 
no  side  issue,  but  his  partner.  Jack  Beam,  has  an  800-acre  Nel- 
son County  farm,  on  which  he  raises  trotters  and  tobacco.  Mr. 
Beam  said  he  heard  a  preacher  say  that  any  man  who  made 
whisky  would  go  to  hell,  and  any  man  who  raised  race-horses 
would  go  to  hell,  and  any  man  who  raised  tobacco  would  go  to 
hell.  '  I  saw  there  was  no  escape  for  me,'  said  Mr.  Beam,  '  so  I 
went  into  each  one  of  them,  thinking  it  could  do  no  harm  to  go 
to  hell  in  style,  while  I  was  at  it.' 

"  Geo.  H.  Moore,  of  Moore  &  Selliger,  has  many  side  issues, 
a  prominent  one  being  an  immense  cattle  ranch  in  Texas  con- 
taining acres  sufficient  to  constitute  a  small  European  kingdom. 

"  Mr.  M.  P.  Mattingly's  side  issue  is  a  fine  Daviess  County 
farm  on  which  he  raises  a  few  thoroughbreds. 

"  The  Humes'  side  issue  is  a  500-acre  blue-grass  farm. 

"  R.  F.  Balke,  president  of  the  Mellwood  Distillery  Compa- 
ny, has  nothing  on  the  side." 

,  Adolph  Beck,  of  the  California  Champagne  Co.,  and  for 
merly  of  the  house  of  Beck,  Pyhrr  &  Co.,  is  dangerously  ill  at 
his  home  in  Alameda.  About  a  month  since  he  was  suddenly 
taken  ill  while  in  the  Louvre,  in  this  city,  but  he  recovered  suf- 
ficiently in  a  few  days  to  appear  at  the  company's  place  of  busi- 
ness on  Stevenson  street.  A  relapse  followed,  and  Mr.  Beck's 
life  was  despaired  of.  His  ailment  affects  the  brain,  and  his 
condition  is  stated  to  be  very  bad.  Mr.  Beck  has  had  a  hard 
time  of  it,  and  this  latest  affliction  is  the  worst  of  all.  For  some 
time  after  Mr.  Beck  started  in  the  wine  business,  on  a  compara- 
tively small  scale,  on  California  street,  he  prospered,  as  he  did 
also  when  under  the  Pioneer  Building.  The  removal  to  the 
large  cellar  at  Stockton  and  O'Farrell  streets  at  a  time  when 
business  depression  set  in,  coupled  with  heavy  expenses  and 
depreciation  of  business,  proved  too  much  for  the  capital  at  hand. 
It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Beck  will  have  to  be  removed  to 
a  private  asylum  for  treatment,  as  he  has  not  improved  under 
his  present  treatment  as  was  hoped.  This  course  is  doubly  hard 
on  his  family  as  they  are  not  by  any  means  in  easy  circum- 
stances.   

THE    "EX  AM  I /NEK'S"     EKHOK. 

Either  a  new  editorial  writer  is  needed  on  the  esteemed 
Examiner  to  handle  the  wine  question,  or  else  the  one  now  en- 
gaged should  be  instructed  to  inform  himself  on  facts  which 
have  developed  in  the  past  few  years. 

On  the  April  30th  that  journal  contained  an  editorial  which 
is  certainly  entitled  to  the  first  award  for  misinformation  and 
for  absolute  falsity  of  statements.  The  article  was  headed 
"Troubles  of  the  Wine  Men,"  and  if  the  statement  had  been 
made  that  the  wine  men  were  troubled  with  "meddlesome  and 
injurious  champions  who  know  nothing  of  the  wine  business,"  it 
would  have  hit  the  mark  very  closely  indeed. 

That  there  is  a  crisis  in  the  wine  trade  is  without  question ; 
that  it  is  the  sort  of  crisis  described  in  the  Exaininer,  is  absolute- 
ly false.  The  crisis  arises  out  of  a  battle  being  fought  among 
certain  San  Francisco  dealers  and  a  few  interior  shippers.  It 
promises  to  be  a  fight  to  the  death  and  no  one  making  money. 
The  Examiner  figures  out  that  the  dealers  are  doing  so.  How 
they  can  do  so  when  they  have  paid  from  7  to  12  cents  per  gal- 


lon for  wine  this  year,  add  cooperage  at  4^  cents,  sell  wine  in  the 
East  at  13  cents  and  assume  risks  of  bad  debtors,  pay  commis- 
sions, and  pay  interest  on  their  investments,  is  beyond  any  arith- 
metical calculations  of  which  we  are  capable. 

Furthermore,  the  Examiner^s  talk  of  "bogus  products," 
"stretching,"  "cherry  juice,"  and  "coloring  matter,"  is  silly. 
Bogus  wine  cannot  be  made  in  the  United  States  for  less  than  25 
or  30  cents  per  gallon.  The  alcohol  alone  in  bogus  wine  would 
cost  more  than  the  gross  price  now  received  for  wine,  barrel  and 
all.  How  can  cherry  juice  costing  SI  per  gallon  be  used  in 
"stretching"  13  cent  wine  ?     Will  the  Examiner  explain  ? 

The  plain  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  wine  problem  will 
have  to  work  itself  out.  The  dealers  are  grappled  in  a  money 
losing  death  struggle,  and  there  does  not  seem  sufficient  organiz- 
ing ability  among  them  to  avert  the  price-cutting  and  throat- 
strangling.  Every  attempt  at  combination  has  proved  abortive. 
Many  of  the  larger  growers  have  gone  into  the  shipping  business 
themselves,  because  the  San  Francisco  shippers  have  not  been 
able  to  combine  and  arrange  a  minimum  price  at  which  all  could 
live.  The  State  is  studded  with  wine  makers  who  are,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  competitors  in  the  markets  of  the  country. 

We  believe  the  end  is  near.  Some  one  must  rise  to  the 
emergency  and  stop  the  fearful  fight  going  on.  But  the  Examiner 
will  not  accomplish  it  with  its  twaddle  about  wine  "rings" 
and  the  profits  of  the  dealers.  Young  Mr.  Hearst  can  do  a 
great  deal  more  good  bjr  going  through  the  country  and  bonding 
the  wine  in  the  cellars.  He  can  cut  off  the  supply  of  cheap  wine 
that  way,  force  the  price  of  wine  up,  an  1,  incidentally,  clean  up 
a  round  sum  himself. 

And  the  country  is  ripe  for  that  sort  of  a  deal.

Circular  No.   ^/6' — Regulation*    Concerning    the,    Capacity  of  Spirit 

Packages. 

Treasury  Department. 
Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
Washington,  D.  C,  April  ]4,  1894. 

On  and  after  May  1,  1894,  the  capacity  of  casks  must  be 
ascertained,  marked  and  reported  in  all  instances  when  original 
official  inspection  of  spirits  is  made  by  weighing.  Casks  will  be 
filled  to  the  buughole  when  weighed  for  the  ascertainment  of 
capacity. 

The  proof  the  spirits  in  each  cask  or  package  must  be  de- 
termined with  great  care  immediately  preceding  such  weighing, 
and  if  overflow  of  spirits  occurs  during  this  determination,  by 
reason  of  the  insertion  of  a  pipette  or  thief  into  the  cask,  the 
same  will  be  replaced  prior  to  weighing  for  capacity. 

The  weight  of  the  contents  of  the  full  cask  having  been  de- 
termined, fractions  of  the  resulting  wine  gallons  will  be  treated 
as  follows:  Any  fraction  less  than  0.25  will  be  dropped;  if  0.25, 
or  any  intermediate  fraction  to  and  including  0.75,  it  will  be 
called  one-half  gallon  ;  if  above  0.75,  to  the  unit  it  will  be  called 
a  whole  gallon. 

Correction  of  volume  will  be  applied  in  inverse  order  to  ap- 
apparent  wine  gallons  capacity  thus  determined  to  arrive  at  the 
true  capacity  of  the  cask  at  60°  F.  (See  instructions  as  to 
"  Ascerta!nm3nt  of  the  Capacity  of  Casks,"  on  page  14  of  the 
"  Weighing  Manual.") 

To  illustrate :  If  a  barrel  of  spirits  having  an  indication  of 
115  and  a  temperature  of  93  is  found,  when  full,  to  have  a  net 
weight  of  348  pounds,  the  resulting  wine  gallons  at  that  temper- 
ature are  found  by  the  Table  to  be  44.75,  to  be  called  44^  under 
the  above  rule.  The  correction  of  volume  is  1.6,  and  amounts 
to  half  a  gallon  in  this  instance.  (See  Table  No.  3  in  the 
"  Ganger's  Manual.") 

Applying  this  correction  in  inverse  order  gives  the  capacity 
of  the  cask  as  45  gallons.  In  case  the  temperature  should  be 
below  60°  F.,  the  correction  of  volume  should  be  subtracted,  for 
reason  recited  on  page  14  of  the  "Gangers'  Weighing  Manual." 

The  capacity  of  each  cask,  as  thus  ascertained,  will  be  cut 
on  the  bung  stave  immediately  adjacent  to  the  bunghole,  and  on 
the  side  thereof  opposite  to  the  stamp  head.  The  capacity  of 
each  cask  will  also  be  entered  on  the  ganger's  returns,  utilizing 
for  this  purpose  some  column  not  otherwise  occupied,  and  enter- 
ing at  the  head  thereof  the  word  "capacity."  Column  15,  on 
Form  59,  may  thus  be  employed. 

After  tlie  capacity  of  the  cask  has  been  ascertained  the  dis- 
tiller will  be  permitted  to  adjust  the  wantage,  strict  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  382  as  to  exact  wantage  be- 
ing required,  after  which  the  contents  of  the  cask  will  be  deter- 
mined by  weighiug,  and  the  details  thereof  will  be  cut  on  the 
side  of  the  bung  stave  nearest  the  stamp  head,  as  provided  on 
page  8  of  the  "  Gangers'  Weighing  Manual." 


The  adjustment  of  the  wantage  and  reweighing  for  the  ascer- 
tainment of  contents  will  be  performed  immediately  after  the 
capacity  has  been  ascertained,  and,  whenever  practicable,  itmny 
be  done  without  previously  removing  the  cask  from  the  scales. 
In  case  a  cask  cannot  be  completely  filled,  as  above  indicated, 
because  the  distillery  cistern  ^  ard  exhausted,  or  by  reason  of  any 
lack  of  spirits,  the  contents  will  be  ascertained  by  weighing  as 
usual,  but  the  capacity  thereof  must  be  determined  by  the  use  of 
the  gauging  rod.  All  instances  of  this  kind  will  be  explained 
on  the  ganger's  return  by  a  footnote  to  the  effect  that  the  cask, 
mentioning  its  number,  was  insufficiently  tilled. 

The  existing  requirements  as  to  weighing  and  marking  casks 
of  spirits  when  regauge  is  made  for  withdrawal  from  the  ware- 
house will  be  observed  until  otherwise  directed. 

Collectors  will  furnish  gauging  officers  in  their  respective 
districts  with  copies  of  this  circular  immediately  on  its  receipt, 
and  see  that  strict  compliance  is  had  with  its  provisions.

A  BLACKMAILING   SCHEME   THWARTED. 

A  daring  attempt  to  blackmail  George  West  &  Son,  the 
brandy  distillers  and  wine  makers  of  Stockton,  has  been  brought 
to  light.  As  a  result,  one  of  the  firm's  former  employes,  Daniel 
Glascock,  is  serving  a  sentence  of  $100  fine  and  fifty  days  in  the 
San  Joaquin  County  Jail,  and  another,  George  Office,  saved  him- 
self by  confessing  under  oath  the  details  of  the  plot,  which  not 
only  included  an  attempt  to  extort  blackmail,  but  to  get  Mr. 
West  in  trouble  with  the  revenue  authorities  if  the  eifort  failed. 

The  plan  was  to  accuse  the  firm  of  operating  the  stills  be- 
tween 11  p.  M.  Saturday  and  12  midnight  Sunday,  which  is  for- 
bidden, and  the  penalty  for  which  is  SIOOO  fine  and  forfeiture  of 
the  entire  plant.  The  conspirators  agreed  to  offer  to  compromise 
and  say  nothing  for  $10,000;  failing  in  this,  they  were  to  threaten 
Mr.  West  with  a  descent  of  revenue  officials,  and  then,  if  Mr. 
West  did  not  give  up  the  money,  they  were  to  go  to  the  revenue 
officials  as  informers. 

The  blackmailing  plot  was  hatched  in  November  last,  but  it 
was  not  until  late  in  P^ebruary  that  Glascock  approached  Mr. 
West.  He  told  Mr.  West  that  he  (Glascock)  knew  that  one  of 
the  stills  had  run  on  three  occasions  within  the  time  forbidden 
l)y  law,  under  orders,  and  inferred  that  it  was  time  to  pay  for  the 
suppression  of  such  evidence.  Mr.  West  did  not  give  any  defi- 
nite reply,  but  at  once  laid  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  Collector 
AVelborn,  telling  exactly  what  Glascock  had  said  and  protesting 
his  innocence.  At  the  same  time  he  called  in  Youngberg  & 
Borland  to  represent  him,  and  directed  them  to  afford  the  reve- 
nue officials  every  opportunity  for  investigation. 

Deputy-Collector  Caven,  at  Stockton,  Chief-Deputy  Loupe 
aud  Captain  Youngberg  went  to  Stockton  early  in  March  to  in- 
vestigate. Glascock  stuck  to  his  story  that  the  still  had  been 
run  under  Mr.  West's  orders  on  three  occasions,  one  and  one- 
half  hours  on  each  occasion.  He  said  that  the  still  was  started 
at  6:30  p.  M.  on  Saturday,  and  by  10:30  p.  m.  the  brandy  was  run- 
ning at  160  proof. 

Here  is  where  the  weak  link  of  the  conspiracy  was  discov- 
ered. The  revenue  officers  at  once  made  a  test,  and  found  that 
the  still  could  not  produce  such  high  proof  in  the  time  named. 

When  this  was  proved.  Office  weakened  and  agreed  to  make 
a  statement  of  the  conspiracy  if  promised  immunity  from  prose- 
cution. There  being  no  United  States  law  under  which  he  could 
be  prosecuted,  the  State  authorities  consented  to  this,  and  then 
in  the  presence  of  Deputy-Collector  Caven,  Office  made  the  fol- 
lowing deposition : 

"  George  Offire,  lieing  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  is  person- 
ally acquainted  with  Daniel  Glascock  and  worked  with  him  on  the  ranch 
and  in  the  distillery  of  George  West,  and  on  a  certain  day  later  than  the 
second  Sunilay  in  November,  1893,  he,  the  said  Glascock,  ajjproached  the 
deponent  and  asked  him  to  join  in  with  him  and  procure  evidence  against 
West  for  the  purpose  of  securing  money  from  the  said  West,  the  plea  for 
said  claim  or  demand  on  said  West  being  a  real  or  purported  violation  of 
the  Internal  Reveniie  laws.  Being  in  financial  trouble,  the  deponent 
finally  yielded  assent  to  Glascock's  proposition  and  gave  assent. 

"The  plan  was  to  make  demands  for  money  upon  Mr.  AVest,  and  if  he 
yielded  to  the  demands  and  paid  the  money  requested,  all  charges  were  to 
be  ignored.  If  the  said  West  refused  to  pay  any  money,  then  the  pretended 
charges  of  the  violation  of  the  Internal  Revenue  laws  were  to  be  laid  before 
the  revenue  officers.  The  deponent  further  states  that  he  never  thought  of 
such  a  plan  until  the  said  Glascock  approached  him  upon  the  subject,  and 
he  did  not  then  yield  to  the  temptation  until  some  time  after,  and  only  by 
the  continued  persuasion  of  the  said  Glascock. 

"  The  deponent  now  desires  to  give  evidence  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case 
when  calle<l  upon  in  couit,  and  will  give  evidence  as  to  the  facts  here  stated; 


also  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  West  and  his  son  were  innocent  of  all  intent  to 
commit  any  fraud  upon  the  Government. 

"The  deponent  states  that  he  gives  this  freely  and  voluntarily,  and 
only  asks  that  no  prosecution  be  made  against  him  for  complicity  in  this 
matter." 

Mr.  West  at  once  started  the  State  authorities  after  Glas- 
cock, and  if  that  worthy  had  his  deserts  he  would  now  be  in  the 
penitentiary  instead  of  receiving  the  light  sentence  he  did.  Only 
the  inadequacy  of  the  State  laws  saved  him. 

The  revenue  authorities  are  convinced  of  Mr.  West's  posi- 
tion in  the  matter,  and  it  was  a  fortunate  and  wise  action  of  his 
which  induced  him  to  go  direct  to  the  Internal  Revenue  office. 

The  failure  of  the  State  law  to  cover  such  cases  as  these  is 
most  unfortunate.  These  two  conspirators,  ordinarily,  had  it  in 
their  power  to  make  trouble  out  of  whole  cloth,  and  the  penal- 
ties would  have  borne  heavily  on  their  victim;  on  the  other  hand, 
the  head  conspirator  gets  off  with  almost  no  punishment.  The 
laws  on  the  subject  of  blackmail,  or  attempted  blackmail,  evi- 
dently need  revision  badly. 


ANOTHER  STAT^C^TROL  SCHEME. 

The  Massachusetts  Commission,  appointed  by  Governor  Rus- 
sell to  investigate  the  Norwegian  and  Swedish  license  system, 
has  filed  a  report  in  which  the  following  advantages  are  claimed : 

I.  It  is  a  "measure  of  reform,  not  of  destruction,"  recognizing  that  while  the 
liquor  traffic  cannot  at  the  present  time  be  abolished  by  any  iegal  enactment,  it  may 
be  reformed. 

a.  It  does  away  with  all  incentive  to  encourage  drinking,  by  taking  tlie  sale  of 
intoxicants  out  of  the  fiands  of  those  to  whom  intemperance  is  a  gain,  aud  intrast- 
ing  it  to  persons  pledged  to  carry  it  on  without  any  profit  to  themselves,  and  in  the 
interest  of  temperance  and  morality. 

3.  The  direct  responsibility  for  the  abuses  connected  with  the  consumption  of 
intoxicants  is  largely  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  best  people  in  the  community, 
who  will  be  held  to  strict  account. 

4.  Drink-selling  will  be  divorced  from  politics,  and  can  no  longer  serve  as  an  in- 
strument of  corruption,  and  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  all  social  reform  may 
thus  be  overcome. 

5.  Tlie  number  of  licensed  places  can  be  reduced  to  the  lowest  limits  consistent 
with  public  safety  and  complete  control,  and  temptation  to  drink  minimized. 

6.  The  consumption  of  liquor  can  be  virtually  checked,  as  competition  is  de- 
stroyed; prices  may  be  raised,  and  every  restrictive  measure  perfectly  enforced. 

7.  All  the  immoral  accessories  of  the  saloon  are  abolished. 

8.  Better  policing  of  the  places  where  drink  is  sold  is  made  easy,  and  the  co- 
operation, not  only  of  the  general  public,  but  especially  of  the  temperance  reform- 
ers, is  invited  to  secure  adequte  control,  as  well  as  the  delection  of  illicit  sales. 

9.  The  system  does  not  interfere  in  tlie  least  with  the  local  option  priviiege,  but 
rather  helps  fo  make  no-license  an  actuality;  it  does  not  advocate  a  State  monopoly, 
but  leaves  the  drink  problem  to  be  dealt  with  by  each  community. 

10.  It  is  a  powerful  means  of  education,  by  holding  up  intemperance  as  a  vice 
society  will  not  tolerate. 

II.  By  securing  for  the  community  at  large  the  use  of  the  profits  resulting  from 
the  traflic,  many  of  the  itts  inflicted  upon  society  by  the  abuse  of  liquor  may  he  eased 
counteracting  agencies  established  and  morality  advanced  generally. 

12.  Questionable  methods  of  transactions  on  the  part  of  those  who  conduct  the 
sale  of  liquor  for  the  community  can  be  effectually  guarded  against  by  the  selection 
of  proper  lieensing  authorities,  and  eecuring  a  system  of  central  supervision. 

The  Commission  has  presented  a  bill  for  the  regulation  of 
the  traffic.  It  provides  that  "no-license"  towns  shall  not  be  af- 
fected. When  towns  want  license,  the  sale  shall  be  fixed  with  a 
corporation,  the  profits  of  which  above  five  per  cent,  shall  go  to 
the  community.

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PECULIAR  CHANGE  IN  A  RED  WINE. 


Dr.  J.  Bersch  (Allg.  Wein-Zeitung,  January  11,  1894)  de- 
scribes a  peculiar  alteration  observed  in  a  Sicilian  red  wine. 
When  in  Sicily  in  1871,  Dr.  Bersch  obtained  a  couple  of  samples 
of  heavy  red  Vino  Faro  di  Messina,  which  is  rightly  held  in  very 
high  estimation  there.  Two  four-ounce  medicine  bottles  were 
filled  with  the  wine  and  tightly  corked,  the  corks  being  cut  oif 
level  with  the  mouths  of  the  bottles.  On  his  return  from  Sicily, 
the  bottles,  with  others,  were  put  away  in  a  press,  out  of  reach 
of  the  light,  where  they  remained  forgotten  until  a  few  weeks 
ago,  when  they  came  to  notice.  As  the  red  wine  appeared  to 
have  undergone  a  singular  change  of  appearance,  Dr.  Bersch  de- 
cided to  subject  it  to  close  examination.  The  microscopical  and 
oenological  analyses  were  made  by  himself,  the  chemical  analy- 
sis by  his  son.  Dr.  W.  Bersch.    The  bottles  were  marked  A  and  B. 

A.  Dark  claret  red  wine,  with  a  scarcely  perceptible  deposit. 
After  pouring  out  the  contents,  the  inner  surface  of  the  bottle 
was  covered  with  a  fine  claret  color,  as  on  the  sides  of  bottles  in 
which  red  wine  has  long  been  kept.  The  bottle  had  originally 
been  filled  up  to  the  neck.  There  had  been  no  loss  of  volume 
and  the  cork  was  as  fresh  as  ever. 

B  contained  a  colorless  liquid,  on  the  surface  of  which  were 
floating  what  looked  like  big  semi-transparent  bits  of  reddish- 
brown  paper.  In  the  bottom  of  the  bottle  was  a  considerable 
deposit  of  dark  reddish-brown  color  and  sandy  texture.  The 
bottle  was  not  quite  full  like  the  other,  but  the  loss  of  volume 
was  only  a  few  cubic  centimetres.  The  cork  showed  a  very 
slight  fissure,  indented  by  a  reddish-brown  streak. 

Microscopical  analysis  of  wine  A  showed  that  it  was  wholly 
free  from  solid  matter.  The  deposit  was  tartaric  acid  in  minute 
crystals,  coated  with  the  coloring  matter  of  red  wine.  The  coat- 
ing on  the  sides  of  the  bottle  was  likewise  the  pure  coloring  mat- 
ter of  the  wine,  mixed  with  a  very  small  amount  of  brown-col- 
ored humin  substance.  On  tasting,  the  wine  proved  to  be  a 
strong  red  wine,  with  a  mellow  flavor  and  a  harmonious  bou- 
quet. Although  twenty-two  years  in  bottle,  it  was  perfectly 
sound,  which  was  explained  by  the  complete  exclusion  of  the  air 
from  it  while  young. 


The  contents  of  B  were  colorless,  and  likewise  free  from  al] 
solid  matter.     The  red  flakes  on  the  surface  consisted  of  the  coL 
oring  matter  of  red  wine,  intermixed  with  a  considerable  quan 
tity  of  humin-like  substance.     The  deposit  consisted  of  tartarii 
acid,  red  coloring  matter,  humin  and  a  great  number  of  ver 
small  globular  bacteria,  coated  with  the  coloring  matter  and  long 
since  dead.     The  brown  deposit  in  the  rift  of  the  cork  with  which 
the  bottle  had  been  closed,  showed  the  same  organic  forms  as  th 
deposit.     On  uncorking  the  bottle,  the  contents  had  the  odor  oi 
weak  wine  vinegar,  with  a  strongly  acid  taste,  which  at  first  wai 
simply  acid,  but  gradually  changed  to  a  perceptibly  bitter  flavor, 
Chemical  analysis  gave  the  following  results.

The  loss  of  volume  and  the  changes  of  composition  in  B  a_ 
peared  to  have  been  caused  by  the  bacteria  which  found  thei: 
way  in  through  the  fissure  in  the  cork.  So  far  as  could  be 
judged  by  comparison  of  the  analytical  results,  a  considerable 
amount  of  alcohol  must  have  been  converted  into  acetic  acid, 
and  much  fixed  acid  broken  up.  It  appears  very  pi-obable  that 
a  large  part  of  the  tartaric  acid  was  converted  into  acetate  of 
potash,  which  remained  in  solution,  and  would  account  for  the 
higher  sp.  gr.  and  large  percentage  of  ash  in  B.  From  the  above 
data  Dr.  Bersch  arrives  at  the  following  conclusions:  1.  That 
the  changes  in  the  wine  were  due  to  bacteria,  introduced  through 
the  defective  cork,  and  went  on  as  long  as  they  increased.  2. 
That  a  limit  was  put  to  them  by  death  of  these  organisms  and 
their  incrustation  with  the  coloring  matter  of  the  wine.  3.  That 
the  changes  consisted  chiefly  of  the  conversion  of  the  alcohol  in- 
to acid  and  the  decomposition  of  part  of  the  non-volatile  organic 
acids.  4.  That  the  result  of  these  changes  was  that  the  whole 
of  the  coloring  matter  separated  from  the  wine  in  combination 
with  the  converted  extractive  substances. —  Wine  Trade  Review.

NO    CLAMOni/NG    ABOUT    IT. 

Why  do  California  wine  growers  and  brandy  distillers  clamor  so  vehe- 
mently for  protection?  They  do  not  seem  to  need  it.  We  find  in  all  the 
trade  papers  the  announcement  that  the  German  bark  J.  C.  Pfluger  had 
sailed  from  San  Francisco  for  Germany  with  160,000  gallons  California 
brandy  and  200  barrels  of  California  wine.  If  these  products  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia vineyards  can  compete  with  German  wines  and  spirits  abroad, 
where  they  have  the  high  German  duty  against  them,  why  can  they  not 
compete  against  German  wines  in  this  country? — Southwest. 

There  is  no  "  clamoring"  about  it.  Wine  and  brandy  are 
legitimate  subjects  for  a  tariff  tax.  What  the  California  growers 
do  fear  is  not  competition  in  honest  wines,  but  the  importation 
of  foreign  artificial  wines,  such  as  "  Hamburg  slierry,"  brought 
here  for  the  alcohol  they  contain,  and  which  will  be  largely  im- 
ported if  an  ad  valorem  tariff  is  imposed.  We  may  add  that  the 
Internal  Revenue  Department  does  not  relish  such  importations 
any  more  than  we  do  ;  not  from  the  same  motives  as  ours,  per- 
haps, but  merely  to  protect  the  revenue.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, held  on  the  19th  ult.,  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the 
duties  on  viticultural  products  in  the  bills  now  pending  at  Wash- 
ington. 

By  special  invitation  Charles  A.  Wetmore  addressed  the 
Chamber  on  the  points  involved,  and  he  had  an  audience  of 
attentive  listeners. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  shortly  after  2  o'clock  by 
Gen.  W.  H.  Dimond,  president  of  the  Chamber.  Among  those 
who  were  present  were  J.  J.  McKinnon,  C.  A.  Wetmore,  Hugh 
Craig,  C.  J.  Wetmore,  C.  Carpy,  J.  F.  Chapman,  J.  N.  Knowles, 
Charles  Nelson,  Harvey  Mills,  Captain  Harriman,  C.  L.  Taylor, 
W.  L.  Merry,  R.  G.  Sneath,  J.  J.  Jacoby,  Asa  R.  Wells,  Isaac 
De  Turk,  Henry  Epstein,  E.  B.  Pond,  M.  A.  Newhall,  W.  T.  Y. 
Schenck,  M.  W.  Bates  and  John  Dolbeer. 

Hugh  Craig  offered  the  following  report  and  resolutions, 
supplementing  them  with  an  argument : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Commerce  and 
Revenue  Laws. 

To  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce: 

Gentlemen:  The  printed  pamphlet  containing  "Notes  relating  to 
existing  laws  and  proposed  changes,"  with  reference  to  "  products  of  Viti- 
culture affected  by  the  tariff  and  internal  revenue  laws,"  presented  and 
indorsed  by  United  States  Senators  Stephen  M.  White  and  George  C.  Per- 
kins for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Senate,  a  copy  of  which  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  by  Senator  Perkins, 
with  a  request  for  consideration,  has  been  examined  by  your  committee  on 
Foreign  Commerce  and  Revenue  Laws. 

The  suWect  matters  touch  upon  many  important  points  of  interest 
specially  affecting  commerce  in  viticultural  products,  not  only  of  State, 
but  also  of  National  importance ;  but  we  find  also  recommendations  of  a 
strictly  National  character,  which,  while  affecting  in  certain  respects  the 
local  interests  of  California,  are  vitally  concerned  with  the  prosperity  of 
the  export  trade  in  manufactured  goods  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

Two  prominent  features  of  these  "  Notes  "  are  characteristic  of  the 
general  public  demand  lor  a  peaceful  settlement  of  tariff  and  internal  rev- 
enue disputes  on  a  basis  equally  fair  both  to  native  producers  and  import- 
ers, eliminating  political  partisanship  and  recognizing  the  principle  of 
"  live  and  let  live."  These  notes  are  jointly  signed,  presented  and  indorsed 
by  both  the  California  Senators,  who  are  of  opposite  political  parties,  and 
the  leading  demands  of  both  the  importers  and  native  producers  of  wines 
are  made  m  a  friendly  manner. 

The  letter  of  Senator  Perkins  to  Gen.  W.  H.  Dimond,  president  of  this 
Chamber,  transmitting  a  copy  of  this  pamphlet,  suggests  the  desirability 
of  consideration  and  action,  and  calls  for  such  recommendations  as  our 
commercial  interests  may  cause  us  to  offer. 

AVe  aiiprove  generally  the  recommendations  and  demands  of  the  Cali- 
fornia delegation  set  forth  in  this  document,  and  particularly  offer  the 
following  suggestions : 

Ist.  Continuance  and  further  development  of  the  idea  of  harmonious 
adjustment  of  all  differences  between  native  producers  and  importers,  with 
fair  recognition  of  the  necessities  and  difficulties  under  which  native  pro- 
duction labors,  to  the  end  that  legitimate  production  and  commerce  may 
cease  to  be  a  football  for  political  contention. 

2d.  Special  rules  should  govern  the  consideration  of  the  tariff  with 
reference  to  the  productions  of  the  orchard  and  vineyard,  which  are  liable 
to  great  fluctuations  caused  by  changing  conditions  of  nature  not  within 
the  power  of  the  grower  to  foresee  or  control.  The  stability  and  prosperity 
of  the  people  depend  largely  upon  popularity  of  agricultural  pursits  based 
upon  small,  secure  and  profitable  holdings,  characterized  by  a  happy  per- 
manent home  spirit.  A  speculative  and  plantation  spirit  in  farm  life  rots 
national  enterprise  at  its  core.  Insecurity  in  investments  made  for  home 
purposes  develops  a  dangerous  restlessness.  The  products  of  orchards  and 
vvinevards  require,  in  the  aggregate,  vast  investments  and  year  of  toil  be- 
fore the  incomes  of  homes  are  established.  The  investments  made  are 
generally  subject  to  unusual  risks,  and  the  volumes  of  products  are  not 
controlled  by  any  known  commercial  Jaws.  The  products  themselves  are 
of  a  more  of  less  perishable  nature,  and  are  therefore  disastrously  affected 
by  occasional  fluctuations  of  prices  caused  by  unexpected  large  crops  in 
foreign  countries,  which  may  be  forced  upon  our  markets  for  less  than  cost 
of  production.  The  country  cannot  profit  through  the  losses  of  producers. 
Lifetime  investments,  representing  large  aggregate  capital,  may  be  de- 
stroyed while  only  a  temporary  advantage  is  gained  from  the  importation, 
at  less  than  cost,  of  some  unusual  surplus  of  other  countries.  The  princi- 
ple of  protection  against  ruinous  competition  with  profitless  industrial 
surplusage  in  years  of  great  fluctuations  of  crops  is  more  necessary  for  the 
orchard  and  vineyard  than  for  industries  which  are  less  subject  to  disturb- 
ances from  natural  causes. 

M.  That  the  tariff  rates  on  wines,  raisins,  dried  and  preserved  fruits, 
and  fresh  fruits  should  be  specific,  and  not  ad  valorem. 

4th.  We  approve  the  action  of  the  California  delegation  in  asking  for 
the  same  rate  of  duty  on  currants  as  on  raisins,  and  believe  that  the  reve- 
nue interests  of  the  country  require  that  all  such  products  should  be 
classed  among  those  paying  the  highest  rates  of  taxation. 

5th.  The  specific  rates  for  wines,  as  reported  by  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  representatives 
of  both  the  domestic  and  foreign  interests,  will  substantially  .satisfy  all 
interests  and  prevent  fraud  in  the  collection  of  revenue. 

(>th.  The  facilities  granted  in  foreign  countries  for  the  exportation  of 
beverages  in  all  kinds  and  sizes  of  packages  required  by  the  trade,  without 
payment  of  internal  revenue  taxes,  should  be  equally  provided  in  our 


country  for'ourjdistillersjand'merchants. ;  Brandy[distillers' should  be  per- 
mitted to  export]  theiriproducts  in  bottle,  orjin  any  kind  of  package  de- 
sired, with  evidences  of.;tneir  purity,  without  tax. 

7th.  The  proposed  new  tariff  will  largely  benefit  foreign  industry,  but 
it  is  a  serious  question  whether  jthis  advantage  should  be  offered  to  those 
countries  which  discriminate  against[our  products  in  favor  of  our  competi- 
tors. We  earnestly  favor  the  amendment  suggested  by  the  California  Sen- 
tors,  which  is  to  exclude  from  the  benefits  of  tlie  new  tarift'  those  countries 
which  do  not  place  us  on  the  basis  of  the  most  favored  nation. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  resolutions  expressive  of  these  opinions 
be  passed  by  this  Chamber  and  forwarded  to  the  California  delegation  in 
Congress.  Hugh  Craig,  Chairman  Committee.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  had  under  con 
sideration  the  recommendations  of  the  United  States  Senators  Stephen  M. 
White  and  George  C.  Perkins,  as  embodied  in  a  printed  pamphlet  relating 
to  proposed  changes  in  existing  tarift'  and  internal  revenue  laws  affecting 
viticultural  products  of  the  United  States;  and, 

Whereas,  The  action  of  this  Chamber  has  been  requested  by  Senator 
Perkins  concerning  these  matters;  and, 

Whereas,  The  subjects  have  been  fully  reported  upon  by  the  commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Commerce  and  Revenue  laws; 

Resolved,  That  the  Pan  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  does  gene- 
rally approve  the  positions  taken  by  the  California  Senators  with  respect  to 
the  different  matters  set  forth  in  the  pamphlet  jointly  signed  by  them,  and 
that  we  specially  approve  the  substitution  of  specific  for  ad  valorem  duties  on 
still  wines ;  the  tax  on  alcohol  on  all  imported  compounds,  such  as  preserved 
fruits,  etc.,  and  the  extending  of  the  bonding  period  for  distilled  spirits. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  suggestion  as  to  a  contemplated  amend- 
ment to  the  new  tariff'  bill  to  limit  the  benefits  of  the  lower  duties  to 
those  countries  which  place  the  products  of  the  United  States  on  the  basis 
of  the  most  favored  nation,  and  we  urge  the  California  Senators  to  secure, 
if  possible,  the  adoption  of  such  a  measure. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  (Chamber  that  specific  rates  of 
duty  should  be  levied  on  preserved  and  dried  fruits,  raisins,  nuts,  and  other 
similar  products  of  orchards  and  vineyards  which  are  subject  to  unusual 
fluctuations  from  natural  causes,  and  that  all  currants  should  be  classified 
with  raisins. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by  telegraph 
to  Senators  White  and  Perkins,  and  to  the  California  delegation  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  that  copies  of  the  committee's  report  be 
forwarded  by  mail. 

General  Dimond  announced  that  Congressman  Francis  G. 
Newlands,  who  was  expected  to  be  present  and  speak,  had  been 
called  east  by  a  telegram,  and  he  then  introduced  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Wetmore. 

Mr.  Wetmore,  said  in  substance  :  "I  will  not  take  up  your 
time  by  any  extended  remarks,  as  the  matter  in  hand  has  already 
been  well  covered  by  the  report  of  the  committee  presented  by 
Mr.  Craig,  and  the  resolutions.  I  wish,  however,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  certain  points.  We  are  confronted  by  an  ad  valorem  tariff  on 
such  products  as  raisins,  dried  grapes  and  fruits  of  all  kinds 
You  have  before  you  a  document  signed  by  both  of  the  Senators 
of  this  State,  who  are  of  opposite  political  faith,  which  shows 
that  we  have  a  united  front  in  our  behalf  in  the  National  Capitol 

"As  far  as  wines  are  concerned,  we  have  a  specific  tariff  in 
the  new  bill.  This  was  reached  by  compromise  between  the 
importers,  the  Treasury  Department  and  ourselves.  The  Treas- 
ury Department,  to  protect  its  own  i-evenues,  saw  that  if  an  ad 
valorem  system  on  wines  was  adopted,  artificial  wines  would  be 
imported  for  the  sake  of  the  alcohol  they  contained,  and  the  in- 
ternal revenue  would  be  jeopardized. 

"As  to  raisins,  fruits  and  nuts,  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  reported  an  ad  valorem  tariff.  This  is  to  be  deplored. 
Between  such  products  as  these,  the  values  of  which  fluctuate 
widely  in  different  years,  and  manufactured  products,  which  do 
not  depend  on  nature  for  the  annual  production,  a  distinction 
should  be  drawn.  A  man  who  invests  his  all  in  an  orchard  or 
vineyard  should  have  definite  figures  on  which  to  calculate  — 
something  he  can  never  have  if  the  ad  valorem  system  is  adopted. 
Such  producers  cannot  regulate  production. 

"As  concerns  internal  revenue  laws,  there  are  few  in  Con- 
gress who  seem  to  comprehend  the  situation.  The  Senate 
Finance  Committee  has  placed  a  tax  of  $1.10  per  proof  gallon  on 
distilled  spirits,  and  extended  the  bonded  period  to  eight  years. 
This  is  but  fair.  But  there  are  concessions  which  we  should 
have.  To  enable  us  to  compete  with  Cananda  in  our  own 
country,  and  France  in  other  countries,  we  should  have  the  right 
to  bottle  brandies,  whiskies  and  other  distilled   spirits  in  bond. 

"And  in  conclusion,  we  should  discriminate  in  our  new  tariff 
on  all  commodities,  against  all  countries — such  as  France — that 
discriminate  against  us.  We  have  been  shut  out  of  French 
markets  by  their  double  tariff  system  on  many  occasions. 

"I  don't  think  there  is  much  further  to  say,  except  that  I 
would  like  to  add  a  word  about  our  young  and  active  delegation 
in  Washington.  Our  representatives  are  working  in  harmony, 
and  with  but  little  partisanship,  and  they  are  entitled  to  a  vote 
of  thanks,"

The  Tillman  State  dispensary  law  of  South  Carolina  has 
been  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  that 
State.  The  decision  was  rendered  by  Chief  Justice  Mclver,  Jus- 
tice McGowan  assenting.  Justice  Pope  (the  Tillman  Justice) 
dissents.  The  decision  was  rendered  in  a  composite  case,  origin- 
ating in  Darlington  and  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  the 
State  authorities,  and  of  several  minor  cases,  likewise  appealed 
by  the  State.  The  ground  on  which  the  law  is  declared  uncon- 
stitutional is  that  it  creates  a  monopoly  for  the  State.  Justice 
Mclver's  decision  declares  the  law  unconstitutional  in  nearly 
every  respect,  and  especially  holds  that  it  cannot  be  upheld  on  | 
any  vital  point.  The  profit  to  the  State  feature  is  declared 
vicious. 

In  answer  to  a  rather  pressing  request  for  a  statement,  Gov- 
ernor Tillman  said  :  "  I  have  not  heard  the  decisiori'  an^don't 
know  its  scope  ^et.  I  tried  to  enforce  it  because  it  was  the  law. 
The  action  of  the  court  makes  it  incumbent  upon  me  to  take, 
such  steps  as  may,  in  my  judgment,  protect  the  State.  The ! 
matter  is  not  finished.  I  will  obej'  the  court,  for  the  present, 
and  appeal  to  the  supreme  tribunal — the  people." 

The  South  Carolina  Prohibitionists  will  have  a  State  con- 
vention on  June  7th,  at  Columbia,  and  will  work  for  a  straight  |) 
out-and-out  prohibitory  law.

provement. The  knife  is  still  being  used  on  prices,  with  no 
regard  to  actual  values,  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  There  is  natu- 
rally a  great  deal  of  discussion  amOng  the  trade  as  to  the  proper 
solution  of  the  grave  problem  of  restoring  prices.  There  are 
various  ideas  offered,  and  elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found 
the  suggestions  of  several  of  the  large  merchants.  They  will 
be  read  with  interest  by  both  the  trade  and  the  producer,  and 
will  doubtless  lead  to  a  more  general  discussion  of  the  various 
plans,  through  the  columns  of  The  Review.  We  believe  it  is 
high  time  that  a  complete  interchange  of  views  and  suggestions 
is  had,  to  the  end  that  some  adjustment  of  the  demoralized 
market  may  be  effected.  The  columns  of  The  Review  are  open 
^  such  a  discussion,  and  we  hope  that  those  that  have  some- 
ing  to  say  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

The   statistics   of  exports    during   April    show    that  in  the 
itter  of  volume  the   record  was  broken,  with  a  grand  total  of 
452  cases  and  1,442,015   gallons.     The   March    exports  were 
irer  twelve  hundred  thousand   gallons.     However,  a  portion  of 
iese  unusucllj^  large  shipments  represents  stocks  going  forward 
for  eastern  storage,  to  avoid  the  payment  of  promised  higher 
eight  rates. 


As  to  crop  conditions  there  is  nothing  new  to  report  except 
that  a  portion  of  Napa  Valley  and  vineyards  around  Sonoma 
have  suffered  quite  severely  by  frost.  Santa  Clara  and  the  other 
wine  districts  have  thus  far  escaped. 

Recent  advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows  :  •'  The  Cali- 
fornia wine  market  in  this  section  still  continues  in  a  listless  and 
unsatisfactory  condition.  Red  wines  are  freely  offered,  and 
there  is  a  weakening  in  prices.  Good  white  wines  are  firinly 
held,  with  some  demand  for  them.  There  is  little  or  no  move- 
ment in  sweet  wines,  but  prices  are  maintained.  The  brandy 
market  remains  steady,  with  few  goods  moving."

/California  brandy— The  market  holds  fairly  firm,  but 
^^  the  demand  is  light  and  promises  to  continue  so  for  the 
present.  Imports  to  Eastern  points  during  April  were  quite 
heavy,  but  the  excessive  volume  indicates  transfers  to  Eastern 
bonded  warehouses,,  for  storage.  The  distillers  and  distributors 
are  badly  handicapped  by  the  proposed  tariff  changes  and  can- 
not be  expected  to  do  much  business  till  buyers  know  what  they 
are  about.

*T  ^f^HISKIES — The  market  is  without  any  special  feature, 
^^/  transactions  still  being  limited  to  actual  requirements. 
While  collections  are  slow  generally  throughout  the  Coast  there 
are  some  sections  in  which  they  are  loosening  up,  and  jobbers 
are  in  this  respect  feeling  a  little  better.  Imports  during  the 
fortnight  were  of  moderate  volume,  aggregating  520  cases,  526 
barrels,  7  half-barrels  and  65  kegs;  spirits,  690  barrels. 

/MPORTATIONS.— There  is  absolutely  nothing  new  to  report 
in  this  line.  The  importers  ai-e  jogging  along  at  about  the 
same  slow  pace  as  the  whisky  men,  and  waiting  for  Congress  to 
do  something  to  raise  the  blockade  of  business.  There  is  no 
question  that  this  branch  of  trade  would  be  greatly  improved 
by  the  passage  of  the  Wilson  measure  in  its  present  shape,  and 
that  is  why  the  importers  are  using  strong  language  toward  the 
law  makers  for  their  dela}'. 

Importations  during  the  half  month  were  of  small  volume 


Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
shipments  of  Port  for  April  amount  to  8,334  pipes  (Great  Britain, 
2399  pipes),  making  29,780  pipes  for  four  months,  against  37,136 
pipes  in  1893.  The  Sherry  shipments  were  5,073  butts,  making 
17,816  butts  for  four  months,  as  compared  with  18,842  butts  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.

WHg    AKE   THEg    BA-RKED? 

A  dispatch  published  in  the  daily  press  states  that  Post- 
master-General Bissell  had  decided  that  saloon-keepers  and  bar- 
tenders should  not  be  appointed  as  postmasters.  He  even  went 
further  than  this,  and  declared  that  where  there  were  several 
candidates,  the  drinking  habits  of  any  of  them  would  be  taken 
into  account  in  making  the  appointments.  On  these  points  he 
is  reported  to  have  said  : 

"  It  is  not  a  temperance  question,  nor  a  moral  question.  It 
is  a  business  question  particularly,  and  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment is  a  business  institution.  From  my  observation  and  ex- 
perience I  am  convinced  that  any  man  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  the  liquor  business  is,  in  a  measure,  unfitted  by  his 
occupation,  and  that  his  interest  in  that  business  necessarily  in- 
terferes with  a  full  discharge  of  official  duties  in  any  branch  of 
the  postal  service." 

Seems  that  Mr.  Bissell  is  taking  a  great  deal  upon  himself.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Revieiv — I  write  to  inform  you 
that  as  soon  as  my  apparatus  (now  iu  transit  from  San  Francisco) 
arrives,  I  shall  fit  up  a  laboratory  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
New  York  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  to  the  capitalists  of 
New  York  what  my  process  will  do  in  the  maturing  of  liquors, 
and  also  for  further  work  upon  wines.  By  the  way — I  have  had 
samples  of  my  work  on  exhibition  in  New  York  for  some  time, 
and  they  have  met  with  the  unqualified  approval  of  all  whose 
opinion  is  worth  anything,  but  the  work  so  astonishes  them  that 
nothing  short  of  ocular  demonstration  will  convince  them  that 
these  samples  were  produced  by  anything  short  of  the  lapse  of 
years.  When  I  have  settled  this  thing  to  their  satisfaction — 
which  I  will  shortly  do— there  will  be  plenty  of  money  to  form 
the  syndicate  to  operate  it. 

But  what  I  have  written  relates  only  to  distilled  liquors,  and 
while  I  have  this  laboratory  in  operation,  I  propose  to  push  my 
experiments  in  wines  to  a  conclusion.  I  know  that  I  can  take 
your  thick,  turbid  Ports  and  in  a  short  time  render  them  clear 
and  perfected  so  that  they  will  throw  down  no  further  sediment, 
and  that,  too  only  after  all  that  is  valuable  in  the  fruity  sub- 
stances in  suspension  in  the  wine  has  been  fully  exhausted.  In 
other  words,  the  wine  is  matured  and  the  value  enhanced 
fourfold.  This,  I  venture  to  assert,  will  hold  good  of  all  the 
sweet  wines. 

But  then  comes  the  question  of  the  clarets,  which  I  am  in- 
formed form  a  large  percentage  of  your  wine  product.  I  know 
that  I  can  mature  this  wine,  but  I  wish  to  go  a  step  further :  I 
believe  that  I  can,  without  drugging  in  any  sense,  treat  clarets  so 
that  they  may  be  kept  in  wood,  and  drawn  from  the  wood,  with- 
out even  a  suspicion  of  souring.  This  means  great  things  for 
California  if  it  can  be  accomplished,  and  I  firmly  believe  that 
I  can  reach  that  result.  I  shall  greatly  enlarge  and  extend  my 
demonstrating  laboratory  here,  so  that  I  shall  have  every  facility 
for  carrying  on  every  line  of  the  work  before  me  without  diffi- 
culty. Of  course  in  making  my  further  experiments  with  wines 
I  want  only  those  of  the  last  crop,  and  of  undoubted  purity  and 
excellence. 

Now,  what  I  want  to  know  is  this:  Can  you  cause  to  be 
shipped  to  me  samples  of  the  goods  named  above?  I  will  agree 
to  treat  them  free  of  charge,  and  will  return  to  the  shippers  one 
half  of  the  quantity  sent  to  me,  informing  them  of  the  time 
occupied  in  the  treatment,  etc.,  and  reserving  one  half  of  the 
same  as  samples  for  myself.  I  could  buy  samples  of  the  goods 
in  New  York,  but  I  should  not  know  what  I  was  working  on, 
nor  would  it  satisfy  persons  like  the  goods  from  "  home." 

I  shall  try  to  reserve  this  for  the  Pacific  Coast,  if  I  see  any 
interest  there.  Kemember,  I  am  not  drumming,  as  at  present  I 
have  nothing  on  sale,  but  if  I  see  any  interest  on  the  Coast  I 
will  try  and  reserve  that  for  a  future  deal.  I  wish  I  could  have 
remained  longer  in  California,  but  my  health  so  utterly  failed 
me  that  I  had  barely  strength  left  to  go  home. 

I  shall  put  up  mj'  laboratory  on  the  Jersey  side  of  the  Hud- 
son, within  twenty  minutes  of  down-town  New  York,  as  rents 
in  New  York  are  enormous  for  the  room  I  require. 

Eegarding  samples,  I  can  treat  anywhere  from  two  gallons 
to  a  barrel,  and  from  that  to  eight  barrels  at  a  time  with  my  little 
apparatus.  But  remember  that  the  half  I  return  is  worth  more 
than  three  times  the  whole  that  is  sent  me.

Chicago,  May  13,  1894. 

There  is  but  little  of  note  to  report  at  the  end  of  this  fort- 
night, either  in  the  wine  or  whisky  business.  If  there  has  been 
any  change  at  all,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  has  been  for  the  better, 
and  without  doubt  matters  will  brighten  up  more  or  less  from 
this  time  on.  There  is  one  good  feature  about  the  trade  at  this 
time;  that  is,  that  coUeclions  are  fairly  good.  Some  firms  are 
reporting  them  more  free  than  ever  they  have  known  them  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  That  means  that  money  is  plentiful  with 
those  who  have  the  collateral,  and  also  that  business  is  picking  up. 

As  for  the  wine  trade,  I  am  sure  that  it  is  steadier  than  it 
was  a  month  or  two  ago.  It  seems  that  the  bed-rock  has  been 
reached  in  the  matter  of  prices,  and  either  the  scare  is  over  or 
the  demoralizers  have  left  town  for  a  while.  It  would  be  a 
grand  good  thing  if  they  would  stay  away  forever  and  a  day. 
Things  were  moving  along  swimmingly  with  the  trade  till  they 
struck  the  town  about  the  middle  of  last  December,  and  from 
that  time  on  there  has  been  trouble  for  everybody. 

Shipments  of  wine  are  coming  in  quite  freely,  and  I  find 
upon  investigation  that  most  of  it  has  been  placed  before  it  ar- 
rives. Considerable  wine  comes  into  the  depots  here  and  is 
reshipped  to  widely  separated  customers  without  being  taken 
from  the  depot  at  all. 

The  whisky  trade  is  still  quiet,  and  must  of  necessity  re- 
main so  till  the  fate  of  the  tariff  bill  is  determined.  In  the 
mean  time  the  trade  is  supplying  the  demand  on  the  hand-to- 
mouth  system. 

Last  summer,  when  the  season  of  business  depression  set  in, 
it  was  estimated  that  fully  a  thousand  saloons  would  close  up 
shop  on  the  expiration  of  their  licenses,  but  it  would  seem  that 
only  about  half  that  number  have  been  forced  to  the  wall  from 
hard  times  or  other  reasons.  During  the  height  of  the  "World's 
Fair  run  there  were  7,200  licenses  in  vogue,  and  now  there  are 
6,700.  On  the  face  of  it,  it  would  look  as  though  the  wine  and 
whisky  trade  ought  to  be  very  good  where  there  were  as  many 
saloons  as  that,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  Chicago  is  a 
beer-drinking  community  very  largely. 

The  election  returns  are  all  in  now,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
study  the  way  the  people  vote  on  the  liquor  question.  At  Bush- 
nell.  111.,  for  instance,  the  women  were  allowed  to  vote  on  the 
matter  of  licensing  saloons,  and  the  proposition  was  lost  by  139 
votes.  If  the  women  had  not  voted  the  majority  for  license 
would  have  been  eight.  Carlinville  went  dry  last  year  by  200 
majority  and  wet  this  year  by  432.  That  has  always  been  a 
good  saloon  town,  and  it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  it  would 
remain  dry.  It  was  stated  that  the  saloon  men  themselves 
would  see  to  it  that  the  town  went  dry  at  the  election,  as  they 
did  just  as  much  business  as  ever,  and  at  no  expense  for  license. 

The  Globe  Distilling  Company,  at  Pekin,  Illinois,  has  the 
enviable  record  of  having  made  the  largest  annual  output  of  any 
distillery  in  the  world.  During  the  past  year  it  produced  and 
disposed  of  62,000  packages,  the  most  of  which  were  high-proof 
goods. 

The  Eyre  Distilling  Company  atRockford,  Illinois,  has  been 
incorporated  with  a  capital  stock  of  $15,000.  Incorporators  are 
Wm.  Eyre,  Frank  Olander  and  Fred.  Johnson. 

The  Old  Purity  Distilling  Con\pany,  of  Chicago,  has  been 
incorporated  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000.  The  incorpora- 
tors are  Chas.  J.  Crawford,  Geo.  W.  Bale  and  Clay  M.  C.  Peters. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Mauk,  the  energetic  representative  of  that  pop- 
ular eastern  pure  rye,  "Overholt,"  called  on  the  Chicago  trade 
during  the  fortnight  and  met  as  usual  with  a  warm  welcome,  as 
both  he  and  his  brand  are  held  in  the  highest  esteem.  We  were 
glad  to  learn  from  Mr.  Mauk  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Elliott,  of  the  Over- 
holt  staff,  who  is  now  at  Santa  Barbara,  Cal.,  for  his  health,  is 
progressing  toward  convalescence. —  Criterion, 


Mr.  A.  E.  Clarkson,  of  the  Anderson -Nelson  Distilleries  Co., 
on  his  way  from  his  customary  Missouri  River  trip,  visited  Chi- 
cago. Despite  the  abnormal  state  of  affairs,  he  managed  to  sell 
some  goods  in  almost  every  city  he  visited.  He  can  always  de- 
pend upon  his  old  friends  for  the  uniform  share  of  the  patronage 
they  have  accorded  him  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  No 
matter  what  havoc  private  brands  may  work,  "Anderson," 
"Nelson,"  "Buchanan,"  and  "U.  S.  Club"  will  always  remain  at 
the  top. —  Criterion. 

The  output  of  spirits  in  the  Chicago  district  has  been  re- 
duced lately  to  the  lowest  point  it  has  reached  in  the  history  of 
the  Trust.  The  Shufeldt  and  the  Riverdale  distilleries  are  the 
only  ones  now  running.  At  the  former,  the  output  has  been  re- 
duced from  2700  bushels  to  1700  a  day,  while  at  the  latter, 
which  has  a  capacity  of  9000  a  day,  the  output  is  now  800.  In 
consequence  of  the  decrease,  Internal  Revenue  Collector  Miso 
has  given  five  of  his  gauger^j  a  vacation. 

There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  changes  of  business 
location  among  the  trade  during  the  past  week.  David  Wise 
&  Co.,  have  moved  to  296  Fifth  avenue  ;  Patrick  &  Christopher 
to  258  Madison  street,  and  L.  Sonneschein  to  127  Market  St. 

The  time  has  come  in  the  course  of  human  events  for  me  to 
perform  a  most  disagreeable  duty.  I  have  to  say  gQod  bye  to 
the  publishers  and  readers  of  the  Review.  It  is  now  more  tlian 
three  years  since  I  wrote  my  first  letter  for  the  Review,  and  dur- 
ing that  time  I  have  never  missed  a  single  issue.  I  have  always 
taken  great  interest  in  the  work,  for  I  number  a  large  percent- 
age of  its  readers  among  my  personal  friends  and  acquaintances. 
My  relations  with  both  publishers  and  readers  have  been  the 
most  pleasant  possible,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of  deepest  regret 
that  I  have  to  cease  my  fortnightly  task.  And  I  only  do  so  on 
account  of  the  new  business  relations  into  which  I  have  just 
entered.  It  would  not  be  in  keeping  with  good  taste,  to  say  the 
least,  for  me  to  continue  the  correspondence  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

In  retiring  from  the  position  of  correspondent  I  want  most 
cordially  to  thank  the  publishers  for  all  courtesies  shown,  and 
to  hope  that,  some  one  may  be  secured  who  will  fill  the  place 
even  more  acceptably  than  I  have  done.  To  my  readers  I 
would  say,  "  Fare  thee  well,  perhaps  forever,  and  if  forever,  fare 

thee  well."

M.  Wood  Co.,  Publishers  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Re- 
view, 403  Front  street,  City — Dear  Sirs  :  Your  circular  of  April 
25th  addressed  to  our  firm  at  Glen  Ellon  has  been  duly  received; 
lu  reply  to  question  1  we  wish  to  state  that  not  having  had  oc- 
casion to  visit  any  vineyards  in  our  section,  we  cannot  report 
fully  as  to  the  progress  made  in  plowing;  as  far  as  our  own  vine- 
yard is  concerned,  plowing  liaving  been  begun  early,  is  about 
completed.  In  reply  to  your  second  question,  which  reads,  "  If 
we  iiave  no  more  rain,  how  much  will  the  crop  be  reduced  from 
last  year?"  we  wish  to  state  that  sufficient  rain  has  fallen  at 
Glen  Ellen  during  the  winter  to  insure  a  fair  crop.  Last  year's 
crop,  of  course,  was  an  exceedingly  heavy  one,  consequently 
prospects  are  for  an  ordinary  good  crop. 

In  reply  to  your  third  question  will  state  that  the  stock  of 
wine  in  the  neighborhood  of  Glen  Ellen,  to  our  knowledge  is 
about  the  same  as  it  was  this  time  last  year,  if  not  somewhat 
more. 

The  purport  of  your  circular  evidently  is  to  ascertain  the 
prospects  for  the  coming  vintage,  and  especially  to  ascertain  how 
the  dry  spell  has  affected  the  cultivation  of  the  vineyards  as  well 
as  the  coming  crop.  At  the  same  time  you  desire  no  doubt  to 
invite  opinions  as  to  the  prospects  of  the  coming  crop.  Accord- 
ing to  our  belief,  notwithstanding  the  climatic  conditions  of  last 
winter  and  spring,  prospects  are  for  a  fair  grape  crop,  that  is, 
not  an  exceedingly  heavy  crop,  but  a  fair  good  average  crop. 
Should  late  frostj  occur,  the  damage  no  doubt  will  be  heavier  in 
some  districts  than  others,  and  we  hardly  think  that  any  frosts 
will  occur  after  this  date  which  will  reduce  the  coming  crop  by 
1,000,000  gallons. 

Considering  the  state  of  affairs  at  present,  if  arrangements 
could  be  made  whereby  say  4,000,000  or  5,000,000  gallons  of 
wine  now  on  hand  were  taken  out  of  the  market  and  destroyed, 
but  not  distilled  into  brandy,  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  matters 
would  improve  in  a  comparatively  short  time.  Should  we  have 
more  than  one-half  crop  of  grapes  at  this  coming  vintage,  the 
prospects  are  that  the  low  wine  prices  will  continue  for  some 
time  to  come  The  growers  have  the  matter  in  hand  to  regulate 
the  market,  either  by  having  permanently  withdrawn  from  the 
present  supply  in  the  country,  say  5,000,000  gallons  of  wine,  or 
by  arranging  matters  in  such  a  way  that  but  one-half  of  the 
growing  grape  crop  is  gathered. 

If  a  step  of  this  kind  is  taken,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
vineyards  will  increase  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  in  value  within 
the  next  twelve  months,  and  wines  now  on  hand  will  also  in- 
crease from  fifty  per  cent,  to  one  hundred  per  cent,  in  value. 

Should  you  so  desire,  you  are  at  libei  ty  to  publish  this  let- 
ter. Should  you  do  so,  it  might  be  well  if  you  request  the  grow- 
ers and  all  others  interested  in  the  wine  industry  to  express 
their  views.  The  banks  in  the  interior  of  the  State,  in  the  grape 
growing  districts,  being  also  quite  heavily  interested,  may  be  of 
assistance  in  restricting  the  production  of  wine  this  fall. 

As  far  as  the  wine  merchants  of  this  city  are  concerned,  un- 
1  less  we  are  mistaken,  they  all  would  be  pleased  to  see  wines  ad- 
vance in  price,  well  knowing  that  unices  a  change  soon  takes 
place  for  the  better,  the  wine  industry  will  suffer  severely,  and 
j  we  think  it  safe  to  state  that  the  merchants  will  be  willing  to  as- 
I  sist  in  any  feasible  movement  to  improve  the  situation.

Editor  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — Sir  :  Acknowledging  the  re- 
ceipt of  yours  of  the  3d  inst.,  requesting  me  to  contribute  an 
article  on  the  remedies  that  should  be  applied  to  bring  about  a 
better  condition  of  affairs,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  regret  very  much 
that  circumstances  will  not  permit  me  to  go  into  the  matter  with 
thoroughness  I  would  wish  to,  but  I  will  attempt  in  a  few 
rds  to  give  the  causes  of  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  and  to 
;est,  if  not  a  panacea,  at  leasf^a  temporary  remedy. 
I  said  I  would  attempt  to  give  the  causes  of  the  present  de- 
ission.  I  find,  however,  that  there  are  no  plurality  of  causes, 
t  that  the  only  cause  is  over  production.  This  sounds  famil- 
,  and  to  the  ears  of  some  may  seem  to  beg  the  question,  for 
iW,  they  will  say,  can  twenty  million  gallons  of  wine  be  too 
ch  for  over  sixty-five  million  people  to  consume,  while  France, 
ih  only  thirty-eight  million  people,  produces  and  pretty  near 
sumes  fifty  times  this  quantity  ?    The  answer  to  that  can  be 


with  the  French.  The  French  are  wine  drinkers,  whereas  we 
are  not. 

It  is,  of  course,  deplorable  that  a  beggarly  crop  like  ours 
should  be  more  than  we  are  able  to  consume,  but  such  is  the 
fact,  and  in  the  language  of  the  late  Wm.  M.  Tweed,  '•  what  are 
we  going  to  do  about  it?"  To  increase  the  consumption,  of 
course,  you  will  say  ;  but  such  increase  can  only  be  brought 
about  by  slow  processes,  and  long  before  a  material  increase  of 
consumption  can  take  place,  our  producers  and  dealers  will  be 
on  the  verge  of  starvation. 

Of  course,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  no  efforts  should  be 
made  to  increase  the  consumption,  but  to  do  so  will  not  help  us 
at  present,  nor  for  the  next  few  years  to  come.  What  then?  My 
temporary  remedy  is  to  make  no  sweet  wines  the  coming  vint- 
age. The  dry  wines  will  take  care  of  themselves.  There  is  a 
large  and  growing  demand  for  the  latter,  and  owing  to  the  very 
small  surplus  of  old  dry  wines  on  hand,  we  can  safely  look  for- 
ward to  better  prices  on  such  wines. 

With  sweet  wines  the  case  is  different.  The  demand  is  lim- 
ited, and  the  output  the  last  vintage  was  abnormal.  It  is,  there- 
fore, to  the  interei?t  of  the  sweet  wine  maker  not  to  make  any 
this  coming  vintage,  and  the  vintage  following  will  realize  good 
prices. 

I  would  also  advise  the  grower  not  to  pick  his  grapes,  as 
he  will  hardly  get  cost  for  them,  and  by  not  selling  them  to  the 
producer,  who  will  flood  the  market  with  cheap  sweet  wines,  he 
will  enhance  considerably  the  price  of  his  grapes  the  vintage 
after  the  next,  and  will,  like  the  producer,  more  than  make  up 
for  the  virtual  loss  of  his  grapes  this  year. 

This  is  a  drastic  measure,  our  friends  in  the  country  will 
say,  but  I  believe  it  is  the  only  practical  one  at  present,  and  the 
only  one  that  will  have  a  beneficial  effect. 

One  factor  that  I  almost  overlooked  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  affairs  is  the  keen  competition  among  dealers.  This, 
however,  is  the  result  of  the  large  crop,  and,  to  my  mind,  not 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  present  low  prices.  Competition  is 
always  fiercer  and  more  ruinous  when  there  is  an  abundance  of 
an  article  than  when  there  is  a  scarcity,  or  only  sufficient  to 
supply  demands.  Competition  among  the  merchants,  I  firmly 
believe,  will  regulate  itself —  in  fact,  must  regulate  itself,  with- 
out auy  extraneous  devices. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  bringing  in  a  personal  matter  here, 
but  I  desire  to  say  that  the  suggestion  made  above  is  not  based 
on  any  selfish  motives,  for  at  no  time  since  our  firm  has  been  in 
existence  has  our  stock  of  wines  been  smaller  than  at  present.  A 
failure  of  the  next  crop  of  dry  or  sweet  wines,  therefore,  can 
certainly  not  inure  to  our  benefit,  and  while  we  might  tempora- 
rily be  at  a  disadvantage  as  toward  others,  I  firmly  believe  we, 
as  well  as  all  others — producers  and  dealers — will  ultimately  be 
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greatly  benefitted  by  the  wiping  out   entirely  of  the  coming 
Bweet  wine  vintage. 

I  have  given  in  this  poor  way  my  judgment  of  the  present 
state  of  affairs,  and  what  I  think  will  help  us,  at  least  for  the 
next  few  years,  though  I  do  not  claim  that  there  will  be  any  per- 
manent good  achieved  by  trying  this  expedient.  To  give  per- 
manent relief  would  entail  the  tearing  up  of  fully  half  the  vines 
in  the  southern  sweet  wine  counties,  or  wherever  sweet  wines 
are  produced.  A  similar  procedure  in  the  drj'^  wine  counties, 
but  not  to  such  an  extent,  would  also  alter  things  for  the  better 
for  a  long  while  to  come—  at  least  until  consumption  would  ma- 
terially increase,  and  then  planting  could  be  begun  again  at  a 
moderate  rate. 

I  cannot  bring  this  letter  to  a  close  without  congratulating 
our  friends  that  the  provisions  of  the  Wilson  bill  affecting  our 
industry  have  been  so  altered  as  to  avert  what  would  have  been 
a  total  annihilation  of  the  industry,  and  in  this  connection  I 
think  great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Wetmore,  who  by  his 
able  exposition  of  the  evil  tendencies  of  the  original  provisions 
of  the  Wilson  bill  as  affecting  us,  succeeded  in  having  them 
changed.  Others,  perhaps,  could  have  done  equally  well,  but 
certainly  none  could  have  done  better. 

Great  credit  is  also  duo  to  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
who,  when  enlightened  by  Mr.  Wetmore  as  to  the  effects  of  the 
original  clauses  of  the  Wilson  bill,  fought  so  energetically  and 
successfully  for  us.     I  am,  very  truly.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Review — On  general  prin- 
ciples I  am  rarely  in  favor  of  newspaper  talk  or  ventilating 
business  matters  through  the  columns  of  the  press,  but  the 
present  condition  of  the  wine  industry  is  such  that  I  think, 
myself,  only  good  can  arise  by  an  interchange  of  opinion  and 
offering  suggestions,  and  therefore  yield  to  your  request. 

On  the  23d  of  last  month  I  was  interviewed  by  a  represent- 
ative of  the  Examiner,  and  there  expressed  my  views,  from  which 
you  may  quote  anything  you  consider  of  interest  or  to  the  point. 

Among  the  many  propositions  made  of  late  to  improve  the 
situation,  there  are  virtually  but  two,  according  to  my  view, 
which  can  at  all  be  considered  in  the  premises.  One  is  "to  de- 
crease the  stock  on  hand,"  and  it  is  suggested  to  let  a  few  millions 
of  gallons  of  wine  run  into  the  Bay,  into  Napa  or  some  other 
iireek,  in  order  to  lessen  the  quantity  on  hand  (but  they  do  not 
say  whose  wines.)  Others  advocate  that  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  vineyards  should  be  uprooted  (they  do  not  state  whose)  both 
depending  more  or  less,  also,  on  their  ally,  the  phylloxera,  and  even 
some  of  the  vineyardists  are  praying  for  this  ravage  to  proceed 
with  its  destruction  more  rapidly  (but  generally  in  their  neigh- 
bor's vineyard.)  These  plans,  besides  being  cruel,  to  say  the  least, 
are  hardly  feasible,  and,  whose  wine  or  whose  vineyard  is  to  be 
sacrificed  in  order  to  accomplish  anything  in  that  direction,  if 
indeed  it  would  bring  about  the  desired  end  ?  I  can  hardly  ad- 
mit that  there  is  any  great  overproduction,  and  certainly  not, 
that  this  is  the  cause  of  the  present  calamity.  If  the  same 
energy  and  zeal  were  exercised  in  the  direction  to  increase  the 
consumption,  and  which  can  be  done  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
improving  the  output — all  of  which  can  be  done  by  the  second 
proposition,  which  I  shall  come  to  immediately — I  think  it 
would  be  a  more  permanent,  as  well  as  more  speedy  solution  of 
the  problem. 

The  other  of  the  two  remedies,  and  which  I  consider 
about  the  only  feasible  one,  is  the  consolidation  and  concentra- 
tion of  intere.sts  and  working  together,  and  which,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  is  admitted  to  be  the  most  feasible  way  out  of  the  di- 
lemma. Of  course,  such  a  scheme  must  be  governed  by  broad 
views;  it  must  be  on  "give  and  take,  live  and  let  live"  principles. 
There  should  be  a  meeting  of  wine  dealers,  growers,  wine 
makers,  bankers  and  capitalists,  all  of  whom  are  interested 
in  the  industry  and  welfare  of  the  State,  and  no  doubt  by  a  good 
and  honest  interchange  of  opinions  a  proper  organization  and 
understanding  could  be  arrived  at.  In  fact  I  might  here  say  that 
such  has  already  been  almost  accomplished,  but  for  various  rea- 
sons fell  through  at  the  time. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  general  depression  of  business,  tariff 
legislation  and  other  matters  of  a  general  nature,  have  much  to 
do  with  the  present  depression  in  our  industry,  nor  do  I  believe 
it  can  be  traced  to  an  overproduction.  What  wo  want  is  to 
educate  the  American  people  to  drink  more  wine — one  of  the 
best  solutions  of  the  Temperance  question — and  which  can  in 
a  great  measure  be  done  by  sending  out  a  better  quality  of 
wines,   or  I  would  rather  say  lees  of  the  inferior  qualities  now 


shipped.  This  latter  too  could  be  controlled  better,  nay  only,  by 
concert  of  action.  I  think  the  remarks  in  an  editorial  of  the  Ex- 
aminer of  the  30th  of  April,  referring  to  the  stretching,  etc.,  etc., 
in  so-called  "  four-story  brick  vineyards,"  is  exaggerated  and  to 
a  great  extent  uncalled  for.  There  is  certainly  no  inducement 
in  that  direction  at  the  present  prices  of  wines,  nor  do  I  believe 
much  in  the  oft-repeated  assertion  that  our  wines  are  shipped  to 
Europe  and  brought  back  and  sold  under  foreign  labels.  This,  I 
believe,  is  done  to  a  great  extent  in  New  York  City  jjerhaps,  and 
certainly  hurts  the  reputation  of  our  wines,  as  the  good  grades 
are  sold  under  false  colors,  whereas  the  poorer  stuff  goes  as  Cali- 
fornia wine.  This  pernicious  action  can  only  be  stopped  by  proper 
legislation.  While  good  laws  may  be  framed  and  passed  in  that  di- 
rection, they  will  hardly  ever  be  carried  out  to  success  unless 
backed  and  seen  to  by  some  strong  organization  such  as  I  pro- 
pose. It  has  been  suggested  lately  that  something  in  the  manner 
of  a  pool  should  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  improving  thingp. 
This  or  anything  akin  I  consider  impracticable,  becauge  it  is  not 
strong  nor  permanent  enough.  It  has  been  repeatedly  tried,  and 
so-called  combinations  have  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  mair- 
taining  prices,  to  protect  both  the  merchant  and  the  grower,  bi  t 
hardly  ever  havelhey  lived  to  the  end  of  the  contract  or  spec- 
fied  time,  and  therefore  the  more  honest  competitors  object  to  ver- 
tures  in  that  direction  again,  as,  besides  the  direct  losses  to  them 
by  being  outwitted,  as  it  were,  the  situation  at  the  expiration  of 
the  term-  if,  indeed,  the  time  is  not  shortened  by  a  breaking  cf 
the   agreement — is  even  worse  than  at  the  outset. 

Public  opinion  would  not  be  against  a  centralization  or  a 
move  in  that  direction  in  our  industry,  as  of  course  it  is  in  such 
as  coal,  lumber,  flour,  etc.,  as  wines  are  not  considered  a  neces- 
sity of  life,  and  even  if  the  consumer  does  pay  a  trifle  more  for 
the  same  he  receives  an  article  by  far  more  increased  in  value 
than  any  possible  advance  in  cost  might  be  to  him. 

Besides  all  the  above,  there  is  a  legal  objection  to  the  other 
plan  proposed.  There  are  laws  already  enacted  aiming  against  the 
regulation  of  prices,  limiting  of  output,  etc.,  and  it  is  the  tendency 
to  even  make  them  more  stringent,  to  substantiate  which  I 
would  refer  you  to  a  bill  introduced  in  our  last  Legislature  enti- 
tled. ''An  Act  providing  for  the  prevention  of  pooh,  trmtii  and  compi- 
racies  to  control  prices,  and  as  to  evidence  and  proseetion  in  such  cu^ex. 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,"  and  from  which  I 
quote  only  one  section  out  of  eleven,  and  which  will  at  once 
show  you  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  act  in  this  direction, 
as,  while  the  law  that  I  refer  to  has  not  passed,  because  it  was 
introduced  at  too  late  a  day  of  the  session,  it  or  some  similar 
enactment  is  very  likely  to  pass  in  the  next,  and  thus  frustrate 
any  move  of  that  kind 

Section  1.  Any  coi-poration  organized  under  the  lawH  of  this  or  any 
otiier  State  or  country,  for  transacting  or  conducting  any  kind  of  business 
in  this  State,  or  any  partnership  or  individual  or  other  association  of  per- 
sons whatsoever,  who  shall  create,  enter  into,  become  a  member  of  or  a 
party  to  any  pool,  trust,  agreement,  combination,  federation  or  undertak- 
mg  with  any  other  corporation,  partnershij),  individual,  or  any  other  1*1- 
son  or  association  of  persons,  to  regulate  or  fix  the  price  of  any  article  of 
merchandise  or  commodity,  or  shall  enter  into  or  become  a  member  of  or 
a  party  to  any  pool,  agreement,  contract,  combination  or  confederation  to 
fix  or  limit  the  amount  or  quality  of  any  article,  commodity  or  merchan- 
dise to  be  manufactured,  mined,  produced  or  sold  in  this  State,  shall  be 
deemed  antl  adjudged  guilty  of  a  conspiracy  to  defraud,  and  be  subject  to 
penalties  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

I  can  well  compare  the  present  situation  of  wine  dealers, 
wine  makers  and  vineyardists  to  a  number  of  millstones  of  dif- 
ferent  sizes   grinding   against  one  another  (unintentional,    per-

haps,  in  some  cases),  the  continued  action  and  grinding  lessen- 
ing the  size  of  each  of  the  stones — the  smaller  ones,  of  course, 
having  to  give  way  and  disappearing — the  larger  ones,  though 
surviving,  also  greatly  reduced  in  size.  All  this  is  to  little  pur- 
poie,  and  uncalled  for,  as  even  our  E  istern  dealers  who  are 
handling  California  wines  are  very  much  disgusted  with  the  sit- 
uation and  clamoring  for  a  change — that  is,  a  restoration  to 
better  prices,  which  of  course  means  better  selling  as  well  as 
buying  figures.  In  many  markets,  such  as  for  instance,  the  New 
Orleans  market,  where  California  wines  are  handled  to  a  great 
extent  on  a  mere  commission,  it  will  be  readily  observed  that 
they  prefer  higher  prices,  as  their  commission  proportionally  in- 
creases, and  it  cannot  be  said  in  regard  to  wines,  like  other  com- 
modities, that  bacause  it  is  cheaper  the  consumption  increases — 
in  fact,  often  people  better  appreciate  an  article  of  that  kind  if  it 
is  higher  priced,  even  though  no  better  in  quality. 

The  price  for  California  clarets,  and  which  to  a  great  extent  is 
always  the  barometer  in  regard  to  California  wines,  has  been  below 
a  living  profit  to  the  merchant  as  well  as  the  producer,  for  some 
tune  but  not  until  recently  has  it  pulled  down  (and  naturally  so 
too)  other  values  with  it.  A  situation  like  the  one  we  are  in  will 
never  be  righted  by  itself  or  natural  causes,  not  even  tlie  so 
much  prayed  for  short  crop,  as  while  the  dealer  may  pay  five  or 
ten  cents  more  per  gallon,  he  will  be  forced  to  raise  the  price 
approximately  and  thus  gain  little  or  nothing,  anJ  it  must  also 
be  borue  in  mind  that  the  producar,  while  getting  a  little  more 
for  his  output,  will  not  be  materially  benefited  by  a  small  in- 
crease, as  the  expenses  are  proportionately  greater  in  raising  and 
and  harvesting  but  a  half  crop  or  thereabouts. 

As  already  stated,  matters  have  been  preltybadfor  some 
time,  and  long  before  the  present  general  business  depression, 
but  the  recent  heavy  drop  in  pricss  was  certainly  not  caused  by 
overproduction — and  proves  in  part  my  assertion  in  that  direc- 
tfon — but  can  be  directly  traced  to  a  wanton  cutting  under  in 
prices  to  keep  competitors  from  selling,  and  perhaps  with  the  in- 
tention, as  claimed  bj^  some,  to  drive  some  competitors  out  of 
the  market  and  to  "  freeze  them  out,"  so  to  say,  which,  however, 
has  so  far  proved  fruitless,  and  is  a  very  expensive  modus  at 
best.  The  policy  (if  such  it  be)  is  certainly  both  heartless  and 
suicidal.  Depreciation  in  values  in  some  of  the  larger  wiue 
vaults  must  be  very,  very  heavy  indeed. 

I  again  repeat,  a  combination  of  interests  of  the  larger  deal- 
ers and  growers  is  our  only  salvation.  We  must  corne  together, 
agree  and  establish  the  principle,  and  then  work  it  out  to  the 
best  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Even  though  the  plan  in  some 
of  its  details  may  not  quite  suit  the  one  or  the  other,  I  am  more 
than  satisfied  that  the  outcome  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  in  the  end. 
Any  party  taking  the  matter  up  and  assist  in  bringing  about  a 
successful  issue  will  indeed  immortalize  themselves.  Want  of 
co-operation,  or  even  inaction  on  the  part  of  those  interested,  is 
equivalent  to  lending  a  helping  hand  to  "  kill  tlie  goose  which 
laid  the  golden  egg,"  and  while  our  business  and  industry  to- 
day is  perhaps  more  and  further  ''in  the  dumps"  than  any  other 
on  the  Coast,  it  is  easiest  and  the  very  one  which  could  be  resus- 
citated and  put  on  a  satisfactory  basis  by  cohesion  and  united 
action.  The  estimated  investment  in  wine  and  viticulture  in 
this  State  is  between  fifty  and  sixty  millions  of  dollars,  which  to- 
day may  be  worth  but  perhaps  one-half  or  less  if  realized  upon, 
and  yet  this  would  again  soon  be  worth  a  hundred  cents  on  the 
dollar  and  more. 

Unless  something  is  done  and  that  speedily,  what  will  be- 
come of  some  of  our  handsome  wine  cellars  and  their  magnificent 
installations,  of  which  we  Californians  are  so  proud  ?  The  hand- 
some cooperage  will  fall  to  pieces,  vineyards  be  uprooted  and 
used  for  raising  potatoes,  beets,  etc.,  and  the  glories  and  hopes  of 
yore  connected  with  viticulture  in  California  will  be  a  thing  of 
the  past.  Henry  Epstein.

Editor  Wine  and  Spirit  Bevieiv  —  The  present  depressed  con- 
tion  of  the  grape-growing  industry  has  led  to  considerable  spec- 
ulation as  to  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  the  vintage  of  1894. 

The  general  depression  of  all  business  during  the  summer 
of  1893  caused  the  dealers  to  carry  over  large  stocks  of  1892 
wines,  which  would,  under  ordinary  conditions,  have  been  dis- 
posed of  in  the  fall  trade.  The  vintage  of  1893  was  undoubtedly 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  State,  and  we  are  now  nearly  at 
the  commencement  of  the  vintage  of  1894  with  a  large  part  of 
the  1893  stocks  still  unsold,  and  with  a  diminished  consumption 
to  make  matters  worse. 

The  grape   crop  of    1894   will  naturally  be  much  less  than 


that  of  1893,  but  still  it  is  far  in  excess  of  our  requirements. 
We  could  get  as  much  for  half  the  crop  or  two-thirds  the  crop, 
made  into  wine,  as  we  could  get  for  the  whole  if  made  into  wine 
and  forced  on  a  market  already  over-stocked.  If  one  half  or 
one-third  of  the  grape  crop  could  be  allowed  to  rot  on  the  vines, 
the  problem  would  be  solved  ;  but  such  a  proposition  could  never 
pass.  The  whole  crop  of  the  State,  made  into  wine,  would  not 
pay  the  expense  of  picking  and  hauling  the  grapes,  making  the 
wine  and  delivering  it  in  San  Francisco.  Hence  it  would  be  a 
suicidal  policy  for  the  winemakors  to  market  the  whole  crop, 
and  we  must  dispose  of  a  part  of  it  in  some  other  way. 

We  are  willing  to  join  in  an  agreement  to  distil  one-third 
of  our  entire  output  into  brandy,  to  be  bonded  at  high  proof,  and 
will  further  agree  to  hold  it  in  bond  until  after  June  1,  1896, 
aud  then  draw  only  one-half  of  it  for  use  duriug  the  vintage  of 
1890,  the  other  one-half  to  be  drawn  after  Jan.  1,  1897.  Grow- 
ers who  prefer  to  do  so  should  dry  or  ship  as  fresh  fruit  enough 
of  their  crops  to  equal  this  proportion,  and  at  least  80  per  cent, 
of  the  growers  of  the  State  should  join  in  the  agreement,  to 
make  it  effective.  If  this  can  be  done  the  effect  will  be  felt  in 
1895,  and  not  this  season.  With  the  general  reviving  of  busi- 
ness which  is  sure  to  come  the  wine  industry  should  take 
care  of  itself  naturally  afterwards,  if  some  temporary  relief  can 
be  obtained  at  the  present  time.

Charles  Bundschu,  of  J.  Gundlach  &  Co.,  has  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  in  an  interview: 

"The  prospects  were  not  at  all  bad  before,  and  now  that  the 
State  has  bqen  visited  by  the  storm  they  are  very  materially  im- 
proved. But  the  trouble  with  the  wine  growers  here  in  California 
is  not  to  get  wine,  but  to  so  arrange  matters  that  they  may  handle 
it  to  any  sort  of  advantage.  I  must  say  that  the  prospects  are  not 
very  blooming  just  at  present  in  this  regard.  Wine  which 
formerly  sold  at  12^  cents  a  gallon,  and  was  cheap  at  that,  has 
now,  by  a  combination  of  circumstances,  been  forced  down  to  5 
cents,  at  which  figure,  of  course,  it  cannot  i)rofitably  be  produced. 
I  do  not  say,  understand  me,  that  this  is  a  legitimately  prod uced 
state  of  affairs — merely  the  natural  result  of  over  production. 
Nothing  of  the  kind.  There  are  other  causes.  The  demand  for 
California  wines  abroad  is  steadily  increasing,  and  yet  the  price 
which  producers  are  able  to  obtain  here  has  gone  down,  as  I 
have  stated.  It  is  simply  the  result  of  a  forced  condition  of 
affairs.  I  have  no  hesitation  whatever  iu  saying  just  what  I 
think  and  know  to  be  a  fact  as  to  this,  and  I  affirm  that  the 
present  bad  condition  of  the  wine  industry  is  due  to  the  efforts 
of  a  few  firms  of  wine  dealers,  who  have  for  some  time  past  been 
working  with  the  sole  object  of  forcing  their  competitors  out  of 
business.  To  this  end  they  have  purposely  broken  down  the 
market,  spending  thousands  of  dollars  themselves  and  not  car- 
img,  either,  how  hard  they  press  upon  the  poor  producer.  The 
reason  why  there  is  no  present  prospect  of  anything  better  in 
the  way  of  prices  is  that,  besides  the  prospect  of  a  heavy  yield 
of  wine  during  the  coming  season,  there  is  the  fact  that  a  great 
amount  of  wine  now  on  hand  will  have  to  be  unloaded.  The 
producers,  seeing  nothing  for  them  in  the  artificially  lowered 
rates  which  have  been  prevailing,  have  held  on,  hoping  for  a 
change.  The  majority  of  them,  unfortunately,  cannot  hold  on 
any  longer,  and  the  result  is  that  they  must  now  get  money,  no 
matter  at  what  sacrifice,  by  taking  whatever  they  can  get  for 
their  product.  Their  necessities,  in  other  words,  work  right  in- 
to the  hands  of  the  men  who  are  responsible  for  them.  The 
wine  industry  of  the  State  is  certainly  not  in  good  shape  it 
present,  and  yet  it  ought  to  be.  Our  producers  make  good  wine, 
and  it  is  in  demand  abroad,  yet  the  prices  are  kept  down  below 
the  point  at  which  there  is  a  living  in  the  business.  There  must 
be  a  remedy  for  this  unnatural  and  outrageous  state  of  things, 
of  course,  and  I  wish  somebody  would  come  forward  at  once  and 
suggest  it." 

Frank  A.  West,  of  George  West  &  Son,  Stockton,  and 
Charles  Kohler,  of  Kohler  &  Frohling,  are  perfecting  a  plan  by 
which  it  is  proposed  to  bring  relief  to  the  wine  makers  this 
season. 

These  gentlemen  think  that  the  time  has  come  when  con- 
certed action  among  the  wine  makers  of  the  interior  will  bring 
about  better  financial  conditions,  not  only  for  the  wine-makeis 
themselves,  but  for  the  shippers.  And  the  condition  of  the  en- 
tire wine  industry  has  reached  such  a  point  that  all  will  be  onl  j' 
too  ready  and  willing  to  listen  to  a  feasible  proposition  for  secur- 
ing better  prices. 
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In  brief,  Mr.  West  and  Mr.  Kohler  propose,  by  personal 
solicitation  and  otherwise,  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the 
makers  of  80  per  cent,  of  the  entire  product  of  wine.  These  . 
producers  are  to  bind  themselves  by  contract  to  make  up  but 
two-thirds  of  the  grape  crop  of  this  season  into  wine ;  the  bal- 
ance is  to  be  made  into  brandy  at  once,  under  a  contract  not  to 
market  a  gallon  of  it  until  two  years  have  passed,  and  if  the 
bonded  period  is  extended,  so  much  the  better. 

Nor  is  this  all.  In  order  to  secure  all  the  needed  co-opera- 
tion, the  support  of  the  interior  banks  in  the  wine  producing 
sections  will  be  enlisted,  it  being  thought  that  self-interest  and 
self-preservation  alone  will  be  sufficient  to  gain  their  assistance. 
Added  to  this  an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  get  the  co-operation  of 
local  banks  and  capitalists  to  the  common  end. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  such  a  plan,  if  carried  out,  would 
result  in  raising  the  price  of  new  wine  from  50  to  75  per  cent., 
and  the  brandy  made  through  the  curtailment  of  the  wine  pro- 
duction would  be  net  profit. 

Neither  need  it  be  feared  that  such  contracts  as  Messrs. 
West  and  Kohler  propose,  would  not  be  binding.  The  courts 
have  alreadj- decided  on  the  validity  of  such  contracts  as  these 
in  the  case  of  those  Riverside  orange  growers,  who  after  agreeing 
to  deliver  their  oranges  to  a  central  organization,  selfishly  at- 
tempted to  cut  others'  throats  by  marketing  the  fruit  themselves. 
There  is  no  trouble  about  the  validity  of  the  contracts. 

Now,  are  the  wine  makers  of  California  far-sighted  enough 
to  sink  the  chance  of  cutting  some  one  else's  throat  for  a  cent 
per  gallon,  and  go  into  the  common  pool  in  which  all  will  fare 
alike  for  one  season? 

We  hope  so. 

A  TRIP  TO  THE  ITALIAN  SWISS  gOLONY  AT  ASTl. 


THE    BATTLE    THIS     FALL. 


The  gentlemen  who  last  week  took  part  in  the  excursion  at 
Asti,  came  back  highly  pleased  with  their  trip.  Besides  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  place,  they  were  surprised  by  the  colossal 
development  of  the  concern,  by  the  extent  and  perfection  of 
their  cellars,  and  by  the  perfection  of  their  machinery.  Among 
the  gentlemen  present  were  Messrs.  Macchi  and  Patrizi,  Italian 
Commissioners  at  the  Chicago  and  San  Francisco  Fairs ;  Mr.  Du- 
puy  du  Lome,  ex-Spanish  Minister  at  Washington,  Spanish  Com- 
missioner at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair  and  chairman  of  the . 
jury  on  awards,  and  Dr.  V.  Vera,  Spanish  Viticultural  Commis- 
sioner at  the  World's  Fair.  Messrs.  Dupuy  Du  Lome  and  Dr. 
Vera  are  both  passionate  cenologists,  and  at  the  present  time  they 
are  both  traveling  in  the  United  States  as  delegates  of  the  Span- . 
ish  government,  their  special  mission  being  to  study  the  wine 
production  of  California.  On  account  of  the  prominent  position 
of  the  above-named  gentlemen,  their  visit  to  the  cellars  of  the 
Italian-Swiss  Colony  assumed  a  greater  importance  than  it 
would  have  had  as  a  single  excursion. 

Messrs.  Dupuy  du  Lome,  Dr.  Vera  and  the  Italian  Commis- 
sioners, after  tasting  all  ihe  different  varieties  of  wines,  praised 
them  highly,  and  found  that  they  were  not  only  possessed  with 
a  superior  bouquet,  but  that  they  were  completely  different  from 
the  common  type  of  California  wines.  They  greatly  admired  the 
mammoth  cellars  and  the  distillery,  and  the  beautiful  position 
of  the  vineyard  on  the  sloping  hills  reminded  them  of  the  scen- 
ery about  the  world-renowned  district  of  Asti,  Italy,  where 
they  make  the  famous  Barbera  and  Asti  Spumante.  The  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony  has  already  succeeded  in  establishing  a  fine  reputa- 
tion for  its  fine  dry  wines,  and  every  Californian  remembers  with 
pride  that  in  1892,  at  the  Columbian  International  Fair  at  Ge- 
noa, Italy,  the  wines  of  the  Colony  received  the  Grand  Diploma 
of  Honor,  but  it  was  a  very  agreeable  surprise  to  the  excursion- 
ists to  find  out,  for  the  first  time,  that  the  Italian  Colony  had 
succeeded  in  making  a  splendid  sparkling  wine,  resembling  in  all 
its  qualities  the  Italian  product.  —  Translated  from  Voce  del  Popolo. 


•REeEMT    THEASU-Ry    DEeiSIO/MS. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  decided  that  certain  so-called 
"vinegar"  imported  from  Naples,  containing  10  per  cent,  of  al- 
cohol by  volume  and  between  1  and  2  per  cent,  of  free  acid  esti- 
mated as  acetic  acid,  is  dutiable  as  wine  at  50  cents  per  gallon, 
and  not  as  "vinegar," 

That  certain  prune  juice  imported  by  a  local  house  contain- 
ing 26.5  per  cent,  of  alcohol  by  volume,  and  20.36  per  cent, 
by  weight,  is  dutiable  at  $2.50  per  gallon,  and  not  at  60  cents 
per  gallon  as  claimed. 


It  appears  as  though  the  liquor  interest  will  have  a  hard 
struggle  to  hold  its  own  against  its  enemies  this  fall.  On  every 
side  the  cold  water  people  are  active.  They  have  held  their  con- 
vention in  Oakland,  and  have  taken  up  the  fight  with  the  old- 
time  vigor,  both  in  work  and  words.  They  have  a  dry  plank 
in  the  Populist  Fresno  county  platform,  and  are  at  their  work  in 
other  sectiens. 

Think  of  it :  Here  is  Humboldt  county  to  have  prohibition 
in  quantities  less  than  one  half  pint  after  July  1st,  making  the 
trade  wholly  a  flask  and  bottle  business.  Sutter,  Lake,  River- 
side and  Modoc  are  dry,  and  the  cranks  are  actively  working  in 
Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Del  Norte,  Fresno,  Los  Angeles,  Mer- 
ced, Napa,  Plumas,  Santa  Barbara,  Santa  Clara,  Siskiyou,  Tu- 
lare and  Yuba  counties  !     This  is  the  list  as  last  heard  from. 

No  danger  !  Why,  one-half  the  persistence  and  energy  dis- 
played by  the  liquor  trade  as  that  displayed  by  the  enemies  of 
the  traffic  would  put  the  business  on  a  solid  basis  and  insure  its 
permanence.  The  trouble  is  that  we  have  no  coherency  of  ac- 
tion in  the  wholesale  houses.  The  trade  should  remember  that 
the  constant  work  of  the  "  drys  "  will,  if  not  counteracted,  have 
its  effect,  just  as  the  constant  beating  of  the  sea  will  wear  away 
the  hardest  rocky  cliffs. 


TASTI/NG    ALAMEDA    WIMES. 


On  the  3d  inst,  Senor  Enrique  Dupuy  de  Lome  and  Dr.  V,. 
Vera,  the  Spanish  visitors  to  California,  were  entertained  at  the 
Alameda  County  Building,  at  the  Midwinter  Fair,  and  there  the 
prospect  of  blending  Spanish  and  California  wines  was  thoroughly 
discussed.  The  Alameda  county  wine  growers  who  were  pres- 
ent were  John  Crellin,  C.  A.  Wetmore,  C.  J.  Wetmore,  John  L. 
Beard,  J.  Concannon  and  F.  L.  Fowler.  All  of  the  gentlemen, 
the  Spanish  Commissioners  included,  came  liberally  supplied 
with  samples,  and  while  the  California  producers  were  not  espe- 
cially favorable  to  the  idea  of  blending  the  red  wines  of  the  two 
countries,  they  not  being  suited  to  blend  to  such  a  type  as  is  de- 
manded by  the  better  class  of  American  drinkers,  still  the  great 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  blending  the  Spanish  sherries  with 
ours  were  fully  recognized. 

Messrs.  Dupuy  de  Lome  and  Vera  afterward  visited  the  Liv- 
ermore  Valley,  and  spent  a  day  in  inspecting  the  cellars  of 
Julius  P.  Smith,  A.  Duvall  and  John  Crellin  &  Sons,  being  en- 
tertained at  dinner  at  Olivina  (Julius  P.  Smith's  property),  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  P.  Barker.

$1256.56,  including  $309.32  of  C.  Carpy  &  Co.;  P.  B.  Berges 
about  $800;  A.  Vignier&  Co.,  $387.50,  and  P.  G.  Sabatie  $123.50. 

According  to  the  New  Zealand  Farmer,  grape  growing  and 
wine  making  may  become  quite  an  industry  in  the  colony  of  New 
Zealand.  Jose  Soler,  a  gentleman  of  Spanish  bir*h,  has  two 
small  vineyards  at  Wanganui,  and  among  the  varieties  that 
have  succeeded  are  Black  Hamburg,  Golden  Chasselas,  Muscat, 
St.  James  and  Isabella. 

E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons,  of  Frankfort,  Ky.,  have  incorpo- 
rated, and  we  are  informed  that  the  new  company  will  take  up 
the  distilling  business  formerly  conducted  by  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr., 
&  Sons  (a  co-partnership  consisting  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  J.  Swi- 
gert  Taylor  and  Keuner  Taylor).  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  this 
house  has  been  rehabilitated. 

Willetts,  Mendocino  county,  has  no  license.  "  Willetts  "  is 
twelve  miles  square,  and  deer  are  found  in  plenty  within  its  limits. 
This  straddle  bug  municipality  scheme  would  be  rather  grotesque 
if  it  did  not  attack  the  rights  of  others.  Just  gaze  on  Pasa- 
dena, Merced,  Riverside  and  Willetts,  and  you  will  see  towns 
large  enough  in  area  to  house  1,000,000  people. 

Barber,  Ferriell  &  Co.,  of  Hobbs,  Ky.,  distillers  of  R.  B. 
Hayden  &  Co.'s  "Old  Grand-Dad, "  have  just  shipped  a  car- 
load of  this  well-known  brand  to  John  Sroufe  &  Co.,  of  San 
Francisco.  Barber,  Ferriell  &  Co.  are  doing  well  with  their 
goods  on  this  Coast,  and  the  reason  is  that  merit  tells.  Their 
whiskies  make  permanent  friends  wherever  they  are  tried. 

The  Napa  Valley  Wine  Company  is  bottling  a  Burgundy 
under  its  private  stock  brand  that  will  prove  a  revcilation  even 
to  the  greatest  admirers  of  California  wines.  The  wine  is  of 
good  body,  rich  in  color,  and  has  a  full,  fine  bouquet  that  makes 
it  most  agreeable  both  to  the  taste  and  nose.  In  fact,  it  is  a  fine 
wine  of  unusual  merit,  that  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  State 
of  California  and  the  producers. — Bonforf.f. 

E.  R.  Lilienthal,  of  the  Crown  Distilleries  Co.,  left  for  Hon- 
olulu on  the  12th  inst.,  on  the  steamer  Australia.  Mr.  Lilienthal's 
trip  is  to  be  one  of  recreation.  He  has  been  assiduous  in  bis 
attention  to  business  for  a  long  time  and  his  health  began  to 
show  the  efiiects  of  the  strain.  By  the  advice  of  his  physician 
he  makes  the  present  journey,  and  he  proposes  to  visit  the  prin- 
cipal points  of  interest  in  the  Islands  before  he  returns. 

Messrs.  J.  R.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
total  quantity  of  Champagne  forwarded  from  Champagne  dis- 
tricts for  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  March  last,  amounted  to 
22,235,867  bottles,  against  21,088,213  bottles  last  year.  Stocks 
in  casks  and  bottles  equal  1,355,520  hectoliters  (about  169,440,000 
bottles),  which,  owing  to  the  abundant  yield  of  1893,  is  the 
largest  quantity  on  record. 

McLeod  &  Fauss,  the  well-known  wholesalers,  have  moved 
from  their  old  quarters  at  First  and  Mission  streets  to  better 
stores  on  Market  street.  They  report  business  very  fair  indeed.

Isaac  De  Turk  does  nothing  b3'  halves.  He  is  one  of  our 
most  public  spirited  citizens,  and  the  visit  of  the  Midwinter  Fail 
Commissioners  gave  him  opportunity  to  exhibit  generous  and 
commendable  hospitality.  An  excursion  party  of  some  two  hun- 
dred of  the  foreign  commissioners  of  the  Midwinter  Fair  were 
taken  by  the  S.  F.  &  N.  P.  railroad  to  the  redwoods  beyond 
Guerneville.  On  their  way  out  they  were  wined  and  dined  at 
the  noted  wine  cellars  of  F.  Korbel  &  Bros.  Returning  to  the 
city  they  stopped  at  Mr.  De  Turk's  wine  cellars  at  Santa  Rosa  at 
5  o'clock  p.  M.  '  They  were  invited  in  by  Mr.  De  Turk,  who  en- 
tertained them  royally.  A  long  table  was  set  in  one  of  the 
avenues  of  the  wine  cellar.  Upon  it  were  placed  seven  different 
kinds  of  the  proprietor's  choicest  wines,  some  hundreds  of  bot- 
tles in  all.  '  Then  there  were  many  bowls  of  Sonoma  county 
olives,  plates  of  cheese  and  other  Sonoma  county  edibles  to  make 
a  splendid  lunch.  Handsome  bouquets  adorned  the  table,  and 
the  sight  was  indeed  a  pleasing  one.  The  lunch  was  greatly  en- 
joyed by  every  member  of  the  party,  many  of  whom  were  ex- 
perts in  vintage  matters.  They  pronounced  the  wine  superior 
and  passed  many  compliments  on  it,  and  the  genial  andTthought- 
ful  host  who  had  provided  so  bountifully  for  their  comfort.  As 
they  departed,  three  cheers,  hearty  ones  they  were,  too,  were 
given  for  Mr.  De  Turk. — Santa  Rosa  Republican. 

The  "  simplicity  of  Thomas  Jefferson  "  is  a  delusion.  The 
third  President  of  the  United  States  was  not  a  Spartan  in  any 
particular.  As  a  matter  of  fact  he  was  one  of  the  most  extrav- 
agant Pre&idents  this  country  ever  had.  That  he  was  fond  of 
good  liviE%  and  that  he  possessed  little  sense  of  the  value 
of  money  is  shown  by  the  "  financial  diary,"  carefully  kept 
in  his  own  handwriting,  and  which  some  years  ago  became 
a  part  of  the  library  of  the  late  Samuel  J.  Tilden.  This  diary 
not  only  shows  that  he  was  a  generous  entertainer  and  connois- 
seur of  luxuries  of  all  kinds,  but  that  he  bestowed  far  more 
money  and  far  more  thought  on  wines  than  any  of  his  predeces- 
sors or  successors  in  the  White  House.  Jefferson  was  a  better 
entertainer  than  even  Van  Buren  or  Buchanan,  for  he  studied  it, 
and  elevated  dinner-giving  to  an  art.  His  diary  contains  page 
after  page  of  entries  for  drinkables  purchased — barrels  of  rum, 
hogsheads  of  Cognac,  pipes  of  Madeira,  and  one  item  reads, 
"400  botts  champagne,  400  dolls."  He  was  a  poor  man,  but  dur- 
ing his  first  term  hebought  wines  as  follows:  In  1801,  $2,622.40; 


in  1802,  $1,975.19;  in  1803,  $1,253.50;  in  1804,  $2,668.50.  During 
his  second  term  he  was  more  frugal,  but  his  wine  bill  for  the 
eight  years  was  some  $11,000.  '•  Jeffersonian  simplicity  "  is  not 
what  it  has  been  cracked  up  to  be. 

The  Pabst  Brewing  Company,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  has  is- 
sued what  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  finest  descriptive  circulart 
of  its  plant  and  business  that  has  yet  appeared.  The  pamphles 
consists  of  sixty-four  pages  and  a  handsomely  lithographed 
cover,  and  is  profusely  illustrated  by  the  half-tone  and  pen-and- 
ink  processes.  The  description  of  the  great  establishment  be- 
gins with  a  historical  sketch  extending  back  to  1844,  when 
Jacob  Best  and  his  four  sons  laid  the  foundation  for  the  present 
business.  How  that  business  has  grown  is  expressed  in  the  one 
trite  sentence:  "  What  to  him  was  the  result  of  a  year's  enter- 
prise has  now  become  the  product  of  a  single  hour,  and  every 
ten  seconds  of  the  ticking  clock  equals  in  its  results  the  efforts 
of  his  longest  day."  Following  the  historical  sketch  comes  a 
description  of  the  malting  process,  of  brewing,  of  the  power 
houses  of  the  company,  of  the  cooling  machinery  of  the  bottling 
department  and  many  other  details.  The  announcement  is 
made  that  visitors  are  welcome  every  day,  and  at  times  they 
reach  5000  daily  in  number.  Besides  showing  the  extent  of  the 
plant  at  Milwaukee,  the  illustrations  show  the  houses  in  other 
cities,  the  Pabst  Building,  the  residences  of  Fred  Pabst  and  Mrs. 
L.  Schandein,  the  Pabst  Hotel  building,  etc.,  etc.  The  sales  of 
the  company  have  expanded  from  4,895  barrels,  in  1864,  to 
1,084,000  barrels  in  1893,  and  the  bottling  department  alone 
uses  up  150,000  barrels  annually.

Charles  A.  Wetmore  left  for  Washington  on  the  15th  inst., 
and  the  length  of  his  stay  there  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

While  the  tariff  bill  as  reported  by  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee is  satisfactory  as  concerns  the  import  duties  on  wine  and 
biandy— while  the  sweet-wine  law  is  in  good  shape  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  eight-year  bonded  period  will  pass,  still  there 
is  a  work  of  some  magnitude  before  Mr.  Wetmore. 

For  years  the  distillers  and  shippers  of  brandy  have  needed 
relief  on  many  points,  now  embodied  in  bills  before  the  House, 
such  as  propositions  relating  to  bottling  and  blending,  and  it  is 
believed  that  a  favorable  opportunity  has  arrived  for  having 
these  wants  form  a  part  of  the  new  revenue  mea.sure.  It  is  this 
that  has  taken  Mr.  Wetmore  East,  and  we  cordially  wish  him 
the  best  success  in  his  mission.

We  do  not  blame  the  firm  for  be- 
ing smart  enough  to  get  it,  but  they  are  in  a  position  to  defy 
competition.

The  Lower  Lake  Bulletin  iu  au  editorial  that  was  inspired 
by  our  query  as  to  the  changes  which  had  apparently  come  over 
its  views,  says : 

The  Bulletin  has  not  in  the  least  changed  ita  position  on  the  liquor 
question  in  Lake  county,  nor  is  it  likely  to  do  s^o.  We  have  not  continued 
the  discussion  simply  because  there  was  no  issue  made  by  us  with  any 
local  contemporary.  VVe  know  very  well  there  is  an  issue  at  large,  out- 
side of  feliis  countv,  upon  the  same  subject,  but  we  did  not  feel  called  upon 
to  assume  the  fight  01  everybody.  It  was  our  intention  only  to  di.scuss 
the  subject  with  its  local  application,  and  so  long  as  no  one  took  up  the 
gUage  of  battle  with  us  here,  we  took  it  that  our  premises  were  conceded. 
No  newspaper  of  Lake  county  disputed  our  premises,  nor  did  ever  the 
"Temperance  columns"  take  issue  with  us.  They  refused  to  do  so  for 
gootl  reasons.     Our  position  was  a  safe  one,  logical  and  reliable. 

If  this  position  is  safe,  logical  and  reliable,  as  we  believe  it, 
we  disagree  with  the  Bulletin  in  its  statement  that  it  is  not  ne- 
cessary to  keep  up  the  struggle.  If  the  issue  is  not  alive  in  Lake, 
we  wonder  how  the  Bulletin  considers  it.

Everybody  except  the  Prohibitionist  knows  the  seductive 
charms  of  the  festive  cocktail,  and  the  delights  and  hardships 
of  traveling  ou  the  "  cocktail  route  "  in  a  large  city.  The  cock- 
tail proper — that  is,  the  beverage  concocted  in  the  good  old 
Kentucky  way,  is  a  work  of  art  and  a  joy  forever  to  the  man 
who  can  appreciate  good  things,  and  who  has  sense  to  indulge 
in  them  in  reason.  This  simple  little  beverage  is  inveighed 
against  by  our  friends  of  tlu;  "  dry  "  theories,  as  something  that 
is  only  fit  for  damnation.  Tiii.s  is  all  wrong,  for  the  cocktail 
which  is  properly  made  is  good  for  the  man  and  for  his  stomach. 
The  trouble  lies  i.i  the  ignorance  of  the  white-aproned  gentleman 
behind  the  bar.  You  can  take  any  city  or  town  outside  of 
Kentucky,  and  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  "  mixologists  " 
knows  how  to  make  a  cocktail  so  that  it  will  not  be  disagreeable 
to  the  trained  palate,  or  too  heavy  for  the  stomach.  As  believ- 
ers in  the  general  sale  of  pure  wines  and  liquors,  we  think  it 
would  be  a  good  scheme  for  the  distillers  of  the  United  States, 
when  times  improve,  to  establish  a  free  institution  of  instruc- 
tion in  Kentucky,  for  the  education  of  men  whose  business  it  is 
to  place  their  goods  before  the  public.  It  is  probable  that  our 
prohibition  friends  would  raise  a  howl  in  protest  against  such 
a  proposition,  and  declare  it  to  be  only  another  evidence  of  the 
growing  power  of  the  "  demon  rum,"  but,  all  the  same,  it  would 
be  a  good  thing  for  the  distiller,  a  better  thing  for  the  retailer, 
and  the  best  thing  for  the  public  stomach.  The  suggestion  is  left 
open  for  adoption  by  the  distillers  of  the  country  at  any  time 
they  may  desire  to  use  it,  and  there  is  no  copyright  on  the  idea. 

Coming  back  to  the  cocktail  question,  there  is  a  lai'ge  field 
for  criticism.  Take  San  Francisco,  for  instance.  There  are 
some  houses  in  this  city  that  have  the  art  of  making  the  genu- 
ine Kentucky  cocktail  down  to  a  fine  point.  Go  to  these  places 
during  the  busy  hours  of  the  day  or  evening,  and  you  will  find 
them  crowded  with  the  best  class  of  trade  in  the  city — mer- 
chants, lawyers,  physicians,  and  other  members  of  the  male 
community  who  have  an  appreciation  for  artistic  efforts  in  the 
way  of  beverages.  The  usual  reply  to  a  statement  of  this  kind 
is  that  the  ordinary  drinking  man  does  not  know  the  difference 
between  a  good  and  a  bad  cocktail.  We  will  grant  the  proposi- 
tion. The  fault  is  due  only  to  the  retailer  who  has  not  the  good 
sense  to  know  the  benefits  of  giving  his  customer  drinks  that, 
even  when  taken  immoderately,  do  not  clog  the  stomach,  and 
fuddle  the  brain,  and  give  a  man  a  feeling  the  next  morning- 
which  makes  him  swear  that  he  will  •'  never  do  so  again."  The 
sensations  in  his  liead  and  stomach  convince  him  that  the  liquor 
which  he  has  received  at  his  favorite  house  is  of  the  worst  qual- 
ity, and  it  is  possible  that  the  retailer,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  his  liquor  is  good,  loses  a  desirable  customer. 

It  is  usually  the  case  that  the  fault  is  not  in  the  liquor,  but 
in  the  idiocy  or  carelessness  of  the  man  who  prepares  it.  We 
find  this  evidenced  in  the  fact  that  the  average  gentleman  with 
the  white  apron  has  an  idea  fastened  on  the  inside  of  his  crani- 
um which  causes  him  to  place  in  a  cocktail  about  all  the  things 
in  the  way  of  bitters,  cordials  and  flavors  that  he  can  find  be- 
hind the  bar.  This  is  where  he  makes  his  mistake.  In  the  first 
place,  the  average  bai-keeper  makes  a  cocktail  so  sweet  that  it  is 
almost  nauseating.  Then  he  puts  in  three  or  four  kinds  of  bit- 
ters, a  cordial  or  two,  or  something  else,  for  an  extra  flavor,  and 
finishes  up  the  compound  by  squeezing  enough  oil  of  lemon  into 
the  glass  to  make  a  man  think  he  has  swallowed  a  lemon  or- 


chard. This  is  only  one  kind  of  a  cocktail.  There  are  divers  and 
sundry  other  misguided  individuals  catering  to  the  public  who 
will  invariably,  notwithstanding  instructions  from  their  custom- 
ers, put  so  many  ingredients  into  a  cocktail,  including  such 
beautiful  flavoring  extracts  as  rum,  etc..  and  end  by  convincing 
the  customer  that  he  is  sure  he  drank  something  else.  We  know 
from  experience  what  we  are  talking  about — an  experience 
which  reaches  from  Boston  to  the  Golden  Gate,  and  from  the 
British  Columbian  border  to  the  Mexican  line — and  that  is  why 
we  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  instruct  the  men  who 
supply  us  wiih  our  drinkables,  to  place  them  before  us  in  a 
healthy,  appetizing  and  proper  form. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  make  a  genuine  whisky  cocktail 
correctly,  and  the  formula  is  so  simple  that  anybody  ought  to  be 
able  to  create  an  appetizing  beverage  without  any  difficuly. 
There  are  three  things  to  avoid.  The  first  is  an  excess  of  sugar; 
second,  an  excess  of  bitters,  and  third,  an  excess  of  water.  Too 
much  sugar  makes  the  cocktail  sickening ;  too  much  bitters  irri- 
tates the  palate  and  destroys  all  flavor  of  the  Hquor,  which,  if 
it  is  of  a  good  quality,  like  good  wine,  "  needs  no  bush." 

Only  one  kind  of  bitters  should  be  used,  and  that  such  as 
will  blend  with  the  variety  of  whisky  used — be  it  sour  mash 
bourbon  or  rye.  It  needs  no  particular  intelligence  to  under- 
stand the  importance  of  these  few  suggestions,  or  to  carry  them 
out.  We  think  it  is  a  reflection  on  the  retail  trade,  and  particu- 
larly on  the  proprietors,  that  they  do  not  see  that  their  custom- 
ere  are  given  better  value  for  their  money  than  they  receive  at 
the  present  time.  It  is  due  to  their  inefficiency  that  the  average 
cocktail  route  labors  under  disadvantages. 

Lastly,  there  is  another  and  too  numerous  class  of  individuals 
— the  man  who  cannot  be  prevented  from  concocting  the  beverage 
called  for,  in  his  own  dreadful  way.  One  may  give  his  orders 
explicitly,  but  just  the  same  the  smart  young  man  "beyant"  the 
bar  will,  when  you  are  not  looking,  deliberately  give  your  cocktail 
a  dose  of  lemon  or  lime  juice.  There  is  but  one  adequate  punish- 
ment for  such  a  sinner — he  should  be  compelled  to  quaff  the  dire 
stuff,  and  learn  thereby  that  he  is  spoiling  trade.  It  is  true  that 
there  are  depraved  palates  that  relish  such  things,  but  they  are 
fortunately  few. 

These  are  times  when  we  are  having  a  large  dose  of  reform 
in  politics,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  the  festive  and  seductive 
cocktail  should  not  join  the  procession  and  come  out  in  a  re- 
formed and  improved  dress.

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A   FOREIGN  EXPERT  ON  OUR  WINES. 


We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  James  D.  Phelan,  of  this  city,  for  the 
following  letter,  on  a  tasting  of  California  wines  by  a  well-known 
foreign  expert :

Charles  J.  Murphy,  Esq.,  Special  Representative  in  Europe, 
United  States  Agricultural  Department — Dear  Sir  :  I  send  you  in 
writing  my  impressions  of  the  samples  of  California  wines  that 
we  have  tasted  together.  I  cannot  base  my  general  opinion  on 
the  wines  of  that  country,  only  those  that  you  have  presented 
me  with,  and  which  I  consider  from  said  samples  as  being  pure, 
that  is  to  say  without  mixture,  and  free  of  any  alcoholic  admix- 
ture. 

My  opinion  is  that  great  progress  has  been  made  in  a  few 
years  in  the  art  of  viniculture  in  CaliTornia.  The  dry  wines — 
red  and  white — have  attained  equal  results  that  similar  wines 
have  in  France.  The  wines  are  full-bodied  and  admit  of  being 
kept  a  loug  time.  The  only  criticism  to  be  made  does  not  di- 
rectly concern  the  wines  themselves,  but  the  condition  of  the 
soil  from  which  they  have  sprung. 

All  the  products  of  California,  as  of  those  of  Spain  and  Italy, 
to  a  great  extent  have  a  chief  fault,  the  result  of  the  great  rich- 
ness of  the  soil,  also  of  its  chemical  composition.  The  wines 
are  strong  of  taste  and  readily  affect  the  head. 

The  French  wines  have,  on  the  contrary,  a  great  deal  ot 
pungency  and  at  the  same  time  an  alcoholic  strength  almost  as 
great.  The  chemical  analysis  shows  that  California  wines  gen- 
erally lack  that  acidity,  which  fact  makes  the  wines  appear 
fresh,  and  aids  the  digestion — above  all,  tartaric  acid. 


You  might  deduce  from  my  remarks  that  it  would  suffice  to 
add  to  California  wines  a  certain  quantity  of  acids — tartaric, 
citric  or  other.  This,  however,  would  not  be  advisable,  for  you 
know  that  acids,  in  whatever  proportion  they  exist,  in  the  nat- 
ural state  of  the  wine,  can  be  detected  by  analysis.  It  would  be 
necessary  in  my  opinion  to  try  and  have  a  different  result  in  the 
cultivation  of  the  vine  that  would  produce  a  change  in  its  actual 
state.  If  this  result  for  certain  reasons  could  not  be  obtained, 
then  the  manner  of  pressing  the  grape  should  be  examined  into, 
and  a  process  determined  on  that  would  produce  in  the  wine  this 
natural  acid.  For  instance,  in  the  picking  of  the  grape  in  three 
different  periods  of  its  cultivation  :  1st,  Before  its  maturity ; 
2d,  after  and  during  its  maturity,  so  as  to  make  three  wines  that 
could  be  finally  blended  into  oue,  or  perhaps  to  introduce  into 
the  cask  of  grapes,  immediately  after  they  have  been  culled,  a 
natural  acid  that  would  give  freshness  to  the  wine. 

But  how  would  this  change  be  effected  ?  It  is  not  the  place 
to  hero  explain  or  develop  this  idea,  but  you  can  be  quite  cer- 
tain that  one  should  not  follow  the  same  method  of  cultivation, 
and  of  wine  making  that  is  generally  followed  in  France. 

The  cuttings  from  California  that  have  been  planted  in  all 
countries  of  Europe  have  yielded  the  best  results  and  will  give 
always  better.  It  is  no  longer  for  this  rich  country  a  doubtful 
point,  it  is  only  a  question  to  perfect  themselves  still  more  in  the 
art  of  wine  making,  so  that  the  finest  and  best  results  will  accrue 
from  her  almost  too  productive  soil. 

But  as  to  its  brandy,  it  could  not  be  finer  or  better,  for  this 
product  is  by  far  superior  to  the  cognacs  of  Spain. 

If  California  seeks  foreign  markets  for  her  wine  products,  I 
sincerely  think  that  all  her  efforts  should  be  directed  to  produce 
dry  wines — red  and  white — also  cognac,  leaving  the  initiatives 
of  Port,  Madeira  and  Malaga  and  other  products,  of  which  the 
consumption  in  comparison  is  so  small  to  those  of  dry  wines,  and 
are  not  as  healthful,  nor  as  much  to  be  recommended  for  general 
use. 

You  will  find  added  to  this  report  the  list  of  the  various 
wines,  which  I  have  tested  and  classified,  with  my  opinion  of 
each  as  to  its  merits.  Receive,  dear  sir,  my  most  profound  re- 
spects.

Zinfiindel — This  wine  resembles  Burgundy  and  is  ratlier 
Htrong  to  the  taste. 

C'abernet — ^In  taste  this  wine  has  a  striking  resemblance  to 
Medoc,  is  most  agreeable  to  the  palate,  easy  of  digestion,  makes 
iin  agreeable  table  wine. 

Claret — This  wine  being  in  a  state  of  fermentation  could  not 
be  well  tested,  nevertheless  it  is  of  a  far  inferior  quality  to  Cab- 
ernet. 

Sauterne — This  wine  has  a  very  decided  bouquet,  rather 
Htrong  to  the  taste  and  not  refreshing. 

Sauvignou  Vert — Bouquet  of  French  wine,  the  same  praise 
that  has  been  given  to  Cabernet,  a  little  too  strong. 

Hock — Taste  of  superior  Rhine  wine. 

Riesling — Very  elegant  wine  and  really  fine. 

Sherry,  Port,  Malaga,  Angelica — These  wines  are  very  diffi- 
cult of  digestion,  and  are  a  very  poor  representation  of  the  wines 
they  are  intended  to  imitate. 

Muscat^Tliis  wine  is  very  well  made,  and  is  deserving  of 
especial  praise. 

Brandy — The  two  samples,  above  all,  that  called  Folle 
Blanche,  is  perfect.  (Signed)  Carl  Freres.

Regarding  the  development  of  the  vineyards  in  the  mount- 
ains about  Wright's,  Santa  Clara  county,  a  writer  in  the  Pacific 
Tree  and  Vine  says  : 

"  A  prominent  man  connected  with  the  development  of  this 
mountain  section  is  Mr.  E.  Meyer,  some  five  or  six  miles  south- 
east of  Wright's  station,  on  a  fine  ridge  looking  through  the  val- 
ley of  Soquel  Creek  to  the  sea,  with  Santa  Cruz  low  down  to  the 
right,  and  Monterey  point  stretching  out  like  a  long  black  finger 
into  the  waters.  Years  ago  Mr.  Meyer  was  a  prosperous  florist 
of  San  Francisco,  patronized  by  the  millionaires  of  that  great 
town.  But  the  mountains  had  attractions,  and  with  the  idea  of 
surrounding  himself  with  friends  he  bought  a  large  tract,  part 
of  which  he  has  sold,  as  he  intended.  His  vineyards  are  mostly 
of  wine  grapes — choice  Sauterne,  Riesling  and  Gntedel  varieties 
— making  a  wine  that  has  made  his  cellar  known  all  over  the 
country.  His  vines  are  on  resistant  stocks,  and  he  can  snap  his 
fingers  at  phj'lloxera. 

"Space  forbids  a  larger  mention  at  this  time,  as  well  of  this 
place  as  that  of  F.  Haesters,  the  Anita  Vineyard,  who  is  just 
now  feeling  elated  at  the  receipt  of  a  medal  from  the  World's 
Exposition,  at  Chicago,  for  his  Johannisberg  Riesling  wine.  We 
had  the  pleasure  of  sampling  it,  and  honor  the  judgment  of  the 
Chicago  Exposition.  He  imported  his  cuttings  from  vineyards 
along  the  Rhine,  uses  the  sense  of  a  scientific  man  in  making 
and  aging  the  wine,  and  has  successful  results. 

"  His  neighbor,  Mr.  Schranbstsedter,  was  likewise  a  musical 
artist,  but  when  his  voice  failed  he  sought  the  mountains  for 
relief,  and  grape  and  fruit  culture  for  an  occupation.  We  are 
saying  the  exact  truth  when  we  say  that  his  is  the  most  neatly 
kept  vineyard  in  the  State.  He  has  both  wine  and  table  grapes, 
but,  owing  to  high  freights  and  commissions,  will  cultivate  only 
the  wine  grape  in  the  future,  even  with  the  poor  outlook  for 
wine."

G.    A.    WOLKCIP'S    SCHEME. 


G.  A.  Wolkup,  who  is  business  manager  for  the  Chicago 
Times  and  is  general  manager  of  a  land  company,  is  in  San 
Francisco  working  up  a  scheme  by  which  it  is  hoped  to  bell  sev- 
eral thousand  acres  of  land  in  Merced  county.  It  is  proposed 
to  establish  a  permanent  exhibit  of  all  California  products  in 
the  very  heart  and  business  center  of  Chicago.  It  will  embrace 
fruits  of  every  variety  raised  in  this  State — fresh,  dried,  pickled 
and  otherwise  preserved;  minerals  of  every  description,  ores, 
building  stone,  iron,  clay,  soil  and  substratum  of  soil ;  there 
will  be  wines  from  all  sections,  from  the  Oregon  State  line  to 
the  Mexican  border.  All  the  edible  exhibits  will  be  on  sample, 
and  if  the  visitor  likes  the  taste  of  an  article  he  has  sampled  he 
can  purchase  it  at  a  fair  price.  The  fact  that  the  samples, 
which  will  naturally  be  of  the  best  quality,  are  for  sale,  will  be 
a  strong  inducement  to  purchasers.  When  certain  samples  have 
been  sold,  the  amount  of  money  they  brought,  less  a  small  per 
centage  of  actual  expense,  will  be  remitted  to  the  owner,  who 
will  then  be  requested  to  send  on  some  more  samples.  The  ex- 
hibition bureau  will  pay  all  costs  of  -tt-ansportation,  so  that  the 
producers  who  exhibit  and  at  the  same  time  place  their  goods 
on  sale,  run  no  risks,  advance  no  money  for  freights,  and  have 
no  cares  except  to  pack  their  goods  and  deliver  them  on  the  cars 
from  time  to  time  as  they  are  called  for.  The  large  and  mag- 
nificent store  building,  110  and  112  Dearborn  street — the  busiest 
and  most  frequented  portion  of  Chicago— has  been  leased  for  a 
term  of  years,  and  is  now  fitted  up  and  ready  for  the  exhibits. 
The  building  adjoins  the  office  of  the  Chicago  Daily  Tribune.  It 
has  50  feet  frontage  on  Dearborn  street,  with  large  French  plate 
show  windows  and  doors,  and  is  150  feet  from  front  to  rear. 
There  is  a  wide  sidewalk  in  front,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  pass  there  daily.  They  come  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  many  of  them  have  money  which  they  are  anxious  to  in- 
vest. Mr.  Wolkup  proposes  to  turn  some  of  this  money  toward 
California.  Every  article  exhibited  will  be  labeled,  and  will 
bear  the  owner's  name  and  postoffice  address. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Mills,  of  the  Southern  Pacific,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing statement  in  regard  to  the  plan  :  "  It  is  a  scheme  that 
has  crystallized  into  a  positive  fact.  It  is  more  than  an  adver- 
tising scheme ;  it  is  a  movement  that  will  open  a  market  for 
California  produce  as  no  other  agency  could  have  done.  It  will 
be  a  gigantic  and  magnificent  sampling-house  for  California 
grain,  fruits  and  wine,  and  I  predict  that  before  long  there  will 
be  a  tremendous  volume  of  business  done  through  the  exhibition 
bureau.  I  know  this  man  Wolkup.  He  is  one  of  the  best  and 
most  energetic  business  men  I  have  ever  seen.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  about  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  and  there  ought  not 
to  be  any  difficulty  in  securing  exhibits  fiom  all  parts  of  the 
State.  The  producer  runs  no  risk  whatever.  He  is  not  called 
upon  to  pay  freight.  His  property  is  advertised  free  of  charge, 
his  produce  is  sold  and  he  gets  the  money." 


A  Method  for  Ensuring  and  Hastening  the  Germination 
of  Vine  Seeds. 

(Specially  written  for  the  Wynberg  Times  and  S.  A.  Agriculturist.) 

The  results  of  experiments  on  the  above  subjects  were  re- 
ported to  the  French  Academic  des  Sciences  in  January  last,  and 
are  published  in  the  Comptes  Bendm,  Vol.  118,  No.  4. 

M.  Chauveau  having  failed  to  make  the  seeds  of  Vitus  rupes- 
tris  germinate  within  two  months,  when  they  were  sown  under 
favorable  conditions  and  kept  at  a  temperature  of  27°  C  (80°F), 
obtained  the  following  results  by  artificially  aiding  the  penetra- 
tion of  water  into  the  body  of  the  seed,  as  is  sometimes  done  by 
nurserymen. 

A  certain  number  of  seeds,  similar  to  those  already  alluded 
to,  was  divided  into  three  lots. 

1.  The  outer  integument  (or  testa)  was  carefully  withdrawn 
from  the  broad  end  of  each  seed. 

2.  The  testa  was  withdrawn  from  the  sides  at  the  small  end. 
These  two  lots  of  seed  were  sown  as  in  the  first  experiment, 

and  kept  also  at  a  temperature  of  27°C.  After  a  few  weeks, 
decomposition  set  in,  redering  germination  impossible,  of  which, 
however,  there  had  been  no  outward  sign. 

3.  The  outer  integument  was  carefully  removed  from  the 
apex,  or  pointed  end  of  each  seed,  thus  exposing  the  part  where 
lies  the  radicle  of  the  embrj'o  plant. 

The  seeds  of  this  lot,  when  sown  under  conditions  explained 


above,  germinated  much  sooner  than  in  the  other  cases,  the 
small  rootlet  projecting  outward  by  the  tenth  day. 

"  The  decortication  thus  made,"  says  M.  Chaveau,  "  not 
only  ensured  germination,  but  hastened  it  considerably,  consid- 
ering that,  under  normal  conditions,  it  only  occurs  at  about  the 
thirtieth  day." 

Similar  experiments  produced  similar  results,  not  only  with 
typical  species  (V.  riparia  andV.  Berlandieri),  but  also  with  va- 
rieties (white  Chasselas),  and  with  hybrids  (Champin). 

Further,  by  raising  the  temperature,  and  without  previous 
immersion  in  water,  the  germination  of  seed  thus  treated  was 
obtained  within  three  days. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  the  germination  of  seeds  with 
horny  integuments  is  accelerated  by  artificially  aiding  the  access 
of  water  into  the  body  of  the  seed.  The  above  results  show 
that  it  is  also  of  advantage  to  remove  artificially  the  obstacle 
which  resists  the  exit  of  the  embryo  plant. 


A  bill  forbidding  "treating"  has  been  passed  to  a  third 
reading  by  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives.  It  if^ 
proposed  to  make  the  Massachusetts  saloons  consist  of  cells  or 
boozing  booths,  into  which  only  one  drinker  is  admitted  at  a 
time.  He  goes  through  substantially  the  same  solemnities  that 
accompany  voting,  has  a  certain  time  to  take  his  drink,  and 
must  then  yield  to  his  successor.  If  his  name  is  not  on  tho 
registered  list  of  drinkers,  he  is  thrown  out.  No  saloon-keeper 
or  bar-keeper  is  allowed  to  see  a  registered  drinker  toss  off  his 
cup.  In  solitude  and  silence  the  tossing  is  tossed.  The  tosser 
isn't  allowed  even  to  wipe  his  mustache  out  of  doors.  No 
evidence  of  his  crime  is  permitted.  In  dprk  places  and  solitary, 
the  deed  is  done,  and  the  registered  drinker  goes  on  his  way 
deploring.

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SE/SATOR    PERKI/NS'     SPEECH. 


In  the  course  of  a  speech  delivered  in  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate on  April  19,  1894,  Senator  Perkins  said : 

THE    FRUIT,    WINE   AND   NUT   INDUSTRIES. 

The  proposed  new  tariff  bill  especially  affects  the  great  fruit,  wine, 
and  nut  industries  of  California,  and  will  ruin  them  if  it  becomes  a  law  in 
the  proposed  form.  These  industries  are  wonderful  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  in  the  memory  of  the  man  of  middle  age  in  this  country  when 
they  were  started.  There  is  scarcely  a  city  or  town  in-the  country  where 
California  fruits,  nuts  and  wine  cannot  be  purchased.  While  the  trade  is 
enormous,  there  has  not  been  as  much  profit  in  it  as  is  generally  under- 
stood. There  are  many  reasons  for  this,  but  the  principal  one  is  the  diffi- 
culty and  expense  in  securing  the  market  for  the  goods  and  cost  of  trans- 
portation to  the  consumer.  The  fruits,  nuts  and  wine  have  had  to  fight 
every  foot  for  the  position  they  now  occupy  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  foreign  productions  only  yielded  because  they  were  forced 
to,  and  for  the  additional  reason  that  the  fruits,  nuts  and  wines  of  Cali- 
fornia have  not  only  undersold  them,  but  because,  also,  they — the  home 
productions — have  been  of  better  quality. 

It  is  pardonable  at  any  time  to  introduce  in  a  speech  of  this  charac- 
ter statistics  and  tables  showing  the  growth  and  quantity  of  California's 
productions  in  this  line,  this  would  be  a  case ;  but  I  forbear,  for  I  am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  it  needs  no  such  array  to  show  that  they  are 
appreciated  and  are  in  demand.  Later  on,  however,  when  this  bill  is  un- 
der consideration  by  paragraphs,  I  may  offer  you  some  statistics  on  the 
question.  These  great  industries  grew  because  they  were  given  protection 
by  our  laws,  and  though  they  may  not  be  classed  as  infant  industries, 
they  are  still  comparatively  new,  and  will  for  some  years  yet  need  a  fair 
and  legitimate  protection  in  their  competition  with  the  Old  World.  A 
severe  blow  has  been  given  them  by  this  bill,  and  unless  it  is  amended  an 
irreparable  damage  will  be  done. 

THE    IMPORTANCE   AND   NECESSITY   OF   PROTECTION. 

California  sent  out  last  year  2,500  car-loads,  of  12  tons  each,  of  raisins, 
and  this  year  will  send  out  3,700  carloads.  Add  to  these  the  thousands  of 
car-loads  of  oranges,  peaches,  apricots,  pears,  figs,  plums,  prunes,  etc., 
fresh,  preserved,  canned  and  dried,  and  one  can  in  a  small  degree  realize 
the  importance  of  the  industry,  and  I  hope  realize  the  neces.sity  of  pro- 
tection. California  has  to<lay  twelve  thousand  acres  of  almonds,  and  is 
probably  the  only  State  in  the  Union  interested  as  a  grower.  Her  forests 
of  walnut  trees  are  also  threatened  by  the  reduction  of  the  duty.  Even 
worse  than  the  reduction  is  the  doing  away  with  the  specific  duty  and  the 
change  to  the  ad  valorem,  for  there  is  hardly  any  calculating  the  injury 
the  change  will  make.  The  duties  levied  i>j  the  present  law  are  none 
too  high,  while  those  proposed  by  this  bill,  if  not  changed,  will  almost 
bring  aDout  an  abandonment  of  the  industry. 

WINE    MAKERS    SPECIALLY    INJURED. 

In  regard  to  the  wine  industry,  what  can  I  add  in  opposition  to  the 
passage  of  this  bill  ?  It  is  a  bill  that  is  wrong  in  so  many  directions  that 
it  would  take  days  to  enumerate  them.  In  no  one,  however,  does  it  do 
more  harm  than  it  does  to  the  wine-maker  of  California,  or  indeed  to  the 
wine-maker  of  other  States,  when  it  abolishes  specific  and  establishes  ad 
valorem  duties.  This  feature  was  introduced  at  the  very  last  moment,  and 
without  question  through  the  efforts  of  the  importers  of  foreign  wines,  or 
possibly  of  the  importers  of  European  wines,  more  particularly  those  of 
France.  The  bill  reads  that  the  duty  on  stdl  wines  in  casks  shall  remain 
as  it  has  been,  viz.,  50  cents  per  gallon,  but  that  it  shall  not  exceed  100  per 
per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

This,  on  the  face,  appears  to  be  a  very  large  protection,  but  when  you 
consider  that  the  productiop  of  wines  in  Europe,  especially  this  year,  has 
been  very  great— thus  in  France  fully  1,300,000,000  gallons,  against  an  aver- 
age crop  of  barely  half  this,  and  Italy  a  possible  crop  of  six  to  eight  hun- 
dred millions— you  will  well  understand  that  the  price  of  such  wines  in 
Europe  will  be  very  low,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  cheaper  grades  will 
not  average  above  10  cents  per  gallon  there.  This  means,  according  to  the 
wording  of  the  bill,  a  duty  of  10  cents  per  gallon  upon  such  wines,  a  figure 
considerably  lower  than  ever  was  asked  on  the  part  of  importers  here. 
Besides  this,  there  are  many  parts  of  France  and  Germany  where  wines 
are  artificially  manufactured— thus  in  Cette,  France,  and  in  Hamburg, 
Germany — and  as  the  basis  of  such  wines  is  potato  or  grain  spirits,  which 
pay  no  tax,  as  they  are  intended  for  wine  for  export,  and  which  spirits  cost 
possibly  6  to  8  cents  per  gallon,  one  can  well  imagine  how  cheap  they  can 
produce  so-called  wines,  particularly  as  the  balance  that  they  add  is  in  the 
form  of  chemicals. 

AN    ERA    OF  CHEAP   AND   FRAUDULENT   WINES. 

It  must  be  understood  that  it  is  difficult  to  appraise  the  value  of  wines, 
for  they  cannot  be  judged  as  other  manufactured  articles  are,  for  the  rea- 
son that  even  the  best  judges  difi'er  as  to  the  value  of  goods,  and  as  many 
goods  are  shipped  by  the  producers,  the  latter  can  put  an  arbitrary  value 
upon  their  wine,  as  they  may  possibly  figure  only  cost  of  production  and 
interest  upon  their  investment.  This  would  result  in  the  shipment  of  alto- 
gether or  to  a  great  extent  low-priced  wines. 

In  this  connection  I  have  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  T.  Doyle,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Viticultural  Commission  of  California,  himself  a  prominent 
leading  Democrat,  in  which,  discussing  this  bill  he  says,  and  as  he  states 
the  case  better  and  stronger  than  I  can,  I  quote  it: 

The  50  cents  per  gallon  is  in  uo  sense  a  protective  duty.  It  was  in  force  long 
before  the  McKinley  bill  was  thought  of,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  suggestion  to 
change  it  in  past  years.  The  fact  the  wine  raised  in  this  State  does  not  average  the 
producer  15  cents  per  gallon  Is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  non-protective  character 
of  the  duty.  Wine  Is  ordinarily  an  article  of  luxury,  and  a  most  proper  subject  for 
•  revenue  duty.  It  is,  also,  an  article  so  difllcuU  to  fix  a  true  value  on  by  any  ex- 
ternal test  that  any  but  a  specific  duty  would  be  quite  out  of  place.  An  ad  valorem 
duty  on  wine  is  an  absurdity.        •       »       «       • 

But  there  is  a  stuff  called  wine,  which  Is  made  for  exportation  In  France  and 
Italy  in  enormous  quantities,  which  slionid  not  be  admitted  to  importation  here  on 


an}'  terms.  It  is  often  filthy  and  nauseous  in  its  mode  of  manufacture,  and  is  really 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  A  duty  of  60  cents  excludes  it,  for  under  no  circum- 
stances could  it  sell  for  so  much  ;  but  I  doubt  if  100  or  even  200  per  cent,  ad  valo- 
rem would,  for  it  can  probably  ba  invoiced  at  5  cents  per  gallon,  or  even  less.  The 
best  of  it  is  made  by  taking  pomace  after  it  has  yielded  all  Its  wine  to  the  press, 
adding  glucose  and  water,  and  allowing  it  to  ferment  again. 

The  pomace  gives  the  color  and  something  of  the  tiavor  of  wine,  the  glucoce 
yields  the  neceesary  alcohol,  which,  if  need  be,  is  supplemented  by  German  ]wtato 
spirit,  the  most  noxious  of  all  the  alcohols  known  tochemistry,  and  which  if  now 
finding  its  way  ali  over  the  south  of  Europe  as  an  ingredient  of  counterfeit  wines 
and  liquors.  The  invasion  of  the  French  vineyards  by  the  phylloxera  led  to  the  in- 
troduction of  this  counterfeit  wine  industry  some  years  ago  to  supply  the  export 
trade  of  the  country,  and  it  hac  since  attained  an  enormou?  proportion. 

We  do  not  ask  for  any  protection  on  wine  ;  a  duty  that  "ill  give  such  revenue 
as  is  fairly  collectable  from  such  a  luxury  Is  all  we  need.  But  the  public  has  a  right 
to  expect  the  Democratic  party  not  to  open  the  door,  for  the  first  time,  to  the  im- 
portation of  vicious  and  poisonous  beverages  under  the  pretense  of  freedom  of 
trade.     Free  trade  should  at  least  be  confined  to  honest  commodities. 


MAKI/Se  CREAM    OF    TARTAR. 


"  Perfectly  pure  baking  powder,"  they  tell  us,  is  made  from 
pure  bi-carbonate  of  soda  and  pure  cream  of  tartar,  or  bi-tart- 
rate  of  potash,  which  means  that  in  the  iirst-named  compound 
two  portions  of  carbonic  acid  are  combined  with  the  soda,  and 
in  the  second  that  two  portions  of  tartaric  acid  are  combined 
with  the  potash,  speaking  in  a  popular  way.  When  these  two 
materials  are  mixed  in  dough,  or  moistened  in  any  way,  the  soda 
forsakes  its  carbonic  acid  and  makes  a  more  firm  alliance  with  a 
part  of  the  tartaric  acid,  leaving  the  deserted  carbonic  acid  to 
bubble  up  in  the  paste  and  make  it  light  and  puifj'. 

Is  cream  of  tartar  made  in  California  ?  Certainly,  and  the 
largest  establishment  is  at  San  Jose,  the  California  Tartar 
Works,  Mr.  G.  De  Latour  proprietor,  located  on  Bush  street, 
near  the  Narrow  Gauge  Depot. 

The  materials  all  come  from  the  vineyards,  and  are  : 

1st.  Pomace — the  crushed  grapes  after  the  wine  is  all 
pressed  out. 

2nd.  Lees — the  thick,  muddy  deposit  in  the  bottom  of  the 
great  wine  casks  which  remain  after  the  clear  wine  is  drawu. 

3d.  Argols — crude  deposits  of  a  crystalline  nature  on  the 
sides  and  bottoms  of  wine  casks,  when  the  wine  has  been  stand- 
ing a  long  time.  Much  of  this  is  used  in  Europe,  but  so  little  is 
found  in  California  wine  casks  that  this  material  counts  for  but 
little  here. 

Up  to  within  a  very  few  years  all  the  cream  of  tartar  in 
these  materials  was  wasted.  Mr.  De  Latour  is  a  native  of 
France,  where  such  things  do  not  occur.  He  erected  this  tartar 
factory  three  years  ago,  and  the  wine  makers  now  get  50  cents 
per  ton  for  the  pomace  they  formerly  threw  away,  and  3^  cents 
per  gallon  for  the  lees,  which  formerlj^  was  very  largely  wasted. 

The  pomace  is  mixed  up  with  water,  fermented  and  dis-^. 
tilled,  thus  saving  an  amount  of  brandy  sufficient  to  a  little 
more  than  pay  for  the  work.  Then  the  pomace  goes  into  a  great 
cage  of  perforated  iron,  and  this  is  lowered  with  powerful  tackle 
into  a  tank  of  boiling  water,  boiled  for  some  hours,  hoisted  out 
and  drained,  and  the  water  in  the  tank,  which  has  dissolved  out 
the  tartar,  is  dumped  into  an  elevated  tank,  whence  it  is  distrib- 
uted into  crystallizing  tanks  of  from  3,000  to  5,000  gallons  each. 
Crystals  soon  form  on  the  bottom  and  sides,  and  in  ten  days  or 
80  all  the  tartar  is  there  deposited.  This  is  known  to  the  trade 
as  argols. 

The  lees  are  placed  in  strong  sacks,  and  then  under  a  power- 
ful press,  to  force  out  the  liquid  part,  which  is  distilled  and  rec- 
tified, making  brandy.  Tlie  solid  matter  in  the  sacks  is  taken 
out  and  dried,  partly  in  the  sun  and  partly  in  a  strongly  heated 
room,  broken  into  such  fineness  as  to  be  easily  sacked,  in  which 
form  it  finds  a  market. 

To  do  this  work  Mr.  De  Latour  has  invested  over  $30,000. 
The  works  are  running  night  and  day  eight  months  of  the  year, 
and  days  only  the  rest  of  the  time.  Eighteen  men  are  at  work 
in  the  factory,  and  for  several  months  fifteen  teamsters  are  em- 
ployed hauling  pomace  and  material.  Beside  burning  dried 
pomace,  over  sixty  tons  of  coal  are  consumed  everj' month,  con- 
suming over  3,000  tons  of  pomace  and  over  50,000  gallons  of  lees. 

Up  to  last  fair  the  California  Tartar  works  refined  their 
goods,  but  it  does  not  pay,  owing  to  high  cost  of  fuel,  etc.,  so 
that  now  the  concentrated  crude  material  goes  to  the  East  to 
meet  the  competition  from  Europe.  Cream  of  tartar  should  be 
protected,  and  then  we  would  have  a  prosperous  industry  on  our 
Coast.  Now  it  is  only  by  allowing  nothing  to  waste  that  the 
business  can  be  run.  It  is  a  blessing  to  the  county,  the  State 
and  the  Nation,  and  should  be  fostered  rather  than  surrendered 
to  foreign  competition. — Pacific  Tree  and  Vine.

/California  wines.— There  is  little  to  say  regarding  the 
^^  market,  except  that  it  is  entirely  unsettled  and  much 
quieter  than  usual  at  this  time  of  year.  During  June  and  July 
orders  will  be  few  and  far  between,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  uncer- 
tainty whether  or  not  there  will  be  any  special  activity  preced- 
ing the  vintage.  We  see  no  promise  of  it,  unless  the  Providence 
which  watches  over  the  California  wine  business  performs  a 
miracle,  either  in  reducing  the  production  or  increasing  the  con- 
sumption. In  another  column  will  be  found  an  account  of  a 
meeting  of  wine  men  for  the  purpose  of  devising  some  means  to 
Icurtail  the  product  of  dry  and  sweet  wines  this  season.  The 
jaecessity  for  some  adequate  action  is  plain,  and  we  trust  the 
[committee  appointed  will  succeed  in  applying  this  temporary  re- 
lief. A  glance  at  the  table  of  production  of  sweet  wines  for  the 
ijeason  ending  April  30th  is  enough  to  convince  any  one  that  it 
is  time  to  look  out  for  breakers  ahead.  The  fact  that  there  was 
janore  Port  made  last  season  than  there  was  of  all  sweet  wines 
produced  during  the  season  of  '92-3,  and  that  the  entire  pro- 
luct  was  2,127,644  gallons  in  excess  of  the  previous  season's 
putput,  is  somewhat  conclusive  evidence  that  there  is  no  crying 
jaeed  for  making  much  sweet  wine  this  year.  Now  is  the  time 
ito  go  slow.

Shipments  by 
sea  during  the  past  half-month  were  of  small  volume  and  almost 
entirely  to  domestic  points.  It  is  believed  there  will  be  an  im- 
provement after  the  tariff  bill  has  been  disposed  of  ai.d  buyer.s 
can  know  what  they  are  speculating  ou.  Oue  thing  is  cer- 
tain, the  law  in  operation  could  not  be  much  worse  than  the 
effects  of  proposed  legislation.  An  effort  i.«  being  made  to  distill 
one-third  of  the  wine  crop,  the  product  to  be  kept  in  bond  two 
years  before  being  sold.  What  effect  such  a  course  would  have 
on  the  wine  market  remains  to  be  seen.  Production  holds  up 
well,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  from  the  First  and  Fourtli 
Districts,  which  appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  The  total  bonded 
stock  in  the  State  April  30th  was  1,683,414  gallons.

^  ^^HISKIES. — During  the  fortnight  the  market  has  been 
^^^  much  quieter  than  the  trade  would  naturally  desire,  and 
as  spotted  as  a  circus  pony.  Business  goes  along  by  jerks,  a  fact 
which  proves  that  purchases  are  only  made  by  the  force  of  actu- 
al demand  for  immediate  consumption.  Collections  remain  un- 
pleasantly tight,  particularly  in  the  big  interior  valleys  where 
crops  are  short.  Receipts  of  whisky  and  spirits  by  sea  and  rail 
during  May  were  considerably  less  than  the  usual  volume,  those 
of  whisky  exceeding  imports  of  spirits  some  six  hundred  barrels. 
The  figures  are  as  followt :

Receipts  of  foreign  whiskies  were  141  cases  and  4  quarters. 
Receipts  of  alcohol,  spirits,  etc,  by  rail  were  1.330  barrels. 
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The  exports  of  American  whiskies  by  sea  to  foreign  ports 
were  408  cases  and  901  gallons,  valued  at  $4,683. 

/MPORTATION8 — The  foregoing  observations  with  respect 
to  whiskies,  apply  to  the  importing  trade.  The  market  is 
unsettled,  and  trade  is  suffering  from  delayed  legislation  in 
Washington.  Business  runs  in  spots,  and  the  spots  are  not  num- 
erous enough.  Standard  lines  are  doing  fairly  well.  The  cry  of 
the  importer  is,  "  Give  us  the  Wilson  bill  as  a  law  and  we  will 
get  the  business."

Bottled  Beer  (overland) — 677  case,  371 
casks,  556  barrels  and  90  boxes.  Foreign  Beer  (by  sea  only) —

CALIFORNIA   PROTECTIVE   ASSOCIATION. 



Organization  of  a  Strong  Body  of  Wine  and  Liquor 
Importers  and  Dealers. 

Very  quickly  an  organization  has  been  effected  by  the  whole- 
sale  liquor  and  wine  dealers  of  San  Francisco  that  may  cut  an 
important  figure  in  the  political  campaigns  of  the  future  in  the 
State.  It  is  a  defensive  movement  against  the  assaults  of  the 
temperance  people  on  the  liquor  interests.  On  the  18th  of  May 
a  secret  meeting  of  the  prominent  wholesale  liquor  dealers  was 
held,  and  an  organization  perfected.  It  will  be  known  as  the 
California  Protective  Association.  The  officers  elected  are  as 
follows : 

President,  Adolph  Hoeber ;  Vice-president,  J.  P.  P'doff; 
Treasurer,  William  Alfs ;  Secretary,  Winfield  Scott.  Executive 
Committee— Adolph  Hoeber,  J.  P.  Edoff,  William  Alfs,  Fred. 
Staude,  Charles  W.  Fore,  William  Wolff,  John  Wolff,  Thomas 
Kirpatrick,  Charles  Bundschu,  E.  R.  Lilienthal,  Jesse  Meyer- 
field  and  J.  H.  Mundy. 

Mr.  Hoeber  is  general  manager  of  A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Co;  Mr. 
Edoff  represents  Dallemand  &  Co.;  Mr.  Alfs  is  of  the  firm  of  Naber, 
Alfs  &  Brune  ;  Mr.  Scott  represents  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review;  Mr.  Staude  is  of  the  firm  of  Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Co.; 
Mr.  Fore  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Spruance,  Stanley  &  Co.; 
Mr.  Wolff  is  the  senior  member  of  William  Wolff  &  Co.,  and  of 
the  executive  committee  Mr.  Wolf  represents  Wolf,  Wreden  & 
Co.;  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  Moore,  Hunt  &  Co.;  Mr.  Bundschu,  J. 
Gundlach  &  Co.;  Mr.  Lilienthal,  the  Crown  Distilleries  Co.;  Mr. 
Meyerfeld,  Meyerfeld,  Mitchell  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  Mundy,  Jones, 
Mundy  &  Co. 

These  gentlemen  are  representative  wholesale  liquor  dealers 
of  San  Francisco.  Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no 
attempt  at  organization  among  the  liquor  dealers,  but  the  ener- 
getic warfare  by  the  temperance  people  throughout  the  State  has 
prompted  the  liquor  men  to  take  the  action  indicated. 

The  retailers  in  San  Francisco  are  fairly  well  organized  in 
the  associations  known  as  the  Retail  Grocers'  Association,  the 
German  Saloon-keepers'  Association  and  the  League  of  Free- 
dom, but  no  general  State  organization  has  ever  been  made.  The 
Brewers'  Protective  Association  and  the  San  Francisco  Wine 
Dealers'  Association  are  also  strong  bodies. 

The  new  association  intends  to  invite  the  tobacco  dealers  to 
co-operate  with  them,  as  their  interests  are  identical.  Several 
tobacco  firms  have  already  given  assurances  of  their  desire  to 
affiliate  with  the  liquor  men.  There  are  250  wholesale  liquor 
dealers  in  California,  and  the  retailers  number  about  12,000.  It 
is  certain  that  these  people  can  wield  an  influence  of  about 
60,000  voters  in  the  State,  and  to  protect  their  business  interests 
it  has  been  decided  to  exert  this  influence  in  political  campaigns 
so  as  to  offset  the  efforts  of  the  temperance  people  to  close  places 
where  liquors,  wine  and  tobacco  are  sold.  In  fact,  the  liquor 
dealers  have  awakened  to  the  fact  that  the  temperance  people 
have  acquired  a  great  deal  of  power,  and  have  thereby  cut  into 
the  business  of  the  trade.  Five  counties  have  already  been  se- 
cured in  the  cause  of  Prohibition.  These  are  Lake,  Sutter,  Mo- 
doc, Riverside,  and,  after  July  1st,  Humboldt.  Very  strong 
high-license  agitations  have  also  resulted  in  measure  inimical  to  ' 
the  liquor  men  in  Santa  Clara,  Los  Angeles,  Del  Norte,  Ventu- 
ra, Santa  Barbara,  Merced,  Shasta  and  Alameda  counties,  not- 
withstanding that  Santa  Clara  county  is  one  of  the  greatest 
wine-producing  counties  in  the  State. 

The  brewers  have  been  well  organized  for  some  time,  and 
this  movement  is  made  by  dealers,  importers  and  wine-grower.^. 
It  is  proposed  to  use  the  California  Protective  Association  as  a 
nucleus  around  which  other  similar  organizations  can  rally  for 
effective  work  to  carry  out  the  aims  of  the  Association.  *  The 
intention  of  the  prime  movers  of  the  new  body  is  to  organize 
affiliated  associations  in  every  county  in  the  State,  so  as  to  op- 
pose and  offset  the  work  of  the  temperance  people.

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MEETI/NG    OF    WIME     MAKERS. 

About  fifty  wine  makers  representing  every  prominent  wine 
producing  county  in  the  State,  met  at  the  rooms  of  the  Viticul- 
tural  Commissioners  on  the  1st  inst.,  in  pursuance  to  a  call  for 
such  a  meeting. 

The  assembly  was  called  to  order  by  "Winfield  Scott  and 
nominations  for  a  chairman  were  declared  in  order. 

F.  A.  West  nominated  I.  De  Turk.  Mr.  De  Turk  was 
elected  to  the  position  and  Mr.  Scott  was  made  Secretary. 

Charles  Kohler  was  called  upon  for  a  few  remarks  to  state 
the  object  of  the  meeting  and  what  had  already  been  done.  In 
response  Mr.  Kohler  said  that  in  order  to  get  any  plan  into 
definite  shape  both  time  and  money  would  be  needed,  not  to 
mention  that  consistent  and  steady  effort  should  be  made  in 
every  producing  section.  The  condition  of  the  wine  makers 
and  of  the  wine  market  had  become  so  lamentable  that  at  least 
an  efibrt  should  be  made  to  improve  matters.  He  said  that 
all  plans  proposed  should  be  discussed  and  acted  upon  as  far  as 
feasible.  For  his  own  part  he  believed  that  it  was  perfectly 
practicable  to  arrange  a  binding  contract  with  most  of  the  wine 
makers  to  distill  or  cause  to  be  distilled,  at  least  one-third  of 
this  year's  crop.  That  would  create  at  once  a  shortage  in  the 
wine  yield,  with  consequent  higher  prices.  The  brandy  so  pro- 
duced should  be  tied  up  under  contract  not  to  be  sold  for  two 
years.  Whenever  possible,  he  advocated  the  drying  of  one- 
third  of  the  crop  or  else  feeding  a  similar  quantity  to  hogs.  If 
but  two-thirds  of  the  entire  crop  was  made  into  wine,  the  matter 
of  low  prices  would  adjust  itself. 

C.  J.  Wetmore  was  called  upon  to  express  his  views.  Mr. 
Wetmore  said  that  for  the  present  he  favored  a  general  discus- 
sion of  the  situation  and  then  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  meet  and  take  up  the  matter  and  formulate  some  plan  for 
concerted  action. 

John  T.  Doyle  said  that  inasmuch  as  it  was  always  best  to 
have  some  resolutions  on  which  to  center  the  discussion  he  would 
offer  the  following : 

Whereas,  the  price  of  wine  has  fallen  to  so  low  a  point  as  not 
only  to  yield  no  return  for  the  capital  and  labor  of  the  producers,  but  to 
entail  an  absolute  loss  on  those  engaged  in  that  pursuit,  and  thereby 
threaten  the  present  extinction  of  an  industry,  which  if  properly  supported 
must  become  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  State, 

Resolved,  That  the  obvious  remedy  of  this  disastrous  state  of  affairs  is 
the  enlargement  of  our  markets,  and  if  necessary,  the  curtailment  of  pro- 
duction ;  Tor  the  former  purpose  we  believe  nothing  will  be  more  effective 
than  the  establishment  of  a  cafe  to  dispose  of  California  wines  in  three  or 
four  of  the  great  Eastern  cities  on  the  plan  of  that  which  operated  so  suc- 
cessfully in  this  city  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commis- 
sion ;  that  for  the  latter,  if  resort  to  it  be  necessary,  the  consent  of  so  num- 
erous a  body  of  producers  is  needed  that  we  believe  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission  is  necessary  to  accomplish  it  and 
create  such  other  instrumentalities  as  may  be  devised  for  the  object  in 
view. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  rep- 
resenting the  various  wine  producing  districts  of  the  State,  which  shall  be 
authorized  and  requested  to  confer  with  the  State  Viticultural  Commission 
as  early  as  practicable  and  secure  their  co-operation  in  the  adoption  of  all 
such  measures  as  may  be  devised  towards  the  object  in  view  on  the  lines 
above  indicated  and  such  others  as  the  Committee  and  Commission  may 
devise. 

Speaking  on  these  resolutions  Mr.  Doyle  said  that  he  might 
add  somewhat  to  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Kohler.  He  said 
that  while  the  difiiculties  in  which  viticulture  is  now  surrounded 
had  been  foreseen,  we  had  never  yet  come  to  a  remedy.  A  rem- 
edy is  by  no  means  easy  of  attainment.  To  begin  with,  there 
are  5,000  grape  growers  in  the  State,  of  whom  about  700  are 
wine  makers.  Something  might  be  done  to  efiect  a  combination  of 
the  principal  ones  of  these  700.  The  main  trouble  at  present  is  that 
in  past  years  the  grape  growers  over-planted,  and  he,  too,  was 
as  guilty  as  others.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  some  ten  or 
twelve  houses  to  carry  all  the  produce  coming  from  this  over- 
production. Two  roads  now  offered ;  first,  the  extension  of  mar- 
kets, which  he  believed  could  be  effected  in  large  measure  by 
the  adoption  of  the  cafe  system;  second,  a  diminution  of  the  pro- 
duction. The  latter  plan  offered  some  difficulties  to  those  who 
had  no  distilleries.  From  figures  furnished  by  Messrs.  West  and 
Kohler,  Mr.  Doyle  figured  that  it  would  cost  7J  cents  per  gallon 
to  distill  and  provide  cooperage  for  wine  distilled  into  brandy. 
This  would  entail  an  additional  cost  of  $75  on  every  1000  gallons 


of  brandy  produced.     Measures  for  meeting  the  extra  cost  might 
be  devised. 

Frank  A.  West  said  that  he  had  great  confidence  in  the  plan 
to  distill  or  otherwise  dispose  of  one-third  of  the  crop.  If  the 
others  would  agree,  he  would  agree,  with  Mr.  Kohler,  to  dry  one- 
third  of  the  grape  crop  at  Minturn  this  year. 

P.  C.  Rossi  said  that  the  situation  required  immediate  and 
drastic  measures.  "  We  must  go  to  the  root  of  the  trouble,"  he 
continued,  "  and  I  do  not  think  that  distilling  one-third  of  this 
year's  crop  is  anything  but  a  temporary  measure.  So  long  as 
$60,000,000  of  property  in  the  country  is  controlled  absolutely 
by  11,000,000  in  the  city,  the  distilling  proposition  will  not  do, 
except  for  the  wine.  What  we  want,  what  we  need  and  what  wo 
must  have  is  a  strong  syndicate  of  the  wine  makers  with  one 
central  and  crystallized  authority.  Once  we  have  it,  and  the 
price  of  wine  to  merchants  can  be  regulated.  I  am  willing  to  go 
in  with  the  others;  to  place  the  cellars  absolutely  in  the  hands 
of  the  central  syndicate  as  far  as  the  wine  is  concerned;  to  stand 
by  the  others  if  the  proposition  is  to  distill  all  the  cheaper  wines 
and  sell  only  the  better  grades.  Let  us  have  a  syndicate  strong 
enough  to  compel  respect  and  better  prices  from  first  hands." 

Col.  Hermann  Bendel  said  that  the  entire  difficulty  was  one 
of  demand  and  supply.  That  once  the  supply  was  diminisl  el, 
the  price  would  go  up  in  accordance  with  known  laws  of  com- 
merce. 

Mr.  Rossi  took  issue  with  him  on  these  conclusions.  No  law 
of  demand  and  supply  could  have  lowered  the  price  of  wine  to 
five  cents  per  gallon  from  first  hands.  Co-operation  would  set- 
tle such  prices. 

Colonel  Bendel  in  reply  said  that  unless  a  syndicate  abso- 
lutely controlled  the  wine,  natural  laws  would  regulate  prices. 
He  said  that  we  must  gauge  o«r  supply  to  the  wants  of  the 
American  market.  He  had  tried  exporting  to  the  extent  of  thou- 
sands of  barrels  of  cognac  and  at  least  a  thousand  barrels  of  wine. 
Yet  even  with  the  market  in  its  present  flat  condition,  values 
were  better  in  America  than  abroad. 

William  Wehuer  said :  "In  my  opinion  the  state  of  the 
market  is  due  to  over-production.  You  can  figure  it  out  in  every 
and  any  way,  and  you  come  down  to  the  bottom  fact,  that  Amer- 
icans are  not  a  wine-drinking  people.  We  have  from  8,000,000 
to  12,000,000  gallons  of  California  wine  right  in  this  State  that 
we  have  no  use  for  and  must  dispose  of.  We  have  no  possible 
hope  of  exporting  wine  or  brandy  in  such  quantities  as  would 
help  us.  What  we  should  do  is  distill  part  of  the  wine  we  have 
on  hand.  This  year  the  vineyardists  have  been  to  the  expense  of 
keeping  up  their  vineyards,  and  we  cannot  make  any  agreement 
that  will  stick  with  the  grower.  But  you  can  do  something  witli 
the  wine  maker  and  the  man  who  holds  stocks.  The  situation 
can  be  relieved  by  distilling  say  20  per  cent,  of  the  stocks,  and  by 
the  wine  makers  making  up  only  what  grapes  they  grow." 

Mr.  Kohler  suggested  that  perhaps  the  wine  makers  could 
be  brought  in  under  a  cast-iron  agreement  to  make  up  only  two- 
thirds  of  any  grape-grower's  crop. 

Charles  Bundschu  was  called  upon  by  the  Chairman  to  ex- 
press his  opinions.  He  said,  in  part :  "  While  the  remarks 
that  have  already  been  attributed  to  me  in  the  press  are  scarcely 
authoritative,  yet  they  express  my  sentiments.  It  is  a  sore  dis- 
appointment that  we  are  face  to  face  with  a  proposition  to  erad- 
icate, even  in  part,  what  was  started  with  so  much  enlhusiasm 
some  years  ago.  I  believe  that  there  are  factors  in  this  situa- 
tion other  than  over-production.  To  those  who  attribute  all 
ills  under  which  we  suffer  to  over-production,  I  would  say  that 
you  are  going  around  the  question  and  are  not  striking  at  the 
nerve.  To  the  wine  makers  —  to  those  who  hold  wine  —  I 
would  say  :  *  Hold  on  to  your  wines.'  Stop  the  few  rich  plums 
that  are  dropping  into  a  few  hands  at  bankrupt  prices.  If  you 
do  not,  this  will  destroy  you.  Is  it  right  that  one  house,  for  in- 
stance, which  admits  that  its  stock  is  lower  than  it  has  been  for 
years,  should  hold  off  buying  until  prices  touch  5  cents  ?  Wine 
might  be  cheap,  but  who  wants  to  see  it  slaughtered  ?  " 

Mr.  Doyle's  resolutions  were  then  seconded  by  Mr.  Rossi, 
and  were  carried,  the  Chair  being  given  time  in  which  to  ap- 
point the  committee  of  seven. 

Mr.  Bundschu  again  took  the  floor,  and  made  another  short 
address,  in  which  he  stated  that  inasmuch  as  the  growers  were 
on  the  defensive,  and  were  defending  their  property  and  inter- 
ests, he  favored  the  formation  of  a  league,  to  be  known  as  the 
Wine  Growers'  Protective  League,  or  by  any  similar  title. 

After  some  further  discussion  the  convention  adjourned 
sine  die. 

Chairman   De  Turk  has  announced  the  following  as  the 
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CJommittee  of  Seveu,  and  their  first  meeting  was  held  June  5,

located.  The  wiiie  making  capacity  is  the  largest  in  the  State. 
In  the  process  of  making,  the  wine  is  piped  down  to  the  cellar 
The  cooperage  now  in  the  cellar  has  a  capacity  of  about  2,000,000 
gallons.  A  distillery  with  a  cap.  city  of  1,500  gallons  a  day  is 
connected  with  the  cellar.  The  property  sold  includes  600,000 
gallons  of  wine,  34  acres  of  land,  the  stables,  outbuildings,  etc., 
and  the  handsome  country  residence  of  Mr.  Bourn.  The  seller 
retains  his  700  acres  of  vines,  but  has  contracted  a  sale  of  his 
grapes  for  five  years  at  a  stated  price. 

Mr.  Carpy,  who  owns  a  cellar  in  Napa  with  a  capacity  of 
2,000,000  gallons  and  another  in  San  Jose  with  a  capacity  of  1,- 
500,000  gallons,  says  that  he  will  increase  the  cooperage  of  the 
Bourn  cellar  at  once  and  run  it  to  its  full  capacity. — Examiner. 


A/NOTHE-R    BIG    PUKCHASE. 

The  largest  above-ground  cellars  in  the  world  have  been 
sold,  and  C.  Carpy  &  Co.  will  be  the  owners  of  them  when  the 
details  of  title  and  transfer  are  completed. 

The  property  is  known  as  the  Bourn  wine  cellars  of  Napa 
county.  They  are  located  on  the  highway  to  Calistoga,  aliout  a 
mile  north  of  St.  Helena,  at  the  foot  of  one  of  the  lower  foothills 
of  a  region  famous  for  its  vineyards.  The  building  overlooks, 
at  a  slight  elevation,  a  broad  expanse  of  the  upper  Napa  valley, 
where  it  is  checkered  by  many  well-known  vineyards,  among 
which  are  700  acres  of  vines  which  still  belong  to  W.  B.  Bourn, 
the  millionaire  owner  of  vineyards,  San  Francisco  property  and 
Grass  Valley  mines. 

Mr,  Bourn  went  into  the  wine  business  about  1888.  That 
was  the  time  when  viticulture  was  booming  and  the  viticulturists' 
profits  were  large.  Besides  great  vineyards  he  planned  and  es- 
tablished an  immense  winery  and  cellar.  When  his  cellar  was 
finished  it  had  cost  $600,000  and  was  the  largest  cellar  of  any 
kind  in  America.  Its  capacity  was  over  3,500,000  gallons  of 
wine.  There  are  cellars  of  greater  capacity  in  France  and  Ger- 
many, but  they  are  underground  collars  entirely,  as  are  most  of 
the  great  wine  cellars  of  Europe. 

The  building  has  four  floors  and  is  400  feet  long  by  100  wide. 
It  is  built  entirely  of  stone  and  cement,  and  has  also  been  known 
as  the  Graystone  cellar.  From  the  basement  floor  twelve  dark 
tunnels  run  back  into  the  hillside.  The  cooperage  pretty  near 
fills  the  lower  floors.  In  the  vintage  season  the  loads  of  grapes 
firom  the  valley  are  driven  up  a  hillside  road  along  the  rear  of 
the  building  and  are  dumped  into  elevators,  which  carry  the 
grapes  to  the  top  floor,  where  the  wine  making  machinery   is

It  is  now  considerably  over  a  year  since  we  have  stopped  pub- 
lishing such  quotations;  and  no  matter  if  every  other  trade  jour- 
nal and  every  broker  in  the  business  resumes  them  once  more, 
we  shall  under  no  circumstances  do  so.  We  are  unalterably  op- 
posed to  the  price  list  in  principle,  and  propose  to  stand  by  our 
convictions.  And  on  this  point  we  should  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  Bonfort's,  the  Criterion,  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Btdletin  and  the 
Broker. 

The  advantages  which  the  Review  has  secured  in  stopping 
the  list  are  manifold.  First  of  all  is  the  increased  good  will  of 
the  distillers  ;  second,  that  of  the  wholesalers  of  the  entire 
Coast ;  third,  the  opportunity  of  placing  the  journal  in  the 
hands  of  the  best  class  of  retailers  on ,  the  Coast.

Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  —  Sir  :  According  to  the 
present  prospects,  the  coming  grape  crop  promises  to  be  a  good 
average  crop,  if  not  more,  and  in  consequence  the  present  sur- 
plus of  wine  in  the  country  will  be  considerably  increased, 
partly  through  the  reduction  in  quantity  of  shipments  out  of  the 
State  and  partly  by  the  good  yield  of  this  year.  The  time  for 
frosts  to  occur  is  about  over,  and  under  the  circumstances  some 
steps  should  be  taken  to  avoid  the  entire  grape  crop  being 
turned  into  wines  and  brandies,  thereby  causingthe  continuance 
of  the  present  low  prices  for  wines  and  brandies,  and  the  conse- 
quent depression  of  the  entire  industry. 

Lately  I  had  occasion  to  discuss  this  matter  with  several 
gentlemen,  all  of  whom  expressed  the  opinion  that  unless  some 
steps  are  taken  to  put  to  other  uses  a  part  of  the  now  growing 
grape  crop,  the  surplus  of  wine  would  cause  the  depression  to 
last  at  least  two  years  longer,  during  which  time  the  value  of 
vineyards  would  of  course  continue  to  decrease.  According  to 
the  prices  at  which  wines  have  been  sold  lately,  if  no  advance 
in  wine  prices  takes  place  prior  to  the  vintage  of  1894,  the 
wineries  would  not  be  able  to  pay  $4  per  ton  for  wino  grapes  de- 
livered at  the  wineries  and  be  safe  against  loss,  but,  as  the  grape 
buyers  cannot  afford  to  take  any  chances,  the  situation  is  such 
that  comparatively  few  would  avail  themselves  of  the  low  prices 
and  operate  their  wineries  to  their  full  capacity. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  be  well  if  parties  who 
are  interested  in  the  grape  and  wine  industry  consider  the  best 
way  to  avoid  a  large  quantity  of  grapes  being  crushed  for  wine- 
making  purposes,  and  arrange  regarding  the  diposition  of  the 
grapes  ^hich  are  not  turned  into  wine.  Some  parties  with 
whom  I  have  discussed  this  matter  advise  drying  of  the  grapes 
wherever  possible,  in  other  places  to  feed  the  grapes  to  hogs, 
and  wherever  possible  to  have  the  grapes  turned  into  brandy, 
which  brandy,  however,  is  not  to  be  put  on  the  market  prior  to 
January,  1896,  or  some  such  other  date,  to  be  fixed.  Could  it 
be  arranged,  successfully,  that  but  two-thirds  of  the  grapes  be  de- 
voted to  wine  and  brandy,  and  the  other  one-third  disposed  of 
by  any  of  the  foregoing  methods,  the  situation  would  be  changed 
at  once,  and  in  a  reasonable  time  the  state  of  affairs  will  have 
been  vastly  improved. 

Some  parties  with  whom  I  have  discussed  this  matter  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  feasible.  On  the  other  hand, 
others  are  in  favor  of  starting  some  movement  to  better  the  sit- 
uation. As  far  as  the  former  parties  are  concerned,  who  think 
this  proposition  not  feasible,  to  those  I  replied  that,  until  an 
eflfort  has  been  made  in  the  direction,  it  is  useless  to  talk  of 
failure. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  in  the  course  of  the 
next  few  days,  whether  you  are  in  favor  of  this  movement,  and 
I  think,  with  the  assistance  of  the  wine-makers,  grape-growers, 
wine-merchants,  and  the  country  banks,  this  matter  can  be 
brought  to  a  successful  issue.  The  country  banks  in  the  wine- 
growing districts  are  all  very  much  interested  in  the  vineyards, 
and  would,  no  doubt,  be  pleased  to  see  their  value  improve.

P.  S. —  Messrs.  Geo.  West  &  Son,  with  whom  I  have  dis- 
cussed the  foregoing,  advise  that  a  meeting  of  the  wine  mer- 
chants be  called  at  an  early  date,  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco, 
and  which  I  intend  doing,  and  at  which  meeting  a  formal  dis- 
cussion can  take  place. 

Charles  A.  Wetmore  writes  the  following  letter  from  Wash- 
ington : 

Washington,  May  23,  1894. 

Since  my  last  letter  I  have  been  to  California  and  returned. 
I  find  the  tariff  situation  much  changed.  The  doubts  as  to  the 
passage  of  the  new  bill  have  been  nearly  all  dissipated.  The 
measure  will,  no  doubt,  pass  the  Senate  within  four  weeks.  The 
most  critical  stage  yet  to  be  encountered  will  be  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Conference  Committee ;  yet  it  is  nowhere  now  pre- 
dicted that  there  will  be  a  failure  to  agree.  If  the  unexpected 
happens  there  will  be  a  great  surprise. 

The  wine  and  spirit  schedules  appear  to  be  undisturbed 
since  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  wine  situation  in  California  reveals  the  want  of  sufli- 
cient  capital  on  the  part  of  the  trade.  The  vintages  of  last  year 
are  exceptionally  good,  and  the  old  stocks  are  fast  disappearing. 


There  is  really  not  enough  surplus  in  sight  to  maintain  future 
supplies  in  fair  advancing  quality,  but  the  trade  seems  to  be  un- 
able to  purchase  sufficiently  from  the  young  stocks  to  enable  the 
growers  to  pay  expenses  and  to  prevent  ruinous  sacrifices.  If 
there  ever  could  be  a  time  for  safe  speculation  on  prices,  now  is 
the  opportunity  for  capital  to  establish  large  depots  in  eastern 
cities,  especially  in  New  York.  The  low  prices  for  the  last  few 
years  were  crippling,  but  the  present  hari-kari  means  death. 

Thousands  of  acres  of  vines  will  no  doubt  be  destroyed  next 
winter  under  any  circumstances,  for  many  are  growing  tired  of 
an  industry  which  does  not  meet  with  fair  response  from  the 
trade.  The  purchase  of  even  as  little  as  three  million  gallons 
by  parties  able  to  hold  and  mature,  with  a  fair  understanding 
with  established  houses  to  put  a  stop  to  suicidal  cutting  of  prices 
would  result  in  a  sharp  advance  that  would  insure  large  profits. 

A  project  is  now  being  discussed  among  a  few  leading  pro- 
ducers looking  toward  a  combination  for  the  distillation  of  one- 
third  of  the  next  vintage,  to  ba  held  by  a  syndicate  out  of  tlie 
market  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  but  I  have  little  faith  in 
any  such  schemes  which  require  the  combined  efforts  of  so  many 
producers  already  crippled. 

It  is  probable  that  an  impetus  will  be  given  to  some  new 
lines,  such  as  natural  sherries,  based  on  some  very  successful  ex- 
periments, of  which  the  trade  will  learn  before  many  months. 
The  mystery  of  natural  sherry  development,  which  depends  on 
certain  grape  varieties  and  skill  in  directing  the  fermentations 
and  subsequent  cellar  management,  is,  I  am  confident,  about  to 
be  solved,  but  the  results  are  not  likely  to  be  shown  until  stocks 
are  accumulated.  C.  A.  W. 


Editor  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  —  I  have  a  remedy  for 
the  "  sickness  unto  death  "  of  the  wine  industry  of  California 
and  also  of  the  world  beside.  My  remedy  is  no  joke,  either  ;  it 
is  the  eradication  or  grafting  of  all  the  heavy  bearing,  poor 
quality  producing  vines.  If  only  Cabernets,  Sauviguon,  Semil- 
lon,  Scirrah,  Noirean,  and  the  Klein  Riesling  were  grown  on 
our  hillsides,  while  our  valleys  gave  no  room  except  to  Verdot, 
Tannat,  the  Mondeuse,  with  the  Clairette,  FoUe  Blanche,  Sau- 
viguon Vert,  we  would  be  o«t  of  all  trouble,  for  we  would  have 
no  surplus  of  wine,  and  the  money  would  clink  in  our  pockets. 

What  bankrupts  the  California  vineyardists  is  the  immense 
amount  of  big-bearing,  detestable  wine-yielding  vines  we  have. 
I  look  around  me  where  I  am,  (and  any  vigneron  in  California 
can  do  the  same  where  he  is),  and  I  see  myself  surrounded  with 
Charbono,  so-called  Malvoise  or  Santa  Clara  Pinot,  Mission  and 
Chasselas.  You  take  the  list  of  vineyards  in  California,  pub- 
lished a  year  or  two  ago  by  the  Viticultural  Commission,  and 
run  down  the  names  of  the  vines  in  those  vineyards.  It  is 
sickening  to  read  it.  To  mention  nothing  lower,  you  find  "  Zin- 
fandel,"  "  Zinfandel,"  and  again  "  Zinfandel '"  —  "  Zinfandel  "  on 
hill,  and  •'  Zinfandel  "  in  dale,  and  I  don't  believe  five  hundred 
acres  of  Haute  Medoc  and  Haute  Sauterne  vines.  Then,  as  for 
Noirean  (the  king  of  the  grapes,  I  don't  care  who  says  nay),  it 
has  the  rarest  mention. 

I  read  and  hear  of  various  plans  for  the  good  of  the  Cali- 
fornia wine  industry,  but  I  smile  at  them  all.  The  latest  and 
most  infallible  plan  is  to  get  rid,  somehow,  of  one-third  of  the 
coming  crop.  Am  I,  with  my  poor-bearing  Medoc,  Sauterne  and 
Cote  d'Or  vines,  to  get  rid  of  a  third  of  them,  and  stand  side- 
by-side  with  the  ten-ton-to-the-acre  man  ?  He  can  afford  to  get 
on  the  outside  of  what  is  at  best  but  trash,  but  what  about  me? 
Things  are  not  equal  between  us.  Again,  suppose  we  get  one- 
third  of  the  California  crop  withdrawn  from  the  market — are 
we  not  playing  into  the  hands  of  the  petiotiser,  galliciser,  and 
all  the  murderous  band  of  wine  chemists  or  fabricators  ?  I  tell 
you  we  are. 

I  suppose,  for  charity's  sake,  that  the  idea  is  to  get  rid  of 
one-third  of  the  common  wine  crop  —  say  Charbono,  Mission, 
Valley  Zinfandel,  Verdal  and  Chasselas — will  you  therefore  have 
diminished  the  wine  stock  by  one-third  ?  You  will  still  have  as 
much  wine  as  ever,  for  the  chemical  fellows  will  rush  in  to  fill 
up  the  vaccuum  you  have  so  labriously  created — which  vacuum, 
in  the  case  of  Charbono,  etc.,  there  is  no  great  trick  in  filling. 
Common  wine,  or  poor  wine — nay  wine  that  thousands  in  Amer- 
ica and  elsewhere  would  smack  their  lips  over — is  always  at  the 
command  of  the  legerdemain  of  the  wine-chemist.  No,  no  — 
fudge  !  Withdrawing  a  third  of  the  California  wine  crop  will 
not  do.  The  only  effectual  withdrawal  is  the  withdrawal  of  the 
vines  which  have  so  beautifully  landed  us  in  the  hole  we  are  in. 
Produce  but  the  finest  wines,  which  no  chemical  sharp  can  in 
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Hey,  presto!"  evolve  the  similitude  of,  and  annihilate  your 
common  wine. 

It  may  be  objected  that  it  is  impossible  to  eradicate  or  graft 
vines  fertile  in  quantity  but  low  in  quality  ;  but  is  it  more  im- 
possible to  do  this  than  to  get  rid  of  a  third  of  a  crop  ?  Sacri- 
liciug  the  third  of  a  crop  is  at  best  but  a  doubtful  proceeding  ;  I 
would  call  it  the  shriek  of  despair,  with  the  Devil  in  the  shape 
of  the  wine  chemist  standing  by.  But  conversion  of  a  vineyard 
(for  you  need  not  eradicate)  is  bright  with  breaking  light,  like 
the  dawn  of  day.  I  will  add,  laying  emphasis  on  my  words,  it 
is  the  one  salvation  for  California,  and  neither  California  nor 
any  other  vignoble  deserves  to  get  salvation  in  any  other  way. 

You  made  the  statement  in  an  editorial,  and  therefore  in 
wliat  is  open  to  criticism,  that  wine  of  the  fabric  loft  "  could  not 
bo  made  in  California  under  25  cents  a  gallon."  Please  excuse 
nie  in  your  usual  frank,  genial  way,  if  I  offer  to  exorcise  out  of 
my  chemical  bowl  as  much  so-called  wine  as  you  please  at  I'ic, 
and  make  a  little  out  of  it  to  take  my  girl  to  the  theater.  I'll 
engage,  after  the  manner  of  a  celebrated  advertisement  I  lately 
saw,  that  my  exorcism  shall  be  12  to  13  per  cent,  alcohol  (but  mind 
—  I  don't  promise  what  alcohol);  that  it  shall  have  good  color 
and  clean  taste,  and  be  much  better  than  the  wine  I  get  in  San 
Francisco  and  other  large  restaurants  where  I  pay  25  to  40  cents 
a  meal,  wine  included.  But,  bless  me  !  This  "  included  "  wine  is 
fearfully  and  wonderfully  made.  I  caught  a  restaurateur  on 
two  occasions  watering  my  "  included  wine,"  but  forgave  him, 
thinking  that  good  water  in  a  restaurateur's  wine  was  prophy- 
lactic.

SWEET    WI/ME    PHODUCTIOyN. 

Through  the  kindness  and  courtesy  of  Collectors  O.  M.  Welborn,  of  the  First  District,  and  Waverley  Stairley,  of  the  Fourth 
District,  we  are  able  to  give  herewith  the  statistics  of  production  of  sweet  wine  in  the  two  districts  for  the  season  from  August  1, 
1893,  to  April  30,  1894,  together  with  the  production  for  the  corresponding  seasons  of  1892-'93,  and  1891-'92. 

We  are  afraid  that  these  statistics  will  give  small  comfort  to  holders  of  sweet  wine.  They  explain  in  perfectly  plain  terms  what 
has  been  the  cause  of  the  desperate  throat-grappling  and  price-cutting  that  has  prevailed  among  the  leading  shippers  of  sweets  for 
the  past  few  months.  Still,  we  are  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  total  production  during  the  past  season  was  nearly  double  that  of  the 
season  before,  even  if  the  ofiicial  figures  do  so  state  it.  We  are,  instead,  somewhat  inclined  to  think  that  the  official  figures  for  the 
season  of  1892-'93  are  below  the  actual  output,  for  the  reason  that  some  wine  makers  preferred  to  work  on  the  old  plan,  as  it  were. 
There  is  no  question  that  the  figures  ot  two  seasons  ago  do  not  represent  the  actual  output.  Of  the  statistics  for  this  year,  we  can 
only  say  that  we  believe  they  represent  the  actual  output.

14th  for  Germany,  with  a  cargo  of  over  163,000  gallons  of 
brandy,  besides  wine  and  other  merchandise,  has  been  spoken 
west  of  Valparaiso,  with  her  foremast  gone.  She  will  put  into 
Valparaiso  for  repairs  before  proceeding  on  her  voyage. 

Macondray  Bros.  &  Lockard  are  doing  well  with  the  agency 
of  Louis  Roederer  &  Co's  champagnes.  The  Louis  Roederer 
brands  are  among  the  best  known  in  the  United  States,  and  this 
young  and  active  firm  will  do  justice  to  the  wines  in  this  section. 
The  firm  also  has  a  nice  export  trade  in  wine  and  brandy  to 
Japan. 

Matilda  M.  Portal,  wife  of  J.  B.  J.  Portal,  of  San  Jose,  has 
begun  action  for  a  divorce,  and  for  the  custody  of  her  minor  son. 
She  also  asks  that  all  the  real  and  personal  property  be  awarded 
to  her,  together  with  $1000  counsel  fees.  The  grounds  are  de- 
sertion and  cruelty.  Portal  has  not  been  heard  from  since  he 
left  his  home,  some  time  ago. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hickox,  who,  for  the  past  six  years,  has  acted  as 
the  purchasing  agent  of  the  N.  Y.  Steam  Co.,  at  New  York,  has 
succeeded  Mr.  A.  G.  Hussey  in  the  passenger  department  of  the 
Monon  Railroad.  Mr.  Hickox  is  both  by  ability  and  address 
well  fitted  for  his  new  position,  and  will  undoubtedly  add  many 
new  friends  to  the  Monon. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Spruance,  who  are  now  traveling  in  the 
East,  suflered  a  severe  pecuniary  loss  on  the  1st  insrant.  While 
on  the  way  to  Dansville,  N.  Y.,  a  bag  attached  to  Mrs.  Spru- 
ance's  girdle  was  wrenched  from  her  by  highwaymen,  who 
escaped.  The  bag  contained  about  $4500  worth  of  diamonds. 
It  is  believed  that  the  thieves  took  their  plunder  to  Buffalo. 

Jas.  L.  Hackett,  vice-president  of  the  Greenbrier  Distillery 
Co.,  is  in  the  city  on  a  trip  principally  devoted  to  recreation. 
He  finds  that  his  famous  old  "  R.  B.  Hayden,"  under  the  mari- 
agement  of  Chas.  Meinecke  &  Co.,  is  making  rapid  headway, 
and  establishing  an  enviable  reputation  as  one  of  the  reliable 
old,  hand-made,  sour-mash  whiskies.  Mr.  Hackett  will  return 
East  during  the  fortnight. 

JohnD.  Bullwinkel,  Geo.  H.  Pein  and  Geo.  M.  Ahrens  com- 
prise the  firm  of  Ahrens,  Pein  &  Bullwinkel,  successors  to  J.  P. 
Schardin  &  Co.,  of  16  Grant  avenue,  and  now  located  at  620 
Post  street.  These  gentlemen  carry  as  specialties  the  "  Royal 
Stag  "  and  "  Old  Pal  "  bourbons,  and  "  Chief  "  bitters.  They 
confine  their  wholesale  trade  to  San  Francisco,  but,  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  conduct  four  large  retail  establishments. 
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Geo.  Harris,  of  the  "  Temple  Bar,"  is  always  to  be  found  at 
tlie  head  of  the  procession  in  his  business.  He  handles  nothing 
but  straight  goods,  and  takes  a  pride  in  having  good  things  for 
his  patrons.  His  latest  piece  of  enterprise  is  the  purchase 
of  a  car-load  of  sour-mash  whisky  from  his  namesake,  Nat. 
Harris,  of  Garnallton,  Kentucky.  The  brand  is  very  appropri- 
ate, being  known  as  "  Nat.  Harris,"  and  it  is  certain  to  find  a 
host  of  friends  at  the  "  Temple  Bar." 

John  H.  Wheeler,  the  wine  producer  aud  shipper  of  St. 
Helena,  who,  as  is  well  known,  is  interested  in  the  sulphur  mar- 
ket, in  bi-sulphide  of  carbon  production  and  other  side  issues, 
has  perfected  a  rapid  process  of  vinegar  manufacture  and  is  put- 
suing  this  calling  with  his  accustomed  energy  and  success.  Mr. 
Wheeler  is  justly  entitled  to  the  name  of  being  one  of  the  most 
active  and  progressive  viticnlturists  of  the  State,  and  every  en- 
terprise to  which  he  has  turned  his  attention  has  succeeded. 

The  concentrated  must  factory  at  Healdsburg  is  being  put 
in  first-class  order  in  anticipation  of  a  good  trade  the  coming 
season,  but  no  more  machinery  will  he  added.  Manager  Baron 
von  Schilling  is  unsettled  yet  as  to  what  quantity  of  must  will 
be  manufactured  this  year,  owing  to  the  lack  of  certainty  in  the 
market,  but  he  is  satisfied  that  he  can  find  sale  for  all  that  can 
be  produced  with  the  present  capacity  of  the  factory.  Last 
year's  production  is  almost  entirely  sold  and  shipments  are  be- 
ing frequently  made. 

Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Co.  have  just  made  a  purchase  which 
any  house  might  well  envy.  They  have  concluded  negotiations 
for  200  barrels  of  "  J.  G.  Mattingly  Co."  bourbon,  of  which  100 
barrels  are  now  in  bond  in  Louisville  and  100  barrels  are  export 
goods  now  being  discharged  from  the  British  ship  Wayfarer, 
from  Antwerp.  The  J.  G.  Mattingly  whiskies  are  too  well  known 
to  the  trade  to  need  any  extolling  of  their  merits,  and  Messrs. 
Wichman,  Lutgen  &  Co.  have  in  their  latest  purchase  the  pick 
of  the  Company's  output. 

Used  Poor  Goods. — James  Whitcomb  Riley  tells  this  story : 
Three  bosom  friends  started  out  one  evening  to  have  a  good 
time,  and  when  the  time  for  going  home  came  they  were  so  un- 
steady that  walking  was  difficult.  They  finally  reached  the 
home  of  Brown  and  made  noise  enough  to  waken  the  neighbor- 
hood. A  window  was  raised,  and  a  feminine  voice  said  :  "  What 
on  earth  is  wanted  ?  "  In  thickened  accents  came  the  answer  : 
"  Will  Mish  Brown  pleesh  come  down  and  pick  out  her  hus- 
band ?  " — Indianapolis  Sentinel. 

The  Buhach  Producing  &  Manufacturing  Company,  whose 
vineyards  are  located  near  Atwater,  Merced  county,  have  made 
an  excellent  display  of  their  vineyard  products  in  the  Merced 
county  section  of  the  Main  Horticultural  Building  at  the  Mid- 
winter Fair.  The  Buhach  Company  has  one  of  the  largest  wine 
grape  vineyards  in  the  entire  San  Joaquin  valley,  and  their 
wines  and  brandies  are  well  and  favorably  known.  Aside  from 
this  the  Company  has  a  fine  orchard,  and  devotes  a  large  acre- 
age to  the  production  of  buhach,  the  favorite  insect  powder. 

The  Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals  held,  in  the  recent  case  of 
The  Parkland  Blue  Lick  Water  Company  vs.  Hawkins  et  al., 
that  the  lessees  of  Blue  Lick  Springs,  who  handled  the  water  of 
those  springs  as  an  article  of  commerce,  and  who  had  for  many 
years  used  the  name  "Blue  Lick  Water"  as  their  trade-mark, 
were  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  of  that  name  as  a  trade-mark, 
and  that  upon  their  petition  the  defendants,  who  handled  a  min- 
eral water  obtained  from  an  artesian  well  in  a  distant  part  of 
the  State,  should  be  enjoined  from  using  the  words  "Blue  Lick" 
as  a  part  of  their  trade-mark. 

The  case  telegraphed  from  Woonsocket,  R.  I.,  on  the  25th 
ult.,  is  a  peculiar  one  as  concerns  license.  A  dispatch  from 
Woonsocket  says :  "  Four  policemen  and  the  city  engineer  vis- 
ited Edward  Cunningham's  unlicensed  saloon,  which  is  located 
in  the  cellar  of  a  house  standing  on  the  Massachusetts  and 
Rhode  Island  State  line.  The  engineer  traced  the  line,  and 
found  that  it  ran  exactly  along  the  inner  edge  of  the  bar,  and 
that  all  the  liquor  was  in  Massachusetts.  The  house  stands  in 
three  towns  —  Blackstone,  Bellingham  and  Woonsocket.  The 
bartender  can  stand  in  Massachusetts  and  sell  liquor  in  Rhode 
Island.  The  police  were  obliged  to  leave  without  making  any 
arrests.  Cunningham  has  things  arranged  bo  that  he  can  defy 
the  oflScers." 


Fifty-seven  packages  of  brandy,  the  property  of  the  Edge 
Hill  Vineyard  Company,  of  St.  Helena,  have  been  seized  by  the 
internal  revenue  authorities  for  a  violation  of  the  internal  rev- 
enue laws.  The  seizure  was  made  by  Chief  Deputy  Collector 
Wolf,  of  the  Fourth  district,  deputy  C.  D.  McCauley  and 
ganger  Walter  Sink.  The  Company  tax  paid  thirty-eight  pack- 
ages, with  an  outage  of  155  gallons,  and  subsequent  investiga- 
tion revealed  thirty-three  full  packages  and  five  empty  ones. 
The  superintendent  of  the  company  had  filled  up  all  paokages. 
Investigation  showed  that  other  packages  had  been  filled  up  in 
like  manner,  and  on  this  showing  all  the  tax-paid  brandy  in  the 
company's  possession  was  seized. 

Jacob  Schram,  the  well-known  vineyardist  of  St.  Helena, 
met  with  an  accident  on  May  21st  which  came  near  costing  him 
his  life.  He  had  been  spending  the  evening  with  Tiburcio  Par- 
rott,  and  started  home  about  10  p.  m.  He  was  driving  a  restive 
team,  and  the  animals  ran  away.  Mr.  Schram  was  thrown  out, 
with  the  wagon  on  top  of  him.  He  was  found  in  an  unconscious 
state,  and  medical  assistance  was  called.  The  seventh  rib  on 
the  right  side  was  broken,  and  other  injuries  were  sustained. 
Mr.  Schram  was  afterward  taken  home,  and  is  making  a  good 
recovery.  Elaborate  preparations  were  being  made  at  Schrams- 
burg,  and  invitations  had  been  issued  for  a  fitting  celebration  of 
the  68th  anniversary  of  Mr.  Schram's  birth  on  the  26th  ult., 
but  the  idea  had  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  accident. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  has  rendered  a  decision  that 
makes  the  selling  of  liquors  by  outside  parties  to  residents  of 
Iowa  a  serious  venture.  Not  only  is  it  held  that  parties  in  Iowa 
who  have  paid  for  liquors  furnished  by  outside  firms  can  recover 
the  amount  so  paid,  but  it  is  held  that  they  are  not  responsible 
for  the  return  of  the  empty  cases  and  kegs,  even  though  a  con- 
tract has  been  entered  into  for  such  transfer.  The  decision  was 
rendered  in  the  case  of  the  Gippe  Brewing  Company,  appellant, 
vs.  Charles  de  France.  Action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  the  sum  of  $2635,  alleged  to  be  due  for  beer  sold  and 
delivered  to  the  defendant  and  for  cases  and  kegs  not  returned. 
The  defendant,  as  a  counter-claim,  asked  judgment  for  the 
amount  of  money  he  had  paid  plaintiff  for  beer,  and  by  direc- 
tion of  the  court  a  verdict  of  $1006  was  given  to  the  defendant. 
The  ground  of  the  counter-claim  was  that  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  parties  was  in  violation  of  law  because  the  agreement 
was  not  formed  in  that  State. 

The  closing  of  the  saloons  on  Sundays  and  at  midnight  at 
Fresno  has  resulted  in  serious  loss  to  the  liquor  men,  according 
to  their  statements,  one  saloon  man  saying  that  it  has  taken 
$1500  from  his  profits  during  the  last  three  months.  The  law 
was  generally  observed,  though  a  few  sold  liquor  on  the  sly. 
For  a  time  three  of  the  Supervisors  were  firm  in  their  expres- 
sions of  their  intention  to  weed  out  those  who  infringe  the  or- 
dinance. At  the  Populist  convention  Supervisor  T.  R.  Foster 
was  not  renominated,  Joseph  A.  Spinney,  a  pro-saloon  man  who 
cannot  write,  being  chosen.  Since  then  Foster  has  withdrawn 
from  the  stand  he  had  taken,  and  encouraged  by  this  the  saloon 
men  have  openly  opposed  the  license.  A  meeting  of  saloon 
keepers  was  held  on  the  19th  ult.,  with  closed  doors.  Sixty 
liquor  men  were  present.  They  subscribed  $2000  to  fight  the 
law,  and  counsel  was  retained  to  assist  them.  The  saloon  men 
and  their  adherents  claim  that  the  many  vacant  stores  about 
town  are  made  so  by  the  Sunday  closing  ordinance. 

Don  Enrique  Dupuy  de  Lome  and  Dr.  Vicente  Vera,  who 
compose  the  royal  Spanish  Commission  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Spain  to  report  on  the  wine  industry  of  California, 
have  concluded  their  labors  and  will  leave  for  the  East  and 
Spain  in  a  few  days.  Dr.  Vera  has  been  sick  during  the  past 
few  weeks,  and  M.  Dupuy  de  Lome  has  been  compelled  to  pursue 
his  investigations  almost  unassisted.  He  has  returned  from  the 
interior  of  the  State,  and  will  remain  at  the  Palace  with  his  fam- 
ily until  his  departure  for  the  East.  "  The  result  of  my  inves- 
tigation," he  said,  "  I  am  not  prepared  to  state.  Besides, 
it  would  not  be  advisable  for  me  to  talk  before  my  official 
report  is  written  up  and  handed  in.  Then,  again,  my  opinion 
might  not  agree  with  that  of  the  wine-growers  of  the  State,  and 
they  would  not  like  it.  I  will  say  that  I  have  spent  considera- 
ble time  in  testing  the  products  of  the  various  vineyards,  and 
my  investigation  has  been  very  thorough.  The  wine-growers  of 
California  seek  to  imitate  foreign  wines  too  much.  They  are 
clean  and  careful,  and  their  process  is  all  right,  but  there  is 
something  lacking."

SASGHARIN   IN    WINES   AND  60RDIALS. 


The  detection  of  saccharin  in  wines  is  by  no  means  difficult, 
although  the  experts  have  been  a  long  time  agreeing  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  analysis.  The  most  recent  scheme  of  exami- 
nation is  that  proposed  by  E.  Spaeth.  He  advises  that  the 
sample  be  mixed  with  purified  sand,  evaporated  to  about  10  to 
20cc.,  acidified  with  a  few  drops  of  phosphoric  acid  and  then  ex- 
tracted, at  a  gentle  heat,  with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  ether 
and  light  petroleum  (b.p.60°).  After  filtering  through  asbestos, 
the  mass  is  again  extracted  until  the  filtrate  measures  200  to 
300  cc.  After  distilling  off  the  solvent,  the  residue  is  taken  up 
with  a  very  weak  solution  of  sodium  carbonate  and  tasted.  A 
sweet  taste  points  to  the  presence  of  saccharin — Wine  Trade 
Review.

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THE  LIQUOR  0UESTION_IN_THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Ill  those  days,  when  such  determined  efforts  are  being  made 
to  introduce  that  most  objectionable  of  all  principles,  namely 
Prohibition,  into  this  country,  it  is  important  to  note  its  work- 
ing in  the  countries  where  it  has  been  tried.  We  can  therefore 
hardly  pass  by  the  lengthy  report  which  Mr.  Michael  Herbert 
has  drawn  up  in  regard  to  liquor  traffic  legislation  in  the  United 
States  since  November,  1889,  and  which  has  been  duly  forward- 
ed to  our  Foreign  Office.  We  may  at  once  say  that  it  is,  as  far 
as  we  can  judge,  very  fairly  written,  and  shows  neither  bias  nor 
prejudice;  but  we  can,  on  the  other  hand,  see  little  within  the 
compass  of  its  eighty-two  pages  which  recommends  the  system 
as  being — even  from  the  teetotal  party's  point  of  view — of  any 
practical  utility.  Mr.  Herbert  frankly  states  that  he  has  found 
it  "  very  difficult  to  obtain  reliable  or  properly  clas&ified  statis- 
tics "  upon  which  he  can  come  to  any  definite  conclusion,  and 
that  he  has  had  to  rely  "  on  the  opinions  of  Her  Majesty's  Con- 
suls and  conversations  with  political  men  in  Washington  who 
have  made  the  liquor  question  their  special  study."  With  this 
pertinent  admission,  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  report  must 
be  taken  as  throwing  very  little  light  on  the  subject.  We  know 
something  of  Consular  Eeports,  and  their,  as  a  rule,  lamentable 
lack  of  accuracy,  and  we  should  not.  therefore,  be  inclined  to 
accept  them  as  of  very  much  importance.  With  regard  to  "con- 
versations with  political  men,"  it  is  unnecessary  to  point  out 
that  it  is  onlj'  a  question  of  choosing  the  right  man  in  order  to 
get  any  opinion  that  may  be  wanted.  Thus,  at  the  outset,  we 
may  safely  agree  with  Mr.  Herbert  on  the  unreliability  of  the 
information  upon  which  his  report  is  founded. 

If  this  basis  of  his  iavestigitlon  is  untrustworthy,  his  con- 
clusions are  certainly  even  more  unsatisfactory.  Thus,  though 
he  tells  ua  that  in  Kansas  Prohibition  is  "  considered  beneficial," 
he  adds  that  in  Iowa  and  South  Dakota  it  is  "  practically  a  fail- 
ure." So  with  what  is  called  "  high  licensing,"  results  as  far  as 
can  bo  gathered  are  supposed  to  be  "  satisfactory "  in  some 
States  and  "  very  disappointing  "  in  others.  He  considers,  how- 
ever, that  this  modification  of  the  principle  has  its  good  points 
in  that  it  is  easy  of  enforcement ;  that  it  diminishes  the  number 
of  saloons  ;  that  it  does  away  with  the  dramshops,  and  that  it 
facilitates  police  control.  Even  assuming  that  he  is  right  in  his 
estimate  of  these  matters,  we  fail  to  see  that  they  in  any  way 
advance  the  arguments  in  favor  of  Prohibition  per  se,  and  it  is 
only  just  to  say  that  he  is  careful  to  avoid  expressing  any  opin- 
ion in  this  direction.  Such  statistics  as  he  has  been  able  to  ob- 
tain only  tend  to  confuse  and  obscure  his  ability  to  come  to  any 
conclusion  as  to  the  relative  value  of  the  policy  of  Prohibition 
pure  and  simple  and  that  of  high  licensing.  Thus,  he  finds  that 
the  ratio  of  crime  per  million  of  the  population  in  the  Prohibi- 
tion States  of  Vermont  and  Iowa  is  lower  than  in  the  average 
high-license  States,  but  that  in  Kansas,  another  Prohibition 
State,  it  is  higher  than  in  the  majority  of  the  high-license  States. 
Again,  the  ratio  of  pauperism  per  million  of  the  population  in 
New  Hampshire,  a  Prohibition  State,  is  higher  than  any  State 
of  the  Union,  whilst  in  Vermont  and  Maine,  also  Prohibition 
States,  it  is  lower.  It  is  abundantly  clear,  therefore,  that  the  sta- 
tistics are  utterly  valueless. 

Turning  to  another  view  of  the  liquor  question  in  the  United 
States,  we   presume  that  the  object  of  the  Prohibitionists  has 


been,  and  is,  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  alcohol.  Let  us  see 
how  far  their  tactics  have  met  with  success.  According  to  the 
report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
the  receipts  for  1892  from  spirits  amounted  to  891,309,983,  against 
883,335,963  in  1891,  thus  showing  an  increase  of  87,974,020. 
Again,  in  1892,  31,856,626  barrels  of  beer  were  produced,  as 
against  30,497,209  in  1891,  an  increase  of  1,359,417  barrels. 
Further,  in  1892  the  consumption  of  spirits  per  capita  was  1.50 
gallons,  against  1.42  in  1891.  Lastly,  the  census  of  1890  shows 
that  the  number  of  persons  in  jail  in  1890  in  the  United  States 
was  greater,  in  proportion  to  the  population,  than  was  the  case  in 
1880.  These  latter  are  facts,  and  they  go  very  strongly  to  show 
that  Prohibition  has  not  only  done  nothing  to  improve  the  moral 
status  of  Americans,  but  that  it  has  rather  tended  in  the  con- 
trary direction.  To  close  or  restrict  an  industry  very  urgent 
reasons  are  required,  and  the  onus  jtrohandi  for  the  necessity  of 
so  doing  must  lie  with  those  who  advocate  it.  In  the  matter  of 
Prohibition,  however,  it  seems  that  an  increase  of  pauperism 
and  crime  follows  in  its  wake,  and  we  think  Mr.  Herbert's  re- 
port shows  up  in  a  very  high  degree  at  once  its  weakness  and  its 
injustice. — Ridley'' s  Wine  and  Spirit  Trade  Circular. 


HiSTO-Ry     OF    HOMA/N     PUMCH. 

The  history  of  Ponche  a  la  Romaine  is  curious.  It  has  been 
the  summer  refreshment  of  successive  Popes  for  many  centuries, 
and  their  chefs  were  threatened  with  all  kinds  of  horrors  and 
punishments  if  they  ever  divulged  the  secret  of  its  preparation. 
AVhon  Napoleon  invaded  Italy  in  1797  this  terrible  interdict  was 
broken  through.  A  son  of  Pius  VI 's  chief  confectioner,  by  name 
of  Molas,  as  soon  as  the  French  were  conquerors  ran  away  from 
his  father  and  united  his  fortunes  with  them. 

The  young  man  became  the  favorite  servant  of  the  Empress 
Josephine,  and  after  her  death  became  cook  to  the  Russian 
Prince  Lieven,  whom  he  accompanied  to  London  when  that 
Prince  was  appointed  Embassador  to  the  Court  of  St.  James. 
This  Russian  first  made  this  Papal  beverage  in  London  by  in- 
troducing it  at  the  Prince's  table.  The  Prince  Regent  asked  for 
the  recipe,  and  permitted  copies  to  be  given  to  a  select  few  of 
his  friends,  and  by  degrees  it  became  better  known  and  is  now 
wjU  known  all  over  the  world. 

The  original  Vatican  recipe  is:  "Prepare  a  rich  sherbet 
of  pineapple;  have  it  a  little  tart  with  lemon-juice,  taking  the 
greatest  care  that  none  of  the  zest  or  oil  from  the  yellow  rind 
or  the  bitterness  from  the  white  underlying  pith  be  allowed  to 
enter  into  the  composition  of  this  sherbet.  In  order  to  be  cer- 
tain of  this  it  is  better  first,  to  grate  off  the  yellow  rind  from  the 
lemons,  then  carefully  remove  all  the  white  pith,  and,  to  make 
assurance  doubly  sure,  to  wash  the  skinned  fruit  in  clear  water; 
after  which  press  out  the  juice  free  from  the  rind  of  the  fruit; 
strain  the  juice  so  as  to  remove  all  the  seeds  or  pips  from  it;  then 
add  to  the  pineapple  mixture.  It  must  be  then  well  fi-ozen. 
This  sherbet  being  rich,  will  not  freeze  hard,  but  will  be  a  semi- 
ice.  Just  before  the  punch  is  served  add  and  work  into  it  for 
every  quart  of  the  ice  one  gill  of  Jamaica  Rum,  and  for  every 
two  quarts  one  pint  of  the  best  champagne.  Never  use  the 
wine  from  damaged  bottles  or  leaky  corks,  as  it  will  be  sure  to 
injure  and  perhaps  spoil  your  punch.  After  you  have  well  in- 
corporated these  liquors,  add   cream  or  meringue   mixture."

The  Democrat,  of  Santa  Rosa,  published  a  special  edition  ot 
20,000  copies  on  the  celebration  of  therecent  Rose  Festival,  and 
two  of  the  Santa  Rosa  wineries  were  mentioned  in  flattering 
terms.     Concerning  Mr.  De  Turk's  place  the  Democrat  said  : 

The  large  brick  wine  cellar  of  Mr.  I.  De  Turk,  located  in  the  west- 
ern part  of  Santa  Eosa,  on  the  line  of  the  8.  F.  and  N.  P.  R.  R.,  is  the 
largest  brick  cellar  in  the  county  if  not  in  the  State.  It  covers  nearly  an 
acre  of  land,  and  was  rebuilt  on  the  present  site  in  1878,  having  formerly 
been  the  property  of  Lachman  &  Jacobi,  of  San  Francisco,  during  whose 
ownership  the  cellar  burned  down.  The  capacity  is  750,000  gallons.  Be- 
tween 1500  and  2000  tons  of  grapes  are  crushed  annually  at  this  winery, 
producing  about  250,000  gallons  of  wine,  beside  from  12,000  to  15,000  gallons 
of  brandy.  The  variety  of  wine  in  the  cellar,  of  the  various  vintages,  con- 
sists of  Riesling,  Gutedel,  Sauterne,  Clarets,  Burgundy,  Cabernet,  Sherry 
and  Zinfandel.  The  stock  is  most  complete,  and  consignments  are  made 
to  all  parts  of  the  United  Statei.  Central  America,  New  York  and  Lon- 
don are,  however,  the  principal  points  of  shipment.  This  cellar  has  a 
national  reputation,  the  quality  of  its  wines  being  known  far  and  wide. 
Mr.  De  Turk,  the  proprietor  of  the  cellars,  has  been  a  resident  of  Sonoma 
county  the  past  thirty-five  years,  and  in  all  that  time  has  been  closely 
identified  with  the  wine  mdustry.  He  is  also  engaged  in  the  breeding  of 
fine  trotting  horses,  and  has  a  splendid  stable  near  the  cellar. 

The  Fountaingrove  Vineyard  Co.  is  also  described,  and  at 
greater  length.  The  Fountaingrove  Company  has  several  hun- 
hundred  acres  of  vineyard  on  the  Healdsburg  road,  about  two 
miles  north  of  Santa  Rosa.

In  addition  to  its 
house  No.  58  Vesey  street,  New  York  City,  the  business  of 
Messrs.  Brownell  &  Co.,  No.  117  Pearl  street,  Hanover  square, 
is  entirely  devoted  to  the  sale  of  Fountaingrove  wines.  The 
Fountaingrove  vineyards  are  represented  in  Great  Britain  by

We  do  not  think  that  the  retail  trade  of  the  Coast  is  suffi' 
ciently  alive  to  the  danger  that  lurks  in  woman's  suffrage.  Cer- 
tainly the  retailers  have  done  nothing  to  indicate  their  hostility 
to  the  Populist  party,  which  has  declared  in  favor  of  that  "  re- 
form," as  well  as  other  "isms"  and  theories. 

The  liquor  trade  may  as  well  come  to  the  conclusion,  sooner 
or  later,  that  a  great  danger  is  found  in  woman's  suffrage.  On 
general  principles,  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  American  women  are 
opposed  to  the  saloon  as  an  institution.  They  grade  all  saloons 
— which  are  in  realitj^  the  poor  man's  clubs — by  the  few  low 
dives  that  are  a  disgrace  and  a  menace  to  the  liquor  traffic. 
They  are  unreasoning  and  unreasonable,  acting  on  impulse  and 
a  general  desire  to  wipe  out  the  "demon  rum."  We  want  every 
member  of  the  trade  to  read  a  few  extracts  taken  from  the  recent 
In-"  Temperance  Congress,"  and  then  gird  up  his  votes  and  fight 
this  woman's  movement. 

The  liquor  trade  need  expect  no  quarter  from  unreasoning 
women.  They  must  be  beaten  by  votes.  The  Populist  platform 
did  not  define  the  position  of  the  party  on  the  liquor  traffic,  but 
by  declaring  in  favor  of  the  woman's  suffrage  it  has,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  declared  for  prohibition.

All  exhibitors  of  wine  and  grape  brandies  must  make  a 
Ijworn  statement  that  their  products  were  made  from  grapes 
rown  in  California,  and  that  they  have  not  bean  blended  with 
Dreign  wines  or  brandies. 

Exhibits  must  be  sent  to  Sacramento  not  later  than  Mon- 
Jay,  September  3,  1894,  and  the  department  and  class  in  which 
the  exhibits  are  to  be  entered  should  be  plainly  marked  on  the 
outside  of  the  cases. 

The  date  of  the  vintage  must  be  marked  en  every  bottle. 

All  wines  must  be  put  up  in  proper  shaped  bottles,  viz.:  A 
Burgundy  wine  in  a  burgundy  bottle ;  a  Sauterne  in  a  Sauterne 
bottle,  etc.  If  any  wine  is  put  up  in  wrong  bottles,  such  wine 
will  not  be  tasted  by  the  judges.  In  all  other  matters,  the  gen- 
eral rules  of  the  Society  to  govern.

for  the  benefit  of  others : 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Keport  at  the  ofl&ce  the  exact  time  at  which  you  start  to  go 
on  a  route. 

Do  not  deviate  from  your  route  except  you  hear  of  important 
business,  but  even  then  await  my  advice  by  telegram  before 
changing  the  route. 

After  starting  out  on  a  trip  finish  it  without  going  home  and 
then  going  out  again  on  the  same  road,  exept  in  cases  of  sickness 
or  unavoidable  circumstances ;  in  all  cases,  however,  inform  the 
oflBce  at  once  of  your  intentions. 

If  you  arrive  from  a  trip  during  business  hours,  call  at  the 
office  before  going  home. 

Report  in  writing  every  day,  as  only  for  those  days  of  the  trip 
on  which  letters  or  postal  cards  were  sent  expenses  will  be 
allowed. 

Always  keep  me  informed  where  letters  can  reach  you  with- 
in three  days.  Inquire  for  letters  or  telegrams  as  soon  as  you 
reach  a  town  and  before  you  leave  it. 

Report  ail  prospective  sales  if  customers  intend  to  come  to 
the  city,  and  ascertain  the  time  of  their  arrival  and  their  stop- 
ping place. 

The  regular  time  given  on  goods  is  30,  60  and  90  days ;  give 
a  full  report  in  all  cases  where  the  bills  are  running  over  four 
months,  and  if  parties  do  not  pay,  make  arrangements  for  pay- 
ment and  report  in  detail  about  it. 

All  sales  which  have  been  running  over  six  months  will  be 
deducted  from  your  credit  sales  account,  as  the  time  lost  and 
expenses  incurred  for  collection  will  swallow  up  the  commission. 

Report  also  the  reasons  when  customers  refuse  to  buy. 

If  you  know  of  a  chance  to  sell  to  parties  with  whom  you 
cannot  deal  on  account  of  some  former  trouble  you  may  have 
had  with  them,  do  not  ignore  them,  but  notify  me  of  the  fact, 
so  that  they  may  be  attended  to  by  me  iu  some  other  way. 

Endeavor  to  get  new  and  good  customers  wherever  you  go. 

If  any  business  too  complicated  for  you  should  turn  up, 
report  the  same  at  once,  and  do  not  leave  the  locality  until  you 
hear  from  the  house. 

In  making  close  sales,  state  the  time,  which  you  should  make 
as  short  as  possible.  Close  buyers  cannot  expect  much  money 
spending  or  long  time. 

If  you  have  orders  outside  of  my  line  of  business,  report 
them  to  the  house,  and  I  will  attend  to  them  in  the  interest  of 
the  customer.  I  do  not  allow  the  selling  of  other  goods  and 
making  commissions  thereon. 

When  the  whole  trip  is  finished  make  statement  of  same, 
report  all  matters  that  you  might  have  overlooked  in  your  daily 
reports,  take  a  rest  of  some  days,  according  to  the  length  of  the 
trip  made,  get  all  the  rest  you  can,  but  call  at  the  office  every 
day,  and  if  you  have  any  suggestions  to  make  which  will  be  to 
the  interest  of  the  house,  you  are  requested  to  do  so. 

Deliver  all  the  money  collected,  deducting  expenses,  at  the 
office,  and  draw  your  salary  from  the  cashier  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  all  other  employes  of  the  house. 

Try  to  do  business  during  business  hours,  and  as  early  in 
the  morning  as  possible.  Do  not  visit  customers  after  supper  if 
you  can  help  it,  as  this  is  the  time  of  day  to  make  out  daily  re- 
ports and  cash  accounts.     Stop  at  good  hotels. 

All  orders  brought  by  you  personally  you  must  enter  in  the 
order  book  yourself,  so  as  to  avoid  mistakes,  and  if  any  should 
have  been  made,  to  find  out  who  made  them,  also  look  over  all 
orders  sent  in  by  you  during  your  last  trip. 

These  rules  must  be  strictly  observed,  and  are  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  dead  letter. — Mida's  Criterion,

The  movement  to  establish  a  grape  syrup  factory  in  Fresno 
grows  apace.  T.  H.  Froelich  has  sent  the  following  communica- 
tion to  J.  G.  Anderson,  of  Fresno,  and  the  chances  are  that  the 
factory  will  soon  be  built : 

Dear  Sir  :  Answering  your  favor  of  the  10th  instant,  I 
have  seen  this  article  in  the  Fresno  Daily  Expositor  you  sent 
me.  I  have  seldom  read  a  more  ridiculous  proposition,  and  if 
your  vineyardists  put  any  money  in  such  an  enterprise,  they 
may  just  as  well  throw  it  into  the  gutter.  You  are  quite  right 
in  saying  that  half  a  dozen  such  establishments  could  not  con- 
sume the  second  crop  of  Muscat  grapes  grown  within  five  miles 
of  Fresno.  What  would  be  the  result  ?  An  article  produced  at 
great  expense,  for  which  there  is  a  very  limited  use,  even  at  allow 
figure — overproduction  and  competition  without  end  in  the  future. 

What  you  need  in  Fresno  is  a  large,  very  large  establish- 
ment, which  can  utilize  the  crop  of  Muscat  and  other  grapes  of 
the  whole  neighborhood,  say  from  10,000  to  20,000  tons  of  grapes, 
and  more,  if  necessary.  To  do  this  with  advantage,  the  farmers 
ought  to  be  satisfied  with  $5  per  ton  delivered  in  Fresno,  and  the 
grapes  must  be  turned  into  wine,  brandy  and  syrup  in  such  pro- 
portions as  the  trade  here  in  America  and  Europe  demands.  In 
other  words,  the  produce  ought  to  be  sold  before  it  is  made,  as  I 
proposed  to  do  last  year,  and  showed  to  you  by  the  contracts 
made  subject  to  the  plant  being  put  up. 

You  know  that  I  am  quite  familiar  with  handling  large 
quantities  of  grapes.  The  last  year  I  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Pacific  Wine  Company  in  San  Jose,  one  of  the  largest  wineries 
and  distilleries  in  the  State,  which  I  built  according  to  my  own 
plans  and  managed  several  years  successfully.  I  handled  6500 
ions  of  grapes  at  the  rate  of  300  tons  per  day.  I  have  since  seen 
the  handling  of  12,000  to  15,000  tons  of  grapes  at  the  rate  of  300 
tons  a  day  at  Vina,  Tehama  county,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Stan- 
ford, the  largest  establishment  of  this  kind  in  the  world,  and 
where  they  produce  now  nothing  but  brandy,  having  a  good  mar- 
ket for  all  they  can  make  here  and  in  Europe.  Export  this  year 
160,000  gallons. 

The  plant  in  San  Jose  cost  $85,000,  and  in  Vina  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars. 

The  plant  to  handle  10,000  tons  of  grapes  at  the  rate  of  400 
tons  per  day,  and  which  can  easily  be  enlarged,  which  I  pre- 
pared for  Fresno,  can  be  put  up  in  first-rate  style,  with  the  best 
cooperage  and  latest  improved  machinery,  for  860,000. 

At  $5  per  ton  I  can  produce  brandy  better  than  any  pro- 
duced in  the  State  at  20  cents  per  proof  gallon,  sweet  wines 
about  15  cents  per  gallon,  and  a  fine  syrup  at  17^  cents  per  gal- 
lon. Sweet  wines  and  syrup  can  only  be  sold  in  moderate  quan- 
tities, whereas  all  the  brandy  which  could  not  be  sold  in  the 
United  States  would  find  a  ready  market  in  England  and  Ger- 
many, but  only  if  properly  prepared.  I  have  made  this  a  special 
study,  and  have  been  more  successful  than  other  exporters.

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  L.  J.  Eose 
&  Co.,  Limited,  took  place  on  April  30th  at  the  Cannon-street 
Hotel,  E.  C.  Mr.  C.  C.  Macrae,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  that  there  had  been  considerable  exaggeration  of  the 
misfortunes  which  had  befallen  their  company,  and  of  its  present 
position.  Considering,  in  fact,  the  circumstances  of  the  year 
which  had  passed,  it  was  remarkable  that  the  results  were  not 
worse.  The  chairman  then  gave  figures  which  showed  that  the 
position  of  the  company  was  not  nearly  so  bad  as  at  first  sight 
might  appear.  There  was  no  cause  for  any  feeling  of  panic;  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  debenture-hold- 
ers, and  the  directors  believed  they  had  seen  tlie  worst.  Cap- 
tain Sandeman  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Howell  made  a  long 
attack  upon  the  management  of  the  company,  impugning  the 
accuracy  of  the  valuations.  He  contended  that  the  board  should 
do  something  to  extricate  the  concern  from  the  position  in  which 
it  was,  and  concluded  by  proposing  as  an  amendment  that  the 
meeting  be  adjourned  in  order  that  a  local  audit  in  California 
might  be  made.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Meek,  but  on  the 
statement  of  the  chairman  that  the  board  intended  to  have  a 
local  audit  made,  it  waa  withdrawn  and  the  report  adopted. 
Mr.  C.  C.  Macrae  was  re-elected  a  director,  the  auditors  (Messrs. 
Price,  Waterhouse  &  Co.)  were  reappointed,  and  the  meeting 
separated. —  Wine  Trade  Review. 


The  efi"orts  of  Mr.  Howell  to  cast  discredit  on  the  local  man- 
agement are  supposed  to  be  induced  by  a  desire  to  get  control  of 
the  company.  If  Mr.  Howell  can  do  better  than  Mr.  Bichowsky 
has  done — and  that  means  to  keep  out  of  further  deficits  in  hard 
times  and  in  the  face  of  the  Anaheim  disease — he  has  more 
brains  than  most  people  who  know  him  are  apt  to  credit  him 
with  possessing. 

L.  J.  Rose  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  made  two  cardinal  mistakes  in  their 
history  :  First,  in  paying  too  much  for  their  property ;  second, 
in  not  selling  out  diiria^  th3  boam.  As  it  is,  they  have  a 
well-managed,  well-ordered  property  that  in  the  long  run  will 
make  them  come  out  even.  We  have  been  all  over  the  com- 
pany's property  and  know  something  about  it.  Only  time  and 
a  continuation  of  the  present  careful  management  are  necessary 
to  make  the  stockholders  easy.

/©ALIFOENIA  WINES.— The  particular  feature  of  interest 
^^  in  the  wine  business  during  the  fortnight  was  the  unpre- 
cedented heavy  shipments  of  wine  overland,  as  shown  by  the 
monthly  table  on  another  page.  It  was  naturally  supposed  that 
May  shipments  would  be  quite  light,  and  the  trade  will  be  sur- 
prised to  know  that  the  aggregate  reached  3,394  cases  and 
1,182,521  gallons.  These  figures  far  exceed  those  of  April,  and 
break  the  record  of  overland  shipments  in  any  single  month  in 
the  history  of  the  industry.  By  referring  to  the  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  goods  are  fairly  well  distributed  throughout  the 
country,  and  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  for  early  consump- 
tion. However,  the  weak  spot  in  these  figures  is  the  ruinous 
figure  at  which  these  wines  go  into  the  market.  That  the  de- 
mand is  fair,  and  growing,  even  in  these  hard  times,  cannot  be 
questioned,  but  unless  some  means  can  be  found  by  which  actual 
values  can  be  restored,  the  future  of  the  industry  has  little 
promise,  except  ruination.  The  effort  that  iz  now  on  foot  to  form 
a  syndicate  of  responsible  and  capable  men  of  means  to  control 
the  output  of  the  vineyards  for  a  period  of  five  years,  is  meeting 
with  much  favor.  At  the  first  conference  with  grape-growers  in 
Santa  Clara  and  other  counties  considerable  enthusiasm  was  ex- 
hibited, and  it  was  asserted  that  the  greater  part  of  the  acreage 
would  be  pledged  to  the  syndicate.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and 
we  would  be  pleased  to  see  the  same  kind  of  spirit  shown  in  the 


other  principal  wine  districts.  The  proposition  is  a  simple  one, 
and  if  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  would  for  the  first 
time  in  their  career  get  together  on  this  proposition,  and  hang 
together,  they  would  in  a  short  time  find  themselves  lifted  out 
of  the  slough  of  despond  in  which  they  are  now  floundering. 
We  believe  in  the  plan  and  in  the  men  who  are  promoting  it, 
and  they  should  have  all  possible  aid  to  enable  them  to  succeed. 
The  croakers  who  are  predicting  failure  should  stop  talking,  and 
give  the  industry  a  chance  to  recover. 

Trade  is  dull  and  unchanged,  and  promises  to  remain  so  for 
some  time  to  come,  and  prices  are  unpleasant  things  to  mention. 
They  can,  however,  be  adjusted  by  the  successful  formation  of 
the  syndicate. 

Henry  Huber,  of  Wright's,  advises  us  that  the  severe  frost 
of  April  27th  almost  ruined  the  grape  crop  of  the  Santa  Cruz 
Mountain  vineyards.  The  outlook  for  any  considerable  quantity 
of  wine  being  produced  is  very  poor. 

The  latest  advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows  :  "  The 
market  continues  to  be  dull  and  depressed,  and  every  sale  seems 
to  be  marked  with  a  fresh  decline  or  concession  on  the  part  of 
the  sellers.  Cooperage  and  freight  represent  to-day  more  than 
half  of  the  prices  paid  ;  what  the  growers  may  get  of  the  bal- 
ance, after  the  handling  expenses  and  commissions  are  deducted, 
it  is  difficult  to  say,  and  it  is  not  astonishing  that  in  some  coun- 
ties in  California  land  without  vines  is  worth  more  than  with 
them,  as  it  costs  something  to  root  them  out." 

The  exports  of  California  wines  by  sea  auJ  rail  in  May, 
1894,  were  as  follows  :

/California  brandies— There  is  no  change  whatever 
^^  in  the  situation  to  report.  Trade  is  quiet,  and  may  be 
expected  to  remain  so  till  orders  come  in  for  this  season's  distil- 
lation. Exports  by  rail  during  the  mouth  of  May  were  lighter 
than  in  April,  the  aggregate  being  104  cases  and  24,873  gallons. 
The  total  exports  of  California  brandies  by  sea  and  rail  in 
May,  1894,  were  as  follows :

*y  ^^HISKIES. — Business  'drags  along  in  a  provoking  man- 
^^/  ner,  not  being  good  or  very  bad.  Old,  established 
brands  are  holding  up  well,  considering  the  times,  but  collec- 
tions generally  are  anything  but  satisfactory.  The  uncertainty 
as  to  the  passage  of  the  internal  revenue  clause  of  the  tariff"  bill 
is  a  disturbing  element  not  calculated  to  preserve  the  confidence 
that  now  exists.  The  distillers  and  jobbers  of  American  Whis- 
kies are  indignant  at  the  proposition  to  strike  out  the  clause 
mentioned,  thereby  not  only  refusing  them  any  relief,  but  handl- 
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capping  them  by  the  reduction  in  the  duty  on  foreign  spirits. 
Altogether  the  members  of  the  trade  are  being  about  as  badly 
treated  as  they  could  be,  and  this,  too,  by  their  supposed  friends. 
Imports  and  exports  have  been  light. 

7MP0RTATI0NS.— There  is  nothing  to  say  regarding  this 
branch  of  business,  except  that  trade  is  quiet  and  every 
body  anxiously  awaiting  the  settlement  of  the  tariff  question. 
They  would  be  well  satisfied  with  the  measure  in  its  present 
shape  as  it  affords  them  a  distinct  advantage  over  domestic  pro- 
ducers.   During  the  half  month  importations  were  of  fair  volume. 


CALIFORNIA   PROTECTIVE   ASSOCIATION. 


For  once  the  wholesale  trade  of  the  Coast  has  an  organiza- 
tion broad  enough  in  its  inception  and  strong  enough  in  its  pur- 
pose to  effect  some  good  for  the  common  cause.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  know  that  the  efforts  of  its  organizers  have  not  been  in  vain  ; 
that  its  membership  is  swelling;  that  its  committees  are  at  work; 
that  a  concerted  effort  is  to  be  made  to  get  justice  at  the  hands 
of  law  makers  and  politicians. 

And  indeed  it  was  high  time  that  something  were  done  to 
stem  the  tide  of  adverse  sentiment  against  the  trade.  The  Los 
Angeles  boom,  wliich  spread  all  over  Southern  California,  had  the 
effect  of  bringing  to  the  State  an  army  of  persons  afflicted  with 
consumption,  dyspepsia,  pie-eating  and  fads  of  various  grades  and 
degrees.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  their  children  will  not  be  afflicted 
with  their  straight-laced  theories,  but  twenty  years  is  too  long 
to  wait  for  the  development  of  a  broad-minded  and  liberal  popu- 
lation. 

The  facts  might  as  well  be  looked  straight  in  the  face.  The 
southern  portion  of  this  State  is  a  perfect  hot  bed  of  ideas  ad- 
verse to  the  liquor  trade.  We  believe  that  if  a  straight,  clear 
cut  vote  were  taken  in  the  counties  south  of  Tehachipi  Pass,  the 
result  would  show  a  surprise  to  the  licensed  trade.  True,  but 
one  county,  Riverside,  has  adopted  a  dry  ordinance,  but  there 
are  many  towns  and  cities  that  have  no  licensed  saloons,  and  the 
sentiment  is  something  surprising. 

Every  movement  that  these  people  make  is  telegraphed  to 
the  northern  section  of  the  State.  Once  agitation  starts  in  the 
South  and  it  spreads  like  a  pestilence.  Whence  came  these  Sun- 
day laws  in  San  Jose  and  Fresno;  these  agitations  for  Sunday 
laws  in  Stockton  and  Sacramento;  these  prohibition  laws  of  Sut- 
ter and  Lake ;  that  prohibition  high  license  law  of  Merced 
county  ? 

Clearly  from  Southern  California,  directly  or  indirectly. 

Another  thing  that  is  discouraging  to  the  decent  members  of 
the  trade  is  the  conduct  of  some  retailers.  We  hold  it  truth 
that  the  sight  of  a  drunken  man  is  obnoxious  to  the  wholesaler 
and  jobber,  for  it  hurts  his  business  indirectly;  that  the  dive  and 
dive  keeper  do  not  have  the  sympathy  of  the  trade ;  that  every 
time  some  blatant  politician  or  demagogue  lifts  up  his  voice  and 
pr()claims  that  the  liquor  trade  "  runs  this  State  and  will  run  it," 
the  sentiment  of  a  great  majority  of  people  is  concentrated  most 
unjustly  by  the  average  man.  In  this  manner  we  are  compro- 
mised by  our  "fool  friends,"  who  do  infinitely  more  harm  than 
ood. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  California  Protect- 
ive Association  has  gone  about  its  work  in  a  dignified  and  firm 
manner.  The  liquor  trade  has  some  rights  in  this  world,  and 
the  way  to  maintain  and  preserve  them  is  to  go  about  it  in  au  or- 
derly manner.  The  true  road  to  success  is  to  state  these  rights, 
■plainly,  firmly,  and  to  insist  upon  them.  That,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  the  Association  is  doing,  and  by  following  this  policy  it  has 
made  itself  a  power  whose  influence  will  be  lasting  and  good.

After 
this  naive  confession  it  is  in  order  for  the  Prohibitionist,  the  Voice, 
the  California  Voice,  the  San  Jose  Herald,  and  other  journals 
similarly  affected  in  mentality,  to  favor  their  readers  with  a  dis- 
sertation on  the  faded  argument  that  prohibition  prohibits.]

With  business  of  all  kinds  at  a  standstill  what  is  to  become 
of  the  wine  and  whisky  interests  ?  Speaking  of  the  latter,  Mida's 
Criterion  8a,ya  :  "No  change  in  the  situation.  The  same  apathy, 
the  same  lack  of  enterprise  as  to  the  future,  and  the  same  total 
indifference  as  to  the  values  of  goods  still  hold  sway.  Lower- 
ing the  price  of  any  brand,  instead  of  stimulating  would-be 
buyers,  has  the  reverse  effect.  It  merely  tends  to  still  further 
demoralize  the  brand  and  has  a  reflex  effect  upon  others.  Like 
a  ship  without  a  rudder,  the  trade  flounders  aimlessly  about." 

So  far  as  wine  is  concerned,  it  is  not  worth  while  taking  up 
time  and  space  to  speak  of  it.  Every  reader  of  the  Review 
knows  full  well  and  to  his  great  distress  all  about  it. 

But  what  the  cause  and  what  the  remedy  ?  Some  say  the 
cause  is  overproduction,  and  others  are  given  to  charging  it  to 
some  of  the  San  Francisco  merchants. 

This  latter  view  is  the  one  held  by  the  California  correspond 
ent  of  Mida^s  Criterion,  and  in  a  recent  communication  he  said  : 

"Most  of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Wine  Dealers 
Association  do  not  deserve  the  name  of  merchants,  for  they  are 
simply  wreckers  of  an  industry  that  should  be  the  best  paying 
one  in  California.  Some  day  the  dealers  may  awake  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  situation,  but  if  they  wait  too  long,  they  will  find 
that  they  are  the  ones  who  are  left." 

To  these  statements  the  firm  of  Edinger  Bros.  &  Jacobi,  of 
New  York,  take  serious  umbrage,  and  reply  as  follows  : 

"  The  merchants  in  San  Francisco  are  well  aware  that  it  is 
not  to  their  interest  to  kill  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  egg,  or 
to  destroy  an  industry  upon  which  they  are  dependent,  but  they 
are  also  aware  that  there  are  certain  laws  of  business,  which 
neither  they  nor  'Incognito'  can  change,  and  that  is,  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  The  merchants  in  California  wines  can  no 
more  fix  either  the  buying  or  the  selling  price,  than  can  the  mer- 
chants in  any  other  line  of  business.  It  is  a  deplorable  condition 
that  the  consumption  of  wines  in  this  country  is  not  up  to  the 
production,  and  that  is  the  whole  cause  of  the  depression  in  the 
business  at  present.  If  it  were  otherwise,  there  would  be  a 
scrambling  on  the  part  of  merchants  for  wines,  as  there  has  been 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  when  the  grower  received  for  dry  wines, 
just  from  the  press,  27|  to  30  cents  naked,  in  the  interior  of  the 
State ;  and  the  merchants  were  then  so  anxious  to  get  the  wine 
that  they  made  advances  to  the  growers  before  the  vines  had 
even  bloomed.  They  took  some  chances  by  doing  this,  but  they 
were  very  anxious  to  get  the  wine,  for  there  was  more  demand 
than  supply.  Unfortunately,  the  thing  is  reversed  now,  and, 
until  the  demand  increases  or  the  supply  decreases,  prices  can- 
not be  regulated.  At  the  present  ruling  prices  of  wines,  which 
all  know  are  below  the  cost  of  production,  it  would  be  a  very 
good  speculation  for  any  body  of  men  to  buy  up  the  crop,  but 
the  very  fact  of  this  not  being  done  proves  that  such  men  have 
no  confidence  that  they  can  find  a  market  to  absorb  all  the 
goods  now  produced." 

L.  L.  Palmer  has  just  returned  from  a  business  trip  to 
Washington.  He  reports  that  the  California  wine  business  is 
fairly  good  in  the  Capital  City,  and  that  it  is  growing  in  favor 
all  the  time  with  those  who  use  wine.  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Mc- 
Quade,  who  are  handling  the  To-Kalon  goods,  have  built  up  a 
handsome  business,  so  they  say. 

Louis  Zierngibl's  many  friends  in  California  will  rejoice  to 
learn  that  his  business  has  increased  to  that  extent  that  he  has 
found  it  necessary  for  him  to  open  another  place  of  business  on 
the  South  Side.  About  the  first  of  the  month  he  opened  a  fine 
place  on  Randolph  street,  opposite  the  Schiller  theater.  It  is  an 
excellent  stand,  and  surely  Mr.  Zierngibl  will  make  a  great  suc- 
cess of  it. 

Mr.  Charles  Stern  passed  through  Chicago,  Monday  last,  on 
his  way  home  from  New  York. 

Korbel  Bros,  have  gotten  well  settled  down  to  business  in 
their  new  quarters  at  the  corner  of  Twelfth  street  and  Ashlane 
boulevard.  The  location  is  a  good  one  for  their  trade,  being  on 
the  West  Side,  where  it  is  most  accessible  to  their  patrons.

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VITICULTURAL  COMMISSION  MEETS. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Viticultural  Commission  was 
held  on  the  11th  inst.,  those  present  being  Commissioners  Doyle, 
De  Turk,  West,  Crabb  and  Towle. 

The  report  of  Chief  Executive  Ofi&cer  C.  J.  Wetmore  was  re- 
ceived and  filed.     It  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners :  Gentlemen 
— During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  most  of  the  wine  grow  ing 
sections  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  progress 
made  by  the  phylloxera  and  the  Southern  vine  disease,  and  I 
am  now  ready  to  make  the  following  report : 

SOUTHERN    VINE    DISEASE. 

In  July,  1893,  in  company  with  Mr.  E.  C.  Bichowsky  and 
Prof.  Ethelbert  Dowlen,  I  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
vines  in  the  San  Gabriel  valley.  The  vines  were  found  to  be  in 
a  very  healthy  condition,  much  more  so  than  for  several  years 
past.  Some  few  signs  of  the  Anaheim  disease  were  observed, 
but  there  were  but  few  vines  found  to  be  dying.  Several  patches 
of  vines  that  had  been  abandoned  a  few  years  ago,  as  destroyed 
by  the  disease,  were  this  year  throwing  out  good,  strong  canes, 
aid  were  well  loaded  with  fruit.  In  the  L.  J.  Eose  &  Company, 
Ltd.,  vineyard,  a  great  many  young  vines  had  been  planted  which 
showed  no  signs  of  the  disease,  and  were  making  a  good  growth. 
In  the  vicinity  of  Anaheim  and  Santa  Ana  the  disease  was  found 
among  some  of  the  two  and  three-year-old  Muscat  vines.  From 
what  I  could  see  and  learn,  the  disease  still  exists  ii  the  vine- 
yards of  Southern  California,  but  the  effects  of  the  disease  are  not 
as  severe  as  they  used  to  be.  If  the  proper  conditions  present 
themselves  again,  the  disease  will  no  doubt  again  become  epi- 
demic. 

PHYLLOXERA. 

The  damage  done  to  vines  by  the  ravages  of  the  phylloxera 
is  no  longer  confined  to  Napa  and  Sonoma  counties,  for  the  vines 
in  all  the  bay  counties  are  now  more  or  less  affected.  The 
amount  of  damage  done  so  far  in  Alameda,  Santa  Clara  and  San 
Mateo  counties  is  not  very  great,  but  the  phylloxera  having  now 
obtained  a  foothold  in  those  counties,  many  thousands  of  acres 
will  be  destroyed  during  the  next  five  or  six  years.  A  few  re- 
sistant vines  are  being  planted,  but  the  total  amount  is  not  very 
great.  As  no  new  vineyards  are  now  being  planted,  the  phyllox- 
era will  be  the  cause  of  a  great  decrease  in  the  output  of  wine 
during  the  coming  years. 

CROP  OF  1893. 

The  grape  crop  of  1893  was  an  exceptionally  large  one.  All 
of  the  climatic  conditions  during  the  year  were  favorable  to  the 
development  of  the  vines  and  fruit.  There  were  no  frosts,  cou- 
lure  or  mildew,  to  cut  off  any  of  the  crop,  and  the  heat  of  the  sun 
was  at  no  time  severe  enough  to  do  any  damage  to  the  grapes. 
The  grapes  ripened  perfectly,  and  generally  speaking,  good  wines 
were  made.  In  some  localities  a  deficiency  of  sugar  in  the  grapes 
was  noted,  and  also  a  lack  of  color  in  some  wines.  Generally 
speaking,  however,  the  wines  of  1893  have  given  good  satisfac- 
tion. 

As  near  as  can  be  estimated,  the  amount  of  wine  produced 
in  the  State  in  1893  was  as  follows : 

Dry  wines 17,000,000  gallons. 

Sweet  wines 4,000,000      " 

Total 21,000,000      " 

Besides  this  wine,  at  least  2,000,000  gallons  of  brandy  were 
made,  representing  an  equivalent  of  10,000,000  gallons  of  wine, 
80  that  if  all  the  grapes  had  been  turned  into  wine,  the  out- 
put would  have  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  31,000,000  gallons, 
or  about  400  gallons  of  wine  for  every  acre  of  wine  grapes  planted. 

CROP  OF  1894. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  to  make  an  accurate  es- 
timate of  the  coming  crop,  but  every  one  concedes  that  it  will 
be  much  less  than  that  of  1893.  The  frosts  of  April  and  May 
did  considerable  damage  to  the  wine  in  Napa,  Sonoma,  Alame- 
da, Santa  Clara  and  Fresno  counties,  reducing  the  crop  at  least 
twenty  per  cent.  Where  the  grapes  are  far  enough  advanced, 
considerable  conlure  is  noticed,  and  the  loss  from  this  cause  may 
prove  very  great.  From  all  appearances  the  Cabernet  grape  will 
suflfer  very  much  from  coulure,  and  there  will  be  a  short  crop  of 
those  grapes.  As  every  one  is  hoping  for  a  short  crop  thia  year, 
no  doubt  they  will  all  be  satisfied. 


CONDITION     OF   THE   WINE   MARKET. 

Every  one  interested  in  any  branch  of  the  viticultural  in- 
dustry knows  that  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  if  continued  I 
long,  will  mean  ruin  to  a  great  many  people.  In  former  years 
during  a  depression  in  the  business,  the  merchants  would  be 
making  money  at  the  expense  of  the  producers,  or  vice  versa ; 
but  at  the  present  time  the  business  is  being  run  at  a  loss  to  both 
producers  and  merchants.  Some  claim  that  it  is  over-produc- 
tion that  causes  the  depression,  while  others  think  it  is  due  to 
competition  of  some  of  the  wine  dealers.  No  matter  what  the 
cause  may  be,  the  most  deplorable  state  of  affairs  exists,  and 
something  should  be  done  to  bring  about  a  change. 

A  meeting  of  the  wine  makers  of  the  State  was  called  by  our 
Secretary  for  June  1st,  and  at  this  meeting  there  were  present 
representative  wine  men  from  nearly  all  the  viticultural  districts. 
Resolutions  offered  by  our  President,  Mr.  John  T.  Doyle,  were 
unanimously  adopted.  These  resolutions  stated  the  necessity  of 
some  action  baing  taken  to  relieve  the  present  depressed  condi- 
tion, the  establishment  of  cafes  in  some  of  the  principal  Eastern 
cities,  and  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  seven  to  suggest 
plans  of  action — this  committee  to  confer  with  the  Commission 
for  financial  assistance  and  support.  The  committee  appointed 
at  that  meeting  was  P.  C.  Rossi  for  Sonoma  county,  F.  Beringer 
for  Napa  county,  F.  A.  West  for  San  Joaquin  and  Fresno  coun- 
ties, John  Swett  for  Contra  Costa  county,  E.  C.  Bichowsky  for 
Los  Angeles  county,  Wm.  Wehner  for  Santa  Clara  county  and 
C.  J.  Wetmore  for  Alameda  county.  This  committee  has  had 
several  meetings,  and  has  finally  agreed  upon  a  plan  that  will 
bring  relief  at  once  and  place  the  industry  on  a  paying  basis  for 
the  next  five  years,  providing  the  plan  outlined  is  supported  by 
the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  the  State. 

This  committee- now  asks  the  financial  support  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  I  would  recommend  that  such  assistance  should  be 
given  them.  Action  should  be  taken  upon  this  matter  at  this 
meeting. 

PERMANENT  EXHIBITS  IN  EASTERN  CITIES. 

The  new  Executive  Committee  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
year  should  take  immediate  steps  toward  carrying  out  the 
recommendation  of  our  President,  Mr.  John  T.  Doyle,  relative 
to  the  establishment  of  permanent  exhibits  and  cafes  in  some  of 
the  Eastern  cities.  To  establish  exhibits  and  cafes  under  the 
direct  charge  of  this  commission  would  cost  more  money  than  we 
could  afford  to  spend  out  of  our  present  appropriation.  I  think , 
however,  that  some  plan  could  be  worked  out  so  that  the  ex- 
pense would  come  within  our  means.  In  conversation  with 
Gov.  H.  H.  Markham,  a  short  time  ago,  I  found  that  he  was  of 
the  opinion  that  the  main  object  now  of  this  Commission  should 
be  to  help  producers  obtain  a  market  for  their  goods,  and  he  was 
heartily  in  favor  of  establishing  permanent  exhibits  in  the  East. 
Some  plan  of  this  kind  might  be  adopted.  Permanent  exhibits 
might  be  established  in  one  or  two  of  the  Eastern  cities  where 
all  of  the  different  brands  of  wine  and  brandy  could  be  shown. 
The  right  of  selling  the  wines  could  be  given  to  some  responsible 
party,  who  would  have  to  make  terms  with  the  different  exhibit- 
ors, as  to  commissions,  etc.  This  would  relieve  the  Commission 
of  any  responsibility.  All  this  Commission  would  have  to  dc 
would  be  to  pay  rent  and  to  put  the  exhibits  in  place.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  would  not  be  over  8300  a  month.  Such  an  ex- 
pense could  be  easily  borne  by  this  Commission. 

STATE  FAIR. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  viticultural  industry  the 
State  Agricultural  Society  has  made  a  separate  department  of 
viticulture  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Viticultural  Com- 
mission, i  nd  I  have  consented  to  act  as  superintendent  of  that 
department.  As  a  great  many  cash  premiums  will  be  awarded 
at  that  Fair,  I  would  advise  as  many  wine  makers  as  possible  to 
make  exhibits. 

WORK  AT  WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 

Good  work  has  been  done,  and  is  still  being  done  by  our 
representative,  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Wetmore,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,in 
behalf  of  the  viticultural  industry.  The  tarifi"  on  wines  has  been 
so  amended  that  it  is  now  perfectly  satisfactory  to  all  interested. 
The  amendments  to  the  internal  revenue  regulations,  allowing 
the  bottling  of  brandies  in  bond  and  the  blending  of  brandies  in 
bond,  are  now  being  urged  by  Mr.  Wetmore,  with  the  chances  in 
favor  of  their  being  adopted.  His  work  at  Washington  has  been 
one  of  the  principal  works  of  this  Commission  during  the  past 
year,  and  will  result  in  great  good  to  the  industry.

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Commissioner  Crabb  made  the  following  report  for  the  coun- 
ties comprising  the  Napa  District : 

NAPA    COUNTY. 

Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners  —  Gentlemen  :  It 
would  give  me  great  pleasure  indeed  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
vines  in  Napa  county  were  as  healthy  and  vigorous  as  thej"^  were 
ten  years  ago,  and  that  the  crops  produced  would  command 
twenty-five  dollars  per  ton  again  at  the  wineries,  as  they  did  in 
1884.  But  ever  since  then  the  price  has  steadily  declined,  till 
they  only  brought  $8  per  ton  ia  '93,  with  the  prospect  of  not 
bringing  more  than  $5  in  '94.  This  condition  of  prices  will 
compel  people  to  uproot  their  vineyards  and  cultivate  their  land 
to  other  crops.  The  principal  causes  are  over-production,  mis- 
management, and  the  great  financial  depression  that  has  lowered 
the  price  of  almost  everything  below  the  cost  of  production. 
Considering  that  wine  is  a  luxury,  not  a  necessity,  the  industry 
is  not  suffering  more  than  some  others.  As  soon  as  times  are 
better,  it  will  be  one  of  the  first  to  revive,  and  those  who  have 
resistant  vineyards  will  in  the  near  future  get  profitable  returns. 
In  a  few  years,  if  people  stop  planting,  there  will  be  only  left  in 
the  county  the  1500  acres  of  resistants  now  planted. 

Fully  one-half  of  the  vineyards  between  Rutherford  station 
and  the  bay  have  been  destroyed  by  the  phylloxera.  Those  still 
remaining  are  more  or  less  infested.  The  great  destruction  in 
this  section  is  owing  to  over-production,  caused  by  long  pruning. 
Vines  cannot  for  any  great  length  of  time  remain  healthy  and 
vigorous  with  the  annual  production  of  from  six  to  twelve  tons  of 
fruit  to  the  acre.  The  vineyards  in  the  central  portion  of  the 
valley  are  not  infested  to  any  great  extent,  and  those  in  the  up- 
per end  of  the  valley  are  almost  entirely  exempt.  There  are 
about  1500  acres  planted  in  resistant  vines.  Only  about  one- 
half  of  these  are  grafted.  The  Riparia  is  considered  the  best — 
is  easily  rooted  and  unites  readily  on  grafting.  The  Rupestris 
suckers  too  badly.  The  Berlandiseri  is  even  more  difficult  to  root 
than  the  Lenoir.  The  Solonis  is  equal  if  not  superior  to  the 
Riparia.  The  Lenoir  is  often  sunburnt,  so  that  it  can  only  be 
grafted  below  the  surface.  Its  resisting  power,  as  compared  with 
the  Riparia  and  Solonis,  is  as  13  is  to  20.  I  am  propagating  a 
vine  discovered  by  Mr.  Rampandahl  in  the  head  of  a  canyon  in 
the  mountains.  Its  appearance  indicates  that  it  is  a  true  Riparia 
and  of  gigantic  growth,  being  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the 
Riparia,  striking  roots  as  readily  as  any  vinifera.  I  grafted 
them  late,  yet  some  of  them  have  made  canes  a  half  inch  in  di- 
ameter and  five  feet  long.  I  have  no  doubt  but  it  is  a  resistant, 
and  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition.  The  imported  hybrid  vines 
I  planted  last  year  for  the  Commission  are  growing  finely  and 
showing  considerable  fruit.  The  thirty-five  resistant  hybrids 
imported  by  the  Commission  this  year  were  also  planted  in  their 
experimental  plat  and  are  making  a  fine  g:  owth.  I  expect  that 
some  of  these  varieties  will  be  of  inestima'ile  value  to  the  State, 
as  the  expense  of  grafting  will  not  have  to  be  incurred. 

The  new  vineyards  will  contain  on^y  the  best  approved  va- 
rieties. The  harsh  Zinfandel  will  th:  i  be  a  thing  of  the  past, 
and  California  wines  will  obtain  a  wo  Id-wide  reputation. 

The  number  of  gallons  of  wine  returned  to  the  assessor  for 
1893  amounted  to  3,500,000.  The  returns  for  1894  will  approx- 
imate 4,000,000.  At  present  there  is  more  wine  in  the  county 
than  there  was  this  time  last  year.  The  quantity  of  brandy  in 
the  St.  Helena  bonded  warehouse  — 

On  May  31,  1893,  was 62,348  gallons. 

On  May  31,  1894 75,787  gallons. 

I  am  indebted  to  Hon.  Waverley  Stairley,  Collector  of  the 
Fourth  District,  for  the  following  report  of  sweet  wine  and 
brandy  made  in  Napa  county  in  the  year  1893  : 

Sweet  wine 122,044  gallons. 

Brandy 152,832  gallons. 

The  quality  of  the  wine  is  steadily  improving  with  the  ex- 
perience of  the  wine  makers.  The  growers  and  producers  must 
form  unions  before  they  can  dictate  prices.  They  need  not  ex- 
pect the  merchants  to  join  them,  for  their  interest  is  to  buy  as 
cheaply  as  possible,  and  then  undersell  the  producer,  to  prevent 
him  becoming  a  competitor 

The  late  frost  in  May  was  not  general,  but  still  did  consider- 
able damage  to  the  crop.  It  is  too  early  to  state  what  will  be 
the  extent  of  the  crop,  but  can  safely  say  that  it  will  be  less 
than  last  year  by  an  eighth  or  perhaps  a  quarter. 


SOLANO    COUNTY. 

Here  the  industry  is  much  more  varied  than  in  Napa  or 
Contra  Costa.  The  county  virtually  supplies  San  Francisco  with 
table  grapes  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  season.  It  not  only  fur- 
nishes the  first  grapes  for  the  Eastern  market,  but  the  shipments 
are  continued  during  the  season.  The  grapes  are  well  ripened, 
of  the  finest  quality,  and  stand  transportation  equal  to  any. 
Hundreds  of  acres  are  cured  for  raisins,  which  are  but  little 
inferior  to  the  best  Fresno  article.  The  grapes  are  picked  and 
laid  out  on  wooden  trays  between  the  rows  to  cure  in  the  sun. 
Hundreds  of  tons  of  wine  grapes  are  shipped  annually  to  the 
wineries  at  Sacramento  and  Napa.  The  remainder  of  the  crop 
is  worked  up  into  wine  and  brandy  at  the  local  wineries.  A 
company  at  Cordelia,  in  addition  to  their  dry  and  sweet  wines, 
manufacture  a  superior  article  of  sherry  by  the  use  of  solar  heat. 
It  is  entirely  free  of  the  caramel  taste  that  is  developed  by  the 
use  of  fire  heat  or  steam,  where  the  wine  is  sweet  and  the  tem- 
perature is  carried  too  high  and  kept  in  the  oven  too  long.  A 
dry  wine  under  the  same  circumstances  will  not  acquire  it,  and 
I  believe  it  was  a  great  mistake  in  the  sweet  wine  law  requiring 
4  per  cent,  of  sugar,  as  a  much  more  delicate  article  would  be 
produced  with  only  1  or  possibly  2  per  cent.  The  wines  are 
fortified  to  22  per  cent,  alcoholic  strength,  and  placed  in  a  thor- 
oughly tight  room  with  a  glass  roof,  in  which  the  temperature 
averages  100  degrees.  In  cold  weather  and  cloudy  days  the 
temperature  is  maintained  by  the  aid  of  a  stove.  It  requires 
about  one  year's  time  to  produce  a  good  article.  The  phyllox- 
era has  in  some  sections  destroyed  a  good  many  vineyards, 
while  in  others  it  has  not  made  its  appearance.  I  requested  the 
assessor  to  send  me  the  number  of  gallons  of  wine  in  the  county, 
but  so  far  have  received  no  reply. 

I  am  indebted  to  Hon.  Waverley  Stairley,  Collector  of  the 
Fourth  District,  for  the  following  statement  of  the  production  of 
sweet  wine  and  brandy  in  Solano  county  in  1893 : 

Sweet  wine 76,178  gallons. 

Brandy 21, 910  gallons. 


CONTRA    COSTA    COUNTY. 

This  county  contains  a  large  area  of  the  finest  vineyard 
land  in  the  State.  The  vineyards  are  in  a  very  healthy  and  flour- 
ishing condition.  Could  not  ascertain  that  any  of  them  were 
infested  with  the  phylloxera.  Bat  few  vines  have  been  planted 
for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  The  products  of  the  vineyards 
about  Clayton  are  manufactured  into  wines  and  brandies.  The 
vineyards  in  the  Alhambra  valley  are  mostly  table  varieties, 
and  are  shipped  to  Eastern  cities  and  San  Francisco.  A  large 
portion  of  the  remainder  of  the  wine  grapes  are  sold  to  the 
Italian  gardeners  in  San  Francisco  and  elsewhere  for  wine  pur- 
poses. There  are  only  a  few  wineries  in  the  county,  and  the  • 
number  of  gallons  reported  to  the   assessor  in  1892  was  184,000 
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in  1893  175,000,  and  in  1894  will  approximate  200,000.  On  ac- 
count of  the  convenience  of  shipping  and  at  low  rates  of  freight, 
growers  were  enabled  to  obtain  from  $10  to  $14  per  ton  for  their 
wine  grapes  sold  to  the  Italians  in  San  Francisco  and  elsewhere.

Secretary  Scott  made  the  following  report,  which  was  filed : 
To  the  Board  of  State  VitieiiUural  Gommisiioners  — Gentle- 
men :  My  report  at  this  meeting  will  not  be  one  of  any 
great  extent.  During  the  past  six  months  the  routine  business 
of  the  Board  coming  through  my  oflSce  has  been  disposed  of  as 
it  arose.  The  scrap  books  are  being  kept  up  ;  the  statistics  of 
the  exports  of  wines  and  other  liquors  are  maintained,  and  the 
business  of  the  office  is  in  good  shape. 

Good  headway  is  being  made  in  the  preparation  of  the 
annual  report  to  be  given  to  the  State  Printer  soon.  Aside 
from  the  regular  reports  of  the  officers,  this  report  will  contain 
the  paper  by  Professor  Wiley,  of  Washington,  on  "  Some  Char- 
acteristics of  California  Wines,"  read  at  the  recent  Chemical 
Congress  in  this  city,  and  a  paper  by  T.  J.  Wrampelmeier  on 
"  Determination  of  Alcohol  in  Fortified  Wines."  Arrangements 
have  also  been  made  with  the  proper  authorities  for  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  Viticultural  Palace  at  the  Midwinter  Fair,  to  which 
this  Board  contributed  largely.  Another  feature  will  be  a  paper 
by  Mr.  W.  J.  Parker,  agent  of  the  Mexican  Central  Railway,  on 
the  development  of  a  market  for  California  wines  and  brandies 
in  the  Central  and  Eastern  portion  of  Mexico,  a  field  heretofore 
almost  entirely  neglected,  and  yet  a  most  promising  one,  from 
all  accounts.  Mr.  C.  A.  Wetmore  will  contribute  a  paper  on 
"  Vinification,"  and  the  final  appendix  will  be  a  translation  of 
Valery  Mayet's  "Les  Insectesde  la  Vigne,"  or  at  any  rate  that  por- 
tion of  it  relating  to  phylloxera.  This  work  I  have  been  prose- 
cuting at  odd  intervals,  and  it  will  take  me  some  days  of  steady 
work  to  complete  the  most  essential  portions.

This  committee  has  made  the  following  report : 

"  The  committee  has  met  almost  continually  for  the  last  ten 
ays,  and  in  their  investigation  of  the  industry  have  found  that 
the  prevailing  low  prices  for  grapes  and  wine  are  due  to  a  con- 
tinued over-production  and  the  resultant  excessive  competition. 
That  the  most  feasible  way  to  overcome  this  state  of  affairs  will 
be  a  reduction  of  the  surplus  now  on  hand,  which  can  be  done 
only  by  combined  efforts  of  grower  and  merchant.  The  commit- 
tee has  interviewed  merchants  and  capitalists,  and  believe  that 
if  full  control  of  the  grape  and  wine  product  of  thd  State  for  five 
years  could  be  obtained,  a  syndicate  with  sufficient  funds  would 
be  organized  to  place  the  industry  on  a  permanently  paying 
basis.  The  committee  will  now  proceed  to  call  meetings  in  the 
different  districts  to  lay  the  matter  before  their  people  and  give 
further  details.  Under  the  arrangement  to  be  submitted  com- 
mon sound  wines  in  the  country  cellars  would  be  taken  at  a  mHch 
higher  price  than  now  prevailing."

If  the  quantities  above  mentioned  be  diminished  by  accident  or  natural  causes 
before  delivery  the  sale  only  applies  to  the  quantity  actually  delivered. 

If  on  delivery  ot  the  wine  the  purchaser  be  dissatisfied  with  the  quantities  shown 
by  the  gauge  marks  on  the  pacliages,  he  may  have  them  gauged  by  a  public  ganger 
whose  lawful  charges  shall  be  borne  by  the  purchaser  and  seller  in  equal  parts.  If 
satisfactory  the  same  may  be  gauged  by  weight.

On  the  16th  inst.  meetings  were  held  at  Santa  Rosa,  Healds- 
burg,  Martinez,  Livermore  and  San  Jose,  the  results  of  which 
are  given  in  the  following  telegrams  : 

Santa  Rosa,  June  16. — The  largest  meeting  of  grape  grow- 
ers and  wine  makers  in  the  history  of  Sonoma  county  was  that 
held  at  Da  Turk's  winery  here  to-day.  There  were  over  one 
hundred  prominent  vineyardists  present,  and  perfect  harmony 
prevailed  throughout  the  meeting.  I.  De  Turk,  of  the  State 
Viticultural  Commission,  presided,  and  introduced  P.  C.  Rossi, 
who  was  chosen  to  represent  Sonoma  county  in  the  proposed 
syndicate  movement.  He  explained  fully  and  clearly  the  prop- 
flitioa  which  the  syndicate  is  submitting  to  the  California  wine 


men,  and  for  nearly  an  hour  answered  questions  propounded  by 
the  grape  men  with  regard  to  the  details  of  the  plan.  There 
was  no  division  of  sentiment.  All  recognized  that  something 
must  be  done  to  put  the  wine  industry  on  a  good  paying  basis 
again  ;  that  it  must  be  commenced  at  once,  and  the  proposition 
to  pay  10  cents  per  gallon  for  all  sound  wines  now  in  cellars, 
and  to  pay  according  to  the  new  schedule  for  the  next  five  years, 
was  considered  fair.  There  was  a  full  discussion,  and  when  E. 
W.  Davis  said  that  the  whole  matter  resolved  itself  into  the 
question,  "  Would  the  wine-makers  give  the  syndicate  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Rossi  an  option  on  their  products  till  August?  " 
the  three  cheers  that  went  up  showed  that  every  man  had  confi- 
dence in  the  plan.  There  will  be  no  difficulty  in  securing  the  sup- 
port of  90  per  cent,  of  the  wine  growers  in  Sonoma  county.  They 
see  that  the  contracts  will  give  them  something  upon  which  they 
can  secure  plenty  ot  funds  to  carry  on  their  business,  and  the 
prospect  of  at  once  realizing  on  their  wine  in  stock  comes  like  a 
great  gleam  of  light  in  the  darkness.  A  committee  consisting  of 
I.  De  Turk,  E.  W.  Davis  and  John  Strong  was  appointed  to  cir- 
culate contracts  among  the  wine  men,  and  they  are  all  "  stand- 
ing in."  All  the  heaviest  wine  firms  in  the  county  were  repre- 
sented at  the  meeting  here. 

Healdsburg,  June  16. — About  125  of  the  leading  wine- 
growers of  northern  Sonoma  met  this  afternoon  in  response  to 
a  call.  P.  C.  Rossi,  of  the  Italian-Swiss  colony  at  Asti,  laid  the 
proposition  before  the  assembled  vineyardists,  impressing  upon 
them  the  great  necessity  of  organizing  and  making  an  effort  to 
protect  California's  great  wine  industrj\  He  said :  "The  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  wine  market  means  ruin.  San  Francisco 
merchants  want  wine  at  5  cents  a  gallon,  delivered,  which  means 
only  $5  a  ton  to  the  grower  for  his  grapes.  The  growers  of  Cali- 
fornia represent  70,000  vineyardists,  700  wineries,  and  about  250 
distilleries.  If  the  proposed  plan  be  adopted  the  wine  maker 
will  receive  10  cents  a  gallon  for  his  product,  when  heretofore 
he  only  got  5,  and  the  vineyardist  will  receive  $10  a  ton  from 
his  grapes  instead  of  $5.  The  committee  asks  for  an  option  on 
this  season's  growing  crop  of  grapes,  and  if  90  per  cent,  enter 
into  a  contract  the  plan  will  be  carried  through." 

The  plan  submitted  was  unanimously  adopted  and  eagerly 
signed.  Northern  Sonoma  was  then  divided  into  six  districts, 
and  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed  in  each  district  to  solicit 
subscriptions  to  the  plan,  as  follows :

Geyserville — L.  G.  Ellis  and  Judge  Crocker. 

San  Jose,  June  16. — The  Santa  Clara  wine-grape  growers 
attended  an  enthusiastic  meeting  called  especially  for  their  ben- 
efit by  W.  C.  Andrews,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trade,  this 
afternoon,  one  hundred  and  thirty  being  present.  The  object  of 
the  call  was  to  lay  before  the  growers  a  proposition  to  secure  to 
them  prices  for  their  product  that  would  relieve  the  present  de- 
pressed condition  of  the  market  and  give  tone  to  prices,  insuring 
profit  to  the  producer  and  the  syndicate  that  proposes  to  handle 
the  immense  product  of  the  State.  Senator  A.  W.  Crandal  pre- 
sided, and  S.  G.  Benson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  acted 
as  secretary. 

William  Wehner  explained  that  unless  something  of  the 
plan  as  suggested  were  adopted,  there  would  be  no  hope  for  the 
future  of  the  wine  industry  in  this  county  or  in  the  State.  He 
strongly  urged  the  growers  to  unite  and  pledge  their  crops  to 
the  syndicate  backed  by  millions  of  dollars,  who,  with  reason- 
able profits  for  their  investments  would  make  it  still  more  pro- 
fitable for  the  grower.  He  maintained  that  the  situation  was 
critical  now,  and  that  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in- 
vested in  vines  in  this  county  would  be  certain  to  materially 
deminish  in  value  unless  the  tender  of  assistance  in  the  form 
submitted  were  accepted.  A  contract  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Wehner  by  the  terms  of  which  the  growers  agree  to  sell  the 
grapes  of  their  vineyards  and  other  viticultural  products  at 
stated  figures  as  described  in  scheduled  detail,  all  in  excess  of  the 
present  price,  and  which  price  without  the  proposition  bids  fair 
t  J  lower  materially.  A  general  discussion  ensued  and  the  opin- 
ion expressed  was  in  favor  of  the  plan.  There  were  1,525  acres 
of  vines  pledged,  and  a  large  number  took  contracts  home  under 
promise  to  sign  them  next  week.  The  county  has  between  10,- 
000  and  11,000  acres  planted  in  vines,  and  out  of  this  amount  it 
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is  believed  fully  50  per  cent,  will  be  pledged  before   the  end  of 
the  week. 

LiVERMOEE,  June  16. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Alameda 
county  grape-growers  and  wine  producers  here  to-day,  C.  J. 
Wetmore  explained  the  object  to  be  attained  by  the  proposed 
syndicate  and  its  advantages  to  the  producers  of  this  valley. 
Quite  an  enthusiasm  was  created  among  those  present,  who, 
after  discussing  the  matter  thoroughly,  assured  Mr.  Wetmore 
that  they  would  enter  into  a  contract  to  give  an  option  on  their 
grapes  and  wine.  Some  signed  the  contract  at  the  meeting  and 
others  will  be  seen  personally.  It  seems  quite  certain  that  they 
will  favor  the  syndicate  in  this  valley 

Charles  A.  Wetmore  has  written  the  following  from  Wash- 
ington to  Bonfort's. 

"  The  wine  and  spirit  schedule  in  the  new  Tariff  bill  will  be 
reached  in  the  Senate  about  the  time  that  your  next  issue  reaches 
your  readers.  I  have  heard  of  no  changes  proposed  other  than 
what  is  known  to  be  agreed  upon.  As  time  passes,  the  great 
difficulties  in  the  way  that  were  so  much  feared  and  so  much  se- 
cretly hoped  for,  disappear.  The  Democrats  will  get  a  bill  that 
materially  lowers  the  tariff  and  increases  the  internal  revenue, 
and  will  have  something  to  show  for  their  work.  The  Republi- 
cans will  have  it  to  say  that  there  is  not  so  much  difference  after 
all  between  their  idea  of  protection  and  the  Democratic,  except 
in  the  matter  of  ad  valorem  methods  and  the  poor  man's  sugar  ; 
and  the  Populists  will  say  they  achieved  the  feat  of  floating  the 
income-tax  tub.  Then  all  parties  will  claim  victory  and  set 
about  the  more  delicate  task  of  balancing  financial  poles  on  the 
tips  of  their  noses.  All  except  the  Populists  will  dance  about 
the  silver  shafts,  trying  to  see  how  close  they  can  tread  without 


actually  ftilling  in.  Meanwhile,  the  unexpected  is  to  be  ex- 
pected. I  trust  it  will  be  a  question  of  military  expansion.  From 
California  we  get  news  of  attempts  to  organize  producers  among 
the  wine  men.  Why  is  it  not  easier  to  develop  strength  among 
the  merchants,  with  new  capital  and  new  blood  and  organization 
of  those  who  have  learned  where  the  saddle  pinches  ?  There  is 
abundant  capital,  but  not  sufiicient  knowledge  of  present  advan- 
tages. If  there  were  sufficient  capital,  backed  by  practical  ex- 
perience, to  take  a  firm  hold  of  our  vintages,  the  work  of  restor- 
ing enthusiasm  among  the  wine  merchants  would  be  child's  play. 
Tlie  problem  for  the  capitalist  is  an  easy  one.  It  is  a  question 
of  demand,  supply  and  intermediate  management.  The  demand 
is  good,  and  can  be  made  better  by  intelligent  control  of  the  sup- 
ply; the  supply  is  not  in  excess  and  cannot  be  materially  in- 
creased for  a  period  of  years.  Prices  are  ruinously  low,  and 
offer  better  speculative  chances  to  begin  on  than  can  for  many 
years  again  be  found.  The  bridge  between  producer  and  con- 
sumer is  inadequate.  If  no  new  bridge  builders  appear,  the  pro- 
ducers will  settle  the  question  of  prices  by  ruinously  curtailing 
supply,  wasting  millions  of  capital  and  throwing  out  of  gear  the 
productive  appliances.  Meanwhile  we  want  better  internal  rev- 
enue regulations  to  permit  the  transformation  of  wine  into 
brandy  for  exportation  particularly,  as  a  temporary  relief.  Let 
no  one  fear  that  such  a  relief  may  dangerously  encourage  grape 
growing  for  brandy  making.  Grapes  will  never  bo  largely  used 
directly  for  brandy  except  as  a  means  of  working  off  a  surplus, 
or  to  disposs  of  vintages,  as  in  the  Cognac  district,  which  cannot 
be  used  as  wine.  The  trade  can  well  afford  to  lend  every  assis- 
tance to  simplify  the  difficulties  of  the  brandy  distiller.  Success 
means  only  a  cure  of  temporary  congestion,  better  brandies  to 
age,  then  better  prices  for  wine  and  less  brandy."

Messrs.  Luyties  Bros.,  of  New  York,  have  furnished  J5o/i- 
forfs  with  the  following  statement  of  how  they  ship  goods  from 
bond  in  bottles :

To  the  Editor  BonforVs  Wine  and  Spirit  Cirmlar — Sir  :  Our 
attention  is  called  to  an  article  in  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit 
Review  of  May  21,  in  regard  to  our  advertisement  in  your  valu- 
able paper  offering  whiskies  for  export  from  United  States 
bonded  warehouses. 

We  are  only  too  glad  to  enlighten  our  friends  of  the  Pacific 
Wine  and  Spirit  Review  in  regard  to  the  export  business. 

We  cannot  accept  for  ourselves  the  credit  of  being  "  smart 
enough  to  get  some  special  privilege  "  which  does  not  exist  for 
gjod  citizens  on  the  Pacific  coast  or  any  where  else.  If  the 
gentlemen  who  are  interested  in  the  export  business  will  refer  to 
the  Customs  Regulations  of  1892,  and  read  over  carefully  articles 
No.  693  to  No.  704,  they  will  find  everything  relating  to  this 
business. 

A  manufacturing  bonded  warehouse  for  export  has  been  in 
existeuce  in  New  York  for  many  years  under  the  firm  name  of 
Mr.  Lediard,  an  old  gentleman  well  kown  in  New  York,  who 
has  only  recently  died. 

While  the  laws  of  the  United  States  Government  cannot  be 
called  liberal  —  while  they  cannot,  in  this  respect,  be  compared 
with  those  of  the  governments  on  the  other  side  —  still  they  are 
the  same  for  all ;  they  do  not  give  preference  to  any  one,  and  it 
does  not  need  any  special  "  smartness  "  to  secure  this  privilege. 
With  the  assistance  of  a  good  custom-house  broker  —  such  as, 
for  instance,  Messrs.  Mayhew  &  Co.,  in  San  Francisco  —  the 
whole  affair  could  be  arranged  in  San  Francisco.  To  be  sure,  it 
needs  a  special  bonded  warehouse  —  it  needs  two  bonds  of 
$50,000  each  —  but  all  this  can  be  easily  procured  and  the 
proper  formalities  attended  to. 

For  the  further  information  of  the  gentlemen,  we  beg  to  say 
that  we  had  quite  an  export  trade  before  we  established  the  ex- 
p3rt  bonded  warehouse.  Our  friends  in  South  and  Central 
America  bought  our  goods  in  spite  of  the  higher  price,  and 
althcugh  the  United  States  Government  does  not  refund  tax  on 
free  goods,  whether  the  goods  are  exported  from  America  or  not. 

We  have  already  made  special  efforts  in  the  direction 
pointed  out  by  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review,  that  is,  to 
obtain  drawback  on  free  goods  which  are  bottled  and  exported 
nnder  the  supervision  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department,  but 
this  cannot  be  obtained  by  regulations.  Laws  must  be  passed 
to  that  effect,  and  it  is  rather  diflBcult  to  obtain  any  relief  or 
greater  facilities  in  our  line  of  business,  although  all  the  people 
ought  to  be  glad  to  ship  the  surplus  out  of  the  country,  and  put 
the  United  States  in  a  position  to  compete  with  other  countries. 

Although  it  is  possible  to  bottle  for  export  under  the  present 
laws  and  the  present  regulations,  it  is  a  business  connected  with 
a  great  deal  of  detail  and  expense.  It  requires  a  greftt  amount 
of  book-keeping;  a  custom-house  officer  is  necessary,  causing  an 
expense  of  about  $150  a  month  to  the  exporter. 

After  trying  the  export  business  for  a  while  it  has  induced 
us  to  go  to  the  other  side,  where  the  facilities  are  greater,  the 
expenses  are  less,  and  the  regulations  less  complicated.  We 
therefore  have  opened  an  establishment  in  Hamburg,  which  port 
offers  unlimited  facilities  for  the  shipment  of  our  goods,  and 
from  there  we  can  compete  in  the  markets  of  the  world,  which 
so  far  is  impossible  in  New  York. 

We  hope  the  editor  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review 
will  convince  those  that  talk  of  special  privileges  being  granted 
to  us  that  such  is  not  the  case,  and  wo  beg  to  add  that  the  repu- 
tation which  we  possess  in  our  line  of  business  is  earned  by 
years  of  hard  work,  by  delivery  of  good  articles,  and  in  open 
competition  with  all  others  in  our  line.  We  heartily  commend 
all  efforts  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  tending  to- 
wards more  liberal  legislation  in  regard  to  the  export  of  Ameri- 
can goods  in  the  export  line.

B.  and  E.  A.  F.,  relative  to  Mr.  Al.  Moss,  of  .31  Broadway,  this  city,  who 
desires  to  bottle  whisky  for  export  and  who  claims  to  know  of  certain 
parties  in  this  city  who  bottle  whisky  for  export  on  which  no  internal 
revenue  tax  has  been  paid.  .\lso  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  C.  A.  B. 
and  E.  A.  F.,  bearing  on  the  same  subject,  and  enclosing  clipping  from 
the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review  referring  to  Luyties  Bros,  ol  this  city 
exporting  bottled  whisky  from  their   Manufacturing  Bonded  Warehouse. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Mr.  Al.  Moss,  who  is  the  Eastern  rep- 
resentative of  certain  Kentucky  distillers,  has  desk  room  at  .SI  Broadway, 
but  has  been  ab.sent  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  for  some  time.  I  was  unaole  to 
ascertain  at  his  place  of  business  when  he  would  return.  1  am  of  the 
opinion,  however,  that  Mr.  Moss  refers  to  whiskies  compounded  or  manu- 
factured in  Manufacturing  Bonded  Warehouse  and  bottled  for  ex,  ort, 
which  has  been  done  here  for  some  years. 

I  have  made  inquiry  at  the  Custom  House  and  the  Manufacturing 
Warehouses,  and  fail  to  find  that  any  whisky  has  been  bottled  for  export 
that  was  not  compounded  or  manufactured  in  such  a  way  as  to  change 
the  character  of  the  goods. 

The  application  of  Messrs.  Cook  &  Bernheimer,  denied  on  the  12th 
ult.,  I  understood  contemplated  the  bottling  of  Mt.  Vernon  Rye  Whisky 
for  export,  by  simply  adding  water  to  the  whisky,  which  did  not  change 
the  character  of  the  goods. 

The  "De  Luyties  Special,  No.  8,"  and  "  Luyties  Solera,"  referred  to 
in  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review,  are  both  manufactured  whiskies, 
put  up  at  Luyties  Bros.  Manufacturing  Bonded  Warehouse. 

I  saw  at  the  Custom  house  a  copy  of  the  formula  filed  by  the  Luyties 
Bros.,  in  which  they  state  that  they  intend  to  manufacture  these  and 
other  brands  of  whiskies  by  blending  several  kinds  of  whisky,  adding 
certain  quantities  of  granulated  sugar  and  certain  quantities  of  alcohol  or 
spirit. 

This  firm  have  recently  given  up  this  branch  of  their  business  in  this 
country  and  transferred  it  to  Bremen,  where  they  claim  the  facilities  are 
greater  and  the  expense  much  less. 

From  my  investigation  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  other  than 
manufactured  liquors  have  been  exported  from  the  manufacturing  ware- 
houses here. 

I  will  see  Mr.  Moss  when  he  returns  to  the  city.

Frank  Cavtan,  of  Cartan,  McCaithy  &  Co.,  is  in  Europe  on 
a  pleasure  jaunt,  and  will  remain  until  August. 

Heathcote,  Dexter  &  Co.,  and  Jos.  Bremer  &  Co.  both  deny 
the  report  that  they  are  contemplating  retiring  from  business. 

Edward  Walden,  jr.,  of  Walden  &  Co.,  Geyserville,  has  re- 
turned from  a  long  visit  to  New  York.  He  will  remain  in  Cali- 
fornia until  after  the  vintage. 

Adolph  Cruse,  head  of  the  house  of  Cruse  &  fils  freres, 
Bordeaux,  died  on  the  15th  of  May,  after  a  long  and  painful  ill- 
ness.    He  was  74  years  of  age. 

The  California  Vineyard  Co.,  of  Portland,  is  reported  to  be 
in  financial  difficulties.

Walter  H.  Elliott,  who  has  for  years  been  connected  with 
various  distillery  houses  of  the  East,  died  at  Nordhoff,  in  the 
Ojai  valley,  on  the  27th  ult.  He  was  in  his  49th  year.  He  was 
for  some  time  connected  with  Maddux,  Hobart  &  Co.,  of  Cincin- 
nati, and  then  with  Overholt  &  Co.,  of  Pittsburg.  Consumption 
was  the  cause  of  his  death. 

Wm.  S.  Hume,  of  Wm.  S.  Hume  &  Co.,  distillers,  Silver 
Creek,  Kentucky,  has  been  in  the  city  during  the  fortnight.  He 
is  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  well-known  "  W.  S.  Hume," 
and  incidentally  having  an  enjoyable  time.  He  declares  that 
San  Francisco  is  the  finest  city  on  the  continent  for  good  people 
to  live  in.     We  agree  with  him. 

Wine  makers  needing  supplies  of  hose  or  other  articles  of 
similar  nature  would  do  well  to  examine  the  stock  of  the  Good- 
year Rubber  Co.,  of  this  city.  The  Company  makes  a  specialty 
of  such  articles  needed  by  wine  handlers,  and  their  hose — par- 
ticularly their  wire- wound  hose — is  already  used  by  many  of  the 
leading  cellar  men  and  wine  makers.

All  of  the  "Private  Stock"  brands  are  being 
well  received,  but  perhaps  the  "Private  Stock  Claret"  is  the  best 
seller.  His  experience  in  the  New  York  field  certainly  proves 
that  there  is  an  ample  market  east  for  well  matiired  wines  at 
fair  prices. 


The  German  Emperor  is  a  genuine  wine-grower,  as  Prince 
Bismarck  is  a  trader  in  alcohol  and  lumber  from  his  properties. 
The  vineyards  of  William  the  Second  are  situated  in  the  most 
renowned  localities  along  the  Rhine,  like  Hockheim,  Erbach  and 
Hatteinheim,  where  is  produced  the  famous  white  wine  known 
by  the  name  of  Steinberger  Cabinet.  It  was  a  case  of  this  fam- 
ous wine  which  was  recently  sent  by  the  Kaiser  to  Bismarck  on 
the  latter's  birthday  anniversary. 

James  Kelly,  of  827  Folsom  street,  has  just  received  a  pat- 
ent for  a  wine-press  that  is  a  novelty  at  least.  It  consists  of 
three  sets  of  hard  rubber  rollers,  between  which  the  grapes  are 
carried  by  the  wide  canvas  belts.  Mr.  Kelly  says  he  can  han- 
two  hundred  tons  of  grapes  a  day,  as  against  fifty  tons  by  the 
present  style  basket  process,  costing  as  much  or  more  to  build. 
Practical  wine  men  who  have  seen  the  model  at  the  State  Viti- 
cultural  headquarters  say  that  it  ought  to  be  a  great  success. 

Walter  Werner,  of  the  Mellwood  Distillery  Co.,  Louisville, 
is  visiting  San  Francisco  and  the  State  in  the  Company's  interests, 
and  incidentally  he  will  take  in  the  Midwinter  Fair.  Mr.  Wer- 
ner says  that  business  all  over  the  country  in  every  line  is  rather 
slow  and  merchants  are  proceeding  cautiously.  The  production 
of  Kentucky  whisky  will  be  very  small  this  season  as  compared 
with  last.  Mr.  Werner  does  not  expect  it  to  reach  15,000,000 
gallons,  even  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  from  now 
till  the  end  of  the  season. 

Several  members  of  the  San  Francisco  trade  have  been 
mentioned  as  directors  of  the  defunct  People's  Home  Savings 
Bank  to  wind  up  its  affairs,  among  them  Henry  Kohler,  of  Koh- 
ler  &  Van  Bergen,  Arpad  Haraszthy,  of  Arpad  Haraszthy  &  Co., 
and  E.  R.  Lilienthal,  of  the  Crown  Distilleries  Co.  We  would 
undertake,  without  much  trouble,  to  select  a  Board  of  Directors 
from  the  liquor  trade  who  would  wind  up  the  affairs  of  that 
bank  to  the  utmost  satisfaction  of  stockholders  and  depositors. 
Can  the  Prohibitionists  say  as  much. 

Many  of  the  well  known  members  of  the  trade  took  a  lead- 
ing part  in  the  great  German  Day  celebration  at  the  Midwinter 
Fair  on  the  10th  inst.  Charles  Bundschu,  of  J.  Gundlach  &  Co., 
was  President  of  the  Day  in  the  celebration  in  Festival  Hall. 
L.  Jockers,  of  the  Napa  Valley  Wine  Co.,  and  Hans  Kohler,  of 
Kohler  &  Frohling,  were  among  the  aids  to  the  Grand  Marshal, 
and  Fred  A.  Kuhls,  of  Kuhls,  Schwarke  &  Co.,  was  Marshal  of 
the  Fourth  Division.  Many  members  of  the  retail  trade  were 
represented  in  the  aids  to  the  Special  Marshals  of  Divisions. 

E.  Bichowsky,  general  manager  of  L.  J.  Rose  &  Co.,  L't'd,  of 
San  Gabriel,  has  been  visiting  the  northern  part  of  the  State. 
He  attended  the  Republican  convention  at  Sacramento,  being 
one  of  the  delegates  from  Los  Angeles  county.  Mr.  Bichowsky 
states  that  L.  J.  Rose  &  Co.  are  building  a  new  distillery  at  their 
place,  far  more  convenient  than  the  old  one,  and  that  it  will  be 
ready  for  operations  by  the  next  vintage.  Mr.  Bichowsky  reports 
the  vineyards  in  good  shape  throughout  the  State.  The  weather 
has  not  been  warm,  and  the  Anaheim  disease  has  not  appeared 
to  any  extent. 

Some  talk  is  being  indulged  in  Republican  quarters  for  Fred 
C.  Siebe,  of  Siebe  Bros.  &  Plagemann,  as  a  candidate  for  State 
Treasurer.  There  is  no  question  of  Mr.  Siebe's  ability  and 
qualifications,  but  he  dismisses  the  idea  with  an  emphatic  :  — 
"No,  sir!"  Not  as  a  gift !  "  Some  of  the  smart  politicians  who 
do  not  want  to  see  John  D.  Siebe  a  candidate  for  re-election  as 
Assessor,  are  circulating  the  report  that  Fred.  Siebe  is  a  candi- 
date for  State  Treasurer,  and  that  John  D.  Siebe  is  not  out  for 
re-election.  This  is  a  political  trick.  The  latter  is  in  the 
fight  for  another  term,  with  every  assurance  of  succcess,  and 
Fred.  Siebe  wants  it  distinctly  understood  that  he  has  no  politi- 
cal aspirations.

The  picture  itself  represents  Landseer's 
famous  painting,  "The  Monarch  of  the  Glen,"  the  royal  old  stag 
standing  on  a  spur,  with  mountains  in  the  background.  This 
famous  painting  has  been  associated  with  the  Stagg  Company 
for  yeai-s,  in  the  minds  of  the  trade,  and  is  at  once  a  good  ad- 
vertisement and  a  good  picture  to  have.  Any  member  of  the 
tirade  having  one^ — and  there  are  several  in  San  Francisco— is  to 
be  congratulated  on  having  such  ^  i;6table  work  of  art. 
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The  will  of  the  late  John  P.  Medau  has  been  filed  for  pro- 
'tate.  His  estate  consists  of  real  property  ia  this  city  and  in  El 
Dorado  and  Alameda  Counties  of  unknown  value,  also  money  in 
bank,  life  insurance  policies  and  jewelry.  He  made  bequests  as 
follows :  To  the  children  of  his  brother,  Gerhard  H.  Medau, 
8500;  to  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Otto  Tum  Suden,  $1,000;  to  his 
widow,  Malinda,  his  insurance  policies  and  one-fourth  of  the 
residue  of  the  estate ;  to  his  son,  John  Medau,  one-quarter  of  the 
estate ;  to  his  son  Emil,  and  his  daughters,  Emma  and  Dora, 
_one-lKilf  of  the  estate. 

Men  who  establish  themselves  in  business  under  the 
bresent  trade  conditions,  and  make  that  business  grow  satis- 
ictorily  from  its  inception,  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  their 
jurage  and  upon  their  acumen,  and  are  entitled  to  full  credit  in 
le  community  as  progressive  and  enterprising  citizens.

The  portable  elevators  and  barrel  racks  manufactured  by 
le  Fox  Portable  Elevator  and  Rack  Co.,  appear  destined  to  a 
»rge  sale  to  warehousemen  and  wholesalers  throughout  the 
Jnited  States.  The  two  inventions  embody  the  latest  and  best 
leas  on  labor-saving  appliances.  The  racks  are  so  built  that  no 
irrel  rests  upon  another,  and  any  barrel  in  the  tier  can  be  re- 
loved  without  disturbing  any  of  the  others.  More  barrels  can 
stored  under  the  system  than  in  the  old-fashioned  tier,  and 
^he  rack  itself  is  self-supporting,  being  attached  to  neither  the 
eiling  nor  floor.  It  is  constructed  without  nails  or  screws,  and 
easily  portable.  The  elevator  is  a  companion  piece.  It  is 
jrtable  and  is  easily  removed  and  operated  by  one  man.  All 
jftxhausting  pulling  and  pushing  in  storing  the  barrels  is  avoided 
by  the  use  of  the  elevator.  Although  the  patents  were  issued 
bn  the  2'2d  of  May  last,  the  rack  and  elevator  have  already 
lade  many  friends.  Thej^  can  be  seen  at  Haslett's  Humboldt 
warehouse,  in  this  city,  and  Mr.  Haslett  is  an  authorized  agent. 
)thers  who  have  used  them  are  W.  G.  Coldewey,  of  the  Louis- 
irille  Public  Waiehouse  Company;  Percy  Thompson,  of  the  West- 
ern Storage  and  Warehouse  Company,  of  Kansas  City,  and  Hi- 
pam  Sibley  &  Co.,  of  Chicago.  The  headquarters  of  the  Com- 
pany are  at  12  and  14,  Nortli  Clark  street,  Chicago,  111. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  had  recently  before  it 
ihe  question  as  to  the  legality  of  a  combination  of  brewers 
brmed  in  Philadelphia  some  years  ago.  The  combination  was 
nincorporated,  and  its  purpose  was  to  prevent  the  sale  in  Phil- 
idelphiaand  Camden,  by  members  of  the  association,  of  their 
iroducts  for  less  than  $8  per  barrel.  Each  member  of  the  asso- 
iation  was  required  to  pay  into  the  association  $4  per  barrel  of 
iroduct  per  month,  and  a  distribution  of  this  fund  was  to  be 
ade  periodically  to  the  members  pro  rata  to  their  production, 
violation  of  the  agreement  worked  a  forfeiture  of  this  pro 
ta  distribution  to  the  offending  member.  The  court  held,  in  a 
lase  involving  the  legality  of  this  combination  (Nester  vs.  The 
!ontinental  Brewing  Company),  that  it  was  against  public  pol- 
icy, being  in  restraint  of  trade,  saj'ing,  among  other  things  :  "It 
rtainly  is  a  •  combination  in  restraint  of  trade,  tending  to  de- 
troy  competition  and  create  a  monopoly  in  an  article  of  daily 
consumption.  The  appellants,  however,  conceding  these  to  be 
the  facts,  insist  that  the  contract  was  not  within  the  prohibition 
of  public  policy,  because  the  restraint  was  but  partial.  Contracts 
in  partial  restraint  of  trade,  which  the  law  sustains,  are  those 
entered  into  by  a  vendor  of  a  business  and  its  good  will  with 
his  vendee,  by  which  the  vendor  agrees  not  to  enter  into  the 
same  business  within  a  limited  territory,  and  the  restraint,  to  be 
valid,  must  be  no  more  extensive  than  is  reasonably  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  vendee  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  busi- 
ness purchased.  But  in  the  present  case,  there  is  no  purchase  or 
sale  of  any  business  or  any  other  analogous  circumstances  giving 
to  one  party  a  just  light  to  be  protected  against  competition 
from  the  other.  All  the  members  of  the  association  are  engaged 
in  the  same  business  within  the  same  territory,  and  the  object 
of  the  association  is  purely  and  simply  to  stifle  all  competition 
between  its  members.  "No  equitable  reason  for  such  restraint 
.exists,"

That  "moonshine"  brandy  is  made  in  the  mountains,  goes 
without  saying ;  that  the  Government  will  have  trouble  to  stop 
it  is  equally  apparent.

The  Senate  has  adopted  the  wine  and  spirit  schedule,  and 
it  is  left  practically  in  the  shape  as  adopted  by  the  Senate  Fin- 
ance Committee. 

The  following  rates  of  duty  will  prevail : 

Champagne,  S8  per  dozen. 

Still  wines,  including  vermouth  up  to  14  per  cent,  alcohol, 
30  cents  per  gallon  ;  over  14  per  cent,  alcohol,  50  cents  per 
gallon. 

Same  in  cases,  $1,60  per  case. 

Ale,  porter  and  beer,  in  bottles  or  jugs,  30  cents  per  gallon  ; 
in  bulk,  10  cents  per  gallon. 

Malt  extract,  in  casks,  15  cents  per  gallon ;  in  bottles  or 
jugs,  30  cents  per  gallon  ;  solid  or  condensed,  30  per  cent,  ad 
valorem. 

Cherry  juice  and  fruit  juices  up  to  18  per  cent,  alcohol,  50 
cents  per  gallon ;  over  18  per  cent,  alcohol,  $1.80  per  proof 
gallon. 

Ginger  ale,  etc.,  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

Natural  mineral  waters,  tree  ;  imitation  and  artificial  min- 
eral waters,  30  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

Brandy  and  all  other  distilled  spirits,  $1.80  per  proof  gal- 
lon ;  provided,  that  no  spirits  shall  be  imported  in  packages  of 
less  than  14  wine  gallons. 

On  all  preserved  fruits  (iu  alcohol),  $1.80  per  proof  gallon 
on  contained  alcohol. 

Cordials,  liqueurs,  arrack,  absinthe,  etc.,  containing  spirits, 
$1.80  per  proof  gallon. 

This  schedule,  it  may  be  said,  is  satisfactory. 

It  now  remains  for  the  Senate  to  pass  on  the  internal  reve- 
nue sections  of  the  bill.  The  increase  of  the  domestic  tax  on 
spirits  and  of  the  bonded  period  are  included  in  this,  and  the 
outcome  is  eagerly  awaited.  The  probability  is  that  this  portion 
of  the  bill  will  be  reached  by  the  end  of  the  month  and  the  bill 
passed,  and  the  whole  will  then  go  to  the  conference  committee. 


MR.    HEWSO/N'S     FISH     STORg. 

Robert  Hewson,  of  Stevens  &  Co.,  is  coming  to  the  front  as 
a  narrator  of  fish  stories.

WHISKY   DID    IT. 

Professor  Dolliver,  of  San  Francisco,  was  fishing  in  the 
White  House  pool.  Point  Reyes,  for  salmon.  He  saw  an  im- 
mense fish  lying  at  the  bottom,  and  tried  in  many  ways  to  cap- 
ture him  by  bait  and  fly.  For  a  long  time  he  was  unsuccessful. 
He  got  so  excited  in  throwing  his  line  that  a  bottle  of  old  whis- 
ky fell  out  of  his  pocket  alongside  the  salmon.  The  old  fish, 
having  an  eye  for  something  good,  immediately  saw  the  bottle, 
grabbed  hold  of  the  cork,  and  tried  to  draw  it  out,  but  without 
success.    He  let  go  with  reluctance,  but  still  kept  an  eye  upon  it. 

A  small  eel  saw  the  prize,  came  up  and  took  hold  of  the  cork. 
Winding  himself  round  the  bottle  in  the  shape  of  a  corkscrew, 
he  fixed  his  tail  round  the  >!ork,  and  drew  the  cork  out  of  the 


bottle.  He  then  placed  his  head  in  the  bottle  and  commenced 
drinking.  As  soon  as  the  salmon  noticed  this  he  took  hold  of 
the  eel's  tail,  bit  a  piece  ofi",  and  used  the  eel  as  a  straw  to  draw 
out  the  whisky. 

Now  came  Dolliver's  opportunity.  The  fish  felt  the  effects 
of  the  liquor  and  came  up  to  the  surface,  when  the  brave  Prohi- 
bitionist hauled  him  out,  placed  him  in  his  basket  and  went 
home  telling  a  wonderful  story  as  to  how  he  caught  the  largest 
salmon  at  Point  Reyes  on  a  three  ounce  rod.

The  National  Wine  and  Spirit  Association. 

Louisville,  Ky.,  June  9th,  1894. 

A  meeting  of  the  board  of  control  of  the  National  Wine 
and  Spirit  Association  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Association, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  on  the  8th  instant,  and  there  were  present  I. 
W.  Bernheim,  Chas.  E.  Chase  and  E.  M.  Babbitt,  of  Louisville, 
and  George  W.  Harris  and  H.  Van  Nes,  of  Cincinnati.  Mr. 
George  C.  Brown  was  elected  treasurer,  and  Mr.  W.  Bullitt  sec- 
retary of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  board  of 
control  unanimously  decided  that  the  publication  in  book  form 
or  otherwise  of  any  list  of  whiskies,  whether  general  or  specific, 
unaccompanied  by  prices  or  indication  of  prices,  is  not  a  viola- 
tion of  the  letter  or  spirit  of  the  agreement  amongst  brokers 
and  wholesale  dealers,  and  that  the  interchange  of  prices  under 
cover  between  brokers  in  the  legular  conduct  of  their  business 
is  not  contrary  to  the  agreement.  It  was  ordered  that  a  copy 
of  this  decision  be  sent  to  every  broker  in  the  United  States. 

A  committee,  of  which  George  W.  Harris  is  chairman,  was 
appointed  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  appertaining 
to  whisky  price-lists.

The  general  ignorance  shown  in  serving  bottled  wine  upon 
the  table  is  too  often  the  cause  of  dissatisfaction  and  want  of  ap- 
preciation of  the  wine  itself.  For  reasons  known  to  all  wine 
men  there  are  constant  changes  going  on  within  the  wine, 
whether  young  or  old,  in  casks  or  in  bottles.  The  most  notice- 
able change  is  that  of  a  slight  but  continuous  deposit  of  some  of 
the  less  soluble  component  parts,  which  occurs  either  in  the  cask 
or  in  the  bottle,  and  whose  mixing  up  with  the  wine  again  tends 
to  disguise  or  lessen  its  more  delicate  taste,  flavor  or  bouquet. 

The  judging  of  muddy  wines  presents  the  greatest  obstacles 
even  to  an  expert.  Cloudiness  invariably  tends  to  mask  the 
bouquet  or  aroma,  disguise  the  flavor  and  mar  the  taste.  We 
Californians  are  so  ignorant  of  the  true  character  of  our  vintages 
that  we  make  as  many  and  serious  blunders  in  serving  wine  as 
do  other  Americans,  and  we  have  no  just  cause  for  complaint 
when  connoisseurs  pronounce  against  us  and  our  viticultural 
methods.  Nature  has  done  wonders  for  our  wines,  but  we  have 
much  to  learn  before  art  blends  as  successfully  with  nature  as  it 
should.  The  racking  which  is  so  industriously  practiced  by  the 
cellar  master  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  purifying  the  wine.  The 
lees  is  made  into  cream  of  tartar  and  vinegar;  sometimes  a  part 
of  it  goes  to  the  distillery.  But  racking  does  not  entirely  free 
the  wine  from  sediment.  Racking  is  only  beneficial  when  the 
wine  becomes  "bottle  ripe."  Up  to  this  time  air  has  been  nec- 
essary to  the  life  of  the  wine;  now  it  must  be  handled  with  a 
siphon  and  all  air  rigidly  excluded.  After  bottling,  the  wine 
nmst  rest  undisturbed  until  it  recovers  from  its  bottle  sickness. 
Wine  is  also  fatigued  by  a  journey  or  excessive  handling  and 
must  be  left  in  a  cool  dark  place  to  recuperate,  but  in  any  con- 
dition there  are  incessant  chnnges  going  on  in  the  wine  itself. 

With  few  exceptions  all  wines  deposit  in  bottle,  no  matter 
how  clear  when  bottled  or  how  old.  These  sediments  are  greasy, 
slimy  or  albuminous  in  appearance,  or  they  may  form  into  crys- 
talline shapes  like  broken  glass  and  equally  transparent,  or 
again  form  into  floating  insoluble  particles  of  a  brown  or  yellow- 
ish hue,  looking  like  small  particles  of  sawdust,  and  which,  when 
the  bottle  is  turned  up,  immediately  pass  through  the  liquid  to 
the  bottom,  leaving  it  quite  as  clear  as  when  bottled.  The  crys- 
talline sediments  and  those  resembling  sawdust  are  called  healthy 
bottle  sediments,  but  the  slimy  or  greasy  deposits  are  unhealthy 
and  usually  occur  in  wines  imperfectly  clarified,  or  in  wines 
grown  upon  rich  soils,  flat  bottom  lands,  or  made  from  certain 
varieties  of  grapes  addicted  to  this  character  of  deposit.  Slimy 
sediment  is  always  looked  upon  with  suspicion  and  invariably 
indicates  a  short  life  for  the  wine. 

In  white  wines  the  crystalline  or  sawdust  particles  are  light 
in  color,  but  in  Port  and  red  wines  they  are  of  a  reddish  color. 
The  sediment  formed  in  bottles  is  composed  of  the  harsher  in- 
gredients of  the  wine,  such  as  tartaric  acid,  cream  of  tartar  and 
tannic  acid.  With  these  there  is  a  varying  quantity  of  the  al- 
buminoids of  the  grape  and  some  of  the  albuminous  substances 
used  in  clarification.  The  European  wine  drinker  understands 
this  process,  and  knows  that  his  wine  is  much  improved  by  this 
natural  precipitation,  and  will  not  accept  a  bottled  wine  free 
from  deposits,  because  he  knows  that  it  has  been  fined  with  sofme 
objectionable  substance  or  else  is  not  long  in  bottle,  and  is  in 
either  case  below  par  in  quality  and  condition;  but  the  Ameri- 
can, Californian  included,  must  have  his  bottled  wine  as  clear  as 
crystal. 


Wine  in  bottles  should  be  purchased  with  a  sediment,  but 
should  be  sent  to  the  table  without  it,  and  to  do  this  it  is  neces- 
sary to  understand  the  process  of  decantation.  There  are  two 
simple  ways  of  doing  this.  The  first,  which  needs  some  little  ex- 
perience and  a  light  hand,  is  that  of  taking  the  bottle  up  in  the 
right  hand  as  it  lays  on  its  side,  insert  the  corkscrew,  draw  the 
cork  without  shaking  the  bottle,  then  gradually  pour  the  wine 
into  the  decanter.  Turn  yourself  around  as  much  as  you  please, 
but  look  to  it  that  the  axis  of  the  bottle  always  remains  the  same. 
Otherwise  grief  is  in  Ptore  for  you.  Carefully  watch  for  the  first 
appearance  of  dusty  looking  particles.  When  these  appear  cease 
pouring  at  once.  Done  properly,  this  should  leave  no  more  than 
half  a  glass  of  wine  in  the  bottle. 

The  other  way  is  to  take  the  bottle  several  hours  before  it 
is  to  be  used  and  gently  set  it  upon  its  bottom  and  thus  allow  the 
sediment  to  settle  to  the  bottom,  when  the  wine  can  be  easily 
poured  ofi"  and  served.  To  facilitate  the  pouring  process  it  is 
well  to  have  a  glass  funnel  for  the  neck  of  the  decanter  and  a 
lighted  candle  on  the  other  side  of  the  bottle  while  you  are  de- 
canting. Wines  with  crystalline  or  sawdust  deposits  do  not  re- 
quire decanting.  They  can  be  served  successfully  by  being  care- 
ful not  to  jar  the  bottle  in  raising  it  from  or  setting  it  back  upon 
the  table.  It  takes  only  a  little  practice  to  acquire  the  knack 
of  serving  wines  properly,  and  it  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  gen- 
tleman's education  as  host  as  is  the  art  of  carving  a  fowl  or  a 
sucking  pig. 

Clarets  seldom  have  the  slimy  deposits,  whereas  Burgundy 
almost  invariably  has.  and  so  does  Sherry.  Ports  are  seldom 
slimy;  their  sediment  is  a  combination  of  the  sawdust  and  crys- 
talline forms,  which  adhere  to  the  sides  of  the  bottle.  If  allowed 
to  remain  undisturbed  for  a  long  time  this  sediment  becomes 
what  the  old  English  Port  wine  drinker  terms  "crusty."  The 
explanation  of  this  formation  is  that  the  first  component  part  of 
wines  which  precipitates  is  cream  of  tartar.  Undisturbed  repose 
brings  it  on,  and  time  unfailingly  sees  its  formation,  especially  it 
favored  with  a  temperature  below  50°  Fahrenheit.  These  crys- 
tals of  bi-tartrate  of  potassa  take  with  them  some  of  the  natural 
color  matter  of  the  wine,  and  after  a  given  period  a  light  pow- 
deiy  sediment  is  formed  which  is  very  easily  disturbed.  When 
crusty  old  port  finds  its  way  into  a  wine  glass,  this  dustlike  sed- 
iment spreads  out  on  the  surface  and  forms  the  greatly  admired 
"bees'  wing."  When  the  light  falls  upon  this  "  bees'  wing"  it 
radiates  the  color  of  the  rainbow  in  every  direction. 

F.  E.  W. 


Alexander  Wilberforce,  who  is  with  W.  B.  Chapman,  is  the 
Olympic  Club  champion  tennis  player  for  1894.  The  tourna- 
ment took  place  on  the  3d  inst.  with  six  entries  in  the  first-class 
sets.  Wilberforce,  whose  skill  with  the  racquet  is  unquestioned, 
had  to  give  a  handicap  of  15  to  each  of  the  other  competitors. 
The  first  set  Wilberforce  played  was  with  Keeler,  who  was  de- 
feated easily  by  a  score  of  6-4,  6-0.  The  others  played  until  only 
O'Brien  was  left  to  compete  with  Wilberforce,  but  he  was  at  no 
time  a  dangerous  competitor.  Wilberforce  won  with  ease,  score 
6-1,  6-3,  7-5,  placing  the  ball  with  great  accuracy.  The  winner 
of  the  second  class  contest  was  Durbrow,  who  was  then  placed 
against  Wilberforce,  the  latter  giving  30  points  handicap. 
Again  he  won  by  a  score  of  6-1 ,  6-3  and  7-5.  Mr.  Wilberforce 
expects  to  compete  in  the  San  Rafeel  tournament,  wearing  the 
Olympic  colors.

It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  assignees  should  be 
given  discretion  as  to  the  best  way  of  disposing  of  the  assets  of 
the  assigned  estate,  and  thereupon  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted,  viz.: 

"  Ressolved,  That  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Ripy  now  present, 
secured  and  unsecured,  unite  in  recommending  that  the  assignees

assignees  shall  generally  exercise  their  discretion  and  best  judg- 
ment in  using  the  general  estate  in  order  to  protect  the  pledged 
assets  from  sacrifice  and  to  delay  sales  thereof  until  such  time 
as  in  their  judgment  such  sales  can  be  made  more  advantageously 
than  now." 

eOLOKIMG    OF    WIMES. 

Some  of  the  Continental  wine  experts  are  so  clever  in  their 
manipulation  of  coloring  agents  that  the  finished  article  re- 
sembles a  genuine  vintage  closely  enough  to  deceive  even  the 
analytical  chemist.  It  is  fortunate,  however,  that  as  much 
skill  and  knowledge  is  enlisted  on  the  side  of  detection  as  is 
evinced  in  sophistication.  Soon  we  may  hope  ihat  the  evil 
practice  will  be  stamped  out.  It  is  not  that  substances  injurious 
to  health  are  used  so  much  as  that  a  poor  quality  wine  is  made 
to  simulate  a  wine  which  deservedly  commands  a  higher  price 
in  the  market. 

Recently  Herr  Ruizand  has  been  investigating  the  action  of 
sodium  peroxide  on  the  coloring  matter  of  wines.  He  finds  that 
when  this  substance  is  added  to  red  wine  oxygen  is  evolved  at  a 
rate  proportional  to  the  acidity  of  the  wine,  and  the  color 
changes  through  dark  maroon  to  pale  yellow.  The  decoloriza- 
tion  varies  with  the  proportion  of  peroxide  employed,  and  is 
hastened  by  the  addition  of  hydrochloric  acid.  Aniline  and  the 
various  azo  dyes  are  not  affected  by  the  peroxide  in  acid  solution 
so  that  their  presence  in  a  sample  may  be  detected  by  treating 
5  c.  c.  of  it  with  from  0.1  to  0.15  gramme  of  sodium  peroxide  for 
fifteen  minutes,  and  then  acidifying  with  acetic  acid.  If  the 
color  is  not  discharged  an  artificial  dye  is  present,  and,  since  the 
natural  coloring  matter  of  the  wine  has  been  destroyed  by  the 
peroxide,  may  be  tested  in  the  usual  way.  Other  vegetable 
coloring  matters  behave  in  the  same  way  as  the  coloring  matter 
of  wine,  and  therefore,  of  course,  cannot  be  detected  by  this 
means. —  Wine  Trade  Review.

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WINE  PRODOGT  OF  ITALY  AND  OF  THE  WORLD. 


I 


Ifaly  is  the  first  wine-growiug  country  in  the  world.  Her 
export  consists  principally  of  the  rough  wines  and  mustj  or 
grapes  in  fermentation,  which  are  mixed,  refined,  and  clarified 
by  skillful  chemists  at  Bordeaux  and  elsewhere,  much  to  their 
own  profit  and  Italy's  loss. 

For  the  last  two  years  (1892  and  1893)  the  grape  crop  has 
been  so  abundant  that  in  many  districts  of  southern  Italy  there 
-were  not  barrels  and  demijohns  sufficient  to  hold  the  pressed 
juice,  and  cisterns  were  emptied  of  water  and  filled  with  wine. 

The  production  in  France,  where  new  vineyards  that  have 
replaced  the  phylloxera-smitten  groimds  are  now  beginning  to 
bear,  has  this  year  been  so  abundant  as  to  materially  influence 
the  demand  for  Italian  wines  from  that  country ;  consequently 
Italy  has  to  find  new  markets  for  her  immense  and  varied  pro- 
duction of  wine. 

In  1891  grapes  were  cultivated  in  3,443,713  hectares  (1  hec- 
tare=:  2|  acres)  being  an  increase  of  13,351  hectares  over  1890. 
The  production  of  wine  was  36,992,135  hectoliters  (1  hectoliter 
=  26.417  gallons)  in  1891  against  29,456,809  hectoliters  in  1890, 
and  the  medium  quantity  per  hectare  was  10.74  hectoliters, 
while  that  of  1891  was  8.29  hectoliters. 

Besides  the  production  of  wine,  grapes  for  the  table,  fresh 
and  dried,  to  the  amount  of  310,000  quintals,  must  be  added  to 
these  figures. 

It  is,  therefore,  easily  demonstrated  that  it  is  no  exaggera- 
tion to  claim  for  Italy  the  first  place  in  the  world  as  a  grape- 
growing  country. 

The  gross  value  of  the  crop  equals  1,200,000,000  lire  ($231,- 
600,000)  a  year,  while  the  grain  crop  is  only  valued  at  800,000,- 
000  lire  ($154,400,000).  The  value  of  the  wine  crop  is  one-sixth 
of  the  whole  agricultural  production  of  Italy. 

Wine  takes  the  first  place  among  agricultural  products  here, 
and  is  the  second  among  all  exported  articles  from  this  country, 
silk  occupying  the  first  place.     Among  nations   exporting  wine. 


however,  Italy  only  ranks  third,  Spain  being  first,  France 
second,  and  Portugal  fourth. 

Italy  has  no  rival  to  fear  in  North  or  South  America  as 
wine  growing  countries;  California  alone  may  be  considered  a 
possible  competitor,  but  not  essentially  so.  If  other  parts  of 
the  United  States — where  progress  has  been  slow  with  varied 
success — were  specially  adapted  for  profitable  wine-growing, 
our  active  and  intelligent  agriculturists  would  long  ago  have  de- 
voted their  attention  more  largely  to  it. 

One  reason  which  will  always  militate  against  the  full 
success  of  vineyards  in  the  United  States  is  that  the  laying  out 
of  a  vineyard  properly,  as  is  done  in  Italy  where  the  whole  ground 
is  turned  up  to  a  great  depth,  is  too  costly  and  would  require 
immense  capital.  Our  cheapest  agricultural  laborers  earn  $1 
and  more  a  day,  while  the  Italian  works  in  his  own  country  for 
30  cents  and  labors  longer  than  is  the  custom  with  us. 

Our  capitalists  in  California  are  handicapped  by  the  outlay 
for  labor,  which  may  be  reckoned  at  from  four  to  six  times  more 
than  the  cost  of  working  vineyards  in  Italy. 

Wine  is  not  like  grain  or  rice,  which  never  change  in  char- 
acter. In  Italy  it  varies  exceedingly,  and  there  is  no  part  of 
the  world  where  such  a  number  of  different  types  are  produced. 
To  pretend  that  this  country  should  produce  one  type  is  absurd, 
but  the  difierent  regions  ought  to  make  a  cheap  table  wine,  light 
and  sound,  which  should  always  preserve  the  same  characteris- 
tics, as  has  been  successfully  done  in  Sicily  by  Ingham,  Wood- 
house,  Florio,  and  others  for  the  Marsala,  known  in  the  United 
States  as  Sicily  Madeira.  To  accomplish  this  there  is  no  way 
except  by  founding  societies  with  enough  capital  to  keep  new 
wines,  watch  them  through  their  various  fermenting  processes, 
and  clarify  them.  After  they  attain  proper  age  they  become  fit 
for  export. 

The  product  should  be  pure,  well  prepared,  and  attractively 
bottled,  preserving  a  constant  and  unvarying  type,  and  sold  at  a 
price  only  sufficient  to  pay  a  fair  profit  on  the  capital  invested. 
It  should  be  the  aim  of  Italian  exporters  to  follow  the  maxims 
above,  and  gain  a  market  among  the  masses  for  a  cheap,  sound

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table  wine.  Once  this  market  is  secured,  the  production  of  finer 
and  more  expensive  wine  is  certain.

Within  late  years  an  enormous  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  distillation  of  spirits  in  Italy.

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NO  PROHIBITING  WINE-SELLINS. 


The  case  of  A.  H.  Brown,  the  wine  maker  who  is  accused 
of  violating  the  Riverside  county  prohibition  ordinance  by  sell- 
ing wine  from  his  winery,  is  one  that  should  afford  the  wine 
makers  and  brandy  distillers  of  this  State  a  chance  for  a  fair 
and  square  test  of  such  laws  affecting  their  interests  and  attack- 
ing their  business. 

The  facts  in  the  case  can  be  stated  briefly.  Mr.  Brown 
owne  a  vineyard  and  winery  in  Riverside  county.  He  sold  wine 
from  his  winery  as  usual.  For  this  he  was  arrested  and  in  the 
justice's  court  was  fined  $200.  He  has  appealed  to  the  Superior 
Court,  and  arguments  are  set  in  that  court  for  the  22d  instant. 
Mr.  Brown  has  appealed  to  the  wine  growers  of  the  State  for 
aid.  If  necessary  he  will  appeal  to  the  State  Supreme  Court, 
and  he  needs  $500  for  expenses. 

It  would  appear  that  he  had  a  good  case.  The  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  Merced  county  cases,  ruled  : 

The  power  to  pass  the  ordinance  in  question  is  given  in  subdivision  27,  of  sec- 
tion 2.'),  of  the  county  government  act  (Statutes  of  1861,  p.  306),  in  the  following 
terms:  "To  license  for  the  purposes  of  reKUlation  and  revenue  all  and  every  kind 
of  business  not  prohibited  by  law,  and  carried  on  and  transacted  in  such  county, 
and  ail  shows,  exhibitions  and  lawful  games  carried  on  therein;  to  fix  the  rates  of 
license  tax  upon  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  coileclion  of  the  same  by  suit  or 
otherwise."  Under  this  power  to  license  for  revenue  and  regulation,  prohibition 
cannot  be  efifected  (Cool-y  on  Taxation,  5'J8),  and  as  the  business  to  be  licensed  is 
one  which  is  "  transacted  and  carried  on  "  within  the  county,  the  very  terms  of  the 
power  preclude  its  exercise  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  the 
business.  An  attempt,  by  virtue  of  its  exercise,  to  place  such  restiictious  upon  the 
sale  of  wine  as  would  prevent  its  manufacture  would  be  in  apparent  contradiction 
to  the  policy  of  the  State,  as  manifested  in  that  portion  of  !ts  legislation  which  has 
been  directed  to  the  encouragement  of  the  manufacture  of  wines)  see  Statutes  of 
1880,  p.  52;  Statutes  of  1883,  p.  9;  Statutes  of  18S7.  p.  46),  and  if  the  county  of  Mer- 
ced can  place  such  restrictions,  every  other  county  can  do  the  same,  and  the  legif- 
lative  power  of  tlie  State  would  be  thwarted  by  the  action  of  the  several  counties. 
This  power  to  impose  a  license  tax  on  a  "  business"  cannot  be  extended  to  any 
subject  not  enumerated  in  the  statute  by  which  the  power  is  conferred.  The  right 
to  demand  a  license  tax  as  the  condition  of  engaging  in  any  business  within  the 
county  must  be  expressly  conferred  upon  the  county,  and  the  right  to  impose  a  tax 
on  a  "business"  will  not  authorize  imposing  a  tax  on  the  individual  acts  connected 
with  such  business,  nor  can  a  license  required  for  one  business  be  demanded  for  any 
act  01-  business  not  specified  in  the  ordinance  providing  for  sucti  taxes. 

»»»♦»*»•••» 

And  again  — 
The  ordinance  in  question  is  not  limited  to  sales  as  a  beverage,  or  in  a  dram- 
shop, or  by  the  Ifeepers   of   lippling-saloons,  but  applies  to  every  person  who  sells 


the  article  within  the  limits  of  Merced  county.  Neither  is  there  any  limit  prescribed 
as  to  the  quantity  which  may  be  sold,  or  the  purpose  for  which  or  the  person  to 
whom  a  sale  may  be  made.  Its  terms  are  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  embrace 
any  and  ail  sales  within  the  county,  whethtr  the  articles  sold  arc  to  be  carried  out 
of  the  county,  or  for  purposes  other  than  human  consumption  ;  whether  the  sale  is 
that  of  the  innkeeper  to  his  guest,  or  the  wine-grower  at  the  close  of  the  season,  or 
the  brewer  at  his  brewery.  A  sale  by  a  wine-grower  of  the  product  of  his  vineyard, 
or  by  a  distiller  of  the  spirits  produced  at  his  distillery,  does  not  constitute  a  busi- 
uess  of  selling  wine  or  spirits  any  more  than  the  sale  by  the  miller  of  the  flour 
ground  at  his  mill,  or  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  cloth  woven  at  his  factory,  consti- 
tutes the  business  of  selling  flour  or  cloth;  and  the  power  to  impose  a  license  on  a 
business  does  not  authorize  a  tax,  cither  by  way  of  license  or  excise,  upon  the  sale 
which  the  wine-grower  or  the  distiller  may  make. 

Clearly,  under  this  decision  Mr.  Brown  has  a  good  case,  and 
we  trust  that  he  will  fight  it  through,  with  the  assistance  needed.

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KHINE   VINTAGE   OJ;    1893. 

Referring  to  my  report  of  October  20,  1893,  on  the  Rhine 
vintage  of  1893,  I  have  now  to  say  that  the  new  wine  has  suffi- 
ciently developed  to  allow  pretty  accurate  estimates  of  its  qual- 
ity to  be  made,  and  that  the  general  opinion  formed  with  respect 
to  it  seems  to  be  that  it  will  be,  in  general,  a  wine  about  like 
that  of  1886,  ranking  a  little  below  the  wine  of  that  year  in 
quality.  Wines,  however,  from  selected  grapes,  cabinet  wines 
from  the  Government  vineyards,  and  wines  from  particularly 
well-favored  situations  will  excel  those  of  1886,  and  take  rank 
among  the  best  of  the  century. 

The  must  weights  obtained  last  fall  in  the  choicest  vine- 
yards were  remarkably  high — the  highest  on  record;  and  the 
wines  from  them  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  year 
of  the  century.  A  must  weight  of  100°  Oechsle,  equal  to  about 
20  per  cent,  of  sugar,  has  always  been  considered  a  high  weight 
for  unsorted  grapes,  and  130°  to  140°  for  selected  ones ;  but 
in  1893  the  astounding  weights  of  129.6°  Oechsle  for  unsorted 
grapes  and  210°  for  selected  ones  were  obtained  in  the  domanial 
vineyards  of  Marcobrunn  and  Steinberg.  Of  such  an  achieve- 
ment ever  having  been  met  with  before  there  is  no  remembrance 
or  record,  and  as  up  to  the  year  1834  there  was  no  sorting  out, 
or  "Auslesen,"  as  it  is  termed  here,  of  the  ripest  grapes  from  the 
great  mass  harvested,  such  results  were  probably  never  before 
realized.  In  the  celebrated  year  1868,  which  is  noted  for  its 
superb  wine,  130°  to  150°  Oechsle  were  the  highest  must  weights 
obtained  from  selected  grapes  in  the  Steinberg  vineyard;  and  it 
was  supposed  then  that  those  figures  would  never  be  exceeded, 
but  those  for  1893  have  overstepped  them  amazingly. 

The  lowest  must  weight  in  the  better  class  of  vineyards  in 
the  Rhinegau  last  year  was  reckoned  at  84°  Oechsle.  At  Rued- 
esheim  the  ordinary  must  weights  ran  from  92°  to  108°  Oechsle; 
in  the  Ruedsheimer  Berg,  selected  grapes  gave  172°;  at  Hatlen- 
heim,  unsorted  grapes  gave  90°  to  122°  Oechsle;  selected  grapes 
in  the  Marcobrunn  vineyard,  140°  to  210°  Oechsle;  selected 
grapes  in  the  Graefenberg  vineyard  gave  180°;  at  Hochheim,  on 
the  Main,  90°  to  107°  Oechsle  was  obtained  from  unsorted  grapes, 
and  164°  to  192°  from  selected  grapes.  In  the  famous  Steinberg 
Crown  vineyard,  92°  to  122°  was  what  the  must  weights  showed 
for  unselected  grapes,  and  for  selected  ones,  125°  to  210°. 

When  I  made  my  report  in  October,  1893,  the  highest  must 
weight  which  had  been  reported  waa  150°  Oechsle. 

The  acidity  amounted  at  Assmannshausen,  in  the  case  of 
red  Burgundy  grapes,  to  6.3  per  cent.;  in  the  case  of  Traminer 
(a  white  grape),  to  4.5  per  cent;  and  in  the  case  of  Riesling  (a 
white  variety,  which  is  the  grape  mostly  cultivated  in  the  Rhine- 
gau), from  6  to  7.5  per  cent.  Only  at  Ruedesheim  did  these 
grapes  reach  in  part  9.1  per  cent,  of  acidity. 

The  must  weights  obtained  ■will  make  the  wine  of  1893  re- 
nowned. The  summer  was  hot  and  abnormally  dry  for  Ger- 
many, which  caused  an  unusual  amount  of  sugar  to  form  in  the 
grapes.  Had  there  been  a  little  more  moisture  in  the  air,  the 
grapes  would  have  done  much  better,  the  crop  would  have  been 
larger  and  the  product  juicier.  As  it  is,  the  bulk  of  the  wine  of 
1893  will  be  a  little  fiery  and  not  as  delicate  in  flavor  as  it  would 
have  been  had  a  little  more  rain  fallen.  What  are  known  as 
"cabinet"  wines  will  be  the  best  in  thirty  years. 

The  wine  of  1886  was  the  best  since  1868. 

In  quantity  the  crop  was  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  a  vin- 
tage in  the  Rhinegau,  and  about  two-thirds  of  a  vintage  in  Rhine- 
Hesse;  but  the  latter  never  ranks  in  quality  with  that  of  the 
Rhinegau.  James  H.  Smith.

The  average  quantity  of  wine  per  hectare,  during  the  last 


few  years,  has  been  472  gallons,  or  between  one-third  and  one- 
half  of  a  full  vintage. 

.  The  last  full  or  standard  vintage  in  quantity  was  in  1875, 
when  1,005|  gallons  of  wine  were  obtained,  on  an  average,  per 
hectare,  from  2,197.56  hectares  (5494  acres)  of  vineyard,  or  a 
total  of  2,210,191  gallons — about  402|  gallons  per  acre.  The 
product  of  1875  has  been  taken  as  the  basis  for  the  present  ex- 
hibit. In  quality,  however,  the  wine  of  1875  was  only  a  medium 
article.

WINE  MAKING  WITH  PURE-BRED  YEASTS. 

The  wine  manufacturer,  whatever  may  be  the  fruit  with 
which  he  operates,  invariably  relies  upon  fermentation  being . 
set  up  by  the  yeasts  which  are  associated  naturally  with,  the 
fruit  itself.  These  yeasts  are  frequently  mixed,  the  characterisr 
tic  ferment  being  contaminated,  so  to  speak,  with  "weedy"  fer- 
ments. It  occured  to  E.  Mach  and  K.  Portele  that  possibly 
better  results  could  be  obtained  in  wine  making  if  the  musts 
were  fermented  by  means  of  pure  bred  yeasts,  and  that  thus  a 
uniformity  in  quality  might  be  arrived  at  in  the  wine,  which  is 
now,  more  or  less,  a  matter  of  chance.  Accordingly,  some  fer- 
mentation experiments  have  been  made  with  Saccharomyces  cere- 
vis(e,  S.  Pastorianus,  i.  and  iii.,  S.  ellipsoideus,  i.  and  ii.,  S.  apimilatus 
and  Monilia  Candida  on  grape  must.  These  show  that  the  quan- 
tity of  alcohol  and  glycerine  produced  depend  directly  upon  the 
character  of  the  ferment.  Thus,  for  100  parts  by  weight  of  al- 
cohol, 6.42  parts  of  glycerine  were  formed  by  S.  apiculatus,  3.88 
by  Monilia  Candida,  and  4.68  by  S.  cerevisce.  The  last  named 
j'cast  produced  11.82  volumes  of  alcohol  in  the  same  time  that 
2.9  volumes  were  produced  by  S.  apiculatus;  and  this  latter  fer- 
ment was  found  to  evolve  no  inconsiderable  quantity  of  volatile 
acids,  e.  g.,  forty  times  as  much  as  S.  Pastorianus -when  inoculated 
on  wine  must.  For  these  reasons  *S.  apiculatus  must  now  be  re- 
garded as  a  weed  amongst  the  yeasts,  the  development  of  which 
should  be  suppressed.  In  conclusion,  Mach  and  Portele  state 
their  opinion  that  pure  yeasts  should  be  used  not  only  for  grape 
but  for  apple  fermentation.  If  adopted  in  fermenting  apple 
juice  the  quality  of  the  resulting  cider  is  much  improved. —  Wine 
Trade  Review. 

HECEMT   THEASU-Rg     TDEeiSIO/NS. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  decided  that  the  payment  of 
fee  for  gauging  spirits  for  export  must  be  made  at  the  time  of 
gauging,  and  in  no  case  will  time  be  given  for  payment,  and 
that  American  whisky  gauged  on  exportation  should  be  gauged 
on  reimportation.  If  weighed  on  exportation  it  should  be  weighed 
on  reimportation. 

That  under  the  Department's  instructions  of  January  8, 
1880  (Synopsis  4382),  and  April  2,  1885  (Synopsis  6838),  the  du- 
tiable quantity  of  reimported  domestic  whisky  must  be  ascer- 
tained in  the  same  manner  as  the  taxable  quantity  of  spirits 
withdrawn  from  a  distillery  warehouse,  and  section  3251,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  prescribes  that  "  any  fractional  part  of  a  gallon 
amounting  to  one-half  gallon  or  over  in  a  cask  or  package  shall 
be  taxed  as  a  gallon,  and  any  fractional  part  of  a  gallon  less 
than  one-half  gallon  in  any  cask  or  package  shall  be  exempt 
from  tax."

MA-RKET    -REVIEW. 


/©ALIFORNIA  WINES— By  reason  of  the  complete  railroad 
^^  blockade,  there  is  nothing  doing  in  the  way  of  exports,  ex- 
cept by  sea,  and  the  ordinary  sales  for  local  consnmption.  This 
is  bad  enough  but  the  tie  up  is  seriously  interfering  with  the 
preliminary  organization  of  the  wine  syndicate,  particulary  in  the 
Los  Angeles  district  where  a  general  meeting  of  grape  growers 
and  wine  makers  must  be  held  to  ascertain  if  the  producers  of 
that  section  will  support  the  plan.  Thus  far,  wherever  pre- 
sented, the  proposition  has  been  most  willingly  received  and 
there  is  every  indication  that  enough  signatures  to  the  five  years' 
contract  will  be  secured  to  warrant  those  who  compose  the]  syn- 
dicate to  go  ahead  and  prepare  to  carry  out  their  agreements. 
While  everything  appears  to  promise  success  it  is  impossible  to 
know  what  effect  the  prevailing  senseless  strike  will  have  on  the 
general  business  of  the  country  or  the  wine  trade.  Still  we  feel 
confident  that  the  syndicate  proposition  is  the  only  safe  one  in 
this  crisis.  If  the  well  known  and  responsible  men  who  are 
interested  in  the  plan  and  who  propose  to  back  it  with  their 
money  do  not  receive  the  hearty  support  of  a  majority  of  the 
producers  the  syndicate  cannot  operate  successfully  and  the 
fault  will  rest  with  the  producers.  The  failure  to  form  this  syn- 
dicate promises  to  result  in  harder  times  in  the  wine  industry 
than  have  ever  before  been   known.     Therefore  it  is  time  for 


action.  A  remedy  for  their  trouble  is  oflFered  the  wine  men 
and  they  should  lose  no  time  in  taking  it. 

Our  latest  advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows:  "  There  is 
nothing  new  in  California  wines  on  the  Eastern  markets  ;  the 
same  dullness  continues.  The  New  York  dealers  are  looking 
for  some  improvement  to  come  from  California,  or  perhaps  from 
Washington,  as  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  any  improvement 
will  come  from  an  increased  summer  demand." 

/California  brandy.—  There  is  nothing  to  say  regard- 
^^  ing  brandies,  except  that  there  is  a  promise  of  some 
activity  in  the  unbonding  of  goods  to  secure  the  benefit  of 
the  increase  of  the  tax.  In  the  event  that  the  House  conference 
committee  accepts  the  spirit  amendments  to  the  bill  as  they 
now  stand,  there  will  be  a  good  field  for  speculation  in  this 
direction,  and  we  may  see  some  new  life  infused  into  the 
brandy  business  before  August  1st. 

Y  ^^HISKIES.—  The  tariff  bill  as  amended  by  the  Senate, 
^^/  embracing  the  eight-year  bcmded  period  and  $1.10  tax, 
has  caused  many  holders  of  large  stocks  of  whiskies  in  bond  to 
tax-pay  them  and  take  advantage  of  the  difference  of  twenty 
cents  in  the  tax.  Advices  from  the  East  state  that  unbonding  is 
going  on  very  rapidly,  and  it  goes  without  saying  that  this  is 
the  only  speculative  feature  of  the  market.  Holders  of  free 
goods  are  somewhat  concerned  as  to  the  probable  effect  these 
younger  goods,  which  are  now  being  unloaded,  will  have  upon 
future  prices,  and  it  is  generally  conceded  the  result  will  be  any- 
thing but  satisfactory  to  them.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Senate 
amendments  should  not  be  finally  adopted,  the  prospects  will 
be  less  encouraging.  Spirits  are  of  particular  interest  to  the 
trade  just  now.  During  the  past  ten  days  these  goods  have 
made  two  advances  of  three  cents  each,  and  it  is  expected  that 
another  upward  movement  will  occur  shortly.  Owing  to  the 
strike  there  have  been  no  receipts  of  spirits  for  several  days, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  the  stocks  on  hand  are  very  low,  and 
unless  the  blockade  is  broken  within  a  few  days  there  will  be  no 
spirits  for  sale  in  this  market,  a  fact  which  will  work  serious 
hardship  to  many  houses.  It  is  reported  from  Chicago  that  the 
Distilling  and  Cattle  Feeding  Company  are  considering  a  propo- 
sition to  obtain  possession  of  all  these  goods  in  the  market,  as  a 
speculation  based  on  the  probability  of  the  tariff  bill  in  its  pres- 
ent shape  becoming  a  law.  In  any  event,  its  final  passage  will 
result  in  an  advance  of  20  cents  per  gallon. 

The  following  distillers  are  reported  to  have  shut  down 
during  the  past  fortnight,  after  making  about  half  the  usual 
crop  :  Mellwood  Distillery  Co.,  John  G.  Roach  &  Co.,  and  J. 
B.  Wathen  &  Bros.  Co. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  our  regular  semi- 
annual tables  of  exports  and  imp  orts  of  wines,  liquors,  etc.,  of 
San  Francisco.  The  trade  will  be  surprised  to  note  how  well 
the  movement  of  these  commodities  has  held  up.  Whiskies 
have  held  their  own  surprisingly,  but  champagnes  show  a 
marked  falling  off.     The  figures  are  well  worthy  of  study. 

/MPORTATIONS.— This  line  of  trade  is  in  the  same  condi- 
tion  as  all  others,  and  will  remain  so  till  existing  unnat- 
ural conditions  are  changed  for  the  better.  On  other  pages  of 
this  issue  will  be  found  the  statistics  of  the  semi-annual  imports 
and  exports  of  this  port,  containing  information  of  particular 
interest  to  the  importers.

A  FAIR  SHOWING  IN  SPITE  OF 
BAD  BUSINESS  CONDITIONS. 


Whisky  Injports  Have  Held  Their  Own  and 

the  Only  Material  Decrease  Has  Been 

With  Champagne— Figures  that 

Will  Bear  Glose  Study. 


Considering  the  general  business  pros- 
tration that  has  been  prevailing  throughout 
the  United  States  since  the  financial  col- 
lapse of  June  and  July  of  1893,  the  import- 
ing liquor  trade  of  the  United  States  has 
held  its  own  remarkably  well  during  the 
six  months  ending  June  30,  1894,  as 
compared  with  the  similar  period  of  the 
years  1893,  1892,  and  1891. 

In  examining  these  statistics  of  the  im- 
ports of  wines  and  liquors,  which  we  give 
below,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
trade  as  a  whole  has  passed  through  one 
of  the  most  discouraging  half  years,  in 
business,  ever  known  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Practically  all  of  the  leading  agricultural 
products  of  the  State  of  California  have 
been  sold  at  prices  realizing  only  the  cost 
of  production  if  not  at  an  actual  loss. 
Wheat  has  been  sold  at  less  than  90  cents 
per  cental ;  wine  at  6  cents  per  gallon,  wool 
at  4  cents  per  pound;  canned  and  dried 
fruit,  except  prunes,  at  any  price  the  buyer 
saw  fit  to  ofier ;  silver,  the  chief  standard 
of  value  with  Mexico  and  the  countries  of 
Central  America,  has  gone  begging  in  the 
market  as  compared  with  coal ;  the  export 
trade  to  Great  Britain  and  to  the  Colonies 
has  under  gone  a  partial  paralysis  through 
business  depression  in  the  chief  buying 
countries,  and  only  gold  alone,  which,  hap- 
pily, is  one  of  the  chief  products  of  Califor- 
nia, has  taken  on  an  increased  purchasing 
value. 

And  yet  with  all  these  adverse  condi- 
tions the  liquor  trade  has  at  least  held  its 
own — and  if  it  be  compared  with  other 
mercantile  lines,  has  more  than  held  its 
own  in  spite  of  those  who  would  curtail  its 
extent  and  its  rights.  We  do  not  mean  to 
say  that  any  of  the  importers  and  jobbers 
of  wines  and  liquors  will  remember  the 
first  half  of  the  year  1894  with  any  grateful 
recollections  of  profits  or  of  any  extension 
of  trade,  but  considering  the  general  state 
of  business  that  has  prevailed,  the  members 
of  the  trade  have  every  reason  to  be  thank- 
ful that  matters  were  not  worse  than  they 
have  been. 

Analizing  these  statistics,  given  below, 
we  find  that  there  has  been  a  slight  de- 
crease of  the  whisky  imports  by  sea  from 
Atlantic  ports.  This  was  no  doubt  due  to 
the  cheaper  rates  imposed  on  rail  ship- 
ments from  the  East,  while  the  imports  of 
reimported  whisky  largely  increased.  The 
grand  total  of  imports  of  American  whisk- 
ies were  2,720  cases  and  12,178  barrels,  or 
more  than  the  average  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  past  four  years.  We  find, 
also,  that  the  imports  of  spirits  and  alcohol 
during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year 
have  actually  increased  over  the  first  six 
months  of  1893,  and  are  fully  up  the  aver- 


age of  the  past  four  years.  The  exports  of 
whisky  by  sea  to  foreign  ports  show  a  de- 
crease due  entirely  to  unfavorable  condi- 
tions in  Hawaii,  and  in  the  countries  of 
Central  America. 

if,  as  has  been  said,  the  statistics  of 
the  imports  of  champagne  form  a  true  index 
of  the  prosperity  or  lack  of  it  of  any 
community,  then  San  Francisco  must  have 
passed  a  very  severe  crisis.  These  imports 
amounted  to  only  2,522  cases  for  the  first 
six  months  of  this  year  as  compared  with 
10,047  cases  for  the  same  period  in  1893, 
9,178  cases  in  1892,  and  14,331  cases  for 
January-June,  1891.  The  champagne 
trade  is  certainly  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condition. 

Of  the  other  tables  of  imports  little 
need  be  said,  but  will  certainly  bear  care- 
ful study.  Those  showing  a  decrease  are 
foreign  whiskies,  mineral  waters,  bitters, 
undesignated  liquors,  rum,  bulk  beer  over- 
land; stout,  ale,  wine,  brandy,  and  gin  and 
geneva.  Those  showing  an  increase :  ver- 
mouth, absinthe,  foreign  beer,  (which 
doubtless  includes  ale  and  stout)  fruit  juice 
cider  and  ginger  ale.  All  in  all  we  think 
the  trade  has  every  reasoa  to  be  congrat- 
ulated that  matters  are  no  worse,  and  with 
the  tarifi"  bill  soon  to  be  settled,  the  railroad 
strike  soon  to  end,  as  all  such  matters  must 
end,  there  is  every  prospect  for  a  far  better 
half  year  from  July  1  to  January  1st  than 
the  one  that  has  gone  before.  The  tables 
will  be  found  appended.

The  first  toast  proposed  was  "  Our  Guests,"  to  which  Mr.  J. 
J.  Jacobi  responded  in  a  happy  vein,  bidding  all  welcome  to  the 
board. 

Director- General  De  Young  was  then  called  upon  for  big 
eighty-ninth  speech  made  during  the  Fair.  He  said  in  the 
course  of  his  remarks  that  great  good  had  been  done  to  the  State 
by  advertising;  and  that  the  plan  had  been  conceived,  carried 
out  and  the  Fair  opened  in  the  course  of  five  months  was  a 
striking  monument  to  the  grit  and  energy  of  the  people. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Haber  in  response  to  "Viticulture,  Past,  Present 
and  Future,"  said  :  "  I  will  reply  but  briefly  to  that  toast.  No 
one  need  be  ashamed  of  the  past ;  the  present  is  uncertain  ;  the 
future  will  be  as  bright  as  the  eyes  of  that  lovely  lady  who  is 
•ven  now  sitting  across  the  board  from  you."  A  moment  later 
Mr.  Haber  spoke  feelingly  of  the  future  of  the  Palace.  He  said 
that  it  was  to  be  deplored  that  the  building,  unique  and  artistic 
as  it  is,  must  come  down.  He  then  proposed  that  all  the  ma- 
terial possible,  used  in  its  construction,  be  given  proper  care 
and  used  in  future  exhibits. 

Mr.  Charles  Bundschu  in  speaking  to  his  toaat  said  that 
Mr.  Haber's  suggestions  were  well  worthy  of  careful  considera. 
tion.  The  Palace  must  go,  but  it  had  exerted  an  influence  that 
must  always  remain.     Mr.  Bundschu  then  varied  the  programme 


by  singing  an  original  song,  which  was  greeted  with  cheers  and 
laughter. 

Mr.  Arpad  Haraszthy.  in  responding  to  "The  Ladies,"  made 
one  of  the  speeches  of  the  evening.  His  remarks  were  witty, 
humorous  and  pointed.  The  subject  was  done  ample  justice  by 
an  able  critic.  F.  H.  Truesdell  responded  to  "The  Press."  Re- 
marks were  made  by  P.  C.  Rossi,  Hermann  Bendel,  Winfield 
Scott,  William  Wehner,  E.  C.  Priber  and  others. 

The  dinner  was  in  every  manner  a  success,  and  those  who, 
were  there  went  home  with  the  happiest  recollections.

Chicago,  June  24,  1894. 

The  heated  term  is  upon  ua  here  in  Chicago  and  the  usual 
summer  apathy  has  struck  everything  and  everybody.  There  is 
but  little  doing  in  any  line,  and  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  is  no 
exception  to  the  rule.  Signs  are  now  on  all  business  houses 
reading:  "We  close  at  1  p.  m.  on  Saturdays,"  and  things  are 
more  than  usually  quiet  all  the  balance  of  the  week. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  many  would  be  glad  to  close  up 
altogether  during  the  heated  term,  but  a  show  of  doing  business 
must  be  made  at  least.  And  there  is  all  the  time  more  or  less 
going  on,  and  occasionally  one  can  see  a  smile-wreathed  face  as 
he  goes  in  and  out  amoung  the  trade.  Every  day  or  two  one 
may  hear  of  a  car-load  arrival  both  of  wine  and  brandy. 

It  has,  however,  come  to  that  pass  that  cheap  prices  are  no 
inducement  for  buyers  to  give  orders.  As  one  man  said  to  a 
representative  of  a  large  house  the  other  day :  "Please  don't 
name  prices  to  us  at  all ;  they  are  so  ridiculously  low  that  it 
makes  us  disgusted  with  the  whole  business,  and  there  would  be 
no  inducement  at  all  for  us  to  take  any  of  your  stock.  All  we 
have  to  do,  anyway,  is  to  get  your  figures  and  name  them  to  the 
half  dozen  salesmen  who  will  call  on  us  within  the  next  twenty- 
four  hours  to  have  your  prices  bid  away  under." 

It  is  unfortunate,  but  nevertheless  true,  that  such  is  the 
case.  Since  the  middle  of  last  December  the  wine  business  in 
Chicago  has  been  simply  a  cut-throat  game — a  whoop  and  hurrah 
boys,  down  hill  chase,  and  may  the  devil  get  the  hindmost.  Or^ 
to  more  definitely  express  the  exact  sentiment  of  most  of  the 
dealers  here ;  Would  that  His  Satanic  Majesty  had  caught  the 
first  man  who  made  the  break  in  prices. 

Dealers  here  are  discussing  quite  generally  the  proposition 
to  make  up  what  may  be  called  the  overplus  of  wine  into  brandy. 
Those  who  handle  wine  exclusively  say  it  would  be  a  great 
thing  to  do.  It  would  relieve  the  market  and  bring  prices  up  to 
the  old  standard.  But  there  are  not  many  such  dealers,  and 
those  who  handle  brandy  as  well  as  wine  are  looking  askance 
upon  the  proposition.  They  admit  that  it  might  relieve  the 
wine  market,  and  thus  enhance  prices  for  it,  but  how  about 
brandy  ?  Already  it  is  selling  about  as  cheaply  as  it  can  be  manu- 
factured, and  with  such  a  large  burden  suddenly  placed  upon  it, 
it  would  surely  be  prostrated.  Plenty  of  brandy  is  being  offered 
in  Chicago  now  at  40  cents  in  bond  f.  o.  b.  California,  and  they 
ask  in  all  seriousness,  and  with  real  apprehension :  "How  much 
lower  can  it  go  and  leave  any  margin  for  anybody  handling  it, 
from  the  grower  to  the  broker?"  They  say  that  it  is  a  case  of 
being  between  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea,  and  it  is  only  a  turn 
of  the  hand  to  ruination  either  way. 

But  the  business  situation  in  Chicago,  and  for  that  matter 
the  whole  of  the  eastern  section  of  the  Union,  is  not  without 
some  ray  of  hope  that  a  revival  will  spring  up  in  the  near  future, 
and  when  times  get  good  once  more  all  these  vexing  questions 
will  solve  themselves  very  readily  and  speedily.  A  trade  journal 
published  here  has  this  to  say  of  the  present  business  siuation, 
and  it  is  so  fair  a  statement  that  a  short  extract  from  it  will  be 
readable  in  this  connection  : 

"There  are  signs  that  general  business  and  industries  are 
getting  ready  for  a  revival.  This  is  seen  in  what  bankers  and 
brokers  call  an  under  current  of  inquiry  for  loanable  funds,  and  a 
general  desire  to  find  outlets  and  investments  for  idle  money. 
This  would  seem  to  portend  that  business  men  are  getting  tired 
of  inaction  and  are  making  preparations  for  a  new  era  of  pro- 
gress. 

"It  is  believed  that  prices  for  all  commodities  are  now  at 
their  lowest  ebb.  Production  has  been  restricted  till  stocks  of 
all  kinds  are  practically  exhausted,  and  it  is  thought  nearly  cer- 
tain that  by  fall  there  will  be  a  revival  of  all  lines.  By  the  time 
that  the  summer  vacation  is  over  the  tariff  bill  will  have  been 
passed  and  business  will  have  adjusted  itself  to  the  new  conditions. 
The  agony  of  inaction  and  suspense  will  be  over,  and  everybody 


will  pitch  in  to  try  to  recoup  what  has  been  lost  during  the  past 
year." 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  money  is  very  easy 
at  the  banks,  and  they  are  seeking  loans  to-day  on  collateral 
which  would  have  been  rejected  instantly  a  year  ago. 

There  is  but  little  to  be  said  about  whisky  these  days.  Most 
of  the  brokers  are  taking  their  vacation,  and  the  few  who  are  in 
town  are  only  filling  hand-to-mouth  orders.  In  fact,  that  has 
been  about  the  state  of  the  trade  for  a  long  time,  now.  As  with 
wine,  it  has  come  to  that  point  that  low  prices  are  no  induce- 
ment to  buy.  There  is  one  good  feature  about  it :  consumption 
is  going  on  and  in  time  there  will  surely  be  a  demand  again. 
Eastern  ryes  are  holding  their  own  probably  a  little  better  than 
bourbons. 

In  the  retail  places  the  wine  business  seems  to  be  prosper- 
ing fairly  well.  Mr.  Wilken  says  that  business  is  not  good  and 
not  bad ;  probably  as  good  as  could  be  expected  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. In  Louis  Zierngibl's  new  place,  on  Randolph  street, 
a  goodly  number  of  customers  may  be  seen  all  the  time.  It  is 
only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  till  he  will  have  a  fine  business 
built  up  there.  Mr.  Finden,  of  the  Contra  Costa  Wine  Company, 
reports  the  usual  summer  run  of  trade. 

Messrs.  Korbel  Bros,  have  completed  their  new  cellar  and 
are  now  nicely  located  in  their  new  quarters.  Mr.  Fusick,  the 
manager,  is  delighted  with  the  new  location  as  well  as  the  build- 
ing. Amateur.

The  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  in 
October,  1893,  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Special  Term,  which 
had  granted  Siegert  and  Wuppermann  an  injunction  restraining 
Messrs.  Abbott  &  Co.  from  manufacturing  and  selling  bitters  un- 
der the  name  of  Angostura  Bitters.  The  decision  was  a  triumph 
for  Messrs.  Abbott  &  Co.  The  case  has  not  been  appealed  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals.  The  fact  that  the  Siegerts  did  not  appeal,  and 
that  they  have  never  brought  the  case  to  a  trial  a  second  time, 
seems  to  furnish  conclusive  evidence  that  they  must  have  had  a 
bad  case.  Some  years  ago  [1881]  they  sued  Abbott  &  Co.  in  Ma- 
ryland and  were  beaten  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  that  State 
[1884]  upon  the  ground  that  their  own  label  was  a  fraud  on  the 
public.  After  that  decision  they  changed  their  label  so  as  to  tell 
the  truth  as  to  the  matter  in  which  the  court  said  they  falsified, 
and  then  instead  of  suing  Abbott  &  Co.  over  again  in  Maryland, 
to  establish  their  exclusive  right  to  the  word  "Angostura,"  they 
started  a  suit  here  in  New  York,  [1888]  where  none  of  the  par- 
ties on  either  side  live,  and  waited  till  they  happened  to  catch 
Mr.  Abbott's  father  in  this  State,  when  they  served  him  with  the 
summons.  He  fought  them  on  the  merits  that  they  had  no  ex- 
clnsive  right  to  the  word  "Angostura."  It  was  further  proved 
on  the  trial  that  the  Siegerts  never  sold  their  bitters  as  "Angos- 
tura "  bitters  until  after  the  time  that  Abbott's  father  and  pre- 
decessor in  business  sold  his  bitters  under  that  name.  The  Sie- 
gerts used  to  call  their  bitters  "  Aromatic  "  bitters.  If  this  suit 
— as  claimed  by  the  defendants — was  started  for  advertising  pur- 
poses, Messrs.  Siegert  and  Wuppermann  did  not  get  the  right 
kind  of  advertising. —  Wine  and  Spirit  Gazette,  June  13th.

FEEBiyse     GHAPES     TO    HOGS. 

Unless  the  Viticidtural  Syndicate  now  forming  shall  be  car- 
ried to  a  successful  issue — which  now,  happily,  seems  most  prob- 
able— many  grape  growers  will  this  year  have  recourse  to  either 
drying  their  grapes  or  else  feeding  them  to  hogs.  By  request,  a 
gentleman  who  has  had  experience  in  the  latter  mode  of  dispos- 
ing of  his  crop,  has  furnished  the  following  statement : 

"  I  am  afraid  the  information  I  can  give  you  will  be  of  com- 
paratively little  use,  as  estimate  enters  largely  into  the  case.  I 
placed  sixty  hogs  on  about  seventy  acres  of  vineyard,  on  which 
I  estimated  the  crop  on  vines  at  two  tons  per  acre.  The  hogs 
probably  consumed  one-third  of  the  grapes — in  other  words,  the 
crop  would  easily  have  fattened  180  like  hogs.  The  hogs 
weighed  when  bought  an  average  of  114  pounds  and  cost  me  i\ 
cents  per  pound.  When  killed  (I  put  them  all  into  smoked 
meat)  they  weighed  232  pounds  and  could  have  been  sold  for  the 
same  price  of  4  J  cents  on  foot.  They  were  in  the  vineyard  3^ 
months." 

From  these  figures  an  estimate  can  be  made.  Had  the  gen- 
tleman turned  in  180  hogs,  the  results  would  have  been  as  fol- 
lows: 

Each  hog  gained  118  pounds,  and  180  hogs  would  have 
gained  21,240  pounds,  which  at  4^  cents  per  pound  represents  a 
return  of  $955.80.  Estimating  the  crop  at  140  tons  (2  tons  per 
acre  on  70  acres)  the  actual  return  for  the  grapes  on  the  vine  is 
thus  found  to  be  $6.82  5-7  per  ton.  This  may  be  taken  as  about 
the  equivalent  of  $8.32  per  ton  with  the  grapes  picked. 


The  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  at  the  World's  Fair  at 
Chicago,  in  pursuance  to  their  official  duties,  awarded  a  diploma 
of  honorable  mention  to  Luigi  Vasconi,  Superintendent  of  the 
Italian  Swiss  Agricultural  Colony,  as  an  expert  artisan  in  the 
manufacture  of  wine.  Mr.  Vasconi,  by  his  clever  manipulation 
of  wine,  has  brought  the  Colony  conspicuously  to  the  front  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  as  producers  of  the  finest  wines.  We  admire 
the  spirit  of  this  diploma  in  giving  the  credit  to  whom  it  is  due. 
The  employer  reaps  the  reward  and  is  pecuniarily  benefited  by 
the  prominence  attained,  but  the  real  merit  and  honorabl  men- 
tion is  bestowed  on  the  laborer  whose  worthy  services  are  too 
often  credited  to  the  employer.    This  system   of  distributing

I.  De  TurK  and  W.  H.  Lumsden,  his  book-keeper,  have  two 
good  colts  entered  for  the  State  Futurity  trot,  guaranteeed  to  be 
worth  $5000.  Mr.  De  Turk  enters  the  filly  Annabel,  by  Robin, 
dam  Miss  Brown,  and  Mr.  Lumsden  has  in  the  brown  filly  The- 
tis, by  Robin,  dam  Gipsey,  by  Echo. 

A.  H.  Brown,  the  Temescal  wine  maker,  has  closed  up  his 
establishment  in  Riverside  county,  pending  the  decision  in  the 
Riverside  case.  The  matter  has  been  argued  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Riverside  county,  and  is  expected  to  be  decided  in  July. 
If  the  decision  is  unfavorable  to  Mr.  Brown  an  appeal  will  be 
taken  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Messrs.  J.  Parkington  &  Co.,  of  London,  state  that  the 
shipments  of  Port  for  May  amount  to  8608  pipes  (Great  Britain 
3213  pipes),  making  38,288  pipes  for  five  months,  against  45,934 
pipes  for  1893.  The  Sherry  shipments  were  4,147  butts,  making 
21,963  butts  for  five  months,  as  compared  with  24,320  butts  for 
the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

The  Ruby  Hill  Vineyard  Company  has  incorporated  to 
transact  a  general  vineyard  business.  The  capital  stock  is 
8500,000,  of  which  $50,000  has  been  paid  in.  The  subscribers 
and  directoi-8  are  John  Crellin,  $32,500  ;  Delma  Crellin,  $10,000  ; 

i Thomas  A.  Crellin,  $2,500 ;  Chas.  L.  Crellin,  $2,500  ;  Ernest  W. 
Crellin,   $2,500.     The  company  will    operate   the   well-known 
Crellin  property,  in  the  Livermore  valley. 
C.  C.  Mclver,  the  proprietor  of  Linda  Vista,   has  issued

yard industry  that  has  yet  been  published.  Mr.  Mclve's  mag- 
nificent property  is  done  full  justice,  there  being  considerably 
over  a  hundred  half-tone  engravings  in  the  publication.  The 
brochure  is  designed  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  general  read- 
er rather  than  the  wine  trade,  and  the  reading  matter  that  it 
contains  is  far  out  of  the  ordinary. 

Charles  B.  Leramon  and  B.  Meschendorf,  of  the  Old  Times 
Distillery  Company,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  have  just  concluded  the 
largest  sale  of  case  goods  ever  made  in  Kentucky.  It  was  to  a 
New  York  house  and  embraces  30,000  cases,  20,000  of  which  are 
to  be  quarts,  twelve  to  a  case,  and  the  other  10,000  pints,  twenty- 
four  to  a  case.  The  total  amount  of  the  sale  is  $350,000.  The 
goods  are  to  be  delivered  and  paid  for  in  five  years.  They  are 
to  be  put  up  in  specially  made  demijohns,  straw  wrapped. 
Messrs.  Lemmon  and  Meschendorf  attribute  the  sale  to  their  log 
cabin  display  at  the  World's  Fair. 

The  president  of  the  National  Brewers'  Convention,  in  ses- 
sion at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  "  discussed  the  necessity  of 
bringing  into  the  association  all  outside  brewers  ;  the  necessity 
for  the  abolition  of  the  eighth  barrel  internal  revenue  stamp, 
and  the  question  of  the  difficulties  between  brewers  and  their 
workmen  caused  by  labor  agitators."  He  recommended  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees  to  deal  directly  with  these  questions, 
and  also  that  the  new  board  of  trustees  to  be  elected  be  empow- 
ered to  act  on  these  questions  as  they  deemed  right.  By  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  convention  these  suggestions  were  adopted. 
The  report  of  the  finance  committee  showed  the  assets  of  the 
association  to  be  $80,449.56.

In  the  case  of  the  Germantown  Brewing  Company  vs.  Booth 
recently  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  suit 
was  brought  on  a  judgment  for  $3000  on  which  $400  had  been 
paid.  It  was  sought  to  prevent  recovery  on  the  ground  that 
the  plaintiff  held  a  paper  bearing  the  same  date  as  the  note,  and 
signed  by  the  defendant  in  which  it  was  stipulated  that  he 
should  pay  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  at  least  $200  on  ac- 
count of  the  loan,  and  pay  the  whole  amount  of  it  "on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  1894,"  and  that  if  he  failed  to  make  the 
monthly  payments  he  should  "  transfer  and  assign  his  license, 
together  with  all  the  stock  and  fixtures  of  his  saloon,"  and 
"  peacefully  deliver  possession  of  the  same  "  to  any  person  or 
persons  the  plaintiff  might  designate.  The  court  held  that  the 
loan  was  not  made  for  a  purpose  condemned  by  the  law,  saying , 
"  We  cannot  assent  to  a  construction  of  the  writing  in  question 
which  renders  the  loan  or  the  note  given  to  secure  it  void.  A 
loan  made  to  enable  the  borrower  to  carry  on  a  lawful  business 
isjnot  against  public  policy  or  in  violation  of  any  statute.  The 
sale  of  liquors  by  a  licensed  dealer  in  them  is  such  a  business. 
If  he  removes  from  the  house  in  which  he  was  licensed  to  con- 
duct the  business,  he  may  consent  that  his  license  be  transferred 
to  the  person  who  succeeds  him  in  the  occupancy  of  it,  and  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  may  transfer  the  license  to  such  per- 
son, on  his  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  relation 
to  the  transfer  of  licenses  in  certain  designated  cases.  It  mat- 
ters not  in  what  form  the  consent  of  the  licensee  is  given.  An 
assignment  of  the  license  is  nothing  more  than  his  expression  of 
consent  that  the  license  may  be  transferred  to  his  assigneee  '  by 
the  authority  granting  the  same.'  As  his  consent  is  essential  to 
the  transfer,  there  is  nothing  unlawful  in  it.  All  that  the 
assignee  acquires  by  it  is  the  privilege  of  applying  for  the  trans- 
fer to  the  court  having  jurisdiction  to  make  it.  It  confers  no 
right  on  him  to  sell  liquors,  and  if  the  court  transfers  the  license 
to  him  his  business  under  it  is  limited  to  the  place  in  which  his 
predecessor  carried  on  a  like  business.  We  think,  therefore, 
that  the  defendant's  agreement  in  relation  to  the  transfer  of  his 
license  did  not  invalidate  the  judgment  in  question."

BSPUBLIOAJf    NOMINEE    FOR    GOVERNOU. 

In  the  isiue  of  the  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Eeview  of  No- 
vember 5th  appeared  the  following  in  regard  to  Hon.  M.  M.  Estee, 
statesman,  wine-grower  and  attorney,  who  has  just  been  nomi- 
uoted  for  Governor  by  the  Eepublicans  of  California : 


A  likeness  of  Hon.  Morris  M.  Estee  is  pecularly  acceptable  to  the 
wine-makers  and  merchants  of  this  State  at  the  present  time.  Mr.  Estee 
has  just  concluded  a  joint  debate  throughout  the  State  with  Hon.  Stephen 
M.  White,  of  Los  Angeles,  and  has  imparted  the  only  life  given  national 
politics  on  the  Coast  this  year.  Mr.  Estee  has  a  national  reputation  as  a 
lawyer,  orator  and  man  of  affairs,  and,  as  may  be  imagined,  he  held  his 
own  most  valiantly. 

Mr.  Estee  was  born  in  Warren  county.  Pa.,  in  18.34,  and  is  conse- 
quently in  the  prime  of  his  physical  and  intellectual  faculties.  Sprung 
from  the  hardy  stock  of  the  early  colonists  of  that  great  agricultural  State, 
his  boyhood  and  growth  had  the  advantages  of  a  country  bringing  up, 
while  his  education  was  received  at  the  public  schools  and  latterly  at  Wat- 
erford  Academy.  So  well  did  tiie  young  man  profit  by  the  educational 
facilities  at  his  command  that,  from  his  sixteenth  to  his  twentieth  year  he 
was  enabled  to  spend  his  winters  in  imparting  to  his  juniors  the  knowl- 
edge that  he  had  already  acquired  and  utilized. 

It  was  in  his  twentieth  year  that  the  young  man  turned  his  eyes  to 
the  Golden  State,  arriving  here  by  way  of  Fanaiua  in  1853.  Like  many 
others  of  our  foremost  citizens  the  first  three  "years  of  his  life  were  spent 
in  the  mines  of  Amador  and  El  Dorado  counties.  Again  in  1856  we  find 
him  teaching  school,  and  in  the  following  year  studying  law  under  Judge 
T.  M.  Pawling,  at  Volcano,  moving  thence  to  Sacramento,  where  in  1859 
he  was  admitted  to  practice  before  the  Supreme  Court.  From  that  date 
until  1866  he  continued  to  practice  law  at  Sacramento,  representing  that 
city  in  the  Assembly  during  the  legislative  session  of  1863-4,  being  subse- 
quently elected  District  Attorney,  which  office  he  held  for  two  years.  In 
1866  he  removed  to  San  Francisco,  which  he  has  since  made  his  profes- 
sional headquarters,  though  his  business  and  domestic  affiliations  are 
properly  located  in  Napa  county,  where  he  owns  and  has  most  judiciously 
improved  a  valuable  and  beautiful  estate,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  set 
out  to  orchard  and  vineyard,  to  the  conservation  and  development  of 
which  he  has  devoted  much  of  his  spare  time  and  energy.  He  is  the 
author  of  "  Estee's  Pleadings,"  which  is  in  general  use  in  the  Western 
States. 

During  the  first  year  of  his  settlement  in  this  city  Mr.  Estee  was  asso- 
ciated in  practice  with  ex-Judge  E.  W.  Heacock,  and  subsequently  for 
about  three  years  with  the  late  John  R.  McLaurin  till  the  latter's  death. 
From  1870  to  1880  he  formed  a  copartnership  with  ex-Judge  John  H.  Boalt, 
and  upon  its  dissolution  in  the  latter  year  he  associated  himself  with  Mr. 
Ramon  E.  Wilson. 

In  political  life  Mr.  Estee  has  long  been  a  power  b^  reason  of  his 
various  talents  of  oratory,  sound  judgment  and  leadership.  One  of  the 
most  promment  figures  in  the  Republican  party,  he  has  time  and  again 
demonstrated  his  ability  to  mold  the  sentiments  and  actions  of  that  party. 
In  1871,  when  Hon.  Newton  Booth  entered  upon  his  successful  campaign 


against  Hon.  H.  H.  Haight  for  the  Governorship  of  the  State,  Mr.  Estee 
was  chosen  secretary  of  the  Republican  State  Central  Committee,  and 
two  years  later  it  was  largely  due  to  his  personal  efforts  that  the  Legisla- 
ture elected  Governor  Booth  to  the  United  States  Senate,  Mr.  Estee  offici- 
ating on  that  occasion  as  Speaker  of  the  Assembly. 

In  the  session  of  1877-78  it  was  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Democratic 
party  was  in  the  majority  that  Mr.  Estee  was  not  himself  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  for  which  he  received  the  Republican  nomination. 

Mr.  Estee  was  the  Republican  candidate  for  Governor  of  the  State  in 
1882,  but  the  Democrats  were  still  in  the  majority.  In  1888  he  held  the 
distinguished  position  of  President  of  the  Republican  National  Convention 
at  Chicago,  and  in  1889  was  appointed  by  President  Harrison  as  a  delegate 
to  the  Pan-American  Congress,  which  met  at  Washington  in  October  of 
that  year.  He  narrowly  missed  election  to  the  United  States  Senate,  to 
succeed  to  the  chair  of  the  late  Senator  George  Hearst. 

Mr.  Estee's  place  in  the  Napa  Valley  is  a  magnificent  domain.  He  has 
about  four  hundred  acres  in  vines,  and  his  wine  cellars  are  models.  He 
already  has  a  large  and  independent  trade  built  up. 

He  is  a  man  of  massive  figure,  big  brain  and  solid  attainments.  His 
career  has  been  one  of  the  utmost  usefulness,  and  his  powers  have  appa- 
rently only  reached  their  zenith. 


THE    TA-RIFF    SITCIATIO/S. 

At  last  the  tariff  situation  in  Washington  has  been  cleared 
by  the  passage  of  the  Wilson  bill,  as  amended  and  cut  out  of 
shape  by  the  Senate  Finance  committee  and  on  tlie  floor  of  tlie 
Senate. 

The  wine  schedule  has  been  adopted  in  the  form  published 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  Review.  It  is  needless  to  say  here  that 
this  schedule  is  satisfactory,  not  only  to  the  wine  industry  of 
the  State  of  California,  but  also  to  the  importing  trade. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  bill  made  by  the  Senate 
—  aside  from  the  abandonment  of  the  ad  valorem  feature —  is  the 
extension  of  the  bonded  period  to  eight  years  and  the  increase 
of  the  internal  revenue  tax  to  $1.10  per  proof  gallon  on  all  dis- 
tilled spirits.  This  is  a  feature  entirely  acceptable  to  the  straight 
whisky  and  brandy  distilling  interests,  but  it  is  a  serious  set- 
back to  the  rectifying  intarest  and  to  the  Distilling  and  Cattle 
Feeding  Co.  The  matter  is  to  be  adjusted  in  conference,  and  we 
are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  extension  will  be  reduced  in 
the  conference  committee  to  say  five  or  six  years ;  but,  in  view 
of  the  need  of  the  Government  for  increased  revenue,  there  is  no 
hope  of  any  reduction  in  the  internal  revenue  rate. 

If  the  eight-year  extension  holds  good,  many  wholesalers 
now  doing  a  large  rectifying  business  will  undoubtedlj^  transfer 
their  allegiance  to  straight  goods,  doing  business  by  warehouse 
certificates,  and  traui^acting  their  business  in  an  office  rather 
than  carrying  floor  stocks. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Wetmore,  who  went  to  Washington  in  the 
interest  of  the  fruit-krandy  distillers,  off'ered  the  following 
amendments  to  the  internal  revenue  sections  of  the  bill : 

The  amendment  reads  as  follows  : 
"After  the  nineteenth  day  after  the  passage  of  this  act  any  owner  of 
grape  brandy  in  a  bonded  warehouse,  such  brandy  having  not  less  tlian 
the  strength  of  proof  spirits,  as  defined  in  Title  35,  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, may,  in  such  portion  of  such  wareliouse  as  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue  shall  approve,  to  be  known  as  the  standardizing  room, 
and  upon  the  making  of  entries  and  the  filing  of  bonds  and  other  secmity, 
and  under  regulations  and  upon  the  affixing  of  stamps  and  brands  such 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe,  prepare  the  grape 
brandy  owned  by  him  to  suit  tlie  demands  of  the  trade,  both  for  domestic 
consumption  and  exportation,  as  to  the  various  qualities,  by  transferring 
the  contents  of  original  casks  or  packages  into  new  wooden  or  glass  ,  ack- 
ages,  by  filtering,  re-distilling  and  adding  distilled  water,  and  by  such 
other  treatment  recognized  as  legitimate  in  securing  a  high  grade ;  such 
treatment  to  be  authorized  by  published  regulations  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue ;  provided,  that  the  time  limited  Dy  law  within  which 
spirits  may  remain  in  a  bonded  warehouse  without  the  payment  of  tax 
shall  not  be  extended  by  tliis  section.  Brandy  traosferred  into  bottles 
shall  be  withdrawn  and  the  tax  paid  within  three  months  from  the  date 
of  such  transfer,  although  under  the  conditions  of  the  warehousing  bond 
it  may  be  otherwise  entitled  to  remain  there  a  longer  time.  The  stamps 
affixed  to  the  new  packages  shall  be  provided  and  furnished  by  the  several 
collectors,  as  in  the  case  of  other  stamps,  and  accounted  for  in  the  same 
manner.  For  the  expense  attending  providing  and  affixing  such  stamps, 
10  cents  for  each  package  so  stamped  and  1  cent  for  each  bottle  so  stamped 
shall  be  pai<l  to  the  collector  on  making  entry  for  transfer  from  the  stand- 
ardizing room  to  any  other  portion  of  the  bonded  warehouse. 

"  The  treatment,  including  the  addition  of  water,  shall  not  reduce  the 
alcoholic  strength  of  the  brandy  to  below  85  per  cent,  of  the  strength  of 
proof  spirits.  None  other  than  distilled  water  shall  be  added  without  the 
express  authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  and  no  spirits 
other  than  grape  brandy  in  a  wareliouse  shall  be  used  in  these  operations. 
No  substances  whatever  shall  be  added  to  the  brandy  produced  by  any 
distiller  without  his  express  permission,  nor  shall  his  brandy  be  mingled 
with  that  of  another  distiller  without  such  permission. 

"  The  quantity  contained  in  casks  or  other  packages  filled  in  the 
standardizing  room  shall  not  be  less  than  as  follows:  Every  cask  (which 
must  be  of  wood),  not  less  than  ten  taxable  gallons ;  every  bottle  not  less 
than  one-fifth  of  a  gallon;  every  case  for  casing  bottles  (which  must  be 
of  wood),  shall  contain  twelve  bottjes:  every  outer  casing  (which  must

be  of  wockI),  shall  contain  in  its  inner  cases  and  bottles  not  less  than  ten 
taxable  gallons.  As  soon  as  the  process  of  standardizing  is  completed  the 
brandy  shall  be  immediately  drawn  into  the  casks  or  packages  herein  de- 
scribed, to  each  of  which  bottles  shall  be  affixed  coupon  strip  stamps, 
■  and  to  each  case  containing  twelve  bottles  a  stamp  to  which  a  coupon  is 
affixed,  and  to  each  cask  and  outer  case  a  warehouse  stamp  for  standard- 
ized brandy. 

"  The  package  shall  be  removed  from  the  standardizing  room  into  some 
other  portion  of  the  bonded  warehouse,  the  proceedings  to  be  in  all  res- 
pects, so  far  as  practicable,  as  prescribed  in  the  Revised  Statutes.  Taxa- 
ble gallons  of  standardized  brandy  shall  be  determined  by  the  number  of 
proof  gallons,  although  the  proof  thereof  may  be  less  than  100  per  cent. 
When  the  tax  on  any  portion  of  the  contents  of  any  cask  or  package  of 
standardized  brandy  becomes  due,  the  tax  must  at  .once  be  paid  if  the 
quantity  exceeds  ten  gallons,  and  if  the  quantity  is  ten  gallons  or  less, 
tnen  the  tax  on  the  ten  gallons  in  the  cask  or  package  must  be  paid,  and  a 
tax-paid  stamp  affixed  to  the  cask ;  and  when  a  cask  or  package  is  with- 
drawn from  a  bonded  warehouse  tax-paid,  the  central  portion  of  the 
tax-paid  stamps,  so  affixed,  will  be  cut  out  and  delivered  to  tlie  collector 
in  part  payment  for  the  stamp  indicating  the  whole  amount  of  the  tax  to 
be  paid  upon  such  withdrawal,  but  such  package  may  not  be  withdrawn 
for  any  purpose  free  of  tax. 

"  All  casks  or  cases  of  standardized  grape  brandy  shall,  upon  being 
withdrawn  tax-paid  from  a  bonded  warehouse,  have  tax-paid  stamps 
affixed  thereto,  as  in  the  case  of  other  brandy  so  withdrawn,  and  any 
package  of  tax-paid  standardized  grape  brandy  to  which  a  tax-paid  stamp 
IB  affixed  may  be  exported  with  the  benefit  of  a  drawback  on  the  number 
of  proof  gallons  contained  therein  when  exported,  as  provided  for  in  the 


Revised  Statutes.  Any  package  of  standardized  grape  brandy  and  any 
original  cask  or  package  of  fruit  brandy  containing  not  less  than  ten  taxa- 
ble gallons  in  any  special  bonded  warehouse  may,  except  in  the  case  here- 
inbefore provided  for,  be  exported  in  bond  free  of  tax." 

The  prospects  are  that  the  bill  will  go  into  eflfect  on  August 
Ist,  as  contemplated. 

Charles  A.  Wetmore  has  started  on  his  return  journey,  and 
the  matter  is  left  in  the  hands  of  T.  J.  Clunie,  Ex-Congressman. 
Senator  White  will  endeavor  to  have  the  above  amendment 
inserted  in  Conference  Committee.

We  are  indebted  to  Ridley^s  for  the  following  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Grape  Brandy  Co.,  Lt'd,  the  English  con- 
cern making  brandy  of  concentrated  must  made  in  California: 

THE  GRAPE  BRANDY  COMPANY,  LIMITED. 

Tlic  following  Directors'  Report  has  been  issued  to  the  shareholders  of  the  above 
Company  : 

"The  directors  have  now  to  present  to  the  shareholders  the  audited  accounts  of 
the  first  working  year,  viz.,  to  the  Slst  December,  18U3.  The  product  of  the  year's 
work  was  36,283  gallons  of  biandy  (of  which  36.'!  gallons  had  been  sold,  leaving  35,- 
9i0  gallous  in  stock  at  that  date),  whilst  the  cuirent  expenses  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £i,7.i5  Os  lid — both  results  being  singularly  near  to  the  original  estimate.  The 
quality  of  the  brandy  produced  has  been  very  highly  praised  throughout  the  Trade, 
and  it  is  found  very  effective  and  useful  as  an  improver  of  otter  brandies,  on  account 
of  its  cleanness  and  purity  and  abundance  of  tineCognac  flavor.  As,  however,  nearly 
all  blending  operations  are  done  under  bond,  before  payment  of  duty,  and  as  the  law 
does  not  permit  the  blending  together  under  bond  of  spirits  of  British  and  foreign 
manufacture,  your  Directors,  in  their  efforts  to  market  the  brandy,  have  met  with 
this  difliculty  from  the  outset,  which  has  caused  considerable  delay  in  getting  the 
brandy  into  use.  They  believe  the  obstacle  is  not  insurmountable,  although  it  may 
somewhat  retard  the  declaration  of  a  dividend.  The  youth  of  the  brandy,  when 
brought  into  competition  with  old  foreign  samples,  has  also  operated  against  the 
Company  at  this  early  stage.  Your  Directors  have  started  the  case  trade  and  the 
brandy  has  given  much  satisfaction,  but  its  youth  creates  some  objection.  For  this 
reason  the  sales  hitherto  have  not  been  large,  and  it  has  been  thought  best  not  to  go 
heavily  into  advertising  expenses  until  the  brandy  has  had  a  little  more  time  to  ma- 
ture. This  pure  spirit  has  been  very  cordially  I'eceived  by  the  medical  profession, 
who  find  the  want  of  a  brandy  they  can  confidently  recommend  to  their  patients. 
Many  who  buy  cases  of  'Gi-ape  Brandy,'  and  have  some  old  stock  of  Cognac  remain- 
ining  in  their  cellars,  put  a  portittB-of  each  into  the  decanter  with  excellent  effect — 
both  gaining  by  the  blend.  All  sales  to  the  present  time  have  been  effected  at  re- 
numerativc  prices,  but  it  cannot  yet  be  said  tlrat  the  mar'ket  value  is  established. 
This  is  a  most  important  stage  in  the  career  of  the  Company,  and  whilst  themselves 
feeling  confident  of  a  sati.sfactoi-y  issue,  the  Director-B  earnestly  claim  from  the  share- 
holders patience  and  consideration  to  support  them  in  the  ver-y  arduous  task  they 
have  in  Iiand.  A  portion  of  the  last  issue  of  shares  has  yet  to  be  disposed  of,  and  as 
the  'Must'  of  the  last  vintage  is  now  arriving,  it  is  desirable  they  should  be  taken  up 
without  further  delay.  It  is  hoped  shar-eholders  will  assist  in  placing  them.  It  is 
proposed  to  defer  the  Annual  General  Meeting  until  more  progress  is  made  in  the 
selling  of  stock,  to  which  object  all  the  attention  and  energy  of  the  Directors  is  now 
devoted."

ST.    HELEMA   JOI/NS    l/N. 

St.  Helena  June  29,  1894. 

A  very  important  meeting  was  held  at  Turner's  Hall  Satur- 
day afternoon,  and  fully  one  hundred  of  the  leading  grape  and 
wine  producers  of  the  county  were  in  attendance. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  F.  Beringer,  one  of  the 
Committee  of  Seven,  appointed  in  San  Francisco,  recently,  to 
devise  means  of  relieving  the  depression  now  existing  in  the  in- 
dustry, and,  if  possible,  to  place  it  upon  a  sound  and  paying 
basis.  Mr.  Beringer  referred  to  the  origin  of  the  movement  and 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  formulated  plans  for  a  syndicate 
which  it  had  assurance  could  be  formed  if  from  80  to  90  per  cent, 
of  the  producers  would  agree  to  stand  in,  thus  giving  the  syndi- 
cate control  of  the  entire  business  for  five  years.  Mr.  Beringer 
said  that  Mr.  Wetmore  had  been  invited  to  the  meeting  to  fully 
outline  the  plans  of  the  syndicate,  and  lie  hoped  that  everyone 
present  would  ask  all  possible  questions  so  that  the  plan  might 
be  thoroughly  understood.  The  speaker  concluded  by  saying 
that  there  was  no  doubt  that  something  must  be  done  and  that 
immediately.  This  plan  is  to  benefit  the  vineyardists  and  pro- 
ducers and  bring  fair  living  prices  for  grapes  and  wine,  and  it 
will  protect  all  who  have  now  no  market  for  their  wine. 

Mr.  S.  Kwer  was  chosen  chairman  and  F.  8.  Ewer  secretary 
of  the  meeting,  after  which  Mr.  Wetmore,  of  the  Viticultural 
Commission,  was  introduced. 

Mr.  Wetmore  said :  "On  June  1st  a  meeting  of  the  Viti- 
cultural Commission  was  called  to  devise  means  for  placing  tlie 
wine  business  on  a  paying  basis.  Fully  fifty  of  the  leading  wine 
men  and  producers  were  present,  and  a  full  and  thorough  discus- 
sion of  the  situation  was  had.  A  great  many  thought  that  the 
present  crisis  had  been  caused  by  over-production,  others  that  it 
was  due  to  the  manipulations  of  dealers.  Some  advocated  dis- 
posing of  this  year's  crop  by  drying  two-thirds  and  making  one- 
third  into  brandy.  Other  means  were  discussed  but  no  definite 
conclusion  reached.  It  was  finally  decided  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  take  the  whole  matter  under  careful  consideration  and 
decide  upon  a  plan,  the  following  gentlemen  being  named  :  P.  C. 
Rossi,  of  Sonoma;  F.  Beringer,  of  Napa;  C.  J.  Wetmore,  of 
Alameda;  William  Wehner,  of  Santa  Clara;  E.  C.  Bichowsky,  of 
Los  Angeles;  F.  A.  West,  of  San  Joaquin  and  Fresno,  and  John 
Swett,  of  Contra  Costa.  A  consultation  was  held  with  merchants 
and  capitalists  and  the  syndicate  plan  discussed.  It  was  thought 
feasible  and  the  committee  received  assurances  of  support  if  from 
80  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  wine  men  would  enter  into  it.  The 
committee  secured  the  services  of  John  T.  Doyle,  a  member  of 
the  Commission  and  a  prominent  attorney,  to  draw  up  a  plan 
and  contract.  As  soon  as  this  was  done  meetings  were  called 
for  the  principal  wine  counties,  to  explain  the  movement  and  se- 
cure the  signatures  to  the  agreements.  Meetings  have  already 
been  held  in  Santa  Clara  and  Sonoma,  and  the  people  are  enthu- 
siastic in  their  support  of  the  movement,  there  being  very  few 
but  what  signed  at  once.  At  the  Alameda  meeting  everybody 
but  one  signed.  St.  Helena  has  hitherto  been  the  first  to  take 
the  initiative  in  any  plan  for  the  relief  of  the  producers.     It  is

syndicate  a  success.  Unless  something  is  done  the  prospects  aie 
that  only  $4  or  $5  per  ton  will  be  oflFered  for  grapes,  and  if  the 
the  syndicate  is  formed  from  $8  to  $20  will  be  realized." 

Mr.  Beriuger  then  requested  those  present  to  ask  questions 
and  Mr.  Wetmore  would  answer  them.  He  said  that  it  had  been 
stated  that  the  syndicate  might  take  advantage  of  the  producers 
and  that  everybody  should  feel  perfectly  satified  before  going  in- 
to it.     Put  any  question  in  a  fair  way  and  ask  for  information. 

Professor  Husmann  assured  the  assemblage  of  his  heartfelt 
sympathy  with  any  good  movement  having  for  its  object  the  ben- 
efit of  the  producers,  and  he  hoped  to  see  his  way  clear  to  join. 
To  bring  out  several  points  the  Professor  asked  : 

1 — Does  the  syndicate  buy  old  wines,  and  at  what  figure? 
How  is  it  valued  ? 

2 — Is  it  obligatory  to  dispose  of  the  entire  crop  to  the  syndi- 
cate? 

3 — Is  the  option  binding  for  five  years  ? 

4 — Are  the  producers  to  receive  any  benefits  of  the  profits 
to  accrue  after  the  payment  of  salaries  and  necessary   expenses  ? 

6 — Would  it  be  compulsory  to  deliver  wines  as  per  dates  in 
contract  ? 

Mr.  Wetmore  took  the  questions  up  in  order.  He  said  the 
first  was  answered  in  the  contract. 

1 — Old  wine  will  be  purchased,  the  value  being  determined 
by  expert  arbitration. 

2 — The  syndicate  will  expect  the  entire  crop  unless  it  is  a 
few  hundred  gallons  for  private  use. 

3 — The  contract  is  binding  for  five  years. 

4 — The  producers  derive  their  benefit  from  the  increase  in 
price  of  grapes  and  wine.  The  syndicate  will  of  course  take  any 
profits  beyond  this. 

6 — Where  it  would  be  impossible  to  deliver  wine  as  per 
dates  specified,  other  arrangements  satisfactory  to  both  sides  can 
be  made. 

Dr.  Pond,  of  Napa,  said  that  if  80  per  cent,  of  the  producers 
entered  into  this  syndicate  it  would  be  almost  an  impossibility 
to  deliver  that  percentage  of  the  old  wine  between  August  1st 
and  September  15th.  In  case  it  could  not  be  done,  would  the 
producers  be  called  upon  for  damages? 

Mr.  Wetmore  said  that  nothing  of  that  kind  would  be  done, 
and  thought  that  all  minor  details  could  be  easily  arranged. 

Mr.  C.  L.  La  Kue,  who  owns  a  large  vineyard  near  Yountville 
and  is  interested  very  largely  in  viticulture  in  Yolo  county,  said 
that  he  believed  the  syndicate  proposition  to  be  a  good  thing  and 
the  only  redemption  for  the  industry.  In  the  contract  he  found 
the  term  used,  "hill  or  bottom"  in  describing  the  diiferent  vine- 
yards and  in  arranging  the  schedule  of  prices.  Mr.  La  Rue 
said :  "I  consider  that  a  very  serious  question,  and  one  in  which 
I  am  deeply  interested.  My  vineyard  slopes  back  from  the 
county  load  to  the  foothills  and  while  it  is  not  hill  land  has  all 
its  properties,  the  vines  bear  lightly  and  the  wine  produced  is 
of  as  fine  quality  as  any  from  the  best  hill  vineyards.  I  know 
of  other  places  similarly  situated.  In  Ewer  &  Atkinson's  vine- 
yard, which  slopes  from  the  road  to  the  river,  are  spots  of  the 
same  kind  of  soil.     It  would  be  an  injustice  to  class  such  as  bot- 


tom land  and  pay  the  prices  scheduled  for  such.  I  would  also 
like  to  ask  about  the  delivery  of  the  grapes.  I  live  about  mid- 
way between  Napa  and  St.  Helena,  and  if  I  should  go  into  this 
syndicate  I  would  want  to  know  whether  my  grapes  would  have 
to  be  delivered  at  a  cellar  in  Napa  or  St.  Helena,  or  whether  I 
could  deliver  at  the  nearest  syndicate  cellar." 

Mr.  Wheeler  thought  the  syndicate  a  good  thing  and  that  it 
is  the  only  salvation  for  the  growers.  He  urged  all  to  go  into  it 
and  assist  in  restoring  the  good  times  that  once  prevailed  in 
Napa  valley. 

Captain  Amesbury  ofiered  the  following  amendments  to  the 
contract : 

"Provided  that  it  shall  be  optional  with  me  to  deliver  my 
grapes  to  any  wine  maker  I  see  fit,  provided  he  is  a  contractor 
with  the  syndicate  for  his  wine  at  the  schedule  named  in  said 
syndicate." 

The  amendment  was  voted  down,  Messrs  Wheeler  and  La 
Rue  explained  their  votes  by  saying  that  there  was  no  use  for 
wine  men  to  dicker  with  details  at  the  present  meeting. 

Mr.  Beringer  said  the  principal  conclusion  to  be  arrived  at 
is  whether  the  wine  men  are  in  favor  of  the  plan. 

Wheeler  moved  that  it  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the 
plan  be  endorsed  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  producers  to  obtain  signatures. 

Mr.  La  Rue  offered  as  a  substitute  the  following : 

"Resolved  that  the  wine  growers  in  meeting  assembled  are 
heartily  in  accord  with  the  Wine  Growers'  Syndicate,  and  pledge 
ourselves  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  secure  its  formation." 

Adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Moved  and  carried  that  Mr.  Beringer  be  empowered  to 
select  such  committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  the  call  of  the  chair. 

Immediately  after  adjournment,  Brun  &  Co.,  of  Oakville, 
signed  for  400  tons  of  grapes,  and  Dr.  Pond,  of  Napa,  20,000  gal- 
lons of  wine  and  his  grape  crop.

Pursuant  to  the  motion  made  at  the  meeting  of  wine  growers 
held  last  Saturday,  Mr.  Beringer  Tuesday  appointed  the  follow- 
ing gentlemen  to  solicit  signatures  and  support  to  the  proposed 
syndicate:  Dr.  M.  B.  Pond,  Napa;  C.  L.  La  Rue,  Yountville; 
Jean  Chaix,  of  Brun  &  Co.,  Oakville ;  J.  B.  Atkinson,  Ruther- 
ford ;  John  H.  Wheeler,  Bello ;  S.  P.  Connor,  F.  Beringer  and 
F.  S.  Ewer,  St.  Helena ;  C.  M.  Burgess,  Charles  M.  Pickett  aud 
L.  Kortum,  Calistoga ;  S.  Wardner,  Pope  valley;  F.  Metzner, 
Conn  valley.  From  reports  from  different  parties  we  learn  that 
the  contracts  are  being  rapidly  signed  and  the  enthusiasm  which 
prevailed  at  Saturday's  meeting  is  by  no  means  waning.

At  latest  reports  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
proposed  syndicate  for  handling  the  grape  crop  of  this  and  the 
succeeding  five  years  will  prove  a  more  decided  success  than 
even  the  most  sanguine  promoters  had  hoped.  One  of  the  im- 
mediate results  has  been  the  advance  of  new  wines  from  first 
hands  three  cents  per  gallon.  Before  this  syndicate  was  broached, 
buyers  from  first  hands  were  scarce  at  6  cents  per  gallon,  under 
the  pressure  of  the  throat-cutting  in  the  trade.  Now  throat- 
cutting  is  not  in  vogue,  and  the  buyers  are  becoming  reconciled 
to  the  fact  that  a  new  factor  must  be  considered  in  the  trade  and 
in  all  transactions. 

In  Sonoma  county  we  are  informed  that  about  90  per  cent, 
of  the  vineyard  acreage  is  substantially  pledged,  and  even  more 
than  this  will  be  secured. 

In  Napa  county  Fritz  Beringer,  of  Beringer  Bros.,  has  com- 
mittees out  at  work  in  every  section.  Practically  all  of  the  wine 
men  will  come  in. 

We  are  informed  by  William  Wehner  and  others  that  the 
movement  as  regards  Santa  Clara  county  is  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  Meetings  have  been  held  at  San  Jose,  Los  Gates  and 
other  places,  and  the  produce  of  90  per  cent,  of  the  vineyard 
acreage  is  expected  to  be  pledged. 

C.  J.  Wetmore  informs  us  that  Alameda  county  is  wheeling 
into  line  in  good  shape,  and  the  same  is  true  of  Contra  Costa. 

A  meeting  was  called  by  Viticultural  Commissioner  E.  C. 
Bichowsky,  of  Los  Angeles,  to  be  held  in  Los  Angeles  on  Mon- 
day, July  2nd,  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  that  city,  but  it 
had  to  be  postponed  for  the  reason  that  neither  Mr.  Bichowsky 
nor  Mr.  C.  J.  Wetmore,  who  expected  to  accompany  him  south, 
could  go,  on  account  of  the  general  railroad  strike. 


THE    PKOHIBITIO/NIST    WAILS. 

The  following  editorial  gem  is  from  the  California  Prohibi- 
tionist the  organ  of  the  Prohibition  party  in  this  section  of  the 
State': 

THE    I.IIJUOR    CONVENTION. 

The  Republican  State  convention  at  Sacramento,  as  was  expected,  was 
captured  by  the  bosses,  but  not  even  the  most  lugubrious  pessimist  in  its 
ranks  ever  dared  to  imagine  it  would  find  capture  so  easy  a  matter  as  was 
the  case.  The  opposition  made  a  big  show  of  resistance  at  the  outset,  but, 
confronted  by  the  invincible  Burns,  it  went  down  like  grass  before  the 
sharpened  scythe,  and  yielded  up  its  all  to  the  doughty  boss  and  the  ('ali- 
iornia  Protective  Association  that  backed  him.  The  latter  body  went  for 
all  there  was  in  sight,  and  got  it.  The  platform  pronounced  in  their  favor ; 
the  nominee  for  Governor  is  one  of  the  biggest  wine-growers  of  the  State, 
and  the  entire  ticket  is  one  that  will  fully  satisfy  the  liquor  element.  The 
liquor  men  planned  well,  and  deserve  the  credit  of  compelling  the  party 
to  forsake  its  miserable  hypocrisy  of  the  past,  in  pretending  to  be  a  tem- 
perance party  while  really  manipulated  in  the  interest  of  the  saloon,  and 
have  placed  it  before  the  people  in  open,  honest  avowal  of  hostility  to  all 
prohibitory  legislation,  and  in  sympathy  with  a  low  and  nominal  liquor 
license.  The  plank  was  adroitly  and  craftily  carved  and  designed  to  mis- 
lead but  its  true  inwardness  was  so  apparent  that  even  the  weak,  insin- 
cere and  bare  subterfuge  of  a  back-handed  endorsement  of  equal  suffrage 
could  not  disguise  its  animus.  Stripped  of  all  its  pretenses,  the  California 
contingent  of  the  once  grand  old  party  of  high  moral  itleas  has  fallen  to 
the  low  level  of  an  open  advocate  of  the  saloon  against  the  home,  standing 
upon  a  ponderous,  meaningless,  boss-dictated  and  liquor-inspired  plat- 
form, devoid  of  any  principle  save  that  of  baiting  for  votes.  Truly,  in  the 
light  of  the  past   history  of  a  once  true  and  gallant  party,  comes  the  sad 


reflection  that  the  mighty  indeed  are  fallen  and  great  indeed  has  been  the 
fall  thereof. 

This  is  an  exquisite  piece  of  party  buncombe.  The  Prohibi- 
tionist has  evidently  not  heard  that  Plank  No.  14  of  the  Repub- 
lican platform,  to  which  it  objects,  is  not  a  part  of  the  platform. 
But  such  an  article  as  the  above  was  to  be  expected  from  such  a 
source.

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PROTECTION   OF   FOREIGN   TRADE-MARKS. 


After  the  Wilson  bill  is  passed  Congress  should  at  once  pass 
laws  necessary  to  punish  the  fraudulent  imitation  of  foreign 
trade  marks.  This  imitation  is  prevalent  to  an  extent  but  little 
suspected  by  the  general  public.  No  fault  can  be  found  with  the 
Federal  courts  for  the  manner  in  which  they  administer  the  ex- 
isting laws.  They  show  a  desire  to  render  substantial  justice 
and  to  overrule  technical  defenses,  but  they  do  this  in  the  exer- 
cise of  their  general  equity  powers,  independent  of  statute,  and 
while  these  are  sufficient  to  protect  the  property  rights  of  the 
owners  of  the  trade-marks,  they  cannot  be  invoked  to  mete  out 
punishment  to  the  offender.  The  profits  of  this  nefarious  busi- 
ness are  so  large  that  the  counterfeiter  is  not  deterred  by  the 
mere  risk  of  a  law-suit. 

The  state  of  the  legislation  on  this  subject  is  a  good  instance 
of  the  uncertainty  of  the  law.  In  1870  a  statute  was  enacted 
providing  for  the  registration  of  trade-marks,  and  in  1876  a  law 
was  passed  imposing  a  penalty  for  counterfeiting  such  registered 
trade-marks.  The  statute  of  1870,  however,  was  declared  un- 
constitutional, and  in  1881  a  new  law  was  passed  restricted  to 
trade-marks  used  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  Indian 
tribes.  For  several  years  it  was  generally  conceded  that  the  pen- 
alties provided  for  by  the  law  of  1876  could  be  inflicted  for 
fraudulently  imitating  the  trade-marks  deposited  under  the  laws 
of  1881,  but  a  few  years  ago  an  ingenious  lawyer  made  the  point 
that  the  law  of  1876,  which  was  intended  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  declared  to  be  unconstitutional,  was  itself  of 
no  effect,  and  had  not  been  revived  by  the  subsequent  act  of 
1881,  and  this  point  has  been  sustained  by  the  courts. 

Although  our  Government,  by  joining  the  International 
League  for  the  Protection  of  Industrial  Property,  has  pledged 
itself  to  wage  war  on  the  fraudulent  imitators  of  foreign  trade- 
marks, it  has  not  provided  by  its  statutes  the  weapons  which, 
more  than  any  other,  would  be  effectual  to  stamp  out  these  crim- 
inal acts.  Some  of  the  States  have  passed  statutes  on  the  sub- 
ject,  but  a  general  national  statute  is  a  crying  necessity.         ZH^ 

The  growth  of  the  counterfeits  and  imitations  has  been  en- 
couraged because  many  of  the  owners  of  trade-marks,  living  as 


they  do  in  foreign  countries,  hesitate  to  engage  in  a  fight  single- 
handed  for  the  protection  of  their  rights.  Occasional  attempts  are 
made  to  obviate  this  diflBculty  by  forming  combinations  among  a 
number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  same  trade,  but  generally  these 
attempts  proved  abortive  on  account  of  the  natural  jealousies 
existing  among  the  members  of  the  proposed  association.  Of 
late  an  effort  has  been  made  to  organize  a  society  on  a  broader 
basis.  A  corporation  has  been  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  under  the  title  of  the  International  Indus- 
trial-mark Protective  Association.  Any  owner  of  a  trade-mark 
who  has  not  been  guilty  himself  of  infringing  upon  the  rights  of 
others,  can  join  the  association  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of 
$25.  In  this  way  a  fund  is  formed  which  is  used  for  the  neces- 
sary investigation  of  imitations  and  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  society.  If  evidence  is  obtained  showing  a  case  of  infringe- 
ment, it  is  put  before  the  owners  of  the  trade-mark,  and,  in  case 
he  decides  to  prosecute,  the  company,  through  its  counsel,  brings 
the  necessary  legal  proceedings.  In  this  way,  by  general  co-op- 
eration the  expense  for  each  individual  member  is  brought  down 
to  a  minimum. 

The  president  of  the  society  is  Mr.  T.  W.  Stemmler,  a  well- 
known  commission  merchant  of  this  city.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  represents  a  number  of  important  houses  which  own 
trade-marks  relating  to  a  great  variety  of  products,  the  new 
society  was  started  at  once  on  a  broad  basis,  and  now  counts 
among  its  members  some  of  the  most  important  foreign  houses. 
The  counsel  for  the  society  are  Mr.  Charles  Bulkley  Hubbell  and 
Dr.  A.  L.  Pincoffs.  Ex -Judge  Noah  Davis  acts  as  consulting 
counsel. 

Although  it  has  been  established  only  a  short  time  the  soci- 
ety has  already  been  instrumental  in  exposing  some  flagrant 
counterfeits.  If  its  efforts  are  seconded  by  the  enactment  of 
proper  legislation,  and  it  continues  to  find  the  necessary  support 
among  those  who  are  vitally  interested,  it  may  be  the  means  of 
putting  an  end  to  what  is  now  a  national  disgrace.  N.   Y.  Times.

According  to  advices  received  by  wire  from  Washington  on 
the, 29th  ult.,  the  United  States  Senate,  on  the  28th  ult.,  passed 
that  portion  of  the  tariflF  bill  referring  to  internal  revenue,  by 
which  the  internal  revenue  tax  on  spirits  was  fixed  at  $1.10  per 
proof  gallon  and  the  bonded  period  extended  to  eight  years.  At 
the  same  time  a  clause  was  inserted  the  provisions  of  which 
arrange  for  the  establishment  of  not  to  exceed  ten  bonded  ware- 
houses in  each  collection  district,  to  which  spirits  in  a  distillery 
bonded  warehouses  can  be  transferred. 

Concerning  the  first  proposition  —  the  increase  of  the  tax  to 
$1.10  and  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period  —  there  is  little  to 
say.  The  question  has  been  talked  to  death,  and  arguments  pro 
and  con  are  stale  to  the  point  of  being  out  of  date.  It  may  be 
taken  for  granted  that  the  brandy  distillers  are  heart  and  soul 
in  favor  of  it,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  distillers  of  whisky. 
But  with  the  blenders  of  whisky  the  matter  is  different.  They 
do  not  see  any  immediate  or  remote  gain  from  an  extension.  All 
the  power  that  Cincinnati  and  Peoria  can  exert  has,  without 
doubt,  been  brought  to  bear  to  head  off"  any  such  measure,  and 
this  power  has  thus  far  failed.  The  question  now  remains,  how 
will  it  end  in  the  conference  committee  ? 

Let  us  turn  now  to  the  question  of  transferring  whisky  in 
bond.  We  have  no  doubt  that  nineteen  out  of  twenty  of  the 
San  Francisco  wholesale  liquor  dealers  will  be  found  opposed  to 
this.  The  practical  effect,  they  argue,  will  be  to  greatly  lessen 
rectifying  and  blending ;  to  encourage  the  sale  of  straight  goods ; 
to  decrease  floor  stocks  of  goods  that  are  ageing;  to  enable 
wholesalers  to  transact  business  on  far  less  capital ;  to  close  up 
half  of  the  stores  in  town,  and  to  compel  handlers  of  whisky  to 
do  an  "  office  and  warehouse  business,"  instead  of  following  the 
present  lines.  Finally,  the  most  pessimistic  see  in  the  situation 
a  certain  invasion  of  the  Eastern  wholesale  distillers  into  the 
retail  business,  through  the  sale  of  warehouse  receipts  for  as  low 
as  one  barrel  of  whisky. 


On  one  point  the  local  wholesalers  can  rest  assured,  and  of 
one  thing  they  can  be  certain  :  If  they  had  been  organized  a 
year  ago  instead  of  a  month  ago,  they  would  have  been  able  to 
have  had  a  representative  in  Washington  who  would  have  looked 
out  for  their  interests.  As  it  is,  the  brandy  men  are  several 
points  ahead  of  them,  and  since  Pennsylvania  and  Cincinnati, 
are  to  all  intents  and  purposes  out  of  the  running,  it  would  seem 
that  the  recent  scramble  in  Washington  was  any  one's  battle 
until  the  vote  finally  came  up. 

It  is  evident,  too,  that  the  Kentucky  warehousemen  had  but 
little  to  say  about  that  proposition  to  establish  warehouses  for 
whisky  in  every  collection  district,  and  to  provide  for  the  trans- 
portation of  whisky  in  bond.  The  warehouse  business  is  one  of 
the  most  lucrative  branches  of  the  distilling  business,  with  many 
distillers,  and  that  they  must  give  this  up  will  prove  quite  a  blow. 


Wines  in  tlie  Wood  and  Salicylic  Acid. 

In  view  of  the  activity  which  has  been  displayed  concerning 
the  detection  of  salicylic  acid  when  added  to  wine  as  a  preserv- 
ative, it  is  interesting  to  call  to  mind  an  observation  by  Kolbe, 
which  has  recently  been  alluded  to  in  a  foreign  contemporary. 
Kolbe  found  that  wood  and  salycilic  acid  have  a  strong  affinity 
for  each  other.  To  such  an  extent  is  this  the  case,  that  if  a  wino 
that  has  been  heavily  loaded  with  salycilic  acid  be  left  in  a  cask 
for  about  four  to  six  months,  the  whole  of  this  acid  disappears. 
From  some  recent  experiments  with  cubes  of  wood  and  glass 
flasks  containing  wine,  water  and  other  liquids  charged  with 
salicylic  acid  it  has  been  shown  that  not  only  does  wood  remove 
this  acid  from  the  solution  in  which  it  exists,  but,  in  some  way 
or  other,  which  so  far  appears  obscure,  wood  causes  the  total  de- 
struction of  this  acid.  In  all  probability,  wood,  wool,  or  wood- 
fibre,  by  reason  of  its  exposing  a  more  extended  surface,  would 
very  quickly  extract  the  salicylic  acid  from  any  sample  of  wine 
or  beer  that  might  happen  to  contain  it. —  Wine  Trade  Review.

By  J.  A.  Despeissus,  Consulting  Viticulturist. 

The  wild  American  grape-vines  comprise  several  tribes  and 
numerous  varieties,  which  have  for  the  past  twenty  years  been 
extensively  experimented  with,  especially  in  France,  in  relation 
to  their  suitability  as  phylloxera-resisting  stocks  for  the  purpose 
of  grafting  the  choicer  varieties  of  European  grape-vines. 

As  the  result  of  extensive  experiments,  the  few  varieties  of 
vines  reviewed  herein  have  been  found  to  answer  the  require- 
ments of  the  several  surrounding  conditions  met  with  in  Euro- 
pean vine-growing  districts,  and  I  would  beg  to  recommend  that 
seeds  from  these  varieties  be  introduced  from  the  most  reliable 
sources  available  ;  and,  although  it  is  claimed  phylloxera  is  not 
propagated  through  the  medium  of  grape  seeds,  that  on  arrival, 
and  to  make  assurance  doubly  certain,  they  should  be  carefully 
disinfected  by  the  departmental  officers  by  means  of  carbon  bi- 
sulphide fumes,  and  sown  for  subsequent  propagation  and  distri- 
bution at  the  Department  of  Forestry's  nurseries  at  Gosford  and 
also  at  the  farm  at  Wagga  "Wagga. 

Perfect  authenticity  of  the  seeds,  and  the  utmost  precautions 
against  any  possible  introduction  of  the  phylloxera  even  through 
the  seeds,  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  insured  by  requesting  Mr. 
^.  E.  Foex,  the  director  of  the  Ecole  Nationale  d' Agriculture  of 
Montpelier,  France,  to  collect  and  forward  to  the  Department, 
parcels  of,  say  ten  pounds  each,  of  the  best  sub-varieties  of  Vitis 
riparia,  Vitis  rupestrig,  Solonis,  York's  Madeira,  and  V.  berlandieri. 

Viti^  riparia. — By  general  consent  the  palm  is  awarded  to 
this  vine,  as  a  phylloxera-resisting  stock,  that  combines  all  the 
requisites.  The  wide  area  of  its  geographical  distribution  in 
North  America  has,  however,  created  local  peculiarities  of 
growth  which  explain  why  it  is  that  some  individual  importa- 
tions from  America  are  in  greater  favor  than  others. 

The  V.  riparia  (sp.  Fabre)  is  considered  one  of  the  best  of 
the  sort. 

Its  chief  points  are :  — The  cuttings  strike  easily  ;  they  take 
the  graft  well.  Numerous  observations  have  demonstrated  the 
fact  that  in  the  European  vineyards  which  have  been  reconsti- 
tuted by  using  it  as  stock  vines,  the  time  of  bearing  is  singularly 
shortened,  while  the  yield  is  more  abundant  than  in  the  case  of 
vines  of  similar  varieties  growing  on  their  own  roots.  Its  only 
shortcoming  is  that,  in  the  case  of  some  sub-varieties,  the  stock 
is  more  slender  in  growth  than  the  vine  it  supports.  In  purely 
calcareous  soils,  like  those  of  the  Cognac  district,  for  instance, 
some  other  variety,  as,  for  instance,  the  Vitis  berlandieri,  should 
be  substituted  for  it,  as  it  is  affected  by  a  form  of  chlorosis  caused 
by  deficient  nourishment.  It  requires  a  soil  fairly  well  balanced 
in  the  various  elements  of  plant  food,  and  in  this  respect  will  be 
found  a  great  favorite  in  most  of  the  Australian  vineyards. 

The  Solonis — believed  to  be  a  cross  between  V.  riparia,  V.  rupes- 
tris  and  V.  candicans. — To  its  first  two  parents  it  owes  its  immu- 
nity from  the  attacks  of  the  phylloxera,  and  to  the  last  its  re- 
markable aptitude  for  thriving  in  wet  and  marshy  soils,  where 
most  other  stocks  would  die.  Well  adapted  for  heavy,  clayey 
and  wet  soils.  From  its  last  parent  it  derives  a  certain  degree 
of  susceptibleness  to  anthracnose,  or  black  spot,  and  must  receive 
suitable  treatment  for  that  disease. 

A  most  resisting  stock  for  soils  impregnated  with  saline 
substances. 

The  cuttings  do  not  strike  so  easily  as  those  of  V.  riparia. 

York's  Madeira. — Like  the  well-known  Isabella,  a  cross  of  F. 
labrusca,  but  unlike  that  grape-vine  well  known  all  through  Aus- 
tralia, one  of  the  most  phylloxera-resisting  vines  known. ;  may 
be  said  to  be,  as  regards  its  growth,  an  anti-solonis,  in  so  far  as  it 
is  much  in  demand  for  dry,  rubbly  soils,  where  riparia  would 
thrive  poorly.  It  grows,  however,  proportionately  better  in  the 
richer  classes  of  soil. 

The  cuttings  strike  well,  but  the  vine  is  a  slow  grower, 
although,  once  established  and  grafted,  it  insures  regular  and 
heavy  crops  for  a  very  long  period  of  time. 

V.  riqyestris. — Like  the  York's  Madeira,  and  although  not 
claiming  any  close  botanical  relationship  with  it,  is  much  sought 
after  for  poor,  barren  and  rocky  soils  ;  does  well  in  sandy  soils 
especially,  hence  its  American  appellation  of  sand's  grape ; 
thrives  where  riparia  would  starve.  Like  the  York's  Madeira, 
too,  it  is  characterized  by  the  slowness,  but  also  by  the  regular- 
ity and  completeness  of  its  development.  Rose  varieties  posses- 
sing the  widest  leaves  are  found  the  best. 

V.  berlandieri. — This  variety,  lately  introduced  froni  Amer- 
ica, is  proving  the  savior  of  the  vine-growers  on  the  calcareous 


soils  of  the  Cognac  district,  where  hitherto  every  phylloxera-re- 
sisting stock  tried  had  succumbed  to  the  chlorosis. 

I  would  caution  intending  vine-growers  against  the  use  aS' 
phylloxera-resisting  stocks  of  the  Isabella  and  the  V.  californica, 
as  I  am  aware  the  names  of  these  vines  are  wrongly  associated 
in  these  colonies  with  those  of  phylloxera-resisting  American 
vines,  which  would  prove,  if  tried  by  them,  a  complete;  delusion. 
V.  californica  is  reported  as  a  failure  in  the  attempt  at  recon- 
stituting phylloxera-stricken  vineyards.  It  has  been  cultivated 
for  a  period  of  over  ten  years  at  the  Agricultural  School  at 
Montpelier,  where  it  was  grown  from  seeds  sent  by  Mr.  Wetmore, 
of  San  Francisco;  it  has  always  shown  poor  growth;  is  very 
susceptible  to  the  attacks  of  phylloxera  and  to  those  of  fungoid 
diseases  such  as  those  of  mildew,  etc.  It  is  also  almost  impos- 
sible to  grow  it  from  cuttings,  as  I  have  myself  tested  it  last 
year  at  Rocky  Mount,  not  a  single  one  of  those  I  put  in  having 
grown. 

As  vine-growers  must,  in  a  great  many  cases,  adopt  such 
stocks  as  are  suitable  for  their  particular  soil,  it  would  be  im- 
portant for  them  to  know  which  of  these  are  the  most  suited, 
and  I  here  transcribe  the  results  of  interesting  observations 
quoted  by  Mr.  H.  Mares  in  his  report  on  the  questions  submit- 
ted to  the  Minister  for  Agriculture  for  France  in  the  year  1888  : 

The  table  shows  the  influence  of  good  and  of  indifferent 
stocks  on  the  yield  of  the  same  variety  of  grapes  (Aramon,  8 
"-y^ars  old),  all  grown  under  similar  conditions.  The  observa- 
tions extended  over  a  period  of  five  years,  and  the  I'esults  are 
given  in  kilogrammes  for  one  stock  of  vine  :

strikers  can  inflict  upon  it.  Business  is  strangled  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  no  new  orders  could  be  received  and  old  orders 
could  not  be  filled.  The  strikers  have  that  mental  condition 
which  makes  it  impossible  for  them  to  see  that  in  slaughtering 
the  industries  of  California  they  are  taking  bread  from  the 
mouths  of  themselves  and  families.  They  will  eventually, 
through  the  operations  of  their  dull  brains,  discover  that  they 
are  an  aggregation  of  misguided  people,  and  that  they  are  ju-o- 
ceeding  on  the  wrong  lines.  Some  day  they  will  learn  that  they 
cannot  accomplish  their  aims  except  through  the  agency  of  the 
ballot-box.  The  application  of  violence  cannot  be  successful  in 
this  country,  all  the  Debses  and  Sovereigns  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Aside  from  the  strike,  the  outlook  for  the  California  wine 
business  is  very  eucouragiug.  'i'ho  proposed  syndicate  which 
offers  to  take  charge  of  the  product  of  the  State  for  five  years 
under  conditions  favorable  to  the  producer  is  meeting  with  very 
gratifying  encouragement  in  the  promotion  of  the  enterprise. 
There  appears  to  be  plenty  of  available  capital  to  properly 
handle  the  crops,  and  we  believe  that  in  the  next  issue  of  the 
Review  we  will  be  able  to  announce  the  formation  of  the  syndi- 
cate for  the  handling  of  the  coming  vintJiges  for  five  years.  The 
enlistment  of  this  capital  will  advance  the  value  of  vineyard 
property  in  this  State  SI(),(K)O,00O,  and  put  stability  into  the 
country  banks  that  aie  now  overloaded  with  viueyard  mort- 
gages. The  returns  show  that  between  eighty  and  uinety  per 
cent,  of  the   vineyards  are   pledged   to   the  syndicate,  aiid  we 


understand  that  the  delay  in  its  formation  is  temporary,  on 
account  of  the  strike,  which  prevents  the  heads  of  certain  houses 
from  subscribing  to  the  enterprise.  We  thoroughly  believe  in 
the  syndicate  proposition,  and  hope  that  every  wine  man  in  the 
State  who  hopes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  industry  in  the  future 
will  lend  his  best  support  to  this  final  effort  for  preservation. 
Here  is  the  opportunity  for  rescuing  a  threatened  industry,  and 
it  should  be  embraced  without  loss  of  time. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  transportation  facilities,  the  exports  of 
wine  and  brandy  by  rail  have  been  of  small  volume.  The  fig- 
ures, as  far  as  could  be  obtained,  appear  elsewhere. 

Our  latest  advices  from  New  York  are  as  follows  "  The 
Eastern  market  continues  dull,  and  the  reports  of  an  advance  in 
California  of  20  per  cent,  for  good  wines  have  as  yet  had  no  effect 
on  prices  here.  If  there  is  to  be  any  improvement  in  the  de- 
mand it  will  not  be  until  after  the  tax  question  is  settled.  At 
present  the  dealers  have  ears  but  for  spirits  and  whiskies  ;  not 
even  brandies  receive  the  attention  they  deserve,  although  they 
are  affected  like  whiskies  by  the  proposed  changes." 

/California  brandy— The  brandy  market  is  in  a  com- 
\^  atose  condition  which  can  be  remedied  only  by  the  res- 
toration of  normal  business  conditions.  Should  the  tariff  bill  be 
finally  passed,  we  look  for  some  unusual  speculative  activity  in 
the  business.  There  is  some  movement  in  this  line  at  present, 
but  it  is  small,  as  might  be  expected. 

y  !^HISKIES— The  trade  is  bottled  up  by  the  strike,  and 
^^^  jobBers  are  not  paying  expenses.  No  sales,  and  prac- 
tically no  collections,  make  things  extremely  dull,  and  the. job-" 
bing  trade  are  in  a  disagreeable  condition  in  consequence.  Not- 
withstanding the  miserable  complications  that  the  strike  has 
engendered,  there  are  bright  men  in  the  trade,  who,  while  appre- 
ciating the  paralysis  of  business,  take  an  encoui-aging  view  of 
the  situation.  They  admit  that  the  insane  strikers  have  cut 
their  own  throats,  all  of  which  is  .satisfactory,  but  these  jobbers 
find  consolation  in  the  theory  that  while  the  strike  is  on,  re- 
tailers are  buying  nothing  and  reducing  tlieir  stocks  to  the  low- 
est possible  point.  Therefore,  when  the  channels  of  trade  are 
opened,  orders  should  come  in  freely  to  replenish  depleted  stocks. 
The  foregoing  proi>osition  possesses  considerable  merit,  and  we 
trust  it  will  work  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  its  originators.  Im- 
portations are  necessarily  of  small  volume,  while  the  spirit  mar- 
ket is  in  a  peculiar  position.  Since  our  last  issue  prices  have 
been  advanced  two  cents,  and  with  the  completion  of  the  tariff 
bill,  twenty  cents  more  will  be  added.  Stocks  have  been  greatly 
depleted,  but  the  Crown  Distilleries  Co.,  notwithstanding  the 
cessation  of  overland  traffic,  have  been  enabled  to  guarantee 
their  customers  the  fulfillment  of  all  orders.  This  is  enterprise, 
but  it  costs  a  lot  of  money  to  accommodate  customers  on  this 
basis. 

/MPORTATIONS— By  reason  of  the  crazy  attitude  of  that 
portion  of  the  community  known  as  the  strikers,  there  is  no 
possibility  of  doing  aay  business  outside  of  the  actual  demands 
for  immediate  local  consumption.  Wheu  the  pig-headed  vio- 
lators of  the  State  and  National  statutes  have  either  receded  from 
their  unreasonable  position  or  had  some  of  their  lunatic  leaders 
hung,  general  business  will  have  a  chance  to  proceed  on  com- 
mon commercial  lines.  May  the  Lord  speed  the  day  of  this  de- 
liverance and  the  intellectual  advancement  of  these  men  who  are 
destroying  the  country  which  gives  them  subsistence. 
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Six  Months'  Wine  Trade 

Tables  Complete  Excepting  as  to  tl;e  Rail  Sl^ip-

The  wiue  shippers  have  uo  reason  to 
be  satisfied  with  tlie  trade  of  the  first  six 
montlis  of  this  year.  Competition  has  been 
severe  even  to  business  suicide  and  prices 
liave  steadily  declined,  and  yet  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  shipments  for  the  first  half  year 
of  1894  will  equal  in  volume  those  of  tiie 
similar  period  of  1893. 

We  had  hoped  in  this  issue  to  give  the 
complete  statistics  of  rail  shipments  for  the 
month  of  June,  but  the  strike  so  interfered 
with  the  mails  during  the  first  half  of  the 
month  of  July,  that  it  has  been  found  im- 
possible to  do  this. 

The  rail  shipments  for  the  first  half- 
year  have  been  very  large.  We  will  be 
able  to  give  statistics  in  our  next  issue. 

Turning  now  to  particulars  of  the  ship- 
ments by  sea,  we  find  that  a  great  reduc- 
tion in  volume  has  occurred  by  water 
routes  to  New  York,  both  in  wine  and 
brandy  exports.  This  is  wholly  due  to  the 
low  rates  by  rail. 

The  exports  of  wine  by  water  to  Cen- 
tral America,  Hawaii,  British  Columbia, 
Japan  and  China,  and  Great  Britain,  show 
an  inconsiderable  reduction,  while  the 
shipments  to  Mexico,  Germany  and  Tahiti 
—particularly  the  latter — show  a  fine  in- 
crease. 

Of  the  brandy  exports  there  is  little  to 
say.  The  exports  by  sea  to  New  Yojk  and 
by  rail  overland  have  both  fallen  off,  the 
exports  to  Germany  have  increased  enor- 
mously, and  the  figures  of  shipments  to 
Great  Britain  are  not  worthy  of  comment, 
the  ohipping  season  being  usually  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year.

'^■4  If  the  experience  of  those  gentlemen  who  have  been  can- 
vassing the  counties  of  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  Sonoma  and 
Napa  are  any  criterion,  the  grape  growers  of  those  counties  are 
a  queer  combination.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  class  of  producers 
in  the  State  of  California  have  ever  been  visited  by  such  an  era 
of  hard  times  and  low  prices  as  these  people.  They  have  sold 
their  crops  at  an  actual  loss  for  at  least  five  years  ;  they  have, 
in  a  tew  words,  been  kicked  and  cuffed  about  for  whatever  prices 
they  could  get ;  their  grapes  have  all  but  been  given  away ;  they 
have  lost  money  on  every  crop ;  they  have  mortgaged  their 
places  even  up  to  more  than  the  actual  selling  value ;  and  yet 
now  when  a  syndicate  comes  to  them  and  offers  to  contract  for 
a  series  of  years  for  their  products,  at  values  not  high,  but  still 
sufficient  to  insure  a  decent  living,  the  payment  of  interest  on 
mortgages,  and  some  besides,  these  men  hesitate ! 

We  can  scarcely  conceive  on  what  basis  the  backward  ones 
reason.  If  no  combination  is  formed  they  are  confronted  by 
the  certainty  of  prices  averaging  about  $5  per  ton  for  grapes ; 
they  cannot  pay  expenses,  let  alone  interest  on  loans  and  inter- 
est on  capital  invested,  and  ruin  and  bankruptcy  stares  them  in 
the  face. 

It  is  an  old  adage,  that  in  union  there  is  strength.  If  these 
people  unite  they  can  compel  buyers  in  San  Francisco  to  pay 
fair  prices,  and  if  they  do  not  they  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  wine 
buyers,  who  will  get  prices  down  to  the  lowest  figures. 
;  "What  if  those  who  are  handling  the  proposition  do  make 
some  money  ?  What  business  is  that  of  the  grape  growers  ? 
Do  they  think  that  those  making  the  proposition  intend  to  ad- 
vance anywhere  from  02,000,000  to  $3,000,000  a  year  to  carry 
the  grape  crop  for  the  good  of  all  concerned  ?  Are  not  these 
backers  entitled  to  make  something  ?  Can  the  grape  growers  do 
much  as  individuals  ? 

These  are  arguments  well  worth  considering.  If  the  grape 
growers  of  the  State  like  the  prospects  of  the  future  with  the 
present  conditions  prevailing,  they  have  the  option  of  letting  the 
contracts  submitted  to  them  severely  alone.  They  have  the 
opportunity  to  pull  themselves  out  of  the  financial  slough  in 
which  they  are  at  present  stalled.  If  H;cy  cannot  see  further 
than  their  noses,  they  can  let  these  contracts  alone.

TFtne  and  Spirit  Review,  San  Francisco,  Cal., — Gentlemen  : 
Please  give  prominence  to  our  emphatic  denial  that,  from  pres- 
ent indications,  there  are  the  slightest  grounds  for  believing  that 
any  brokers  are  seeking  to  evade  either  the  spirit  or  the  letter 
of  the  agreement,  not  to  publish  or  issue  unsolicited  quotations 
in  any  form  whatsoever. 

We  are  referring  particularly  to  the  statements  made  in  J. 
W.  Biles  &  Co's.  price  list  of  July  1st,  where  the  impression  is 
conveyed,  that  some  brokers  are  not  in  harmony  with  us  in  our 
interpretation  of  the  limitations  put  on  the  brokers  in  th^  one 
matter  of  furnishing  quotations,  etc.,  to  the  trade. 

In  order  to  do  justice  to  the  parties  referred  to,  it  is  but 
proper  for  us  to  state,  that  as  soon  as  their  attention  was  di- 
rected to  the  matter,  and  the  position  of  the  Association  was 
stated,  and  the  reasons  governing  us  were  clearly  and  explicitly 
set  forth,  all  of  the  firms  in  question  placed  themselves  squarely 
on  record  by  declaring  that  they  were  in  hearty  accord  with  us, 
and  would  do  everything  in  their  power  to  co-oporate  with  us. 
From  the  correspondence  submitted,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  in  our  minds  but  that  the  firms  in  question  who  sent  out 


the  unsolicited  quotations  (even  in  the  least  objectionable  form) 
did  so,  pimply  because  the  Association  had  failed  to  make  itself 
clearly  understood  ia  its  interpretation  of  the  term — "unsolicited 
quotations." 

It  is  also  proper  to  add,  in  conclusion  that  we  now  know 
the  writer  of  the  article  in  question  in  J.  W.  Biles  &  Co's.  price- 
list  was  not  in  possession  of  all  the  correspondence  between  the 
brokers  referred  to  by  them  and  the  Association,  otherwise  the 
article  would  not  have  appeared;  but  its  tenor  was  certainly  dis- 
couraging. As  the  article  in  question  has  caused  considerable 
comment,  it  is  but  simple  justice  for  us  to  say  that  the  firm  of 
J.  W.  Biles  &  Co.  is  not  only  one  of  the  originators  of  this  agree- 
ment, but  has  been  amongst  its  staunchest  supporters. 

There  is  no  break  nor  any  signs  of  one  in  the  agreement  for 
extinction  of  the  prist-list.

Dear  Sir. — At  the  instance  of  many  holders  of  our  brand  we 
have  arranged  and  are  now  ready  to  bottle  our  whisky  afr  the 
distillery. 

We  have  no  intention,  though,  to  go  into  the  case  goods 
business,  but  have  prepared  a  very  handsome  case  and  package

St.  Louis  has  one  dealer  who  believes  in  fine  goods,  and  has 


an  excellent  trade  as  a   conseqence, 
pioneer  in  the  wine  trade  of  that  city 


John  W.  Howard   is  the 
His  specialty  is  fine  old 
goods,  and   his  store  is  the  depot  of  the  medical  trade  of  that 
section. 

The  Midland  Distillery  Co.  is  a  comparatively  new  firm — 
organized  by  the  Brueggeman  Bros,  last  year— in  St.  Louis. 
They  are  handlers  of  whiskies  and  imported  goods,  chiefly, 
although  handling  some  California  wines  and  brandies. 

East  St.  Louis,  a  city  of  25,000  inhabitants,  is  probably  the 
only  one  of  its  size  in  this  country  having  one  wholesale  liquor 
dealer.  Theo.  Vogt,  away  back  in  the  '60's,  started  one  there, 
and  has  been  the  only  man  who  has  withstood  St.  Louis  compe- 
tition. He  has  three  stores  and  does  a  thriving  business  with 
the  surrounding  towns  also. 

That  Louis  Zierngibl  is  making  a  thorough  success  in  hand- 
ling has  own  vineyard  products  we  should  judge  from  outward 
evidence.  His  Chicago  trade  has  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  has  opened  a  "  Wein  Stube  "  at  112  Randolph,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  North  Clark  street  establishment.  Good  wines  and 
pluck  win,  even  in  hard  times. 

The  pioneer  of  the  Detroit  liquor  trade  is  Frederick  Myll. 
He  and  his  brother,  in  1870,  started  the  firm  of  Myll  Bros.,  and 
engaged  in  the  wholesale  business.  W.  Myll  withdrew  from 
the  business  in  1880,  and  the  business  has  since  been  conducted 
by  F.  Myll,  who  reports  a  good  trade  in  California  wines,  of 
which  he  is  a  direct  buj^er.  He  handles  the  bulk  of  the  dry 
wine  trade  of  that  section,  beside  doing  a  general  wholesale 
liquor  business.

While  tlie  question  of  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period 
was  pending  in  the  United  States  Senate,  the  following,  of  inter- 
est to  the  wine  and  brandy  men,  transpired  : 

The  debate  was  participated  in  by  a  number  of  Senators. 
The  following  telegram  was  read  : 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  June  23,  1894. 
Geoege  C.  Perkins, 

United  States  Senate,  Washington,  D.  C.  : 
The  State  Viticultural  Commission,  speaking  for  many 
thousand  grape-growers,  wine-makers  and  distillers,  urgently 
requests  you  to  use  your  best  efforts  to  have  the  bonding  period 
extended  to  eight  years,  as  provided  in  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee bill.  John  T.  Doyle, 

President  State   Viticultural  Commission. 

And  Mr.  White,  of  California,  said  : 

"  Mr.  President :  We  have  all  received,  I  think,  circulars 
asking  us  to  oppose  the  extension  of  the  bonded  period.  From 
whom  have  these  come  ?  Not  from  the  men  in  my  State  who 
manufacture  brandies  ;  not  from  those  persons  engaged  in  viti- 
cultural callings ;  not  from  the  men  in  Kentucky  and  elswhere 
who  make  straight  goods.  Who  forwarded  these  circulars  ? 
Manifestly  those  whose  employment  in  the  manufacture  of 
another  class  of  alleged  whiskies  makes  it  to  their  advantage  to 
impose,  under  the  name  of  law,  an  unjust  burden  upon  manufac- 
turers of  straight  goods,  the  design  being  to  make  that  pursuit, 
if  not  impossible,  at  least  extremely  risky  and  unprofitable. 

"  There  is  not  an  individual  in  my  State  engaged  in  grape- 
growing  and  wine-making  who  does  not  feel  that  the  defeat  of 
this  provision  extending  the  bonded  period  will  be  utterly  de- 
structive of  his  industry,  and  whoever  may  be  represented  by 
the  distinguished  Senator  from  Ohio,  who  made  an  address  here 
to-day  upon  this  topic,  it  is  plain  he  represents  neither  those 
who  are  the  producers  of  straight  whisky  or  those  who  in  my 
part  of  the  country  are  legitimately  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  brandy. 

"  His  proposition  means  the  utter  annihilation  of  wine  prop- 
erty in  California.  His  proposition  means,  practically,  that  it  is 
a  crime  to  keep  within  this  country  these  manufactured  prod- 
ucts, and  yet  that  it  is  all  right  to  send  them  abroad,  pay  ware- 
house charges  to  the  foreigner,  and  bring  them  back  and  place 
them  upon  our  market." 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Wetmore  is  expected  to  arrive  from  the 
East  via  the  Canadian  Pacific  on  the  20th,  the  day  of  publica- 
tion of  the  Keview,  too  late  to  contribute  any  additional  infor- 
mation this  issue. 


CALIFORNIA  WINES  ARE  GOOD. 


There  is  a  prejudice  which  has  been  and  is  very  hard  —  al- 
most impossible  —  to  dissipate  against  California  wines.  This 
prejudice  is  mainly  with  the  great  public,  for  experts  know, 
and  long  have  known,  that  good  wines  are  made  in  California. 
This  prejudice  has  been  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  much  of  the 
California  wine  that  has  found  its  way  to  the  East  has  been  of 
poor  quality,  and  of  course  the  prejudice  is  a  perfectly  natural 
one.  But  why  have  we  been  sent  this  inferior  stuff?  The  rea- 
son is  manifold.  The  earlier  wine-makers  on  the  Pacific  slope 
made  the  great  mistake  of  trying  to  duplicate  the  long  famous 
brands  of  Europe,  but  in  making  a  port  they  did  not  exactly  im- 
itate the  product  from  Oporto  ;  the  claret  sent  out  did  not  per- 
fectly simulate  France's  established  brands ;  the  manifold  red 
and  white,  sweet  and  dry  wines  differed  more  or  less  from  the 
European  wines  whose  names  they  bore.  Naturally  experts  and 
connoisseurs  condemned  them  as  poor  imitations,  overlooking 
the  fact  that  they  possessed  peculiar  and  excellent  qualities  of 
their  own.  If  the  wine-makers  of  California  had  been  content 
to  market  their  products  upon  their  own  merits,  the  prejudice 
which  now  exists  would  not  have  been  created  against  them. 
While  it  is  doubtless  true,  as  many  assert,  that  California  cannot 
expect  ever  to  make  absolute  duplicates  of  standard  European 
wines,  it  can  make  goods  which  are  equal  to  the  foreign  in  inhe- 
rent worth. 

Not  the  least  of  the  prejudice  referred  to  is  attributable  to 
the  fact  that  because  of  financial  stress  many  wine  producers 
in  California  have  been  forced  in  years  past  to  sell  their  product 
while  it  was  immature,  and  very  frefjuently  when  it  was  even 
spoiled.     It  has  not  needed  an  expert  to  test  the  poor  quality  of 


this  kind  of  article,  and  thus  the  trade  has  found  that  some 
brands  were  not  exactly  what  they  claimed  to  be,  so  far  as  being 
the  same  as  foreign  goods  was  concerned,  and  that  much  of  the 
product  of  California  was  of  a  decidedly  inferior  quality.  The 
wine-growers  themselves  have  for  a  number  of  years  past  seen 
the  necessity  for  removing  the  prejudice  against  their  wines,  and 
have  realized  that  the  only  way  this  can  be  done  is  to  produce 
thoroughly  good  articles  and  market  them  upon  their  merits. 
California  can  and  does  produce  as  good  wines  as  are  made,  but 
a  knowledge  of  the  business  and  the  payment  of  the  proper  price 
are  necessary  to  secure  them. 

At  the  Congress  of  the  Chemists,  which  has  just  concluded 
a  most  interesting  meeting  at  the  Midwinter  Fair  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  paper  was  read  detailing  the  result  of  the  investigations 
of  one  of  the  United  States  chemists  into  the  quality  of  Califor- 
nia wines.  Analysis  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment at  Washington  demonstrated  that  California  dry  wines 
are  fully  equal  to  European  wines,  and  the  red  wines  are  in  ev- 
ery respect  superior  to  the  young  French  clarets.  Further,  the 
sweet  wines  are  to  be  unconditionally  preferred  to  the  European 
Southern  wines  containing  the  same  amount  of  alcohol  and  ex- 
tract and  not  plastered.  Their  superiority  is  already  being  ap- 
preciated, and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  an  extensive 
foreign  market  will  be  open  to  this  valuable  home  product.  A 
report  of  this  nature  should  be  very  encouraging  to  California 
growers,  and  to  the  reputable,  honest  wine  trade  of  the  country. 
As  it  is  essential  for  the  druggist  to  carry  for  use  medicinal 
wines  of  genuine  and  high  quality,  it  is  not  out  of  place  to  call 
these  remarks  to  his  car'-fnl  nttontion.  and  urge  him  to  exercise 
the  best  of  care  in  the  selection  of  his  goods. — Pharmaceutical  Era. 


/NEW     LAW     l/M     GUATEMALA. 


Wine  exporters  are  having  their  attention  called  to  the  new 
law  regarding  imports  of  wine,  brandy,  etc.,  into  the  Republic  of 
Guatemala,  which  went  into  effect  on  June  Ist. 

The  law  provides  that  analyses  must  be  made  of  all  imports, 
and  heavy  penalties  are  imposed  if  any  irregularites  are  discov- 
ered. The  following  substances  are  declared  deleterious,  and 
wines  containing  them  are  absolutely  forbidden  entrance  into  the 
country:  Industrial  alcohol,  coloring  matter  of  any  kind,  sali- 
cylic acid,  boracic  acid,  glycerine,  alkaline  carbonates,  litharge, 
all  metallic  salts,  barium  and  magnesium  salts,  acrid  materials, 
alum,  antiseptics,  glucose,  uncrystalized  starch  sugar,  and  per- 
fumes, ethers  and  essences  not  naturally  in  the  wine. 

-    All  substances   that  can  be   found  in  wine  as  the  result  of 
legitimate  handling,  such  as  sulphur,  albumen,  etc.,  are  excepted. 

This  law  ought  to  aid  the  sale  of  the  pure  California  wines 
in  the  Southern  republic.

CE/STRAL    MEXieA/N    TRADE. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Parker,  who  represented  the  Mexican  Central 
Railway  Company  at  the  Midwinter  Fair,  and  who  has  Bpent 
several  years  in  Mexico  in  the  interest  of  the  Company,  is  en- 
deavoring to  develop  a  market  for  California  goods  in  the  great 
Central  and  Eastern  portion  of  Mexico.  He  is  particularly  de- 
sirous that  such  products  as  dried  and  canned  fruits,  wines, 
brandies  and  raisins  be  sold  to  the  people  of  that  country  direct 
from  California.  In  an  interview  with  Mr.  Scott,  of  the  Viti- 
cultural  Commission,  he  outlined  the  trade  conditions  very 
faiilj'.     This  interview  is  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Scott  :  —  Mr.  Parker,  I  understand  that  you  are  the 
Agent  of  the  Mexican  Central  Railway,  and  that  your  business 
here  is  to  devise  some  means  of  obtaining  a  market  for  California 
products,  and  particularly  wines,  in  the  Central  and  Eastern 
];)ortions  of  Mexico? 

Mr.  Parker  :  —  Yes  sir ;  that  is  correct. 

Q. — Has  any  effort  yet  been  made  by  California  shippers  to 
develop  this  market  ? 

A. — No  well-developed  effort  has  been  made.  From  time 
to  time  California  firms  have,  by  correspondence  and  by  travel- 
ing men,  tried  to  sell  wines  in  Mexico,  but  as  they  have  taken 
no  pains  to  study  their  trade  or  its  demands  in  an  intelligent 
manner,  they  have  failed  to  be  successful.  To  explain,  I  will 
say  that  the  manner  of  conducting  business  in  Mexico  is  differ- 
ent from  what  it  is  here,  and  to  be  successful  you  must,  to  a  very 
great  extent,  conform  to  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  country 
in  doing  business  with  its  merchants.  To  attempt  to  hurry  the 
merchant  in  his  buying  is  a  wrong  move. 

To  be  successful,  study  the  people,  their  manners  and 
methods,  and  then  conform  to  them,  identifying  yourself  with 
them  and  with  their  interests.  Lack  of  doing  this  is  the  reason 
that  Americans  have  not  been  successful  in  conducting  business 
in  Mexico  heretofore,  and  by  doing  this  the  French  and  German 
element  have  held  the  trade.  Since  the  advent  of  the  railways 
the  manners  and  customs  of  the  country  have  been  undergoing 
a  change  for  the  better. 

Q. — What  firms  have  been  engaged,  so  far,  in  developing 
this? 

A. —  J.  Gundlach  &  Co.,  C.  Carpy  &  Co.,  and  the  Wine 
Growers'  Union,  B.  Frapolli  and  others. 

Q. —  Give  us  a  history  of  what  has  been  done,  so  far  as  you 
are  able. 

A. —  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  give  you  a  very  correct  his- 
tory. Last  year  I  was  sent  up  here  by  the  Railway  Company  to 
look  over  the  situation.  Through  the  newspapers  the  matter  was 
made  quite  public,  and  immediately  following  my  visit  here  the 
California  Wine  Growers'  Union  were  the  first  to  take  the  mat- 
ter up,  and  sent  a  man  down  there.  Other  companies  have  had 
men  down  there,  but  they  have  never  worked  the  country  sys- 
tematically. They  send  a  man  down  there,  and  he  will  visit  a 
few  of  the  best  towns  and  probably  sell  a  bill  of  goods.  Some 
men  have  gone  down  there  who  have  sold  nothing.  That  was 
more  the  fault  of  the  man  that  was  sent  than  the  goods. 

Q. —  What  is  the  character  of  the  trade  down  there  ?  In 
asking  this  question  I  mean,  Do  the  higher  class  of  goods  take 
well,  or  the  wines  of  a  lower  grade  ? 

A. —  I  would  say  that  the  better  class  of  goods  would  pay 
best,  and  when  introduced  would  take  better.  So  far  as  I  know, 
the  wines  sold  there  have  been  in  price  from  sixty-five  cents  a 
gallon  up.  That,  of  course,  does  not  include  the  freight — simply 
sixty-five  cents  f.  o.  b.  San  F'rancisco  —  and  the  rate  of  freight 
would  be  $1.25,  U.  S.  coin,  for  car-load  lots,  and  $1.52  for  less 
than  car-load  lots  to  all  common  points. 

Q. —  How  many  common  car  points  are  there  ? 

A. —  There  are  six — Pachuca,  City  of  Mexico,  San  Luis  Po- 
tosi,  Puebla,  Lerdo,  and  Torreon,  Mexico.  We  could  make  this 
same  rate  to  any  point. 

Q. —  And  this  rate  would  include  from  any  common  Califor- 
nia shipping  point  ? 

A. —  From  all  California  terminals  and  points  intermediate 
thereto. 

Q. —  What  is  the  duty  on  wine  in  Mexico? 

A. —  Duties  on  wine,  red  or  white,  in  barrels  or  kegs,  ten 
cents  a  kilo,  gross.   The  same  in  bottles,  twenty  cents  a  kilo,  net. 

Q. —  And  what  is  the  duty  on  brandy  ? 

A. —  Thirty  cents  ^n  kegs  and  fifty  cents  in  bottles  or 
jars,  net. 


Q.—  In  answering  the  question  as  to  the  quality  of  wine 
that  would  take  in  Mexico,  would  you  advise  dealing  through  a 
commission  house  in  Mexico,  or  would  you  advise  establishing  a 
central  depository  in  the  city  of  Mexico  and  making  that  a 
point  of  distribution  ? 

A. —  The  latter,  I  should  say. 

Q. —  How  would  you  advise  establishing  such  a  depot  ? 

A. —  I  should  say  that  the  best  way  would  be  for  a  number 
of  the  wine  producers  of  the  representative  wines  to  select  some 
one  of  their  number,  or  some  one  interested  in  the  wine  indus- 
try of  the  State,  and  send  him  to  Mexico,  first,  to  look  over  the 
field  carefully,  and  then,  if  decided  best,  to  establish  a  wine  de- 
pot, such  as  you  mention,  in  the  City  of  Mexico;  and  that  these 
producers  furnish  their  stock  in  car-load  lots,  giving  such  wines 
as  they  could  furnish  at  all  times  —  in  other  words,  establish 
a  reputation  for  certain  brands  of  wines.  If  those  wines  are 
placed  there  in  a  depository  of  that  kind,  with  some  one  in 
charge  who  has  an  interest  in  the  business,  I  am  quite  sure  that 
the  result  would  be  much  better  than  by  sending  traveling  men. 
You  know  very  well  that  if  you  send  a  traveling  man  out  on 
salary  he  does  not  do  the  work  that  a  man  would  who  has  an 
interest  in  the  business.  It  is  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents  to  a 
man  who  has  his  own  stock  in  the  business,  more  so  than  to  a 
traveling  man  who  is  working  on  a  salary.  From  the  City  of 
Mexico,  which  is  a  central  distributing  point  for  the  whole 
country,  you  can  reach  out  to  all  the  outlying  towns  for  hun- 
dreds of  miles.  Everything  in  the  business  line  of  the  Repub- 
lic of  Mexico  is  virtually  based  on  what  is  said  and  done  in  the 
City  of  Mexico — in  other  words  that  is  the  governing  market  of 
the  whole  country.  All  prices  and  freight  rates  are  made  with 
reference  to  the  trade  of  Mexico  City. 

Never  sell  one  class  of  wine  and  deliver  another ;  or,  in 
other  words,  if  you  sell  a  certain  grade  by  sample,  see  that  the 
goods  delivered  are  up  to  the  sample  in  every  particular.  Carry 
out  instructions  from  the  buyer  to  the  letter.  Some  may  seem 
ridiculous,  or  behind  the  times,  but  it  is  not  for  the  shipper  or 
seller  to  determine  this. 

Watch  the  shipping  clerks,  and  sec  that  they  do  not  shirk 
or  assume  responsibilities. 

Q. —  About  how  large  a  stock  of  wines  would  you  think 
would  be  necessary  to  start  the  depot  in  the  City  ? 

A. —  That  I  am  unable  to  say. 

Q. —  It  would  depend  largely  on  the  quickness  of  trans- 
portation from  California,  would  it  not  ? 

A. —  Yes  sir  ;  and  that  can  be  made  at  the  present  time  very 
quickly,  and,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we  should  take  special 
pains  to  furnish  any  shipments  of  that  kind  in  car-load  lots 
quick  transit,  and  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  for  you  to  move 
goods  in  any  less  than  car-load  lots  on  a  proposition  of  that 
kind.  Of  course,  if  you  could  make  a  sale  somewhere  in  the 
country  of  less  than  a  car-load  lot,  we  would  give  the  matter 
the  utmost  dispatch  possible,  but  naturally  car-load  lots  take 
the  preference. 

Q. —  What  is  the  average  time  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  to  the  City  of  Mexico  ? 

A. —  From  six  to  ten  days  from  California  terminals. 

Q. —  From  what  you  have  said  of  the  trade  in  the  central 
and  eastern  portions  of  the  country,  what  character  of  wines  are 
they  now  drinking? 

A. —  The  wines  drank  in  Mexico  have  heretofore  come 
mostly  from  France,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  capable  of  judging  of 
the  common  table  wines,  I  do  not  think  they  are  in  any  way 
equal  to  the  California  wines.  The  red  wine,  vino  tinto,  as  it  is 
called,  is  mostly  used  on  the  table. 

Q. —  Is  it  a  light  or  heavy  wine  ? 

A. —  I  should  say  it  was  rather  light. 

Q. —  The  demand  for  white  and  fortified  wines  is  very  small 
there  then  ? 

A. —  The  white  and  fortified  wines  are  in  better  demand 
among  the  upper  class,  who  have  more  education  upon  the  sub- 
ject and  are  better  qualified  to  discriminate  between  the  quali- 
ties of  red  and  white  wines. 

Q. —  It  is  the  middle  class,  then,  who  drink  most  of  the  red 
wines? 

A. —  Yes  sir. 

Q. —  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  volume  of  foreign  wines 
shipped  into  Mexico  ? 

A. —  At  the  present  time  not.  I  asked  our  General  Freight 
Department  for  figures  on  the  subject. 

Q. —  I  think  I  saw  some  figures  in  the  report  of  the  Bureau 
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of  the  American  Republics  that  ib  amounted  to  something  like 
$800,000  a  year? 

A. —  That  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  statistics  will  have  to 
be  obtained  from  the  State  Department  of  Mexico. 

Q. —  How  about  the  credits  of  the  country  ?  For  instance, 
if  a  man  would  sell  wine  from  his  central  depot  in  Mexico  to 
various  dealers  or  wine  handlers  in  other  cities,  what  credit 
would  he  have  to  extend  to  the  purchasers  ? 

A. —  Well,  that  would  depend  largely  on  the  firm.  Some 
firms  do  a  cash  business  ;  others  give  as  much  as  four  months 
time.  In  that  matter  you  would  have  to  have  a  man  there  who 
could  discriminate  in  these  matters  and  see  the  best  way  of 
handling  them.  The  merchants  heretofore,  in  buying  wines  in 
France  and  other  foreign  countries  when  goods  were  bought  on 
long  time,  were  used  to  getting  from  four  to  six  months  credit. 
That  has  been  the  custom  of  the  country,  and  I  think  that  from 
three  to  four  months  credit  has  been  the  usual  rule,  when  it  is 
not  paid  in  thirty  days. 

Terms  on  United  States  goods  sold  in  Mexico  are  many 
times  spot  cash.  The  dealer  very  often  has  an  agent  or  corre- 
spondent in  New  York,  or  in  whatever  city  he  may  be  trading 
with,  and  these  agents  are  usually  a  commission  or  forwarding 
firm,  to  whom  he  directs  the  goods  to  be  delivered,  and  the  latter 
pays  the  bills,  deducting  an  allowance  of  2^  to  5  per  cent,  com- 
mission. The  establishment  of  a  wine  depot  would  save  the 
merchant  this  commission,  and  be  an  inducement  for  him  to  buy 
his  goods  of  such  a  depot.  Failure  among  the  better  class  of 
merchants  is  of  rare  occurrence,  and  in  their  dealings  they  are 
fair  and  honorable. 

Q. —  What  chance  would  California  wine  have  to  compete 
with  the  French  production?  In  this  connection  what  freight 
rate  do  the  French  pay  on  red  wines,  for  instance,  from  Bordeaux 
to  the  City  of  Mexico  ? 

A. —  I  am  unable  to  say  what  the  through  rate  is.  The 
rate  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the  City  of  Mexico  is  $33.15  for  one 
thousand  kilos.  This  $33.15,  of  course,  is  in  Mexican  money. 
The  premium  at  the  present  time  is  95  per  cent. 

Q. —  And  what  number  of  people  would  be  served  with 
wine  from  the  City  of  Mexico  as  a  distributing  center  ? 

A.— The  population  of  Monterey  is  40,000,  Saltillo  25,000, 
San  Luis  Potosi  40,000,  Morelia  30,000,  Toluca  15,000,  Mexico 
City  350,000,  Jalapa  15,000,  Orizaba  10,000,  Puebla  possibly 
100,000,  Pachuca  25,000,  Oaxaca  30,000,  Juarez  15,000,  Chihua- 
hua 20,000,  Lerdo  10,000,  Durango  30,000,  Zacatecas  50,000, 
Agua  Calientes,  35,000,  Irapuato  5,000,  Celaj'a  5,000,  Leon 
70,000,  Guanjuato  60,000,  Guadaljara  100,000,  Queretaro  35,000, 
Tampico  10,000.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  Jiminez  5,000, 
Fresnillo  5,000,  Lagos  20,000,  Siloa  15,000. 

Q. —  What  per  centage  of  the  total  population  would  you 
estimate  lives  on  the  central  plateau,  and  is  directly  tributary  to 
the  city  by  rail  connection  ? 

A. —  You  might  say  all  that  I  have  mentioned. 

Q. —  What  per  centage  of  the  total  population  of  the 
country? 

A. —  That  I  cannot  tell  you. 

Q. —  Sixty  per  cent.? 

A. —  All  of  that,  I  should  say,  live  in  those  towns  or  are  sup- 
plied by  merchants  who  are  doing  business  in  these  various 
cities  with  branches  in  the  interior  towns. 

Q. —  Now,  as  to  the  character  of  the  people  —  are  they  a 
wine-drinking  people  or  a  brandy-drinking  people? 

A. —  Both.  They  drink  a  great  deal  of  cognac.  The  better 
class  of  them  are  great  drinkers  of  wine.  They  drink  vino  Unto 
and  the  heavier  Spanish  wines. 

Q. —  Is  there  any  prejudice  in  the  country  against  American 
productions  ? 

A. —  No  sir.  Among  the  better  class  of  Mexicans  American 
productions  of  all  kinds  are  taking  well.  There  are  many  rea- 
sons for  this,  the  principal  one  being  that  they  can  obtain  their 
supply  by  rail  quicker  than  they  can  by  vessels,  and  while  a  few 
years  ago  nearly  everything  came  from  Europe,  the  balance  of 
the  trade  at  the  present  time  is  largely  in  favor  of  the  United 
States  in  all  its  branches.  For  this  reason  a  merchant  carrying 
a  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  stock  can  carry  a  larger  assort- 
ment if  bought  in  the  United  States  than  by  buying  in  Europe. 
It  takes  from  four  to  six  months  to  give  an  order  and  get 
the  goods  in  the  store  from  Europe,  whereas  in  the  United 
States  they  can  order  by  telegram,  if  necessary,  in  such  quanti- 
ties as  they  may  need  for  their  actual  trade,  and  have  fresh 
goods  on  the  way  at  once.  They  see  the  advantage  of  this,  and 
avail  themselves  of  it  readily. 


Q. —  Now,  as  to  climate  :  In  the  central  portions  of  Mex- 
ico, do  you  think  that,  from  your  exerience  with  the  average 
temperature  there,  there  would  be  the  same  difficulty  that  Cali- 
fornia shippers  experience  in  shipping  to  hot  climates,  like  New 
Orleans  for  instance  ? 

A. —  The  average  temperature  of  the  City  of  Mexico  is  62 
degrees.  In  some  portions  of  the  interior  the  average  tempera- 
ture may  go  as  high  as  65  degrees,  or  possibly  70  degrees,  the 
year  round. 

Q. — What  facilities  are  there  for  cellars  in  the  City  of  Mex- 
ico, for  instance? 

A. —  There  are  no  cellars. 

Q. —  How  would  the  wine  be  stored  ? 

A. —  The  buildings  in  the  City  of  Mexico  are  of  adobe  or 
stone,  with  very  thick  walls,  making  the  interior  very  cool  and 
the  temperature  very  equal. 

Q. —  And  rents  ? 

A.  —The  rents  are  lower  in  proportion,  I  should  say,  than 
in  San  Francisco. 

Q. —  And  the  cost  of  labor  for  handling  wines  ? 

A. —  Is  very  low. 

Q. —  How  would  you  advise  handling  wine  that  has  been 
sent  to  the  depot  ?  Would  you  think  it  would  be  best  to  sell  it 
under  the  brand  of  the  California  producer  or  under  the  brand 
of  the  buver  who  might  purchase  his  stoi^k  from  the  central 
depot  ? 

A.—  I  should  say  if  possible  handle  it  under  the  name  of 
the  producer.  If  this  is  not  possible  and  the  buyer  wishes  to 
appear  as  an  importer  of  California  wines,  give  them  the  label 
as  California  wines  imported  by  whoever  the  buyer  may  be. 

Q. — How  much  wine  was  shipped  into  this  section  referred 
to  last  year  over  your  line? 

A. — The  wines  from  California  to  various  points  in  Mexico 
was  276,860  pounds. 

Q. — Now,  Mr.  Parker,  are  there  any  other  points  of  interest 
you  may  have  omitted  that  you  may  think  of  that  will  be  of 
value  to  us? 

A. — At  the  present  time  I  should  say  no.  I  have  written 
to  Mexico  for  data  concerning  the  importation  of  wines  from 
Europe  and  some  other  general  information,  and  as  soon  as  I  re- 
ceive it  I  will  submit  it  to  you,  but  that  will  be  a  week  or  ten 
days. 

As  an  additional  suggestion  I  would  say  that,  knowing  the 
habits  of  the  people,  I  am  sure  it  would  do  well  to  place  a  Cafe  in 
connection  with  a  wine  depot,  where  nothing  but  California  wines 
were  served  to  the  customers  under  no  other  brand  than  Cali- 
fornia wines,  and  at  a  purely  nominal  price,  simply  enough  to 
cover  the  cost  of  production  and  handling  and  to  be  served  in 
such  manner  as  to  give  business  men  a  chance  to  see  and  sample 
the  wines  and  at  the  same  time  to  allow  them  to  have  the  privacy 
necessary  to  conduct  little  business  transactions  or  to  meet  their 
friends.  Such  cafes  are  a  common  thing  in  the  old  country,  I 
am  told,  and  have  such  arranged  so  that  everything  going  out 
would  be  in  the  form  of  an  advertisement.  In  addition  to  this, 
send  to  all  the  outside  customers  and  friends,  and  to  those  you 
may  wish  to  I'each,  cards  of  invitation,  asking  them  when  they 
come  to  the  city  to  call,  and  to  make  this  wine  depot  or  cafe 
their  headquarters,  and  have  them  ask  their  friends  to  meet 
them  there.  I  think  that  this  could  be  done  with  very  little 
additional  cost,  and,  if  properly  managed,  would  be  not  only  a 
source  of  revenue,  but  one  of  the  best  plans  of  advertising  that 
could  be  arranged.  Get  some  of  the  prominent  men  to  going  to 
a  place  of  this  kind,  and  get  their  opinions,  and  the  rest  will 
follow.  All  of  this  will  take  some  time  and  policy  to  work,  but 
I  am  confident  that  it  can  be  done.

I  am  sat- 
isfied that  the  law  shall  go  into  effect  at  once."

Mr.  Z.  E.  Buckner,  of  the  firm  of  Seegelken  &  Buckner,  has 
completed  contracts  for  the  exclusive  sale  of  the  celebrated 
Humboldt  artesian  mineral  water  in  Sonoma  and  adjoining 
counties.  This  water  for  dyspepsia  and  like  diseases  has 
obtained  as  great  celebrity  as  any  mineral  water  in  the  State. 

T.  H.  Elkington,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  cream  tartar 
factory  in  Napa,  says  the  factory  has  been  in  operation  four 
years,  and  has  hitherto  paid  well.  The  material  is  obtained  in 
the  pomace  from  wine  cellars,  which  is  stored  and  used  as  oc- 
casion requires  during  the  year.  This  year  the  factory  has 
turned  out  130,000  pounds.  It  has  now  closed,  but  will  continue 
the  work  with  the  opening  of  the  coming  grape  season. 

John  L.  Beard,  the  Warm  Springs  wine  maker,  is  making 
an  active  canvass  for  the  Republican  nomination  for  State  Sen- 
ator in  his  district,  which  includes  Washington  and  Murray 
townships,  in  Alameda  county,  and  the  city  of  Alameda.

Fowler,  who  was  thinking  of  makmg  the  race,  has  decided  to 
try  for  the  Assembly  in  his  district,  leaving  the  field  clear  for 
Mr.  Beard,  except  as  to  candidates  who  may  spring  up  in  the 
city  of  Alameda.  We  wish  Mr.  Beard  success.  The  nominat- 
ing convention  will  meet  next  month.

This  "  gentle- 
n^an  taster,"  who  has  a  soft,  snug  berth  of  it,  is  a  Mr.  Kings- 
cotte,  and  is  a  cousin  of  Sir  Nagle  of  that  ilk.  It  is  one  of  the 
easy  situations  deliberately  prepared  for  scions  of  the  aristoc- 
racy, who  all  understand  the  fine  art  of  feathering  their  own 
nests,  no  matter  how  the  outside  world  wags  nor  how  much  pres- 
sure exists  from  over-taxation  which  might  readily  be  relieved 
by  cutting  away  hundreds  of  useless  sinecures.

This  is  one  of  the  ways,  according  to  Herbert  E.  Nash,  Mrs.  Stanford's 
Private  Secretary,  by  which  the  expenses  of  the  Leland  Stanford,  Jr., 
University  are  being  paid.  There  is  nearly  1,000,000  gallons  of  brandy  in 
storage  at  the  Stanford  vineyard  at  Vina,  and  about  250,000  gallons  is  pro- 
diL'ed  annually.  This  brandy  sells  for  from  50  cents  to  $2.50  per  gallon, 
and  the  demand  for  it  is  quite  brisk. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Pacific  Tree  and  Vine,  of  San  Jose,  for 
the  following  notice  of  the  late  W.  F.  Merithew,  of  San  Jose  : 
Walter  Frederick  Merithew  was  the  son  of  Capt.  J.  C.  Merithew, 
the  owner  of  Prospect  Vineyard,  near  West  Side,  in  Santa  Clara 
county.  The  young  man  was  educated  at  the  University  of  the 
Pacific,  and  hand  in  hand  with  his  father  entered  upon  the  work 
of  the  vineyard  and  the  perfection  of  its  products,  making  and 
sustaining  a  reputation  for  wines  of  a  high  grade.  Some  two 
years  ago  he  married  the  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  Coykendall,  and 
soon  after  assumed  charge  of  the  sales  department  of  the  Pros- 
pect Vineyard  as  a  separate  business  for  himself,  and  in  this 
way  he  was  succeeding  with  ever  increasing  prosperity.  Un- 
dertaking to  drive  a  vicious  horse  on  account  of  the  lameness  of 
his  own,  it  became  unmanageable,  and  by  the  over-turning  of 
the  wagon  he  was  thrown  to  the  ground  on  the  surface  of  the 
stony  street,  causing  internal  injuries  of  which  he  died  within  a 
few  hours  after  being  removed  to  his  residence.  He  was  twenty- 
five  years  old,  tall,  of  fine  appearance  and  of  obliging  manner. 
For  the  father  and  mother  and  the  young  wife  there  is  profound 
sympathy. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  Louisville  Times:  "  William 
M.  Collins,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  whisky  men  of  Louisville, 
is  a  self-made  man  in  every  respect.  He  was  born  in  Ireland  in 
1845,  and  was  brought  to  America  when  four  years  of  age.  Get- 
ting his  education  in  Bardstown  and  Louisville,  he  secured  a 
position  in  a  whisky  house,  when  yet  a  boy,  at  $1.25  a  week. 
In  1862  he  enlisted  with  the  Fifth  Kentucky,  a  Union  com- 
pany, and  was  at  Shiloh,  Chickamauga  and  Mission  Ridge ; 
was  in  the  Atlanta  campaign,  and  went  with  Sherman  to  the 
sea.  In  1865  he  was  mustered  out  as  a  Lieutenant,  and  in  '66 
went  to  Canada,  where  he  fought  in  the  battle  of  Ridgeway. 
Mr.  Collins  then  enlisted  in  th^  Fourteenth  Infantry  of  the  regu- 
lar army  as  a  Lieutenant,  and  fought  Indians  on  the  border  un- 
til 1869.  He  wandered  to  Mexico,  Honolulu  and  South  America, 
and  came  back  to  Louisville  in  1870  and  secured  a  position  in 
the  post-office.  Twenty-one  years  ago  he  formed  a  partnership 
with  Alvin  Wood,  and  in  1881  bought  out  the  business,  which, 
since  that  time,  he  has  been  operating  as  William  M.  Collins  & 
Co.  Mr.  Collins  is  a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  the  Elks,  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  Commercial  Club." 

The  Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals  held,  in  the  recent  case  of 
Stagg  et  al.  vs.  Taylor  et  al.,  that  where  a  corporation  doing 
business  under  the  corporate  name  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  Co., 
operated  two  distilleries  known  as  the  "  0.  F.  C."  and  "  Car- 
lisle" distilleries,  and  upon  the  product  of  the  former  distillery  a 
brand  was  used  consisting  of  the  letters  and  words,  "O.  F.  C. 
Hand-made  Sour-Mash  Whisky,  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  Distiller," 
and  upon  the  product  of  the  latter  a  brand  consisting  of  the  words 
"  Carlisle  Standard  Sour-mash  Whisky,  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  Co., 
Distiller,"  the  essential  feature  of  the  trade-mark  in  the  cue  case 
was  the  letters  "  O.  F.  C."  and  in  the  other  the  word  "Carlisle," 
as  the  words  "  Hand-made"  and  "Standard  Sour-mash  Whisky" 
were  not  intended  as  a  part  of  the  trade-mark,  even  if  they  could 
have  been  so  used  ;  that  the  subsequent  use  as  an  adjunct  to 
these  brands  of  the  fac-simile  of  the  signature  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr. 


sometimes  with  and  sometimes  without  the  addition  of  the  word 
"company,"  cannot  be  regarded  as  making  that  signature  a  part 
of  the  trade-mark,  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.,  receiving  no  compensation 
therefor;  and  that  upon  the  withdrawal  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr., 
from  the  corporation,  the  corporation  had  no  right  to  use  his  au- 
tograph signature  or  to  advertise  him  as  the  distiller  of  whisky 
thereafter  manufactured,  1  hue  b^jlug  no  sale  by  Taylor  to  the 
company  of  the  right  to  use  his  signature.

SATOLLI  AND  THE  LIQUOR  TRADE. 

The  New  York  Press,  of  July  19th,  said  :  Mgr.  Satolli  has 
just  rendered  a  decision  condemning  the  liquor  traffic.  He  ap- 
proves of  the  expulsion  of  liquor  dealers  from  Catholic  societies. 
This  unmistakable  decision  was  called  forth  by  an  appeal  from 
the  ruling  of  Bishop  Watterson  of  Columbus,  Ohio.  During  the 
last  Lenten  season  Bishop  Watterson  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  diocese,  dealing  M'holly  with  the  tempjra  ice 
problem.     Bishop  Watterson  said  : 

"  I  hereby  withdraw  my  approbation  from  any  and  every 
Catholic  society  in  this  diocese  that  has  a  liquor  dealer  or  saloon 
keeper  at  it.?  head,  or  any  where  among  its  officers,  and  I  suspeni 
every  such  society  itself  from  the  rank  and  privileges  as  a  Cath- 
olic society  uutil  it  ceases  to  be  so  officered.  No  one  who  is  en- 
gaged either  as  principal  or  agent  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
intoxcating  liquors  should  be  admitted  to  membership," 

One  of  the  societies  laid  the  matter  formally  before  Mgr. 
Satolli.  To  this  appeal  the  Apostolic  Delegate  has  responded. 
He  sustains  the  position  of  Bishop  Watterson  and  says  : 

"  The  liquor  traffic,  and  especially  as  conducted  here  in  the 
United  States,  is  the  source  of  much  evil,  hence  the  Bishop  was 
acting  within  his  rights  in  seeking  to  restrict  it.  Therefore  the 
Delegate  Apostolic  sustains  Bishop  Watterson 's  action  and  ap- 
proves of  his  circular  and  rvignlation  concerning  saloons  and  the 
expulsion  of  saloon-keepers  from  membership  in  Catholic 
societies." 

CLE-RICAL    l/NTOLE-RAMeE. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Sikes,  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  has  been  refused 
admission  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  for  publishing  a  book 
on  the  liquor  question  "  that  has  brought  reproach  upon  the 
Lutheran  Church."  Mr.  Sikes  went  from  the  Wittenberg  Synod 
to  North  Carolina,  and  there  his  application  was  rejected  by  the 
Examining  Committee  and  Ministerium. 

The  book  in  question  is  a  fair-minded  and  able  exposition  of 
the  futility  of  prohibitory  laws.  No  one  can  deny  its  arguments 
without  denying  the  Bible,  on  which  foundation  the  Lutheran 
Church  is  pre-supposed  to  rest.  Neither  can  the  motives  of  the 
gentleman  be  questioned.  The  case  of  Mr.  Sikes  stands,  as  far 
as  his  enemies  go,  as  a  case  of  pure  Phariseeism,  and  is  one  that 
we  do  not  think  tlic  Lutherans  as  a  body  will  view  with  any 
feelings  of  satisfaction.

The  most  prominent  wine-growers  in  the  State  are  making  a  vigorous 
effort  to  form  a  syndicate  to  take  options  on  tlie  crops  and  handle  all  tlie 
wine  grapes  grown  in  the  State.  They  claim  that  this  movement  is  the 
only  thing  that  can  save  the  wine  husines.s  from  utter  ruin  on  account  of 
low  prices  and  no  sales.  It  has  been  favorably  received  by  the  dealers  in 
most  of  the  wine-making  counties,  and  will  be  jiushed  until  all  growers 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  of  signing  the  contract.  The  taxpayers  of 
this  State  have  Iteen  (•onipelled  to  pay  an  annual  appropriation  of  !|>l5,00(t 
for  several  years  past  to  the  Viticultural  Commission  to  advance  the  wine 
interest  of  "the  State,  and  yet  California  wine  is  a  drug  in  the  market. 

Kate  Fiehl's  lecture  in  the  East  on  "  The  (josiiel  of  the  Grape  "  did 
not  have  the  desired  efl'ect.  In  spite  of  her  zeal  in  an  unworthy  cause, 
her  eloquence  on  the  platform,  and  her  example  of  wine  drinking  in  the 
fashionable  homes  of  the  East,  the  sale  of  California  w  ine  has  continually 
decreased. 

We  hoM  that  the  time  is  not  far  di.stant  when  total  abstinence  habits 
will  prevail  among  tlie  people  to  such  an  extent  that  the  wine  growers 
will  be  compelled,  through  loss  of  patronage,  to  ])ull  up  their  vines  and 
use  their  lands  for  a  better  purpose  than  manufacturing  drunkards. — Los 
Angeles  Voice. 

And  yet  the  sales  of  California  wiues  are  about  20,OOU,000 
gallons  a  year,  the  sales  of  beer  are  about  1,050,000,000  gallons 
a  year,  and  the  sales  of  distilled  spirits  120,000,000  gallons  a 
year  in  the  United  States.

The  small  vineyard  does  not  exist  in  California.  The  vine  is 
there  cultivated  only  by  the  large  estate,  which  has  been  able, 
thanks  to  the  capital  at  its  disposal,  to  install  itself  almost  in 
luxury,  and  to  organize  for  the  delivery  of  its  products  directly 
to  the  consumer.  Thus  the  cellars  of  California  have  much  more 
resemblance  to  the  warehouses  of  our  great  merchants  than  to 
the  vaults  which  our  vineyardists  build.  One  finds  there  at  the 
side  of  the  cellar  a  packing  and  shipping  house,  and  a  depart- 
ment for  advertising  and  accounts,  and  also  a  tasting  or  samp- 
ling room. 

The  numerous  visits  which  I  made  to  vineyards  in  that 
country'  were  invariably  terminated  by  a  sojourn,  more  or  less 
prolonged,  in  these  annexes  of  the  cellar,  and  I  was  expected 
to  give  my  opinion  on  the  whole  series  of  wines  produced.  In 
this  way  I  have  been  obliged,  in  the  face  of  proprietors  in  whom 
pride  is  always  naturally  wide  awake,  and  the  desire  to  please 
inexhaustible,  to  give  opinions  vague  enough,  and  to  so  compose 
my  physiognomy  as  not  therein  to  betray  all  the  impressions  of 
my  palate,  of  which  I  have  some  reason  to  distrust,  having 
placed  myself  on  an  ice-water  diet.  I  have  sometimes  tried  to 
escape  this  obligation,  sheltering  myself  behind  my  incompe- 
tence in  the  matter  of  taste.     Useless  trouble ! 

For  the  American  the  Frenchman  is  the  best  judge  of  wines, 
and  when  he  gets  hold  of  one  he  must  have  his  counsel.  Desir- 
ous, however  to  be  confirmed  in  my  personal  impressions  of  Cal- 
ifornia wines,  I  have  requested  several  high  nobilities  in  Parisi- 
an commerce  to  givj  me  their  opinions  on  a  hundred  or  so  of 
samples  selected  in  the  wine  vaults  of  California  and  brought 
back  by  me.  This  private  commission  convened  on  Saturday, 
June  2nd,  at  the  viticultural  laboratory  of  the  Agricultural  In- 
stitute. It  was  composed  of  Messrs.  Gamier,  president  of  the 
syndical  Chamber  of  Wines  and  Spirits  of  the  Department  of 
the  Seine  ;  Gervaise,  Secretary  of  the  Agricultural  Society  of 
Herault  and  manager  of  the  Co-operative  Society  of  French 
Viticulturists ;  Droin,  past  President  of  the  Seine  section  of  the 
Tribunal  of  Commerce;  Pinson,  retired  broker;  Maichy,  Bou  va- 
let and  Houdart,  merchants,  and  Desmoulin,  editor  of  the  Mon- 
teur  Vinieole.  At  this  meeting  of  tasters  there  were  alo  present 
by  invitation  Messrs.  Mueritz,  Herrison,  Schribeaux,  Girard, 
Kayser,  Wery,  Viala,  Convert,  Lemaire,  Mazade  and  others. 

This  tasting  has  shown  that  California  viticulturists  have 
made,  in  a  very  short  time,  most  rapid  progress  in  the  art  of 
preparing  wine.  But,  if  they  have  already  done  much,  there 
still  remains  much  more  for  them  to  do,  and  I  doubt  if  any  ob- 
stacles, arising  from  climate  or  otherwise,  which  seems  opposed 
to  their  success  with  "  grand  vim  "  for  the  table,  will  not  eventu- 
ally be  overcome. 

In  a  general  way,  the  wines  for  every  day  use  have  been 
most  appreciated  by  the  tasting  committee,  and  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  samples   among  them  which  bear  comparison  with  our 


own  good  ordinary  wines.  It  is  nevertheless  an  interesting  ob- 
servation that  these  wines,  far  from  gaining  in  quality  as  they 
are  aged,  seem  to  lose  certain  of  their  qualities.  They  are  not 
the  wines  to  keep  in  store ;  they  seem  to  have  acquired  all  their 
value  in  the  course  of  two  years. 

In  this  category  of  "  vins  ordinaires  "  red  wines  have  been 
adjudged  preferable  to  white  wines,  which  is  not  surprising,  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  white  wines  are  made  of  white  grapes 
and  fermented  with  the  stems  and  skin  exactly  the  same  as  with 
red  wine.  Finally  the  wine  there  called  Zinfandel,  discredited 
in  America,  has  appeared  interesting.  This  wine  possesses  cer- 
tain qualities  of  freshness  which  one  does  not  find  in  the  products 
of  other  common  varieties. 

As  to  the  "vins  de  luxe,"  made  from  varieties  imported  from 
Bourgogne  and  Bordelais,  they  generally  appear  well,  and  lack 
neither  aroma  nor  clearness.  This  is  quite  a  different  thing, 
however,  from  the  bouquet  of  our  "  grand  cms."  If  they  flatter 
the  smell  at  first,  they  have  in  store  deceptions  for  the  palate. 
They  are,  following  the  expressions  of  the  tasters,  "  wines  which 
lack  the  after  taste,"  that  is  to  say,  wines  which  do  not  leave  a 
durable  impression^  and,  once  drank,  tell  you  nothing  more. 
They  have  however  the  American  quality  of  being  rough  and 
rasping  to  the  throat.  It  is  not  this  quality  which  an  epicure 
would  seek. 

The  opinion  which  I  have  just  expressed  on  California 
wines — and  which  is  only  the  expression  of  judgment  of  compe- 
tent men  who  have  volunteered  to  assist  me  in  this  matter,  and 
for  which  I  thank  them  sincerely — is  not  calculated  to  inspire  a 
gieat  confidence  in  the  development  of  viticulture  in  California. 

The  common  wines  are  those  which  best  accomodate  them- 
selves to  the  condition  of  local  production.  They  have,  unhap- 
pily, no  outlet  in  the  United  States,  where  the  population  drinks 
ice-water,  tea,  coffee,  milk  and  alcohol,  but  rarely  wine.  While 
the  consumption  of  distilled  liquors  amounts  to  more  than  six 
quarts  a  year  for  each  inhabitant,  that  of  wine  hardly  reaches 
three  pints.  Finally,  in  relation  to  "  vins  de  luxe,"  the  production 
of  which  has  been  the  only  object  pursued  by  California  viticult- 
urists, one  cannot  yet  foresee  the  moment — if  it  shall  ever  come 
— when  these  wines  will  make  a  decent  showing  by  the  side  of 
the  "  grand  vins  "  of  France. 

A  dozen  samples  of  brandy  were  alike  submitted  to  the  ap- 
preciation of  the  tasters.  Like  the  common  wines,  the  common 
brandies  seem  to  be  good,  but  there  is  still  a  wide  margin  be- 
tween the  best  of  these  samples  and  that  of  France. 

Considering  the  difficulties  of  vinification,  the  viticulturists 
of  Southern  California  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  sweet  wines,  and  in  this  way  have  achieved  a  true 
success.  Their  ports,  sherries,  malagas,  and  even  their  muscats 
can  bear  comparison  with  the  wines  of  Spain  and  Portugal. 

This  tasting  has  also  enabled  a  distinction  to  be  made  be- 
tween the  difiierent  regions  of  California  given  to  the  cultivation 
of  the  vine.  It  is  known  that  this  country  occupies,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  a  position  analogous 
to  that  of  Portugal  to  Spain.  It  is  a  long  belt  extending  from 
32  to  42  degrees  north  latitude,  and  consequently  includes  cli- 
mates most  various.

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In  a  general  way  the  northern  region,  situated  above  San 
Francisco,  is  that  which  produces  the  finest  wines  ;  the  central 
region  it  would  seem,  should  limit  itself  to  common  ;  finally,  in 
the  Southern  section,  the  sweet  wine  industry,  brandy  and  the 
preparation  of  raisins,  still  assures  good  profits  to  the  growers. 

The  example  of  California  shows  that  if,  in  everything,  per- 
fection is  not  attained  without  trials,  the  difficulties  are  particu- 
larly great  in  viticulture.  Pioneer  Californians,  among  whom 
we  count  many  compatriots,  have  advanced  with  more  decision 
than  prudence.  They  see  to-day,  without  our  taking  pains  to 
insist  upon  it,  that  fine  wines  cannot  be  improved,  and  that  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  have  the  varieties  of  grapes  and  the  same  gene- 
ral methods  to  possess  that  thing  so  particular  and  so  fugacious 
which  men  call  cm. 

Let  us,  however,  render  them  justice.  They  have  accom- 
plished a  considerable  work  ;  their  cellars  are,  from  a  mechan- 
ical point  of  view,  admirably  made  and  fitted  up,  their  imple- 
ments are  perfect,  and  they  have  in  their  operations  an  order 
and  a  method  which  we  would  often  do  well  to  imitate.  Finally, 
they  have  neglected  nothing  to  present  their  products  under  an 
attractive  exterior  and  make  them  known  to  the  public.  Our 
wines  rarely  go  out  from  the  proprietor  with  that  particular 
taste  which  distiuguishes,  at  a  mere  glance,  the  American 
product. 

I  cannot  terminate  this  note  on  the  products  of  American 
Viticulture  without  thanking  the  honorable  members  of  the  Vit- 
icultural  Commission  of  California,  at  San  Francisco,  epecially 
its  president,  Mr.  J.  T.  Doyle,  and  its  general  secretary,  Mr. 
Wetmore,  for  their  inexhaustible  kindness  and  their  readiness  to 
inform  me  about  all  the  resources  of  California.  The  activity 
of  the  Americans,  their  decision  and  enterprise  are  admirable, 
and  if  the  goal  is  not  reached  in  the  first  attempt,  their  progress 
is  continual,  and  they  are  always  growing  better.  The  wines  of 
the  last  two  vintages  are  already  superior  to  those  of  the  previ- 
ous vintages,  and  of  their  definite  success  there  can  be  no  doubt 
if  they  succeed  in  overcoming  the  repugnance  of  the  American 
people  to  wine.  The  initiative  of  these  ardent  planters  has  been 
seconded  by  the  devotion  of  Mr.  Hilgard,  the  learned  professor 
of  the  University  of  California,  at  Berkeley,  who  has  established 
on  various  farms  complete  collections  of  the  different  varieties 
of  wine  grapes,  and  who  has  given,  after  numerous  travels,  val- 
uable counsel  on  practical  vinification  in  California.

Cooperage  of  re-imported  whisky — Preservation  of  old  heads  of  casks. 

Tkeastiry  Depaetmekt,  May  19,  1894. 
Sir  :  The  Department  has  received  a  letter  from  Special 
Agent  E.  Polk  Johnson,  in  which  he  states  that  there  arrived  at 
the  bonded  warehouse  at  your  port  some  days  since  a  lot  of 
whisky  which  had  been  exported  and  entered  for  warehouse,  on 
re-importation,  the  cooperage  of  which  was  in  such  condition  that 
it  was  found  necessary  to  have  the  heads  of  thirty-five  barrels  re- 
placed with  new  ones,  which  was  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  customs  officers.     Most  of  the  heads  removed  were  those 


bearing  the  history  of  the  packages,  and  it  was  impossible  to  re- 
produce this  evidence  upon  the  new  heads.  In  the['absence  of 
any  special  regulations  in  the  matter,  the  old  heads  were  nailed 
to  the  chines  of  the  barrel  above  the  new  ones  which  had  re- 
placed them,  thus  preserving  the  official  record  of  each  package 
and  securing  its  identification. 

Special  Agent  Johnson  submits  the  matter  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  its  approval,  in  order  that  the  action  mayjbe  taken  as 
a  precedent  under  similar  circumstances  hereafter. 

The  Department  has  to  inform  you  that  it  considers  the 
method  adopted  by  you  a  proper  one,  and  your  action  in  the 
matter  is  accordingly  approved.

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WINE   IN    RETAILERS'  CELLARS.

The  treatment  of  wine  in  the  retailer's  cellar  is  too  often  pre- 
ceded by  mismanagement  in  the  racking  into  the  transport  casks 
and  during  transit,  the  latter  being  aggravated  by  the  inevitable 
shaking  it  undergoes.  When  the  casks  are  sent  long  distances 
by  rail  there  are,  besides,  the  ill  effects  on  the  wine  of  exposure 
to  the  sun  in  the  summer,  and,  still  more,  of  exposure  to  severe 
cold  in  the  winter.  No  wonder,  therefore  that  the  wine  often 
reaches  the  cellar  of  the  retailer  in  a  state  unfit  for  consump- 
tion, and  requiring  very  careful  treatment  indeed  to  bring  it  into 
fit  condition.  To  many  of  our  small  wine  growers  a  wine-pump 
is  unknown.  When  it  is  forthcoming  it  is  in  the  shape  of  a  few 
feet  of  India-rubber  tubing,  with  which  the  wine  is  run  off  from 
the  large  store  casks  into  smaller  ones.  Many  retailers  adhere 
to  the  use  of  the  bucket,  so  that  no  pump  is  needed.  Trans- 
port casks  too  big  lo  be  brought  into  the  cellar  have  to  be  filled 
in  this  way.  Tlie  arrangement  may  do  with  young,  immature 
wine,  but  for  older  wines  it  is  very  unsuitable.  Owing  to  the 
agitation  of  the  wine  in  running  into  the  bucket  and  emptying 
into  the  cask,  the  wine  parts  with  most  of  its  carbonic  acid.  It 
is,  consequently,  flat,  and  some  time  is  required  for  it  again  to 
become  saturated  with  carbonic  acid  and  to  renew  its  ethereal 
principles.  In  the  case  of  transport  casks  so  filled,  together 
with  the  shaking  in  transit,  so  much  oxygen  is  taken  up  that  an 
energetic  oxidation  of  wine  ensues,  and  proceeds  so  far  that  a 
wine  with  a  delicate  bouquet  loses  it  altogether,  and  so  under- 
goes a  serious  depreciation  in  value.  Wines  unfit  to  bear  this 
exposure  (and  the  number  of  such  wines  in  our  growers'  cellars 
is  of  the  smallest)  often  reach  the  retailers  after  an  energetic 
aeration  of  this  sort  in  a  state  utterly  unfit  for  use.  Where  the 
bulk  of  the  wine  is  bought  at  one  spot,  the  purchaser  should  not 
grudge  the  hire  of  a  wine-pump,  but  with  its  aid  rack  the  wine 
into  his  own  transport  casks,  and  get  them  home  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. During  extreme  heat  or  cold  the  transit  of  wine  is  not 
desirable,  and  it  should  then  be  arranged  to  leave  it  in  the 
transport  casks,  under  the  purchaser's  seal,  in  the  vendor's  cel- 
lar until  the  meteorological  conditions  are  more  propitious.  A 
temperature  of  50°  to  55°  Fahr.  is  best  for  the  transit  of  wine. 

As  soon  as  the  wine  reaches  its  destination  it  should  be 
filled  into  ready  prepared  casks  and  bunged  up  tight.  A  two  or 
three  weeks'  rest  is  absolutely  essential  before  the  wine  is  med- 
dled with.  Immediately  after  arrival  the  wine  is  flat,  as,  owing 
to  the  shaking  it  has  undergone  it  has  lost  most  of  its  carbonic 
acid,  and  the  delicate,  ethereal  principles  of  the  bouquet  have 
disappeared  before  the  large  amount  of  oxygen  absorbed.  After 
lying  by  a  sufiicient  time,  the  oxidation  of  the  extractive  mat- 
ters will  have  progressed  far  enough  for  the  wine  to  recover 
itself,  and  to  be  again  saturated  with  carbonic  acid.  The  time 
has  then  come  for  the  wine  to  be  carefully  sampled.  If  the 
briskness  and  bouquet  are  satisfactory,  and  the  wine  perfectly 
bright  and  clear,  it  is  fit  for  use.  The  only  precaution  to  be  ob- 
served in  such  a  case  is  that  the  india-rubber  hose  us(!d  in  draw- 
ing off  the  wiiie  should  not  be  allowed  to  touch  the  bottom  of 
the  cask,  as  it  would  stir  up  flocculent  matters  deposited  there, 
which  would  soon  render  the  wine  turbid. 

But  a  rest  of  some  weeks'   duration  is  only   in  rare  cases 


sufiicient  in  itself  to  render  the  wine  fit  for  use  ;  and  this  chiefly 
with  full  red  wines.  White  wines  lose  their  brilliancy  on  the 
smallest  provocation  ;  mostly  they  become  strongly  clouded  ;  in 
some  cases  they  break  down  altogether.  The  latter  may  be  seen 
even  in  wines  three  or  four  years  old,  which  must  be  attributed 
to  the  school  cellars,  in  which  the  wine  is  brought  on,  being  too 
low  in  temperature,  and  the  wine  when  young,  not  racked  often 
enough  to  ensure  the  separation  of  all  the  albuminous  matter 
in  suspension.  This  separation  first  takes  place  when  the  wine 
absorbs  an  abundant  supply  of  oxygen  in  the  two-fold  racking 
from  the  store  casks  and  from  the  transport  casks. 

When  the  wine  is  so  much  clouded  that  it  appears  wholly 
unfit  for  use,  it  may  possibly  be  cured  by  filtration,  so  as  to  re- 
main bright  afterwards.  This  can  be  easily  ascertained  by  pass- 
ing a  litre  of  wine  twice  or  oflener  through  some  thicknesses  of 
filter  paper  till  it  runs  bright  into  a  bottle.  The  full  bottle  is 
then  carefully  corked  and  left  for  a  week  in  the  temperature  of 
an  ordinary  room.  If,  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  wine  is  as 
bright  as  directly  after  filtration,  it  is  sufficiently  aerated,  and 
the  desired  brilliancy  can  be  ensured  by  passing  the  contents  of 
the  cask,  in  like  manner,  through  a  suitable  filter  (felt  or  papier- 
mache)  before  bottling. 

In  many  instances  the  filtering  arrangements  in  small  cellars 
are  insufficient  to  render  the  wine  bright.  The  only  alternative 
that  there  remains  is  to  fine  the  wine.  For  fining  properly  pre- 
pared isinglass,  albumen,  and  for  red  wines,  gelatine  must  be 
used. 

We  will  not  here  enter  into  the  details  of  fining,  as  the  pro- 
cess is  one  requiring  great  care,  lest  more  harm  be  done  to  the 
wine  than  good.  Large  growers,  who  have  school  cellars  for 
their  wines,  and  whose  object  is  to  bring  the  wines  into  condition 
for  delivery  to  the  trade,  fine  large  volumes  with  good 
effect ;  but  retailers  should  only  resort  to  the  practice  in  excep- 
tional cases,  as,  unless  properly  done,  it  speedily  degenerates  into 
quacking.  Whenever  small  filter  presses,  properly  constructed, 
with  a  delivery  of  from  100  to  200  litres  per  hour,  shall  be  obtain- 
able cheap,  no  cellar  ought  to  be  without  one,  as  it  will  then  be 
possible  to  give  the  requisite  degree  of  brightness  to  any  wine, 
and  dispense  with  fining. 

Wine  which  has  been  filtered  or  fined  should  be  kept  in 
carefully-closed  casks  ;  otherwise,  a  still,  imperfectly  air-pumped 
wine  may  again  lose  its  brilliancy.  Fine  wines,  if  they  cannot 
be  bottled  at  once  after  filtering  and  fining,  may  be  put  in  what 
are  known  as  basket  bottles,  which  are  obtained  at  low  prices  in 
all  sizes  from  1  to  100  litres.  To  retailers  these  receptacles  may 
be  strongly  recommended,  as  they  are  handy,  easy  to  clean,  and 
preserve  the  wine  from  atmospheric  contact  and  shrinkage. 
Every  retailer  knows  by  practical  experience  the  quantity  of 
wine  required  daily  for  his  business.  It  is  strongly  to  be  rec- 
ommended to  place  the  wine  ready  for  use  in  these  basket-bot- 
tles, which  should  be  of  a  size  sufficient  to  hold  a  day's  supply 
each  (or  a  half  or  third,  as  may  be  preferred). 

The  use  of  these  bottles  will  avoid  many  evils  which  are  in- 
evitable when  the  wine  in  a  large  cask  is  kept  on  tap.  If  the 
wine  is  young,  after  the  tap  has  been  running  a  few  days  it  goes 
off",  which  is  tantamount  to  saying  it  gets  mouldy.  Even  where 
this  is  not  the  case  any  wine  will  suffer  by  the  constant  expos- 
ure to  the  air.  At  the  least,  it  loses  a  great  deal  of  its  carbonic 
acid,  and  with  it  its  briskness.  Wines  with  a  more  delicate 
bouquet  often  lose  it  altogether  in  such  cases  by  the  influence  of 
atmospheric  oxidation. 
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The  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  Napa  valley  held  a 
meeting  on  June  30,  at  the  Court  House  in  Napa.  The  meeting 
was  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  some  action  with  regard  to 
placing  viticulture  upon  a  better  financial  footing  and  to  discuss 
the  syndicate  which  will  be  formed  if  from  80  to  90  per  cent,  of 
the  producers  will  agree  to  sell  their  crops  to  it  for  a  period  of 
five  years. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  M.  B.  Pond,  who 
was  elected  President,  and  P.  S.  King  was  made  Temporary 
Secretary.  Dr.  Pond,  after  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  asked 
Prof.  George  Husmann,  who  was  present,  to  address  the  meeting. 
Prof.  Husmann  said  he  had  thought  a  good  deal  about  the 
subject  under  discussion  and  had  seen  a  good  many  tried ;  he 
had  seen  several  agreements  entered  into  in  connection  with  the 
wine  industry,  but  all  had  failed.  He  thought  the  interests  of 
the  grower  and  dealer  identical.  If  we  can  enroll  a  sufi&cient 
number  in  this  organization  we  can  undoubtedly  make  a  success 
of  the  proposed  syndicate.  Prices  have  never  been  so  low  as 
now,  and  speaker  could  see  only  one  way  to  get  out  of  the  diffi- 
culty, and  that  is  to  organize.  Winemen  who  have  put  up  costly 
cellars  and  own  expensive  cooperage  see  in  this  syndicate  their 
only  salvation.  We  must  save  ourselves  while  there  is  yet  time. 
If  we  can  get  paying  prices,  and  they  seem  to  be  picking  up,  it 
will  then  justify  us  to  plant  vineyards,  not  before.  Freight  to 
the  different  parts  of  the  country  ii  so  extremely  high  that  when 
sending  wine  as  parcel  freight  it  does  not  pay ;  it  is  better  even 
to  send  a  half-car  at  car  load  rates.  Outside  of  the  syndicate  I 
see  no  hope  for  us. 

John  Hein,  who  has  a  ranch  in  the  Napa  Redwoods,  was 
present,  and  wanted  to  know  if  after  signing  the  syndicate  con- 
tract he  could  enjoy  the  profits  of  his  vineyard.  He  was  in- 
formed that  the  transaction  was  a  simple  sale,  and  after  the 
wine  was  delivered  to  some  shipping  point  his  interest  ceased. 
Mr.  Hein  then  gave  those  present  to  understand  that  he  didn't 
approve  of  this  syndicate  business.  It  was  what  he  called 
"  forging  the  iron  collar  around  one's  neck."  "  I  have  worked 
hard  for  many  years,"  continued  Mr.  Hein,  "  and  cannot  attord 
to  sign  my  crop  away  for  five  years." 

President  Pond  then  endeavored  to  explain  the  workings  of 
of  the  proposed  syndicate  to  Mr.  Hein  and  all  interested.  He 
told  how  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in  hand  had  held  a 
consultation  with  merchants  and  capitalists  in  San  Francisco ; 
how  the  syndicate  plan  was  discussed.  The  plan  was  considered 
practical,  and  the  committee  had  received  encouragement  from 
the  leading  wine  men.  Meetings  had  been  called  to  describe  the 
workings  of  and  secure  signatures  to  the  contract  or  agreement. 
Meetings  have  already  been  held  in  Santa  Clara  Valley  and  Sono- 
ma, and  everywhere  the  people  are  enthusiastic  in  their  support 
of  the  movement.  Under  the  old  regime  $4  or  $5  per  ton  has 
been  the  price  received,  and  if  the  syndicate  is  formed  from  $9 
to  $20  will  be  the  ruling  prices.  The  syndicate  proposes  to 
raise  the  price  of  grapes  this  year  from  80  to  90  per  cent,  if  the 
product  can  be  assured  for  five  years. 

H.  W.  Crabb,  in  speaking  of  the  question  of  a  syndicate, 
said  he  thought  the  idea  a  very  beneficial  one.  "  I  have  been 
around  considerably,  and  find  a  majority  of  the  growers  in  favor 
of  the  syndicate.  The  retail  trade  will  be  respected.  If  I  never 
had  tried  to  supply  the  retail  trade  I  would  have  been  better  off. 
It  would  have  saved  me  many  risks  and  losses.  I  don't  see  how 
grapes  will  be  worth  $4  or  85  this  year  without  the  syndicate 
plan  being  adopted,  and  this  means  five  cents  or  no  cents  for 
wine  next  year.  There  must  be  an  established  price,  and  the 
syndicate  will  have  a  big  fight  to  make.  It  will  have  to  carry 
the  products  two  or  three  years,  and  it  will  be  pretty  hard  to 
get  dealers  East  and  elsewhere  to  take  the  wine.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  the  plan,  and  think  it  will  succeed,  but  hope  in  years 
to  come  wine  will  be  worth  20  or  25  cents,  and  that  we  can  do 
without  any  syndicate." 

Dr.  Pond  here  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  accepted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  Napa 
are  in  hearty  and  earnest  accord  with  the  plan  presented  by  the 
committeeof  the  Viticultural  Commission  as  prepared  by  the  syn- 
dicate to  handle  and  purchase  the  grapes  and  wine  of  California 
and  be  assured  that  our  interests  will  be  theirs  and  that  we  can 
deliver  our  products  at  the  nearest  railroad  station  or  contigu- 
ous associated  wine  cellar.  Therefore  with  that  understanding 
we  freely  sign  the  contract." 


Melchoir  Kemper,  of  Oakville,  was  present,  and  stated  that 
he  had  met  many  who  approved  of  the  syndicate  if  they  could 
avoid  being  tied  up  five  years.  He  said  some  did  not  want  to 
sign,  thinking  they  could  get  more  somewhere  else,  but  he  did 
not  think  any  outsider  would  bid  more  than  the  syndicate  price. 
Geo.  E.  Goodman  wanted  to  know  something  about  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  syndicate  —  who  composed  it  and  to  whom 
signers  were  to  look  for  their  money.  Mr.  Goodman  favored  the 
plan,  but  wanted  to  know  with  whom  he  was  dealing  and  to 
whom  he  was  delivering  his  wine. 

Mr.  Crabb  said  he  was  not  at  liberty  to  give  the  names  of 
the  capitalists  who  have  interested  themselves  in  the  plan. 

Others  present  explained  that  the  contract  was  not  a  con- 
tract, but  more  of  au  agreement  —  a  feeler  to  indicate  the 
amount  of  wine  the  syndicate  might  expect  to  handle. 

Mr.  La  Rue  stated  that  he  doubted,  even  if  he  signed  the 
contract  and  put  it  in  his  pocket,  if  he  could  be  held  to  it. 

As  far  as  is  now  known,  the  Syndicate  will  be  in  good  shape 
by  the  25th  inst.  Perhaps  the  best  progress  has  been  made  in 
Sonoma  county,  but  in  Santa  Clara  county  Mr.  Wehner  reports 
having  secured  about  sixty-six  per  cent,  so  far,  and  he  has  no 
doubt  but  that  he  can  get  eighty  to  ninety  per  cent. 

E.  C.  Bichovvsky,  the  Viticultural  Commissioner  for  the  Los 
Angeles  district,  left  for  Los  Angeles  on  the  lOtli  and  Santa 
Rosa  on  the  12th  instant,  expecting  to  arrive  on  the  14th.  Mr. 
Bichowsky  was  tied  up  in  San  Francisco  for  over  two  weeks  by 
by  the  railway  strike,  and  the  meeting  he  called  for  July  5th 
was  necessarily  postponed.  He  called  a  meeting  soon  after  his 
arrival  at  his  home  in  San  Gabriel,  and  the  movement  will  soon 
spread  in  the  south. 

A  large  number  of  grape  growers  and  wine  makers  of  Napa 
county  assembled  at  Turner  Hall,  St.  Helena,  June  14th,  to  take 
final  steps  in  the  wine  syndicate  proposition.  The  meeting, 
which  was  an  enthusiastic  one,  goes  to  prove  beyond  a  doubt  that 
if  the  success  of  the  syndicate  depends  upon  Napa  valley  they 
will  win.  Though  there  are  some  yet  who  have  not  signed,  in- 
dications are  that  nearly  every  grape  grower  and  wine  maker  of 
the  valley  is  in  hearty  accord  with  the  proposition.  S.  Ewer 
presided  and  F.  Ewer  acted  as  Secretary  of  the  meeting.  F.  Ber- 
inger  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  read  a  telegram  from  C.  J. 
Wetmore,  of  the  Viticultural  Commission,  stating  that  owing  to 
the  fact  of  the  tie-up  he  could  not  get  to  St.  Helena,  and  asking 
Mr.  Beringer  to  tell  the  people  that  the  syndicate  was  now  draw- 
ing up  contract  papers  and  would  soon  announce  its  plans,  and 
that  all  signatures  possible  must  at  once  be  secured. 

Prof.  Husman,  who  owns  a  large  vineyard  in  Chiles  Valley, 
said  that  in  his  four  days  of  canvassing  he  had  no  difficulty  in 
winning  the  doubtful  ones  to  his  side.  He  stated  that  Judge 
Stanly,  a  large  wine  grower  north  of  Napa,  said:  "  Owing  to  a 
contract  with  another  party  I  cannot  join  the  syndicate,  but  you 
have  my  moral  support,  and  I  have  advised  all  seeking  my  opin- 
ion to  sign  the  contract  without  delay." 

Mr.  Haynes,  of  Napa,  raised  an  objection  to  signing  "  that 
iron-clad  contract,"  but  a  curt  reply  by  Mr.  Beringer  brought 
forth  thunderous  applause.  "  We  have,"  said  Mr.  Beringer, 
been  acting  to  help  our  present  deplorable  condition,  and  now 
that  others  have  offered  us  a  helping  hand,  we  should  not  put 
obstacles  in  the  way.  I  believe  this  is  the  last  chance  to  save 
the  grape  growers  from  bankruptcy."  Captain  Amsburg,  of  St. 
Helena,  who  had  formerly  opposed  the  syndicate  plan,  but  on 
second  thought  had  signed  the  contract,  said  :  "  I  have  been  in 
the  wine  making  business  ten  years  and  have  sold  wine  for  seven 
cents  and  shipped  it,  paying  freight  myself.  I  have  made  about 
five  cents  a  gallon,  and  now  that  we  have  a  chance  to  get  eight, 
I  think  that  we  cannot  afford  to  let  the  opportunity  go  by. 
Friends,  let  us  support  the  matter  without  further  delay."  The 
following  clause,  offered  by  J.  H.  Wheeler  to  cover  a  matter 
which  the  syndicate  has  not  mentioned  in  the  contract,  and  the 
value  of  which  experts  would  decide  upon,  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

That  signed  contracts  are  subject  to  arbitration  on  all  ques- 
tions arising  under  and  not  provided  for  by  the  terms  of  this  con- 
tract. 

By  arbitration  is  meant  that  each  party  shall  appoint  a 
judge,  and  they  to  appoint  a  third,  their  decision  to  be  final. 
Ninety-five  of  those  present  signed  the  contract.

Knowing  that  you  will  fill  your  self-accepted  task  with  justice 
to  the  competitors,  credit  to  the  A  huinistration  and  honor  to  yourselves, 
I  ofTer  as  a  guide  the  following  classification,  general  rules  and  sugges- 
tions, with  the  request  that  they  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible  by 
each  of  the  sub-groups.  Your  time  being  limited,  it  will  be  well  to  begin 
your  labors  at  once  and  bring  them  to  a  speedy  end. 


The  General  Classification  of  Wines,  both  native  and  foreign,  should 
Ije  as  follows : 
Red  Wines, 
White  Wines, 
Sweet  Red  Wines, 
Sweet  White  Wines, 
Sparkling  Wines— Natural  Process, 
Sparkling  Wines — Carbonized  Process, 
Brandies. 

These  are  to  be  again  divided  into  the  following  tyes.    For  Red  Wines : 

1st— Claret  Type, 
-    2nd — Burgundy  Type, 

3rd — Hungarian  Type, 

4th — Spanish  Type, 

5th — Italian  Type. 

The  Spanish  Type  of  Red  Wines  will  cover  the  Red  Wines  of  Greece 
and  Algiers. 
For  White  Wines : 

1st — Sauterne  Type,  Sweetish  Character, 

2nd — Sauterne  Type,  Dry, 

3rd — Rhine  Wine  Type, 

4th — Burgundy  Type    (which  covers   the  Chablis  and  other  White 
Wines  of  the  Burgundy  district). 
Sweet  Red  Wines: 

1st — Oporto  Type, 

2nd — Alicante  Type. 
Sweet  White  Wines : 

1st— Tokay  Type, 

2nd — Sherry  Type,  Dry,

Sparkling  Wines — Carbonized  Process : 

To  be  divided  into  the  same  Types  as  those  Wines  made  by  Natural 
Process.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  sub-committee  of  Jurors  judg- 
ing Champagnes  and  Sparkling  Wines  to  ascertain  positively  if  pos- 
sible, whether  the  same  were  made  by  the  Natural  Process  or  by 
the  Carbonizing  Process,  and  render  their  decision  accordingly. 

Brandies : 

Are  to  be  classified  according  to  Age  and  to  be  tried  upon  their  merits 
as  understood  and  acknowledged  by  Brandy  experts. 

The  wines  to  be  tried  by  the  jurors  should  be  brought  to  their  several 
proper  temperatures  before  the  trial  begins. 

The  Red  wine  types  should  be  from  60  to  65  degrees  Fah. 

The  White  wine  types  from  50  to  57  degrees  Fah. 

The  sweet  Red  and  White  wines  from  65  to  70  degrees  Fah. 

The  Sparkling  wines  from  40  to  50  degrees  Fah. 

The  experienced  judge  will  recognize  the  necessity  for  these  temper- 
atures. 

It  is  exceedingly  important  to  have  each  class  of  wine  tried  in  its 
proper  glass.  .All  of  these  should  be  thin,  perfectly  white,  and  every  ex- 
hibitor should  have  his  wine  tasted  from  glasses  of  the  same  shape  and 
size  as  that  of  his  competitor,  and  no  variation  shall  be  permitted ;  all  are 
treated  alike.  Regulation  glasses  for  each  type  will  be  provided  for  the 
Jurors. 

The  wines  should  be  tasted  in  a  moderately  cool  room  where  the  tem- 
perature is  about  60  degrees;  otherwise  full  justice  could  not  be  done  to 
the  delicacy  of  many  wines  presented 

All  bottles  submitted  to  the  Jurors  must  be  carefully  wrapped  so  as  to 
prevent  any  identification  whatever.  This  will  enable  the  Jurors  to 
arrive  at  a  decision  based  only  upon  the  merits  of  the  wine  tried.  The 
competing  wines  should  be  wrapped  with  the  same  kind  of  paper,  without 
any  mark  or  number  thereon.  Complete  uniformity  must  be  impartially 
maintained  for  everv  exhibitor.  The  removal  of  corks  and  capsules 
should  be  done  by  an" attendant,  so  that  none  of  the  Jurors  may  notice  or 
recognize  any  mark  tending  to  indicate  who  the  exhibitor  is,  thus  giving 
the  most  convincing  proof  of  absolute  impartiality. 

When  trial  begins  the  chairman  of  the  group  of  jurors  will  order  the 
first  bottle  presented  for  trial  marked  "  1 ;"  when  a  conclusion  is  reached 
as  to  merits,  and  aft<'r  full  notes  are  taken  by  the  secretary  of  each  sub- 
group, then  only  the  wrapper  is  to  be  remove<l  and  the  label  shown. 

The  points  guiding  the  Jurors  to  reach  conclusions  of  comparative 
merit  will  be  the  following : 

Igt — Brightness  o{  tUe  wine. 


2nd — Beauty  of  color  or  shades  ofjcolor. 

3rd — Perfection  of  bouquet. 

4th — Purity  and  delicacy  of  tftste. 

5th — Quality  of  body. 

6th — Quality  of  savor. 

7th — Proper  alcoholic  strength. 

8th — Harmonious  perfection  of  the  whole. 

In  trial  for  Sparkling  Wines  the  two  following  additional  points  must 
be  considered  : 

9th— Vivacity  of  sparkle. 

10th — Duration  of  sparkle. 

Each  of  these,  if  perfect,  would  be  given  100;  if  not,  so  much  a  less 
numerical  valuation  as  the  Juror  may  indicate.  Afterwards  an  average 
is  to  be  struck  of  the  sum  total,  which,  divided  by  eight  for  Still  Wines 
and  ten  for  Champagnes,  will  stand  as  the  credit  of  the  wine  in  question. 

The  amount  of  wine  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Jurors,  for 
dry  wipes,  spirkling  wines,  sweet  wines  of  each  type,  and  brandy,  must 
not  be  less  than  two  quart  bottles,  with  the  privilege  of  drawing  two  more 
to  set  at  rest  any  question  that  might  arise. 

Each  of  the  sub-groups  should  elect  from  its  number  a  secretary, 
whose  duty  it  will  be  to  make  full  notes  of  all  its  proceedings  and  to  re- 
port credits  given  by  said  sub-committees  to  each  wine  of  competing  ex- 
hibitors, and  at  the  end  of  its  labors  to  hand  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the 
secretary  of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  for  the  use  of  the  chairman  and 
secretary  to  make  their  final  report  to  the  Committee  on  Awards. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  no  competitor  should  be  present  at  the 
trial  of  his  wines,  and  that  each  day's  proceedings  should  be  kept  strictly 
secret  until  the  final  report  of  the  Committee  of  Awards  is  made  public. 

Regarding  California  Wines,  it  may  be  well  to  draw  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  now  grown  in  our  State  every  European  variety  of  wine 
and  table  grapes  planted  on  soils  of  every  known  kind,  either  on  moun- 
tain or  plain,  with  every  possible  exposure  and  under  widely  differing 
climatic  conditions,  ranging  from  the  semi-tropical  temperature  of  our 
great  valleys,  in  the  south  and  interior,  up  to  the  very  edges  of  our  snow- 
capped mountains.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered,  therefore,  that  many  wines 
are  grown  in  the  above  varying  conditions  that  in  a  measure  resemble  the 
types  and  broad  characteristics  of  those  grown  in  the  several  European 
countries.  These  conditions  existing,  our  California  wine  producers, 
without  any  attempt  at  imitation,  have  tried  to  approach  the  general  goo<l 
qualities  of  the  above  European  types  of  wine  by  careful  handling  and 
the  planting  of  the  most  renowned  varieties  of  grapes ;  and  it  will  remain 
for  you  to  determine  bow  near  our  wine-growers  have  approached  the 
general  type  claimed  or  how  far  they  may  be  away  from  it. 

In  passing  upon  the  California  Wines  the  Jurors  should  be  guided 
solely  by  the  claim  set  forth  on  the  label  by  the  competing  exhibitor  as  to 
classification  of  type,  etc. 

While  trying  California  Wines  the  Jurors  should  also  consider  whether 
the  same  are  bottled  in  bottles  properly  belonging  to  the  type  it  is  claimed 
they  represent,  that  is  to  say.  Claret  in  Claret  bottles,  Sauterne  in  Sau- 
terne Dottles,  Rhine  Wine  in  regular  Rhine  Wine  bottles.  Burgundy  in 
regular,  or  apparently  regular  Burgundy  bottles.  The  more  or  less  neat- 
ness of  label,  capsule  and  general  get-up  should  also  be  considered,  and 
remarks  favorable  or  otherwise  made  note  of ;  these  latter  should  not,  how- 
ever, increase  or  detract  from  the  number  of  credits  previously  given  the 
exhibitor  for  his  wine  or  wines. 

The  above  suggestions  and  rules  are  offered  in  the  spirit  of  fairness 
for  all  exhibitors.  The  condition  creating  their  necessity  is  well  known 
to  competent  wine  judges,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  followed  as 
closely  as  the  circumstances  will  warrant.  All  that  we  desire  is  that  the 
wines,  whatever  country  they  come  from,  or  whoever  the  exhibitor  may 
be,  should  be  impartially  judged  and  passed  upon  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances.

P.  S. — At  the  suggestion  of  well-known  brokers  and  importers  of  for- 
eign wine,  it  has  been  deemed  best  not  to  cover  with  a  wrapper  the  foreign 
Red  and  White  Dry  Wines  and  Brandies,  but  to  leave  the  sanie  open  for 
inspection  and  to  be  considered  by  the  Jurors  selected  for  their  examina- 
tion. No  exception,  however,  will  be  made  for  foreign  Champagnes; 
they  are  to  follow  rigorously  the  rule  demanding  their  wrapping  up 
effectually,  as  indicated.

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LEVURE  SYSTEM  OF   FERMENTATION. 


We  have  been  favored  with  a  copy  of  the  following  report 
by  Mr.  George  Payne,  who  was  brought  to  the  colony  for  the 
purpose  of  introducing  the  Lavure  system  of  fermentation.  The 
report,  which  is  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  slates: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  results,  so  far  as  they 
are  known,  of  my  visit  to  Cape  Colony  to  introduce  the  pure 
selected  wine  Levures. 

Your  Department  posted  to  me  in  Australia  a  list  of  the 
grapes  grown  in  the  Cape  Colony,  and  their  percentage  of  sugar. 
Neither  I  nor  ray  French  friends  could  identify  several  of  these 
under  French  synonyms,  rendering  it  difficult  to  decide  on  the 
sorts  and  proportion  of  the  sorts  of  Levures  to  be  brought  out. 

With  the  experience  gained  by  my  present  visit,  I  know 
exactly  what  to  send  for  any  future  vintage. 

I  arrived  here  at  the  end  of  January,  bringing  a  large  sup- 
ply of  pure  selected  Levures,  to  treat  grape-must  for  making 
either  wine  or  cognac. 

Before  leaving  England  I  posted  the  manuscript  of  a  short 
treatise  on  the  fermentation  of  wine,  and  the  use  of  pure  selected 
Levures,  to  the  Under  Secretary  of  your  Department,  Mr.  Cur- 
rey,  who  caused  it  to  be  printed  and  widely  circulated.  Since 
my  arrival  I  have  published  some  further  matter  relating  to  the 
subject,  and  I  have  reason  to  know  that  these  pamphlets  have 
been  carefully  read,  and  have  paved  the  way  for  the  new  method, 
and  will  cause  great  improvements  to  be  made  in  the  future 
wine-making  of  the  Colony. 

The  pamphlet  on  the  fermentation  of  wine  is  a  short,  simple, 
concise  manual  of  wine-making.  By  its  careful  perusal,  and  as 
careful  a  following  out  of  the  plain  directions  laid  down  in  it,  no 
farmer  has  any  excuse  for  making  badly  fermented  wine. 

My  first  duty  was  to  visit  those  wine-farmers  who  had  ex- 
pressed a  wish  to  make  a  trial  of  the  pure  selected  Levures. 
Mr.  Pillans  was  deputed  to  accompany  and  introduce  me.  He 
aided  me  in  the  most  efficient  manner,  and  showed  the  great  abil- 
ity with  which  he  grasped  the  whole  subject. 

We  first  visited  the  districts  of  the  Paarl  and  Stellenbosch. 
The  phylloxera  has  made  great  ravages  in  these  districts,  and, 
owing  to  the  long  continued  drought  and  the  great  heat  of  sum- 
mer, a  large  quantity  of  the  grapes  were  completely  withered  on 
the  vines. 

I  write  reluctantly,  but  I  must  say  that  in  the  majority  of 
cellars  I  visited  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  good  wine,  and 
the  mode  of  working  increases  the  difficulty.  The  use  of  a  ther- 
mometer is  unknown.  The  cellars  are  dirty,  and  the  caves  and 
stukvats  anything  but  clean,  and  often  smelling  sour.  All  sorts 
of  farm  appliances,  vegetables,  hides,  etc.,  are  stored  in  the  cel- 
lars as  the  natural  place  for  them.  The  grapes  are  brought  in 
from  the  vineyard  during  the  greatest  heat  of  the  day,  dirty, 
withered,  rotten,  just  as  it  happens,  thrown  pell-mell  into  a  tub 
and  then  trampled  by  dirty  feet. 

In  very  few  instances  were  any  means  supplied  by  which 
the  men  could  wash  their  feet  on  stepping  from  a  dirty  floor  in- 
to the  crushing  tub. 

The  floors  of  the  cellars  are  mostly  of  clay,  than  which  noth- 
ing can  be  worse,  as  from  leakage,  etc.,  the  clay  floor  becomes  a 
very  hot-bed  for  the  production  of  the  noxious  germs  of  lactic 
and  acetic  acids,  etc.,  which  act  upon  the  must  or  the  wine,  and 
greatly  lower  its  quality.  The  floor  of  a  wine  cellar  should  al- 
ways be  made  of  some  hard,  impermeable  substance,  such  as  con- 
crete, which  can  be  sluiced  and  kept  clean  by  water. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  the  want  of  cleanliness,  or  for  the 
stupid  system  of  putting  all  the  grapes  into  the  crushing  vats 
without  any  regard  to  their  being  dirty,  rotten,  or  withered. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  understood  that  the  Levure,  yeast,  or 
fermentative  principle  for  grape-musts  exists  in  the  atmosphere 
as  microscopically  minute  germs.  When  the  grape  begins  to 
ripen  the  skin  becomes  sticky,  and  to  it  the  floating  germs  become 
attached  and  form  the  fermentative  principle.  Germs  of  all 
kinds,  mostly  injurious,  are  always  floating  about  in  a  dirty 
wine  cellar,  and  readily  attack  either  must  or  wine. 

After  visiting  the  Paarl  and  Stellenbosch  districts,  I  went 
to  Constantia,  making  the  Government  farm  my  headquarters. 

The  grapes  and  the  cellars  in  the  Constantia  district  were 
far  in  advance  of  those  of  Paarl  and  Stellenbosch.  The  cellars 
leave  little  to  be  desired,  and  the  wine  farmers  at  Constantia 
carry  intelligence  and  care  into  their  wine  making. 

A  great  many  and  varied  experiments  have  been  made  with 
the  Levures,  and  much  must  has  been  treated  for  corgnac-mak- 


ing.  Thanks  to  the  care  and  skilled  intelligence  of  Mr.  De  Wall, 
the  value  of  the  use  of  an  attemperator,  suggested  by  myself, 
has  been  conclusively  proved.  I  found  in  Mr.  De  Wall  a  most 
valuable  assistant,  and  I  think  the  department  possesses  in  him 
an  officer  of  rare  intelligence  and  fidelity. 

As  nearly  every  wine-grower  I  have  visited  has  an  abundant 
supply  of  cold  water,  the  use  of  an  attemperator  is  easy,  be- 
comes of  immense  value,  and  gives  complete  control  of  the  tem- 
perature. 

The  attemperator  is  made  of  1^-inch  copper  pipe,  carefully 
tinned  on  the  outside  and  about  thirty  feet  in  length,  bent  into 
two  short  coils  in  the  direction  of  its  length,  or  into  a  flat  coil, 
as  a  rope  is  coiled  on  a  deck,  the  entrance  and  exit  ends  being 
about  2J  feet  in  length,  standing  at  right  angles  to  the  coil. 

A  stream  of  water  of  25  gallons  at  a  temperature  of  70°F. 
per  hour  through  this  tube  completely  controls  the  temperature 
in  the  fermenting  vat,  never  allowing  it  to  exceed  90°F.  With 
grapes  picked  and  crushed  quite  hot,  the  must  can  be  kept  at 
90°  or  under.  This  renders  the  picking  and  the  fermentation 
independent  of  the  heat  of  the  weather. 

This  experiment  has  been  worked  out,  not  only  at  Con- 
stantia, but  at  Mr.  Philip  van  der  Byl's  farm. 

The  human  foot  may  be,  and  probably  is,  the  best  crushing 
machine,  provided  it  is  clean  and  its  use  does  not  cost  too  much. 

The  machine  of  Fouloir  Egrappoir,  used  widely  in  Califor- 
nia, Algeria,  Australia  and  France,  is  quite  ascertain  as  the  hu- 
man foot,  far  more  cleanly  and  less  expensive.  It  does  not  crush 
the  pips.  The  machine  can  be  fed  by  hand  or  mechanically 
with  the  bunches  of  grapes.  It  strips  off  the  stalks  and  throws 
them  on  one  side  out  of  the  machine,  and  then  pulps  the  berries. 

The  result  of  the  experiments  with  the  Levures  should  be 
apparent  early  in  July.  Should  the  result  lead  the  farmers  of 
your  department  to  make  a  more  extended  trial  next  season,  I 
have  now  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  sorts  to  send,  and 
will  transmit  them  at  a  very  low  cost,  the  particulars  of  which 
are  left  with  Mr.  Curry. 

Whatever  the  result  of  the  Levures,  my  visit,  printed  pa- 
pers, and  the  use  of  the  attemperator  will  have  given  a  great  im- 
petus in  the  right  direction  to  the  wine  industry  of  the  colony. 
If  your  department  will  print  and  publish  it  in  a  handy  book 
form,  I  will  send  some  further  matter  relating  to  the  manuring 
of  the  vine,  the  sort  of  vines  most  valued  in  France  and  Aus- 
tralia, and  some  notes  on  cognac  making.  If  this  matter  is 
combined  with  what  I  have  already  published  it  will  supply  a 
much-needed  want  in  the  shape  of  a  manual  of  wine-making. 

I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  enormous  improvements  will 
be  made  in  the  wine  industry  in  the  Cape  Colony,  and  am 
certain  there  is  a  very  lucrative  field  for  the  production  of  fine 
cognac. 

I  suppose  Groot  Constantia  is  not  run  so  much  on  the  lines 
that  it  must  be  made  to  pay,  but  on  the  far  more  intelligent 
lines  of  being  the  center  at  which  the  wine  men  can  see  and 
watch  the  use  and  operation  of  all  the  newest  wine-making  ap- 
pliances, and  gain  the  latest  viticultural  information.  There  is 
everything  to  render  it  thus  useful.  It  possesses  large  and 
flourishing  vineyards,  a  good  and  well-arranged  cellar,  and 
lastly,  an  able,  trusty  and  energetic  superintendent  in  Mr.  De 
Wall. 

It  is  imperative  that  before  the  next  vintage  you  provide 
Groot  Constantia  with  three  attemperators,  one  Fouloir  Egrap- 
poir, and  a  boiler  and  suitable  length  of  pipe  to  steam  out  and 
keep  in  perfect  cleanliness  all  vats  and  casks.  This  will  involve 
but  a  very  moderate  outlay,  which  will  more  than  repay  itself  in 
the  first  season.

In  conclusion,  allow  me,  sir,  to  thank  you  for  the  personal 
courtesy  shown  to  me  by  yourself  and  the  officials  in  your  De- 
partment, who  have  all  rendered  me  courteous  and  valuable 
assistance. —  Cape  Times. 


The  Wehmeyer  vineyard,  at  Anaheim,  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  The  vineyard,  which  consists  of  about  five  acres, 
was  planted  some  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  to  day  no  trace  of 
the  Anaheim  disease  can  be  seen.  It  is  generally  believed  that 
the  disease  has  run  its  course,  and  inasmuch  as  Anaheim  was 
one  of  the  centers  from  which  the  malady  spread,  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  the  condition  of  this  vineyard  is  a  guarantee  that 
the  disease  is  a  thing  of  the  past.

CONCERNING   WOMAN'S   SUFFRAGE. 

The  Pacific  Wine  and  Spikir  Review  is  opposed  to  granting  the  elec- 
tive franchise  to  woman,  and  bases  its  opposition  on  strictly  business 
principles,  holding  that  the  liquor  trade  must  sooner  or  later  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  great  danger  exists  in  woman's  suffrage.  It  holds  that 
nine  out  of  every  ten  American  women  are,  on  general  principles  opposed 
to  the  saloon  as  an  institution,  and  says  that  "  they  grade  all  saloons — 
which  are  in  reality  the  poor  man's  clubs — by  the  few  dives  that  are  a  dis- 
grace and  menace  to  the  liquor  trafflc.  They  are  unreasoning  and  unrea- 
sonable, acting  on  impulse  and  the  general  desire  to  wipe  out  the  demon 
rum." 

While  we  must  admit  that  a  very  large  number  of  women  are  bitterly 
opposed  to  the  liquor  traffic  in  all  its  phases,  yet  \(e  cannot  concede  that 
the  percentage  is  nearly  as  large  as  our  contemporary  suggests,  and  we 
certainly  do  not  look  upon  the  majority  of  American  women  as  unreason- 
ing or  unreasonable.  On  the  contrary,  we  regard  the  women  of  America 
as  having  as  much  good  sense,  patriotism  and  fealty  to  family,  friends, 
and  what  is  just  and  right  as  any  women  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Nev- 
ertheless, we  regard  the  question  of  the  expediency  of  the  admission  of 
woman  to  the  right  of  suffrage  as  one  demanding  the  serious  consideration 
of  every  thoughtful  and  patriotic  American,  because,  first,  it  has  become 
a  political  question  of  the  immediate  future  in  this  State;  and  second,  its 
adoption  as  a  part  of  our  political  polity  may  involve  consequences  not 
contemplated  by  its  advocates. — San  Francisco  Hotel  Gazette. 

Without  going  into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  discussion 
which  the  Gazette  offiers  it  readers,  without  inquiring  whether 
the  best  women  of  the  country  would  take  a  hand  in  politics  if 
suff'rage  was  extended — which  we  are  inclined  to  disbelieve — we 
think  that  there  is  something,  aside  from  pure  business  princi- 
ples, which  should  actuate  the  liquor  trade  in  apposing  wom- 
an's suffrage.  The  gentle,  refined  women  would  not  take  an 
opportunity  to  vote,  but  the  "  strong-minded,"  the  advanced 
Woman  with  a  capital  W,  would  be  largely  in  evidence.  Led 
by  a  Lease,  a  Gougar,  or  some  hitherto  unknown  element,  they 
would  hold  the  balance  of  power,  and  would  plunge  the  country 
into  an  era  of  blind  tigers  and  of  disregard  of  law. 

The  licensed  trade  has  nothing  to  fear  from  sensible  women; 
it  is  the  crank,  short-haired  "  advanced  women  "  who  need 
watching  and  perpetual  disfranchisement.
